CHAPTER  I. 


THE  PRACTITIONERS  LEGAL  AND  ACADEMICAL  STATUS. 

The  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  presumably  open  to  anyone; 
limited  by  specified  incapacities  and  liabilities — The  Prescribed 
Qualification  for  Registration — The  “ Nineteen  Qualifying  Bodies  ” 
— Diplomas  and  Degrees — Physician , Surgeon,  Apothecary  ; Prece- 
dence— The  General  Medical  Council — The  Medical  Practitioner  ; 
the  Surgical  Practitioner ; the  Double  Qualification — The  Apothecary 
— Foreign  Qualifications  ; not  acceptable  for  Registration  ; avail- 
able on  recognition  by  a Qualifying  Body — Midwifery ; no  Quali- 
fication required  for  simple  practice ; Medical  and  Surgical  Com- 
plications. 

To  enable  tbe  reader  the  better  to  appreciate  tbe  subject  of  this  work, 
it  may  be  desirable  at  the  outset  to  explain  the  status  of  the  prac- 
titioner, both  in  its  legal  and  academical  relations.  In  this  country 
the  practice,  whether  of  medicine  or  surgery,  is  presumably  open  to 
every  inhabitant,  irrespective  of  sex,  qualification,  or  education.  This 
common  privilege  is,  however,  limited  by  specified  incapacities  and 
liabilities.  bTo  one,  unless  entered  on  the  Register  of  the  General 
Medical  Council,  can  legally  recover  for  advice  or  attendance  except 
under  special  contract ; and  anyone  who,  being  unregistered,  com- 
pounds and  sells  medicines  of  his  own  prescription,  is  liable  to  a penalty 
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of  £20.  The  Register  is  penally  protected;  and  anyone  falsely  pre- 
tending to  the  qualifications  implied  in  registration,  or  misrepresenting 
himself  to  he  registered,  and  practising  thereupon,  may  he  fined  in  the 
like  amount.  Nor  is  an  unregistered  practitioner  competent  to  enter 
professionally  upon  state,  municipal,  or  parochial  service ; and  a certifi- 
cate of  death  signed  by  him  may  be  rejected  by  the  Registrar  as  invalid. 

The  required  qualification  for  registration  is  a degree  or  diploma 
from  one  or  more  of  the  “ Nineteen  Qualifying  Bodies  ” of  the  United 
Kingdom,  viz. : —

A degree  or  diploma  from  the  University  of  Oxford.

A foreign  or  colonial  degree  or  diploma  may  be  registered,  but  it 
must  have  been  obtained  before  the  1st  October,  1858. 

A diploma  from  a university  is  styled  “ a License,”  and  its  pos- 
sessor “ a Licentiate.”  A diploma  from  a college  may  signify  either 
its  fellowship,  membership,  or  license,  and  the  diplomate  is  called 
accordingly  a Fellow,  Member,  or  Licentiate.  A degree  can  only  be 
granted  by  a university,  and  the  ordinary  degrees  in  medical  science 
are  Doctor  and  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  Master  and  Bachelor  of  Surgery. 
But  degrees  are  sometimes  granted  in  certain  special  departments— 
e.g.,  Master  and  Bachelor  of  Obstetric  Science. 

A Physician  is  a Graduate  or  Licentiate  in  Medicine  of  a university, 
or  a Fellow,  Member,  or  Licentiate  of  a college  or  faculty  of  physicians. 
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THE  PRACTITIONER’S  STATUS. 

A Surgeon  is  a Graduate  or  Licentiate  in  Surgery  of  a university, 
or  a Fellow,  Member,  or  Licentiate  of  a college  or  faculty  of  surgeons. 

An  Apothecary  is  a Licentiate  or  Fellow  of  a corporation  of 
apothecaries. 

A Physician,  Surgeon,  or  Apothecary,  is  bound  by  the  bye-laws  of 
his  corporation,  and  if  for  any  infringement  his  degree  or  diploma  be 
cancelled,  his  name  will  be  removed  from  the  Medical  Register,  unless 
he  possess  another  and  uncancelled  qualification. 

With  regard  to  Precedence,  Physicians,  Surgeons,  and  Apothecaries 
rank  in  the  order  named  as  holders  of  equivalent  degrees  or  licenses  : 
That  is,  the  Doctor  of  Medicine  above  the  Master  of  Surgery,  the 
Fellow  of  a College  of  Physicians  above  the  Fellow  of  a College  of 
Surgeons,  and  the  Licentiate  of  a College  of  Physicians  above  the 
Licentiate  of  a College  of  Surgeons,  &c.  But  a Physician  may  rank 
beneath  a Surgeon  as  not  being  the  holder  of  an  equivalent  degree  or 
diploma.  The  license  of  a college  of  physicians,  for  example,  is 
beneath  the  fellowship  of  a college  of  surgeons  of  the  same  branch 
of  the  kingdom. 

The  General  Medical  Council  is  partly  composed  of  members  elected 
by  the  Qualifying  Bodies  and  partly  of  Crown-appointed  represen- 
tatives. It  is  only  consultative,  and  is  without  power  to  control  the 
Qualifying  Bodies.  It  registers  practitioners  as  medical  or  surgical, 
or  both.  A purely  medical  practitioner,  however,  is  not  entitled  to 
recover  for  surgical  advice ; and  the  surgical  practitioner  stands  in 
the  same  relation  to  medical  practice ; while  the  apothecary,  though 
he  may  recover  for  any  medicines  supplied,  can  claim  for  medical 
services  only.  Thus  there  are  two  qualifications,  medical  and  surgical, 
and  when  a man  possesses  both  he  is  said  to  be  doubly  qualified. 
Notwithstanding,  the  single  degree  or  diploma  of  a university  or 
college  may  by  chartered  privilege  be  a qualification  to  practice 
medicine  and  surgery  together,  in  which  case  the  recipient  is  both 
a physician  and  surgeon.  An  apothecary,  it  may  be  added,  has  all  the 
legal  privileges  of  a physician. 

Foreign  Degrees  and  Diplomas. — A graduate  or  licentiate  in 
medicine  or  surgery  of  any  foreign  or  colonial  university  or  college 
may  lawfully  use  his  title  of  physician,  surgeon,  or  apothecary,  or 
may  announce  himself  a doctor  or  bachelor  of  medicine  or  a master 
of  surgery,  or  what  not ; but  it  must  not  be  for  the  purpose  of 
practising  as  if  he  were  a registered  practitioner.  In  effect,  he  must 
not  present  these  titles  as  regular  qualifications.  Hence  one  qualified 
at  Sydney,  Paris,  Halifax,  Berlin,  Rome,  or  elsewhere  abroad,  if  he 
possess  no  registerable  qualification,  can  practice  in  this  country  only 
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as  an  unqualified  practitioner.  He  can  recover  fees  only  on  special 
contract,  must  not  specially  compound  drugs,  or  sell  other  than  patent 
medicines,  or  such  as  are  in  general  use  and  not  specially  prescribed. 
Moreover,  if  he  use  his  medical  or  surgical  titles  or  degrees  without 
affording  the  public  the  opportunity  of  knowing  that  he  is  not  a regis- 
tered practitioner,  he  is  held  to  be  falsely  pretending  to  registration, 
and  is  liable  to  the  penalty  already  mentioned.  For  example,  a doctor 
of  medicine  of  New  York,  practising  in  the  United  Kingdom,  may 
exhibit  a doorplate  announcing  himself  “ M.D.  (N.Y.)”  But  he  must 
not  omit  the  added  letters,  or  some  word  indicating  the  particular 
university,  corporation,  or  country,  whence  he  derived  his  certificate. 
Such  addition,  in  effect,  goes  to  protect  from  the  allegation  of  falsely 
pretending  to  be  on  the  Register ; and  it  would  be  no  valid  argument 
for  a prosecutor  that  he  did  not  know  what  the  added  letters  meant. 
If  they  were  not  such  as  to  indicate  any  one  of  the  Nineteen  Quali- 
fying Bodies  of  the  United  Kingdom,  it  would  be  enough. 

Although  a foreign  or  colonial  title  is  not  acceptable  for  registration 
by  the  Medical  Council,  yet  any  of  the  Qualifying  Bodies  may 
recognise  it  and  admit  to  an  ad  eundem  qualification,  which  thereupon 
becomes  registerable.  In  that  case,  the  title  previously  prohibited, 
except  with  specification,  may  be  employed  unspecified. 

Midwifery. — No  qualification  is  required  in  this  country  for  the 
practice  of  simple  midwifery,  and,  unless  on  special  contract,  no 
attendance  fees  are  recoverable.  Certain  bodies,  it  is  true,  grant 
midwifery  degrees  and  diplomas,  but  these  are  not  legally  necessary ; 
and,  presumably,  any  one,  however  ignorant,  may  practice  the  obstetric 
art.  The  pursuit,  however,  is  not  unattended  with  difficulties.  In  the 
event  of  any  complication  requiring  the  aid  of  instruments  or  manual 
operation,  the  case  becomes  surgical,  as  in  the  event  of  internal 
medicines  being  requisite,  either  at  or  subsequent  to  delivery,  it 
similarly  becomes  medical ; and  should  death  ensue  either  to  mother 
or  child  the  practitioner  may  be  called  on  to  show  that  he  was 
quab’fied  by  competent  knowledge.  Either  case,  in  short,  is  recognised 
as  pertaining  to  a speciality  of  medical  science — namely,  obstetric 
surgery  and  medicine. 


CHAPTER  II. 


PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION  AND  REGISTRATION. 

The  Preliminary  Examination  in  Arts — Registration ; Regulations 
Examinations  recognised  by  the  General  Medical  Council  Univer- 
sities of  the  United  Kingdom — Bodies  named  in  the  Medical  Acts — 
Other  Bodies  whose  Certificates  in  General  Education  are  accepted — 
Indian,  Colonial,  and  Foreign  Universities  and  Colleges — Regulations 
of  Qualifying  Bodies — The  University  of  London;  Matriculation; 
Scholarships,  Exhibitions,  and  Prizes  for  Male  Candidates,  for 
Female  Candidates — Oxford  University  ; its  Constitution ; Admis- 
sion, Residence;  Responsions;  Unattached  Students — Oxford  and 
Cambridge  Schools  Examinations — Oxford  Local  Examinations — 
Cambridge  University — Du,blin  University — University  of  Edinburgh 
— of  Durham — of  St.  Andrew’s — King  and  Queen’s  College  of 
Physicians,  Ireland — University  of  Glasgow — of  Aberdeen — Royal 
University  of  Ireland. 

Preliminary  Examination.  — The  first  step  of  the  intending 
student  who  has  determined  on  qualifying  for  the  Medical  Profession, 
is  to  pass  what  is  known  as  the  Preliminary  Examination.  This  is  a 
test  of  moderate  proficiency  in  the  arts  pertaining  to  a liberal  educa- 
tion ; and  those  who  have  been  designed  for  the  pursuit  of  a scientific 
calling  may  be  presumed  to  be  already  prepared  for  it.  The  supposi- 
tion, nevertheless,  is  not  uniformly  borne  out  by  the  event ; and,  of  the 
various  avenues  opened  up  towards  the  portals  of  medical  study,  by 
no  means  all  the  candidates  are  capable  of  adopting  the  most  desirable. 
The  student,  however,  who  is  sufficiently  prepared  should  certainly 
take  the  London  Matriculation,  even  though  he  may  not  intend  to  go 
on  to  the  University  Doctorate ; for,  should  he  subsequently  wish  for 
it,  the  obstacle  of  general  education  will  have  been  removed  from  his 
path.  On  the  attainment  of  so  excellent  an  introduction  to  professional 
studies  some  pains  may  well  be  bestowed ; but  the  possible  difficulty 
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may  be  materially  relieved  by  making  choice  of  an  experienced  and 
competent  tutor  and  implicitly  following  bis  directions. 

Registration. — Having  disposed  of  tbe  Preliminary  Examination 
by  one  or  other  of  the  various  methods  to  the  particulars  of  which  this 
chapter  will  be  mainly  devoted,  the  student  will  proceed  to  enter  his 
name  on  the  Register  of  Medical  Students  kept  by  the  General  Medical 
Council.  This  formality  is  indispensable.  By  a decision  of  the 
Medical  Council  agreed  to  by  all  the  Nineteen  Qualifying  Bodies,  no  one 
is  admissible  to  the  final  examination  for  a qualification  in  Medicine 
or  Surgery  unless  his  name  has  been  entered  on  the  Register  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  four  years.  Some  of  the  Qualifying  Bodies, 
nevertheless,  allow  three  months’  deduction,  and  admit  students  to 
their  final  examinations  after  forty -five  months’  study. 

Regulations. 

Every  medical  student  shall  be  registered  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  tbe 
General  Medical  Council.  No  medical  student  shall  be  registered  until  be  has 
passed  a preliminary  examination  as  required  by  the  General  Medical  Council. 
Tbe  commencement  of  tbe  course  of  professional  study  recognised  by  any  of  tbe 
Qualifying  Bodies  shall  not  be  reckoned  as  dating  earlier  than  fifteen  days  before 
tbe  date  of  registration.  Tbe  registration  of  medical  students  shall  be  placed 
under  tbe  charge  of  tbe  branch  registrars. 

Every  person  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a medical  student  shall  apply 
to  the  Branch  Registrar  of  tbe  division  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  which  he  is 
residing  * * * and  shall  produce  or  forward  to  tbe  Branch  Registrar  a 
certificate  of  bis  having  passed  a preliminary  examination  as  required  by  tbe 
General  Medical  Council,  and  a statement  of  his  place  of  medical  study. 

Tbe  Branch  Registrar  shall  write  the  applicant’s  name  and  other  particulars 
in  the  Students’  Register,  and  shall  give  him  a certificate  of  such  registration. 

The  several  Branch  Councils  shall  have  power  to  admit  special  exceptions  to 
the  foregoing  regulations  as  to  registration  for  reasons  which  shall  appear  to 
them  satisfactory. 

Preliminary  Examinations  in  Arts  Recognised  by  the 
General  Medical  Council. 

A degree  in  Arts  of  any  university  of  tbe  United  Kingdom  or  of 
tbe  Colonies,  or  of  sucb  other  universities  as  maybe  specially  recognised 
from  time  to  time  by  tbe  Medical  Council,  is  considered  a sufficient 
testimonial  of  proficiency. 

I. — Universities  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Oxford. — Responsions  ; Moderations ; Local  Examinations  (senior) 
certificate,  to  include  Latin  and  Matbematics ; Local  Examinations 
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(junior)  certificate,  to  include  Latin  and  Mathematics,  and  also  one  of 
the  following  optional  subjects,  viz. — Greek,  French,  German,  Natural 
Philosophy  (including  Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  and  Pneumatics).

Durham. — Examination  for  Students  in  their  Second  and  First  Years ; 
Registration  Examination  for  Medical  Students ; Local  Examinations

— If  satisfactory  evidence  is  produced  that  a 
student  has  passed  a genuine  examination,  including  the  following 
subjects,  conducted  by  a foreign  or  colonial  corporation,  the  Council 
will  register  him : (1)  English  Language,  including  grammar  and  com- 
position. (2)  Arithmetic,  including  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions;

and  ii.  (4)  Latin,  including  translation  and  grammar,  and  one  of  the 
following  subjects — viz. : Greek,  Erench,  German,  or  Natural  Philo- 
sophy, including  Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  and  Pneumatics. 

Regulations  op  Qualifying  Bodies. 

Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London. — The  fellowship  is 
elective,  and  is  only  conferred  on  members.  Candidates  for  the  mem- 
bership must  possess  a degree  in  arts  of  a British  or  Irish  University,  or 
have  passed  some  examination  which  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Censors’ 
Board  on  special  application.  Failing  this,  they  will  be  subjected  to  a 
special  examination  by  the  Censors’  Board.  Candidates  for  the  license 
must  have  satisfied  the  conditions  of  registration  of  the  General 
Medical  Council. 
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Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh  and  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh.  — Candidates  must  have 
satisfied  the  conditions  of  registration  of  the  General  Medical  Council. 
These  bodies  hold  a joint  examination  in : — English  Language  and 
Composition ; Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  simple  equations ; Geometry, 
Euclid,  i.,  ii.  ; Latin,  Cicero  de  Natura  Deorum— Virgil,  ^Eneid,  ii. ; 
and  one  optional  subject — Greek,  French,  German,  Natural  Philo- 
sophy (mechanics,  hydrostatics,  and  pneumatics).  In  Latin,  Greek, 
French,  and  German,  parsing  of  words,  will  be  required ; also  transla- 
tion of  short  sentences  from  English.  In  Latin,  translation  of  a 
passage  from  an  unprescribed  author  will  also  be  required.  Further 
particulars  maybe  obtained  on  application  to  the  Officer,  Royal  College 
of  Physicians,  Edinburgh.  The  fee  is  10s.;  if  unsuccessful,  a can- 
didate must  pay  a fee  of  5s.  for  each  subsequent  examination.  Can- 
didates who  commenced  their  professional  education  before  the  17th 
September,  1866,  may  pass  the  Preliminary  Examination  at  any  time 
before  the  First  Professional  Examination.  Such  candidates  may  be 
admitted  to  a special  preliminary  examination  on  payment  of  a fee 
of  £1. 

Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow. — The  fel- 
lowship is  only  conferred  on  doctors  of  medicine,  licentiates  of  the 
Faculty,  or  qualified  surgeons.  Candidates  for  the  license  are  required 
to  pass  an  examination  or  to  have  otherwise  satisfied  the  conditions 
of  registration  of  the  General  Medical  Council.  The  examination  is 
held  at  the  Faculty  Hall,  Glasgow,  in  April  and  July,  and  September 
and  October.  It  is  written,  'and  embraces  : English — Dictation,  Gram- 
mar, Composition  ; Latin — De  Bello  Gallico,  lib.  ii. — "Virgil’s  iEneid 
lib.vi. — with  an  easy  passage  for  translation  from  a work  not  previously 
announced,  and  questions  in  grammar,  also  historical  and  geographical 
questions  on  the  subject-matter  of  these  books,  and  an  exercise  in  ren- 
dering English  into  Latin ; Arithmetic ; Algebra,  to  simple  equations ; 
Geometry — Euclid,  books  i.  and  ii.,  with  easy  exercises — answers  to 
questions  on  the  third  book  optional ; Natural  Philosophy — elementary 
mechanics  of  solids  and  fluids  (candidates  are  recommended  to  read 
Todhunter’s  “ Natural  Philosophy  for  Beginners,”  part  I.,  “ The  Pro- 
perties of  Solid  and  Fluid  Bodies”).  One  of  the  following  optional 
subjects:  Greek — Xenophon’s  Anabasis,  book  iii.,  with  grammatical 
questions  and  translation  exercises  from  English  into  Greek ; French 
— Moliere’s  Le  Misanthrope,  with  questions  in  grammar  and  translation 
exercises  from  English  into  French ; German — Schiller’s  Wilhelm  Tell, 
with  questions  in  grammar,  and  translation  exercises  from  English 
into  German. 
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Candidates  who  show  a competent  knowledge  in  some  of  the  necessary  sub- 
jects, but  not  in  all,  will  be  re-examined  at  their  next  appearance  only  in  those 
subjects  in  which  they  have  not  previously  passed. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  who  enter  for  any  number  of  subjects  less  than 
the  whole,  a somewhat  higher  standard  of  proficiency  will  be  expected  in  each 
subject  than  in  the  case  of  those  who  enter  for  the  entire  examination. 
Candidates  must  pay  a fee  of  10s.  to  tlie  Secretary  four  days  before  the 
examination,  and  at  the  same  time  forward  a form  of  application  duly 
filled.  Forms  may  be  obtained  from  tbe  Secretary,  who  will  also,  on 
receipt  of  6d.  in  stamps,  order  a past  set  of  Preliminary  Examination 
questions  to  be  sent.  The  candidate  must  pass  in  all  the  subjects 
before  he  can  be  registered  by  the  Medical  Council.  Natural  philo- 
sophy was  formerly  optional,  but  is  now  compulsory,  either  at  the 
Preliminary,  or  before,  or  at  the  First  Professional  examination. 

King  and  Queen’s  College  of  Physicians  in  Ireland. — Can- 
didates for  diplomas  must  have  passed  a recognised  Arts  examination. 
The  College  does  not  hold  one. 

College  of  Preceptors. — Examinations  in  Arts  recognised  by  the 
General  Medical  Council ; held  in  March  and  September  in  each  year. — 
The  examinations  are  for  certificates  of  the  first  and  second  class,  and 
are  limited  to  the  following  subjects : First  Class  — Obligatory : 
English  Grammar,  with  Analysis  and  Composition,  and  outlines  of 
the  History  of  English  Language  and  Literature ; English  History ; 
Geography  (including  Physical  and  Mathematical)  ; Arithmetic ; 
Algebra  to  quadratic  equations  ; Euclid,  books  i. — iv.,  or  the  portions 
of  geometry  treated  therein ; Latin — any  two  of  the  following  works, 
one  prose,  the  other  poetical — Csesar,  books  i.  and  ii.  or  iv.  and  v. ; 
Sallust,  Catiline ; Virgil,  JEneid,  one  of  the  first  three  books ; Cicero, 
De  Senectute ; and  Horace,  Odes,  books  i.  or  iii.  One  of  the  following 
languages — French,  German,  Spanish,  Italian,  or  Greek ; one  com- 
pulsory, others  may  be  taken  if  desired.  The  Greek  examination  is  in 
Xenophon,  Anab.,  book  i.,  or  St.  Luke’s  Gospel;  or  Homer,  Iliad, 
book  i.  Latin  and  Greek  composition  (simple)  is  required ; and  the 
papers  will  contain  grammatical  and  other  questions  on  the  passages 
selected,  as  well  as  short  and  easy  unseen  passages  for  translation. — 
Optional : Elementary  Mechanics  of  solids  and  fluids  (comprising  the 
elements  of  statics,  dynamics,  and  hydrostatics) ; Natural  History 
(botany,  zoology,  physiology,  and  geology) ; Experimental  Physics 
(acoustics,  light,  heat,  and  electricity) ; Chemistry. — Second  Class 
Obligatory  : English  Grammar,  with  Analysis  and  Composition ; 
English  History ; Geography ; Arithmetic ; Algebra  (including  simple 
equations  and  fractions) ; Euclid,  book  i.  (or  the  portions  of  geometry 
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treated  therein) ; Latin — Caesar,  book  i.  or  ii.,  or  one  of  the  first  two 
books  of  Virgil’s  AEneid,  translation  of  simple  English  into  Latin, 
grammatical  and  other  questions  arising  out  of  the  passages  set ; one 
modem  language — French,  German,  Spanish,  Italian.  More  may  be 
taken  if  desired.  — Optional : Elementary  Mechanics  of  solids  and 
fluids  (comprising  the  elements  of  statics,  dynamics,  and  hydro- 
statics) ; Natural  History  (botany,  zoology,  physiology,  and  geology) ; 
Experimental  Physics  (acoustics,  light,  heat,  and  electricity) ; Che- 
mistry. Spelling  and  handwriting  are  considered. — Fee  25s. — Candidates 
must  give  thirty  days’  written  notice  to  the  Secretary  ; the  fee  must  be 
paid  fourteen  days  previous  to  the  date  of  examination.  The  Second 
Class  certificate  is  recognised  by  the  General  Medical  Council,  provided 
the  candidate  pass  in  the  first  or  second  division,  and  in  the  subjects 
mentioned  above  as  obligatory. 

Society  op  Apothecaries  op  London. — Examinations  in  Arts 
take  place  at  the  Apothecaries’  Hall,  Blackfriars,  in  J anuary,  April, 
and  September.  Any  candidate  for  the  license  who  has  satisfied  the 
conditions  of  registration  of  the  Medical  Council  will  be  exempted 
from  this  examination.  The  subjects  are : English;  Latin,  translation 
and  grammar,  and  easy  translation  into  Latin ; Arithmetic ; Euclid, 
books  i.  and  ii.,  and  Algebra  to  simple  equations ; either  Greek,  French, 
German,  or  Natural  Philosophy,  at  the  option  of  the  candidate.  For 
natural  philosophy  the  book  recommended  is  Snowball’s  “ Cambridge 
Course  of  Natural  Philosophy.” 

Apothecaries’  Hall  op  Dublin. — Candidates  for  the  License  who 
have  otherwise  satisfied  the  conditions  of  registration  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  are  exempt.  This  examination  is  held  in  January,  April, 
July,  and  October. — Compulsory : English  Grammar,  Composition,  and 
History ; Arithmetic ; Algebra  to  simple  equations ; Euclid,  books  i. 
and  ii.,  or  the  subjects  thereof ; Latin,  Livy,  lib.  i.  and  ii.,  or  Virgil’s 
iEneid,  i.  and  ii.,  and  Latin  Prose  Composition. — Optional : Two  of 
the  following:  (1)  Greek — Xenophon’s  Anabasis,  lib.  i.,  or  Homer’s 
Iliad,  book  i.;  (2)  French — Voltaire’s  Charles  XII.,  or  Lamartine’s 
Voyage  en  Orient;  (3)  German— Schiller’s  Wilhelm  Tell;  (4)  Elemen- 
tary Mechanics  of  solids  and  fluids,  comprising  the  elements  of 
dynamics  and  hydrostatics  ; (5)  Logic  ; (6)  Natural  History,  embracing 
the  classification,  elementary  structure,  and  general  physiology  of 
vegetables  and  animals.  For  English,  the  books  recommended  are 
Adams’s  “Elements  of  the  English  Language”  and  Trench  “ On  the 
Study  of  Words.”  The  books  for  translation  from  the  Latin  are 
announced  in  the  preceding  year;  and  so  also  for  the  French  and 
German  languages.  The  fee  is  one  guinea. 
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Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland. — A candidate  for  tlie 
Fellowship  must  be  a Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  if  not  a graduate  he 
must  have  passed  examinations  equivalent  in  extent  and  range  to 
those  for  an  ordinary  degree.  A candidate  for  the  License  must  show 
“ that  he  has  passed  a preliminary  examination  conducted  by  a board 
recognised  by  the  General  Medical  Council,  into  the  curriculum  of 
which  the  Greek  language  enters  as  a compulsory  subject.”  The  fee 
for  the  Preliminary  Examination  is  one  guinea.  This  examination  is 
held  in  Januarv,  April,  July,  and  October,  on  the  third  Wednesday  in 
each  month.  “ Candidates  are  required  to  enter  their  names  and  to 
pay  their  fees  to  the  Registrar  at  least  six  days  previous  to  the  day  of 
examination.”  The  following  are  the  subjects  : English  Grammar 
and  Composition;  Arithmetic;  Algebra  to  simple  equations;  Geometry, 
Euclid,  books  i.  and  ii. ; Greek,  grammar,  and  translation  from  Gospel 
of  St.  John  or  Xenophon’s  Anabasis,  book  i.,  or  the  Dialogue  of 
Lucian  entitled  “ Menippus,  or  the  Necromancy ;”  Latin,  grammar, 
and  translation  from  Virgil's  iEneid,  i.  and  ii.,  or  the  Jugurthine  War 
of  Sallust,  or  Livy,  lib.  iii.  Those  who  intend  presenting  themselves 
for  the  professional  examinations  of  the  College  are  obliged  to  enter 
their  names  on  the  College  books  as  registered  pupils.  The  fee  for 
registration  is  five  guineas,  but  this  includes  the  right  to  attend  the 
Preliminary  Examination  without  further  fee.  Whereas  if  a candidate 
first  attend  the  Preliminary,  for  which  he  has  to  pay  five  guineas,  he  is 
a guinea  out  of  pocket. 

University  of  London. — Candidates  for  any  degree  in  this  Uni- 
versity (except  graduates  in  arts  in  the  University  of  either  Sydney 
or  Melbourne)  must  have  passed  the  Matriculation  examination. 
No  exemption  from  this  rule  is  allowed  on  account  of  degrees 
obtained  or  examinations  passed  at  any  other  than  the  above-named 
universities. 

This  and  all  other  examinations  of  the  University,  together  with  the 
prizes,  exhibitions,  scholarships,  and  medals  depending  upon  them,  are 
open  to  women  upon  exactly  the  same  conditions  as  to  men. 

The  Matriculation  Examinations  are  held  twice  in  each  year,  on 
the  second  Monday  in  January  and  the  third  Monday  in  June.  Can- 
didates must  produce  evidence  (either  a certificate  of  birth  or  an 
affidavit  made  before  a magistrate)  that  they  have  completed  their 
sixteenth  year.  This  evidence  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  University  at  least  fourteen  days  before  the  commencement  of 
the  examinations. 

The  examination  papers  of  past  examinations  are  not  published  separately, 
but  the  papers  of  the  previous  academical  year  are  printed  in  the  University 
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Calendar  of  the  ourrent  year,  which  is  issued  annually  at  the  beginning  of  April, 
and  is  to  be  obtained  of  the  publishers,  Messrs.  Taylor  and  Francis,  of  Red 
Lion-court,  Fleet-street,  E.C.  (price  4s.). 

Every  candidate  must  inscribe  bis  name  on  tbe  books  of  tbe  University, 
and  at  tbe  same  time  pay  a fee  of  £2.  Full  information  as  to  tbe  time 
for  doing  tbis  will  be  given  when  tbe  candidate  bas  forwarded  tbe 
evidence  as  to  bis  age.  Tbe  examination  is  written,  but  tbe  Examiners 
reserve  tbe  right  of  putting  viva  voce  questions  to  any  candidate. 
Subjects  : Two  of  tbe  following  languages — (a)  Greek,  (b)  French, 
(c)  German,  and  (d)  either  Sanskrit  or  Arabic.  Latin  (compulsory), 
one  Latin  subject  to  be  selected  by  tbe  Senate  one  year  and  a half 
previously  from  tbe  works  of  tbe  undermentioned  authors — Virgil, 
one  book  of  tbe  Georgies,  and  one  book  of  tbe  iEneid ; Horace, 
two  books  of  tbe  Odes;  Sallust,  tbe  Conspiracy  of  Catiline,  or  tbe 
War  with  Jugurtha;  Oassar,  two  books  of  tbe  Gallic  War;  Livy,  one 
book ; Cicero  De  Senectute  or  De  Amicitia,  with  one  of  tbe  following 
Orations — Pro  Lege  Manilia,  one  of  tbe  four  Catilinarian  Orations, 
Pro  Archia,  Pro  M.  Marcello ; Ovid,  one  book  of  tbe  Metamorphoses 
and  one  book  of  tbe  Epistles  or  Heroides. 

The  paper  in  Latin  shall  contain  passages  to  be  translated  into  English,  with 
questions  in  history  and  geography  arising  out  of  the  subjects  of  the  book 
selected.  Short  and  easy  passages  shall  also  be  set  for  translation  from  other 
books  not  so  selected.  A separate  paper  shall  be  set  containing  questions  in 
Latin  grammar,  with  simple  and  easy  sentences  of  English  to  be  translated  into 
Latin. 

Greek — One  Greek  subject  to  be  selected  by  the  Senate  one  year  and  a 
half  previously,  from  tbe  works  of  Homer  (one  book),  Xenophon  (one 
book) : 

The  paper  in  Greek  shall  contain  passages  to  be  translated  into  English,  with 
questions  in  grammar,  and  with  questions  in  history  and  geography  arising  out 
of  the  subjects  of  the  book  selected.  Short  and  easy  passages  shall  also  be  set 
for  translation  from  other  books  not  so  selected. 

French — Translation  into  English  and  tbe  accidence  of  grammar; 
German,  translation  into  English  and  (except  when  German  is  taken 
as  an  alternative  for  Greek)  questions  in  tbe  accidence  of  grammar 
alone ; Sanskrit,  Arabic,  translation  into  English,  and  grammar — 

Candidates  who  desire  to  be  examined  in  Sanskrit  or  Arabic  must  give  at 
least  two  calendar  months’  notice  to  the  Registrar,  and  must  mention  the  other 
optional  language  which  they  select. 

English  Language  (dictation  and  grammar) ; History  of  England,  to 
end  of  seventeenth  century ; Modem  Geography;  Arithmetic,  including 
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vulgar  and  decimal  fractions,  and  extraction  of  the  square  root; 
Algebra,  including  proportion,  ai-ithmetical  and  geometrical  progres- 
sion and  simple  equations ; Geometry,  first  four  books  of  Euclid  or  the 
subjects  thereof;  Natural  Philosophy — Mechanics — Composition  and 
resolution  of  statical  forces,  simple  machines  (mechanical  powers),  ratio 
of  the  power  to  the  weight  in  each,  centre  of  gravity,  general  laws  of 
motion,  with  the  chief  experiments  by  which  they  may  be  illustrated, 
law  of  the  motion  of  falling  bodies ; Hydrostatics — Hydraulics,  and 
Pneumatics,  pressure  of  liquids  and  gases,  its  equal  diffusion  and  varia- 
tion with  the  depth,  specific  gravity  and  modes  of  determining  it,  the 
barometer,  the  syphon,  the  common  pump  and  forcing  pump,  and  the  air 
pump  ; Optics — Laws  of  reflexion  and  refraction,  formation  of  images 
by  mirrors  and  simple  lenses;  Heat — Its  sources,  expansion — Ther- 
mometers— relations  between  different  scales  in  common  use,  difference 
between  temperature  and  quantity  of  heat,  specific  and  latent  heat, 
calorimeters,  liquefaction,  ebullition,  evaporation,  conduction,  convec- 
tion, radiation;  Chemistry — Chemistry  of  the  non -metallic  elements, 
including  their  compounds  as  enumerated  below,  their  chief  physical 
and  chemical  characters,  their  preparation,  and  their  characteristic 
tests — Oxygen,  hydrogen,  carbon,  nitrogen,  chlorine,  bromine,  iodine, 
fluorine,  sulphur,  phosphorus,  silicon — combining  proportions  by  weight 
and  by  volume,  general  nature  of  acids,  bases,  and  salts,  symbols  and 
nomenclature — the  atmosphere,  its  constitution,  effects  of  animal  and 
vegetable  life  upon  its  composition — combustion — structure  and  pro- 
perties of  flame,  nature  and  composition  of  ordinary  fuel — water, 
chemical  peculiarities  of  natural  waters,  such  as  rain  water,  river  water, 
spring  water,  sea  water — carbonic  acid,  carbonic  oxide,  oxides  and 
acids  of  nitrogen,  ammonia,  olefiant  gas,  marsh  gas,  sulphurous  and 
sulphuric  acids,  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  hydrochloric  acid,  phosphoric 
acid,  and  phosphuretted  hydrogen,  silica. 

Such  is  the  Matriculation  examination  of  London  University,  and 
unless  the  student  intend  graduating  at  some  one  of  the  great  Conti- 
nental bodies,  as  Paris,  Berlin,  Berne,  Geneva,  &c.,  and  merely  securing 
such  a diploma  in  Britain  or  Ireland  as  will  entitle  him  to  be  regis- 
tered, I say  emphatically,  this  is  the  best  examination  to  pass.  It  will 
exempt  him  from  the  examinations  of  many  other  bodies  should  he 
desire  the  degrees  or  licenses  of  the  latter ; but,  as  has  been  intimated, 
he  cannot  obtain  a degree  from  London  University  unless  he  has 
passed  its  matriculation  or  possesses  a degree  in  Arts  from  one  of  the 
Universities — Sydney  or  Melbourne.  The  student  should  remember 
that  residence  is  not  required. 

The  Examiners  publish  a list  of  the  candidates  who  have  been  sue- 
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cessful  arranged  in  three  divisions,  the  first  containing  only  the  names 
of  those  who  have  been  awarded  Honours ; the  remaining  two,  called 
the  First  and  Second  Divisions,  containing  the  successful  candidates’ 
names  in  alphabetical  order.  A certificate  is  given  to  every  successful 
candidate  who  shall  apply  for  it : 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Examiners,  any  candidate  in  the  Honours  Division 
of  not  more  than  twenty  years  of  age  at  the  commencement  of  the  examination 
shall  possess  sufficient  merit,  the  first  among  such  candidates  shall  receive  an 
exhibition  of  thirty  pounds  per  annum  for  the  next  two  years,  the  second 
among  such  candidates  shall  receive  an  exhibition  of  twenty  pounds  per 
annum  for  the  next  two  years,  and  the  third  shall  receive  an  exhibition 
of  fifteen  pounds  per  annum  for  the  next  two  years ; such  exhibitions 
to  be  payable  in  quarterly  instalments,  provided  that  on  receiving  each 
instalment  the  exhibitor  shall  declare  his  intention  of  presenting  himself 
either  at  the  two  examinations  for  B.A.  or  at  the  two  examinations  for 
B.L.,  or  at  the  First  LL.B.  Examination,  or  at  the  Preliminary  Scientific  and 
First  M.B.  examinations  within  three  academical  years  from  the  time  of  his 
passing  the  Matriculation  examination.  The  fourth  successful  candidate  shall 
receive  a prize  of  ten  pounds  value  in  books,  philosophical  instruments,  or 
money  ; and  the  fifth  and  sixth  shall  each  reoeive  a prize  of  two  pounds’  value 
in  books,  philosophical  instruments,  or  money.  . . . Any  candidate  who  may 
obtain  a place  in  the  Honours’  division  at  the  Matriculation  examination  in 
January  shall  be  admissible  to  the  First  B.A.,  or  to  the  First  B.  Sc.  examina- 
tion, in  the  following  July. 

British  Scholarships,  &c. — A.  For  Male  Candidates  : (1)  A scholar- 
ship of  the  value  of  fifty  pounds  per  annum,  and  tenable  for  three 
years,  is  annually  awarded  to  the  candidate  from  the  Royal  Medical 
College,  Epsom,  who  at  the  June  Matriculation  examination  stands 
highest  among  the  candidates  approved  by  the  headmaster  of  that 
institution,  and  who  passes  either  in  the  Honours’  list  or  in  the 
First  Division,  on  condition  of  his  prosecuting  his  studies  during  the 
tenure  of  his  scholarship  with  a view  to  graduation  in  one  of  the 
Faculties  of  the  University  of  London.  (Particulars  may  be  obtained 
on  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Medical  College,  37,  Soho- 
square,  W.)  (2)  A similar  amount  is  annually  offered  to  candidates 

intending  to  pursue  at  Owen’s  College,  Manchester,  their  studies  for 
graduation  in  one  of  the  Faculties  of  the  University  of  London,  a 
single  scholarship  of  fifty  pounds  per  annum  for  three  years  being 
awarded  to  the  highest  of  those  candidates  at  the  June  Matriculation 
examination  who  shall  have  been  previously  approved  by  the  principal 
of  Owen  s College,  provided  that  he  pass  in  the  Honours’  Division  ; or 
in  case  no  candidate  should  so  pass,  two  scholarships,  each  'of  twenty- 
five  pounds  per  annum,  being  awarded  to  the  two  candidates  as  afore- 
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said,  who  shall  stand  highest  in  the  First  Division.  (Particulars  may 
he  obtained  on  application  to  the  Principal  of  Owen’s  College,  Man- 
chester. 

B.  For  Female  Candidates : (1)  Two  exhibitions,  one  of  thirty 
pounds,  the  other  of  twenty  pounds  per  annum,  tenable  for  two  years, 
will  be  awarded  at  the  June  Matriculation  examination  to  the  two 
female  candidates  of  not  more  than  twenty  years  of  age  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  examination  who  pass  highest  in  the  Honours’ 
Division,  to  assist  them  in  pursuing  their  studies  at  some  collegiate 
institution  approved  by  the  Gilchrist  Trustees.  (2)  Two  exhibitions, 
one  of  forty  pounds,  the  other  of  thirty  pounds  per  annum,  tenable 
for  two  years,  will  he  awarded  to  the  two  female  candidates  who 
pass  highest  at  the  First  B.A.  examination  (provided  that  they  obtain 
in  the  one  case  at  least  two-thirds,  and  in  the  other  at  least  three- 
fifths,  of  the  total  number  of  marks),  to  assist  them  in  pursuing 
their  studies  at  some  collegiate  institution  approved  by  the  Gilchrist 
Trustees. 

A Gold  Medal  of  the  value  of  twenty  pounds  (or  a book  prize  of  the 
same  value)  will  he  awarded  to  the  female  candidate  who  passes  highest 
at  the  Second  B.A.  examination,  provided  she  obtain  not  less  than 
two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of  marks.  (Further  particulars  may  be 
obtained  on  application  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Gilchrist  Educational 
Trust,  4,  Broad  Sanctuary,  Westminster,  S.W.) 

West  Scholarship. — A scholarship  of  the  value  of  thirty  pounds, 
and  tenable  for  one  year,  is  awarded  by  University  College  to  that 
candidate  who  at  the  June  Matriculation  Examination  in  London 
obtains  the  highest  marks  in  English.  (Further  particulars  may  be 
obtained  of  the  Secretary  of  University  College,  Gower-street,  W.C.) 

Tuffnell  Scholarships.  — Two  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds 
each,  tenable  for  two  years,  are  awarded  by  University  College 
for  distinction  in  Analytical  and  Practical  Chemistry,  and  in  General 
Chemistry  alternately.  The  candidate  must  be  an  undergraduate  of 
the  University  of  London  of  not  more  than  three  years’  standing. 
(Further  particulars  may  be  obtained  of  the  secretary  of  University 
College.) 

Reid  Studentship  for  Women. — A studentship  at  Bedford  College, 
tenable  for  two  years,  of  the  value  of  twenty-five  pounds,  is  offered 
annually  to  the  woman  passing  highest  in  the  June  Matriculation — 
Honours  Division — and  who  may  be  desirous  of  proceeding  to  the 
B.A.  or  B.Sc.  degree.  (Further  information  may  be  obtained  of 
Mrs.  Reid’s  Trustees,  Bedford  College,  8,  York -place,  Portman- 
square,  W.)

Indian  Scholarships. — There  are  two,  each  of  £100  value  per  annum, 
tenable  for  four  years.  They  are  awarded  annually  to  native  can- 
didates who  head  the  list  at  Calcutta,  Bombay,  and  Madras,  in  the 
January  Matriculation.  Such  candidates  must  pass  in  the  Honours 
or  First  Division  and  be  not  over  the  age  of  twenty-two  years.  They 
must  prosecute  their  studies,  either  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh 
or  at  University  College,  London,  with  the  object  of  graduating  at 
the  University  of  London.  For  further  particulars  apply  to  the 
secretary  to  the  Gilchrist  Educational  Trust,  4,  Broad  Sanctuary, 
Westminster,  S.W. 

Colonial  Scholarships.  — The  candidate  who  heads  the  list  at  the 
Matriculation  examination  which  takes  place  in  June  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  provided  he  is  placed  either  in  the  Honours  or  First 
Division,  and  is  not  more  than  twenty-two  years  of  age,  will  be 
awarded  a scholarship  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds  per  annum, 
tenable  for  three  years.  Candidates  must  subsequently  prosecute  their 
studies  at  Edinburgh  University  or  University  College,  London,  with 
the  object  of  graduating  at  the  University  of  London.  In  the  West 
India  Islands  there  is  a similar  scholarship  open  to  candidates  on 
exactly  the  same  conditions.  There  is  a similar  scholarship  awarded 
under  the  same  conditions,  but  biennially,  at  Hobart  Town,  Tasmania. 
A scholarship  similar  in  every  respect  to  the  last-mentioned  is  awarded 
to  candidates  in  Hew  Zealand.  The  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  the  University 
of  Sydney  who  may  be  nominated  by  the  authorities  of  his  University 
will  receive  a scholarship  of  one  hundred  pounds  value  per  annum  and 
tenable  for  three  years.  The  award  occurs  biennially.  Candidates 
must  study  at  Edinburgh  University  or  University  College,  London, 
with  the  object  of  graduating  at  the  University  of  London. 

Every  candidate  for  a Colonial  Scholarsliip  mnst  either  be  a native  of  the 
Colony  in  which  he  presents  himself,  or  have  resided  therein  for  the  five  years 
immediately  preceding.

Oxford  University. — This  is  a body  corporate,  under  the  title  of 
“ The  Chancellor,  Masters,  and  Scholars  of  the  University  of  Oxford.” 
It  is  open,  without  respect  of  birth,  age,  or  creed,  to  all  persons  who 
satisfy  the  appointed  officers  that  they  are  likely  to  derive  educational 
advantage  from  its  membership,  and  subject  only  to  necessary  limita- 
tions of  academical  standing.  Any  person  who  has  been  admitted  as 
a member  is  eligible  to  compete  for  all  its  prizes  and  distinctions,  save 
only  that  degrees  in  Divinity  are  confined  to  members  of  the  Church  of

England.  The  Colleges  are  corporate  institutions,  within  the  Univer- 
sity, but  distinct  from  it,  which  were  founded  and  endowed  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  students  during  their  residence  at  the  University. 
The  Halls  differ  from  the  Colleges,  chiefly  in  being  neither  incorporated 
nor  endowed.  They  have  preserved  their  original  character  as  insti- 
tutions in  which  students  live  together  under  the  charge  of  a Principal. 
By  a Statute  of  1868,  students  are  permitted  to  enter  at  the  University 
without  becoming  members  of  a college  or  hall.  Such  students  are 
termed  “ Unattached.”  A student  of  average  ability  can  obtain  the 
B.A.  degree  in  a period  of  thirty-two  consecutive  months,  and  at 
a cost  of  about  £300 ; this,  too,  as  a resident  member  of  a College 
or  Hall. 

Admission. — An  entrance  examination  must  be  passed,  conducted 
by  the  individual  colleges.  The  examination  is  usually  of  such  a 
character  as  to  satisfy  the  authorities  that  the  candidate  is  likely  to 
pass  the  University  degree  examinations.  It  may  be  stated  broadly 
that  the  examination  is  similar  to  Responsions  as  to  range  of  subjects 
and  standard.  All  the  Colleges  and  Halls,  excepting  Corpus  and 
Magdalen  Colleges,  accept  the  certificate  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
Schools  Examination  Board  in  place  of  the  ordinary  Matriculation 
Examination,  provided. the  certificate  be  of  such  a kind  as  to  exempt 
the  holder  from  Responsions. 

Residence. — Applications  for  rooms  should  be  made  to  the  head  of 
the  college  or  hall  at  which  the  student  proposes  to  enter  before  he 
presents  himself  for  examination.  All  candidates  for  medical  degrees 
must  graduate  as  Bachelors  of  Arts. 

Special  Regulations  of  the  several  Colleges  and  Halls. 

At  University  the  ordinary  Examination  is  nsually  held  in  the  term  previous 
to  that  of  residence.  The  subjects  are  as  follow  : — (1)  Two  Greek  plays  ; or 
one  Greek  play,  and  an  equivalent  amount  of  Homer,  Thucydides,  or  Demos- 
thenes. (2)  The  Georgies  of  Virgil,  or  any  four  books  of  the  iEneid,  or  an 
equivalent  amount  from  Horace,  Livy,  Cicero,  or  Tacitus.  (3)  Translation 
from  English  into  LatiD  Prose.  (4)  Grammar  and  Parsing.  (5)  The  Gospels 
and  Old  Testament  History.  (6)  Unseen  Passages  from  the  Greek  and  Latin 
authors  usually  read  in  the  highest  forms  of  schools.  (7)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii., 
and  Algebra  as  far  as  simple  equations  inclusive.  (8)  The  whole  of  Arithmetic, 
as  given  in  the  school  text-books  of  Colenso,  Barnard  Smith,  or  Todhunter. 
Candidates  are  invited  to  name  any  other  subject  to  which  they  may  have  given 
special  attention,  such  as  the  Higher  Mathematics,  History,  Physical  Science,  or 
Modern  Languages. 

At  Balliol  the  Examination  is  usually  held  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  on 
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the  Thursday  of  the  week  in  whioh  the  College  meets,  with  a view  to  residence 
in  the  ensuing  term.  Candidates  are  expected  to  be  present  at  nine  o’clock 
a.m.  The  subjects  are  as  follow : — (1)  Divinity,  including  the  Gospels  in 
Greek.  (2)  In  Greek,  Homer  and  Thucydides ; in  Latin,  Virgil,  Cicero  or 
Livy — at  the  discretion  of  the  Examiners.  (3)  Translation  from  English  into 
Latin  Prose.  (4)  Questions  in  Greek  and  Latin  Grammar.  (5)  English  Com- 
position. (6)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.  ; or  the  first  part  of  Algebra.  (7)  Arithmetic, 
as  far  as  decimals  inclusive.  Candidates  may  also  be  examined,  if  they  please , 
in  other  subjects,  such  as  History,  Composition  in  Modern  Languages,  and  the 
more  advanced  parts  of  Mathematics.  Proficiency  in  these  will  be  accepted  as 
compensation  for  some  degree  of  failure  in  classical  attainments,  provided  there 
be  reason  to  suppose  that  the  candidate  will  be  able  to  pass  the  University 
Examination.  The  Examination  is  not  competitive,  but  candidates  are  expected 
to  attain  such  a standard  as  will  enable  them  to  read  for  Honours.  The  Certi- 
ficate of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools’  Examiners  is  accepted  in  lieu  of 
this  Examination,  provided  the  candidate  has  obtained  such  a Certificate  as  will 
enable  him  to  pass  Eesponsions,  and  has  passed  with  distinction  in  one  of  the 
following  subjects : — Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics,  French,  German,  English, 
History,  Natural  Philosophy,  Heat,  and  Chemistry. 

At  Merton  the  Examination  is  held  three  times  in  the  year,  viz.,  on  the  last 
Wednesday  in  November,  February,  and  May,  at  ten  o’clock  a.m.  The  subjects 
are  as  follow:  (1)  Latin  Prose  Composition.  (2)  Translation  from  Latin.  (3) 
Arithmetic.  (4)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii. ; or  Elementary  Algebra.  (5)  Viva  voce 
examination  in  portions  of  one  Greek  and  one  Latin  author  : the  following  are 
recommended — Euripides,  Hecuba  and  Alcestis ; Virgil,  iEneid  i.— v.  The  can- 
didate may  also  offer  for  special  examination  any  portion  of  any  of  the  subjects 
recognised  by  the  University  Examinations. 

At  Exeter  the  Examination  is  held  at  least  once  in  each  term.  The  subjects 
are  as  follow : — (1)  Two  Greek  Plays  by  the  same  author : the  Medea  and 
Hecuba  of  Euripides,  or  the  CEdipus  Eex  and  Antigone  of  Sophocles,  preferred. 
(2)  Horace,  three  books  of  the  Odes,  and  the  Ars  Poetiea.  Special  leave  must 
be  obtained,  if  the  candidates  wish  to  substitute  any  other  books.  (3) 
Arithmetic.  (4)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.;  or  Algebra  to  simple  equations  inclusive. 
(5)  Latin  Prose  Composition.  (6)  The  Outline  of  Scripture  History.  Weight 
will  be  given  to  any  additional  books  or  special  subjects  in  which  candidates 
may  deBire  to  be  examined.  The  Examination  is  not  competitive,  but  candidates 
are  not  allowed  to  matriculate  who  do  not  satisfy  the  Examiners  that,  with  due 
diligence,  they  will  be  able  to  pass  the  University  Examinations. 

At  Oriel  the  Examination  is  held  at  least  once  in  each  term,  and  usually  in 
the  term  previous  to  that  of  residence.  The  subjeots  are  the  same  as  those 
which  are  required  by  the  University  at  Eesponsions,  with  the  addition  of 
translation  papers  from  Greek  and  Latin  authors  which  have  not  been 
prepared. 

At  Queen  s the  Examination  (for  residence  in  the  following  term)  is  ordinarily 
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held : (1)  on  the  day  after  Ash  Wednesday,  (2)  on  the  Thursday  after  Ascension 
Day,  (3)  on  the  second  Thursday  in  November.  Supplementary  examinations 
are  held,  when  required,  on  the  Thursday  before  the  beginning  of  each  term. 
The  subjects  are  as  follow  : — (1)  Greek  and  Latin  Grammar.  (2)  Translations 
from  English  into  Latin  Prose  (3)  Greek  Books — The  Hecuba  and  Alcestis  of 
Euripides.  Latin  Books — Virgil’s  JEneid,  i. — v.  Or  some  equivalent  Latin  and 
Greek  books.  The  easiest  to  offer  are  four  books  of  Cassar  and  four  books  of 
Xenophon.  (4)  Arithmetic ; and  Euclid,  books  i. — ii.,  or  Algebra,  as  far  as 
simple  equations  inclusive. 

At  New  College  the  Examination  is  ordinarily  held  twice  a year,  in  May  and 
November : residence  usually  commences  in  the  following  term,  but  those  who 
wish  to  offer  themselves  for  Responsions  immediately  may  do  so.  The  Examina- 
tion is  directed  to  ascertain  that  candidates  for  admission  have  a reasonable 
prospect : (1)  of  passing  all  the  necessary  examinations  of  the  University  •, 

(2)  of  reading  with  profit  to  themselves  for  honours  in  some  one  school.  The 
examination  consists  partly  of  necessary,  partly  of  optional  subjects.  The 
necessary  subjects  are : (1)  Divinity,  including  the  Gospels  in  Greek  (except 
for  those  who  can  claim  exemption,  according  to  the  Statutes  of  the  Univer- 
sity, from  Divinity  examinations  : (2)  Easy  passages  for  translation  from  the 
classical  authors  usually  read  in  schools : at  the  discretion  of  the  Examiners. 

(3)  Translatiom  from  English  into  Latin  Prose.  (4)  Greek  and  Latin  Grammar. 
(5)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii. ; or,  for  those  who  prefer  it,  Algebra  as  far  as  simple 
equations  inclusive.  (6)  Arithmetic.  The  optional  subjects  are  : — (1)  Greek 
and  Latin  Languages.  (2)  History.  (3)  Mathematics.  (4)  Natural  Science. 
(5)  English  Composition.  Candidates  offering  Mathematics  are  requested  to 
state  how  much  they  have  read  in  that  Bubject.  Candidates  offering  Natural 
Science  are  requested  to  select  one  or  more  of  the  following  subjects  : Physics, 
Chemistry,  Physiology.  Proficiency  in  any  one  of  the  optional  subjects  will  be 
accepted  as  compensation  for  defective  knowledge  of  the  necessary  subjects, 
provided  there  be  reason  to  believe  that  the  candidate  will  be  able  to  pass 
Responsions  within  the  first  two  terms  of  his  residence.  The  certificate  of  the 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  Sohools’  Examiners  is  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  examination 
for  Matriculation,  provided  that  the  candidate  has  obtained  such  a certificate  as 
gives  exemption  from  Responsions,  and  has  passed  with  distinction  in  some  one 
subject. 

At  Lincoln  the  Examination  is  held  three  times  a year,  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  each  term.  The  subjects  are  the  same  as  are  required  at  Re- 
sponsions. 

At  Magdalen  the  Examination  is  usually  held  at  the  end  of  each  term  and 
also  at  the  beginning  of  Michaelmas  Term.  The  subjects  are  the  same  as  are 
required  at  Responsions  ; the  portions  of  classical  authors  which  are  recom- 
mended are  the  Hecuba  and  Alcestis  of  Euripides,  and  three  books  of  the  Odes 
of  Horace  with  the  Ars  Poetica. 

At  Brasenose  the  Examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  Michaelmas  and  Hilary 
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Terms,  and  in  Whitsun  week.  The  subjects  are  : — (1)  St.  Matthew’s  Gospel, 
with  Eudiments  of  Eeligious  Knowledge.  (2)  The  Hecuba  of  Euripides,  and 
either  Horn.  H.  i.,  or  the  Alcestis  of  Euripides.  (3)  Virgil,  Georgies,  i.,  ii.  (4) 
Latin  Writing.  (5)  Greek  and  Latin  Grammar.  (6)  Arithmetic.  (7)  Either 
Euolid,  book  i.,  or  the  First  Part  of  Algebra. 

At  Corpus  the  ordinary  Matrioulation  Examination  is  held  twice  a year,  i.e., 
before  Easter  and  Michaelmas  Terms.  The  subjects  are  as  follow : (1) 

Translation  from  English  into  Latin  Prose.  (2)  Translation  into  English  of  an 
unprepared  passage  of  Attic  Greek.  (3)  Some  portion  of  a Greek  and  of  a 
Latin  Book  (selected  by  the  candidate),  with  Parsing  and  General  Questions 
on  Greek  and  Latin  Grammar.  (4)  Arithmetic,  including  vulgar  and  decimal 
fractions,  and  interest.  (5)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.  ; or  Algebra  to  simple 
equations.  Candidates  may  also  be  examined,  if  they  desire  it  (notice  being 
given  to  the  President  not  less  than  fourteen  days  before  the  day  of  exami- 
nation) in  other  subjects,  such  as  History,  English  Composition,  Natural 
Science,  and  Higher  Mathematics;  and  proficiency  in  such  subjects  will  be 
accepted  as  compensation  for  some  inferiority  in  Classics,  provided  there  be 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  candidate  will  be  able  to  pass  the  necessary 
University  Examinations. 

At  Christ  Church  the  Examination  is  held  twice  in  the  year : — (1)  On  the 
Thursday  and  Friday  after  the  10th  of  October,  with  a view  to  residence  in  the 
January  following.  [If  the  10th  of  October  be  Thursday,  the  Examination 
will  begin  on  that  day ; but  if  the  10th  of  October  be  Friday,  the  Examination 
will  begin  on  the  16th  of  October.]  (2)  On  the  Wednesday  and  Thursday  in 
the  third  week  before  the  Commemoration,  with  a view  to  residence  in  the 
October  following.  Candidates  must  call  on  the  Dean  at  1.30  p.m.  on  the  first 
of  the  two  days,  bringing  testimonials  of  character  for  the  previous  two  years 
from  their  Masters  or  Tutors.  The  subjects  of  Examination  are  : — (1)  Any  five 
consecutive  books  of  the  Iliad  or  of  the  Odyssey  [ recommended ],  or  two  plays  of 
2Eschylus  or  of  Sophocles  or  of  Euripides,  or  an  equivalent  quantity  from  some 
other  Greek  author.  (2)  Virgil,  iEneid  i. — v.,  or  Horace,  Odes  i. — iii.,  and 
Ars  Poetica,  or  an  equivalent  quantity  from  some  other  Latin  author.  (3) 
Latin  Prose  Composition.  (4)  Latin  and  Greek  Grammar.  (5)  Arithmetic. 
(6)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.  [ recommended ],  or  Algebra  to  simple  equations  inclusive. 

At  Trinity,  candidates  for  residence  in  Ootober  are  usually  examined  in  the 
May  preceding,  and  candidates  for  residence  in  January  in  the  November 
preceding.  The  subjects  are  : — (1)  Translation  from  English  into  Latin  prose. 
{2)  Translation  of  a passage  of  unprepared  Greek  into  English.  (3)  Two  plays 
of  Sophocles,  prepared.  (4)  Five  books  of  the  iEneid,  prepared.  (5)  Arithmetic. 
(6)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.,  or  the  first  part  of  Algebra.  For  (3)  and  (4)  equi- 
valents may,  by  permision,  be  offered. 

At  St.  John’s  the  Examination  is  held  at  the  beginning  of  every  term,  and 
before  the  Long  Vacation.  The  subjects  are  : — (1)  Latin  Prose  Composition. 
(2)  Greek  and  Latin  Grammar.  (3)  Arithmetic.  (4)  Euolid,  books  i.,  ii.,  or 
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Algebra,  as  far  as  is  required  for  Responsions.  (5)  Euripides,  Hecuba,  and 
Alcestis.  (6)  Virgil,  iEneid,  i. — v.,  or  equivalents. 

At  Jesus  the  Examination  includes  the  Writing  of  Latin  Prose,  Questions  in 
Greek  and  Latin  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Elementary  Algebra,  or  Euclid,  books 
i.,  ii.  Candidates  are  also  usually  examined  in  the  Hecuba  and  Medea  of 
Euripides,  and  in  three  books  of  the  Odes  of  Horace. 

At  Wadham  the  Examination  comprises  : — (1)  One  Greek  and  one  Latin  Author 
chosen  by  the  candidate,  such  as — Two  plays  of  Sophocles  or  Euripides,  or  five 
books  of  Homer,  or  four  books  of  Xenophon’s  Anabasis.  The  Georgies  of 
Virgil,  or  five  books  of  the  iEneid,  or  three  books  of  the  Odes  of  Horace,  with 
one  book  of  either  the  Satires  or  the  Epistles,  or  two  books  of  Livy,  or  portions 
of  other  classical  authors  of  like  quantity.  (2)  Translation  from  English  into 
Latin  Prose.  (3)  Greeek  and  Latin  Grammar.  (4)  Arithmetic.  (5)  Euclid, 
books  i.,  ii.,  or  Algebra  as  far  as  simple  equations. 

At  Pembroke  the  Examination  is  usually  held  on  the  day  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  term  in  which  the  candidate  proposes  to  reside.  The  subjects 
are  the  same  as  are  required  at  Responsions. 

At  Worcester  the  Examination  is  held  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  every  term. 
The  subjects  are : — (1)  The  Hecuba  and  Alcestis  of  Euripides,  with  especial 
reference  to  the  Parsing  and  Grammar  generally.  (2)  Cicero,  De  Amicitia  and 
De  Senectute.  (3)  Translation  from  English  into  Latin  Prose.  (4)  Colenso’s 
Arithmetic  to  the  end  of  square  root.  (5)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.,  or  Colenso’s 
Algebra  to  the  end  of  simple  equations.  A further  examination  in  English, 
French,  or  German  is  optional. 

At  Keble  the  Examination  is  held  in  October  for  residence  in  October  or 
January.  The  subjects  are  : — (1)  Euripides,  Hecuba,  and  Medea,  or  Sophocles, 
Ajax  and  Electra.  (2)  Virgil,  the  Georgies,  or  Horace,  Odes  i. — iii.,  with  the 
Ars  Poetica.  (3)  Euclid,  or  Algebra.  (4)  Arithmetic.  (5)  Greek  and  Latin 
Grammar.  Candidates  to  whom  rooms  have  been  promised  receive  them  in  the 
order  in  which  their  names  are  entered  upon  condition  of  coming  up  to  the 
College  standard  in  the  Matriculation  Examination ; but,  in  exceptional  cases, 
persons  who  have  applied  too  late  to  receive  a promise  of  rooms  are  allowed  to 
offer  themselves  on  the  chance  of  being  selected  by  the  Warden  to  fill  such 
extra  vacancies  as  may  fall  in.  The  College  exempts  from  its  own  Examination: 
(1)  those  who  have  obtained,  within  six  months  before  the  time  of  coming  into 
residence,  the  Certificate  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools’  Examiners, 
provided  that  the  Certificate  shows  that  they  have  satisfied  the  Examiners  in 
Latin,  Greek,  and  Mathematics,  and  that  they  have  obtained  distinction  in  at 
least  one  subject  out  of  the  whole  list  of  those  which  are  appointed  for  the 
FYa.TniTin.tinn  ; (2)  those  who  have  been  placed  in  the  first  division  in  the  general 
list  of  the  Examiners  in  the  Oxford  or  Cambridge  Local  Examinations. 

At  Hertford  the  Examination  is  held  immediately  before  the  meeting  of  the 
College  at  the  commencement  of  each  term.  Candidates  are  examined  (unless 
they  have  obtained  the  Certificate  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools’ 
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Examination  Board  for  profioiency  in  Greek  and  Latin)  in  the  following  books 
and  subjects,  viz.  : (1)  Euripides,  Hecuba  and  Medea ; (2)  Virgil,  Georgies  ; 
(3)  Latin  Prose  Composition  ; (4)  Latin  and  Greek  Grammar  ; (5)  Arithmetic  ; 
(6)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.  Other  Greek  and  Latin  books  may  be  substituted  for 
those  above  mentioned,  provided  that  the  quantity  in  each  case  be  not  leas  than 
is  required  for  Responsions. 

At  the  Ealls  candidates  are  usually  required  to  satisfy  the  Principal  that  they 
are  likely  to  pass  their  University  examinations  within  a reasonable  period  of 
time,  but  there  are  no  fixed  subjects  of  examination. 

Fees. — The  sums  payable  to  a college  or  hall  on  admission  usually 
consist  of:  (1)  an  admission -fee,  (2)  caution-money.  Both  these  sums 
vary  in  amount  at  different  colleges ; the  latter  is  a deposit  which  is 
held  by  the  college  or  hall  as  a guarantee  against  possible  loss,  and  is 
not  required  when,  as  at  New  College,  Keble  College,  St.  Mary  Hall, 
and  St.  Edmund  Hall,  the  battels  are,  or  may  be,  paid  either  weekly, 
or  terminally  in  advance : it  is  always  returned  when  the  name  is 
removed  from  the  college  books,  and  sometimes  at  an  earlier  period. 

Unattached  Students. — Persons  who  desire  to  be  admitted  to  the 
University  without  becoming  members  of  a college  or  hall  must  apply 
to  the  Delegates  of  Unattached  Students,  who  are  bound  to  satisfy 
themselves  that  the  candidates  are  of  good  character,  that  (unless  they 
are  of  mature  age)  they  have  the  consent  of  their  parents  or  guardians 
to  their  living  in  lodgings,  and  that  they  are  likely  to  derive  educational 
advantage  from  becoming  matriculated  members  of  the  University. 
The  Censors  hold  an  examination  of  such  candidates  at  the  beginning 
of  every  term.  The  subjects  of  the  ordinary  examination  are : — (1) 
Three  books  of  Homer,  or  one  Greek  Play.  (Candidates  are  advised 
to  offer  either  the  Hecuba  or  the  Alcestis  of  Euripides ; or  Homer, 
Odyssey,  vi. — viii.,  as  these  are  the  most  useful  books.)  (2)  Three  Books 
of  Virgil’s  iEneid,  or  Three  Books  of  the  Odes  of  Horace.  (3)  Trans- 
lation from  English  into  Latin.  (4)  The  Elements  of  Greek  and  Latin 
Grammar,  (5)  Arithmetic,  including  Fractions,  Decimals,  and  Pro- 
portion. (6)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.,  or  Algebra,  the  first  four  rules, 
fractions,  and  simple  equations.  In  case  any  person  desires  to 
become  a student  without  passing  the  above  examination,  he  must 
apply  to  the  Censors,  stating  the  reasons  why  he  wishes  to  enter  the 
University,  the  course  of  studies  he  proposes  to  follow,  and  the  subject 
or  subjects  in  which  he  offers  himself  for  examination.  If  his  state- 
ment satisfies  the  Delegacy,  he  will  be  excused  the  above  ordinary 
examination.  Persons  who  have  obtained  the  Certificate  of  the  Oxford 
and  Cambridge  Schools’  Examiners  are  not  required  to  pass  any 
further  examination.  Each  candidate  must  forward  to  the  Censors, 
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at  the  Old  Clarendon  Building,  Broad-street,  Oxford,  at  least 
one  week  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  examination : (1)  A 
testimonial  of  good  conduct  and  character;  (2)  A certificate  of  his 
parents’  or  guardians’  consent  to  his  living  in  lodgings,  or  of  his 
being  of  age. 

Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools’  Examinations. — Examina- 
tions are  held  from  time  to  time  under  an  authority  entitled  the  Oxford 
and  Cambridge  Schools’  Examination  Board,  the  members  of  which 
are  appointed  in  equal  numbers  by  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  respectively.  The  examinations  are  held  at  Oxford,  at 
Cambridge,  at  several  public  schools,  and  at  certain  other  centres. 
The  dates  are  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board,  and  are  usually  so 
arranged  as  to  give  one  examination  before  Midsummer  and  another 
before  Christmas.  Any  boy  who  is  under  education  at  a school  at 
which  the  examination  is  held,  or  who,  being  under  education  at 
another  school,  applies  through  his  master  to  the  Board,  is  eligible 
as  a candidate ; in  either  case  two  months’  notice  has  to  be  given 
and  a fee  of  £2  paid.  The  subjects  of  the  examination  are  divided 
into  four  groups : — Group  I.  consists  of : (1)  Latin,  (2)  Greek, 
(3)  French,  (4)  German.  Group  II.  consists  of:  (1)  Elementary, 
(2)  Additional  Mathematics.  Group  III.  consists  of:  (1)  Scripture 
Knowledge,  (2)  English,  (3)  History.  Group  IY.  consists  of : 
(1)  Natural  Philosophy,  Mechanical  Division,  (2)  Natural  Philo- 
sophy, Chemical  Division,  (3)  Botany,  (4)  Physical  Geography  and 
Elementary  Geology.  The  examination  in  Latin  includes  as  obli- 
gatory subjects : (a)  Prose  Composition,  ( b ) Translation  into  English 
from  books  not  specially  prepared,  (c)  Grammar,  ( d ) a portion  of 
at  least  one  classical  author  to  be  specially  prepared,  and  to  be 
selected,  with  certain  admissible  exceptions,  from  a list  issued  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Board.  A paper  in  verse  composition  is  also  set, 
but  deficiency  in  it,  or  the  omission  of  it,  may  be  compensated  by  the 
merit  of  the  candidate’s  other  work  in  this  part  of  the  examination. 
The  examination  in  Greek  includes  as  obligatory  subjects : (a)  Transla- 
tion into  English  from  books  not  specially  prepared,  (6)  Grammar, 
(c)  a portion  of  at  least  one  classical  author  to  be  specially  prepared, 
and  to  be  selected,  with  certain  admissible  exceptions,  from  a list  issued 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Board.  In  addition  to  these  subjects,  a paper 
is  set  in  prose  and  verse  composition,  but  deficiency  in  either  kind  of 
composition  or  the  omission  of  both  may  be  compensated  by  the  merit 
of  the  candidate’s  other  work  in  this  part  of  the  examination,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  every  candidate  must  show  his  ability  to  translate 
easy  English  sentences  into  Greek.  The  examination  in  Elementary

Mathematics  includes  as  obligatory  subjects  : (1)  Arithmetic,  (2)  those 
parts  of  Elementary  Geometry  which  are  treated  of  in  Euclid  i.,  ii.,  (3) 
Elementary  Algebra  to  the  extent  required  in  Responsions.  (For  the 
details  of  the  other  subjects  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  Regulations 
of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools’  Examination  Board,  published 
at  the  Clarendon  Press.)  Every  candidate  who  satisfies  the  Examiners 
in  at  least  four  subjects,  taken  from  not  less  than  three  different 
groups  (with  the  exception  that  candidates  who  satisfy  the  Examiners 
in  one  subject  taken  from  Group  II.  or  Group  IV.  may  offer  three 
subjects  taken  from  Group  I.)  receives  a certificate  from  the  Board. 
This  certificate  exempts  an  undergraduate  from  the  necessity  of  passing 
Responsions,  provided  that  it  states  that  the  holder  of  it  has  passed  in 
Latin,  Greeh,  and  Elementary  Mathematics  as  specified  above.  It  is 
also  accepted  by  all  colleges,  except  Corpus  and  Magdalen  Colleges, 
by  all  halls,  and  by  the  Delegates  of  Unattached  Students,  as  a sub- 
stitute for  the  ordinary  Matriculation  examination  ; but  in  almost  all 
cases  the  certificate  must  be  of  such  a kind  as  to  carry  with  it  an 
exemption  from  Responsions  as  stated  above  ; and  in  several  colleges, 
viz.,  Balliol,  New,  and  Keble  Colleges,  it  must  also  show  that  the 
candidate  has  passed  with  distinction  in  at  least  one  subject.  (In 
addition  to  the  above  examinations,  the  same  Board  holds  general 
examinations  of  schools ; but  as  these  do  not  specially  affect  candidates 
for  Matriculation  or  Responsions,  it  is  not  necssary  to  give  a detailed 
account  of  them  here : they  will  be  found,  together  with  further  par- 
ticulars as  to  the  examinations  for  certificates,  in  the  printed  Regula- 
tions of  the  Board.) 

Oxford  Local  Examinations. — Annual  examinations  are  held  in 
the  chief  large  towns  in  England,  under  the  authority  of  a board  entitled 
the  Delegacy  of  Local  Examinations,  for  the  purpose  mainly  of  testing 
the  proficiency  of  persons  who  are  not  intended  to  enter  the  University. 
At  the  same  time,  some  inducements  to  enter  the  University  are  offered 
in  certain  cases  to  candidates  (provided  that  they  are  not  females) 
who  highly  distinguish  themselves.  Candidates,  who  may  be  of  either 
sex,  are  divided  into  two  classes,  those  who  have  not  exceeded 
their  fifteenth  year  on  the  preceding  1st  of  July,  and  those  who 
have  not  exceeded  their  eighteenth  year  on  the  preceding  30th  of 
April.  The  former  are  styled  Junior,  the  latter  Senior,  Candidates. 
1.  Examination  of  Junior  Candidates  : This  consists  of  three  parts 
I.  Examination  in  preliminary  subjects,  i-e.  (1)  Reading  aloud  from  an 
English  author,  (2)  Writing  from  dictation,  (3)  Interpretation  and 
analysis  of  an  English  poem  which  has  been  prepared  beforehand,  (4) 
A short  English  composition,  (5)  Arithmetic,  as  far  as  single  rule  of 
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three.  This  part  of  the  examination  is  obligatory  on  all  candidates. 
II.  Examination  in  the  Rudiments  of  Faith  and  Religion,  ix.,  in 
certain  selected  books  of  the  Bible,  and  in  parts  of  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer.  This  is  obligatory  on  all  candidates  unless  their 
parents  or  guardians  object  to  it  on  conscientious  grounds.  III. 
Examination  in  optional  subjects  : each  candidate  must  pass  in  not  less 
than  two,  but  cannot  offer  more  than  five  subjects ; and  if  he  has 
declined  the  examination  in  the  Rudiments  of  Faith  and  Religion,  he 
must  pass  in  three,  and  may  offer  six.  The  subjects  are : — 1.  English. 
2.  Latin.  3.  Greek.  4.  French.  5.  German.  6.  Mathematics.  7. 
Mechanics  and  Mechanism.  8.  Chemistry.  Candidates  may  also  offer 
themselves  for  examination  in  Music  and  Drawing.  The  successful 
receive  certificates  stating  the  subjects  in  which  they  have  passed,  and 
their  names  are  published  in  three  divisions  according  to  their  merits. 
2.  Examination  of  Senior  Candidates  : This  also  consists  of  three 
parts : — I.  Examination  in  preliminary  subjects,  i.e.,  (1)  A grammatical 
paper  on  some  portion  of  an  English  author,  (2)  A short  English  com- 
position, (3)  Arithmetic.  This  is  obligatory  on  all  candidates.  II. 
Examination  in  the  Rudiments  of  Faith  and  Religion,  x.e.,  in  certain 
portions  of  the  Bible  and  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  This  is 
obligatory  on  all  persons  unless  their  parents  or  guardians  object  to  it 
on  conscientious  grounds.  III.  Examination  in  optional  subjects  : 
each  candidate  must  pass  in  one  of  the  sections  marked  B,  C,  D,  and  if 
he  has  declined  the  examination  in  the  Rudiments  of  Faith  and 
Religion  he  must  pass  in  two  of  the  sections  marked  A,  B,  C,  D.  The 
subjects  are : — A.  English.  B.  Languages,  i.e.,  either  Latin  or  Greek, 
or  French  or  German.  C.  Mathematics,  i.e.,  Pure  Mathematics  to 
Algebraical  Geometry  inclusive,  Mechanics,  and  Hydrostatics.  D. 
Physics,  i.e.,  one  of  the  four  following  groups  of  subjects : (1) 
Electricity,  Magnetism,  Light  and  Heat ; (2)  Chemistry;  (3)  Yegetable 
and  Animal  Physiology ; (4)  Geology  and  Mineralogy.  Candidates  may 
also  offer : E.  Drawing,  and  F.  Music.  The  names  of  the  successful 
candidates  are  published  in  two  separate  lists  : (1)  a list  arranged  in 
two  divisions  for  each  of  the  sections  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F ; (2)  a general 
list,  arranged  in  three  divisions.  Successful  candidates  also  receive  a 
certificate,  signed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  conferring  on  them  the 
title  of  Associate  in  Arts.  For  the  details,  i.e.,  the  times,  places,  and 
special  books,  which  vary  from  year  to  year,  application  should  be  made 
to  the  local  secretaries  in  the  large  towns,  or  to  the  Secretary  to  the 
Delegacy,  Merton  College.  For  further  information  see  “ Guide  to 
Degrees  in  Arts”  (L.  Upcott  Gill),  or  “The  Students’  Handbook” 
(Clarendon  Press). 
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University  of  Cambridge. — (See  Appendix.)  There  is  no  entrance 
examination  in  this  University. 

Dublin  University. — The  mode  of  admission  is  by  passing  an 
examination.  The  Senior  Lecturer  is  authorised  to  allow  a graduate  in 
Arts  of  any  chartered  university  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  have  his 
name  placed  on  the  College  books  without  passing  the  Matriculation 
examination.  At  the  principal  Entrance  Examinations,  candidates  will 
be  examined  in  Latin  and  English  Composition ; Arithmetic ; Algebra 
(the  first  four  rules  and  fractions)  ; Euclid,  books  i.  and  ii. ; English 
History;  Modern  Geography;  and  any  two  Greek  and  two  Latin 
authors,  of  their  own  selection,  from  the  following  Entrance  Course 
Greek — (1)  Homer,  Iliad,  books  i.,  ii.,  vi. ; (2)  New  Testament — the 
Gospels  of  St.  Luke  and  St.  John,  and  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles ; (3) 
Euripides,  Hecuba,  or  Alkestis  ; (4)  Sophocles,  Antigone  ; (5)  Plato, 
Apologia  Socratis;  (6)  Lucian,  Walker’s  Selections;  (7)  Xenophon, 
Anabasis,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii.  Latin — (1)  Yirgil,  iEneid,  books  i.,  ii.,  vi., 
vii. ; (2)  Horace,  Odes ; (3)  Satires  and  Epistles ; (4)  Sallust ; (5) 
Livy,  any  two  of  the  following — books  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  xxii. ; (6)  Caesar,  De 
Bello  Gallico,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii. ; (7)  Cicero,  De  Amicitia  and  De  Senec- 
tute.  The  Principal  Entrance  Examinations  are  two  in  number,  and 
are  held  in  the  months  of  June  (Midsummer  Entrance)  and  October- 
At  these  examinations  honors  or  places  are  given  in  the  order  of 
merit. 

University  of  Edinburgh. — Every  candidate  for  a medical  degree 
must  pass  the  Preliminary  examination  of  the  University  or  an 
accepted  equivalent.  The  following  examinations  will  be  accepted 
pro  tanto  : — 1.  The  examinations  mentioned  as  qualifying  for  registra- 
tion on  the  books  of  the  General  Medical  Council ; 2.  The  entrance 
examination  of  the  Continental  universities.  The  fee  for  the  Pre- 
liminary examination  is  ten  shillings,  but  students  who  have  already 
entered  to  courses  of  lectures  are  exempted  from  paying  this. 
Subjects — English — Dictation,  composition,  grammar,  history,  and 
geography.  Latin— (October,  1882 ; March,  1883)— Livy,  book  v. ; an 
easy  passage  from  a Latin  prose  author,  and  a simple  passage  of  Eng- 
lish (translated  from  a Latin  author)  to  be  re-translated  into  Latin, 
the  more  difficult  Latin  words  being  given.  Arithmetic.  Euclid, 
books  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  or  Wilson’s  Elementary  Geometry,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii. 
Algebia  to  simple  equations.  Elements  of  Dynamics — elementary 
kinematics,  statics,  kinetics,  and  hydrostatics  (text-book,  Blackie’s 
Elements  of  Dynamics).  In  conformity  with  Section  II.  of  the 
Statutes,  which  enacts  that  no  candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  a pro- 
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fessional  examination  wlio  has  not  passed  a satisfactory  examination 
on  at  least  two  optional  subjects  (in  addition  to  the  subjects  mentioned 
above),  examinations  will  take  place  on  the  following  subjects : — Greek 
(October,  1882,  and  March,  1883) — Xenophon,  Anabasis,  book  iv. ; 
French — (October,  1882,  and  March,  1883) — Yoltaire,  Siecle  de 
Louis  XIY.,  chaps,  xviii. — xxiii. ; German  (October,  1882,  and  March, 
1883) — Lessing,  Minna  von  Bamhelm  ; Higher  Mathematics — Geo- 
metry— Euclid,  books  i. — iv.,  book  vi.,  and  the  propositions  of  xi. 
usually  given  in  the  modern  editions;  or  Wilson’s  Elementary 
Geometry,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  v.,  and  Wilson’s  Solid  Geometry  and  Conic 
Sections,  book  iv.,  section  i. ; Algebra — Elementary  trignometry  and 
conic  sections  (text-book  for  Conic  Sections,  Wilson’s  Solid  Geometry 
and  Conic  Sections,  book  v.) ; Natural  Philosophy — Balfour  Stewart’s 
Elementary  Physics  ; Logic — Elementary  Lessons  in  Logic  (Jevons), 
or  selections  from  Berkeley,  second  edition,  pp.  143-249  (Professor 
Fraser)  ; Moral  Philosophy  (October,  1882 ; March,  1883) — Butler’s 
Ethical  Theory,  Sermons  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  and  Professor  Calderwood’s  Hand- 
book, pp.  1-43,  77-97, 123-152. 

University  of  Durham. — Candidates  for  a degree  must  be  gra- 
duates in  Arts  of  a British  or  Irish  university,  or  of  one  of  the 
following  universities : Calcutta,  Madras,  Bombay,  M'Gill  College 
(Montreal),  and  Queen’s  College  (Kingston) ; or  must  produce  a certi- 
ficate of  having  passed  the  matriculation  or  entrance  examination 
of  the  Universities  of  London,  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  St.  Andrew’s, 
Abereen,  and  Queen’s  University  (Ireland) ; or  a certificate  of  having 
passed  the  Censors’  examination  for  the  Membership  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  of  London. 

Candidates  for  a License  must  pass  the  Preliminary  examination 
of  the  University,  or  have  otherwise  satisfied  the  conditions  of  regis- 
tration of  the  General  Medical  Council.  The  subjects  are : The 
History  contained  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles ; English  Grammar  and 
Composition ; Arithmetic,  including  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions ; 
Algebra  to  simple  equations ; Euclid,  books  i.  and  ii. ; Latin  Grammar’, 
with  translation  from  books.  And  one  of  the  following : (1)  Greek 
Grammar  with  Xenophon’s  Memorabilia,  books  i.  and  ii. ; (2)  French 
Grammar  with  Yoltaire’s  Charles  XII.;  (3)  German  Grammar,  with 
Goethe’s  “ Dichtung  und  Wahrheit,”  book  i. ; (4)  Elementary  questions 
in  Mechanics — Hydrostatics  and  Pneumatics. 

Application  for  admission  must  be  made  at  least  one  month  before  the 
•examination.  Each  candidate  on  applying  must  state  his  name  in  full  and  the 
medical  school  where  he  proposes  to  study.  He  must  also  forward  the 
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examination  fee,  £1,  and  a certificate  of  character,  and  must  specify  the 
optional  subjects  in  which  he  wishes  to  be  examined.  The  certificate  should  be 
drawn  up  with  due  attention  to  the  following  rules  : The  person  signing  it 
should  state  his  own  place  of  residence  as  well  as  his  rank,  profession,  or 
occnpation.  He  should  specify  the  period  during  which  he  has  known  the 
candidate,  and  in  what  relationship,  as  that  of  clergyman,  teacher,  employer, 
&c.  He  should  give  some  positive  testimony  as  to  the  candidate’s  moral  and 
religions  conduct,  and  as  to  his  general  steadiness  and  fitness  for  commencing 
his  professional  studies. 

Post-office  orders  or  other  remittances  should  be  made  payable  to  the 
Treasurer. 

Candidates  who  at  the  commencement  of  their  professional  education  passed 
the  Arts  examination  for  registration,  only  may  pass  in  the  extra  subjects 
required  either  before  or  after  presenting  themselves  for  the  first  examination 
for  the  degree,  but  must  do  so  before  presenting  themselves  for  the  seoond 
examination. 

Durham  is  not  a residential  university  for  medical  students  in  the 
ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  hut  one  year  must  he  spent  in  attendance 
at  the  College  of  Medicine,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne.  Students  do  not 
reside  in  the  College. 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  for  Medical  Practitioners  of 
Fifteen  Years’  Standing  without  Residence.  — The  W arden  and 
Senate  of  the  University  of  Durham,  with  the  view  of  affording  to 
practitioners  of  fifteen  years’  standing  an  opportunity  of  obtain- 
ing the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  have  instituted  a special 
examination  under  the  following  regulations  : Candidates  to  he 
registered  practitioners,  to  have  been  in  practice  as  qualified  prac- 
titioners for  fifteen  years,  and  to  he  not  under  forty  years  of  age.  If 
the  candidate  has  not  passed  an  examination  in  Arts  he  will  he  re- 
quired to  pass  an  examination  in  Classics  and  Mathematics.  Subjects  : 
An  English  Essay  (short),  subject  to  he  specified  at  the  time  of 
examination ; Arithmetic ; Euclid,  hooks  i.  and  ii. ; Latin,  translation 
from  Virgil’s  iEneid,  hooks  i.  and  ii.,  together  with  grammatical  ques. 
tions.  Also  one  of  the  following  subjects:  Greek,  translation  from 
Xenophon’s  Memorabilia,  books  i.  and  ii.,  with  grammatical  questions  ; 
French,  translation  from  Voltaire’s  Charles  XII.,  with  grammatical 
questions;  German,  translation  from  Goethe’s  Dichtung  und  Wahreit, 
book  i.,  with  grammatical  questions ; Elementary  Mechanics — Pneu- 
matics and  Hydrostatics ; some  treatise  on  moral,  political,  or  meta- 
physical philosophy.  If  the  candidate  has  passed  a preliminary 
examination  previous  to  the  professional  examination,  “ in  virtue  of 
which  he  has  been  placed  on  the  Register,”  he  will  he  required  to 
translate  into  English  passages  from  any  of  the  works  mentioned 
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below : Cajsar,  De  Bello  Gallico ; Virgil,  iEneid,  i.,  ii.,  iii. ; Celsus, 
i.,  ii.,  iii.  The  candidate  may  choose  for  himself  any  one  of  the  three 
above-named  authors  on  whose  works  to  be  examined.  He  will  have 
an  opportunity  of  showing  proficiency  in  Greek,  moral  philosphy,  or 
some  modem  language,  hut  no  extra  marks  are  given  for  those 
subjects. 

St.  Andrew’s. — In  English  the  qualifications  of  the  candidates  will 
he  tested  by  the  style  and  general  character  of  their  written  transla- 
tions and  answers,  and  by  their  knowledge  of  the  derivations  of  words 
employed  in  the  different  departments  of  medicine.  In  Latin,  candi- 
dates will  be  examined  in  Cicero,  De  Officiis,  lib.  i.,  and  in  the  iEneid, 
lib.  ii.  In  addition  to  the  elementary  rules  of  Arithmetic,  including 
vulgar  and  decimal  fractions,  the  examination  will  embrace  the  first 
two  books  of  Euclid,  and  Algebra  as  far  as  simple  equations  and  pro- 
portion. In  the  Elements  of  Mechanics,  the  examination  will  include 
the  consideration  of  the  composition  and  resolution  of  forces,  and  the 
following  mechanical  powers — the  lever,  the  wheel,  and  the  axle,  the 
pulley  and  the  inclined  plane,  and  the  centre  of  gravity.  Without 
specially  recommending  any  text  book  on  this  subject,  the  Examiners 
refer  candidates  for  the  necessary  information  to  Snowball’s  “ Cam- 
bridge Elementary  Course  of  Natural  Philosophy,”  or  to  Knott’s 

First  Book  of  Natural  Philosophy.”  The  preceding  subjects  of 
examination  are  all  compulsory,  but  it  will  be  sufficient  if  the  candidate 
profess  at  least  two  of  the  following  subjects,  in  which  he  will  be 
required  to  pass  a satisfactory  examination  : — In  Greek,  candidates  will 
be  examined  in  the  first  two  books  of  Xenophon’s  Anabasis,  or,  if  they 
prefer  it,  in  any  one  book  of  Herodotus  or  two  books  of  Homer  which 
they  may  like  to  select.  In  French,  they  will  be  examined  in  V oltaire’s 
“ Charles  XII.”  In  German,  in  Schiller’s  “ Thirty  Tears’  War,”  or  in 
any  one  of  his  dramas  they  like  to  select.  In  the  Higher  Mathematics, 
the  examination  will  be  limited  to  the  following  subjects : — The  first 
foui*  and  the  sixth  books  of  Euclid;  Algebra,  Plane  Trigonometry,  and 
the  elementary  propositions  on  the  Straight  Line,  Circle  and  Conic 
Sections,  treated  analytically.  (The  requisite  information  on  these 
subjects  may  be  found  in  any  of  the  ordinary  text  books.  The 
Examiners,  however,  specially  recommend  Potts’s  “ Elements  of 
Euclid,”  Wood’s  or  Todhunter’s  “Algebra,”  Snowball’s,  Todhunter’s, 
or  Beasley’s  “ Trigonometry,”  and  Todhunter’s  “ Plane  Co-ordinate 
Geometry,”  with  the  omission  of  chapters  iv.,  vii.,  xiv.,  xv.,  xvi.  In 
Natural  Philosophy,  candidates  will  be  expected  to  have  a fail*  know- 
ledge of  elementary  mechanics,  hydrostatics,  and  optics.  A thorough 
knowledge  of  the  manuals  on  these  subjects  by  Galbraith  and  Houghton

will  enable  candidates  to  pass  this  portion  of  the  examination,  but  it  is 
recommended  that  every  candidate  should  extend  his  reading  in  at 
least  one  of  the  above  subjects.  In  Natural  History,  candidates  will  be 
examined  in  Nicholson’s  “ Advanced  Text-book  of  Zoology.”  In  Logic, 
they  may  select  either  Whateley’s  “ Logic  ” or  his  “ Easy  Lessons  on 
Reasoning.”  In  Moral  Philosophy,  either  Paley’s  “ Moral  Philosophy  ” 
or  Mackintosh’s  “ Dissertation  on  the  Progress  of  Ethical  Philosophy.” 
Complete  examinations  of  the  same  extent  at  other  British  Universities 
will  exempt  from  these  preliminary  and  extra-professional  examina- 
tions. The  preliminary  branches  of  extra-professional  education  in  the 
case  of  candidates  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Master 
in  Surgery  are : English,  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Elements  of  Mathematics 
and  Elements  of  Mechanics,  and  the  proficiency  of  students  in  these 
branches  is  ascertained  by  examination  prior  to  the  commencement  of 
their  medical  study.  No  candidate  is  admitted  to  a professional 
examination  for  either  of  the  last-mentioned  degrees  who  has  not 
passed  a satisfactory  examination  in  at  least  two  of  the  following 
subjects,  in  addition  to  the  subjects  mentioned  above  : Greek,  French, 
German,  Higher  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy,  Natural  History, 
Logic,  Moral  Philosophy ; and  the  examination  on  these  subjects  also 
will,  as  far  as  possible,  take  place  before  the  candidate  has  entered  on 
his  medical  curriculum. 

A degree  in  Arts,  not  being  an  honorary  degree,  of  any  of  the 
universities  of  Scotland  or  of  England  or  Ireland,  and  also  a degree 
in  Arts  of  any  colonial  or  foreign  university,  which  may  for  this 
purpose  have  been  specially  recognised  by  the  University  Court, 
exempts  candidates  from  all  preliminary  examination.  The  curriculum 
for  the  M.B.  degree  is  of  four  years’  duration.  Two  years  must  be 
spent  at  one  of  the  following  universities  and  colleges : St.  Andrew’s, 
Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  Cambridge,  Oxford,  Trinity  College  Dublin, 
Queen’s  College  Belfast,  Queen’s  College  Cork,  Queen’s  College 
Galway.  For  the  degree  of  M.D.  the  candidate  must  have  held  the 
bachelorship  two  years  and  be  twenty-four  years  of  age  before  exami- 
nation. 

King  and  Queen’s  College  of  Physicians  (Ireland).  — 
Candidates  for  the  Jjicbtisb  must  have  satisfied  the  conditions  of  regis- 
tration of  the  Medical  Council.  The  College  does  not  hold  an  exami- 
nation in  Arts.  Candidates  for  the  Fellowship  must  be  members 
of  the  College.  Candidates  for  the  Membership  must  be  licentiates. 
They  will  be  required  to  translate  into  English  a passage  from  some 
Latin  author,  or  to  shew  that  they  possess  a knowledge  of  Greek, 
French,  or  German. 
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Glasgow. — The  examination  in  general  education  may  be  passed 
either  in  this  University  or  at  any  university  or  board  of  which  the 
examinations  are  recognised  by  the  General  Medical  Council  as 
entitling  to  registration.  But  while  a certificate  of  having  passed  any 
recognised  preliminary  examination  entitles  to  registration  in  the 
books  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  the  University  only  accepts 
these  examinations  pro  tanto,  and  exacts  examination  in  every  case  on 
such  subjects  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  University  as  are  not 
embraced  in  the  certificates  presented  from  other  examining  boards,  or 
which,  though  included  therein,  are  not  of  similar  extent  to  the  same 
subjects  as  prescribed  by  the  University.  In  such  cases  this  examina- 
tion required  by  the  University  must  be  passed  by  the  candidates 
before  admission  to  their  first  professional  examination.  In  addition 
to  the  above-named  preliminary  examination,  candidates  for  the 
Bachelorship  of  Medicine  are  required  to  undergo  previous  to  their  first 
professional  examination  an  examination  in  two  of  the  following 
subjects,  to  be  selected  by  the  candidate — viz. : Greek,  French,  German, 
Higher  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy,  Natural  History  (geology 
or  zoology),  Logic,  Moral  Philosophy.  First  Part: — English  — 
Dictation,  Composition,  Grammar  (text  book,  “ Morell’s  English 
Grammar).”  Latin  — Virgil’s  iEneid,  lib.  ii. ; Sallust,  De  Bello 
Jugurthino,  chap.  i. — 1. ; translation  of  passages  from  works  not 
prescribed  and  of  English  passages  into  Latin,  the  principal  Latin 
words  being  supplied ; Grammar  and  Construction.  Arithmetic  to 
vulgar  and  decimal  fractions  inclusive.  Euclid — First  three  books. 
Algebra  to  simple  equations  inclusive.  Mechanics — Questions  for 
which  “ Bottomley’s  Dynamics  ” (Collins’  series)  may  serve  as  text 
book. 

For  the  purpose  of  registration  any  of  the  subjects  under  II.  (Second  Part) 
may  be  substituted  for  Mechanics,  in  which  case  Mechanics  must  be  passed 
before  the  First  Professional  examination. 

Second  Part. — The  candidate  must  pass  in  two,  at  least,  of  the 
following  subjects,  to  be  selected  by  himself  before  he  can  be  admitted 
to  the  Primary  Professional  examination  : — (1)  Greek — Memorabilia  of 
Xenophon,  book  i.,  and  the  Gospel  of  St.  John;  translation  of 
passages  from  works  not  prescribed,  and  of  English  passages  into 
Greek,  the  principal  Greek  words  being  supplied;  questions  on 
grammar.  (2)  French — Montesquieu’s  “ Considerations  sur  les  Causes 
de  la  Grandeur  des  Romains  et  de  leur  Decadence ;”  translation 
and  exercises  as  in  the  Latin  and  Greek.  (3)  German — Schiller’s 
“ Maria  Stuart”;  translation  and  exercises  as  in  the  other  languages. 
(4)  Higher  Mathematics — Euclid,  books  i.  to  vi. ; Algebra,  including

quadratic  equations,  and  the  Rudiments  of  Trigonometry.  (5)  Natural 
Philosophy — Such  a knowledge  of  the  principles  of  Natural  Philo- 
sophy as  may  he  obtained  from  Bottomley’s  “ Handbook”  (Collins)  and 
Balfour  Stewart’s  “Elementary  Lessons  in  Physics.”  (6)  Natural 
History* — Geology  or  Zoology;  text  hooks — Green,  Lyell,  Dana, 
Nicholson,  A.  Wilson.  (7)  Logic— Jevons’  “Elementary  Lessons  on 
Logic.”  (8)  Moral  Philosophy — Dr.  Fleming’s  “ Manual,”  part  I. 

A certificate  of  having  passed  at  the  examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.A.  or 
B.Sc.  in  English,  Latin,  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy,  Greek,  Logic,  Moral 
Philosophy,  or  Natural  History,  will  be  accepted  instead  of  the  subjects 
marked 

under  part  I.,  1,  2,  3,  and  4;  and  under  part  II.,  1,  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8 
respectively. 

Third  Part. — The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  M.D.  must,  if 
he  he  not  a graduate  in  Arts,  pass  an  examination  in  three  of  the 
subjects  enumerated  under  Part  II.,  of  which  one  must  be  Greek, 
another  Logic,  or  Moral  Philosophy.  The  third  may  be  chosen  by  the 
candidate.  The  curriculum  for  the  M.B.  and  M.S.  degrees  is  of  four 
years’  duration.  One  year  must  be  passed  at  the  University  of  Glasgow, 
one  other  year  may  be  passed  at  any  recognised  university.  The 
remaining  period  of  study  may  be  spent  at  a medical  school  the 
Hospital  attached  to  which  contains  at  least  eighty  beds,  and  in 
attendance  on  the  lectures  of  such  teachers  as  the  University  Court 
may  from  time  to  time  recognise.  For  the  degree  of  M.D.  two  years’ 
extra  study  is  required,  and  candidates  must  be  twenty-four  years  of 
age.  The  examination  in  general  education  takes  place  in  October  and 
March  or  April.  The  fee  is  10s.  to  non-matriculated  students,  but  the 
fee  will  be  returned  on  matriculating  within  the  year.  Matriculation 
is  the  registration  of  the  student’s  name  in  the  books  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Aberdeen. — A degree  in  Arts  of  any  university  of  the  United 
Kingdom  or  of  any  university  specially  recognised  by  the  University 
Court  exempts  the  candidate  from  the  following  entrance  examination, 
which  otherwise  must  be  passed  by  all  aspirants  to  degrees  in 
medicine  and  Burgery  : Part  I. — (1)  English — Composition,  Grammar, 
Dictation.  (2)  Latin — Csesar,  lib.  i. ; Virgil's  iEneid,  lib.  iii.,  with 
grammatical  questions.  (3)  Arithmetic,  including  vulgar  and  decimal 
fractions  and  proportion.  (4)  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii.  (5)  Algebra,  to

simple  equations.  (G)  Elements  of  Mechanics — Hamblin  Smith’s 
“ Elementary  Statics,”  and  Hamblin  Smith’s  “ Elementary  Hydro- 
statics,” chap.  i. 

Part  II. — Subjects  on  two  of  which,  at  the  option  of  candidates, 
a further  examination  has  to  be  undergone  before  admission  to 
the  First  Professional  Examination  for  the  Degrees  of  M.B.,  C.M., 
namely : (1)  Greek — Xenophon’s  Anabasis  and  grammatical  ques- 
tions; (2)  French  — Yoltaire’s  Histoire  de  Pierre  le  Grand;  (3) 
German — Schiller’s  Wilhelm  Tell;  (4)  Higher  Mathematics — Euclid, 
books  i.  to  vi.  inclusive,  Plane  Trigonometry,  including  solution  of 
triangles,  quadratic  equations,  binomial  theorem,  logarithms;  (5) 
Natural  Philosophy  (Balfour  Stewart’s  “ Elementary  Physics”  recom- 
mended) ; (6)  Natural  History — General  Classification  of  the  Animal 
Kingdom,  Characters  and  Subdivisions  of  the  Yertebrata  (Nicholson’s 
“ Text  Book  of  Zoology  ” recommended) ; (7)  Logic — Jevons’  “Elemen- 
tary Lessons  in  Logic  ” recommended ; (8)  Moral  Philosophy  (Reid’s 
“Active  Powers  ” or  Wayland’s  “Elements  of  Moral  Science  ” recom- 
mended). 

Part  III. — For  the  degree  of  M.D.  it  is  nceessary  that  the  candidate 
shall  before  or  at  the  time  of  his  obtaining  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Medicine,  or  thereafter,  have  passed  a satisfactory  examination  in 
Greek  and  in  Logic  or  Moral  Philosophy,  and  m one  at  least  of  the  fol- 
lowing subjects,  viz.,  French,  German,  Higher  Mathematics,  Natural 
Philosophy,  and  Natural  History.  Candidates  are  required  to  give  a 
week’s  notice  of  their  intention  to  be  examined  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine.  Those  intending  to  be  examined  in  Part  II.  must 
state  which  two  of  the  subjects  they  desire  to  be  examined  in.  This  exa- 
mination is  only  for  those  candidates  who  intend  pursuing  their  medical 
studies  at  the  University.  A fee  of  10s.  is  payable  when  the  student’s 
name  is  registered  as  having  matriculated  at  the  University.  The 
curriculum  for  the  M.B.  and  C.M.  degrees  is  of  four  years’  duration. 
One  year  must  be  spent  at  the  University  of  Aberdeen.  Another  year 
may  be  spent  at  any  recognised  university.  The  remaining  period  of 
study  may  be  passed  at  a recognised  medical  school,  and  in  attendance 
on  the  lectures  of  such  teachers  as  the  University  Court  may  from 
time  to  time  approve.  For  the  degree  of  M.D.  a candidate  must  be 
twenty -four  years  of  age,  and  have  obtained  his  M.B.  degree  two  years 
previously. 

Royal  University  op  Ireland. — M.B.  Degree. — The  Arts  exami- 
nations to  be  passed  are : Matriculation  and  First  University  examina- 
tion in  Arts. 
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Matriculation.  — Subjects  : — 1.  Latin ; 2.  One  of  the  following 
languages — Greek,  French,  German,  Italian,  Spanish,  Celtic,  Sanskrit, 
Hebrew,  or  Arabic ; 3.  English  Language;  4.  Elementary  Mathe- 
matics ; 5.  Experimental  Physics.  In  each  of  these  subjects  there  are 
two  courses — “ Pass  ” and  “ Honours.”  The  work  on  each  of  the  sub- 
jects under  heading  2 consists  of  translation  into  English  and 
grammar.  In  Greek,  outlines  of  Greek  history  are  also  required ; in 
French,  German,  Italian,  Spanish  and  Irish,  translation  of  English 
sentences  into  these  languages  is  required.  The  particular  books  are 
in  all  cases  announced  beforehand.  In  Elementary  Mathematics,  the 
work  consists  of  Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  simple  equations,  and  Euclid, 
books  i.  and  ii.  In  Experimental  Physics  the  work  embraces 
Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  and  Pneumatics. 

The  first  Hniyersity  Examination  embraces — 1.  Latin;  2.  Any  one 
of  the  following  languages — Greek,  French,  German,  Italian,  Spanish, 
Celtic,  Sanskrit,  Hebrew,  or  Arabic ; 3.  English  Language  and  Litera- 
ture ; 4.  Mathematics ; 5.  Experimental  Physics.  In  each  of  the  above 
subjects  there  are  two  courses — “ Pass  ” and  “ Honours.”  This  exami- 
nation may  be  passed  after  the  lapse  of  twelve  months  from  the  date  of 
passing  the  Matriculation  examination. 


CHAPTER  III. 


INTRODUCTION  TO  PROFESSIONAL  STUDIES. 

“What  Qualification  shall  I prepare  for  ?” — The  Prescribed  Qualifications: 
The  Doctorate;  the  London  Degree ; Oxford  and  Cambridge;  the 
Scotch  and  Irish  Universities ; General  Practice ; Surgery ; Foreign 
Degrees;  the  great  Continental  Universities — Hospital  Medical  Schools 
— The  Student’s  Total  Expenses — The  Curriculum — Students’  Requi- 
sites— Boohs  Recommended — Method  of  Study. 

The  question  to  be  determined  before  entering  on  a course  of  pro- 
fessional study  is,  “ Wbat  qualification  shall  I prepare  for  ? ” The 
answer  must  depend  on  various  circumstances — previous  education, 
age,  capacity  for  learning,  character  for  perseverance,  amount  of  money 
at  command,  and  so  forth.  With  a view  to  guiding  the  aspirant  in  his 
choice,  I purpose  presenting  the  regulations  of  the  chief  foreign  and 
all  the  home  medical  corporations  with  regard  to  examinations  and 
fees,  as  well  as  the  details  of  the  medical  curriculum.  Before  pro- 
ceeding to  this — the  main  purpose  of  the  work — it  may  be  well  to  offer 
some  prefaratory  words  of  explanation  and  advice,  and  I will  begin 
by  discussing  the  merits  of  various  qualifications  available. 

The  Prescribed  Qualifications. — First,  with  regard  to  Medicine 
proper.  The  Doctorate  is  a sine  qua  non  for  the  student  who  would 
rise  to  professional  eminence,  or  would  desire  a high-class  practice- 
For  the  General  Practitioner  a Double  Licence  will  be  sufficient ; but 
it  is  essential  that  the  Physician  should  be  a Doctor  of  Medicine.  The 
simplest  way  of  getting  the  Doctorate  is  to  reside  at  Edinburgh, 
Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  St.  Andrew’s,  Newcastle  (for  Durham),  or  Dublin, 
for  one’s  whole  curriculum,  and  to  take  the  various  examinations  in 
their  ordinary  course.  This,  besides  being  the  simplest,  is  also  the 
easiest  method ; for  the  tutorial  instruction  is  so  arranged  as  exactly  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Examiners ; the  fairly  working  student 
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being  under  constant  supervision,  need  only  “ go  up  ” when  bis 
teachers  consider  he  has  a good  chance  of  passing,  and  in  the  majority 
of  cases  he  is  successful.  The  London  degree  is  held  by  many  to  he  of 
higher  standing  than  that  granted  by  any  other  University  of  the 
United  Kingdom ; but  this  assertion,  so  often  made,  requires  some 
■qualification.  It  is  true  that  at  present  both  the  extent  and  standard 
of  scientific  knowledge  required  for  the  Doctorate  of  the  London 
University  alike  exceed  those  of  its  sister  bodies ; hut  the  two  older 
oorporations  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  require  a greater  amount  of 
■clinical  knowledge.  On  the  whole,  perhaps,  the  most  difficult  of 
attainment  is  the  Oxford  Doctorate.  But  there  is  this  advantage  in 
the  London  body,  that  it  does  not  require  residence ; and  the  student, 
therefore,  may  take  out  his  curriculum  at  an  ordinary  medical  school, 
and  employ  his  leisure  hours  in  acting  as  an  assistant.  There  is  yet 
another  advantage.  The  matriculation  passed,  the  student  may  devote 
himself  to  purely  scientific  work,  which  he  would  he  unable  to  do  at 
Oxford  or  Cambridge.  If  we  compare  London  with  Durham,  the 
Scotch,  or  Irish  Universities,  we  cannot  hesitate  as  to  their  relative 
merits ; the  University  of  London,  like  its  city,  stands  first. 

The  money  at  the  command  of  the  student  will,  of  course,  influence 
his  determination,  and  by  referring  to  the  following  pages  he  will  be 
enabled  to  judge  for  what  qualification  he  can  afford  to  enter.  Sup- 
posing he  has  received  a fairly  good  education,  ’ and  is  possessed  of 
sufficient  means  to  pay  the  required  fees,  &c.,  I would  say,  “ Go  in  for 
London.”  If  poor,  he  may  possibly  win  a scholarship  ; and  if  he  do  not 
succeed  in  this,  he  will  yet  be  at  an  expense  only  slightly  in  excess  of 
that  for  an  ordinary  license.  But  I will  suppose  another  kind  of 
student — one  who  desires  to  be  simply  a general  practitioner,  and  to 
enter  the  profession  with  the  least  possible  trouble  consistent  with 
acquiring  a good  qualification.  To  such  a one  I say:  Obtain  the 
License  of  the  Boyal  College  of  Physicians  of  London ; or,  if  you 
intend  to  enter  either  of  the  Services,  take  the  Membership  of  the 
English  College  of  Surgeons  as  well.  There  is  yet  another  typical 
student,  the  one,  that  is,  who  wishes  to  enter  the  field  of  Surgery. 
The  highest  qualifications  granted  for  proficiency  in  this  branch  of  the 
healing  art  are : the  Fellowship  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  of  England 
and  the  degree  of  Master  in  Surgery  of  London  University. 

I have  been  considering  those  who  desire  to  obtain  home  quali- 
fications only ; but,  as  will  be  seen  hereafter,  many  of  the  great 
Continental  Universities  present  facilities  for  study  far  in  excess  of 
those  afforded  by  the  majority  of  our  own  bodies.  Not  only  so,  but 
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the  historical  prestige  which  attaches  to  such  names  as  Paris,  Berlin, 
Vienna,  &c.,  may  well  draw  foreign  candidates  for  degrees  ; even  those 
who  may  be  compelled  to  pursue  their  studies  in  their  own  country. 
The  question  whether  one  should  graduate  at  home  or  abroad,  however, 
is  considerably  influenced  by  the  fact  that  the  general  Hospitals  of  this 
country  do  not  recognise  foreign  graduates.  If  a student  desire  a 
hospital  staff  appointment  he  had  better  obtain  a home  degree;  but  as 
the  advantages  of  such  appointments  are  mainly  hypothetical,  and  as, 
if  he  possess  ability,  he  will  have  abundant  opportunities  of  making 
his  name  known,  other  than  those  afforded  by  contact  with  those 
entering  the  profession,  he  may  count  this  but  a small  factor  in  the 
question.  The  matter  is  rather  one  of  individual  preference.  There  is, 
however,  one  point  to  which  I would  draw  attention.  No  foreign 
degree  is  registerable  in  the  United  Kingdom.  If,  therefore,  the  student 
intend  graduating  abroad,  he  must  either  obtain  an  ordinary  home 
qualification,  or,  having  procured  his  degree,  seek  election  to  the 
Fellowship  of  the  Glasgow  Faculty;  if  successful,  he  will  then  be 
entitled  to  register. 

Hospital  Medical  Schools. — At  the  large  hospitals  there  are,  of 
course,  more  cases  treated  than  at  the  smaller,  and  so  it  might  be 
thought  that  the  students  of  the  former  would  possess  a clinical 
advantage.  But  at  such  hospitals  as  Guy’s  and  Bartholomew’s,  the 
two  largest  in  London,  the  number  of  students  is  so  great,  and  the 
crowding  so  constant,  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  advantage  is 
obtained  by  the  pupils  over  those  of  lesser  institutions.  It  is  better 
to  study  one  case  thoroughly  than  to  see  a hundred  superficially. 
Information  with  regard  to  scholarships  will  be  given  hereafter,  and 
doubtless  the  necessitous  student  will  be  influenced  by  the  monetary 
prizes  obtainable  by  perseverance,  and,  it  may  be  added,  cramming. 

Total  Expenses. — The  items  will  be  fully  given  in  their  respective 
places.  Supposing  the  student  to  pass  his  curriculum  at  a London 
hospital,  and  to  obtain  the  M.B.  of  London,  his  total  expenses  for 
books,  instruments,  parts  for  dissection,  hospital  and  examination 
fees,  from  the  time  of  matriculation  to  the  period  of  obtaining  his 
degree,  should  not  exceed  £160.  This  sum  is  fully  sufficient  to  carry 
him  through,  and  it  is  possible  to  reduce  it. 

The  Curriculum. — A student  having  passed  his  matriculation  or 
other  Arts  examination,  had  better  devote  himself  for  twelve  months 
or  so  to  the  study  of  the  subjects  required  for  the  Preliminary 
Scientific*  or  the  First  Professional  of  the  College  of  Physicians  of 
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London,  which  latter  includes  osteology;  he  should  also  study  ele- 
mentary physiology  during  the  same  period.  If  he  is  not  a candidate 
for  the  London  doctorate,  he  will  have  more  time  to  devote  to  anatomy 
and  physiology.  This  course  of  study  may  he  taken  at  an  institution 
where  instruction  is  given,  or  the  student  may  become  the  pupil  of  a 
practitioner  holding  a public  appointment.  But  this  latter  course, 
when  the  student  is  reading  for  the  Preliminary  Scientific,  is  gene- 
rally a farce ; for  the  practitioner  is  unable  to  afford  the  pupil  any 
great  help  in  the  way  of  preparation,  and  the  very  subjects  the  former 
is  qualified  to  teach,  the  latter  has  not  the  time  to  learn.  I shall 
hereafter  have  occasion  to  speak  of  institutions  where  instruction  is 
given  in  physics,  elementary  anatomy  and  physiology,  &c.,  and  it  is  at 
one  of  these  the  student,  after  matriculation,  had  best  enter  for,  say, 
twelve  months. 

, It  is  a mistake  for  the  candidate  for  the  London  degree  to  enter  a 
hospital  medical  school  immediately  after  matriculation,  for  he  will 
not  have  sufficient  time  to  devote  to  the  study  of  the  more  directly 
Medical  subjects  taught  daily,  and  so  he  will  both  miss  the  opportuni- 
ties for  instruction,  which  more  leisure  would  have  opened,  and  fail 
to  take  prizes  he  might  easily  have  won;  and  at  the  same  time,  by 
attendance,  disqualify  himself  for  future  competition. 

A student  may  enter  a hospital  medical  school  if  he  can  make  strict 
arrangements  with  the  Dean  for  instruction  in  the  subjects  of  the 
Preliminary  Scientific  or  First  Professional  examinations,  together 
with  osteology  and  elementary  physiology;  but  this  is  not  so  easily 
done,  for  osteology  is  generally  referred  to  the  anatomical  lectures, 
and  physiology  to  the  physiological,  so  that  the  student,  by  attending 
these,  disqualifies  himself  for  future  competition,  while  at  the  present 
he  is  not  sufficiently  free  to  devote  himself  to  the  study  of  these  sub- 
jects in  such  a manner  as  to  do  himself  justice. 

The  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  or  the  First  Professional 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  having  been  passed,  the  student  should 
now  devote  himself  chiefly  to  anatomy,  physiology,  materia  medica, 
pharmacy,  &c.,  and  in  his  leisure  hours  should  read  medicine  and 
surgery.  This  is  the  time  at  which  he  should  enter  a medical  school, 
for  he  will  now  be  able  to  throw  himself  into  the  work  without 
restraint.  At  the  end  of  his  second  winter  he  may  pass  the  exami- 
nation in  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  or 
that  for  the  Membership  of  the  College  of  Surgeons.  This  will  serve 
as  a test  of  his  chances  of  passing  the  University  examination,  for  if 
he  fail,  it  will  hardly  be  advisable  to  think  of  entering  for  the  First 
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M.B.  for  some  time.  Having  passed  the  Primary,  and  subsequently 
the  First  M.B.,  he  will  prepare  himself  for  the  Final  L.R.C.P.,  or 
M.B/.O.S.,  the  former  by  preference.  Now  is  the  time,  if  the  student 
desire  a continental  degree,  to  enter  into  correspondence  with  the 
university  at  which  he  wishes  to  graduate. 

The  License  or  Membership  having  been  taken,  the  continental 
Doctorate  or  home  Bachelorship  obtained,  the  student  will  turn  his 
attention  to  the  Final  home  Doctorate,  if  he  desire  to  obtain  it. 

This  typical  curriculum  will,  of  course,  vary  with  circumstances. 
Thus,  the  student  who  has  passed  only  a preliminary  examination  in 
Arts,  and  who  intends  taking  an  English  diploma  and  a continental 
degree,  should  enter  at  a hospital  medical  school  so  soon  as  he  has 
passed  the  First  Professional  of  the  College  of  Physicians  of  London. 
He  will  then  take  the  Primary  Examination  of  the  College  of  Sur- 
geons or  Physicians,  the  former  by  preference,  as  it  is  recognised 
as  a common  standard  by  all  the  Licensing  Bodies,  and  is  in  no  way 
more  difficult  than  that  of  the  College  of  Physicians. 

Next  comes  the  Final,  and  he  may  choose  the  L.R.C.P.,  M.R.C.S., 
or  other  licensing  qualifications;  the  two  mentioned  are  as  good  as 
any.  The  former  is  more  distinctly  medical,  the  latter  surgical.  The 
student  may  obtain  the  two  diplomas  by  passing  the  Final  M.R.C.S. 
first,  omitting  medicine;  and  then  proceeding  to  the  Final  L.R.C.P., 
omitting  surgery.  On  presenting  a surgical  certificate  to  the  College 
of  Physicians,  he  will,  if  he  pass  in  medicine,  receive  the  Licence 
without  f urther  examination  in  surgery ; and  on  showing  his  Licence 
at  the  College  of  Surgeons,  he  will  receive  the  diploma  of  Member, 
for  which  he  has  already  passed  in  surgery,  without  further  exami- 
nation. 

The  student  intending  to  take  the  Fellowship  of  the  English  College 
of  Surgeons  will  take  the  Primary  Membership  in  the  ordinary  course, 
work  in  the  dissecting  room  during  his  third  winter,  and  then  proceed 
to  the  Primary  Fellowship  at  the  termination  of  the  latter.  He  will 
take  the  Final  Membership  in  the  ordinary  course,  and  two  years 
later  may  present  himself  for  the  Final  Fellowship. 

The  student  who  enters  at  one  of  the  residential  universities  does 
not  need  telling  the  best  course  to  pursue.  By  following  the  direc- 
tions of  his  teachers  he  will  be  guided  safely. 

Students’  Requisites,  &c. — A student  commencing  his  hospital 
career  will  require  a dissecting  case;  one  sufficiently  good  may  be 
obtained  for  15s.  He  will  also  do  well  to  purchase  a microscope ; an 
ordinary  student’s  microscope  costs  from  three  to  five  guineas. 
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A set  of  histological  slides  (normal)  will  be  of  service ; their  cost  is 
about  17s.  per  dozen ; three  dozen  slides  will  be  found  sufficient  for 
home  study.  The  student  should  learn  to  mount  objects  himself ; he 
win  thus  at  a trifling  cost  be  enabled  to  form  a histological  collection, 
both  normal  and  morbid,  which  would  otherwise  cost  him  many 
pounds.  It  is  not  requisite  to  procure  a skeleton,  but  every  student 
should  possess  a set  of  bones,  which  may  be  obtained  of  Mr.  Kimpton, 
High  Holborn,  at  a fixed  price. 

A box  of  organic  materia  medica  specimens  may  be  obtained  of 
Messrs.  Southall,  of  Birmingham,  for  30s.  This  the  student  will  find 
of  great  service ; it  is  essential  that  he  make  himself  acquainted  with 
the  characteristics  of  drugs  in  their  native  state,  and  this  the  collection 
referred  to  will  enable  him  to  do.  With  regard  to  inorganic  drugs,  any 
good  chemist  will  furnish  a collection  of  the  chief  preparations,  in 
drachm  bottles,  for  about  12s. 

Books  Recommended. — Among  the  best  books  which  the  student 
can  buy  may  be  mentioned  the  following  : — Anatomy — Ellis  s “ Dissec- 
tions,” Heath’s  “Dissections,”  Quain’s “ Anatomy,”  Gray’s  “Anatomy. 
Ellis  and  Quain  contain  more  subject  matter  than  the  two  others,  and 
they  are  very  suitable  for  the  higher  examinations.  Physiology — 
“Huxley”  (very  elementary),  Kirke’s  “Physiology”  (elementary), 
“Michael  Foster”  (advanced),  “ Hermann ” (advanced).  The  student 
is  recommended  to  purchase  “ Michael  Foster,”  and  to  master  it. 
Chemistry — Roscoe’s  “Elementary  Chemistry.”  Materia  Medica — 
Pareira’s  “ Materia  Medica,”  “ Garrod’s.”  Therapeutics— “ Ringer.” 

Surgery — “ Erichsen ” (advanced),  “Bryant”  (advanced),  “W.  Fairlie 
Clarke”  (elementary).  Medicine — “Roberts”  or  “Bristow”  (advanced), 
“Charteris”  (elementary).  Midwifery  — “Meadows.”  Botany  — 
“Silver.”  Pathology — “Green.”  Forensic  Medicine — “Husband” 

(elementary),  “Guy”  (advanced). 

By  the  term  “ advanced,”  used  above,  I mean  that  the  work  to  which 
it  refers  is  of  a comparatively  complete  character,  and  of  a nature  to 
carry  the  student  through  any  of  the  examinations  held  on  the  subject 
of  which  it  treats.  Elementary  works  are,  in  my  opinion,  so  far  as 
medical  study  is  concerned,  only  useful  if  they  are  read  with  a view  to 
obtaining  a general  knowledge  of  the  subject  before  proceeding  to 
details.  Thus,  a student  who  knows  anatomy  and  physiology  tolerably 
well,  and  is  beginning  to  read  medicine  of  which  he  has  no  knowledge, 
may  with  advantage  go  through  “ Charteris  ” say  twice,  and  so  gain  an 
idea  of  the  diseases  to  which  mankind  are  subject.  He  should  then 
proceed  to  the  study  of  particulars,  which  “ Roberts  ” or  “ Bristow  ” 
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will  afford  him;  hut  to  read  elementary  works  alone,  as  many  do, 
because  they  are  easier  to  master,  is  a fatal  mistake,  whether  or  not  the 
student  intends  proceeding  to  one  of  the  higher  examinations,  for  he 
gains  only  a half  knowledge  of  his  profession,  yet  is  apt  to  consider 
his  information  complete;  and  the  consequences,  if  he  succeed  in 
obtaining  a qualification,  are  disastrous,  both  to  his  patients  and 
himself. 

Method  of  Study. — Method  and  application  are  the  steps  which  lead 
from  ignorance  to  knowledge.  A capable  man  without  method  may  read 
daily  for  hours,  and  yet  not  advance  so  quickly  as  one  of  inferior 
abilities  who  works  according  to  rule.  Suppose  a student  to  have 
entered  upon  his  first  winter  at  a hospital  medical  school  and  to  be  pre- 
paring for  an  examination  in  anatomy  and  physiology.  The  first  sub- 
ject he  must  master  is  osteology,  and  he  should  work  in  this  wise. 
With  the  anatomical  work  open  before  him,  and  the  bone  by  its  side, 
he  should  read  the  description  of  the  bone  itself — its  articulation  with 
other  bones,  paying  no  attention  to  muscles  or  other  soft  structures 
referred  to ; he  should  identify  each  part  named,  and  he  should  con- 
tinue so  to  read  until  he  can  close  the  book  and  call  every  part  of  the 
bone  by  its  anatomical  name.  Then  he  should  open  the  book  once 
more,  and  read  with  especial  reference  to  the  soft  parts  in  relation  to 
the  bone.  With  a piece  of  chalk  he  should  mark  out  the  attachments 
of  each  muscle,  and  learn  by  heart  the  structures  which  pass  through 
any  foramina  which  may  be  situated  in  the  bone,  &c.  The  description 
of  the  bone — of  the  lines  which  carve  outwards,  curve  inwards,  &c. — is 
of  very  slight  importance ; indeed,  it  may  be  forgotton  with  impunity, 
for  the  practical  knowledge  a student  who  works  at  osteology  in  the 
manner  I am  directing  him  will  gain  will  always  enable  him,  if 
required,  to  give  a more  perfect  description  on  paper  of  the  form  and 
characteristics  of  any  bone  than  he  could  do  by  committing  to  memory 
its  especial  features  as  described  in  the  text  books.  What  is  required 
is  that  the  name  of  the  bone  be  known,  and  the  name  of  every  part  of 
it  which  has  received  a technical  appellation ; that  the  names  of  the 
muscles  attached  to  it  be  remembered,  and  their  exact  situation,  and 
that  the  names  of  all  the  other  soft  parts  passing  through  or  lying  in 
relation  to  it  be  remembered,  and  also  the  articulation  of  the  bone 
with  other  bones.  So  with  histology  and  materia  medica  ; the  student 
should  work  practically,  reading  the  description  and  identifying  every- 
thing described. 

A set  period,  commencing  at  a given  time,  should  be  occupied  each 
day  in  reading  a subject.  As  a rule,  it  may  be  stated  that  one-and- 
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a-half  hours  for  osteology,  and  one  hour  for  physiology  and  histology 
will  be  found  sufficient.  In  proceeding  to  more  advanced  study,  the 
student  should  follow  out  the  same  plan,  and  so  make  himself  practi- 
cally acquainted  with  every  detail  of  his  profession. 

I may  say  a word  with  advantage  concerning  the  study  of  materia 
medica  to  which  I have  already  referred.  This  is  generally  considered 
to  he  the  least  interesting  branch  of  medical  science ; it  is,  however, 
only  uninteresting  in  so  far  as  its  details  are  considered  by  themselves, 
and  without  reference  to  the  human  economy. 

An  ultimate  physiological  explanation  of  the  action  of  a drag  on  the 
animal  system  is  often  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge  entirely 
absent ; and  hence  therapeutics,  which  is  the  logical  sequence  and  twin 
sister  of  materia  medica,  does  not  relieve  its  “ dryasdust  ” flavour. 
With  regard  to  making  the  subject  interesting,  I can  only  counsel  the 
student  to  strive  to  find  a physiological  reason  for  the  action  of  the 
drugs  he  is  studying.  He  will  certainly  be  very  often  baffled  at  the 
outset,  and  have  to  acknowledge  his  ignorance,  but  the  effort  will  serve 
to  interest  him  in  the  subject,  and  to  train  his  mind  in  that  habit  of 
observation  and  inquiry  which  is  essential  to  scientific  success.  The- 
following  are  the  chief  points  with  which  the  student  must  be  ac- 
quainted concerning  every  drag : (1)  To  recognise  it ; (2)  Order  (if 
organic)  and  where  found ; (3)  How  prepared  (if  inorganic) ; (4)  Pre- 
parations made  from  it ; (5)  To  recognise  them ; (6)  Dose  of  the  drag 
and  its  preparations  ; (7)  Action  of  the  drag  and  its  preparations. 
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Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London — Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of 
England — Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh — Royal  College 
of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh — Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Glasgow — Double  License  of  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Glasgow  and  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh — 
Double  License  of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Edin- 
burgh— Ring  and  Queen’s  College  of  Physicians,  Ireland — Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland — Oxford  University — Cambridge — 
London — Dublin — Edinburgh  — Durham — St.  Andrew’s — Aberdeen 
— Glasgow — Royal _ University  of  Ireland — Society  of  Apothecaries 
of  London — Apothecaries’  Sail  of  Ireland. 

Royal  College  oe  Physicians  of  London. 

There  are  three  professional  examinations  for  the  License. 

The  first  is  on  Chemistry,  Heat,  Light,  and  Electricity;  Materia 
Medica,  Medical  Botany,  and  Pharmacy;  and  Osteology.  With  the 
exception  of  osteology,  candidates  must  produce  certificates  of  instruc- 
tion in  these  subjects.  No  hospital  attendance  is  enjoined  for  this 
examination.  The  fee  is  £5  5s. 

The  second  examination  is  on  Anatomy  and  Physiology.  Candidates 
must  have  attended  lectures  on  these  subjects,  and  performed  dissec- 
tions at  a recognised  medical  school  for  two  winter  sessions  of  six 
months  each.  The  fee  is  £5  5s. 

The  third  examination  is  on  Medical  Anatomy  and  Pathology, 
including  Morbid  Anatomy  and  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medi- 
cine; Surgical  Anatomy  and  Pathology,  including  Morbid  Anatomy 
and  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery;  Forensic  Medicine; 
Public  Health ; Therapeutics ; Midwifery,  and  Diseases  peculiar  to 
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Women.  The  fee  is  £5  5s.  Candidates  must  have  completed  their 
curriculum. 

Any  candidate  who  has  passed  an  examination  in  the  subjects  of 
the  first  or  second  examination  at  a university  or  other  qualifying’ 
institution  in  the  United  Kingdom,  in  India,  or  a British  colony,  will 
be  exempt  from  re-examination  in  the  subjects  in  which  he  has  so 
passed.  Any  candidate  who  shall  have  passed  an  examination  in 
surgery  at  any  body  of  surgeons  or  at  a university  in  the  United 
Kingdom  will  be  exempt  from  re-examination  in  Surgery,  including 
surgical  anatomy  and  pathology,  morbid  anatomy  and  the  principles 
and  practice  of  surgery.  “Any  candidate  who  shall  have  obtained  a 
foreign  qualification  which  entitles  him  to  practice  Medicine  or  Surgery 
in  the  country  where  such  qualification  has  been  conferred,  after  a 
course  of  study  and  an  examination  equivalent  to  those  required  by 
the  regulations  of  the  college,  shall,  on  production  of  satisfactory 
evidence  as  to  age,  moral  character,  and  proficiency  in  vaccination, 
be  admissable  to  the  Pass  examination,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  re- 
examination on  such  subjects  as  shall  in  each  case  be  considered  by 
the  Censors’  Board  to  be  unnecessary.” 

The  examinations  for  the  Membership  are  similar  to  those  for  the 
License.  The  regulations  as  to  exemption  are  also  similar.  The  fees: 
are  heavier. 

Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England. 

Membership. — There  are  two  examinations.  The  first  is  on  Anatomy 
and  [Physiology,  and  takes  place  at  the  termination  of  the  second 
winter  session  of  study ; the  second  examination  is  on  Surgical  Anatomy 
and  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery  and  Medicine,  and  takes 
place  at  the  termination  of  the  curriculum.  Candidates  who  already 
possess  a medical  qualification  will  not  be  examined  in  medicine. 
Candidates  intending  to  proceed  to  such  a qualification  will  not  be 
examined  in  medicine,  but  their  diplomas  will  not  be  issued  to  them 
until  they  have  received  the  former. 

Fees. — Primary  examination,  £5  5s. ; Pass  examination,  £16  15s. 

The  Primary  examination  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  is  only  a 
commonplace  test  in  the  rudiments  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology; 
nevertheless,  this  body  does  not  recognise  the  examinations  in  these 
sciences  of  other  corporations  which  are  proverbial  for  them  searching 
character,  as  of  the  chief  British  Universities,  the  College  of  Physicians 
of  London,  College  of  Surgeons  of  Ireland,  &c. 

Fellowship. — There  are  two  examinations.  The  first  on  Anatomy  and 
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Physiology,  Human  and  Comparative,  takes  place  at  the  close  of  the 
third  winter  session.  The  second  examination,  on  Surgery,  Surgical 
Anatomy,  Pathology,  and  Medicine,  takes  place  at  the  termination  of 
six  years’  study,  commencing  not  earlier  than  the  date  of  passing  the 
Preliminary  examination. 

Fees. — First  examination : If  a member,  £5  5s. ; if  not  a member, 
£10  10s.  Second  examination:  If  a member,  £10  10s.,  besides  stamp 
duties ; if  not  a member,  £21.,  besides  stamp  duties.  “ It  is  pro- 
vided that  no  candidate  for  the  diploma  of  Fellow  shall  be  required 
before  admission  to  examination  or  otherwise  to  pay  altogether  more 
than  thirty  guineas  over  and  above  the  charges  for  stamps,”  and  that 
“the  moneys  paid  by  each  candidate  (of  which,  in  case  of  failure,  a 
certain  proportion  is  retained  by  the  College),  and  retained  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  treated  as  the  fee  payable  and  paid  by  such  candidate  on 
admittance  to  the  diploma  of  Fellow.”  The  sum  of  £2  paid  on  the 
Preliminary  examination  will  be  allowed  against  the  twenty  guineas 
payable  by  non-members  on  admission  to  the  second  examination. 

Royal  College  op  Physicians  op  Edinburgh. 

There  are  two  examinations  for  the  License : The  first  is  on 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Chemistry.  The  examination  in  Chemistry 
embraces : (1)  Definition  of  Chemical  terms ; (2)  The  principal  Non- 
metallic  and  Metallic  Elements  and  their  Compounds ; (3)  Cyanogen 
and  its  Compounds ; (4)  The  principal  Alkaloids ; (5)  The  Sugars, 
Oils,  Fats,  and  Albumen — Practical  testing. 

The  second  examination  is  on : Clinical  and  Theoretical  Medicine, 
Forensic  Medicine,  Midwifery,  Surgery,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Patho- 
logy, Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy. 

The  first  examination  takes  place  at  the  end  of  the  second  winter 
session : the  second  examination  at  the  termination  of  the  curriculum. 

Fees. — For  the  first  examination,  £6  6s. ; for  the  second,  £9  9s. 

Candidates  who  have  passed  the  First  Professional  examination 
before  a Qualifying  Body  (provided  it  be  as  extensive  as  that  required 
by  this  College)  will  be  at  once  admitted  to  the  second  part  of  the 
examination. 

Regulations  for  the  Certificate  of  Qualification  in  Public  Health. 

The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh,  “ considering  the 
great  and  rising  importance  of  the  Public  Health  Department  of  State 
Medicine,  its  natural  and  popular  distinction  from  ordinary  medicine, 
and  the  number  of  public  health  appointments  which  already  exist,” 
has  resolved  to  grant  to  all  candidates  who  conform  to  the  following

regulations,  and  arc  declared,  by  tli6  examiners  to  be  duly  qualified  to 
practice  as  Public  Health  Officers,  or  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  a 
certificate  of  qualification  under  the  College  seal  and  authority  : — 

Candidates  must  be  registered  Medical  Practitioners. 

There  are  two  examinations,  conducted  by  writing,  orally  and  prac- 
tically. The  first  includes:  Physics,  especially  Pneumatics,  Hydro- 
statics, Hydraulics,  and  Engineering  in  relation  to  sanitary  operations, 
including  a knowledge  of  Architectural  and  other  plans,  sections,  &c. ; 
Chemistry,  especially  Analysis  of  Air,  Water,  Pood,  including  the 
Biology  of  Putrefaction,  and  other  allied  processes;  Meteorology, 
including  Climate,  Topographical  and  Seasonal  Influences  in  relation 
to  Health  and  Disease. 

The  second  examination  embraces  : (1)  Epidemiology  and  Endemio- 
logy,  including  the  corresponding  departments  in  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  and  Plants,  Contagious  Diseases,  Diseases  of  Periods  of  Life, 
Professions,  Trades,  Seasons,  and  Climates;  (2)  Practical  Hygiene — 
Duties  of  a Health  Officer  — Food,  Water  Supply,  Sewage,  and 
Drainage — Construction  of  Hospitals,  Public  Buildings,  Dwellings, 
Manufactories,  Cemeteries — Nuisances  ; (3)  Sanitary  Law  and  Yital 
Statistics.  These  examinations  take  place  in  April  and  October. 

Fees. — First  examination,  £3  3s. ; second,  £3  3s.  Fee  payable  before 
receiving  the  certificate,  £4  4s. 

Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh. 

Candidates  for  the  License  undergo  two  examinations : — The  first  is 
on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Chemistry ; the  second  is  on  Medicine, 
Surgery,  Materia  Medica,  Forensic  Medicine,  and  Midwifery.  The 
examination  in  Chemistry  embraces : Definition  of  Chemical  terms ; 
the  principal  Non-metallic  and  Metallic  Elements  and  their  com- 
pounds ; Cyanogen  and  its  compounds ; the  principal  Alkaloids ; the 
Sugars — Oils,  Fats,  and  Albumen  ; Practical  Testing.  Fees,  £6  6s.  for 
the  primary ; £9  9s.  for  the  final  examination. 

Candidates  who  have  passed  an  examination  in  anatomy,  physiology, 
and  chemistry  at  any  of  the  Licensing  Boards  will  be  exempt  from 
re-examination  in  the  subjects  in  which  they  have  passed.  Candidates 
desirous  of  special  examinations  on  other  days  than  those  fixed  by 
the  regulations  are  required  “to  prepare  a case  to  be  submitted  to  the 
consideration  of  the  authorities  of  the  College,  with  evidence  to  show 
why  it  was  and  is  impossible  for  them  to  avail  themselves  of  the 

ordinary  examinations,  past  or  future It  is  very  desirable 

that  all  such  candidates,  and  especially  those  who  are  at  a distance 
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from  Edinburgh,  should  present  their  applications  as  long  beforehand 
as  possible.”  The  fees  for  special  examinations,  which  must  be  lodged 
by  9 a.m.  of  the  day  preceding,  are : £20  for  first  and  second  examina- 
tions ; £17  for  second  examination. 

Fellowship. — Candidates  must  be  Licentiates,  Members,  or  Fellows 
of  a College  of  Surgeons  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  Fellows  are 
elected  by  ballot. — Fee,  £25. 

Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow. 

Candidates  for  the  License  undergo  two  professional  examinations. 
The  first  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Chemistry;*  the  second  on 
Surgery,  Clinical  and  Theoretical,  Surgical  Anatomy,  Medicine,  Patho- 
logy, Materia  Medica,  Midwifery,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence.  The 
first  examnation  takes  place  at  the  termination  of  the  second  winter 
session  of  study,  and  the  second  may  be  undergone  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  candidate’s  curriculum,  which  is  of  four  years’  duration. 

Fees. — £6  6s.  for  the  first,  and  £3  3s.  for  the  second  examination. 

Candidates  who  have  passed  the  examination  in  anatomy,  physiology, 
and  chemistry  of  any  of  the  Qualifying  Bodies  will  be  exempt  from 
re-examination  in  these  subjects.  “ Graduates  in  Medicine  of  any 
British  University,  and  Licentiates  in  Medicine  of  any  of  the  Licen- 
sing bodies  authorised  to  grant  diplomas  in  Medicine,  are  exempted 
from  examination  in  medicine  and  materia  medica,  and  subjected  to 
all  other  parts  of  the  Final  examination.” 

Fellowship.  — A candidate  for  the  Fellowship  of  the  Faculty  as 
a Physician  must  be  a Doctor  of  Medicine  of  a university  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  or  of  a foreign  university  recognised  by  the  Faculty. 
A candidate  for  the  Fellowship  as  a Surgeon  must  be  a Licentiate  of 
the  Faculty,  or  a Fellow,  Member,  or  Licentiate  of  one  of  the  Royal 
Colleges  of  Surgeons  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  a Master  or  Bachelor 
of  Surgery  of  a university  of  the  United  Kingdom.  For  a resident 
Fellow  the  fee  is  £50.  For  a non-resident  Fellow,  i.e.,  one  residing 
beyond  five  miles  from  the  Faculty  Hall,  the  fee  is  £25.  The  Fellow- 
ship is  conferred  by  election  of  the  Council,  a majority  of  two-thirds 
of  the  votes  being  necessary  for  his  admission. 

The  Double  License  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  conferred  conjointly  by  the 
Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow,  and  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh. 

The  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow,  and  the  Royal 


* The  examination  in  Chemistry  will  he  varied  from  year  to  year. 
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College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh,  while  they  continue  to  give  their 
diplomas  separately,  under  separate  regulations,  have  made  arrange- 
ments by  which,  after  one  series  of  examinations  conducted  in 
Glasgow,  the  student  may  obtain  two  separate  licenses — one  in 
Medicine  from  the  latter  College,  and  one  in  Surgery  from  the  former. 
The  general  principle  of  this  joint  examination  is,  that  it  is  con- 
ducted by  a board  in  which  each  body  is  represented,  the  object  being 
to  give  students  facilities  for  obtaining  from  two  separate  bodies, 
and  at  less  expense,  a Double  Qualification  in  Medicine  and  Surgery. 
Students  passing  these  examinations  will  be  enabled  to  register  two 
qualifications  under  the  Medical  Act,  viz.,  Licentiate  of  the  Faculty 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow,  and  Licentiate  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh. 

There  are  two  examinations — the  first  in  Anatomy,  Chemistry,  and 
Physiology;  the  second  in  Medicine,  Pathology,  Surgery,  Surgical 
Anatomy,  Midwifery,  Diseases  of  Women,  and  Forensic  Medicine. 

Fee  for  the  diploma,  twenty  guineas. 

The  other  regulations  are  the  same  as  for  the  separate  Licenses. 

The  Double  License  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 

of  Edinburgh. 

There  are  two  examinations.  The  first  is  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
and  Chemistry;  the  last-named  embracing — (1)  Definition  of  Che- 
mical terms;  (2)  The  principal  Non-metallic  and  Metallic  Elements 
and  their  Compounds ; (3)  Cyanogen  and  its  Compounds ; (4)  The 
principal  Alkaloids;  (5)  The  Sugars,  Oils,  Fats,  and  Albumen.  The 
candidate  is  also  examined  practically  in  testing.  This  examination 
may  take  place  after  the  second  winter  session  of  study. 

The  second  examination  is  on  Medicine,  Surgery,  Surgical  Ana- 
tomy, Midwifery,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  Phar- 
macy, and  Medical  Jurisprudence,  and  takes  place  at  the  termination 
of  the  curriculum. 

Fees. — £8  8s.  for  the  first,  and  £12  12s.  for  the  second  examination. 

Candidates  who  have  passed  the  examination  in  anatomy,  physiology, 
and  chemistry,  of  any  Qualifying  Body,  will  be  admitted  to  the  second 
examination  without  being  further  examined  in  those  subjects  in 
which  they  have  already  passed. 

King  and  Queen’s  College  op  Physicians,  Ireland. 

The  Fellowship  is  elective;  candidates  must  be  members. 

The  Membership  is  obtainable  by  examination ; candidates  must  be 
Licentiates. 
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The  License. — There  are  two  examinations.  The  first  is  on  Anatomy 
Physiology,  Chemistry,  and  Materia  Medica.  This  may  be  taken  after 
the  second  winter  session.  The  second  examination  is  on  Medicine 
Clinical  and  Theoretical;  Pathology,  Forensic  Medicine,  Midwifery, 
Hygiene,  and  Therapeutics. 

Candidates  qualified  as  follows  are  required  to  undergo  the  second  part  only 
of  the  Professional  examination,  viz  : Graduates  in  Medicine  or  Surgery  of  any 
University  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  of  any  foreign  University  approved  by  the 
College;  Fellows,  Members,  or  Licentiates  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  London 
or  Edinburgh ; Licentiates  in  Surgery  of  any  approved  University ; candidates 
who,  having  completed  the  curriculum  laid  down,  shall  have  passed  the  Previous 
Professional  examination  or  examinations  of  any  of  the  Licensing  Medical 
Authorities  in  the  United  Kingdom  mentioned  in  Schedule  A of  the  Medical 
Act,  1858. 

The  foreign  universities  and  colleges  already  recognised  by  the 
College  are  the  Universities  of  Bern,  of  France,  of  Geneva,  of  Zurich, 
of  Melbourne;  McGill  College,  Montreal;  Trinity  College,  Toronto; 
Harvard  University,  Massachusetts,  U.S. ; University  of  City  of 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania;  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  New  York  (the  Medical  Department  of  Columbia  College); 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Baltimore  (Maryland)  (M.D.); 
Bellevue  Medical  College,  New  York  (M.D.);  Cleveland  (Ohio)  Medical 
College  (M.D.).  Any  registered  practitioner  of  five  years’  standing 
may  be  admitted  to  examination  for  the  License,  and  he  will  be 
exempted  from  the  written  part  of  the  examination. 

License  in  Midwifery. — Candidates  for  this  License  who  are  not 
Licentiates  in  Medicine  may  be  admitted  to  examination  on  producing 
a degree  or  license  in  medicine  or  surgery  from  any  of  the  Nineteen 
Qualifying  Bodies.  The  course  of  study  is  rather  longer  than  usual, 
and  will  be  treated  of  under  “ The  Curriculum.”  Candidates  who  are 
already  Licentiates  may  be  admitted  to  examination  on  payment  of 
the  customary  fees.  Any  registered  practitioner  of  five  years’  standing 
may  be  admitted  to  examination  without  additional  certificates  of 
study,  and  will  be  exempted  from  the  written  part  of  the  examination. 
The  examination  is  divided  into  two  parts,  written  and  oral. 

Membership  Examination. — Pathology;  Medical  Anatomy,  Histology; 
Medical  Chemistry;  Principles  of  Public  Health,  including  Climato- 
logy and  Meteorology;  Psychology;  Forensic  Medicine,  and  Clinical 
Medicine. 

Fees. — Fellowship,  including  stamp  duty,  £60 ; Membership,  £21 ; 
License,  £15  15s.  Fee  for  examination  for  the  Licenses  in  Medicine 
and  Midwifery,  if  obtained  within  the  interval  of  a month,  £16  16s., 
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"to  "be  lodged  in  one  sum.  Fee  for  special  examination  for  License  to 
Practice  Medicine,  £21.  Fee  for  License  in  Midwifery,  £3  3s. ; for 
special  examination  for  tlie  same,  £5  5s. 

Admission  and  Examination  of  Female  Candidates  fov  the  License  to 
Practice  as  Midwives  and  Nursetenders. 

Candidates  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age.  They  must  bave 
passed  a preliminary  examination  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic, 
conducted  by  some  responsible  authority.  They  must  have  attended 
for  six  months,  at  least,  a course  of  systematic  lectures  on  Midwifery, 
and  during  another  or  the  same  period  of  six  months  Bedside  Instruc- 
tion in  a lying-in  hospital  or  maternity  recognised  by  the  College. 
Each  candidate  is  examined  in  Midwifery  (minus  operations)  and 
Nursetending.  The  examinations  are  conducted  orally  and  by  written 
questions.  Fee — £1  Is. 

It  is  not  intended  by  the  College  to  set  up  a second  grade  of  practi- 
tioners in  midwifery,  but  merely  to  provide  for  and  encourage  the 
better  education  of  female  midwives  and  nurses.  Every  candidate, 
previously  to  receiving  the  License,  must  sign  the  following  declara- 
tion : 

I do  hereby  solemnly  and  sincerely  promise  that  I will  not  make  any 

improper  use  of  the  diploma  of  this  College  ; and  I hereby  consent  to  surrender 
my  diploma  should  I hereafter  violate  any  of  the  conditions  specified  in  this 
declaration,  or,  in  the  opinion  of  the  College,  be  guilty  of  improper  conduct  or 
practice.  And  I hereby  promise  that  I will  not  attempt  to  perform  any  of  the 
operations  in  midwifery,  unless  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  the  attendance  of  a 
registered  medical  practitioner.  And  I further  undertake  that  I will  always 
endeavour  to  obtain  the  attendance  of  a registered  medical  practitioner  when- 
ever the  symptoms,  whether  during  labour  or  afterwards,  are  such  as  to  lead 
me  to  believe  that  the  life  of  the  patient  or  of  her  child  is  actually  in  danger. 

Royal  College  op  Surgeons  in  Ireland. 

Candidates  for  the  License  undergo  two  examinations.  The  total 
fees  amount  to  twenty-one  guineas.  The  first  examination  is  on 
Anatomy,  Histology,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  and  Chemistry. 
The  second  is  on  Operative  and  Theoretical  Surgery,  Surgical  Appli- 
ances, Practice  of  Medicine,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  and  Prescriptions. 
The  curriculum  is  of  four  years’  duration. 

Candidates  for  the  Fellowship  undergo  two  examinations  ; the  first 
on  Anatomy  and  Physiology  (Human  and  Comparative),  the  second  on 
Pathology,  Therapeutics,  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery, 
and  Clinical  Surgery. 

e 2 
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Fees  for  the  Fellowship. — Every  candidate  must  produce  “ a receipt 
showing  that  he  has  lodged  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  for  the  use  of  the 
College — if  he  be  a Licentiate — the  sum  of  twenty  guineas,  or  thirty- 
five  in  case  he  he  only  a registered  pupil ; provided,  in  either  case,  he 
intends  to  reside  beyond  ten  miles  from  Dublin.  Should  he  intend  to 
reside  in  Dublin,  or  within  ten  miles,  he  must  lodge,  if  he  be  a Licen- 
tiate, thirty  guineas ; or  if  he  be  only  a registered  pupil,  forty-five 
guineas.  Bellows  entering  on  the  country  list,  who  may  subsequently 
settle  as  practitioners  in  Dublin,  or  within  ten  miles,  must  pay  ten 
guineas  to  the  College.” 

The  Curriculum  is  of  six  years’  duration,  except  in  the  case  of 
Bachelors  of  Arts  of  recognised  universities,  who  will  be  admitted  at 
the  end  of  five  years  of  professional  study. 

The  Diploma  in  Midwifery  is  issued  alter  examination  to  Fellows 
and  Licentiates  of  the  College  only.  The/eeis£l  6s. 

Oxford  University. 

For  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  there  are  two  examina- 
tions. The  first  is  on  Human  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Comparative 
Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Experimental  Physics,  Botany  and  Chemistry. 
The  second  examination  is  on  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  in- 
cluding diseases  of  women  and  children,  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics, Pathology,  the  Principles  of  Surgery  and  Midwifery,  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  General  Hygiene,  some  portions  of  two  medical  classics, 
either  Hippocrates,  Galen,  Aretseus,  or  Celsus  must  be  chosen  as  one  of 
the  authors ; and  Morgagni,  Sydenham,  or  Boerhaave  may  be  taken  for 
the  other. 

Three  years  must  elapse  between  the  time  of  passing  the  second 
examination  for  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  the  taking  the  degree , of 
Doctor  in  Medicine.  For  the  latter  it  is  required  that  the  Bachelor 
shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Regius  Professor  of  Medicine,  publicly 
read  in  the  schools  a dissertation  written  by  himself,  on  a subject 
previously  approved  by  the  Professor,  and  deliver  a copy  after  the 
recital  to  the  Professor. 

Certificates  of  Proficiency  in  Preventive  Medicine  and  Public  Health. 

These  are  granted  to  those  Bachelors  of  Medicine  who  pass  the  fol- 
lowing examination : 

I.  Hygiene. — Meteorology  and  Meteorological  Instruments ; Exami- 
nation of  Air,  Water,  Soils,  and  Food;  Unhealthy  Trades ; Causes  of. 
Origin,  and  spread  of  Contagious  Diseases  and  Epidemics — General 
History  of  Epidemics — Prevention  of  Contagious  Diseases  and 
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Epidemics ; Geography  of  Disease  in  general  as  bearing  on  Com- 
parative National  Health. 

II.  Sanitary  Law. — A general  knowledge  of  the  recent  Acts  bearing 
upon  the  Public  Health,  and  of  the  duties  of  the  various  officers,  as 
laid  down  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

III.  Sanitary  Engineering  and  Apparatus. — Water  Supply,  Sewers 
and  Drains,  Ventilation,  Construction  of  Dwellings,  Construction  of 
Hospitals,  Conservancy  of  Villages  and  Towns,  Construction  of  Plans, 
Sections,  and  Contour  Lines. 

IV.  Vital  Statistics. — Elements  for  determining  present  Death  rate 
in  different  communities ; Birth  rate,  Death  rate,  Disease  rate,  Dura- 
tion and  Expectancy  of  Life,  Nomenclature  and  Classification  of 
Diseases.

Cambridge  University. 

There  are  four  examinations  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine. 

The  first  examination  includes : Chemistry  and  other  branches  of 
Physics;  the  second,  Comparative  Anatomy,  Human  Anatomy  and

Physiology,  Pharmacy  and  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry;  the  thirdy 
Principles  of  Surgery  and  Midwifery;  the  fourth,  Pathology,  Practice 
of  Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence.  These 
examinations  having  been  passed,  an  Act  must  be  kept  as  follows  : — 

The  Professor  of  Physio  assigns  the  day  and  hour  for  keeping  The  Act,  of 
which  public  notice  has  to  be  given  eight  days  before.  The  candidate  reads  a 
thesis  composed  by  himself  on  some  subject  approved  by  the  Professor ; the 
Professor  brings  forward  arguments  or  objections  for  the  candidate  to  answer, 
and  examines  him  viva  voce  as  well  on  questions  connected  with  his  thesis  as  on 
other  subjects  in  the  faculty  of  a more  general  nature. 

Master  in  Swrgery. — The  subjects  of  examination  are:  (1)  Surgical 
Anatomy ; (2)  Pathology,  and  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery ; 
(3)  Clinical  Surgery.  Candidates  for  this  degree  must  have  passed  all 
the  examinations  for  the  Bachelorship  of  Medicine.  Schedules  defining- 
the  range  of  subjects  in  the  first  examination,  and  of  the  comparative 
anatomy  in  the  second  examination,  may  be  obtained,  on  application, 
at  the  Anatomical  Museum.  All  other  particulars  will  be  found  in 
the  Cambridge  Calendar. 

Examination  in  State  Medicine. 

An  examination  in  so  much  of  State  Medicine  as  is  comprised  in 
the  functions  of  officers  of  health  will  be  held  yearly  in  Cambridge, 
beginning  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  October,  and  ending  on  the  following 
Friday  afternoon.  Candidates  must  be  registered  medical  men,  and 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-three  years  before  presenting  them- 
selves for  the  first  part,  and  twenty -four  years  before  presenting  them- 
selves for  the  second  part  of  this  examination. 

The  first  part  of  the  examination  comprises:  Physics  and  Chemistry  j 
the  Principles  of  Chemistry  and  Methods  of  Analysis,  with  especial 
reference  to  analyses  of  air  and  water ; Application  of  the  Microscope ; 
the  Laws  of  Heat  and  the  Principles  of  Pneumatics,  Hydrostatics,  and 
Hydraulics,  with  especial  reference  to  ventilation,  water  supply,  drain- 
age, construction  of  dwellings,  disposal  of  sewage  and  refuse,  and 
sanitary  engineering  in  general ; Statistical  Methods. 

The  second  part  comprises : Laws  of  the  Realm  relating  to  Public 
Health ; Origin,  Propagation,  Pathology,  and  Prevention  of  Epidemic 
and  Infectious  Diseases;  Effects  of  Overcrowding;  Yitiated  Air; 
Impure  Water  and  Bad  or  Insufficient  Food;  Unhealthy  Occupations, 
and  the  Diseases  to  which  they  give  rise;  Water  Supply  and  Drainage, 
in  reference  to  Health;  Nuisances  Injurious  to  Health;  Distribution 
of  Diseases  within  the  United  Kingdom,  and  effects  of  soil,  season,  and 
climate. 
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The  examination  in  both  parts  is  oral  and  practical,  as  well  as 
written.  Candidates  may  present  themselves  for  either  part  sepa- 
rately, or  for  both  together,  at  their  option;  but  the  result  of  the 
examination  in  the  case  of  any  candidate  will  not  be  published  until 
he  has  passed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Examiners  in  both  parts. 
Every  candidate  will  be  required  to  pay  a fee  of  £4  4s.  before  admission 
to  each  part.  A candidate  who  has  passed  both  parts  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Examiners  will  receive  a certificate  of  his  competent  knowledge 
of  what  is  required  for  the  duties  of  a Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  following  suggestions  have  been  drawn  up  by  the  Syndicate  for 
superintending  the  examination  in  State  Medicine,  as  some  guide  to 
candidates  preparing. 

Part  1.— The  Principles  of  Chemistry  are  sufficiently  set  forth  in 
any  of  the  ordinary  manuals.  Candidates  will  be  expected  to  under- 
stand the  application  of  the  general  laws  to  such  cases  as  occur  in  the 
practice  of  an  officer  of  health,  but  will  not  be  expected  to  show  an 
acquaintance  with  those  details  of  chemistry  which  have  no  direct 
bearing  on  sanitary  questions.  No  importance  will  be  attached  to 
the  use  of  any  particular  chemical  notation.  It  is  not  expected  that 
officers  of  health  will,  in  general,  be  able  to  act  as  public  analysts, 
but  that  they  will  know  the  methods  of  analysis,  and  be  able  to 
interpret  correctly  the  results  of  professional  analysis.  The  kinds  of 
applications  of  the  several  sciences  of  which  candidates  are  expected 
to  show  a competent  knowledge  will  be  best  understood  by  a perusal 
of  Parkes’  “Manual  of  Hygiene.”  In  the  actual  analysis  of  water 
and  air,  candidates  will  not  be  expected  to  make  complete  quantitative 
analyses,  but  to  know  how  to  apply  ordinary  chemical  methods  for  the 
detection  and  discrimination  of  mineral  and  organic  substances  in  the 
samples. 

Part  2. — Candidates  will  be  expected  to  show  an  acquaintance  with 
the  sanitary  laws  in  force  in  England,  but  if  any  candidate  has  infor- 
mation respecting  alternative  laws  in  force  in  the  metropolis,  or  in 
Scotland,  or  in  Ireland,  opportunity  will  be  given  him,  alternatively, 
of  showing  his  acquaintance  with  such  laws.  The  rest  of  Part  2, 
besides  the  subjects  expressly  mentioned,  is  to  be  understood  as  includ- 
ing those  of  Y accination,  Disinfectants,  the  Management  of  Outbreaks 
of  Infectious  Diseases,  with  the  Construction  of  Hospitals  temporary 
or  permanent;  Endemic  Diseases;  Birth  rates  and  Death  rates;  the 
Qualities  and  Suitableness  of  various  Waters  used  for  domestic  pur- 
poses; the  Inspection  of  Factories,  Mines,  Workshops,  and  Common 
Lodging  Houses.

London  University. 

For  the  degree  of  M.B.,  there  are  three  examinations.  The  first  is 
called  the  Preliminary  Scientific.  The/ee  is  £5.  The  subjects  are: — 
Inorganic  Chemistry.  Experimental  Physics,  viz. — Units  of  measure- 
ment; the  laws  of  motion  considered  experimentally ; the  chief  forces  of 
Nature ; the  general  properties  of  solids,  liquids,  and  gases ; the  nature, 
intensity,  and  transmission  of  fluid  pressure  in  general ; the  pressure  of 
liquids  in  equilibrium  under  the  action  of  gravity ; the  equilibrium  of 
solids  floating  or  entirely  immersed  in  gravitating  fluids ; the  specific 
gravities  of  substances,  with  the  ordinary  modes  of  determining  them ; 
measurement  of  the  pressure  of  the  atmosphere,  and  of  the  elastic 
force  of  gases ; diffusion  of  liquids  and  gases ; definition  of  W ork  and 
Energy;  conservation  and  transmutation  of  energy  Acoustics — Pro- 
duction and  mode  of  propagation  of  sound;  intensity,  pitch,  and 
quality;  velocity  of  sound  in  air;  influence  of  temperature  and  den- 
sity ; velocity  of  sound  in  other  media ; laws  of  reflection  and  refrac- 
tion ; nature  of  musical  sounds ; longitudinal  vibrations  of  rods  and  of 
columns  of  air;  transverse  vibrations  of  strings,  variation  in  their 
rate  of  vibration  by  changes  in  their  tension,  length,  thickness,  and 
substance.  Heat — Definitions  of  heat  and  temperature ; construction 
of  instruments  for  the  measurement  of  temperature;  expansion  of 
solids,  liquids,  and  gases  under  heat;  change  of  state;  tension  of 
vapours;  latent  heat;  radiant  heat,  its  reflexion,  refraction,  and 
absorption ; conduction,  definition  of  thermal  conductivity ; convec- 
tion; specific  heat;  mechanical  equivalent  of  heat.  Magnetism — 
Properties  of  magnets ; induction ; magnetic  relations  of  iron  and 
steel ; terrestrial  magnetism.  Electricity — Two  electrical  states,  and 
their  mutual  relations ; conduction  and  insulation ; induction ; electric 
attraction  and  repulsion ; distribution  and  accumulation  of  electricity ; 
on  conductors ; electric  discharge ; voltaic  electricity,  the  various  bat- 
teries ; electromotive  force,  strength  of  currents ; resistance,  Ohm  s law ; 
heating  and  chemical  effects  of  electric  currents ; action  between  cur- 
rents and  magnets ; electro-magnetism ; induced  currents ; magneto- 
electricity ; thermo-electricity.  Optics — Laws  of  propagation  of  light ; 
measurement  of  velocity  of  light,  photometry ; laws  of  reflexion  and 
refraction  of  light,  reflexion  at  plane  and  at  spherical  surfaces,  refrac- 
tion at  plane  and  at  spherical  surfaces,  refraction  through  lenses, 
including  the  formation  of  images ; chromatic  dispersion.  Botany  and 
Vegetable  Physiology — Unicellular  plants,  as  Protococcus;  simple  fungi, 
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chara,  nitella;  reproduction  of  a fern;  structure  of  a flower;  mor- 
phology and  histology  of  a flowering  plant;  histology  of  vegetable 
tissues ; vegetable  nutrition ; flow  of  sap ; growth ; formation  of  wood 
and  bark;  nature  of  cambium;  reproduction;  distinctive  character  of 
gymnosperms;  distinctive  character  of  the  principal  British  natural 
orders;  technical  description  of  flowering  plants  provided  by  the 
Examiners ; derivation  and  meaning  of  the  following  terms,  with  their 
application  to  specimens  provided — 'thalamifloral,  calycifloral,  corolli- 
floral,  hypogynous,  perigynous,  epigynous,  monandrous,  diandrous,  &c. ; 
individual  variety,  species,  genus,  order,  class,  kingdom.  Zoology — 
Amoeba,  paramoecium,  hydra,  tsenia,  leech,  mussel,  snail,  centipede, 
insect,  lobster,  frog;  digestive  apparatus  (including  teeth)  of  dog, 
sheep,  pig,  rabbit ; “ comparative  structure  and  actions  of  the  circula- 
tory and  respiratory  organs”  in  thefabove  animals ; “ essential  structure 
of  secretory  organs;  principal  varieties  in  the  structure  of  the  liver 
and  kidney;  general  plan  of  the  nervous  system  in  mollusca, 
arthrozoa,  and  vertebrata;  proportionate  development  of  the  spinal 
cord,  and  of  the  several  encephalic  centres  in  the  ascending 
series  of  vertebrata;  respective  functions  of  those  centres;  modes 
of  reflex  action;”  frog,  bird,  and  mammal,  their  comparative  em- 
bryonic development.  The  examination  in  chemistry  is  partly  viva 
voce  and  experimental.  This  examination  may  be  passed  as  soon 
after  the  Matriculation  as  the  candidate  likes.  No  especial  training 
is  enjoined. 

Second  Examination. — Candidates  must  be  nineteen  years  of  age, 
and  have  spent  two  years  at  some  recognised  medical  school,  with 
attendance  on  the  usual  lectures,  &c.  The  fee  is  £5.  The  subjects  are : 
Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Histology,  Organic  Chemistry,  Materia 
Medica,  and  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry. 

Third  Examination. — Two  years  must  have  elapsed  since  passing  the 
Second  Examination,  which  time  must  have  been  spent  at  a recognised 
hospital  or  hospitals.  The  subjects  of  examination  are:  Medicine, 
Surgery,  Obstetric  Medicine,  Forensic  Medicine,  General  Pathology, 
General  Therapeutics  and  Hygiene. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Surgery  is  only  conferred  on  Bachelors 
of  Medicine.  The  degree  of  Master  in  Surgery  is  only  conferred  on 
Bachelors  in  that  science  two  years  after  so  graduating.  The  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  bears  a similar  x-elationship  to  the  Bachelorship 
of  Medicine. 

The  fee  for  the  final  M.B.,  B.S.,  M.S.,  and  M.D.  examinations  is  £5 
each. 
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University  of  Dublin. 

For  the  degree  of  M.B.  there  are  two  examinations.  The  first  is 
on  Botany,  Materia  Medica,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Descriptive  Anatomy, 
Practical  Histology  and  Physiology.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the 
student  should  pass  in  all  these  subjects  at  the  same  examination ; he 
is  allowed  to  present  himself  for  examination  in  as  many,  or  as  few 
of  them,  as  he  pleases.  The  second  examination  is  on  Physiological 
Anatomy,  Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Midwifery,  Medical  Juris- 
prudence, Institutes  of  Medicine  (Pathology  and  Hygiene). 

Doctor  in  Medicine. — A Doctor  in  Medicine  must  he  a Bachelor  in 
Medicine  of  three  years’  standing,  or  have  been  for  three  years  qualified 
to  take  the  degree  of  Bachelor  in  Medicine.  He  must  also  read  a 
thesis  publicly  before  the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic,  or  must  undergo 
an  examination  before  the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic  according  to 
regulations  to  be  approved  by  the  Provost  and  Senior  Fellows. 

Bachelor  in  Surgery.  — Candidates  must  have  passed  the  M.B. 
examinations.  A'practical  examination  in  Surgery  must  be  undergone. 

Master  in  Surgery.  — Candidates  must  have  held,  or  have  been 
qualified  to  take,  the  Bachelorship  in  Surgery  for  three  years,  and 
“ must  read  a thesis  publicly  before  the  Regius  Professor  according 
to  regulations  to  be  approved  by  the  Provost  and  Senior  Fellows.” 

Master  in  Obstetric  Science. — Candidates  must  have  passed  the  M.B. 
and  B.Ch.  examinations,  and  undergo  another  examination  limited  to 
Obstetrics  and  the  subjects  in  connection  with  it. 

Licenses  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Obstetric  Science.  — Candidates 
must  comply  with  the  regulations  for  degrees  in  the  same  sciences. 
The  examinations  are  identical. 

Fees. — M.B.  degree,  £11 ; Liceat  ad  examinandum,  £5.  M.D.  degree, 
£13.  B.Ch.  degree,  £5;  Liceat  ad  examinandum,  £5.  M.Ch.  degree, 
£11.  Degree  of  Master  in  Obstetric  Science,  £5.  License  in  Medicine, 
£5  ; Liceat  ad  examinandum,  £5.  License  in  Surgery,  £5  ; Liceat  ad 
examinandum,  £5.  License  in  Obstetric  Science,  £5. 

University  of  Edinburgh. 

There  are  four  professional  examinations.  The  first  is  on  Chemistry, 
Botany,  and  Natural  History;  the  second  is  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pathology ; the  third  is  on  Surgery,  Practice  of 
Medicine,  Midwifery,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence ; the  fourth  is  on 
Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery,  in  the  wards  of  an  hospital.  The 
examinations  on  anatomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  botany,  natural 
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history,  materia  medica,  and  pathology,  are  conducted,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, by  demonstrations  of  objects  placed  before  the  candidates.  The 
first  examination  may  take  place  at  the  end  of  the  second  year : 
“ Provided  always  that  students  who  commence  their  medical  studies 
in  the  summer  season,  and  who  profess  themselves  ready  to  submit  to 
an  examination  on  the  first  division  of  these  subjects,  at  the  beginning 
of  their  second  winter  session,  may  be  admitted  to  examination  at  that 
time,  on  condition  that  they  produce  certificates  of  attendance  on  at 
least  two  classes  during  each  of  two  summer  sessions  and  one  winter 
session ; and  on  the  further  condition  that  they  shall  not  be  admitted 
to  a degree  in  Medicine,  unless  their  course  of  study,  subsequent  to 
the  completion  of  the  summer  session  in  which  they  commence  their 
medical  studies,  shall  not  be  less  than  the  minimum  course  of  four 
years.” 

Those  students  who  have  passed  the  first  examination  may  present 
themselves  for  the  second  at  the  end  of  the  third  year.  The  third  and 
fourth  examinations  take  place  on  the  completion  of  the  annus 
medicus. 

If  any  candidate  at  these  examinations  be  found  unqualified,  he  cannot  be  again 
admitted  to  examination  unless  he  has  studied  during  another  year  two  of  the 
“prescribed  subjects,”  either  in  the  University  or  in  some  other  school  of 
medicine. 

Fees  for  degrees : First  examination,  £5  5s. : second,  £5  5s. ; third 
and  fourth,  £5  5s.;  total  fees  for  M.B.  degree,  £15  15s.  Additional 
fee  for  M.  degree,  £5  5s. ; for  M.D.  degree,  £5  5s. ; Government  stamp 
duty  (for  M.D.  only),  £10  10s.  In  the  event  of  the  candidate  not 
passing  any  one  of  the  Professional  examinations,  the  fee  is  not 
returned ; but  he  may  appear  at  one  subsequent  examination  without 
paying  an  extra  fee,  and  at  any  future  examination  on  paying  one-half 
the  fee. 


Durham  University. 

The  License  in  Medicine  involves  two  examinations ; the  first  on 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  Botany,  and  Chemistry ; the  second  on  Medi- 
cine, Surgery,  Forensic  Medicine,  Midwifery,  Pathology,  Public  Health, 
Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  and  Diseases  of  Women  and. 
Children. 

The  License  in  Surgery  is  granted  on  the  same  condition  as  the 
License  in  Medicine,  but  the  final  examination  is  directed  more 
especially  to  Surgery. 

The  examination  for  the  Bachelorship  of  Medicine  is  identical  with 
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that  for  the  License  in  Medicine.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.D. 
.must  be  twenty -four  years  of  age,  and  have  held  the  Bachelorship  for 
two  years.  A thesis  has  to  be  written,  and  the  candidate  must  be 
prepared  to  answer  questions  on  the  subject  of  which  it  treats. 

Bor  the  degree  of  Master  in  Surgery  candidates  must  hold  the  M.B 
degree,  and  pass  a practical  examination  in  Surgery. 

Fees. — Bor  each  examination,  £5;  for  a License  in  Medicine,  £3; 
for  a License  in  Surgery,  £3 ; for  a Degree  of  Master  in  Surgery,  £6 ; 
for  a degree  of  Bachelor  in  Medicine,  £6 ; for  a degree  of  Doctor  in 
Medicine,  £6. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  for  medical  practitioners  of  fifteen 
years’  standing,  without  residence : the  examination  is  in : (1)  Prin- 
ciples and  Practice  of  Medicine,  including  Psychological  Medicine  and 
Hygiene  ; (2)  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery ; (3)  Midwifery,  and 
Diseases  peculiar  to  Women  and  Children;  (4)  Pathology,  Medical 
and  Surgical;  (5)  Anatomy,  Medical  and  Surgical;  (6)  Medical  Juris- 
prudence and  Toxicology ; (7)  Therapeutics. — Fee,  fifty  guineas. 

Certificate  of  Proficiency  in  Sanitary  Science. — Examinations  in  State 

Medicine. 

The  Warden  and  Senate  of  the  University  of  Durham,  in  recognition 
of  the  importance  that  medical  officers  of  health,  or  those  seeking 
appointments  as  such,  should  possess  a proof  of  their  special  acquire- 
ments, have  instituted  Examinations  in  State  Medicine  by  which  the 
successful  candidates  will  be  entitled  to  receive  a Certificate  of  Pro- 
ficiency in  Sanitary  Science. 

Subjects  of  Examination. — (A)  Physics — Laws  of  Light,  Heat, 
Hydro-Dynamics,  and  Pneumatics ; (B)  Chemistry — as  applied  to  the 
Detection  of  Noxious  Gases  and  Atmospheric  Impurities — Analysis  of 
Air  and  Water ; (C)  Sanitary  Legislation — Knowledge  of  the  Acts  of 
Parliament  in  force  for  the  Preservation  and  Protection  of  Health ; 

(D)  Vital  Statistics — Rates  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages— 
Methods  of  Calculation,  Classification,  and  Tabulation  of  Returns  of 
Sickness  and  Mortality — Data  and  Conclusions  deducible  therefrom; 

(E)  Meteorology,  Climatology,  and  Geographical  Distribution  of 
Diseases  in  the  United  Kingdom;  (B)  Sanitary  Medicine,  more 
especially  in  relation  to  Epidemic,  Endemic,  Epizootic,  and  Com- 
municable Diseases — Diseases  attributable  to  Heat,  Cold,  or  Damp 
— Insufficiency  or  Impurity  of  Air,  Bood,  or  Drink — Habitation, 
Occupation,  Over-exertion,  Intemperance,  Heredity — Preventive  Mea- 
sures, Vaccination,  Isolation,  Disinfection — the  regulation  of  Noxious 
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and  Offensive  Manufactures  and  Trades — tlie  Removal  of  Nuisances ; 
(G)  Practical  Hygiene,  in  reference  to  Site,  Materials,  Construction, 
Lighting,  Ventilation,  Warmth,  Dryness,  Water  Supply,  and  Refuse 
— Disposal  of  Dwellings,  Schools,  Hospitals,  and  other  Buildings  of 
Public  and  Private  resort ; Action  with  respect  to  Nuisances  and  Out- 
breaks of  Disease — other  Duties  of  a Medical  Officer  of  Health. — 
Candidates  for  the  above  must  he  registered  medical  practitioners,  and 
must  have  attended  one  course  of  lectures  on  Public  Health  at  the 
College  of  Medicine,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  extending  over  one  winter 
session.  In  the  practical  part  of  the  examination  the  candidate  will 
he  required:  (1)  To  report  upon  the  condition  of  some  actual  locality  ; 
(2)  To  analyse  gases  and  liquids  ; (3)  To  explain  the  construction  and 
use  of  instruments  employed  in.  meteorology;  (4)  To  make  micro- 
scopical examinations. — The  Fee  is  five  guineas. 

Regulations. — Por  the  Certificate  of  Proficiency  in  Sanitary  Science 
for  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  five  years’  standing,  obtainable  only 
by  those  members  of  the  profession  who  have  obtained  a registered 
qualification  before  January  1st,  1878: — Candidates  must  he  registered 
medical  practitioners,  and  have  acted  as  officers  of  health  for  five 
years.  No  candidate  is  eligible  who  is  less  than  thirty  years  of  age. 
The  examination  is  identical  with  the  one  just  particularised.  Can- 
didates must  write  an  essay  on  some  sanitary  subject,  and  will  he 
examined  upon  the  essay,  “ and  upon  other  sanitary  questions.” — The 
Fee  is  ten  guineas. 

St.  Andrew’s. 

Every  candidate  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Master 
in  Surgery  must  be  examined  both  in  writing  and  viva  voce  : First,  on 
Chemistry,  Botany,  Elementary  Anatomy  and  Materia  Medica; 
secondly,  on  advanced  Anatomy,  Zoology,  with  Comparative  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  and  Surgery;  and  thirdly,  on  the  Practice  of  Medicine, 
Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery,  General  Pathology, 
and  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

The  degree  of  Master  in  Surgery  is  only  conferred  on  those  who  pass 
for  the  Bachelorship  of  Medicine. 

Fees.  For  each  of  these  examinations,  £5  5s.  On  admission  to  the 
degree  of  Master  in  Surgery  another  fee  of  £5  5s.  For  the  Doctorate 
a further  fee  of  £5  5s. ; making  in  all,  £21. 

The  degree  of  M.D.  may  be  conferred  by  tbe  University  of  St.  Andrew’s  on 
any  registered  medical  practitioner  above  the  age  of  forty  years  whose  pro- 
fessional position  and  experience  are  such  as,  in  the  estimation  of  the  University, 
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to  entitle  him  to  that  degree,  and  who  shall,  on  examination,  satisfy  the  medical 
examiners  of  the  sufficiency  of  his  professional  knowledge  ; provided  always  that 
degrees  shall  not  be  conferred  under  this  section  on  a greater  number  than  ten 
in  any  one  year. 

Any  person  presenting  himself  as  a candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  under  the  first  section,  without  having  previously  obtained  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  shall,  on  so  presenting  himself,  pay  a fee  of  fifty 
guineas,  inclusive  of  the  stamp  duty. 

Tlie  examinations  are  held  yearly,  towards  the  end  of  April.  The 
graduation  fee  is  fifty  guineas.  Candidates  whose  certificates  are 
approved  of  by  the  Medical  Faculty  are  enrolled  for  examination  in 
order  of  application,  provided  they  have  complied  with  the  under- 
mentioned regulations  as  to  certificates  and  deposit.  Candidates  for 
graduation  must  lodge  with  the  Professor  of  Medicine  the  following 
certificates  and  deposit,  along  with  their  application  for  admission  to 
examination  : (1)  Certificate  of  age  from  parish  registrar,  or  by  affi- 
davit before  a magistrate ; (2)  At  least  three  certificates  from  medical 
men  of  such  acknowledged  reputation  in  the  profession  or  of  such 
standing  in  the  medical  schools  as  shall  satisfy  the  Senatus  of  the 
professional  position  and  experience  of  the  candidate  ; (3)  A certain 
portion  (viz.,  £10  10s.)  of  the  graduation  fee  will  be  forfeited  should 
the  candidate  fail  to  appear  at  the  time  appointed  for  examination,  or 
should  he  fail  to  graduate  ; (4)  The  examination  is  conducted  both  in 
writing  and  viva  voce,  and  includes  the  following  subjects : (1)  Materia 
Medica  and  General  Therapeutics ; (2)  Medical  Jurisprudence ; 
(3)  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Pathology ; (4)  Surgery ; (5)  Midwifery, 
and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children. 
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Aberdeen  University. 

For  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  in  Medicine  and  Master  in  Surgery 
there  are  three  professional  examinations,  conducted  both  orally 
and  in  writing.  The  first  includes  Chemistry,  Botany,  Elementary 
Anatomy,  and  Materia  Medica.  The  second  includes  Advanced  Anatomy, 
Zoology,  with  Comparative  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Surgery.  The 
third  includes  Practice  of  Medicine  and  General  Pathology,  Clinical 
Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence. 
The  curriculum  is  of  four  years’  duration. 

The  two  degrees  mentioned  may  be  obtained  at  the  same  time,  but 
the  second  is  only  conferred  on  those  who  have  made  good  their  title 
bo  the  first. 

The  degree  of  M.D.  is  obtainable  by  Bachelors  of  Medicine  of  two 
years’  standing.  The  candidate  writes  a thesis  ; there  is  no  additional 
examination. 

Fees. — £5  5s.  for  each  of  the  three  professional  examinations,  and 
an  additional  £5  5s.  for  the  degree  of  M.D. 

Glasgow  University. 

The  curriculum  for  the  M.B.  and  M.Ch.  degrees  is  of  four  years’ 
duration.  There  are  three  examinations ; the  first  on  Chemistry, 
Elementary  Anatomy  and  Botany ; the  second  on  Advanced  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  Zoology,  with  Comparative  Anatomy;  the  third  on  Materia 
Medica,  Practical  Pharmacy,  General  Pathology,  Surgery,  Practice  of 
Medicine,  Midwifery,  Forensic  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  and  Clinical 
Medicine. 

The  degree  of  M.B.  is  conferred  on  Bachelors  of  Medicine’of  two 
years’  standing.  Candidates  must  be  24  years  of  age,  and  must  write 
a thesis. 

Fees. — For  M.B.,  £15  15s.;  for  C.M.  (Master  in  Surgery),  £5  5s. 
extra;  for  M.D.,  £15  8s.  extra. 

Royal  University  of  Ireland. 

The  subjects  of  the  first  examination  in  Medicine  are : Zoology, 
Botany,  and  a modem  language.  Candidates  who  have  passed  in  a 
modem  language  at  the  ordinary  first  University  examination  are 
exempt  from  presenting  this  subject. 

The  second  examination  in  Medicine  embraces : Anatomy,  Physio- 
logy, Materia  Medica,  and  Chemistry. 

The  final  M.B.  examination  embraces : Anatomy  and  Physio- 
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logy,  Surgery,  Midwifery,  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children, 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

The  M.D.  examination  embraces  Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

The  examination  for  the  M.Ch.  degree  embraces  the  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Surgery,  including  Operative  and  Clinical  Surgery. 

The  examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Obstetrics  embraces  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Midwifery  and  the  Use  of  Obstetrical  Instru- 
ments and  Appliances. 

The  examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Sanitary  Science  embraces : 
Climate,  Chemistry,  Geology,  Physics,  Vital  Statistics,  Hygiene,  and 
Sanitary  Law. 

Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London. 

There  are  two  examinations  for  the  License. 

First  Examination. — This  may  be  passed  after  the  second  winter 
session.  It  comprises : Physicians’  Prescriptions  and  Pharmacy,  Ana- 
tomy and  Physiology  (including  an  examination  on  the  living  subject) ; 
General  and  Practical  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and  Botany,  Histo- 
i°gy. 

The  second  examination,  which  is  taken  at  the  termination  of  the 
curriculum,  comprises : Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  (including 
an  examination  of  one  or  more  patients) ; Pathology  and  Therapeutics ; 
Midwifery,  including  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children ; Forensic 
Medicine  and  Toxicology ; Microscopical  Pathology. 

Fees. — For  the  first  examination,  £3  3s. ; for  the  second,  £3  3s. 

Certificate  of  Qualification  to  act  as  Assistant  in  Compounding 
and  Dispensing  Medicines. 

The  examination  is  as  follows : In  Translating  Physicians’  Prescrip- 
tions, in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  in  Pharmacy,  Pharmaceutical 
Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  and  Medical  Botany. — Fee — Two  guineas. 

Modified  Examinations. 

Graduates  in  Medicine  of  British  universities  may  be  admitted  to  a 
clinical  and  general  examination  in  Medicine,  Pathology,  and  Mid- 
wifery. Licentiates  of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  of  London  or  Edin- 
burgh, and  Licentiates  of  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Glasgow,  or  of  the  Apothecaries’  Hall  of  Ireland,  will  be  admitted  to  a 
viva  voce  and  clinical  examination  in  Medicine,  Pathology,  Midwifery, 
Forensic  Medicine  and  Toxicology.  Students  who  have  passed  the  first 
examination  for  the  License  of  the  King  and  Queen’s  College  of  Phy- 
sicians of  Ireland,  for  the  Joint  License  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of 
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Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  or  for  the  Single  License  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh,  for  the  License  of  the  Faculty 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow,  for  the  degree  of  M.B.  or 
Master  in  Surgery  at  the  Universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge,  London, 
or  Durham ; or  the  second  pari  of  the  professional  examination  for  the 
degree  of  M.B.  or  Master  in  Surgery  in  the  Universities  of  Edinburgh, 
Aberdeen,  Glasgow,  or  St.  Andrew’s;  or  the  first  examination  for 
Medical  and  Surgical  Degrees  in  the  Irish  Universities ; or  the  first 
examination  for  the  License  of  the  Apothecaries’  Company,  Dublin ; 
will  be  admitted  to  examination,  partly  in  writing  and  partly  viva  voce, 
in  the  Practice  of  Medicine  (including  Clinical  Medicine),  Pathology, 
and  Therapeutics. 

Midwifery,  Forensic  Medicine,  and  Toxicology.  — Those  candidates 
who  have  not  undergone  an  examination  in  Anatomy  and  Materia 
Medica  will,  in  addition,  be  examined  viva  voce  on  those  subjects. 
Members  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  Licentiates 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  Licentiates  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Ireland,  and  all  candidates  who  have 
passed  the  First  Anatomical  examination  of  these  bodies,  will  have  to 
undergo  the  two  examinations,  but  will  be  exempt  from  writing  on 
Anatomy  and  Physiology  in  their  first  examination.  The  cases  of 
graduates  of  foreign  or  colonial  colleges  and  universities  will  be  con- 
sidered on  their  respective  merits. 

Apothecaries’  Hall  op  Ireland. 

There  are  two  examinations  for  the  License.  The  first  is  on  Ana- 
tomy, Physiology,  Chemistry,  Chemical  Physics,  Botany,  Materia 
Medica,  and  Pharmacy ; the  second  is  on  Medicine,  Surgery,  Pathology, 
Therapeutics,  Midwifery,  Forensic  Medicine,  and  Hygiene. 

Doctors  of  Medicine  of  any  of  the  Universities  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  Licentiates  of  a Royal  College  of  Physicians,  or  Sur- 
geons whose  qualifications  as  such  appear  on  the  Medical  Register, 
and  who  have  also  spent  twelve  months  at  practical  Pharmacy,  may 
obtain  the  License  of  the  Hall  by  undergoing  an  examination;  the 
former  two  in  Surgery  and  Pharmacy,  and  the  latter  in  Medicine  and 
Pharmacy.  Licentiates  of  the  London  Society  of  Apothecaries  will 
have  to  undergo  an  examination  in  Surgery  for  the  License. — Fee  for 
the  License,  10s. 


CHAPTER  V. 


TEE  MEDICAL  CURRICULUM. 

The  Minimum  Curriculum  for  the  Double  Qualification — Royal  College 
of  Physicians,  London — Royal  College  of  Physicians,  Edinburgh — 
— Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Edinburgh — King  and  Queen’s  College 
of  Physicians,  Ireland — Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Ireland — Faculty 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Glasgow — Universities  of  Oxford,  Cam- 
bridge, Dublin,  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  Durham,  St.  Andrew’s 
— Royal  University  of  Ireland — Society  of  Apothecaries — Apothe- 
caries’ Sail,  Ireland. 

The  requirements  of  the  Qualifying  Bodies  as  to  the  student’s  cur- 
riculum vary  considerably.  They  will,  therefore,  need  explanation  in 
detail ; and  it  will  he  convenient  perhaps  to  state,  first,  the  minimum 
for  a Double  Qualification  (medicine  and  surgery),  and  then  to  add 
those  which  are  in  excess  of  it. 

The  Minimum  Curriculum  for  the  Double  Qualification. 

1.  Every  candidate  is  required  to  have  spent  forty-five  months  in 
medical  study  since  his  registration  at  the  General  Medical  Council. 

2.  Of  this  period,  three  winter  sessions  of  six  months  each,  and  two 
summer  sessions  of  three  months  each  {i.e.,  with  vacations,  two  and 
a-half  years),  must  have  been  passed  at  a recognised  medical  school. 

3.  The  remaining  eighteen  months  may  have  been  spent  in  study  at 
any  medical  institution,  or  as  the  pupil  of  a registered  practitioner,  or 
in  any  other  manner  which  may  have  afforded  the  student  an  oppor- 
tunity of  acquiring  a knowledge  of  medicine  and  surgery,  or  of  the 
subjects  in  connection  therewith. 

4.  Candidates  must  have  attended,  at  a recognised  Hospital  or  Hos- 
pitals, the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  during  three  winter  and 
two  summer  sessions ; this  practice  may  be  taken  coincidentally  with 
the  instruction  in  the  medical  school. 
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5.  No  hospital  is  recognised  which  contains  less  than  eighty  beds.. 

6.  Candidates  must  have  attended  at  a recognised  hospital,  during 
nine  months,  clinical  lectures  on  medicine,  and  also  during  nine  months, 
-clinical  lectures  on  surgery,  and  must  have  been  engaged  during  a 
period  of  three  months  in  the  clinical  study  of  diseases  peculiar  to 

•women. 

7.  Tlie  duties  of  a medical  clinical  clerk  and  of  a surgical  dresser 
must  have  been  discharged  at  a recognised  Hospital  during  periods  of 
■three  months  each. 

8.  The  instruction  in  a hospital  medical  school  comprises : — 


One  course  of  lectures  of  six  months  on  Chemistry. 
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Forensic  Medicine. 
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Instruction  in  Practical  Chemistry. 

,,  „ „ Pharmacy. 

Pathology. 

Dissections  during  two  winter  sessions. 

Attendance  on  six  labours. 

Instruction  in  Vaccination. 

Instruction  in  the  post-mortem  room  on  Pathology. 

Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London. 

The  License. — Candidates  for  the  first  examination  must  produce 
-evidence  of  having  received  instruction  in  Heat,  Light,  and  Electricity. 
•Candidates  for  the  second  examination  must  prove  that  they  have 
attended  a practical  course  of  Histology  and  Physiology.  Candidates 
for  the  final  examination  must  have  attended  twenty  labours,  and 
must  show  that  they  have  undergone  systematic  practical  instruction 
in  the  departments  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Obstetric  Medicine.  By 
this  is  meant — “ The  application  of  anatomical  facts  to  the  investiga- 
tion of  disease ; the  methods  of  examining  various  organs  in  order  to 
detect  the  evidence  of  disease,  or  the  effects  of  accidents ; the  employ- 
ment of  instruments  used  in  diagnosis  and  treatment ; the  examination 
of  normal  and  diseased  structures,  whether  recent  or  in  a museum ; 
the  chemical  examination  of  morbid  products ; operations  on  the  dead 
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body;  post-mortem  examinations.”  Candidates  must  have  attended 
demonstrations  in  the  post-mortem  room  during  the  whole  period  of 
attendance  on  clinical  lectures.  Certificates  of  attendance  on  the 
several  courses  of  lectures  must  include  evidence  that  the  student  has 
attended  examination  in  each  course ; the  performance,  where  practi- 
cable, of  the  operations  of  surgery  on  the  dead  body;  the  use  of 
surgical  apparatus;  the  examination  of  diseased  structures,  as  illus- 
trated in  the  contents  of  a museum  of  morbid  anatomy,  and  otherwise. 
Candidates  must  show  that  at  an  early  period  of  their  attendance  at 
the  hospital  they  were  “ individually  engaged,  at  least  twice  in  each 
week,  in  the  observation  and  examination  of  patients;”  . . . . “ under 
the  direction  of  a recognised  teacher,  during  not  less  than  three 
months ;”  also  that,  subsequently  to  the  first  winter  session  of  atten- 
dance on  hospital  surgical  practice,  they  have  attended  clinical  lectures 
on  surgery  during  two  winter  and  two  summer  sessions.  Candidates 
must  have  discharged  the  duties  of  a medical  clinical  clerk  daring  six 
months,  and  of  a surgical  dresser  during  other  six  months.  No  metro- 
politan hospital  will  be  recognised  containing  less  than  150,  and  no 
colonial  or  provincial  hospital  containing  less  than  100  beds. 

Royal  College  op  Surgeons  of  England. 

The  Membership. — Candidates  for  the  Final  must  prove  their  attend- 
ance on  a course  of  practical  surgery  during  six  months.  The  course 
must  comprise  the  personal  exercise  of  the  pupil  in — The  application  of 
anatomical  facts  to  surgery,  on  the  living  person  or  on  the  dead  body ; 
the  methods  of  proceeding  and  the  manipulations  necessary  in  order 
to  detect  the  effects  of  diseases  and  accidents  on  the  living  person  or 
on  the  dead  body.  Candidates  must  have  filled  the  office  of  dresser 
for  six  months,  and  must  have  attended  the  post-mortem  room 
during  the  whole  period  of  their  attendance  on  hospital  surgical 
practice.  No  metropolitan  hospital  will  be  recognised  containing 
less  than  150,  and  no  colonial  or  provincial  hospital  containing  less 
than  100  beds. 

Those  candidates  who  shall  have  pursued  the  whole  of  their  studies  in  Scot- 
land or  Ireland  will  be  admitted  to  examination  upon  the  production  of  the 
several  certificates  required  respectively  by  the  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edin- 
burgh, the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow,  and  the  College  of 
Surgeons  in  Ireland,  from  candidates  for  their  diploma,  together  with  a certifi- 
cate of  instruction  and  proficiency  in  the  praotice  of  vaccination,  and  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  having  been  occupied  subsequently  to  the  date  of  passing  the 
Preliminary  examination,  at  least  four  years,  or  during  a period  extending  over 
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four  winter  and  four  summer  sessions,  in  the  acquirement  of  professional  know- 
ledge ; and  in  the  case  of  candidates  who  shall  have  pursued  the  whole  of  their 
studies  at  reoognised  Foreign  or  Colonial  Universities,  upon  the  production  of 
the  several  certificates  required  for  their  degree  by  the  authorities  of  such 
universities,  together  with  a certificate  of  instruction  and  proficiency  in  the 
practice  of  vaccination,  and  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  been  occupied 
subsequently  to  the  date  of  passing  the  Preliminary  Examination,  at  least  four 
years,  or  during  a period  extending  over  four  winter  and  four  summer  sessions, 
in  the  acquirement  of  professional  knowledge.  Members  or  Licentiates  of  any 
legally  constituted  College  of  Surgeons  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  graduates 
in  Surgery  of  any  University  recognised  for  this  purpose  by  this  College,  will  be 
admitted  to  examination  on  producing  their  Diploma,  Licence,  or  Degree; 
together  with  proof  of  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  a certificate  of  instruction 
and  proficiency  in  the  practice  of  Vaccination,  and  satisfactory  evidence  of 
having  been  occupied,  subsequently  to  the  date  of  passing  the  Preliminary 
examination,  at  least  four  years,  or  during  a period  extending  over  four  winter 
and  four  summer  sessions,  in  the  acquirement  of  professional  knowledge. 
Graduates  in  Medicine  of  any  legally  constituted  <1011  t e or  University  recog- 
nised for  this  purpose  by  this  College  will  be  admitted  to  examination  on  adduc- 
ing, together  with  their  Diploma  or  Degree,  proof  of  being  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  a certificate  of  instruction  and  proficiency  in  the  practice  of  Vaccination, 
and  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  been  occupied,  subsequently  to  the  date  of 
passing  the  Preliminary  examination,  at  least  four  years,  or  during  a period 
extending  over  four  winter  and  four  summer  sessions,  in  the  acquirement  of 
professional  knowledge. 

The  Fellowship. — Candidates  for  the  Primary  examination  must 
have  performed  dissections  during  three  winter  sessions.  Candidates 
for  the  Final  examination  must  have  been  engaged  in  medical  study 
for  six  years. 

A Member  of  the  College  is  admissible  to  the  First  Professional  examination 
at  any  time  after  receiving  his  diploma  as  a Member.  A Member  of  the  College 
is  admissible  to  the  Second  Professional  examination  at  any  time  after  having 
passed  the  First  Professional  examination  on  producing  satisfactory  evidence  of 
having  been  engaged  not  less  than  six  years  in  the  study  (or  study  and  practice) 
of  the  profession ; or,  if  he  be  a graduate  in  Arts  of  a recognised  University, 
evidence  of  having  been  engaged  not  less  than  five  years  in  the  study  (or  study 
and  practice)  of  the  profession. 

Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh. 

Certificate  of  Qualification  in  Public  Sealth. — Candidates  must  be 
on  the  Medical  Register,  and,  although  their  attention  is  directed 
particularly  to  courses  of  lectures  on  State  Medicine  and  to  the  practice 
of  Analytical  Chemistry,  no  especial  curriculum  is  enjoined. 
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Royal  College  op  Surgeons  op  Edinburgh. 

Candidates  liave  the  option  of  attending  either,  first : Two  courses 
of  Anatomy  of  six  months  each,  and  two  courses  of  Practical  Anatomy 
of  six  months  each ; or,  one  course  of  Anatomy  of  six  months’,  and 
one  of  Practical  Anatomy  of  eighteen  months’  duration.  Candidates 
have  also  the  option  of  attending  either,  first : Two  courses  of  lectures 
on  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  and  one  course  of  Clinical 
Surgery ; or  one  of  Theoretical  and  two  of  Clinical  Surgery. 

The  Double  License  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Edinburgh. — Anatomy,  Surgery,  and  Medicine  are  placed  under 
the  same  regulations  as  the  Anatomy  and  Surgery  of  the  College  of 
Surgeons  of  Edinburgh. 

King  and  Queen’s  College  op  Physicians,  Ireland. 

A candidate  for  the  Membership  must  be  a Licentiate  of  three  years’ 
standing ; or,  a graduate  in  Arts  of  a British  or  Irish  University,  and 
a Licentiate  of  one  year’s  standing ; or,  a registered  practitioner  of 
seven  years’  and  a Licentiate  of  one  year’s  standing.  Candidates  must 
hold  the  office  of  clinical  clerk  for  a period  of  at  least  six  months,  or 
produce  other  evidence  of  having  had  practical  experience,  and  must 
have  attended  a course  of  instruction  in  opthalmology. 

Candidates  for  the  Fellowship  must  be  Members  of  one  year’s- 
standing.  “ No  Fellow  of  any  College  of  Surgeons  shall  be  admissable 
to  the  Fellowship  of  the  College.” 

Candidates  for  the  License  must  have  attended  during  nine  months 
the  practice  of  a hospital  containing  wards  for  infectious  fevers,  having 
also  personally  recorded  from  daily  observation  five  cases ; and  during 
six  months  must  have  attended  a lying-in  hospital,  or  in  some  other 
manner  must  show  that  he  has  had  an  opportunity  of  making  himself 
acquainted  with  the  details  of  practical  midwifery. 

Royal  College  op  Surgeons,  Ireland. 

For  the  License. — Three  courses  of  lectures  on  Anatomy  and  Physio- 
logy, three  on  Practical  Anatomy  (with  dissections),  two  courses  on 
Chemistry,  and  three  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Surgery. 

For  the  Fellowship.  — One  course  of  lectures  on  Comparative 
Anatomy,  and  one  on  Natural  Philosophy.  The  curriculum  is  of  six 
years’  duration. 

For  the  Diploma  in  Midwifery. — The  practice  of  a lying-in  hospital ; 
or  the  practice  of  a dispensary  for  lying-in  women  and  for  children 
during  six  months ; the  management  of  thirty  labours. 
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Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow. 

One  course  of  lectures  on  Anatomy  and  eighteen  months’  Practical 
Anatomy  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  two  courses  of  Theoretical  and  two 
of  Practical  Anatomy. 

One  course  of  Theoretical  and  two  of  Clinical,  or  two  courses  of 
Theoretical  and  one  of  Clinical  Surgery  may  he  taken. 

University  of  Oxford. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  in  Medicine  may  he  obtained  by  passing  the 
Arts  Examinations  (B.A.),  and  by  subsequently  studying  Medicine  in 
any  good  school ; but  no  examination  passed  at  any  other  medical 
institution  than  the  Medical  Department  of  Oxford  University  will  be 
recognised  as  qualifying  the  student  in  any  way  for  his  degree  of  M.B. 
The  Doctorate  may  be  obtained  three  years  after  the  Bachelorship,  that 
is,  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  last  Arts  examination,  and  ten 
years  from  the  commencement  of  the  University  course.  For  further 
particulars  see  the  University  Calendar,  also  “Guide  to  Degrees  in 
Arts,  &c.”  (L.  Upcott  Gill,  170,  Strand,  London). 

Cambridge  University. 

The  candidate  for  a medical  degree  must  reside  nine  terms  at  the 
University.  There  are  three  terms  in  each  year.  Whether  this  curri- 
culum be  devoted  wholly,  or  only  in  part,  to  Arts  studies,  depends  on 
the  student.  There  is  an  examination  to  be  passed,  termed  the 
“ Previous  ” examination.  This  may  be  taken  at  any  period  of  the 
three  years’  course,  and  until  it  has  been  passed  the  medical  curricu- 
lum does  not  begin.  The  latter  is  of  five  years’  duration  (for  the 
M.B.),  and  of  this  period  two  years  must  have  been  passed  at  the 
University. 

A further  period  of  three  years  must  elapse  before  taking  the  M.D. 
or  M.C.  degree.  By  passing  in  honours  for  the  B.A.  degree  it  is  pos- 
sible to  obtain  the  M.B.  degree  after  a medical  curriculum  slightly  in 
excess  of  four  years. 

The  “Previous”  examination  is  in:  Greek,  Latin,  Paley’s  Evidences, 
Euclid,  Arithmetic,  and  Elementary  Algebra. 

For  particulars  concerning  Scholarships,  &c.,  see  “ Guide  to  Degrees 
in  Arts,  &c.”  (Gill,  170,  Strand) ; and  the  “ Cambridge  Calendar”  (Bell 
and  Sons,  York-street,  Covent  Garden). 

Fees.  Examination  for  B.A.  degree,  £3  15s.  “ Caution”  money  : A 
certain  sum,  varying  from  £10  to  £50,  is  deposited  by  the  student 
with  the  authorities  of  any  college  to  which  he  is  admitted ; this  is 
returned  when  the  student’s  name  is  taken  oft  the  books.  There  are 
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certain  admission  fees,  differing  at  different  colleges.  The  matricu- 
lation fees  vary  from  15s.  (sizar)  to  £15  10s.  (nobleman).  The  terminal 
payments  for  tuition  are  : Noblemen,  £13  6s.  8d. ; Fellow  Commoners, 
£10  ; Pensioner,  £6 ; Sizar,  £2  ; Bachelor  Fellow  Commoner,  £2  10s. ; 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  £1  10s.  Such  payments  are  made  only  during  resi- 
dence. 

Fees  for  degrees  : For  B.A.  at  time  of  general  admission,  £7  ; ditto 
at  any  other  time,  £10  10s. ; M.B.,  £8 ; ditto,  if  a B.A.,  £2  ; M.D.,  £10 ; 
M.C.,  with  no  previous  degree,  £18 ; when  candidate  is  BA.  or  M.B., 
£12 ; when  candidate  is  B.A.  and  M.B.,  £6 ; when  candidate  is  M.A. 
or  M.D.,  £1 ; College  Fee  for  B.A.,  from  £3  Is  to  £5  Is ; ditto  for 
M.B.,  from  £4  to  £16  9s. ; ditto  for  M.C.,  from  £4  4s.  to  £11  9s. ; ditto 
for  M.D.,  from  £6  to  £17. 

University  op  Dublin. 

A candidate  for  the  Bachelorship  in  Medicine  must  be  a graduate  in 
Arts  of  Dublin,  and  may  receive  his  medical  degree  at  the  same  com- 
mencement as  those  at  which  he  receives  his  degree  of  B.A. 

The  medical  curriculum  is  of  four  years’  duration.  Only  one  course 
of  lectures  need  be  attended  on  the  various  subjects  taught. 

Only  the  following  schools  are  recognised  for  attendance  upon  dis- 
sections: University  of  Dublin,  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Ireland, 
Carmichael  School,  Catholic  University,  Ledwich  School  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery.  Six  months’  dissections  only  are  required.  The  candi- 
date must  attend  three  clinical  courses  of  nine  months  each,  at  Sir 
Patrick  Dun’s,  or  other  metropolitan  hospital  recognised  by  the 
University.  The  following  hospitals  are  also  recognised:  Meath 

Hospital,  House  of  Industry  Hospital,  Dr.  Stevens’  Hospital,  J ervis- 
street  Infirmary,  City  of  Dublin  Hospital,  Mercers’  Hospital,  St.  Vin- 
cent’s Hospital,  Adelaide  Hospital,  Mater  Misericordise  Hospital, 
St.  Mark’s  Ophthalmic  Hospital,  The  National  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary. 
Those  students  who  have  attended  a recognised  county  infirmary  for 
two  years  previous  to  their  metropolitan  studies  are  allowed  to  count 
this  time  as  one  year  passed  at  a metropolitan  hospital.  The  candidate 
must  have  attended  fever  cases,  and  have  received  six  months’  in- 
struction in  Practical  Midwifery,  including  clinical  lectures.  Certifi- 
cates in  Practical  Midwifery  are  received  from  the  Rotunda  Hospital, 
the  Coombe  Hospital,  and  Sir  Patrick  Dun’s  Hospital  Maternity. 

A candidate  for  the  Doctorate  in  Medicine  must  be  a Bachelor  in 
Medicine  of  three  years’  standing.  A candidate  for  the  Bachelorship  in 
Swrgery  must  hold  the  M.B.  degree,  and  must  have  attended  in

addition  to  the  ordinary  curriculum  the  following  courses  of  study : 
Theoretical  and  Operative  Surgery,  one  course;  Dissections,  two 
courses  ; Ophthalmic  Surgery,  one  course. 

A candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  in  Surgery  must  be  either  a 
Bachelor  in  Surgery  of  three  years’  standing,  or  have  been  qualified  to 
take  this  degree  for  three  years. 

A candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  in  Obstetric  Science  must  have 
passed  the  M.B.  and  B.Ch.  examinations,  and  must  in  addition  have 
attended  a summer  course  in  Obstetric  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  two 
months’  practice  in  the  Oow-pock  Institution. 

Scholarships,  &c. 

Two  of  £20,  tenable  for  two  years,  are  offered  annually,  one  being 
for  Anatomy,  Physiology;  and  the  other  for  Physics,  Chemistry, 
Botany,  and  Materia  Medica. 

One  Travelling  Prize,  of  £100  value,  given  in  alternate  years  to 
Medicine  and  Surgery.  Candidates  must  have  graduated  in  Medicine 
within  two  years  of  competing  for  the  prize. 

Trinity  College. 

The  members  of  the  College  rank  in  the  following  order : Fellows, 
Noblemen,  sons  of  Noblemen,  Baronets,  Doctors  in  the  three  Faculties, 
Bachelors  in  Divinity,  Masters  in  the  Faculties  (secular),  Bachelors  in 
the  Faculties  (secular),  Fellow  Commoners,  Scholars. 

Terms  are  kept  either  by  residence,  i.e.,  attendance  on  lectures,  or 
simply  by  attending  the  terminal  examinations.  In  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  students  must  attend  the  lectures.  All  candidates  for  medi- 
cal degrees  must  take  the  Bachelorship  in  Arts. 

A Bachelor  in  Medicine  must  have  spent  four  years  in  the  study  of 
medicine.  Before  the  grace  of  the  house  can  be  obtained  the  candidate 
must  pass  a public  examination  in  the  Hall,  before  the  Medical 
Professors. 

A Doctor  in  Medicine  must  be  M.B.  of  three  years’  standing.  He 
must  also  read  two  theses  publicly  before  the  Regius  Professor  of 
Physic,  or  must  undergo  an  examination  before  the  Regius  Professor 
according  to  regulations  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Provost  and  Senior 
Fellows. 

A Bachelor  in  Surgery  must  be  a Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  have  spent 
four  years  in  the  study  of  surgery  and  anatomy.  Before  the  grace  of 
the  house  can  be  obtained,  the  candidate  must  pass  a public  exami- 
nation in  the  Hall,  before  the  Professors  of  the  School. 

A Master  in  Surgery  must  be  a B.Oh.  of  three  years’  standing.  He

must  also  read  two  theses  publicly  before  the  Regius  Professor  of 
Surgery,  or  must  undergo  an  examination  before  the  Regius  Pro- 
fessor, according  to  regulations  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Provost 
and  Senior  Pellows. 

A Master  in  Obstetric  Science  must  have  graduated  in  medicine  and 
in  surgery,  and  have  spent  two  years  at  least  in  the  study  of  obstetric 
science.  Before  the  grace  of  the  house  can  be  obtained,  the  candidate 
must  pass  a public  examination  before  the  Professors  of  the  School  of 
Physic. 

Graces  for  Degrees. — The  attention  of  candidates  for  degrees  is 
specially  called  to  the  following  order  of  the  Provost  and  Senior 
Fellows,  dated  30th  of  June,  1873 : 

No  grace  for  a degree  will  be  presented  to  the  Senate  unless  the  candidate 
shall  have  communicated  with  the  Proctor,  at  latest,  the  day  before  the  Com- 
mencements. This  rule  is  to  come  into  operation  at  the  next  Commence- 
ments. 

Admission  ad  eundem  Gradum. — Graduates  of  the  Universities  of 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  are  entitled  to  be  admitted  to  the  same  degrees 
which  they  hold  in  their  own  Universities,  on  conditions  which  may  be 
learned  by  application  to  the  Senior  Proctor. 

Tabula  Expensarum  pro  unoquoque  Gradu  Academico.  — Artium 
Baccalaureus : Nobilis,  £4 ; Soc.  Comm.,  £2 ; Pens.,  £1 ; Artium  Magis- 
ter,  £9  16s.  6d. ; Medicinse  Baccalaureus,  £11 ; Medicinas  Doctor,  £13 ; 
Chinirgise  Baccalaureus,  £5 ; Cliirurgia:  Magister,  £11 ; Magister  in 
Arte  Obstetricia,  £5. 

Fees  to  be  paid  bij  Graduates  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge. — On  June  30th, 
1873,  the  following  rule  was  made  by  the  Board  : 

Graduates  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  coming  to  take  the  ad  eundem  B.A. 
degree  shall  pay  the  ordinary  replacement  fee  (=£9  3s.),  and  the  ordinary  fee 
for  the  B.A.  Degree  (.£1),  in  all,  .£10  3s. 

Testimoniums. — A fee  of  thirty  shillings  is  payable  on  taking  out  the 
testimonium  of  any  of  the  above  degrees,  with  the  exception  of  that  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  of  the  Degrees  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  and 
Obstetric  Science,  the  charge  for  the  testimoniums  of  which  is 
included  in  the  above  schedule  of  fees  for  the  degree.  N.B. — As 

some  inconvenience  may  be  occasioned  to  graduates  by  unavoid- 
able delay  in  the  issue  of  testimoniums,  all  students  requiring  the 
testimoniums  of  their  degrees  during  the  Summer  Vacation  are 
requested  to  make  application  for  them  before  the  30th  of  June.  As 
a general  rule,  testimoniums  of  degrees  will  not  be  issued  during  the 
Vacation. 
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College  Charges. 

Entrance. — Before  the  name  of  any  student  can  he  placed  upon  the 
College  books,  the  amount  of  entrance  fees  specified  below  must  be 
paid  to  the  Junior  Bursar.  If  this  payment  be  not  made  within 
twelve  days  after  the  date  of  the  Entrance  Examination,  the  note  of 
admission  is  cancelled. 

Half-yearly  Payments. — The  half-yearly  payments  for  college  fees, 
and  incidental  expenses  of  the  preceding  half  year  are  due  on  the 
22nd  of  March  and  22nd  of  September  in  each  year.  The  Junior 
Bursar  attends  in  sufficient  time  to  enable  all  students  to  pay  them 
half-yearly  accounts  before  the  first  Saturday  in  May  and  the  first 
Saturday  in  November,  on  which  days  the  fines  for  tardy  payment 
commence,  at  the  rate  of  three  shillings  weekly.  The  names  of  those 
persons  whose  accounts  are  not  paid  before  the  first  Saturday  in  June, 
and  the  first  Saturday  in  December  respectively,  are  taken  off  the 
College  books,  and  not  restored  until  all  fines  and  fees  have  been  paid. 
Sizars,  whose  incidental  expenses  are  not  paid  before  the  first  Saturday 
in  June,  and  the  first  Saturday  in  December  respectively,  are  forthwith 
struck  off  the  books,  and  their  sizarships  vacated.  No  student  will  be 
allowed  to  be  a candidate  for  Moderatorship,  or  at  the  Special  B.A. 
Degree  Examination  in  Trinity  Term,  unless  his  fees  for  the  current 
half  year  shall  have  been  paid,  and  the  Junior  Bursar’s  receipt  be 
transmitted  to  the  Senior  Lecturer,  before  the  first  day  of  examination.

Residence , and  Duties  of  Resident  Students. 

Residence,  as  a part  of  academic  discipline,  is  not  enforced  in  the 
University  of  Dublin,  nor  is  it  necessary  in  itself  for  keeping  terms. 
Yet  for  professional  students  residence  either  in  the  city  or  in  the 
college  is  indirectly  necessary. 

Rooms.  Chambers  in  the  College  are  granted  by  the  Provost  on 
application  from  the  Tutor  of  the  student  who  proposes  to  reside.  On 
obtaining  rooms,  a sum  of  money  is  deposited  with  the  Registrar  of 
Chambers,  which  is  intended  as  security  against  any  injury  that  they 
may  sustain,  and  is  returned  on  vacating  the  rooms,  if  all  claims  of 
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the  college  be  first  satisfied.  A list  of  the  chambers  vacant  within  the 
College  is  hung  up  at  the  Chief  Steward’s  lodge,  near  the  gate. 
Students  can  select  from  this  list  the  set  of  chambers  which  they  may 
prefer,  and  communicate  the  particulars  to  their  respective  Tutors.  If 
the  rooms  applied  for  be  granted,  the  deposit  must  be  paid  to  the 
Registrar  of  Chambers  within  a fortnight,  or  else  the  right  to  the 
rooms  lapses.  The  deposit  is  returned  when  the  rooms  are  vacated,  and 
the  keys  given  up  to  the  Chief  Steward.  The  deposit  for  rooms  vanes 
from  £8  to  £30 ; and  the  annual  rent  varies  from  £2  to  £16.  Many 
of  these  chambers  are  intended  to  accommodate  two  students,  in  which 
case  each  student  in  occupation  pays  only  half  rent  and  half  deposit. 
If,  however,  a student,  from  any  cause,  should  be  the  sole  occupant  of 
such  rooms,  he  is  always  liable  for  the  entire  rent  during  whatever  time 
the  sole  occupation  continues.  No  student  is  allowed  to  reside  in 
chambers  registered  in  the  name  of  another,  without  a written  per- 
mission from  the  Provost,  stating  the  period  during  which  such  tem- 
porary occupation  may  continue.  The  chambers  of  any  student  who 
allows  another  person  to  occupy  them,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  without 
such  permission,  are  immediately  vacated. 

Admission  of  Students  from  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

Students  in  Arts,  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  de- 
siring to  become  members  of  the  University  of  Dublin,  will  be  allowed 
credit  for  their  previous  academic  attendance,  according  to  the  follow- 
ing rules : 

1.  Students  in  Arts  who  have  kept  three  terms  at  Oxford,  and  have 
passed  the  examination  called  Responsions,  will  be  entitled  to  be  placed 
in  the  Senior  Freshman  Class.  The  same  standing  will  be  allowed  to 
Cambridge  students  who  have  kept  two  terms,  and  have  passed  the 
Preliminary  examination. 

2.  Students  in  Arts  who  have  kept  six  terms  at  Oxford,  and  have 
passed  the  First  Public  examination,  will  be  entitled  to  be  placed  in 
the  Junior  Sophister  Class.  The  same  standing  will  be  allowed  to 
Cambridge  students  who  have  kept  four  terms,  and  passed  the  General 
E xamination . 

3.  Oxford  students  who  have  kept  nine  terms,  and  have  passed  the 
First  Public  examination,  will  be  entitled  to  be  placed  in  the  Senior 
Sophister  Class.  The  same  standing  will  be  allowed  to  Cambridge 
students  who  have  kept  six  terms,  and  passed  the  General  Exami- 
nation. 

4.  Students  in  Arts  who  have  kept  twelve  terms  at  Oxford,  and  have 
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passed  the  First  Public  examination,  will  be  admitted  to  the  exami- 
nation for  the  Degree  of  A.B.  The  same  privilege  will  be  allowed  ta 
students  who  have  kept  nine  terms  at  Cambridge,  and  have  passed  the 
General  Examination  for  the  degree. 

5.  Students  from  Oxford  or  Cambridge  desiring  to  be  placed  on  the 
books  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  must  produce,  in  addition  to  their 
certificate  of  standing,  a certificate  of  good  conduct,  signed  by  the 
head  of  their  College  or  Hall,  or  by  the  appointed  officer  in  the  case  of 
extra  collegiate  students. 

Army  Midwives. 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  W ar  has  given  his  consent  to  examina- 
tions being  held  for  the  appointment  of  Midwives,  to  form  a distinct 
class,  and  to  be  qualified  to  attend  both  in  the  female  wards  of  military 
hospitals  and  the  camp  and  barracks.  The  class  is  under  the  patron- 
age of  the  Queen,  and  is  in  connection  with  Sir  Patrick  Dun’s 
Maternity.  Candidates  are  required  to  attend  lectures  in  the  Hospital 
by  the  King’s  Professor.  The  hospital  students  do  not  attend  these 
lectures.  On  the  completion  of  six  months’  instruction  an  exami- 
nation takes  place,  and  the  successful  candidates  receive  a diploma 
from  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital.  Practical  instruction  is  given 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  Professor  of  Midwifery,  during  the 
period  of  attendance  on  lectures. 

University  op  Edinburgh. 

The  following  degrees  are  granted  by  this  University : Doctor  in 
Medicine,  Bachelor  in  Medicine,  and  Master  in  Surgery. 

The  degree  of  Master  in  Surgery  is  only  conferred  on  those  who 
obtain  that  of  Bachelor  in  Medicine. 

The  curriculum  for  the  Bachelor  ship  is  of  four  years’  duration.  The 
student  must  attend  100  lectures  on  each  of  the  following  subjects, 
except  when  otherwise  specified : Anatomy ; Chemistry ; Materia 
Medica;  Physiology;  Medicine;  Surgery;  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of 
Women  and  Children  ; General  Pathology,  or  a three  months’  course  on 
Morbid  Anatomy,  together  with  a supplemental  course  of  Practice  of 
Medicine  or  Clinical  Medicine;  Practical  Anatomy — a course  of  the 
same  duration  as  those  of  not  less  than  1 00  lectures  above  described  ; 
Practical  Chemistry — one  course  of  three  months ; Practical  Midwifery 

three  months’  course,  or  six  cases  under  a practitioner ; Clinical 
Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery — courses  of  the  same  duration  as  those 
of  100  lectures,  above  prescribed,  or  two  courses  of  three  months, 
lectures  being  given  at  last  twice  a week.  During  courses,  including 
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not  less  than  fifty  lectures — Medical  Jurisprudence ; Botany;  Natural 
History,  including  Zoology. 

Students  must  attend  “during  a course  of  not  less  than  fifty  lectures, 
instruction  in  the  class  of  Practical  Materia  Medica  in  the  University 
of  Edinburgh,  or  a similar  class  conducted  in  a University  or  recog- 
nised school  of  medicine,  or  a similar  class  conducted  by  a teacher 
recognised  by  the  University  Court ; ” or,  he  must  have  been  engaged 
■“for  at  least  three  months,  by  apprenticeship  or  otherwise,  in  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  drugs  at  the  laboratory  of  an  hospital,  dis- 
pensary, member  of  a surgical  college  or  faculty,  licentiate  of  the 
London  or  Dublin  Society  of  Apothecaries,  or  a member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain.  One  year  of  study  must  be 
passed  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  Another  year  must  he  passed 
■either  at  Edinburgh  or  some  other  University.  The  remaining  period 
may  he  passed  at  a hospital  medical  school,  or  one  year  may  be  passed 
at  such  a school  and  another  year  in  attendance  on  the  lectures  of 
registered  teachers.  Any  four  of  the  subjects  above  mentioned  may 
be  attended  in  the  last-named  manner.  “ Students  of  medicine  in  the 
London  schools,  and  in  the  school  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  in  Dublin, 
•can  obtain  there  two  anni  medici  out  of  the  four  required  for  the 
Edinburgh  degrees  in  medicine.  Courses  of  lectures  in  these  schools 
are  regarded  as  equivalent  to  lectures  on  the  corresponding  subjects  in 
this  University,  except  Materia  Medica  and  Midwifery,  which,  having 
only  three  months’  courses  in  them,  are  not  equivalent.  One  annus 
medicus  may  be  constituted  by  attendance  on  Practical  Anatomy  and 
Hospital  Practice  during  the  winter  session.  Another  annus  medicus  by 
attending  either — (a)  full  winter  courses  on  any  two  of  the  following  sub- 
jects: Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Pathology,  Surgery,  Medicine, 
Clinical  Surgery,  Clinical  Medicine ; or  (6),  on  one  such  course  and  a three 
months’  course  on  any  two  of  the  following  subjects : Botany,  Practical 
Chemistry,  Natural  History,  Medical  Jurisprudence.  If  the  student 
selects  the  arrangement  prescribed  in  (a),  certificates  of  attendance  on 
either  a third  winter  course,  or  a third  three  months’  course,  will  also 
be  required  by  this  University.  The  other  subjects,  and  the  additional 
courses  not  given  in  London  or  Dublin,  required  for  the  degrees  of  the 
University,  will  have  to  be  attended  at  this  University.  In  provincial 
schools,  where  there  are  no  lecturers  recognised  by  the  University  Court, 
a candidate  can  have  only  one  annus  medicus,  and  this  is  constituted 
by  attendance  on  a qualified  hospital  along  with  a course  of  practical 
anatomy;  but  in  a provincial  school,  where  there  are  two  or  more 
lecturers  recognised  by  this  University,  a second  annus  medicus  may 
be  made  by  attendance  on  at  least  two  six  months’,  or  one  six  months’ 
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*md  two  three  months’  recognised  courses.  Students  wlio  attend  the 
lectures  of  extra-academical  lecturers  in  Edinburgh  must,  at  the 
beginning  of  each  year’s  attendance,  enrol  their  names  in  a book 
appointed  by  the  University  for  that  purpose,  and  must  pay  the 
ordinary  matriculation  fee. 

Candidates  for  the  Doctorate  must  have  obtained  the  Bachelorship 
two  years  previously,  and  must  write  a thesis.

Scholarships,  &c. 

The  Falconer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  £100  value,  tenable  for  two 
years,  is  open  to  graduates  in  Medicine  or  Science  of  the  University 
of  three  years’  standing  and  under.  Subjects:  Palaeontology  and 
Geology. 

The  Syme  Surgical  Fellowship,  of  about  the  same  value  as  the  above, 
is  tenable  for  two  years,  and  is  “open  to  competition  among  Bachelors 
of  Medicine  of  not  more  than  three  years’  standing  who  shall  present 
the  best  thesis  on  a surgical  subject,  giving  evidence  of  original 
research  or  practical  talent.” 

The  Leckie-Mactier  Fellowship  consists  of  the  interest  of  £2000.  It

is  tenable  for  three  years.  Candidates  must  be  Bachelors  of  Medicine 
of  not  more  than  three  years’  standing.  Subjects  : Medicine,  Surgery, 
Midwifery,  Gynaecology,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  and  Public  Health. 
The  examination  is  theoretical  and  practical. 

The  Sibbald  Scholarship,  of  £40  value,  tenable  for  three  years,  is 
open  to  all  candidates  who  have  attended  the  lectures  for  not  less  than 
one  winter  and  one  summer  session,  and  not  more  than  one  winter 
and  two  summer  sesions.  Subjects : Botany,  Chemistry,  and  Natural 
History. 

A Hope  Prize  Scholarship,  of  about  £30  value,  for  proficiency  in 
Practical  Chemistry. 

The  Thomson  Scholarship,  of  £40  value,  tenable  for  four  years. 
Subjects : Botany,  Zoology,  and  Elementary  Mechanics.  Candidates 
must  be  matriculated,  and  about  to  commence  their  first  winter  session. 
“ A preference  to  be  given  to  candidates  of  the  names  of  Thomson  or 
Traquair,  or  to  natives  of  the  town  or  county  of  Dumfries,  or  of  the 
city  of  Edinburgh.” 

The  Vans  Dunlop  Scholarships. — Six,  each  of  the  value  of  about  £100, 
and  tenable  for  three  years.  “Not  more  than  one  of  these  scholar- 
ships at  a time  shall  be  held  by  the  same  person.”  One  is  awarded  for 
proficiency  in  the  subjects  of  the  Preliminary  examination  in  March 
and  October.  One  is  awarded  for  Botany,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  and 
Anatomy,  among  students  who  have  just  completed  their  first  year. 
The  successful  candidate  will  be  the  one  who  “ shall  obtain  the  highest 
number  of  marks  collectively  in  the  University  class  examinations  in 
those  subjects,  provided  that  he  has  gained  not  less  than  60  per  cent, 
of  the  marks  in  each  of  all  the  subjects.”  One  is  awarded  among 
second  year’s  men  for  Physiology  and  Surgery.  The  scholar  will  be 
the  student  who  shall  have  attended  the  lectures  on  these  subjects 
and  shall  have  obtained  the  highest  collective  number  of  marks  in  the 
class  examinations  ; provided  he  has  gained  not  less  than  60  per  cent, 
of  the  marks  in  each  of  the  two  subjects.  Three  are  awarded  at  the 
end  of  the  third  winter  session  “to  the  student  who,  after  having 
attended  within  the  University  the  subjects  of  examination,  shall 
obtain  the  highest  number  of  marks  in  an  examination  specially  con- 
ducted for  the  purpose  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  and 
Pathology.  The  student  who  shall  obtain  the  Vans  Dunlop  scholarship 
in  Preliminary  Education,  and  the  one  who  shall  obtain  the  scholar- 
ship in  Botany,  Zoology,  Chemistry,  and  Anatomy,  will  be  required  to 
study  at  the  University  so  long  as  they  shall  continue  to  hold  the  said 
scholarships.  The  student  who  shall  obtain  the  scholarship  in  Physi- 
ology and  Surgery  must  continue  his  studies  at  the  University  during 
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at  least  two  years  of  his  tenure  of  the  scholarship,  and  the  remaining 
year  must  be  passed  in  study,  either  in  this  University  or  in  some 
other  school  of  medicine  to  be  approved  by  the  Medical  Faculty.”  The 
holder  of  a scholarship  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  and 
Pathology  “must  continue,  for  at  least  the  first  year  of  his  tenure  of 
the  scholarship  in  question,  his  studies  at  the  University,  and  during 
the  remaining  period  must  prosecute  research  in  some  branch  of  study 
comprised  in  the  medical  curriculum.” 

The  Vans  Dunlop  Scholarship  in  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Pharmacy, 
and  in  Natural  History,  including  Botany  and  Geology. — These  scholar- 
ships, of  the  value  of  about  £100  each,  are  tenable  for  three  years. 
For  regulations,  see  “ Calendar.” 

The  Coldstream  Memorial  Medical  Missionary  Scholarship,  consisting 
of  the  interest  of  £400,  is  open  to  medical  students  at  the  University 
who  intend  devoting  themselves  to  the  calling  of  a medical  missionary. 
The  scholarship  is  tenable  for  four  years. 

The  Buchanan  Scholarship  consists  of  the  interest  of  £1000,  and  is 
awarded  yearly,  on  the  day  of  medical  graduation,  for  proficiency  in 
Midwifery  and  Gynaecology. 

The  Abercrombie  Bursary  of  £20,  tenable  for  four  years;  open  to 
students  educated  in  Heriot’s  Hospital.  For  further  information,  apply 
to  the  Treasurer  of  Heriot’s  Hospital. 

Two  Sibbald  Bursaries,  value  £30  each. 

Eight  Thomson  Bursaries  of  £25  value  each,  tenable  for  four  years. 
“ One  to  be  competed  for  each  March  and  October,  at  the  Preliminary 
examinations  required  from  candidates  for  graduation  in  medicine. 
Candidates  shall  be  those  about  to  commence  their  medical  curriculum 
who  shall  attend  the  said  Preliminary  examinations,  and  who  shall  pass 
in  a sufficient  number  of  subjects  to  enable  them  to  appear  for  a Pro- 
fessional examination.  A preference  to  be  given  to  candidates  of  the 
names  of  Thomson  or  Traquair,  or  to  natives  of  the  town'or  county  of 
Dumfries,  or  of  the  city  of  Edinburgh.  Candidates  for  the  Thomson 
bursaries  and  scholarships  to  give  their  names  to  Messrs.  Traquair, 
Dickson,  and  McLaren,  W.  S.,  11,  Hill-street,  Edinburgh.” 

Four  Grierson  Bursaries  of  £20  value  each,  awarded  to  natives  of 
the  parishes  of  Crawford  and  Leadhills.  If  such  candidates  do  not 
present  themselves,  each  bursary  will  be  tenable  for  one  year  only,  and 
will  be  thrown  open  to  competition.  “ One  bursary  to  be  awarded  to 
the  student  who  shall  pass  the  best  examination  of  the  year  in  the 
subjects  of  the  Preliminary  examinations,  which  have  to  be  passed 
before  the  first  Professional  examination ; one  bursary  to  the  student 
commencing  the  second  winter  session  who  shall  pass  the  best  examina- 
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tion  in  Chemistry,  Botany,  and  Natural  History ; one  bursary  to  the 
student  commencing  the  third  winter  session  who  shall  pass  the  best 
examination  in  Anatomy  and  Physiology ; one  bursary  to  the  student 
commencing  the  fourth  winter  session  who  shall  pass  the  best  examina- 
tion in  Materia  Medica  and  Pathology.” 

One  Tyndall  Bruce  Bursary  of  £25,  tenable  for  one  year,  open  to 
students  who  have  completed  their  third  winter  session.  Subjects : 
Materia  Medica  and  Pathology. 

Two  Dr.  John  Aitken  Carlyle’s  Medical  Bursaries  of  the  value  of  £25 
each,  tenable  for  one  year.  One  to  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  winter 
session  to  a first  year’s  student  for  Anatomy  and  Chemistry.  One  at 
the  end  of  the  winter  session  to  a second  year’s  student  for  Anatomy 
and  Physiology. 

Two  Mackenzie  Bursaries,  being  the  interest  of  £1000,  awarded 
annually.  One  to  the  student  in  the  junior  class  of  Practical  Anatomy, 
and  one  to  the  student  in  the  senior  class  in  the  same  subject,  for 
industry  and  skill  during  the  preceding  winter  session.  “Competitors 
for  the  above  bursaries  must  have  studied  the  subjects  of  examination 
at  the  University  of  Edinburgh ; and  they  are  not  to  be  held  along 
with  any  other  bursary,  scholarship,  or  fellowship.” 

The  Medical  Faculty  Medals. — “ Gold  medals  are  given  on  the  day 
of  graduation  to  Doctors  of  Medicine  whose  theses  are  deemed  worthy 
of  that  honour.” 

The  Ettles  Medical  Prize. — Awarded  annually  to  the  most  dis- 
tinguished medical  graduate  of  the  year.  Yalue  about  £40. 

The  Beaney  Prize  is  awarded  to  the  student  who  obtains  the  highest 
number  of  marks  in  Anatomy,  Surgery,  and  Clinical  Surgery  in  the 
ordinary  degree  examinations.  Yalue  about  £40. 

The  Hope  Chemistry  Prize. — Candidates  must  not  be  more  than 
twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  have  worked  for  eight  months  or 
two  summer  sessions  in  the  chemical  laboratory  of  the  University. 
Yalue  £100. 

The  Neil  Arnott  Prize  of  £40  “ is  awarded  to  the  candidate  who  shall 
pass  with  the  greatest  distinction  the  ordinary  examination  in  Natural 
Philosophy  for  the  degree  of  M.A.  Candidates  must  have  been  medical 
students  of  this  University  during  either  a summer  or  a winter  session, 
and  the  successful  candidate  must  continue  a medical  student  of  this 
University  during  the  winter  session.”  No  student  can  appear  for 
examination  after  the  completion  of  his  third  annus  medicus;  no 
candidate  shall  be  allowed  to  offer  himself  more  than  once.” 

The  Ellis  Prize  is  given  triennially  for  the  best  dissertation  on  some 
physiological  (animal  or  vegetable)  subject.  The  precise  subject  is 
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announced  beforehand  by  the  Faculty.  Value,  interest  of  £500  for 
three  years.  For  further  particulars,  see  Calendar. 

The  Goodsir  Memorial  Prize  of  £60  is  given  triennially  for  the  best 
thesis  on  a given  subject. 

The  Wightman  Prize  is  awarded  for  the  best  report  and  commentary 
on  cases  treated  in  the  wards  during  the  year. 

The  Cameron  Prize,  consisting  of  the  interest  of  £2000,  is  awarded 
annually  to  the  member  of  the  medical  profession  who  shall  be 
adjudged  to  have  made  the  most  valuable  addition  to  Practical  Thera- 
peutics during  the  year  preceding  the  award. 

The  Sweney  Lectu/i'eship  on  Geology,  of  the  value  of  £144,  is  tenable 
for  five  years.  It  is  open  to  Doctors  of  Medicine  of  Edinburgh 
University.  It  is  in  the  trusteeship  of  the  British  Museum.

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Minimum  Cost  of  Attending  the  Medical  Classes,  with  the  Order 

of  Study. 

Whilst  there  is  no  authorised  order  of  study,  the  usual  course  is 
given  below.  The  Preliminary  Examination  in  General  Education  is 
to  he  taken  in  the  month  of  March  or  of  October,  before  entering  the 
medical  classes.  Students  are  recommended  to  commence  their  medical 
studies  in  the  summer  session. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  only  one  course  of  instruction  on  each  subject 
is  given,  that  being  the  least  possible  required  by  the  regulations,  and 
does  not  include  extra  courses  on  several  subjects  which  it  is  customary 
for  students  to  attend.  Those  who  can  spare  the  time  are  recom- 
mended to  extend  the  course  of  study  over  five  years.

Graduation  in  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

Three  medical  degrees  are  conferred  by  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
viz.,  Bachelor  of  Medicine  (M.B.),  Master  m Surgery  (C.M.),  and  Doctor 
■of  Medicine  (M.D.)  The  degree  of  Master  in  Surgery  is  not  conferred 
on  any  person  who  does  not  also  at  the  same  time  obtain  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Medicine.  These  degrees  are  a passport  to  the  General 
Council  of  the  University,  and  to  the  Medical  Register.  They  qualify 
for  practice  throughout  her  Majesty’s  dominions,  and  for  admission  to 
the  Military,  Naval,  and  other  public  medical  services  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Statutes  relative  to  Professional  Education  and  Examination. 

No  one  is  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  or  Master 
in  Surgery  who  has  not  been  engaged  in  medical  and  surgical  study 
for  four  years — the  medical  session  of  each  year,  or  annus  medicus, 
being  constituted  by  at  least  two  courses  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
lectures  each,  or  by  one  such  course,  and  two  courses  of  not  less  than 
fifty  lectures  each ; with  the  exception  of  the  Clinical  courses,  in  which 
lectures  are  to  be  given  at  least  twice  a week  during  the  prescribed 
periods. 

Every  candidate  for  the  degrees  of  M.B.  and  C.M.  must  give  sufficient 
evidence  by  certificates  :*  (1)  That  he  has  studied  during  courses 

* Certificates  of  attendance  on  Practical  Anatomy  must  express  not  only  the  number  of  months 
engaged  in  dissection,  but  the  names  of  the  parts  dissected,  and  the  degree  of  care  with  which  the 
dissections  have  been  made.  Students  are  recommended  not  to  appeal-  for  an  examination  in 
Anatomy  with  a view  to  a degree  until  they  have  dissected  the  human  body  at  least  once. 
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including  not  less  than  one  hundred  lectures  each  of  the  following- 
departments  of  Medical  science,  viz. — Anatomy;  Chemistry;  Materia 
Medica ; Institutes  of  Medicine  or  Physiology ; Practice  of  Medicine ; 
Surgery;  Midwifery,  and  the  Diseases  peculiar  to  Women  and  Children, 
two  courses  of  Midwifery,  of  three  months  each,  being  reckoned  equiva- 
lent to  a six  months’  course,  provided  different  departments  of  Obstetric 
Medicine  be  taught  in  each  of  the  courses ; General  Pathology,  or  in 
schools  where  there  is  no  such  course,  a three  months’  course  of  lectures 
on  Morbid  Anatomy,  together  with  a supplemental  course  of  Practice 
of  Medicine  or  Clinical  Medicine ; Practical  Anatomy,  a course  of  the 
same  duration  as  those  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  lectures  above 
described  ■*  Practical  Chemistry,  three  months ; Practical  Midwifery, 
three  months  at  a midwifery  hospital,  or  a certificate  of  attendance  on 
six  cases  from  a registered  medical  practitioner;  Clinical  Medicine, 
Clinical  Surgery, f courses  of  the  same  duration  as  those  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  lectures  above  prescribed,  or  two  courses  of  three- 
months’  lectures  being  given  at  least  twice  a week;  Medical  Juris- 
prudence, Botany,  Natural  History  (including  Zoology),  during  courses 
including  not  less  than  fifty  lectures.  (2)  That  he  has  attended  for  at 
least  two  years  the  medical  and  surgical  practice  of  a general  hospital 
which  accommodates  not  fewer  than  eighty  patients,  and  possesses  a 
distinct  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons.  (3)  That  he  has  attended 
during  a course  of  not  less  than  fifty  hours’  instruction  the  class  of 
Practical  Materta  Medica  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  or  a similar 
class  conducted  in  a university  or  recognised  school  of  medicine,  or  a 
similar  class  conducted  by  a teacher  recognised  by  the  University 
Court ; or,  that  he  has  been  engaged  for  at  least  three  months,  by 
apprenticeship  or  otherwise,  in  compounding  and  dispensing  drugs  at 
the  laboratory  of  an  hospital,  dispensary,  member  of  a Surgical  College 
or  Faculty,  Licentiate  of  the  London  or  Dublin  Society  of  Apothe- 
caries, or  a member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 
(4)  That  he  has  attended  for  at  least  six  months,  by  apprenticeship 
or  otherwise,  the  out-practice  of  an  hospital,  or  the  practice  of  a dis- 
pensary, physician,  surgeon,  or  member  of  the  London  or  Dublin 
Society  of  Apothecaries.  J 

The  studies  of  candidates  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine 


* No  course  of  lectures  will  be  allowed  to  qualify  unless  the  lecturer  certifies  that  it  has  embraced 
at  least  one  hundred  lectures,  or  fifty  lectures  in  conf  onnity  with  the  requirements  of  this  section. 
Three  months’  courses  on  Materia  Medica,  Pathology,  and  Midwifery  do  not  qualify. 

t The  Medical  Faculty  recommend  that  medical  students  should  not  attend  Clinical  Surgery  during 
the  first  six  months’  attendance  on  Clinical  Medicine. 

t Practical  Pharmacy,  Dispensary,  ^Hospital  Practice,  and  Vaccination  are  not  reckoned  as 
classes. 
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and  Master  in  Siu-gery  are  subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

(1)  One  of  tbe  four  years  of  medical  and  surgical  study  required 
by  tbe  section  just  recited  must  be  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

(2)  Another  of  such  four  years  of  medical  and  surgical  study  must 
be  either  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  or  in  some  other  uni- 
versity entitled  to  give  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  (3)  Attend- 
ance during  at  least  six  winter  months  on  the  medical  or  surgical 
practice  of  a general  hospital  which  accommodates  at  least  eighty 
patients,  and,  during  the  same  period,  on  a course  of  Practical 
Anatomy,  may  be  reckoned  as  one  of  such  four  years,  and  to  that 
extent  shall  be  held  equivalent  to  one  year’s  attendance  on  courses 
of  lectures  as  above  prescribed.  (4)  One  year’s  attendance  on  the 
lectures  of  teachers  of  medicine  in  the  hospital  schools  of  London, 
or  in  the  school  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  in  Dublin,  or  of  such 
teachers  of  medicine  in  Edinburgh,  or  elsewhere,  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  recognised  by  the  University  Court,  may  be  reckoned  as 
one  of  such  four  years,  and  to  that  extent  shall  be  held  as  attend- 
ance on  courses  of  lecture  as  above  prescribed.  (5)  Candidates  may, 
to  the  extent  of  four  of  the  departments  of  medical  study  mentioned 
in  the  previous  paragraph,  attend  in  such  year  or  years  of  their 
medical  and  surgical  studies  as  may  be  most  convenient  to  them,  the 
lectures  of  the  teachers  of  medicine  before  specified.  [Students  of 
medicine  in  the  London  schools  and  in  the  School  of  the  College  of 
Surgeons  in  Dublin  can  obtain  there  two  anni  medici  out  of  the  four 
required  for  the  Edinburgh  degrees  in  Medicine.  Courses  of  lectures 
in  these  schools  are  regarded  as  equivalent  to  lectures  on  the  corre- 
sponding subjects  in  this  University,  except  Materia  Medica  and 
Midwifery,  which  having  only  three  months’  courses  in  them  are  not 
equivalent.  One  annus  medians  may  be  constituted  by  attendance  on 
Practical  Anatomy  and  Hospital  Practice  during  the  winter  session. 
Another  annus  mediaus  by  attending  either  (a)  full  winter  courses  on 
any  two  of  the  following  subjects  : Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry, 
Pathology,  Surgery,  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Clinical  Medicine; 
or  (b)  on  one  such  course  and  a three  months’  course  on  any  two  of  the 
following  subjects — Botany,  Practical  Chemistry,  Natural  History, 
Medical  Jurisprudence.  If  the  student  selects  the  arrangement  pre- 
scribed in  (a),  certificates  of  attendance  on  either  a third  winter  course, 
or  a third  three  months’  course,  will  also  be  accepted  by  this  University. 
The  other  subjects,  and  the  additional  courses,  not  given  in  London 
or  Dublin,  required  for  the  degrees  of  the  University,  will  have  to  be 
attended  at  this  University.  In  provincial  schools,  where  there  are 
no  lecturers  recognised  by  the  University  Court,  a candidate  can  have 
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only  one  annus  medicus,  and  this  is  constituted  by  attendance  on  a 
qualified  hospital  along  with  a course  of  Practical  Anatomy;  but  in  a 
provincial  school  where  there  are  two  or  more  lecturers  recognised  by 
this  University,  a second  annus  medicus  may  he  made  by  attendance 
on  at  least  two  six  months’,  or  one  six  months’  and  two  three  months’, 
recognised  courses.]  (6)  All  candidates  not  students  of  the  University, 
availing  themselves  of  the  permission  to  attend  the  lectures  of  extra- 
academical  teachers  in  Edinburgh,  must,  at  the  commencement  of  each 
year  of  such  attendance,  enrol  their  names  in  a hook  to  he  kept  by  the 
University  for  that  pu  rose,  paying  a fee  of  the  same  amount  as  the 
matriculation  fee  paid  oy  students  of  the  University,  and  having  in 
respect  of  such  payment  a right  to  the  use  of  the  Library  of  the 
University.  (7)  The  fee  for  attendance  on  the  lectures  of  an  extra- 
academical  teacher  in  Edinburgh,  with  a view  to  graduation,  must  be 
of  the  same  amount  as  that  exigible  by  medical  professors  in  the 
University.  [The  fee  must  be  paid  at  the  commencement  of  the  course.] 

(8)  No  teacher  is  recognised  who  is  at  the  same  time  a teacher  of  more 
than  one  of  the  prescribed  branches  of  study,  except  in  those  cases 
where  professors  in  the  University  are  at  liberty  to  teach  two  branches. 

(9)  It  is  not  necessary  for  any  teacher,  attendance  on  whose  lectures 
was  recognised  before  1861  for  the  purposes  of  graduation  in  the  Univer- 
sity, to  obtain  a new  recognition  from  the  University  Court ; and 
attendance  on  the  lectures  of  every  such  teacher  will  continue  to  be 
recognised  as  heretofore.  (10)  It  is  in  the  power  of  the  University 
Court,  if  they  shall  see  cause,  at  any  time  to  withdraw  or  suspend  the 
recognition  of  any  teacher  or  teachers. 

Every  candidate  must  deliver,  before  the  31st  day  of  March  of  the 
year  in  which  he  proposes  to  graduate,  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  — (1)  A declaration  in  his  own  handwriting  that  he 
has  completed  his  twenty-first  year  [or  that  he  will  have  done 
so  on  or  before  the  day  of  graduation],  and  that  he  will  not  be,  on 
the  day  of  graduation,  under  articles  of  apprenticeship  to  any 
surgeon  or  other  master.  (2)  A statement  of  his  studies,  as  well  in 
Literature  and  Philosophy  as  in  Medicine,  accompanied  with  proper 
certificates. 

Each  candidate  is  examined,  both  in  wilting  and  viva  voce — First, 
on  Chemistry,  Botany,  and  Natural  History;  secondly,  on  Anatomy, 
Institutes  of  Medicine,  Materia  Medica  (including  Practical  Pharmacy), 
and  Pathology ; thirdly,  on  Surgery,  Practice  of  Medicine,  Midwifery, 
and  Medical  Jurisprudence ; fourthly,  Clinically  on  Medicine  and  on 
Surgery  in  an  hospital.  The  examinations  on  Anatomy,  Chemistry, 
Institutes  of  Medicine,  Botany,  Natural  History,  Materia  Medica,  and 
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Pathology,  are  conducted,  as  far  as  possible,  by  demonstrations  of 
objects  placed  before  the  candidates. 

I Students  who  profess  themselves  ready  to  submit  to  an  examination 
on  the  first  division  of  these  subjects  at  the  end  of  their  second  year 
may  be  admitted  to  examination  at  that  time.  Provided  always  that 
students  who  commence  their  medical  studies  in  the  summer  session, 
and  who  profess  themselves  ready  to  submit  to  an  examination  on  the 
first  division  of  these  subjects  at  the  beginning  of  their  second  winter 
session,  may  be  admitted  to  examination  at  that  time  on  condition  that 
they  produce  certificates  of  attendance  on  at  least  two  classes  during 
each  of  two  summer  sessions  and  one  winter  session;  and  on  the 
further  condition  that  they  shall  not  be  admitted  to  a degree  in 
Medicine  unless  their  course  of  study,  subsequent  to  the  completion  of 
the  summer  session  in  which  they  commence  their  medical  studies,  shall 
not  be  less  than  the  minimum  course  of  four  years  already  prescribed. 

Students  who  have  passed  their  examination  on  the  first  division  of 
these  subjects  may  be  admitted  to  examination  on  the  second  division 
at  the  end  of  their  third  year.  * 

The  examination  on  the  third  and  fourth  divisions  cannot  take  place 
until  the  candidate  has  completed  his  fourth  annus  medicus. 

Candidates  may,  if  they  choose,  be  admitted  to  examination  on  the 
first  two  of  these  divisions  at  the  end  of  their  third  year,  or  to  the 
four  examinations  at  the  end  of  their  fourth  year.  [Thus  candidates 
for  the  First  Professional  examination  must  have  given  attendance  on 
qualifying  classes  for  at  least  two  anni  medici,  or  for  two  summer 
sessions  and  one  winter  session ; for  the  Second  Professional  examina- 
tion three  complete  anni  medici ; and  for  the  Final  Professional 
examination  four  complete  anni  medici. ] If  any  candidate  at  these 
examinations  be  found  unqualified  he  cannot  be  again  admitted  to 
examination  unless  he  has  studied,  during  another  year,  two  of  the 
prescribed  subjects,  either  in  the  University,  or  in  some  other  school  of 
medicine. 

After  the  candidate  has  satisfied  the  Medical  Examiners,  the  Dean 
will  lay  the  proceedings  before  the  Senatus  Academicus,  by  whose 
authority  the  candidate  will  be  admitted  on  the  first  day  of  August,  or, 
if  that  day  be  Sunday,  then  on  the  following  day,  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Medicine,  or  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  of 
Master  in  Surgery. 

The  Senatus  Academicus,  on  the  day  here  appointed,  will  assemble 
at  ten  o’clock  a.m.,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  degrees ; and  no 
candidate,  unless  a sufficient  reason  be  assigned,  shall  absent  himself, 
on  pain  of  being  refused  his  degree  for  that  year. 
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Candidates  for  graduation  are  required  to  produce  evidence  of  their 
having  conformed  to  the  regulations  which  were  in  force  at  the  time 
they  commenced  their  medical  studies. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  may  he  conferred  on  any  candidate 
who  has  obtained  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  and  is  of  the 
age  of  twenty-four  years,  and  produced  a certificate  of  having  been 
engaged,  subsequently  to  his  having  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Medicine,  for  at  least  two  years  in  attendance  on  an  hospital,  or  in  the 
Military  or  Naval  Medical  Services,  or  in  medical  and  surgical  practice  : 
Provided  always  that  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  shall  not  be 
conferred  on  any  person,  unless  he  be  a graduate  in  Arts  of  one  of  the 
Universities  of  England,  Scotland,  or  Ireland,  or  of  such  other 
Universities  as  are  specified,  or  unless  he  shall,  before  or  at  the  time  of 
his  obtaining  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  or  thereafter,  have 
passed  a satisfactory  examination  on  three  of  the  subjects  mentioned  in 
Section  II.  of  the  Statutes  relative  to  Preliminary  examination.  Two 
of  these  must  be  Greek,  and  either  Logic  or  Moral  Philosophy,  and  the 
third  is  to  be  one  of  the  following  subjects  at  the  option  of  the 
candidate — namely  French,  German,  Higher  Mathematics,  and  Natural 
Philosophy.  And  provided  also  that  the  candidate  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  shall  submit  to  the  Medical  Faculty  a thesis, 
certified  by  him  to  have  been  composed  by  himself,  and  which  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Faculty,  on  any  branch  of  knowledge  comprised  in  the 
professional  examinations  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine, 
which  he  may  have  made  a subject  of  study  after  having  received  that 
degree.  The  candidate  must  lodge  his  thesis  with  the  Dean  on  or 
before  30th  April  of  the  year  in  which  he  proposes  to  graduate.  No 
thesis  will  be  approved  by  the  Medical  Faculty  which  does  not  contain 
either  the  results  of  original  observations  in  Practical  Medicine, 
Surgery,  Midwifery,  or  in  some  of  the  sciences  embraced  in  the  curri- 
culum for  the  Bachelor’s  degree;  or  else  a full  digest  and  critical 
exposition  of  the  opinions  and  researches  of  others  on  the  subject 
selected  by  the  candidate,  accompanied  by  precise  references  to  the 
publications  quoted,  so  that  due  verification  may  be  facilitated* 
Candidates,  settled  for  a period  of  years  in  foreign  parts,  who  have 
complied  with  all  the  regulations  for  the  degree  of  M.D.  (under  the 
new  Statutes),  but  who  cannot  appear  personally  to  receive  the  degree, 
may,  on  satisfying  the  Senatus  to  that  effect,  by  production  of  suffi- 
cient official  testimonials,  have  the  degree  conferred  on  them  in  absence. 

The  Medical  Examiners  for  all  candidates  for  graduation  in  Medi- 


* Candidates  are  required  to  write  their  thesis  on  faint  lined  paper,  llin.  by  8Jin..  with  margins 
ljin.  at  each  side.  The  thesis  is  to  be  written  on  only  one  side  of  each  leaf. 
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cine  are  the  Professors  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  along  with  the 
thirteen  non-professorial  Examiners  appointed  annually  by  the 
University  Court. 

The  provisions  of  these  Statutes  came  into  operation  on  the  4th  of 
February,  1861. 

Persons  who  began  their  medical  studies  before  the  4th  of  February, 
1861,  are  entitled  to  graduate  under  the  system  in  force  before  or  after 
that  date,  according  as  they  may  comply  with  the  regulations  in  force 
in  the  University  before  or  after  that  date. 

Regulations  as  to  Vaccination.  — In  conformity  with  the  desire 
expressed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  it  has  been  resolved  that  a 
candidate  for  a degree  in  Medicine  must  produce,  at  his  final  examina- 
tion, a certificate  from  a recognised  vaccine  department  in  an  hospital, 
dispensary,  or  other  public  institution,  to  the  effect  that  he  has  him- 
self performed  the  operation  successfully  under  the  teacher’s  inspection ; 
that  he  is  familiar  with  the  different  stages  of  the  vaccine  vesicle,  and 
with  the  method  of  preserving  lymph,  and  is  thoroughly  informed  in 
every  necessary  part  of  the  subject. 

Recognised  Yaccine  Departments  in  Edinburgh  are — in  the  Royal 
Public  Dispensary,  21,  West  Richmond-street ; in  the  New  Town  Dis- 
pensary, 17,  Thistle-street. 


Glasgow. 

Candidates  for  the  Doctorate  must  be  24  years  of  age,  and  have  held 
the  Bachelorship  for  two  years. 

This  is  so  for  a residential  university  as  to  enforce  one  year’s 
personal  attendance;  one  other  such  year  must  be  passed  at  some 
recognised  university. 

Candidates  for  the  Qualification  in  Public  Sealtli  must  have  attended 
a course  of  lectures  in  which  special  instruction  was  given  on  Public 
Health,  and  must  have  attended  a course  of  Analytical  Chemistry 
specially  bearing  on  the  subjects  of  examination,  the  teachers  in  both 
these  departments  being  recognised  by  the  University  Court.  Candi- 
dates who  have  not  passed  an  annus  medicus  in  the  University  of 
Glasgow  must,  before  presenting  themselves  for  examination,  have 
attended  as  matriculated  students  in  this  University  at  least  two 
courses  of  instruction,  scientific  or  professional,  bearing  on  the  subjects 
of  the  examination. 

Aberdeen. 

The  length  of  the  curriculum  is  the  same  as  at  Glasgow,  and  the 
regulations  as  to  attendance  are  the  same. 
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Six  winter  months’  attendance  on  the  practice  of  a general  hospital 
accommodating  eighty  patients,  with  six  months’  Practical  Anatomy, 
will  he  reckoned  as  one  year’s  study.  One  year’s  attendance  on  the 
lectures  of  teachers  of  medicine  in  the  hospital  schools  of  London,  or 
in  the  School  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Ireland,  will  he 
reckoned  as  one  year,  and  to  that  extent  it  will  he  held  as  attendance 
on  courses  of  lectures  as  hereinbefore  described. 

If  the  University  Court,  with  the  consent  of  the  Chancellor,  shall 
at  any  time  by  regulation  to  that  effect  recognise  for  the  purpose  of 
graduation  in  this  University  the  lectures  of  any  private  teacher  or 
teachers  of  medicine,  then,  and  in  that  case,  attendance  of  such  lectures 
will  be  reckoned  in  place  of  the  year’s  attendance,  or  as  part  thereof, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

Candidates  may,  to  the  extent  of  four  of  the  departments  of  medical 
study  above  required,  attend  in  such  year  or  years  of  their  medical  and 
surgical  studies  as  may  be  most  convenient  to  them,  the  lectures  and 
teachers  of  medicine  specified  (in  the  two  preceding  paragraphs). 

In  the  event  of  the  lectures  of  any  private  teachers  of  medicine  being 
recognised,  all  candidates  availing  themselves  of  the  permission  to 
attend  the  lectures  of  such  teachers,  and  not  being  at  the  time  matri- 
culated students  of  the  University,  must,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year  of  such  attendance,  enrol  their  names  in  a book,  which  will  be 
kept  by  the  University  for  the  purpose — paying  a fee  of  one-half  the 
amount  of  matriculation  fee  paid  by  students  of  the  University ; but 
they  shall  not  be  thereby  entitled  to  any  of  the  privileges  of  a 
matriculated  student  of  the  University. 

The  fee  for  attendance  on  the  lectures  of  any  private  teacher  with  a 
view  to  graduation  shall  not  be  of  less  amount  than  that  exigible  by 
medical  professors  of  the  University  for  the  same  course  of  instruction. 
No  attendance  on  lectures  will  be  reckoned  if  the  teacher  give  instruc- 
tion in  more  than  one  of  the  prescribed  branches  of  study,  except  in 
those  cases  where  professors  of  the  University  are  at  liberty  to  teach 
more  than  one  branch. 

It  will  not  be  necessary  for  any  private  teacher,  attendance  on  whose 
lectures  is  now  recognised  for  the  purpose  of  gradution  in  the  University, 
to  obtain  a new  recognition  from  the  University  Court.  It  is  in  the 
power  of  the  University  Court,  if  it  shall  see  cause,  at  any  time  to 
withdraw  or  suspend  the  recognition  of  any  private  teacher  or 
teachers. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  may  be  conferred  on  any  private 
candidate  who  has  obtained  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  and  is 
of  the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  and  has  been  engaged  subsequently  to 
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his  having  received  the  degree  of  M.B.  for  two  years  in  attendance  on 
an  hospital,  or  in  the  Military  or  Naval  Medical  Service,  or  in  medical 
or  surgical  practice.  Provided  always  that  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  shall  not  he  conferred  on  any  person,  unless  he  he  a graduate 
in  Arts,  or  unless  he  shall,  before  or  at  the  time  of  his  obtaining 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  or  thereafter  have  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  Greek,  and  in  Logic  or  Moral  Philosophy, 
and  in  one  at  least  of  the  following  subjects,  namely:  French,. 
German,  Higher  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy,  and  Natural 
History.  Provided  also  that  he  shall  lodge  with  the  Dean  of  the- 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  or  some  other  professor  appointed  by  the 
Senatus,  a thesis  composed  by  himself,  and  to  be  approved  by  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  on  any  branch  of  knowledge  comprised  in 
the  professional  examinations  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine, 
which  he  may  have  made  a subject  of  study  after  having  received 
that  degree. 

Alteration  of  Regulations  for  the  Professional  Examinations  for 
Degrees  in  Medicine. — Sections  X.  and  XI.  of  the  Ordinance,  as  enacted 
by  the  Universities  Commissioners,  and  approved  by  her  Majesty  in 
Council  on  26th  June,  1861,  now  stand  as  follows  : 

X.  Every  candidate  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Master  in 
Surgery  shall  be  examined,  both  in  writing  and  viva  voce — first,  on  Botany, 
Natural  History,  Chemistry,  and  Anatomy;  secondly,  on  Regional  Anatomy, 
Institutes  of  Medicine,  Materia  Medica,  and  Surgery ; and,  thirdly,  on  Practice 
of  Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery,  General  Pathology, 
and  Medical  Jurisprudence  ; the  examinations  on  Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Insti- 
tutes of  Medicine,  Botany,  Zoology,  and  Materia  Medica,  to  be  conducted,  as 
far  as  possible,  by  demonstrations  of  objects  exhibited  to  the  candidates  ; and 
those  on  Medicine  and  Surgery  in  part  by  clinical  demonstrations. 

XI.  Students  who  profess  themselves  ready  to  submit  to  an  examination  on 

the  first  division  of  these  subjeots  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  of  their  course 
may  be  admitted  to  examination  at  that  time : Provided  always  that  students 

may  be  admitted  to  examination  in  Botany  and  Natural  History  at  the 
examination  term  preceding  the  second  winter  session. 

Candidates  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Master  in 
Suigery  who  have  completed  the  required  attendance  may,  therefore, 
now  be  admitted  to  the  Professional  Examinations  in  four  divi- 
sions: (a)  At  the  July  term  preceding  their  second  winter  session, 
to  examination  in  Botany  and  Natural  History;  ( b ) at  the  end 
of  the  second  year  of  their  course  to  examination  in  Chemistry 
and  Anatomy ; (c)  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  of  their  course, 
to  examination  in  Regional  Anatomy,  Institutes  of  Medicine,  Materia 
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Medica,  and  Surgery ; (d)  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  of  their 
course,  to  the  Pinal  examination  in  Practice  of  Medicine,  Clinical 
Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery,  General  Pathology,  and  Medical 
J urisprudence. 

Institutes  of  Medicine  and  Physiology.  — Fees  — For  first  atten- 
dance, £3  3s. ; for  the  second,  £2  2s.  Fee  for  Practical  Physiology, 
£3  3s. 

Practice  of  Medicine. — Text-hooks : Robert’s,  Flint’s,  or  Bristowe’s 
“Practice  of  Medicine.”  Fees — First  attendance,  £3  3s.;  for  the 

second,  £2  2s. 

Chemistry. — Fees — First  course,  £3  3s ; for  the  second,  £2  2s.  Text- 
books : Wilson’s  “ Inorganic  Chemistry,”  Fowne’s  “ Manual  of 
Chemistry,”  Miller’s  “ Elements  of  Chemistry.”  Fees — First  atten- 
dance, £3  3s. ; second,  £2  2s. 

Anatomy. — Fees — Lectures,  £3  3s.  for  first  course;  for  the  second, 
£3  3s.  For  each  course  of  Practical  Anatomy,  £2  2s.  Summer  ses- 
sion fee,  £2  2s.  Text-books  : Quain’s  “ Elements,”  Ellis’  “ Demonstra- 
tions,” Holden’s  “Manual.”  Text-books  on  Histology  and  Osteology: 
Quain’s  “ Elements,”  “ Kolleker’s  “ Manual,”  Rutherford’s  “ Outlines,” 
or  Schafer’s  “ Course  of  Practical  Histology,”  Ward’s  “ Human 
Osteology.”  Fee — £2  2s. 

Surgery.  — Text-book  : The  Professor’s  “ Principles.”  Fees — £3  3s. 
for  first,  and  £2  2s.  for  second  attendance. 

Materia  Medica. — Text-books  : Garrod’s  “ Essentials,”  Dr.  Jackson’s 
“ Note-book,”  and  the  “ Syllabus.”  For  Pharmacy,  Pareit’s  “ Selecta  e 
Prsescriptis.” 

Midwifery. — Fee — £3  3s.  for  the  first,  and  £2  2s.  for  the  second 
attendance. 

Forensic  Medicine. — Text-books : “ Lectures  on  Medical  Jurispru- 
dence,” Taylor  “ On  Poisons,”  Bains’  “ Induction,”  and  Oesterlin’s 
“ Medical  Logic.”  Fees — First  attendance,  £3  3s. ; for  the  second, 

£2  2s. 

Botany. — Text-books : Henfrey’s  “ Elementary  Course  of  Botany,” 
Hooker’s  “ Student’s  Flora,”  or  Babington’s  “ Manual  of  British 
Botany,”  Lock’s  “ Text-book.”  For  first  attendance  the  fee  is  £3  3s. ; 
for  the  second,  £2  2s. 

University  op  Durham. 

One  of  the  four  years  of  professional  study  required  for  the  Licenses 
in  Surgery  and  Medicine,  and  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine, 
must  have  been  spent  in  attendance  at  the  College  of  Medicine,  New- 
castle-upon-Tyne. 
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Candidates  for  the  Doctorate  must  have  held  the  Bachelorship  two 
years. 

For  the  degree  of  Master  in  Surgery,  candidates  must  have  obtained 
the  Bachelorship  of  Medicine,  and  must  have  attended  one  course  of 
lectures  on  Operative  Surgery. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  may  be  obtained  by  medical  prac- 
titioners of  fifteen  years’  standing  without  residence.  Candidates 
must  be  at  least  forty  years  of  age. 

Candidates  for  the  Certificate  of  Proficiency  in  Sanitary  Science  must 
be  registered  practitioners,  and  must  have  attended  one  course  of 
lectures  upon  Public  Health  at  the  College  of  Medicine,  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne,  extending  over  one  winter  session.  The  same  certificate 
may  be  obtained  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  five  years’  standing, 
provided  they  are  not  less  than  thirty  years  of  age. 

Fees. — For  hospital  practice  and  lectures,  75  guineas. 

Scholarships,  &c. 

One  of  £25,  awarded  annually  at  the  beginning  of  each  winter 
session,  atter  examination.  The  subjects  of  examination  are  those  of 
general  education,  and  vary  somewhat  from  year  to  year  as  regards 
the  especial  books  selected. 

The  Dickenson. — One  scholarship  of  £15  is  awarded  annually  after 
the  close  of  the  summer  session.  Subjects  of  examination  : Medicine, 
Surgery,  Midwifery,  and  Pathology. 

Tulloch  Scholarship. — The  interest  of  £400  is  awarded  at  the  end  of 
the  winter  session.  Subjects  of  examination  : Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Chemistry. 

Charlton  Memorial  Scholarship. — The  interest  of  £700  is  awarded  at 
the  end  of  the  winter  session.  Subjects  of  examination:  Principles 
and  Practice  of  Medicine. 

Gibb  Scholarship. — The  interest  of  £500  is  awarded  at  the  close  of 
the  summer  session.  Subject  of  examination  : Pathology. 

University  op  St.  Andrew. 

Two  of  the  four  years  of  study  must  have  been  spent  at  one  or  more 
•of  the  following  universities  and  colleges,  viz. : St.  Andrew’s,  Glasgow, 
Aberdeen,  Edinburgh,  Oxford,  Cambridge,  Trinity  College  (Dublin), 
Queen’s  College  (Belfast),  Queen’s  College  (Cork),  Queen’s  College 
•(Galway). 

The  Royal  University  op  Ireland. 

The  curriculum  required  by  the  Royal  University  is  very  different 
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from  that  of  other  home  qualifying  bodies.  It  is  not  at  present 
certain  how  the  medical  schools  will  meet  the  difficulty  with  which 
they  are  confronted.  The  Queen’s  Colleges  in  Ireland  have,  however, 
already  arranged  their  courses  of  study  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Royal  University. 

The  curriculum  is  of  four  years’  duration,  and  is  divided  into  periods 
of  two  years  each. 

The  first  period  must  comprises  attendance  on  the  following  courses 
of  Medical  Lectures  : Chemistry,  one  course  of  six  months  ; Practical 
Chemistry,  three  months  in  laboratory ; Botany  and  Zoology ; Anatomy 
and  Physiology ; Practical  Anatomy;  Materia  Medica. 

The  second  period  comprises  attendance  on  the  following  courses 
of  Medical  Lectures:  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  including  Histology ; 
Practical  Anatomy ; Theory  and  Practice  of  Surgery ; Midwifery  and 
Diseases  of  Women,  a six  months’  course ; Theory  and  Practice  of 
Medicine;  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

Candidates  are  further  required  to  have  attended,  during  the  first 
period,  a medico-chirurgical  hospital,  containing  at  least  sixty  beds, 
together  with  the  clinical  lectures  therein  delivered,  at  least  two  each 
week,  during  a winter  session  of  six  months. 

During  the  second  period : Practical  Midwifery  — at  a lying-in 
hospital  or  midwifery  dispensary  — for  six  months,  attendance  at 
twenty  labours  to  he  recorded ; a medico-chirurgical  hospital,  con- 
taining sixty  beds,  together  with  the  clinical  lectures  given  therein, 
for  eighteen  months,  which  may  be  either  three  winter  sessions  of 
six  months  each,  or  two  winter  sessions  of  six  months  each  and 
two  summer  sessions  of  three  months  each.  Evidence  of  the  follow- 
ing will  also  be  required : Attendance  on  fever  cases ; engagement 
in  Practical  Pharmacy;  proficiency  in  Yaccination;  attendance  on 
lectures,  with  Clinical  Instruction  on  Mental  Diseases. 

The  M.D.  degree  is  obtainable  two  years  after  the  Bachelorship. 

The  M.Ch.  is  conferred  only  on  Graduates  in  Medicine  of  the 
University ; the  Diploma  in  Obstetrics  and  the  Diploma  in  Sanitary 
Science  are  placed  under  the  same  regulation. 

Exhibitions,  &c. — At  the  first  examination  in  Medicine,  two  first-class 
at  £30,  and  two  second-class  at  £15;  at  the  second  examination  in 
Medicine,  two  first-class  at  £40,  and  three  second-class  at  £20 ; at  the 
M.B.  degree  examination,  two  first-class  at  £50,  and  three  second- 
class  at  £25.  Yarious  prizes  are  also  given. 

Fees. — Matriculation,  10s.;  first  University  examination  in  Arts, 
£1 ; first  examination  in  Medicine,  £1 ; second  ditto,  £1 ; degree 
ditto,  £3;  M.D.,  £5;  M.Ch.,  £5;  D.Obs.,  £2;  D.S.Sc.,  £2. 
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Society  op  Apothecaries. 

Candidates  for  the  first  examination  must  have  already  attended 
three  months’  Practical  Pharmacy.  They  are  not  required  to  have 
filled  the  office  of  dresser,  and  that  of  clinical  clerk  need  only  be  of 
six  weeks’  duration.

Course  of  Study. 

Matriculation. — English  Grammar  and  Composition;  Arithmetic ; 
Algebra  through  simple  equations;  Geometry,  Euclid,  i.,  ii. ; Latin, 
grammar  and  translation  of  any  Latin  author;  an  option  of  Greek, 
French,  German,  Natural  Philosophy. 

Primary  Examination. — Descriptive  Anatomy;  Physiology;  Theo- 
retical Chemistry ; Materia  Medica ; Botany. 

Final  Examination. — Surgical  Anatomy;  Practical  Chemistry;  Prin- 
ciples and  Practice  of  Medicine ; Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery ; 
Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children ; Medical  Juris- 
prudence. 

Regulations. 

Graduation. — Students  intending  to  graduate  in  Victoria  University 
are  recommended  to  attend  lectures  in  the  Toronto  School  of  Medicine, 
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•from  which  school  certificates  of  attendance  will  he  accepted  "by  the 
Medical  Examiners  of  this  University.  Certificates  of  attendance  will 
also  be  accepted  from  any  other  medical  school  in  Ontario  of  recog- 
nised standing.  The  lectures  for  the  Province  of  Quebec  are  delivered 
at  the  ficole  de  Medecine  et  de  Chirurgie,  Montreal,  where  every  advan- 
tage for  clinical  study  is  afforded.  The  courses  of  instruction  are 
adapted  to  the  legal  requirements  of  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and 
Quebec  respectively. 

Degree  of  M.D. — Candidates  for  this  degree  are  required  to  spend  four 
years  in  professional  study  before  being  admitted  to  the  Final  exami- 
nation. Graduates  in  Arts  will  be  admitted  after  three  years  of  pro- 
fessional study  subsequent  to  graduation.  All  candidates  must  furnish 
evidence  of  attendance  upon  medical  lectures  for  three  sessions  of  six 
months  each  at  the  Toronto  School  of  Medicine,  the  ficole  de  Medecine 
et  de  Chirurgie,  Montreal,  or  some  school  of  standing  recognised  by 
the  Board.  The  lectures  required  are  as  follows : — Descriptive  Ana,- 
tomy,  Practical  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Theoretical  Chemistry,  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Prin- 
ciples and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  "Women 
and  Children,  Clinical  Medicine,  and  Clinical  Surgery,  two  courses ; 
Medical  Jurisprudence,  Practical  Chemistry,  and  Botany,  one  course. 
Candidates  must  spend  six  months  in  the  office  of  a regularly  qualified 
medical  practitioner ; must  attend  the  practice  of  a general  hospital 
for  eighteen  months ; must  attend  six  cases  of  midwifery ; must  have 
passed  the  Matriculation  and  Primary  examinations  prescribed  by  the 
University ; must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age ; must  pass  a satisfactory 
Final  examination,  written  and  oral,  on  all  the  subjects  of  the  curri- 
culum, before  the  examiners  appointed  by  the  University.  Candidates 
may  take  the  Matriculation  examination  at  Cobourg  dining  the  last 
week  in  September,  or  at  Toronto  during  the  latter  part  of  December. 
The  regular  Professional  examination  takes  place  in  the  first  week  of 
April. 

Fees. — Matriculation,  5 dols. ; degree  of  M.D.,  including  Primary  and 
Final  examinations,  20  dols. 

Exhibitions  and  Prizes. — Twelve  exhibitions  of  £25  each,  tenable  for 
two  years,  and  various  medals,  prizes,  &c.,  are  open  to  the  competition 
of  students. 

Additional  information  may  be  obtained  from  the  President  of  the 
Toronto  School  of  Medicine,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Toronto  School 
of  Medicine,  or  from  the  President  of  the  l^cole  de  Medecine  et  de 
Chirurgie,  Montreal. 
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Queen’s  University  and  College,  Kingston. 

Graduation  in  Medicine. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  is  conferred  upon  candidates  who 
comply  with  the  following  regulations  : — 

I.  Except  as  provided  in  the  next  regulation,  every  candidate  must 
pass  a Matriculation  examination  upon  the  following  subjects : — 
English  Language,  Grammar  and  Composition;  Arithmetic,  with 
vulgar  and  decimal  fractions;  Algebra,  including  simple  equations; 
Geometry,  Euclid,  i.,  ii. ; Latin — Grammar  and  translation — Cicero,  In 
Catilinam,  ii.,  iii. — Yirgil,  AEneid,  i.,  1-304 — Ovid,  Fasti,  i.,  1-300 — 
translation  from  English  into  Latin  prose,  thirty  exercises  in  Arnold, 
part  i. ; Natural  Philosophy,  as  in  Stewart’s  “Physics.” 

II.  Graduates  from  a recognised  university  are  not  required  to  pass 
the  above  Matriculation  examination.  Matriculants  of  a recognised 
university  are  required  to  pass  an  examination,  or  to  show  that  they 
have  passed  an  examination,  in  Natural  Philosophy  only. 

III.  Candidates  who  are  not  graduates  in  Arts  must  furnish  evi- 
dence of  having  attended  some  recognised  medical  school  for  not  less 
than  four  full  sessions,  must  have  passed  all  the  required  examinations, 
and  must  be  recommended  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  in  affiliation  with  Queen’s  University,  and  by 
the  Examiner  in  Medicine  appointed  by  the  Senate. 

Candidates  who  are  graduates  in  Arts  will  be  required  to  attend 
only  three  sessions. 

Examinations. 

IY.  The  examinations  required  are  a Primary,  an  Intermediate,  and 
a Final. 

1.  The  Primary  examination  is  upon  the  subjects  of  Botany,  Theo- 
retical Chemistry,  and  Physiology,  and  is  only  open  to  students  at  the 
close  of  their  second  session.  One  session  in  Botany,  two  in  Chemistry, 
and  two  in  Physiology  are  required. 

2.  The  Intermediate  examination  is  upon  Anatomy,  Materia  Medica, 
Practical  Chemistry,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  and  Histology,  and  is 
open  to  students  only  at  the  close  of  their  third  session. 

But  students  who  are  graduates  in  Arts  are  allowed  to  take  the 
Intermediate  and  the  Primary  examinations  at  the  same  time.  One 
session  in  Practical  Chemistry,  and  two  sessions  in  Medical  Juris- 
prudence, in  Anatomy,  and  in  Materia  Medica  are  required. 

3.  The  Final  examination  is  open  to  students  at  tbe  close  of  their 
course,  and  is  upon  Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Midwifery,  and 
Sanitary  Science.  Two  sessions’  attendance  upon  each  is  required. 
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Y.  A candidate  cannot  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  foregoing  examina- 
tions until  he  has  furnished  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  complied 
with  the  regulations  in  regard  to  matriculation. 

Prizes. — Four  valuable  prizes,  among  others,  are  offered  by  the 
Medical  Faculty  every  year,  viz. : Two  House  Surgeoncies  of  the 
Kingston  Hospital — six  months  each — and  two  Demonstratorships  of 
Anatomy,  in  value  from  60  dols.  to  75  dols.  each.  These  prizes  are 
awarded  to  the  four  students  making  the  highest  number  of  marks  at 
the  second  Professional  examination.  Also,  two  prizes,  of  the  value  of 
15  dols.  and  10  dols.  respectively,  for  the  best  two  dissected  prepara- 
tions. Conditions  to  be  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 

Notices. — 1.  The  examinations  of  the  Medical  Council  will  be  held  in 
the  City  of  Kingston  as  well  as  in  Toronto,  so  that  students  of  this 
College  will  be  saved  the  trouble  and  expense  of  attending  examina- 
tions in  Toronto.  2.  Persons  desirous  of  obtaining  full  information 
respecting  the  curriculum  in  Medicine,  fees,  &c.,  should  apply  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  Kingston,  Ont. 

University  of  Trinity  College,  Toronto. 

Degree  of  M.B. — Requisites  for  admission  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Medicine  in  this  University : — Having  passed  a Matriculation  exami- 
nation in  the  following  subjects,  or  one  equivalent  thereto  in  all 
respects,  either  in  this,  or  some  other  recognised  institution.  The 
subjects  in  this  examination  are : — 

Compulsory . — English  Language,  including  grammar  and  composi- 
tion; Arithmetic;  Algebra,  including  simple  equations;  Geometry, 
Euclid,  i.,  ii. ; Latin,  translation  and  grammar;  and  in  one  of  the 
following  subjects,  the  students  having  the  option  of  naming  the  one. 
Optional — Greek;  French;  German;  Natural  Philosophy,  including 
mechanics,  hydrostatics,  and  pneumatics.  Students  are  recommended 
to  select  Natural  Philosophy  or  one  of  the  modern  languages.  Gra- 
duates in  Aits  of  any  British  or  foreign  university  are  not  required  to 
pass  this  examination.  A certificate  of  having  matriculated  before  the 
College  of  Physicians*  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  will  be  accepted. 
Having  produced  a satisfactory  certificate  of  good  conduct.  Being  of 
the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Having  pursued  medical  studies  for 
the  period  of  at  least  four  years,  and  having  regularly  attended  lec- 
tures extending  over  a period  of  at  least  three  sessions  of  six  months 
each,  in  the  following  branches  of  medical  education,  for  the  respective 

* The  Matriculation  Examinations  of  this  body  are  held  in  Toronto  and  Kingston,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  of  each  year.  The 
attention  of  students  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  by  the  Medical  Council  the  period  of  study 
is  reckoned  from  the  date  of  matriculation. 
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periods  herein  set  forth : Anatomy,  two  courses  of  six  months ; Prac- 
tical Anatomy,  two  courses  of  six  months ; Theory  and  Practice  of 
Medicine,  two  courses  of  six  months,  including  Pathology  and  Medical 
Diagnosis ; Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  two  courses  of  six 
months ; Chemistry,  two  courses  of  six  months ; Midwifery  and  Dis- 
eases of  Women  and  Children,  two  courses  of  six  months;  Therapeu- 
tics and  Pharmacology,  two  courses  of  six  months ; Physiology,  two 
courses  of  six  months;  Practical  Chemistry,  one  course  of  three 
months ; Medical  Jurisprudence,  one  course  of  three  months ; Botany, 
one  course  of  three  months.

Having- 
attended  for  at  least  six  months  the  practice  of  a lying-in  hospital,  or 
giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  otherwise  enjoyed  equivalent 
opportunities  of  obtaining  obstetrical  knowledge,  with  certificate  of 
attendance  upon  at  least  six  cases  of  labour.  Having  passed  in  this 
University  an  examination  in  all  the  above  subjects.*  The  above 
course  of  study  must  have  been  pursued  in  the  Trinity  Medical  School, 
or  in  some  other  recognised  medical  school.  The  last  requirement  does 
not  apply  to  medical  men  coming  up  for  examination  who  have  been 
several  years  in  practice. 

Degree  of  M.D. — Candidates  for  this  degree  must  he  Bachelors  of 
Medicine  of  at  least  six  months’  standing.  They  are  required  to  send 
in,  at  least  one  month  before  Convocation,  a thesis  on  some  medical 
subject,  which  thesis  must  be  approved  of  by  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Fees. — Eor  the  degree  of  M.B.,  40  dols. ; for  the  degree  of  M.D., 
100  dols. 

McGill  College  and  University,  Montreal  (Faculty  op 

Medicine). 

The  Medical  College,  a large  and  substantial  building  situated 
within  the  University  grounds,  contains  two  spacious  class  rooms, 
students’  waiting  room,  library,  museum,  laboratories,  together  with  a 
large  and  well  furnished  dissecting  room. 

The  class  tickets  for  the  various  courses  are  accepted  as  qualifying 
candidates  for  examination  before  the  various  Colleges  and  Licensing 
Bodies  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

To  meet  the  circumstances  of  the  general  practitioners  in  British 

* Students  presenting  themselves  for  the  Primary  examination  are  required  to  produce 
a certificate  of  having  passed  an  examination  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  and 
Botany,  at  the  end  of  their  first  year. 
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North  America,  where  there  is  no  division  of  the  profession  into  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  exclusively,  the  degree  awarded  upon  graduation 
is  that  of  “ Doctor  of  Medicine  and  Master  of  Surgery,”  in  accordance 
with  the  general  nature  and  character  of  the  curriculum,  as  fully 
specified  hereafter.  The  degree  is  received  by  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

Matriculation. 

It  is  very  important  that  intending  students  should  bear  in  mind  the 
following : (1)  That  if  natives  of  Ontario,  and  if  they  wish  to  obtain 
the  License  of  the  Medical  Board  of  that  Province,  they  must  pass  the 
Preliminary  examination  prescribed  by  that  Board.  (2)  If  natives  of 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  they  must  pass  the  Matriculation  examination 
of  the  Quebec  Medical  Board.  In  either  case  the  examination  should 
be  passed  in  the  spring.  Both  of  these  are  accepted  by  the  University, 
and  a student  who  has  passed  either  of  them  is  admitted  to  study 
without  further  examination.  (3)  Natives  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  of  the  United  States,  if  they  have  not  already  passed  the  Matri- 
culation examination  of  a recognised  University,  must  present  them- 
selves for  the  University  Matriculation. 

University  Matriculation  Examination.  — This  examination  is  the 
same  as  that  recommended  by  the  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain. 
Examinations  in  conformity  therewith  will  be  held  the  last  Saturday 
in  March  and  the  first  Saturday  in  October  of  each  year.  Applications 
may  be  made  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Faculty  till  the  evening  of  the 
previous  day.  The  requirements  of  the  standard  for  Matriculation  are : 
— English  Language,  including  grammar  and  composition;*  English 
History ; Modem  Geography ; Latin,  including  translation  from  the 
original,  and  grammar ; Elements  of  Mathematics,  comprising  Arith- 
metic, including  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions;  Algebra,  including 
simple  equations ; Geometry,  including  the  first  two  books  of  Euclid 
or  the  subjects  thereof ; Elementary  Mechanics  of  Solids  and  Fluids, 
comprising  the  elements  of  Statics,  Dynamics,  and  Hydrostatics.  One 
of  the  following  optional  subjects : — Greek,  French,  German,  Italian, 
any  other  modem  language,  Logic,  Botany,  Elementary  Chemistry. 
Text-books : Latin — Csesar,  Commentaries,  i.,  or  Virgil,  iEneid,  i. ; 
Greek — Xenophon,  Anabasis,  i.,  or  equivalent;  French — Charles  XII., 
i.,  ii. ; Natural  Philosophy — Ganot’s  Physics.  Graduates  in  Arts  of 

" 7??  ability  of  the  candidate  will  be  fully  tested  in  the  following:  “(1)  To  write  sentences  in 
English  on  a given  theme,  attention  being  paid  to  spelling  and  punctuation  as  well  as  to  composition; 

1°  wrap  correctly  from  dictation;  (3)  to  explain  the  grammatical  construction  of  sentences; 
(4)  to  point  out  the  grammatical  errors  in  sentences  ungrammatically  composed,  and  to  explain  their 
nature ; and  [o)  to  give  the  derivation  and  definition  of  English  words  in  common  use.” 
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recognised  Universities  are  not  required  to  submit  to  tbe  Matriculation 
examination,  and  a certificate  of  having  passed  this  examination 
before  tbe  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  or  of 
Quebec  will  be  accepted  by  this  University. 

Matriculation  Examination  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  the  Province  of  Quebec. — The  subjects  of  examination  are: 
Compulsory — English,  French,  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Euclid, 
History,  Geography,  Belles-Lettres.  Optional — Candidates  can  select 
any  one  of  the  following:  Greek,  Natural  Philosophy  and  Moral 
Philosophy.  Examination  fee,  10  dols.  Should  the  candidate  be 
unsuccessful,  one-half  the  fee  will  be  returned.  Of  the  four  years’ 
study  required  after  having  passed  the  Matriculation  examination, 
three  six  months’  sessions,  at  least,  must  be  attended  at  a uni- 
versity, college,  or  incorporated  school  of  medicine,  recognised  by 
the  Provincial  Medical  Board,  and  the  first  session  must  be  attended 
during  the  year  immediately  succeeding  the  Matriculation  exami- 
nation. 

Matriculation  Examination  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  the  Province  of  Ontario. — The  following  are  the  latest  regulations  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Board  respecting  this  examination  : On  and  after 
July  1st,  1881,  every  one  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a matriculated 
medical  student  in  the  Register  of  this  College,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  must  present  to  the  Registrar  the  official  certificate  of  having 
passed  the  High  School  Intermediate  examination,  with  Latin  included, 
whereupon  he  shall  be  entitled  to  be  so  registered  upon  the  payment  of 
20  dols.,  and  giving  proof  of  his  identity.  The  said  examination  to 
embrace  the  following  subjects : Compulsory — Arithmetic,  Algebra  and 
Euclid;  English  Grammar,  composition  and  dictation;  History,  Geo- 
graphy, and  English  Literature ; Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  and 
Book-keeping ; Latin.  And  one  of  the  following : Optional — Greek, 
French,  German.  Graduates  in  Arts,  or  students  having  matriculated 
in  Arts  in  any  university  in  her  Majesty’s  Dominions,  are  not  required 
to  pass  this  examination,  but  may  register  their  names  with  the 
Registrar  of  the  College,  upon  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their 
qualifications,  and  upon  paying  (after  July  1st,  1881)  the  fee  of 
20  dols.  It  is  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  of  April,  at 
Toronto. 

Enregistration. 

The  following  are  the  University  Regulations : All  students  desirous 
of  attending  the  medical  lectures  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  each 
session,  enrol  their  names  and  residences  in  the  Register  of  the  Medical 
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.Faculty,  and  procure  from  the  Registrar  a ticket  of  enregistiation, 
for  which,  each  student  shall  pay  a fee  of  4 dols. ; excepting  in  the 
Clinical  Classes,  in  which  enregistration  for  students  of  other  schools 
shall  not  be  compulsory.  The  said  Register  shall  be  closed  on  the  last 
day  of  October  in  each  year,  and  no  tickets  obtained  from  any  of  the 
Professors  shall  be  received  without  previous  enregistration.  Enregis- 
tration in  the  summer  session  is  compulsory  upon  all  students,  whether 
attending  one  or  more  of  the  classes. 

Courses  of  Lectures. 

1.  Anatomy. — The  importance  of  Anatomy,  both  descriptive  and  in 
its  relation  to  Medicine  and  Surgery,  is  duly  considered  by  the  Pro- 
fessor, who  employs  chiefly  the  fresh  subject  in  the  illustration  of  the 
lectures,  aided,  however,  by  dried  preparations,  wax  models,  plaster 
casts  of  dissections,  plates,  &c.,  the  full  size  of  life. 

2.  Practical  Anatomy. — Special  attention  is  devoted  to  this  important 
branch,  the  teaching  being  similar  to  that  of  the  best  European 
schools.  The  dissecting  room  is  open  from  8 a.m.  to  10  p.m.,  the 
Demonstrators’  hours  are  from  10  to  12  a.m.,  and  8 to  10  p.m.  Special 
demonstrations  on  the  Brain,  Thorax,  Abdomen,  Bones,  &c.,  are  fre- 
quently given.  Every  student  must  be  examined  at  least  three  times 
on  each  part  dissected,  and,  if  the  examinations  are  satisfactory,  a 
certificate  is  given.  Prizes  are  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  session  for 
the  best  examination  on  the  fresh  subject.  Material  provided  under 
cost. 

3.  Chemistry. — Inorganic  Chemistry  is  fully  treated ; a large  portion 
of  the  course  is  devoted  to  Organic  Chemistry  and  its  relations  to 
Physiology.  The  branches  of  Physics  bearing  upon  or  connected  with 
Chemistry  also  engage  the  attention  of  the  class.  Eor  experimental 
illustration,  abundant  apparatus  is  possessed  by  the  Professor,  among 
which  may  be  enumerated  a powerful  air  pump,  oxy-hydrogen  micro- 
scope, polariscope,  extensive  series  of  models  of  crystals,  electrical 
and  galvanic  apparatus,  steam  engine,  &c. 

4.  Practical  Chemistry. — Thorough  instruction  is  given  in  the  different 
departments  of  Practical  Chemistry  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  Faculty 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Professor.  The  course  includes 
blow-pipe  manipulations,  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis,  toxi- 
cological investigations,  &c.  This  class  may  be  taken  in  the  summer 
session. 

5.  Institutes  of  Medicine. — Embraced  in  this  course  are  the  following 
classes: — (a)  Physiology,  comprising:  (1)  A full  course  of  didactic 
lectures  upon  the  structure  and  functions  of  the  various  organs  of  the 
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body  in  health.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  fresh  preparations, 
diagrams,  plates,  and  models,  and  when  practicable,  by  experiments. 
(2)  Practical  demonstrations  held  every  Saturday  from  2 to  4 p.m.  In 
this  class  a complete  series  of  histological  preparations  is  exhibited 
and  explained.  Specimens  illustrative  of  physiological  anatomy  and 
practical  physiology  are  also  shown,  and  the  students  invited  to 
propound  and  discuss  any  questions  which  may  not  have  appeared  clear 
to  them.  (3)  Practical  Histology — normal  and  pathological.  A course 
of  twenty-five  lessons — microscopes,  re-agents,  and  material  provided. 
This  course  is  generally  held  during  the  summer  session,  but  will  also 
be  conducted  during  the  winter  if  a class  of  ten  students  be  formed. 
It  comprises  thorough  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  microscope  and 
the  preparation  of  the  tissues,  each  student  preparing  for  himself 
during  the  course  a cabinet  of  100  or  more  specimens,  (h)  Pathology, 
comprising : (1)  A limited  number  of  lectures  on  General  Pathology, 
which  are  included  in  the  systematic  course  on  the  Institutes.  (2) 
Pathological  Demonstrations — weekly — Saturday,  11  a.m.  This  course 
is  based  upon,  and  conducted,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  same  way  as  that 
of  Prof.  Yirchow,  at  the  Berlin  Pathological  Institute.  Specimens  of 
all  kinds  are  collected  throughout  the  week,  kept  until  Saturday,  and 
then  brought  before  the  class,  when  practical  comments  are  made  upon 
them.  An  idea  of  the  amount  of  material  at  command  may  be 
gathered  from  the  fact  that  over  150  fresh  pathological  specimens, 
illustrative  of  almost  all  the  common  forms  of  disease,  were  laid  before 
the  class  during  the  past  session.  (3)  Instruction  in  Post-mortems. 
The  autopsy  room  of  the  General  Hospital  is  in  charge  of  the  Professor, 
and  the  post-mortems  are  performed  by  the  students  in  rotation,  under 
his  supervision.  System  and  thoroughness  in  inspection  are  insisted 
upon,  the  method  followed  being  that  of  Yirchow.  As  far  as  possible, 
attention  is  drawn  to  the  medical  anatomy  of  the  thoracic  and  abdo- 
minal organs.  In  connection  with  this  class,  aided  by  the  Professor  of 
Medical  Jurisprudence,  two  coroners’  inquests  will  be  conducted  during 
the  session  before  the  class,  and  the  medico-legal  aspects  of  post- 
mortems dwelt  upon. 

6.  Materia  Medica. — In  this  course  the  ordinary  medicines  officinal  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  are  taken  up  in  classes  according  to  their 
chief  actions,  and  described  under  the  various  heads  peculiar  to  Phar- 
macology. The  therapeutics  of  each  are  fully  detailed,  under  the 
effects  that  follow  from  different  doses.  Those  from  toxic  or  over-doses 
are  added,  together  with  the  mode  of  treatment,  &c.  The  course  is 
illustrated  from  a cabinet  of  the  various  drugs  and  their  preparations, 
and  the  plates  of  Wagner,  Roque,  Stevenson,  and  Ohm-chill  are  also 
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shown.  Analytical  experiments  with  the  ordinary  re-agents  are 
exhibited. 

7.  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine. — While  the  lectures  on  this 
subject  are  mainly  devoted  to  Special  Pathology  and  Therapeutics,  the 
department  of  General  Pathology  in  this  University  being  included  in 
the  Institutes  of  Medicine,  no  opportunity  is  lost  of  illustrating  and 
explaining  the  general  laws  of  disease.  With  the  exception  of  certain 
affections  seldom  or  never  observed  in  this  country,  all  the  important 
diseases  of  the  body,  not  described  from  the  chairs  of  Surgery  and 
Obstetrics,  are  discussed,  and  their  pathological  anatomy  illustrated 
by  the  large  collection  of  morbid  preparations  in  the  University 
Museum,  and  by  fresh  specimens  contributed  by  the  Demonstrator  of 
Morbid  Anatomy.  The  College  possesses  an  extensive  series  of  anato- 
mical plates  illustrative  of  the  histological  and  anatomical  appearances 
of  disease,  and  the  wards  of  the  General  Hospital  afford  the  lecturer 
ample  opportunities  to  refer  to  living  examples  of  very  many  of  the 
maladies  he  describes,  and  to  give  the  results  of  treatment. 

8.  Clinical  Medicine. — Attendance  is  given  in  the  medical  wards  of 
the  Montreal  General  Hospital  on  three  days  of  every  week.  Accurate 
reports  of  all  cases  are  kept  by  duly  appointed  clinical  clerks,  and 
are  systematically  read  before  the  class.  Instruction  is  given  by  the 
bedside,  and  special  inducements  are  offered  to  every  pupil  to  take  part 
in  the  physical  examination  of  patients.  The  mode  of  conducting 
investigations,  the  use  of  the  microscope,  the  value  of  the  thermometer, 
the  ophthalmoscope,  &c.,  in  medical  diagnosis,  are  all  explained  and 
illustrated.  Senior  students  are  called  upon  in  rotation  to  examine 
new  cases  before  the  class,  and  to  be  examined  thereon  as  to  their 
general  knowledge.  In  addition,  one  weekly  clinical  lecture  is  delivered, 
bearing  upon  some  case  or  cases  of  importance  which  may  happen  to  be 
under  observation  at  the  time.  Special  attention  is  directed  to  Medical 
Anatomy,  and  candidates  for  the  degree  will  be  examined  thereon. 

9.  Surgery. — Divided  into  Principles  and  Practice,  including  Surgical 
Anatomy  and  Operative  Surgery,  exhibited  on  the  subject.  The  various 
surgical  instruments  and  apparatus  are  exhibited,  and  their  uses  and 
applications  explained  and  practically  illustrated. 

10.  Clinical  Swrgery. — This  course  is  eminently  practical,  consisting 
of  bedside  instruction  and  lectures  delivered  weekly,  illustrative  of  sur- 
gical cases  actually  present  in  the  wards  of  the  General  Hospital.  The 
class  is  taken  charge  of  by  the  teacher  on  alternate  days,  when  the 
reports  of  the  clinical  clerks  are  read  and  criticised,  and  fresh  cases 
examined  by  the  senior  students.  The  surgical  dressings  are,  as  much 
as  possible,  reserved  for  these  occasions,  so  as  to  give  all  present  an 
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■opportunity  of  participating  in  the  application  of  splints  to  fractures, 
dressing  of  wounds,  minor  operations,  &c.  Major  operations  are  per- 
formed in  the  spacious  theatre  attached  to  the  hospital,  which  is  so 
admirably  constructed  that  the  most  distant  can  generally  obtain  a 
fair  view  of  the  operation.  This  is  also  used  as  a lecture  room  by  the 
clinical  professors.  All  of  the  recently  invented  appliances  for  the 
treatment  of  surgical  disease  have  been  introduced  into  the  hospital, 
prominent  among  which  is  a complete  outfit  of  Lister’s  Antiseptic 
Apparatus,  so  that  this  excellent  method  of  treating  wounds  is  now 
almost  universally  adopted. 

11.  Midwifery. — Including  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  illus- 
trated by  a series  of  drawings  on  a large  scale,  by  humid  preparations, 
by  models  in  wax,  by  the  use  of  the  artificial  pelvis,  and  by  cases  in  the 
wards  of  the  Lying-in-Hospital. 

12.  Medical  Jurisprudence . — This  course  includes  Insanity,  to  which 
•a  good  deal  of  attention  is  devoted,  the  subject  being  treated  of  in  its 
medical  as  well  as  medico-legal  aspects.  Special  attention  is  devoted 
to  the  subject  of  blood  stains,  the  clinical,  microscopic,  and  spectrosco- 
pical  tests  for  which  are  fully  described  and  shown  to  the  class . The 
various  spectra  of  blood  in  its  different  conditions  are  shown  by  the 
Sorby-Browning  micro-spectroscope,  so  well  adapted  for  showing  the 
re-actions  with  exceedingly  minute  quantities  of  suspected  material. 
Decent  researches  in  the  diagnosis  of  human  from  animal  blood  are 
.alluded  to.  In  addition  to  the  other  subjects  usually  included  in  a 
■course  of  this  kind,  Toxicology  is  taken  up.  The  modes  of  action  of 
poisons,  general  evidence  of  poisoning  and  classification  of  poisons 
are  first  treated  of,  after  which  the  more  common  poisons  are  described 
with  reference  to  symptoms,  post-mortem  appearances,  and  chemical 
tests.  The  post-mortem  appearances  are  illustrated  by  plates,  and  the 
tests  are  shown  to  the  class. 

13.  Hygiene  and  Public  Health. — A three  months’  course  of  lectures 
will  be  delivered  on  this  subject,  the  attendance  upon  which  is  now 
compulsory. 

14.  Ophthalmology  and  Otology. — Will  include  a course  of  lectures  on 
Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear,  both  didactic  and  clinical.  In  the 
former  the  general  principles  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  will  be  dealt 
with ; in  the  latter,  cases  illustrative  of  the  typical  forms  of  ordinary 
diseases  of  these  organs  will  be  exhibited  and  explained  to  the  class, 
and  afterwards  placed  under  the  special  care  of  gentlemen  who  may 
show  themselves  competent  to  take  charge  of  them.  A course  of 
Operations  on  the  Cadaver  will  be  open  to  such  students  as  may  wish 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  same. 
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15.  Botany  and  Zoology  .—The  Course  in  Botany  is  illustrated  by  speci- 
mens, diagrams,  models,  and  tbe  microscope.  Students  have  access 
without  any  additional  fee  to  the  lectures  in  Zoology  in  the  Faculty  of 
Arts,  and  to  the  Natural  History  Museum  of  the  University  and  the- 
Museum  of  the  Natural  History  Society  of  Montreal. 

16.  Helminthology. — A course  of  six  lectures  on  the  Parasitic  Diseases 
of  Man  and  the  Domestic  Animals.  The  life  history  and  development 
of  the  Entozoa,  together  with  the  diseases  caused  by  them,  are  fully- 
considered.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  a series  of  beautiful1 
diagrams  and  by  fresh  and  prepared  specimens. 

Qualifications  for  the  Degree. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  Regulations  respecting  the' 
qualification  of  candidates  for  the  Degree  in  Medicine  : 

1st.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  and  Master 
of  Surgery  who  shall  not  either : 1st,  have  attended  lectures  for  a period  of  at 
least  four  six  months’  sessions  in  thi3  University,  or  some  other  university,, 
college,  or  school  of  medicine,  approved  of  by  this  University ; or,  2ndly,  have- 
studied  medicine  during  at  least  four  years,  and  during  that  time  have  attended 
lectures  for  a period  of  at  least  three  six  months’  sessions,  either  in  this 
University,  or  some  other  university,  college,  or  school  of  medicine  approved  of 
by  this  University. 

2nd.  Candidates  for  the  Final  examination  shall  furnish  testimonials  of 
attendance  on  the  following  branches  of  medical  education,  viz. : Anatomy, 
Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy,  Institutes  of  Medicine,  Principles 
and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children, 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Practical  Anatomy,  Clinical  Medicine,  and 
Clinical  Surgery,  of  which  two  courses  will  be  required  of  six  months’  duration  ; 
Medical  Jurisprudence,  of  which  one  course  of  six  months’  or  two  courses  of 
three  months’  will  be  required  ; Practical  Chemistry,  Botany  or  Zoology,  and 
Hygiene,  of  which  one  course  will  be  required  of  three  months’  duration  ; 
and  a course  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  demonstrations  upon  Microscopic 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Pathology.  Provided,  however,  that  testimonials 
equivalent  to,  though  not  precisely  the  same  as,  those  above  stated  may  be 
presented  and  accepted. 

3rd.  The  candidate  must  give  proof  by  ticket  of  having  attended  during 
eighteen  months  the  practice  of  the  Montreal  General  Hospital,  or  that  of  some 
other  hospital  approved  of  by  this  University,  and  have  compounded  medicines 
for  six  months. 

4th.  He  must  also  give  proof  by  ticket  of  having  attended  for  at  least  six 
months  the  practice  of  the  University  or  other  lying-in-hospital  approved  of  by 
this  University,  and  of  having  attended  at  least  six  cases  of  accouchement. 

5th.  No  one  shall  be  permitted  to  become  a candidate  for  examination  who 
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shall  not  have  attended  at  least  one  session  of  the  University,  and  one  full 
course  of  all  the  branches  included  in  its  curriculum. 

6th.  Courses  of  less  length  than  the  above  will  only  be  received  for  the  time 
over  which  they  have  extended. 

7th.  Every  candidate  for  the  degree  must,  on  or  before  the  15th  of  February, 
present  to  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  testimonials  of  his  qualifications 
entitling  him  to  an  examination,  and  must  at  the  same  time  deliver  to  the  Dean 
of  the  Faculty  the  following  certificate  :

“I,  the  undersigned,  being  desirous  of  obtaining  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  and  Master  of  Surgery,  do  hereby  declare  that  I have  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  or  (if  the  case  be  otherwise)  that  I shall  have  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  before  the  next  graduation  day,  and  that  I am  not  (or 
shall  not  be  at  that  time)  under  articles  as  a pupil  or  apprentice  to  any  physician, 
surgeon,  or  apothecary.  ” (Signed)  “A.  B.” 

8th.  The  trials  to  be  undergone  by  the  candidate  shall  be  such  as  are  referred 
to  under  Section  V. 

9th.  The  following  oath  or  affirmation  will  be  exacted  from  the  candidate 
before  receiving  his  degree  : 

“ SPONSIO  ACADEMICA. 

“In  Facilitate  Medicinae  Universitatis. 

“ Ego,  A B , Doctoratus  in  Arte  Medica  titulo  jam  donandus,  sancto 

coram  Deo  cordium  scrutatore,  spondeo  ; me  in  omnibus  grati  animi  officiis  erga 
hanc  Universitatem,  ad  extremum  vitae  halitum,  perseveraturum ; turn  porro  artem 
medicam  caute,  caste,  et  probe  exercitaturum  ; et,  quoad  in  me  est,  omnia  ad 
segrotorum  corporum  salutem  conducentia,  oum  fide  procuraturum  ; quse  denique, 
inter  medendum,  visa  vel  audita  silere  conveniat,  non  sine  gravi  causa  vulga- 
turum.  Ita  praesens  mihi  spondenti  adsit  Numen.” 

10th.  The  fee  for  the  degree  of  Dootor  of  Medicine  and  Master  of  Surgery 
shall  be  twenty  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  successful  candidate  immediately  after 
examination,  together  with  a registration  fee  of  one  dollar. 

11th.  The  money  arising  from  the  fees  of  graduation,  as  well  as  those  of 
enregistration,  shall  be  applied  to  the  enlargement  of  the  Medical  Library  and 
Museum,  and  to  defraying  their  expenses. 

Examinations. 

In  each  class  a weekly  examination  is  held  to  test  the  progress  of  the 
student,  and,  in  addition,  two  or  three  written  examinations  are  given 
throughout  the  session.  The  examinations  at  the  close  of  each  session 
are  arranged  as  follows : 

lsf  Year — Sessional  Examination.  — Anatomy:  Bones,  Ligaments, 
Muscles,  Yiscera.  Physiology:  The  Tissues, Blood,  Circulation,  Respi- 
ration, Digestion.  Chemistry : Chemical  Physics — Molecular  Forces, 
Heat,  Light,  Electricity,  and  Magnetism ; Chemical  Philosophy — Laws 
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of  Combination,  Nomenclature,  Symbolic  Notation,  Classification  of 
Elements.  Materia  Medica:  Preparation,  Characters,  and  Adultera- 
tion of  Medicines.  Practical  Anatomy:  Bones,  Ligaments,  Muscles, 
Yiscera.  Botany. 

2nd  Year  — Primary,  Pass  Examination.  — Anatomy,  Practical 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Practical  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica. 

3rd  Year — Sessional  Examination.  — Medical  Jurisprudence,  with 
Toxicology;  Hygiene;*  Medicine — Classification  of  Diseases,  Patho- 
logy of  Zymotic  Diseases,  Continued,  Periodical,  and  Eruptive  Fevers, 
Constitutional  Diseases,  Diseases  of  Kidney  ; Surgery  — Surgical 
Pathology,  Wounds,  Fractures,  Dislocations;  Midwifery — Organs  of 
generation  of  the  female,  and  changes  in  them  which  result  from  con- 
ception, Signs  of  Pregnancy,  Diseases  of  Pz-egnancy,  Pelvis  and  its 
deformities,  Mechanism  of  Labour. 

4 th  Year — Final  Pass  Examination. — Medicine,  Surgeiy,  Midwifery, 
Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Medical  Anatomy,  Surgical 
Anatomy. 

By  means  of  the  above  arrangement  a certain  definite  amount  of 
work  must  be  accomplished  in  each  year.  An  eqzzitable  division  is  made 
between  the  Primary  and  Final  branches. 

It  was  not  thought  advisable  that  students  should  pass  finally  on 
important  subjects  of  the  Primary  branches  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year,  hence  the  second  year  examination  embraces  the  whole  range 
of  the  Pz-imary  subjects;  and  the  same  holds  good  for  the  Final 
branches  in  the  third  and  fourth  year,  with  the  exception  of  Medical 
Jurisprudence  and  Hygiene,  which  may  be  finally  passed  at  the  end 
of  the  third  year. 

The  Sessional  Examinations  at  the  close  of  the  first  and  third 
years  ai’e  compulsory  upon  all  students,  and  they  will  be  rated 
according  to  merit. 

With  regard  to  the  Primary  examination  at  the  end  of  the  second 
year,  it  remains  optional  with  the  student  whether  he  passes  in  all  the 
branches  or  leaves  two  for  the  third  year.  In  any  case,  Chemistry  and 
one  other  must  be  taken  at  the  close  of  the  second  year. 

Scholarships,  Medals,  and  Prizes.  — 1.  The  Holmes  Gold  Medal, 
awarded  to  the  student  of  the  graduating  class  who  l’eceives  the 
highest  aggregate  number  of  marks  for  the  best  examinations,  written 
and  oral,  in  both  Primary  and  Final  branches.  2.  A pi-ize  in  books 
awarded  for  the  best  examination,  written  and  oral,  in  the  Final 
branches.  The  gold  medallist  is  not  permitted  to  compete  for  this 
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prize.  3.  A prize  in  hooks  awarded  for  the  best  examination,  written 
and  oral,  in  tbe  Primary  branches.  4.  The  Sutherland  Gold  Medal, 
awarded  for  tbe  best  examination  in  Theoretical  and  Practical 
Chemistry,  together  with  creditable  examination  in  the  Primary 
branches.  5.  A scholarship  of  the  value  of  100  dols.,  presented  by 
Mr.  David  Morrice,  tenable  for  one  year,  given  to  the  student  who 
passes  the  best  theoretical  and  practical  examination  in  the  Institutes 
of  Medicine.  A prize  in  hooks  for  the  best  examination  in  Practical 
Anatomy.  A prize  in  hooks  for  the  best  examination  in  Botany.  A 
money  prize  of  25  dols.  for  the  best  collection  of  Plants.  Candidates 
must  be  students  in  Botany  of  the  previous  session,  and  the  collections 
or  duplicates  of  them  must  remain  in  the  College  Museum. 

Fees. — Distributed  according  to  years,  the  class  fees  are  as  follows : 
First  Year — Anatomy,  12  dols.;  Institutes  of  Medicine  (Physiology 
and  Pathology,  including  demonstrations),  16  dols. ; Materia  Medica, 
12  dols. ; Chemistry,  12  dols. ; Botany,  5 dols. ; Practical  Anatomy,  10 
dols. ; dissecting  material,  5 dols. ; enregistration,  4 dols. ; total,  76 
dols.  Second  Year — The  same,  without  Botany,  but  with  Hygiene,  6 
dols. ; and  Practical  Chemistry,  12  dols. ; total,  89  dols.  Third  Year — 
Medicine,  12  dols. ; Clinical  Medicine,  12  dols. ; Surgery,  12  dols. ; 
Clinical  Surgery,  12  dols.;  Midwifery,  12  dols.;  Medical  Jurisprudence, 
10  dols.;  enregistration,  4 dols.;  total,  74  dols.  Fourth  Year — The 
same,  with  the  omission  of  Jurisprudence ; total,  64  dols.  Hospital 
Fees — Montreal  General  Hospital,  perpetual  ticket,  20  dols. ; University 
Dispensary,  5 dols.;  University  Lying-in  Hospital  8 dols.;  total,  33 
dols.  Graduation  fee,  21  dols. ; Matriculation  fee,  payable  only  if  the 
student  takes  the  University  Matriculation,  5 dols.  Total  Collegiate 
and  Hospital  expenses,  spread  over  four  years,  about  375  dols. 

First  year  students  are  advised  to  take  out  the  hospital  ticket,  and 
attend  the  out-door  practice.  It  is  to  be  understood  that  a student 
wishing  to  take  any  other  class  than  those  of  his  year  can  do  so  on 
payment  of  the  class  fee.  Fees  are  payable  in  advance.

Museum. — Most  of  the  usual  pathological  specimens  are  collected 
here,  obtained  from  hospital  and  private  practice.  They  are  largely 
used  in  illustrating  the  lectures  on  Medicine  and  Surgery.  There  are 
also  wax  and  papier-mache  models.  Graduates  of  the  University  are 
invited  to  contribute  specimens. 

Library. — This  comprises  between  six  and  seven  thousand  volumes, 
including  all  the  standard  text-books  and  works  of  reference,  together 
with  complete  files  of  the  leading  periodicals.  Students  may  obtain 
books  on  making  a deposit  of  4 dols.,  which  is  refunded  on  returning 
the  volumes. 

McGill  Medical  Society. — This  society,  composed  of  registered  stu- 
dents of  the  Faculty,  meets  once  a week  during  the  summer  session, 
and  fortnightly  during  the  winter,  for  the  reading  of  papers  and  the 
discussion  of  medical  subjects.  It  is  presided  over  by  a physician 
chosen  by  the  members.  A reading  room  has  been  established  in  con- 
nection with  the  society,  in  which  the  leading  English  and  American 
medical  journals  are  on  file. 

Cost  of  Living,  &c. — This  will,  of  course,  vary  with  the  tastes  and 
habits  of  the  student,  but  the  necessary  expenses  need  not  exceed 
those  in  smaller  towns.  Good  board  may  be  obtained  from  14  dols.  to 
20  dols.  per  month.  A list  of  boarding-houses  is  prepared  annually  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  University,  and  may  be  procured  from  the  Janitor 
at  the  Medical  College. 

Hospitals. 

Montreal  General  Hospital. — The  Montreal  General  Hospital  affords 
ample  means  for  the  instruction  of  students  in  Clinical  Medicine  and 
Surgery.  The  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  by  patients  averages 
from  140  to  150,  and  during  epidemic  visitations  has  reached  a much 
higher  number.  The  governors  have  also  erected  a hospital  for 
children,  contiguous  to  the  Reid  Wing  of  the  present  building.  The 
students  have  thus  an  opportunity  of  becoming  familiar  with  nearly  all 
the  diseases  of  suffering  humanity,  and  with  the  peculiarities  imparted 
to  them  by  infancy,  adolescence,  maturity,  and  declining  age.  The 
large  number  of  out-door  patients  that  are  treated  in  the  hospital, 
averaging  from  sixty  to  seventy  daily,  supply  illustrations  of  most  of 
the  diseases  of  infants  and  children,  of  very  many  of  the  eye  and  skin, 
and  of  those  chronic  and  ill-defined  ailments  which,  as  they  do  not 
require  admission  to  the  wards  of  a hospital,  would  not  otherwise  come 
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under  the  observation  of  the  student.  The  large  number  of  patients 
affected  with  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  now  attending  the  out-door 
department,  will  afford  students  ample  opportunity  to  become  familiar 
with  all  the  ordinai’y  affections  of  those  organs,  and  to  make  them- 
selves proficient  in  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  every  student  will  thus  seek  to  gain  a practical  knowledge  of 
this  important  branch  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  Operations  are 
performed  on  the  eye,  after  the  out-door  patients  have  been  seen,  and 
students  are  invited  to  attend  the  same,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  to 
keep  such  cases  under  observation  so  long  as  they  remain  in  the 
hospital.  The  shipping  contributes  many  examples  of  accidents  and 
surgical  cases.  Clinical  clerics  to  both  medical  and  surgical  wards  are 
appointed  every  three  months,  and  each  one  during  his  term  of  service 
conducts,  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Clinical  Professors,  the 
reporting  of  all  cases  in  the  ward  allotted  him.  The  holding  of  one  of 
these  offices  is  found  to  he  of  the  greatest  possible  advantage  to 
students,  as  affording  a true  practical  training  for  his  future  profes- 
sional life.  They  will  be  awarded  on  application  at  the  end  of  each 
session  to  final  students  of  that  year,  in  order  of  their  standing  in  the 
primary  examination.  Dressers  are  also  appointed  to  the  surgical 
wards  and  to  the  out-door  department.  Por  these  appointments  appli- 
cation is  to  be  made  to  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery,  and  to  the 
out-door  attending  Physicians.  The  operating  room  (used  also  for  a 
lecture  room)  is  so  constructed  as  to  enable  the  students  to  obtain  a 
good  view  of  the  operations. 

Montreal  Dispensary,  St.  Antoine-street.  — About  10,000  patients 
yearly  are  treated  at  this  mstitution.  The  cases  are  of  great  variety, 
comprising  a large  number  of  pulmonary  affections  and  children’s 
diseases.  Minor  operations  are  of  daily  occurrence,  and  excellent 
practice  is  afforded  in  the  application  of  splints  and  bandages.  The 
attending  physicians  furnish  students  with  all  possible  facilities.  The 
hours  of  attendance  are  from  12  till  2 daily. 

University  Lying-In  Hospital. — This  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  of  Midwifery.  Students  who  have  already  attended  one 
course  of  his  lectures  are  furnished  with  cases  in  rotation ; they  are 
advised  to  attend  this  institution  as  much  as  possible  during  the 
summer,  when,  since  there  are  as  many  patients  and  not  so  many  pupils 
as  in  winter,  a larger  proportion  of  cases  falls  to  the  share  of  each. 
The  assistant  to  the  Professor  of  Midwifery  attends  each  case,  and 
gives  instruction  to  the  students  in  the  methods  of  examination  and 
the  diagnosis  of  presentations. 

University  Dispensary. — This  dispensary  was  established  two  years 
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ago  for  special  clinical  instruction  in  diseases  of  women ; tliis  year 
special  clinics  liave  been  established  at  the  same  place  for  diseases  of 
children,  and  for  diseases  of  the  skin.  Diseases  of  Women : The  diffi- 
culty of  affording  to  senior  students  practical  instruction  in  gynaecology 
is  felt  in  most  schools,  as  women  will  not  present  themselves  for 
examination  before  a large  class  of  men.  The  plan  followed  for  the 
past  two  years  with  marked  success  has  been  the  limitation  of  the 
number  of  students  to  two  or  three,  in  rotation,  who  assist  at  the 
examinations,  and  receive  instruction  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  uterine  diseases  and  the  use  of  gynaecological  instruments.  The 
attendance  is  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Saturdays,  from  1 till  4 p.m. 
Diseases  of  Children : The  clinic  is  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and 
Saturdays,  at  11  a.m.,  when  the  patients  are  seen  and  instruction  given 
on  the  cases.  Diseases  of  the  Shin  : The  surgeon  in  charge  will  attend 
every  Monday  and  Friday  at  2 p.m.  Arrangements  will  be  made  whereby 
a limited  number  of  students  can  be  present  on  each  occasion.  The 
department  will  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Professor  of 
Clinical  Surgery. 

University  of  Toronto. 

Degree  of  M.B. — Candidates  must  pass  the  Matriculation  examina- 
tion, unless  they  possess  a home  or  colonial  degree,  or  have  already 
matriculated  at  the  University  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  or  of  Law.  The 
minimum  limit  of  age  for  matriculation  is  sixteen  years.  The  fee 
for  the  examination  is  5 dols.  The  subjects  are:  Three  out  of  the 
four  languages — Latin,  Greek,  French,  German;  Latin  is  compulsory. 
In  Greek  and  Latin  passages  are  set  from  selected  authors  for  transla- 
tion into  English,  and  papers  in  English  for  translation  into  Latin, 
In  French  and  German  passages  are  set  for  translation  into  English, 
and  questions  on  grammar  are  also  given.  The  remaining  subjects  are : 
Mathematics,  Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  the  end  of  quadratics,  and  Euclid, 
i.,  in.,  iii. ; English  Grammar,  Composition  and  Dictation,  English 
History,  Geography  of  America  and  Europe. 

Fee.  — For  each  professional  examination,  2 dols.  Each  under- 
graduate, at  the  end  of  each  of  the  four  years  of  his  course,  is  required 
to  present  himself  at  the  annual  examination  of  that  particular  year. 

Synopsis  of  the  Curriculv/m. — First  Year  : Lectures — Anatomy,  one 
hundred;  Physiology,  sixty ; Inorganic  Chemistry,  sixty;  Natural  Philo- 
sophy , twenty ; Botany,  thirty ; Zoology,  thirty.  Practical  instruction 
in  Anatomy,  six  months.  Second  Year  : Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia 
Medica,  Therapeutics,  each  a course  of  100  lectures ; Organic  Chemistry, 
forty  lectures ; Practical  instruction  in  Anatomy,  six  months ; His-

tology,  three  months ; Physiological  Chemistry,  three  months;  Prac- 
tical Pharmacy ; Dissection  of  the  whole  human  body.  Third  Year : 
Practice  of  Medicine,  Practice  of  Surgery,  and  Obstetrics,  100  lectures 
each  subject ; Clinical  Surgery,  Medicine,  and  General  Pathology,  fifty 
lectures  each  subject ; Dissection  of  human  body  a second  time ; Patho- 
logical Histology,  three  months.  Fowrth  Yecw : Clinical  Medicine  and 
Surgery,  Forensic  Medicine,  fifty  lectures  each  subject ; Hygiene, 
twenty-five;  Medical  Psychology,  twelve;  Practical  Chemistry  in  its 
relation  to  Hygiene  and  Forensic  Medicine;  six  clinics  in  a public 
lunatic  asylum;  Attendance  on  six  labours;  Vaccination;  attendance 
for  eighteen  months  in  the  wards  of  a public  hospital  having  not  less 
than  100  beds ; attendance  for  six  months  on  the  out-practice  of  a 
hospital  dispensary  or  registered  practitioner ; attendance  on  twelve 
autopsies. 

Degree  Fees. — M.B.,  6 dols.;  M.D.,  8 dols.  A graduate  of  any  United 
Kingdom  university  may  be  admitted  ad  eundern  gradvm  on  payment 
of  10  dols. 

Scholarships. — The  following  are  annually  offered  for  competition : 
At  Matriculation,  one  of  100  dots,  and  one  of  50  dols. ; at  First  Profes- 
sional, one  of  120  dols.  and  one  of  80  dols.;  at  Second  Professional,  one 
of  120  dols.  and  one  of  80  dols. ; at  Third  Professional,  one  of  120  dols- 
and  one  of  80  dols.  Medals  and  prizes  are  also  offered  for  competition- 
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Hospital  Practice. 

Montreal  is  particularly  rich  in  the  facilities  which  it  affords  for 
hospital  practice;  the  large  number  of  factories  and  the  enormous 
shipping  furnishing  a constant  and  varied  supply  of  surgical  cases. 

The  Montreal  General  Hospital  (150  beds)  is  situated  within  a few 
minutes’  walk  of  the  college,  and  is  visited  daily  by  four  physicians 
besides  an  ophthalmic  surgeon.  It  affords  equal  advantages  to  students 
of  all  medical  colleges  for  obtaining  a practical  knowledge  of  every 
department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  A new  wing  lately  added  to  the 
institution,  used  as  a Children's  Hospital,  will  greatly  assist  students 
in  the  study  of  diseases  of  children.  A special  department  for  the 
treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  the  car,  under  the  care  of  a 
surgeon  specially  appointed  for  these  diseases,  will  give  students 
facilities  for  their  study.  The  large  number  of  out-patients  enables 
the  physicians  in  attendance  to  impart  instruction  by  selecting  cases 
presenting  variety  of  symptoms  and  points  of  comparison  and  con- 
trast. Practice  can  be  obtained  in  auscultation,  the  use  of  the  laryn- 
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goscope,  the  ophthalmoscope,  and  other  means  of  physical  diagnosis. 
Abundant  opportunities  are  furnished  for  the  study  of  diseases  of 
women.  Clinical  instruction  is  given  daily,  and  all  operations  per- 
formed in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

The  Montreal  Dispensary,  with  a staff  of  eight  physicians  and  an 
oculist,  has  an  average  daily  attendance  of  about  forty-five  patients. 
Being  in  close  proximity  to  the  manufacturing  district  of  the  city,  it 
has  a large  number  of  minor  accidents  brought  to  it  for  attention,  thus 
giving  excellent  opportunity  for  the  practice  of  minor  surgery  such  as 
dressing  wounds,  bandaging,  strapping,  application  of  splints,  &c. 
The  student  will  have  every  facility  afforded  him  for  acquiring  prac- 
tical knowledge,  by  auscultation  and  percussion,  of  diseases  of  the 
-chest,  which  form  a large  proportion  of  the  cases  seen  here.  A very 
large  number  of  cases  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  are  treated  at 
this  institution,  and  students  will  be  practically  taught  the  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope.  Clinical  instruction  will  be  given  by  several  of  the 
attending  physicians  on  the  more  important  cases  which  may  present 
themselves. 

In  Practical  Pharmacy  the  student  has  great  advantages ; the  dis- 
pensing is  done  entirely  by  students  in  attendance,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  attending  physicians.  Many  useful  and  practical  hints 
in  the  compounding  of  drugs,  as  well  as  their  doses,  are  thereby 
acquired. 

The  Women’s  Hospital  (30  beds)  is  under  the  control  of  the  Faculty 
•of  Medicine  of  this  University,  and  offers  greater  facilities  to  the 
students  of  this  College  who  may  wish  to  attend  cases  of  accouchement 
than  can  be  offered  by  any  other  medical  school  in  Canada.  This 
hospital  is  divided  into  two  distinct  departments  : a lying-in  depart- 
ment directly  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Professor  of  Midwifery, 
and  a gynaecological  department  for  the  treatment  of  diseases  peculiar 
to  women.  This  latter  is  attended  daily  by  two  members  of  the  staff. 
There  is  also  a daily  clinic,  at  noon,  of  diseases  peculiar  to  women, 
which  furnishes  advantages  to  students  desirous  of  successfully 
studying  uterine  and  other  diseases  peculiar  to  females. 

The  Hotel  Dieu  and  St.  Patrick’s  Hospital  (175  beds)  are  within  easy 
access  from  the  College.  They  are  visited  daily  at  noon,  and  allow 
equal  privileges  to  all  students.  A large  amount  of  surgery  is  to  be 
seen  at  this  hospital. 

Preliminary  Examinations. — According  to  the  Medical  Act  of  1879, 
in  order  to  register  a diploma  in  medicine  in  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a license,  it  is  necessary  that  all  students 
commencing  the  study  of  medicine  after  that  date,  before  doing  so. 
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should  pass  a preliminary  examination  before  the  examiners  appointed 
by  the  Board,  or  produce  a certificate  of  having  passed  an  equivalent 
preliminary  examination  before  a college  or  licensing  hoard  recognised 
by  the  “ Provincial  Medical  Board.”  It  is  also  absolutely  necessary 
that  the  student  attend  college  during  three  full  six  months’  sessions, 
and  of  these  he  is  obliged  to  attend  one  session  during  the  first  year 
succeeding  his  obtaining  the  certificate  of  qualification  to  study; 
further,  before  obtaining  his  diploma  he  must  have  been  engaged  in  the 
study  of  medicine  during  a period  of  not  less  than  four  years,  that  is 
to  say,  every  student  who  begins  the  study  of  medicine  after  1879  must 
spend  six  months  at  some  recognised  medical  college  during  his  first 
year — one  year  of  the  following  three  years  may  he  spent  in  studying 
with  a medical  practitioner,  the  other  two  (i.e.,  three  years  in  all)  he 
must  study  at  college. 

Students  intending  to  practice  in  Ontario  are  required  by  the  Medical 
Council  of  that  province  to  pass  their  preliminary  examination  there 
before  commencing  the  study  of  medicine.  Students  who  have  passed 
the  necessary  preliminary  examination  recognised  by  the  Ontario 
Medical  Council  will  not  be  required  to  pass  a further  preliminary 
examination  in  this  University. 

Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  importance  of  passing  the 
Matriculation  examination  in  the  spring,  as  four  full  years  of  pro- 
fessional study  is  required  from  the  date  of  matriculation  before  a 
provincial  license  is  granted  either  in  Ontario  or  Quebec. 

Suggestions  to  Students. — Although  out  of  the  four  years’  study  only 
three  sessions  are  required  to  be  spent  at  college,  it  is  advisable  that 
the  entire  period  of  four  years  be  devoted  to  attendance  on  lectures 
during  session,  in  which  case  the  student  is  recommended  to  attend  as 
follows  (paying  special  attention  to  Practical  Anatomy  during  the  first 
two  years) : First  Year— Botany,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry, 
Practical  Anatomy,  Hospital  Practice.  Second  Year — Anatomy, 
Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Chemistry,  Practical  Chemistry, 
Surgery,  Midwifery,  Dissection,  Hospital  Practice,  and  Clinical  Sur- 
gery. Third  Year — Anatomy,  Physiology,  Hygiene,  Medicine,  Practical 
Histology,  Dissection,  Hospital  Practice,  and  Clinical  Medicine.  Fourth 
Year — Medicine,  Surgery,  Pathology,  Midwifery,  Materia  Medica  and 
Therapeutics,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Hospital  Practice,  and  Clinical 
Lectures. 

Three  Years’  Course. — Should  a student  contemplate  spending  but 
three  sessions  at  college,  he  is  recommended  to  take  the  classes  in  the 
following  order:  First  Session  — Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry, 
Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Botany  and  Zoology,  Midwifery, 
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Surgery,  Dissections,  Hospital  Practice.  Second  Session — Anatomy, 
Physiology,  Chemistry,  Medicine,  Hygiene,  Practical  Chemistry,  Dis- 
sections,^Hospital  Practice,  Clinical  Lectures.  Third  Session— Medi- 
cme,  Surgery,  Pathology,  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  A V o men , Mriteria 
Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Hospital  Practice, 
and  Clinical  Lectures. 

Students  who  can  attend  the  pre-sessional  course  are  strongly  advised 
to  do  so.  They  will  then  have  imparted  to  them  much  extremely 
useful  information  on  subjects  that  cannot  be  taken  up  during  the 
more  important  winter  session.  This  course  is  entirely  optional. 

A n annus  medicus,  or  medical  session,  is  constituted  by  at  least  two 
full  courses  of  120  lectures  each,  or  by  one  such  course,  and  two  courses 
of  60  lectures  each,  with  previous  registration. 

Students  are  required  to  register  their  names  at  the  commence- 
ment of  each  session.  The  registration  book  of  the  College  will  be 
closed  on  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

Students  of  this  University  who  do  not  reside  in  the  city,  on  applica- 
tion to  the  Registrar,  will  be  furnished  with  certificates,  which,  through 
the  kindness  of  the  railway  authorities,  will  entitle  them  to  return 
tickets  from  Montreal  at  greatly  reduced  rates. 

Subjects  of  the  Preliminary  Examination. — The  subjects  of  examina- 
tion are : Compulsory — English,  French,  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Algebra, 
Euclid,  History,  Geography,  Belles  Lettres  ; Optional — Candidates  can 
select  any  one  of  the  following — Greek,  Natural  and  Moral  Philosophy. 
Preliminary  examinations  held  at  Montreal  in  the  month  of  May,  and 
at  Quebec  in  September.  Fee  for  this  examination,  10  dols.  Should 
the  candidate  be  unsuccessful,  one  half  the  fee  will  be  returned. 
Students  who  do  not  desire  the  license  of  either  the  Quebec  or  Ontario 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  will  be  examined  by  this  University 
on  the  above  subjects.  Fee,  4 dols. 

Professional  Examinations. — Each  candidate  is  examined  both  in 
writing  and  viva  voce.  The  Primary  subjects  are  Botany,*  Chemistry, 
Practical  Chemistry,  Anatomy  (Descriptive  and  Practical),  Physiology 
and  Hygiene.  The  subjects  of  the  Pinal  examination  are — Practice  of 
Medicine,  Surgery,  Pathology,  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and 
Children,  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence. 
(This  latter  may  be  passed  at  the  end  of  the  third  session.)  Students 
are  at  liberty  to  present  themselves  for  examination  on  botany  at  the 
end  of  their  first  session.  Students  who  have  attended  two  complete 
courses  of  chemistry,  and  have  passed  their  examination  on  botany, 


* A graduate  in  Arts  is  not  required  to  pass  the  examination  in  Botany. 
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may  be  admitted  to  examination  on  chemistry  and  practical 
chemistry  at  the  end  of  their  second  year.  Students  who  have  passed 
their  examination  on  chemistry  may  be  admitted  to  the  examinations 
on  anatomy,  physiology,  and  hygiene  at  the  end  of  their  third  year. 

Prizes. — The  Wood  Gold  Medal  for  the  highest  number  of  marks  at 
the  Final  examination.  The  Robert  Nelson  Gold  Medal,  value  60  dols., 
for  surgery.  The  David  Scholarship  consists  of  one  full  course  of  the 
final  branches  delivered  at  the  College,  and  is  awarded  to  the  student 
who  obtains  the  highest  number  of  marks  in  the  Primary  examina- 
tions. Prizes  in  Boohs  and  Certificates  of  Honour  are  also  awarded. 

Fees. — Special  arrangements  may  be  made.  Apply  to  the  Registrar. 

STATUTES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  BISHOP’S  COLLEGE,  RELATIVE  TO  THE 
GRADUATION  IN  MEDICINE  AND  SURGERY. 

I.  The  medical  degrees  of  this  University  are — Master  of  Surgery  (C.M.)  and 
Doctor  in  Medicine  (M.D.).  The  degree  of  Master  of  Surgery  is  not  conferred 
on  any  person  who  does  not  also  at  the  same  time  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor 
in  Medicine. 

II.  The  preliminary  examinations  shall  be  upon  the  following  branches  of 
extra  medical  education,  viz.,  English,  French,  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Algebra, 
Geometry,  History,  Belle-Letters,  and  one  of  the  following  optional  subjects — 
Greek,  Natural  and  Moral  Philosophy,  which  examination  each  student  will  have 
to  undergo  prior  to  the  commencement  of  his  medical  studies. 

III.  No  one  can  be  admitted  for  examination  for  the  degrees  of  Master  of 
Surgery  and  Doctor  in  Medicine  who  has  not  been  engaged  in  medical  and 
surgical  study  for  four  years  ; but  a certificate  of  having  studied  one  full  year 
with  a duly  licensed  practitioner  will  reduce  the  period  of  study  at  the 
University  to  three  sessions. 

IY.  At  the  commencement  of  every  session  each  student  must  enrol  his  name 
and  residence  in  the  register  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  and  obtain  from  the 
Registrar  a ticket  of  Matriculation. 

Y.  The  Matriculation  Books  of  the  Registrar  shall  be  closed  on  the  1st  day 
of  December  in  each  year. 

YI.  No  student  can  obtain  his  ticket  from  any  of  the  professors  without 
having  previously  obtained  his  Matriculation  ticket. 

VII.  Every  candidate  for  graduation  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  must  give 
sufficient  evidence,  by  certificates — 

1.  That  he  has  attended  two  six  months’  courses  of  lectures  on  each  of  the 
following  departments  of  Medical  science  : General  or  Descriptive  Anatomy, 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Midwifery 
and  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and 
General  Therapeutics,  and  the  Institutes  of  Medicine,  or  Physiology  and  General 
Pathology. 

2.  That  he  has  attended  one  six  months’  course  or  two  three  months’  courses 
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of  Medical  Jurisprudence,  one  six  months’  course  of  Pathology,  one  three 
months’  course  each  of  Botany,  of  Hygiene,  and  also  of  Practical  Chemistry  and 
Microscopy,  and  also  a course  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  demonstrations  upon 
Microscopic  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Pathology. 

3.  That  he  has  attended  not  less  than  two  six  months’  courses  of  Clinical 

Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery. 

4.  That  he  has  attended  two  six  months’  courses  of  Practical  Anatomy. 

5.  That  he  has  attended  for  at  least  eighteen  months,  or  three  periods  of  six 
months  each,  the  medical  and  surgical  practice  of  a hospital  in  which  are 
contained  not  less  than  fifty  beds  under  the  charge  of  not  less  than  two 
physicians  or  surgeons,  and  that  he  has  been  engaged  for  at  least  six  months 
in  compounding  medicines  at  a hospital,  a dispensary,  or  with  a duly  licensed 
practitioner. 

6.  That  he  has  attended  at  least  six  cases  of  midwifery,  either  in  a lying-in 
hospital,  or  in  a private  practice  under  the  supervision  of  a regular  medical 
practitioner. 

VIII.  Out  of  the  four  years  of  medical  and  surgical  study  required  by  Clause 
III.  one  full  course  on  each  branch  mentioned  in  Sections  1 and  2,  Clause  VTI., 
must  be  attended  in  this  University. 

IX.  Courses  of  less  length  than  the  above  (Clause  VII.)  will  only  be  received 
for  the  time  over  which  they  have  extended. 

X.  Every  candidate  for  the  Degree  must,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  March, 
deliver  to  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty — 

1.  A declaration,  in  his  own  handwriting,  that  he  has  completed  his  twenty- 
first  year  of  age  (or  that  he  will  have  done  so  before  the  day  of  graduation). 

2.  A statement  of  his  studies,  accompanied  with  proper  certificates. 

XI.  Every  candidate  shall  be  examined  both  in  writing  and  viva  voce.  The 
examinations  are  divided  into  Primary  and  Final. 

a.  The  Primary,  comprehending  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Hygiene,  Materia 
Medica,  Chemistry,  Practical  Chemistry,  and  Botany  or  Zoology. 

b.  The  Final — Practice  of  Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Clinical 
Surgery,  Midwifery  and  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Medical  Juris- 
prudence, and  Pathology. 

XII.  Candidates  may,  if  they  choose,  be  admitted  to  examination  on  the 
Primary  branches  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  of  their  study.  The  Final 
examination  shall  not  take  place  until  the  candidate  has  completed  his  fourth 
year  of  study. 

Regulations. 

1st.  The  session  of  each  year  will  commence  on  the  1st  of  October,  pro- 
vided that  day  does  not  fall  on  Sunday,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a vacation 
at  Christmas,  will  continue  to  the  end  of  March. 

2nd.  Each  professor  shall  deliver  one  hundred  and  twenty  lectures,  except 
those  of  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Pathology,  Hygiene,  and  Practical 
Chemistry,  of  which  only  two  lectures  a week  will  be  required ; Botany,  of 
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which  three  lectures  a week  will  be  required;  Medical  Jurisprudence,  if 
extending  through  six  months,  three  lectures  a week. 

3rd.  Each  lecture  shall  be  of  one  hour’s  duration. 

4th.  Written  or  oral  examinations  shall  be  held  by  each  professor  once  a 
week  upon  the  subjects  treated  of  in  his  preceding  lectures,  and  every  such 
examination  shall  be  considered  a leoture. 

5th.  Each  professor  shall,  at  intervals,  call  a roll  of  the  names  of  the  students 
attending  his  class. 

6th.  Tickets  which  have  not  a certificate  of  regular  attendance  shall  be 
rejected  when  presented  as  testimonials,  previous  to  examination,  unless  the 
omission  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for. 

Fees. 

1.  The  fee  for  the  classes  of  Pathology,  Hygiene,  Botany,  and  Practical 
Anatomy  shall  be  6 dols.  ; Practical  Histology,  16  dols. ; and  that  of  all  other 
classes  12  dols.,  except  Medical  Jurisprudence,  which  is  10  dols.  each.  The 
annual  fee  for  matriculation  will  be  2 dols. 

2.  Any  student  having  paid  the  fees,  and  attended  two  courses  of  lectures  in 
any  class,  shall  be  entitled  to  a perpetual  ticket  for  the  same. 

3.  The  fee  for  the  degree  of  Master  in  Surgery  and  Doctor  of  Medicine  shall 
be  20  dols.,  to  be  paid  by  successful  candidates,  together  with  the  registration 
fee  of  1 dol. 

4.  All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance.

College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Province  of 

Quebec. 

Preliminary  Examination. — Obligatory  : Latin  — Caesar’s  Commen- 
taries, hooks  ii.  and  iii.,  Virgil’s  iEneid,  hooks  i.  and  ii. ; English — 
Goldsmith’s  Vicar  of  Wakefield,  Shakespeare’s  Hamlet;  French — 
Fenelon’s  Aventures  de  Telemaque,  Corneille’s  Polyeucte,  and  Moliere’s 
Misanthrope ; Belles  Lettres — a knowledge  of  the  literature  of  the  age 
of  Pericles  in  Greece,  Augustus  in  Rome,  Elizabeth  in  England,  and 
Louis  XIV.  in  France ; History  and  Geography — outlines  of  both 
subjects,  with  a more  particular  knowledge  of  England,  France,  and 
the  Dominion  of  Canada ; Arithmetic — must  include  vulgar  and 
decimal  fractions,  simple  and  compound  proportion,  simple  and  com- 
pound interest  and  percentages ; Algebra — must  include  fractions, 
simple  expansions,  and  simultaneous  equations  of  the  first  degree ; 
Geometry — Euclid’s  Geometry,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  or  the  portion  of  plane 
geometry  covered  by  these  books.  Optional : Greek — Xenophon’s 

Anabasis,  book  i.,  Homer’s  Iliad,  book  i.;  Natural  Philosophy — outlines 
of  the  subject,  as  in  Loomis  “Natural  Philosophy;”  Moral  Philosophy 
— outlines,  as  in  Stewart’s  “ Outlines  of  Moral  Philosophy.” 

A sound  knowledge  of  the  grammar  of  each  of  the  above  languages 
will  be  required.  Failure  in  Latin  or  in  arithmetic,  or  in  the  mother 
tongue,  may  involve  rejection  of  the  candidate.  French-speaking  can- 
didates may  omit  Shakespeare,  but  will  be  expected  to  translate  into 
French  passages  from  the  first  half  of  “ The  Vicar  of  Wakefield,”  and 
answer  questions  of  grammar  and  parsing.  They  will  be  required  to 
have  a critical  knowledge  of  the  “ Polyeucte  ” and  the  “ Misanthrope.” 
Similarly,  English-speaking  candidates  may  omit  Corneille  and  Moliere, 
but  will  be  expected  to  translate  into  English  passages  from  the  first 
half  of  “ Telemaque,”  and  answer  questions  of  grammar  and  parsing. 
They  will  be  required  to  have  a critical  knowledge  of  the  play  of 
“ Hamlet.”  The  plays  or  pieces  selected  from  the  English  and  French 
authors  will  be  changed  yearly,  except  “ Telemachus  ” and  “ The  Vicar 
of  Wakefield.”  Bad  writing  will  be  visited  with  a deduction  of  5 per 
cent,  from  the  marks  gained.  Any  candidate  detected  in  copying  or  in 
conniving  at  another  copying  from  him,  or  in  using  books  or  notes,  will 
be  immediately  dismissed  from  the  room. 
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Halifax  Medical  College. 

This  body  is  in  affiliation  with  Halifax  University.  It  is  empowered 
to  grant  medical  degrees.  Candidates  are  compelled  to  undergo  a four 
years’  curriculum.  One  session  at  least  must  be  passed  at  the  College. 

The  subjects  of  instruction  comprise  : Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics, 
Chemistry,  Physiology,  Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  Forensic  Medicine, 
Botany,  and  Practical  Pharmacy.  Every  student,  before  commencing 
his  curriculum,  must  pass  a matriculation  examination  in  the  following 
subjects : English,  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  simple  equations 
inclusive,  Euclid  books  i.  and  ii.,  and  one  of  the  following : English 
History  and  Geography,  French,  German,  Greek,  Natural  Philosophy, 
History  of  Nova  Scotia,  History  of  Canada. 

The  Latin  and  Greek  works  are  named  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year.  The  professional  examinations  are  two  in  number.  The  first  is 
on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Chemistry,  and  Botany 
or  Zoology.  The  second  is  on  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  and 
Forensic  Medicine. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  in  Pharmacy  must  have  attended 
lectures  on  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Pharmacy,  Botany,  and  Micro- 
scopy. The  two  last-named  subjects  may  consist  of  one  three  months’ 
course,  the  remaining  subjects  of  two  three  months’  courses.  The 
candidate  must  also  have  had  one  year’s  practice  in  Dispensing  Medi- 
cines. In  place  of  these  qualifications  four  years’  experience  in  a 
druggist’s  shop  will  be  accepted. 

Examinations. — 1.  A Preliminary  examination  in  English,  Latin, 
and  Arithmetic.  2.  A written  and  oral  examination  in  Chemistry, 
Materia  Medica,  Botany,  and  Pharmacy.  3.  An  examination  in 
Practical  Pharmacy  and  in  Microscopy. 

Fee. — 10  dols. 

University  of  Halifax. 

Candidates,  before  presenting  themselves  for  the  First  Professional 
examination  for  the  degree  of  M.B.,  must  be  20  years  of  age,  have 
passed  the  Matriculation  examination  three  years  previously,  and  have 
subsequently  pursued  the  following  course  of  study  : Three  sessions  to 
have  been  spent  in  some  recognised  medical  school ; two  winter 
courses  of  lectures  to  have  been  attended  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Materia  Medica,  Chemistry,  and  Practical  Anatomy ; also  one  course 
on  Theoretical  and  Clinical  Medicine,  one  on  Theoretical  and  Clinical 
Surgery,  one  on  Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  one 
of  three  months  each  on  Botany  and  Practical  Chemistry.  The  practice 
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of  a general  hospital  to  have  been  attended  for  six  months.  Candidates 
for  this  examination  will  be  examined  in  the  following  branches  only : 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Chemistry,  theoretical  and 
practical.  Fee,  10  dols.  The  candidate  must  give  thirty  days’  notice 
of  his  intention  to  present  himself  for  examination.  The  examinations 
take  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May. 

Before  presenting  himself  for  the  Second  M.B.  examination  the  can- 
didate must  be  20  years  of  age,  and  twelve  months  must  have  elapsed 
since  his  passing  the  First  Professional  examination.  He  must  have 
attended  one  winter  course  of  lectures  on — Practice  of  Medicine,  Sur- 
gery and  Obstetrics,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical 
Surgery.  He  must  have  attended  for  one  year  the  practice  of  a general 
hospital,  and  have  attended  a lying-in  hospital  for  six  months  or  con- 
ducted ten  labours.  He  must  produce  a certificate  of  six  months* 
practical  instruction  from  a medical  man  and  of  proficiency  in  vaccina- 
tion. The  Second  examination  embraces : Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics 
and  Diseases  of  Women,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Surgical  Anatomy, 
Pathological  Anatomy,  and  Chemistry.  Fee,  10  dols. 

Degree  of  M.D.,  G.M. — The  following  certificates  will  be  required : 
1.  Having  taken  the  degree  of  M.B.  2.  Having  subsequently  had 
charge  of  a hospital  or  medical  institute  for  a period  of  one  year,  or, 
having  charge  for  a period  of  six  months,  and  one  year  in  practice ; or 
having  been  three  years  in  practice  and  having  written  an  approved 
thesis  on  some  medical  subject.  The  candidate  will  be  examined  in 
Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Obstetrics,  Commentary  on  a case.  Examina- 
tion and  report  on  a case  in  Medicine,  and  a case  in  Surgery  in  the 
hospital  wards.  Fee,  10  dols.  The  examination  takes  place  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  May. 

College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  Canada. 

The  Matriculation  examination  is  identical  in  range  and  extent  of 
subjects  with  that  of  the  University  of  Trinity  College.  Students 
who  have  passed  a Matriculation  examination  in  any  university  in  her 
Majesty’s  dominions  may,  without  further  examination,  register  their 
names  at  the  College  on  paying  a fee  of  10  dols. 

Curriculum. — This  is  of  four  years’  duration,  dating  from  the  date 
of  registration.  Graduates  in  Arts  of  any  recognised  university  or 
college  will  only  be  required  to  spend  three  years  in  professional  study. 

Every  student  who  has  not  attended  any  recognised  medical  school  prior  to 
June,  1880,  shall  be  required  to  attend  medical  lectures  for  at  least  four  sessions 
of  six  months  each. 

Each  six  months’  course  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  100  lectures. 
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The  undermentioned  course  of  study  must  be  attended  in  some 
institution  recognised  by  the  Council  of  the  College : Two  courses  of 
six  months  each  upon  Anatomy,  Practical  Anatomy,  Physiology  (in- 
cluding Histology),  Theoretical  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics, Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgery,  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Clinical 
Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery.  One  course  of  six  months  or  two 
courses  of  three  months  each  upon  Medical  Jurisprudence,  and  one 
course  of  three  months  upon  Practical  Chemistry  and  Botany.  One 
course  of  not  less  than  twenty -five  demonstrations  upon  Microscopic 
Anatomy,  Physiological  and  Pathological,  and  one  course  of  twenty- 
five  lectures  on  Sanitary  Science.  Six  months  of  Practical  Pharmacy 
under  a registered  medical  practitioner.  Twenty -four  months  of 

practice  at  a general  hospital.  Six  cases  of  Midwifery. 

All  persons  from  recognised  colleges  outside  the  provinces  of  Ontario  and 
Quebec  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  registration  in  this  province  must 
pass  the  Matriculation  examination  established  by  the  Council,  and  attend 
thereafter  one  full  winter  course  of  lectures  during  two  winter  sessions  of 
six  months  each  in  some  one  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Schools,  and  such  other 
course  or  courses  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  curriculum  required  by 
the  Council,  and  shall  pass  before  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by  the 
Council  all  the  examinations  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Residents  of  Ontario  who  pursue  their  studies  outside  the  province 
of  Ontario  must,  before  being  admitted  to  the  examinations  of  this 
College,  have  passed  a curriculum  identical  with  that  fulfilled  by  resi- 
dents within  the  province. 

Examinations. — The  Professional  examinations  are  divided  into  a 
Primary  and  Pinal  examination.  The  Primary  examination  must  he 
undergone  at  the  end  of  the  second,  and  the  Final  at  the  end  of  the 
fourth  winter  session.  The  following  branches  are  embraced  in  the 
Primary  examination,  viz. : ( a ) Descriptive  Anatomy;  (b)  Physiology 
and  Microscopical  Anatomy;  (c)  Theoretical  Chemistry,  Practical 
Chemistry ; (cl)  Botany ; (e)  Sanitary  Science,  Toxicology.  The  fol- 
lowing branches  are  embraced  in  the  Final  examination,  viz. : (a) 
Medical  and  Surgical  Anatomy ; (b)  Medical  Jurisprudence ; (c)  Opera- 
tive Midwifery;  (cl)  Operative  Surgery;  (e)  Midwifery  other  than 
Operative ; (/)  Surgery  other  than  Operative ; (g)  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Medicine,  Medical  Pathology ; ( h ) Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

Fees. — Matriculation,  10  dols. ; Primary  examination,  20  dols. ; Final 
examination,  30  dols.

Trinity  Medical  School,  Ontario. 

Established  1850.  Incorporated  by  Act  of  Parliament.  In  affilia- 
tion with  the  University  of  Trinity  College,  the  University  of  Toronto, 
the  University  of  Halifax,  the  University  of  Manitoba,  and  recognised 
by  the  several  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  Great 
Britain. 

The  winter  session  begins  on  the  1st  October,  and  lasts  six  months. 
Students  are  strongly  recommended  to  attend  the  opening  lecture. 
The  accommodation  in  the  medical  school  is  ample,  there  being  a large 
dissecting  room,  a reading  room,  museum,  clinical  laboratory,  and 
lecture  rooms.  The  application  of  modem  medical  and  surgical 
appliances  is  practically  illustrated  by  the  professors,  so  as  to  afford 
students  an  opportunity  of  acquiring  a genuine  knowledge  of  their 
method  of  usage.  The  museum  contains  a large  number  of  the  very 
finest  models  from  Palis.  Students  of  Trinity  Medical  School  have — 
under  its  special  Act  of  Incorporation,  and  its  affiliation  with  the  several 
universities — every  privilege  enjoyed  by  any  medical  institution  in  the 
dominion. 

Examinations. — These  are  four  in  number,  and  take  place  at  the 
close  of  each  session.  They  are  known  as  the  First  Tear’s,  the  Primary, 
the  Third  Tear’s,  and  the  Final.  The  subjects  of  the  First  Tear’s 
examination  are : 1.  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Bones,  Muscles, 
Ligaments,  and  Viscera  of  the  Abdomen  and  Thorax ; 2.  Elements  of 
Inorganic  Chemistry ; 3.  Elements  of  Natural  Philosophy,  Electricity, 
Heat  and  Light.  The  Primary  examination  embraces  : Descriptive 
Anatomy;  Physiology  and  Microscopical  Anatomy;  Chemistry,  Theo- 
retical and  Practical ; Botany  ; Sanitary  Science ; Medical  Jurispru- 
dence and  Toxicology.  The  Primary  examination  takes  place  at  the 
close  of  the  second  winter  session.  If  a candidate  has  passed  in  its 
subjects  in  any  recognised  Canadian  university,  college,  or  school  of 
medicine,  he  will  be  exempted  from  re-examination  in  these  branches 
of  medical  science.  The  Third  Year’s  examination  embraces;  Descrip- 
tive Anatomy ; Medical  Pathology,  including  Histology ; Surgical 
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Anatomy,  including  Histology  ; Therapeutics ; Principles  of  Medicine ; 
Principles  of  Surgery.  This  examination  is  not  compulsory  ; it  is  for 
the  scholarship  of  the  third  year.  The  Final  examination  embraces : 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Medical  Pathology  ; Principles 
and  Practice  of  Surgery;  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and 
Children  ; Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics ; Surgical  Anatomy.  The 
Final  examination  takes  place  at  the  close  of  the  last  winter  session. 
Should  the  candidate  desire  it,  he  may  undergo  his  entire  examination 
in  all  the  branches  at  the  end  of  the  last  session. 

Scholarships. — First  year,  one  of  50  dols.  and  one  of  30  dole,  value ; 
second  year,  one  of  50  dols.  value ; third  year,  one  of  50  dols.  value. 
Medals  and  Certificates  of  Honour  are  awarded  after  competitive 
examination. 

Diplomas. — Candidates  who  pass  the  Final  examination  receive  the 
diploma  of  “ Fellow  by  examination  ” of  Trinity  Medical  School.  This 
is  a registrable  medical  qualification. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Faculty  to  continue  to  have  the  examinations  for  this 
diploma,  which  is  the  Faculty’s  certificate  of  qualification,  as  well  as  those  for 
all  the  other  honours  of  the  school,  such  as  to  he  a guarantee  to  the  public  of 
high  professional  attainments  on  the  part  of  those  who  hold  them. 

Hospitals. — The  Toronto  General  Hospital  and  the  Burnside  Lying- 
in  Hospital  are  open  to  the  practice  of  students. 

Fees. — Lecture  fees : Anatony,  Surgery,  Practice  of  Medicine,  Obste- 
trics, Materia  Medica,  Physiology,  and  General  Chemistry,  12  dols. 
each ; Practical  Anatomy,  Practical  Chemistry  and  Microscopy, 
including  Normal  and  Pathological  Histology,  8 dols.  each ; Medical 
Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology,  7 dols. ; Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical 
Surgery,  6 dols.  each ; Botany  and  Sanitary  Science,  5 dols. ; Registra- 
tion fee,  5 dols.  Optional  branches — Zoology  and  Surgical  Appliances, 
5 dols.  each ; for  the  First  examination,  4 dols. ; Second  examination, 
4 dols. ; Final  examination,  including  Diploma,  6 dols. ; Final,  where 
the  Primary  has  been  passed  in  some  institution  recognised  by  the 
school,  10  dols. ; for  the  Primary  and  Final  when  the  First  examination 
has  been  passed  at  the  school,  6 dols.  Further  particulars  may  be 
obtained  of  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  Toronto. 

Laval  University,  Quebec. 

There  are  three  terms  in  each  year  for  all  the  Faculties.  The  first 
term  commences  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  and  ends  at 
Christmas.  The  second  commences  at  the  Epiphany,  and  finishes  on 
Wednesday  in  Holy  Week.  The  third  commences  the  second  Tuesday 
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after  Easter,  and  finishes  at  the  end  of  June  or  the  commencement  of 
July.  The  Faculty  of  Medicine  has  twelve  terms.  There  are  private 
courses  in  Medicine  and  Surgery.  The  pupils  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  are  reputed  pupils  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  for  the  lessons  in 
Chemistry  and  Botany. 

The  courses  are  so  regulated  that  the  same  pupil  does  not  attend  at 
more  than  four  lessons  per  day  in  his  proper  faculty,  and  that  he  can 
follow  the  public  instruction  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  of  which  the 
scientific  and  philosophical  courses  are  obligatory  on  all  medical 
students.  The  lessons  last  one  hour  each.  During  their  continuance 
the  students  take  notes,  and  the  lecturer  may  examine  the  students  on 
the  subject  of  the  lecture,  so  as  to  assure  himself  of  their  attention. 
In  all  the  private  courses,  after  each  period  of  five  or  six  lessons,  the 
professor  devotes  one,  at  least  in  part,  to  some  exercise  in  order  to  test 
the  progress  of  his  pupils,  and  to  stimulate  among  them  a laudable 
emulation.  Also,  after  each  lesson,  the  pupils  are  examined  on  the 
subjects  they  have  been  taught  during  the  time. 

The  curriculum  prescribed  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  is  as  follows  : 
One  course  of  Anatomy,  descriptive  and  topographical ; one  course  of 
Practical  Anatomy ; one  course  of  Histology  ; one  course  of  Physio- 
logy ; one  course  of  General  Pathology ; one  course  of  Materia  Medica 
and  General  Therapeutics ; one  course  of  Hygiene ; one  course  of 
Forensic  Medicine  ; one  course  of  Toxicology  ; one  course  of  External 
Pathology  and  of  Theoretical  Operative  Surgery ; one  course  of  Prac- 
tical Operative  Surgery ; one  course  of  Internal  Pathology  and  of 
Special  Therapeutics ; one  course  of  Diseases  of  the  Eyes  and  Ears ; 
one  course  of  External  Clinical  Medicine,  i.e.,  Clinical  Surgery,  taken 
under  two  different  professors ; one  course  of  Clinical  Medicine,  taken 
under  two  different  professors  ; one  course  of  Tocology;  one  course  of 
Midwifery  (practical) ; one  clinical  course  of  Diseases  of  the  Eyes  and 
Ears ; one  clinical  course  of  Diseases  of  Children ; one  clinical  course 
of  Senile  Diseases. 

The  course  of  Descriptive  and  Topographical  Anatomy  is  given  every 
year  in  120  lessons,  during  the  first  term  and  a part  of  the  second,  to 
the  pupils  of  the  first  and  second  years.  The  course  of  Practical 
Anatomy  is  given  every  year  in  ninety  lessons  of  two  hours  each,  to 
pupils  of  the  first  and  second  years.  The  course  of  Histology  includes 
Normal  and  Diseased  Structures.  This  course  is  given  every  year  in 
sixty  lessons  to  pupils  of  the  first  and  second  years.  The  course  of 
Physiology  is  given  every  year  in  eighty  lessons  to  pupils  of  the  first 
and  second  years.  The  course  of  General  Pathology  is  given  every  year 
in  eighty  lessons  to  pupils  of  the  second  year.  The  course  of  Materia 
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Medico,  and  Therapeutics  is  given  to  pupils  of  the  second,  third,  and 
fourth  years  in  a total  of  120  lessons.  The  course  comprises  ten 
lessons  of  Pharmaceutical  manipulations.  The  courses  of  Hygiene, 
Forensic  Medicine,  and  Toxicology  are  given  in  a total  of  120  lessons 
for  each  subject.  The  courses  of  internal  and  external  Pathology  are 
given  during  the  first  and  second  terms  to  pupils  of  the  third  and 
fourth  years.  Each  subject  has  a total  of  240  lessons  devoted  to  it. 
A course  given  in  any  one  year  differs  from  that  of  the  preceding 
year. 

Pupils  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  undergo  fifteen  lessons  each 
year  in  Theoretical  Operative  Surgery.  The  course  of  Practical  Opera- 
tive Surgery  consists  of  forty  lessons  in  all ; it  is  given  to  pupils  of  the 
third  and  fourth  years.  This  course  includes  personal  operations 
on  the  subject,  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Operative 
Surgery.  The  course  of  Diseases  of  the  Eyes  and  of  the  Ears  is  given 
in  a total  of  sixty  lessons.  The  courses  of  Clinical  Surgery  and  Medi- 
cine each  occupy  at  least  ninety  lessons.  The  course  of  Tocology 
(Diseases  of  Women  and  Children)  is  given  in  a total  of  240  lessons. 
In  Practical  Midwifery  pupils  have  six  cases  assigned  them.  There 
are  sixty  lessons  in  Diseases  of  the  Eyes  and  Ears. 

Pupils  of  the  second,  third,  and  fourth,  follow  the  physical  sciences 
which  are  obligatory  for  the  graduation  in  Arts ; those  of  the  first  year 
take  up  Chemistry  and  Botany. 

The  Registration  examination  of  Laval  University  is  recognised  by 
the  General  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  Its  curri- 
culum is  accepted  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London, 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  and  most  of  the  other  non- 
residential  examining  bodies  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

There  are  three  degrees  in  Medicine — Doctorate,  Bachelorship,  and 
License.  The  Bachelorship  can  be  taken  after  nine  terms. 

Fees  for  Degrees. — Bachelorship  of  Medicine,  5 piastres ; License  in 
Medicine,  8 piastres ; Doctorate  in  Medicine,  5 piastres. 

Discipline. — Laval  is  a residential  university.  Students  must  either 
reside  near  the  institution,  in  the  houses  of  relatives  or  friends,  the 
latter  to  be  approved  by  the  University  authorities,  or  in  the  University 
itself. 

Prizes,  &c. — The  Morrin  prize  is  the  interest  of  2000  dols.  This  is 
annually  divided  into  four  parts  and  competed  for  by  students  of 
different  years.  The  Sewell  prize  is  a certain  sum  of  money  given 
annually  by  one  of  the  professors  to  the  writer  of  the  best  thesis  on  a 
given  subject. 

Persons  desiring  any  further  information  may  communicate  with 
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the  Rector,  Laval  University,  Quebec,  Canada,  inclosing  stamps,  which 
can  be  exchanged  in  Canada,  for  return  postage. 

Quebec. — The  regulations  affecting  medical  practice  in  this  province 
resemble  those  of  Ontario.  The  medical  qualifying  bodies  are — College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Quebec,  University  of  Bishop’s  College, 
Laval  University,  McGill  University. 

Ontario. — There  is  a medical  examining  board  (College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario),  the  examination  of  which  all  persons  are 
compelled  to  pass,  except  those  holding  Home  qualifications.  The 
following  are  the  medical  bodies : College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario,  University  of  Victoria  College,  Queen’s  College  University, 
University  of  Toronto,  Trinity  College  University,  Trinity  Medical 
School. 

New  Brunswick. — There  is  no  restriction,  but  official  recognition 
is  granted  to  Home,  United  States,  and  the  Government  medical 
examinations.  There  is  no  medical  college. 

Nova  Scotia. — Medical  practice  is  restricted  to  diplomates  and 
graduates  of  Home,  Canadian,  and  the  chief  United  States  bodies. 

In  Newfoundland,  British  Columbia,  and  Manitoba,  medical 
practice  is  unrestricted.

Notes. 

Madras  Medical  College. 

The  academical  year  extends  from  October  1st  to  June  30th.  It  is 
divided  into  a winter  and  summer  session,  the  former  of  six,  the  latter 
of  three  months’  duration.  The  College  is  divided  into  three  depart- 
ments ; the  first  educates  for  University  degrees,  the  second  and  third 
for  the  certificates  granted  by  the  College  in  the  grades  of  Assistant 
Apothecary  and  Hospital  Assistant  respectively. 

First,  or  Senior  Department. — This  is  in  two  divisions,  and  qualifies 
students  for  the  following  degrees  of  Madras  University : Bachelorship 
in  Medicine,  Masterate  in  Surgery,  License  in  Medicine  and  Surgery. 
Candidates  wishing  to  enter  for  the  Bachelorship  and  Masterate  must 
first  pass  the  First  Arts  examination  of  Madras  or  any  other  university. 
Such  candidates  must  undergo  a five  years’  course  of  study,  and  must 
pay  the  undermentioned  fees : First  year  of  study,  Rs.  150 ; second, 
Rs.  150 ; third,  Rs.  100  ; fourth,  Rs.  100  ; fifth,  Rs.  100 ; or  the  sum  of 
Rs.  500  on  joining  the  College.  There  is  also  a registration  fee  of 
Rs.  5 for  each  collegiate  year. 

Curriculuzn  for  the  above  Class. — First  Year — Dispensary  and  Surgical 
Wards — Winter — Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Botany;  Summer — Practical 
Chemistry,  Practical  Pharmacy.  Second  Year — Surgical  Wards — 
Winter — Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Surgery,  Clinical 
Surgery,  Dissection ; Summer — Clinical  Surgery,  Practical  Pharmacy. 


* For  the  sake  o t convenience,  all  British  possessions  aro  inoluded  under  the  term  “ Colonies.”  In 
medical  legislation  a “ Colonial  ” qualification,  means  a qualiiication  granted  in  the  British  Empire, 
hut  not  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
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Third  Yea?— Surgical  Wards— Winter— Physiology,  Surgery,  Clinical 
Surgery,  Dissection;  Eye  Infirmary — Summer — Clinical  Ophthalmology, 
Operative  and  Minor  Surgery,  Comparative  Anatomy,  M i ci  oscopy . 
Fourth  Year— Medical  Wards— Winter— Medicine,  Pathology,  Mid- 
wifery, Clinical  Medicine,  Dissection,  and  Operative  Surgery ; Summer 
—Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Organic  Chemistry,  Clinical  Medi- 
cine, Medical  Jurisprudence,  Microscopy.  Fifth  Year — Medical  Wards 
and  Lying-in  Hospital— Winter— Medicine,  Ophthalmology,  Clinical 
Medicine,  Dissection  and  Operative  Surgery,  Hygiene ; Eye  Infirmary 
—Summer— Clinical  Ophthalmology,  Operative  Surgery. 

Candidates  wishing  to  enter  for  the  License  in  Medicine  and  Swrgenj 
must  have  passed  the  Matriculation  examination  of  the  Madras  or  any 
other  university,  and  must  be  above  the  age  of  sixteen.  The  course  of 
training  is  of  four  years’  duration,  the  first  of  which  may  be  taken  at 
any  hospital  or  dispensary  before  being  admitted  into  the  College. 

The  Fees  are  as  follow : Por  first  year  of  study,  whether  taken  at 
college  or  not,  Rs.  130 ; second  year  at  college,  Rs.  130 ; third  year  at 
college,  Rs.  100 ; fourth  year  at  college,  Rs.  100 ; total,  Rs.  460 ; or 
Rs.  400  in  one  sum  on  joining  the  College.  Registration  for  the 
License,  Rs.  5 per  annum.  The  above  fees  include  all  instructions 
required  by  the  curriculum. 

The  curriculum  is  as  follows:  First  Year  (if  passed  at  college) — 
Hospital  Attendance — Winter — Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica, 
Physiology,  Examination  by  Assistants ; Summer — Practical  Chemistry, 
Practical  Pharmacy.  Second  Year — Hospital  Attendance — Winter — 
Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Physiology,  Examination  by 
Assistants ; Summer  — Practical  Chemistry,  Practical  Pharmacy. 
Third  Year — Surgical  and  Medical  Wards — Winter — Anatomy,  Physio- 
logy, Surgery  and  Clinical  Surgery,  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine, 
Dissection  and  Demonstrations,  Examinations  by  the  Assistants; 
Summer — Practical  Pharmacy,  Minor  Surgery.  Fou/rth  Year — General 
Hospital,  Eye  Infirmary,  and  Lying-in  Hospital — Winter — Medicine 
and  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery, 
Ophthalmology,  Dissection  and  Demonstrations,  Hygiene;  Summer — 
Medical  Jurisprudence,  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Operative 
and  Minor  Surgery. 

The  Lane  Scholarship. — Candidates  must  be  Protestants  of  moral 
character,  and  of  decided  religious  principles.  The  award  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  committee.  The  monthly  allowance  commences  with 
Rs.  30,  rising  to  Rs.  40  on  passing  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examina- 
tion, and  to  Rs.  50  on  passrng  the  First  examination  for  the  degrees  of 
M.B.  and  C.M.  Lane  Scholars  pay  no  fees  for  instruction.

GUIDE  TO  THE  MEDICAL  PROFESSION. 

Five  Free  Scholarships  are  attached  to  the  College.  One  is  awarded 
annually,  and  tenable  for  five  years  by  any  candidate  qualifying  for 
the  M.B.  and  C.M.  degree,  and  for  four  years  by  any  candidate  quali- 
fying for  the  L.M.  and  S.  degree.  These  free  scholarships  are  open  to 
Europeans,  East  Indians,  and  natives.  Candidates  must  present 
evidence  of  good  character,  and  be  in  such  a position  that  they  cannot 
afford  to  pay  the  ordinary  fees.  They  must  also  have  passed  the 
examination  required  of  other  students.  No  certificates  will  be  granted 
to  such  scholars  other  than  those  required  by  the  Madras  University 
for  its  medical  degrees,  and  should  a free  scholar  wish  to  complete  his 
medical  education  in  Europe  he  must  pay  the  undermentioned  fees : 
For  each  winter  course,  Its.  30;  for  each  summer  course,  Its.  30; 
General  Hospital  attendance — medical  wards,  six  months,  Hs.  30  ; sur- 
gical wards,  six  months,  Its.  30;  obstetric  wards,  three  months,  Its.  20; 
ophthalmic,  three  months,  Its.  20.  All  applications,  accompanied  by 
the  required  certificates,  must  be  sent  to  the  Principal  of  the  Medical 
College,  on  or  before  July  15th  in  each  year. 

Rules  of  Discipline  are  sanctioned  by  the  Government,  and  all 
students  entering  into  either  division  of  the  superior  department  must 
undertake  to  observe  the  rules  of  the  College.  Candidates  in  the  upper 
section  of  the  senior  department  are  to  appeal'  for  the  Preliminary 
Scientific  examination  after  the  first  year  of  study,  after  three  years 
of  study  to  go  up  for  the  First  M.B.  examination,  and  after  two  years 
more  for  the  Final  examination  for  the  degree. 

The  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  is  held  on  the  second  Monday 
in  July,  the  First  M.B.  examination  on  the  fourth  Monday,  and  the 
Final  M.B.  examination  on  the  third  Monday  in  the  same  month. 

Candidates  for  the  License  must  pass  the  First  examination  after 
three  years’  study,  and  the  Second  examination  at  the  completion  of 
the  fourth  year.  The  First  examination  for  the  License  takes  place  on 
the  first  Monday  in  July,  and  the  Second  on  the  second  Monday  in  the 
same  month. 

Candidates  who  have  commenced  their  studies  for  the  License  with- 
out having  passed  the  First  Arts  examination  may,  on  their  passing 
the  latter,  be  permitted  to  count  the  professional  courses  they  have 
attended,  and  to  proceed  to  the  further  examinations  for  the  degrees 
of  M.B.  and  C.M. 

Students  failing  at  the  University  examinations  will  be  permitted  to  join  the 
classes  in  the  subjects  found  deficient  on  payment  of  a fee  as  for  casual 
students. 

Female  students  will  for  the  present  receive  their  education  gratuitously,  but 
will  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  registration  fee  of  five  rupees. 
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Female  Candidates  must  attend  the  full  curriculum  for  the  degrees 
they  wish  to  obtain,  and  must  pass  the  examinations  incumbent 
on  male  students.  The  admissions  to  the  Senior  department  of 
the  College  are  regulated  with  reference  to  the  accommodation  pro- 
vided. Names  of  candidates  to  be  admitted  will  be  notified  in  the 
“ Fort  St.  George  Gazette  ” at  the  end  of  July  or  first  week  in  August, 
after  which  the  fees  as  required  should  be  paid  into  the  Bank  of 
Madras  to  the  credit  of  the  Government,  and  the  duplicate  receipt 
obtained  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Principal,  Medical  College,  not 
later  than  the  15th  September  following.  No  appointments  are 
guaranteed  by  the  Government  to  private  students  attending  the 
College. 

Second  Department. — Regulations  for  Admission  to  the  Grade  of 

Hospital  Apprentice,  Subordinate  Medical  Department,  for  Military 

Service. 

Candidates  must  be  between  the  ages  of  15  and  18;  they  must 
produce  certificates  of  parentage  and  of  age,  with  testimonials  as  to 
character,  &c.;  also  a certificate  of  vaccination  and  physical  fitness  for 
the  duties  they  will  be  called  on  to  discharge.  The  certificate  to  be 
signed  by  a commissioned  medical  officer  of  the  British  or  Indian 
establishment.  Only  Europeans  and  Eurasians  are  admitted  to  this 
branch  of  the  public  service,  and  the  candidates  must  have  passed  the 
Matriculation  required  of  other  students. 

Competitive  examinations  will  be  instituted  in  those  cases  where  the 
number  of  candidates  for  admission  exceeds  the  number  of  vacancies  ; 
these  examinations  will  be  conducted  in  the  English  language,  which 
will  also  be  their  subject.  In  addition,  all  candidates  must  submit 
to  a viva  voce  examination  in  one  of  the  following  vernaculars,  at  their 
option : Hindustani,  Tamil,  Telugu.  When  a candidate  has  been  officially 
notified  as  successful  he  must  make  application  for  admission  to  the 
Department.  Admitted  candidates  will  be  styled  Hospital  Apprentices, 
and  they  will  be  attached  for  one  year  to  such  hospitals  as  the  Surgeon- 
General  may  direct.  The  first  year’s  stipend  will  be  Rs.  16,  rations, 
or  compensation  to  the  amount  of  Rs.  10,  and  free  quarters,  or  com- 
pensation to  the  amount  of  Rs.  7i  per  mensem  will  also  be  allowed. 
The  compensation  allowances  will  be  increased  50  per  cent,  when  the 
student  is  at  the  Presidency. 

While  undergoing  their  pre-collegiate  course,  hospital  apprentices  will 
be  subjected  to  the  following  examinations  : At  the  close  of  six  months 
— The  sensible  Properties,  Names,  Doses,  and  Uses  of  the  more  common 
Medicines.  At  the  close  of  twelve  months  : Practical  Pharmacy  in  its 
whole  range,  reading  prescriptions,  the  essentials  of  Minor  Surgery. 
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At  the  Final  examination  the  students  will  be  required  to  prove  then- 
ability  to  make  out  the  usual  hospital  returns. 

The  results  of  the  above  examinations  will  determine  the  order  of 
merit,  and  in  this  order  students  will  be  admitted  to  the  Medical 
College  at  the  following  rates  of  pay  : Third  class  students,  Rs.  20  per 
mensem;  second  class  students,  Rs.  25  per  mensem;  first  class  students, 
Rs.  30  per  mensem ; rations  and  quarters  (or  in  lieu  of  the  latter  a 
monetary  allowance)  are  also  provided.  Service  in  the  grade  of 
hospital  apprentice,  whether  passed  or  unpassed,  does  not  reckon 
towards  pension. 

Civil  Medical  Subordinate  Depa/rtment. 

The  conditions  are  the  same  as  for  hospital  apprentices  joining  the 
Military  Department.  Candidates  of  all  nationalities  are  eligible  for 
admission,  and  must  be  matriculated  students.  If  successful  they  will 
be  styled  Civil  Hospital  Apprentices,  and  will  receive  a salary  of  Rs.  15 
per  mensem  during  their  pre-collegiate  training.  First  two  years, 
Rs.  50 ; three  to  seven  years,  Rs.  50,  and  charge  for  allowances,  Rs.  25 ; 
eight  to  fourteen  years,  Rs.  75,  and  charge  for  allowances,  Rs.  50; 
fifteen  to  twenty-one  years,  Rs.  100,  and  charge  for  allowances,  Rs.  50 ; 
twenty -two  to  twenty-eight  years,  Rs.  125,  and  charge  for  allowances, 
Rs.  50;  twenty-nine  to  thirty-five  years,  Rs.  150,  and  charge  for 
allowances,  Rs.  50. 

Civil  Apothecaries  will  be  eligible  for  leave  and  pension  under  the 
rules  applicable  to  the  TJncovenanted  Civil  Service.  Successful  candi- 
dates will  be  required  to  sign  articles  binding  them  to  serve  the 
Government  for  seven  years  from  the  period  of  receiving  their  certifi- 
cates of  qualification  from  the  Medical  College. 

The  curriculum  for  the  Second  department  is  as  follows  : First  Yea/r 
— Winter  Session — Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Examina- 
tions by  Assistants,  Hospital  Attendance  ; Summer  Session — Practical 
Chemistry,  Practical  Pharmacy,  Physiology,  Hospital  Attendance. 
Second  Year — Winter  Session — Anatomy,  Physiology,  Surgery  and 
Clinical  Surgery,  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  Dissection  and 
Demonstrations,  Examinations  by  Assistants,  Surgical  and  Medical 
Wards;  Summer  Session — Practical  Pharmacy,  Minor  Surgery,  Sur- 
gical and  Medical  Wards.  Third  Year — Winter  Session — Medicine  and 
Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery,  Ophthal- 
mology, Dissection  and  Demonstrations,  Hygiene,  General  Hospital, 
Eye  Infirmary,  and  Lying-in  Hospital;  Summer  Session — Medical 
Jurisprudence,  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Operative  and  Minor 
Surgery,  General  Hospital,  Eye  Infirmary,  and  Lying-in  Hospital. 

Fees. — Private  students  are  admitted  to  the  Second  department  of  the 
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College,  qualifying  for  the  grade  of  Apothecary,  on  payment  of  the 
following : First,  or  pre-collegiate  year,  Rs.  30;  second,  or  collegiate 
year,  Rs.  60;  third  year,  Rs.  60;  fourth  year,  Rs.  60;  total,  Rs.  180 ; 
or  in  one  sum  on  entering  the  College,  Rs.  150.  The  above  fees  include 
clinical  instruction.  There  is  an  annual  registration  fee  of  Rs.  5,  and  a 
fee  of  Rs.  25  payable  before  the  Final  examination  for  a qualification. 
Persons  intending  to  pursue  the  courses  of  study  intended  for  private 
students  must  be  between  the  ages  of  15  and  18,  and  must  produce 
certificates  of  parentage,  age,  character,  vaccination,  physical  fitness, 
and  of  possessing  a knowledge  (colloquial)  of  one  of  the  vernaculars  ; 
they  must  be  matriculated  students.  The  grade  is  thrown  open  to 
candidates  of  all  nationalities.  Such  private  students,  while  attending 
college  and  hospital,  will  be  required  to  conform  to  the  rules  in  force  for 
private  students  of  the  senior  department.  Applications  for  admission 
must  be  made  before  Sept.  15th  in  each  year.  Certificates  of  attend- 
ance on  courses  of  lectures  will  not  be  granted  except  on  payment  of 
the  difference  between  fees  specified  above  and  those  paid  by  candidates 
for  the  University  License  in  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

Female  Candidates. 

Women  desiring  to  qualify  in  medicine  must  undergo  the  curriculum 
and  examinations  specified  below. 

Preliminary  examination : English — a portion,  not  exceeding  thirty 
lines  in  length,  selected  from  a standard  English  author,  will  be  given  as 
an  exercise  in  dictation.  Ten  errors  in  spelling  (exclusive  of  technical 
and  other  unusual  words,  which  will  not  be  counted)  will  exclude  the 
candidate  from  further  competition.  (2)  Bad  marks  will  be  assigned 
for  defective  handwriting.  Grammar  and  Composition — The  same  as 
for  the  Matriculation  examination.  History — The  principal  events  in 
English  and  Indian  History.  Geography — General  Geography,  but 
especially  that  of  India.  Arithmetic — To  decimal  fractions  and  pro- 
portion, inclusive. 

The  curriculum  is  of  four  years’  duration  ; one  year’s  pre-collegiate 
training  has  to  be  undergone  to  enable  the  candidate  to  acquire  a 
knowledge  of  Compounding,  Pharmacy,  and  Osteology.  Subsequently 
three  years  must  be  passed  at  college  as  follows  : First  Year — Winter 
— Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Physiology ; Summer — Prac- 
tical Chemistry  and  Practical  Pharmacy.  Second  Year — Winter — 
Anatomy,  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Clinical  Sur- 
gery,  P hysiology , Dissections ; Summer — Practical  Pharmacy  and  Minor 
Surgery.  Third  Year — Winter  — Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine, 
Surgery  and  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery,  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and 
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Dissections ; Summer — Medical  Jurisprudence,  Hygiene,  Diseases  of 
Women  and  Cliildren,  Operative  and  Minor  Surgery. 

Junior  Department. — Abstract  of  Unites  for  Admission  of  Candidates 

for  the  Grade  of  Native  Medical  Pupil  for  Military  Employment. 

Candidates  must  be  between  15  and  19  years  of  age,  and 
must  produce  certificates  as  to  character,  age,  vaccination,  and 
physical  fitness,  signed  by  a commissioned  medical  officer  of  the 
British  or  Indian  Establishment.  Preference  will  be  given  to  the 
sons  of  native  commissioned  and  of  non-commissioned  officers  and 
soldiers. 

Particulars  of  the  Examination. — 1.  A portion  from  an  English 
author,  not  exceeding  thirty  lines  in  length,  to  be  given  as  an  exercise 
in  dictation.  Twenty  mistakes  (exclusive  of  technical  and  other  un- 
usual words,  which  will  not  be  counted)  to  exclude  the  candidate 
from  further  competition.  Bad  handwriting  will  have  bad  marks 
assigned  to  it.  2.  English  Grammar,  elementary.  3.  Translation  into 
the  candidate’s  vernacular  of  an  English  passage  and  conversely. 
4.  Leading  facts  of  the  History  of  India.  5.  Geography  of  India. 
6.  Arithmetic  to  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions,  inclusive.  7.  The  can- 
didate will  be  examined  on  the  reading  and  wilting  of  his  own 
vernacular. 

Candidates  having  passed  the  above  will  be  notified  in  the  official 
“ Gazette,”  and  must  then  make  application  to  the  Secretary  of  Un- 
covenanted Civil  Service  Examinations  in  the  prescribed  form.  Suc- 
cessful candidates  are  designated  Native  Medical  Pupils,  and  they  are 
attached  for  one  year  to  such  hospitals,  civil  and  military,  as  the 
Surgeon-General  may  appoint.  Eree  quarters  will  be  given  to  pupils, 
or,  in  lieu,  Havildar’s  rate  of  hutting  money,  Rs.  4 per  mensem. 

During  their  pre-collegiate  course  pupils  will  be  subject  to  the 
following  examinations : At  the  end  of  six  months — The  sensible  Pro- 
perties, Names,  Uses,  and  Doses  of  the  more  common  Medicines  in 
the  Dispensary,  and  Elements  of  Osteology.  At  the  end  of  twelve 
months— The  whole  subject  of  Practical  Pharmacy,  the  reading  of 
Prescriptions,  and  the  essentials  of  Minor  Surgery. 

At  this  Final  examination  native  medical  pupils  will  further  be 
required  to  give  proof  of  their  competence  to  make  out  correctly  the 
usual  hospital  returns,  in  the  preparation  of  which  they  should  be 
instructed  during  the  year  of  their  pre-collegiate  course. 

The  results  of  these  examinations  will  determine  the  order  of  merit, 
according  to  which  lads  will  be  drafted  into  the  Medical  College  on  the 
following  rates  of  college  pay : Second  class  student,  Rs.  9 ; first  class 
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student,  Rs.  10,  with  free  quarters  or  hutting  money  as  specified  in 
paragraph  X.  of  the  Medical  Code. 

The  examinations  will  be  conducted  by  written  questions. 

It  has  been  ruled  by  the  Government  of  India  that  service  in  the  grade  of 
Native  Medical  Pupil,  whether  passed  or  unpassed,  does  not  reckon  towards 
pension. 

Civil  Medical  Subordinate  Department. 

The  conditions  and  qualifications  are  the  same  as  those  for  pupils  for 
military  service.  Candidates  of  all  nationalities  are  eligible.  The 
standard  of  examination  is  the  same  as  that  for  the  military 
department. 

No  candidate  will  be  entertained  who  does  not  obtain  one-third  of  the 
maximum  number  of  marks  assigned  for  the  grade.  Application  for  admission 
must  be  made  in  the  prescribed  form  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Uneovenanted  Civil 
Service  Examinations,  accompanied  with  a fee  of  Rs.  5. 

Successful  candidates  are  styled  Civil  Medical  Pupils,  and  are 
attached  for  one  year  to  such  military  and  civil  hospitals  as  the  Surgeon- 
General  may  direct.  The  remuneration  is  Rs.  7 per  mensem  for  the 
whole  period.  The  Medical  College  course  of  instruction  extends  over 
three  years,  and  the  college  pay  for  this  period  is  Rs.  9 per  mensem. 
At  the  termination  of  the  third  year  the  candidates  are  examined,  and 
if  found  efficient  are  promoted  to  the  grade  of  Civil  Hospital  Assistant. 
The  course  of  instruction  given  at  the  Medical  College  is  of  about 
three  years’  duration ; the  college  pay  for  the  whole  period  is  Rs.  20 
per  mensem.  At  the  termination  of  the  third  year,  candidates,  if,  after 
examination,  they  be  qualified,  will  receive  promotion  to  the  grade 
of  Civil  Apothecary,  and  receive  the  rate  of  pay  mentioned  below; 
“Promotion  from  grade  to  grade  being  determined  by  periods  of 
service,  until  the  establishment  becomes  more  fully  developed,  after 
which  restrictions  will  be  made  regarding  the  number  of  each  grade, 
and  promotions  given  only  on  the  occurrence  of  vacancies.  In  any 
case,  promotion  will  depend  on  passing  successfully  periodical  exami- 
nations.” 

Civil  Hospital  Assistants  receive  the  undermentioned  rates  of  pay, 
contingent,  however,  on  passing  the  periodical  examinations:  First 
two  years,  Rs.  20  per  mensem ; two  to  seven  years,  Rs.  20,  and  charge 
for  allowance,  Rs.  10 ; eight  to  fourteen  years,  Rs.  30,  and  charge  for 
allowance,  Rs.  10 ; fifteen  years  and  upwards,  Rs.  40,  and  charge  for 
allowance  Rs.  10. 

Civil  Hospital  Assistants  will  be  eligible  for  leave  and  pension  under  the  rules 
applicable  to  the  Uneovenanted  Civil  Servioe.  Successful  candidates  will  be 
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bound  by  articles  of  agreement  to  serve  Government  for  a period  of  seven  years 
from  date  of  receiving  certificates  of  qualification  from  the  Medical  College. 

The  curriculum  fox1  both  branches  of  the  Junior  department  is  as 
follows:  First  Year — Winter — Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  Examinations 
by  Assistants,  Hospital  Attendance;  Summer — Outlines  of  Physiology, 
Pi-actical  Pharmacy,  Minor  Surgery,  and  Hospital  Attendance  by  the 
Assistants.  Second  Year — Winter  — Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine, 
Surgery,  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery,  Dissections,  Examinations  by 
Assistants,  Attendance  at  the  General  Hospital ; Summer — Hygiene, 
Minor  Surgery,  by  the  Assistants,  Examinations  by  the  Assistants, 
Attendance  at  the  General  Hospital.  Third  Year — Wintei- — Medicine 
and  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery,  Dis- 
sections and  Operative  Surgery,  Attendance  at  Genei-al  Hospital,  Eye 
Infirmary,  and  Lying-in  Hospital. 

At  the  termination  of  this  curriculum  candidates  will  be  examined 
by  the  Final  Examining  Committee ; if  found  efficient  they  will  receive 
a certificate. 

Private  Students  of  the  Junior  Department. — Students  are  permitted 
to  join  the  classes  of  the  Junior  Department  of  the  College  upon  the 
following  conditions,  provided  that  their  admission  does  not  interfere 
with  the  working  of  the  several  classes : 

a.  That  such  students  are,  by  their  attainments,  qualified  to  join  the  Junior 
Department,  b.  That  they  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  conduct, 
c.  That  their  admission  will  in  no  way  inconvenience  the  working  of  the  classes  to 
which  they  are  admitted,  d.  That  the  students  so  admitted  shall  pay  a fee  in  ad- 
vance of  Es.  3 for  each  course  of  lectures,  the  fees  being  carried  to  the  credit  of  the 
Government,  and  a fee  of  Es.  15  to  be  examined  by  the  Final  Examining  Board, 
to  obtain  a qualification  certificate,  e.  That  such  students  shall  submit  generally 
to  the  discipline  enforced  in  the  Medical  College.  /.  That  if  required  to  attend 
the  practice  of  the  general  hospital  the  students  shall  pay  a fee  in  advance  of 
Es.  10  per  annum,  the  fees  being  placed  at  the  credit  of  the  hospital. 

Casual  Students. — Casual  students  may  join  tbe  College  whenever 
convenient  to  tbe  other  ai-rangements  of  the  college,  on  payment  of  a 
fee  of  Es.  30  for  each  winter,  and  Es.  20  for  each  summer  course  of 
lectures.  They  are  not  required  to  pay  a registration  fee.  Winter 
Classes — Chemistry,  Botany,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica.  Summer 
Classes  — Practical  Chemistry,  Practical  Pharmacy,  Comparative 
Anatomy,  Organic  Chemistry,  Medical  J ui-ispi-udence,  Hygiene. 

Candidates  desii-ous  of  qualifying  as  Chemists  and  Druggists  must 
undergo  a course  of  instruction  in  Materia  Medica,  Chemistry,  Practical 
Chemistry,  and  Practical  Pharmacy.  The  fee  for  each  course  is  Es.  10, 
and  there  is  an  additional  fee  of  Es.  25  to  be  paid  before  examination. 
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Application  to  attend  the  courses  is  to  he  made  before  the  15th  of 
September  in  each  year,  to  the  Principal,  Medical  College,  Madras. 

Text  Boohs. — The  following  are  prescribed  by  the  College : Senior 
Department— K irke’s  “Physiology,”  Taylor’s  “Manual  of  Medical 
Jurisprudence,”  “First  Book  of  Indian  Botany”  (by  Oliver),  Jones 
and  Sieveking’s  “Manual  of  Pathological  Anatomy,”  T.  Rymer  Jones’ 
“ Manual  of  Comparative  Anatomy,”  Beale’s  “ How  to  Work  with  the 
Microscope.”  Senior  and  Second  Departments — Wilson’s  “Anatomist’s 
Yade  Mecum,”  Roscoe’s  “ Lessons  in  Elementary  Chemistry  ” and 
Balfour  Stewart’s  “ Elements  of  Physics,”  Garrod’s  “ Essentials  of 
Materia  Medica,”  Hooper’s  “ Physician’s  Yade  Mecum,”  Druitt’s  “ Sur- 
geon’s Yade  Mecum,”  Meadows’  “ Midwifery,”  Macnamara’s  “ Diseases 
of  the  Eye,”  Dr.  Lombe  Athill’s  “Diseases  of  Women,”  West’s  “Lec- 
tures on  the  Diseases  of  Infancy  and  Childhood,”  “ Madras  Manual  of 
Hygiene”  (by  Dr.  King),  “Demonstrations  of  Anatomy”  (by  G.  Y. 
Ellis),  Jones’  “ Practical  Chemistry,”  Bidie’s  “ Practical  Pharmacy,” 
Fairlie  Clarke’s  “ Manual  of  Surgery  and  Bandages  and  Splints.” 
Second  Department — Huxley’s  “Physiology,”  Husband’s  “Medical 
J urisprudence.” 

It  will  be  obligatory  upon  the  pupils  in  the  Senior  and  Second 
departments  to  supply  themselves  with  the  latest  editions  of  the 
prescribed  text  books. 

Grant  Medical  College,  Bombay. 

The  regulations  set  forth : 

From  and  after  the  1st  November,  1880,  matriculated  students  of  the  Bombay 
University,  or  of  some  university  recognised  by  it,  who  have  passed  the  matri- 
culation examination  with  a classical  language,  and  who  may  wish  to  graduate 
in  medicine,  shall,  with  exceptions  hereinafter  stated,  be  admitted  to  the  general 
course  of  instruction  in  Grant  College  on  payment  of  the  following  fees  : 1. 
Entrance  fee,  Bs.  25;  2.  A fee  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  120  per  annum,  payable  at 
the  beginning  of  the  sessions. 

The  Principal  of  the  College  is  empowered  to  remit  these  fees  under  the 
following  limitations : 1.  The  candidate  must  be  of  proved  capacity.  2.  Must 
furnish  evidence  of  prior  good  conduct.  3.  Must  establish  to  the  Principal’s 
satisfaction  the  inability  of  himself  or  his  friends  to  meet  the  charges  enume- 
rated. 4.  But  the  proportion  so  re-admitted  shall  at  no  time  exceed  5 per  cent, 
of  the  whole  number  of  entrances  for  that  year. 

Students  may  attend  a course  of  lectures  on  any  one  of  the  subjects  enumerated 
under  c on  payment  of  Es.  30  ; any  course  under  d on  payment  of  Bs.  20  ; for 
six  months’  attendance  in  any  of  the  wards  mentioned  under  e the  fee  is  Bs.  40. 
(c)  Descriptive  and  Surgical  Anatomy,  Practical  Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Practical 
Chemistry,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and  Practical  Pharmacy,  Pathology 
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(including  post-mortem  examinations),  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery 
and  Clinioal  Surgery,  and  Operative  Surgery,  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Prac- 
tical Toxicology,  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  (d)  Com- 
parative Anatomy,  Botany,  Ophthalmic  Surgery,  Hygiene,  (e)  The  Medical 
ward,  the  Surgical  ward,  the  Obstetric  ward,  the  Ophthalmic  ward,  Out  Patients. 
The  winter  session  at  the  College  commences  in  November,  the  summer  session 
commences  in  June.  Any  medical  student  who  has  passed  an  examination  in 
Arts  in  the  United  Kingdom,  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  Medical  Council, 
and  any  student  who  has  passed  a similar  examination  at  a colonial  college  or 
university,  provided  such  examination  be  co-extensive  with  the  matriculation 
examination  of  the  Grant  College,  will  be  exempted  from  any  further  examination 
in  Arts. 

Scholarships,  &c. 

1.  Open  to  fourth  year’s  men  wlio  liave  passed  the  First  Professional 

examination  for  the  License : A Carnac  scholarship  of  Rs.  25 

monthly,  tenable  for  one  year,  awarded  for  Clinical  Medicine  and 
Pathology ; an  Anderson  scholarship  of  the  same  value,  awarded 
for  Surgical  Anatomy  and  Clinical  Surgery ; a Farish  scholarship  of 
the  same  value,  awarded  for  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery ; a Reid  scholarship  of  Rs.  15  monthly,  tenable  for  one  year, 
awarded  for  Midwifery;  a Farish  scholarship  of  the  same  value, 
awarded  for  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

2.  To  third  year’s  students  who  have  passed  the  First  Professional 
examination  for  the  License : A Farish  scholarship  of  Rs.  20  monthly, 
tenable  for  one  year,  awarded  for  general  proficiency;  a Carnac  scholar- 
ship of  Rs.  15  monthly,  awarded  for  the  same ; a Farish  scholarship, 
a Reid  scholarship,  and  an  Anderson  scholarship,  each  of  similar  value, 
awarded  for  the  same;  and  a Insboa  scholarship  of  Rs.  10  monthly,  for 
Botany  and  Materia  Medica. 

3.  Open  to  second  year’s  students:  A Reid  scholarship  of  Rs.  15 
monthly  for  general  proficiency ; an  Anderson  scholarship,  and 
another  Anderson  scholarship,  each  of  similar  value,  for  the  same ; 
a Farish  scholarship  of  Rs.  14  monthly,  for  the  same;  a Carnac 
scholarship  of  Rs.  13  monthly  for  the  same,  and  another  Carnac 
scholarship  for  the  same. 

4.  Open  to  first  year’s  students : Government  scholarships,  five,  each 
of  Rs.  10  monthly,  for  general  proficiency. 

The  following  scholarships  will  be  awarded  to  graduates  and  under- 
graduates who  may  wish  to  enter  the  College  in  accordance  with  their 
standing  on  the  rolls  of  the  University  of  Bombay:  Five  Govern- 
ment scholarships  of  Rs.  10  monthly,  tenable  for  ten  months ; one 
Jamkliandi  scholarship  of  Rs.  10  monthly,  tenable  for  a like  period ; 
two  Cowasji  Jehanghier  scholarships  of  the  same  description;  two 
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Government  exhibitions  of  Rs.  10  monthly,  tenable  foi  five  yeais  , 1 Mayo 
Demonstratorship  in  Physiology;  Sir  Cowasji  Jehanghier  Prize  will 
be  awarded  to  a senior  student  for  proficiency  in  research  in  Morbid 
Anatomy. 

The  following  prizes  and  scholarships  will  be  open  for  competition 
to  students  of  this  session  who  shall  have  passed  the  examination  for 
the  Degree  of  Licentiate  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  in  the  University  of 
Bombay:  Sir  Jamsetjee  Jejeebhoy’s  Medical  Prize  of  Rs.  250  will  be 
awarded  for  practical  Medicine  and  Surgery.  Sir  Jamsetjee  Jejeebhoy’s 
Gold  Medal  for  Practical  Medical  Jurisprudence.  The  McLennan 
Scholarship  of  Rs.  25  monthly,  with  a silver  prize  medal  for  Prin- 
ciples and  Practice  of  Midwifery. 

Medals  to  Student  Apprentices—  The  McLennan  Silver  Medal  will 
be  awarded  to  a third  year’s  student  apprentice  for  proficiency  in  the 
subjects  of  study  during  the  session.  The  Arnott  Silver  Medal  will  be 
awarded  to  a second  year’s  student  apprentice  for  proficiency  in  the 
subjects  of  study  during  the  session.  The  Burnes  Silver  Medal  will 
be  awarded  to  a first  year  student  apprentice  for  proficiency  in  the 
subjects  of  study  during  the  session. 


The  practice  of  medicine  is  altogether  unrestricted  throughout  India. 
There  are  four  Indian  universities — Madras,  Bombay,  Calcutta,  Punjab. 
The  regulations  are  essentially  the  same. 

Australia. — In  each  separate  State  there  is  a medical  board,  having 
power  to  grant  candidates  the  right  to  practice.  This  is  obtainable  by 
holders  of  British,  Irish,  Colonial  or  Foreign  degrees  and  diplomas. 
In  the  case  of  unqualified  candidates  the  board  is  empowered  to  con- 
duct examinations  with  a view  of  ascertaining  their  fitness  for  the 
profession.  The  Universities  are  those  of  Adelaide,  Melbourne,  and 
Sydney. 

Adelaide. — This  University  has  no  medical  school;  it  admits  ad 
eundem  gradum  (M.B.  and  M.D.). 

Melbourne. — The  curriculum  for  the  Bachelorship  is  of  five  years’ 
duration.  Candidates  for  the  Doctorate  must  have  held  the  Bachelor- 
ship two  years.  There  are  annual  examinations  in  the  subjects  of 
study  dealt  with  in  the  preceding  year.  The  curriculum  is  arranged  as 
follows:  First  Year — Greek,  Latin  (or  Natural  Philosophy),  Chemistry, 
Theoretical  and  Practical.  Second  Year — Botany,  Materia  Medica, 
Comparative  Anatomy  and  Zoology,  Descriptive  and  Surgical  Anatomy, 
Practical  Anatomy.  Third  Year — Anatomy;  General,  Descriptive, 
Surgical,  and  Practical  Physiology ; Pathology ; Surgery,  Theoretical, 
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Clinical,  and  Operative  (minor) ; and  Practical  Pharmacy.  Fov/rth 
Year — Medicine,  Theoretical  and  Clinical ; Obstetric  Medicine,  Clinical 
Surgery,  General  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Pathology,  Practical 
Anatomy.  Fifth  Year — Medicine  and  Surgery,  Forensic  Medicine. 
The  examination  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year  embraces — Anatomy, 
General  and  Practical;  Physiology,  Pathology,  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Medicine,  Obstetric  Medicine,  Surgery,  Forensic  Medicine,  Clinical 
Medicine  and  Surgery.  For  the  Doctorate,  candidates  must  produce 
evidence  of  having,  subsequent  to  graduation  as  Bachelors,  been  occu- 
pied for  two  years  in  the  acquirement  of  professional  knowledge.  The 
subjects  of  examination  are — 1.  Logic ; 2.  Medical  Logic,  or  the 
System  of  Scientific  Observation  and  Reasoning  in  connection  with 
Medicine.  3.  Neurology,  including  Mental  Physiology.  4.  Medicine. 
5.  Clinical  Obstetrics  and  Clinical  Medicine. 

Sydney. — The  regulations  are  similar  to  those  of  Melbourne. 

New  Zealand. — Practically,  what  the  law  regulating  medical 
practice  comes  to  is  this : Any  person  may  register  as  a practitioner 
in  medicine  or  surgery  who  possesses  a degree  or  diploma  entitling  him 
to  practice  in  any  civilised  country,  provided  such  degree  or  diploma 
has  been  granted  after  a medical  curriculum  pursued  at  a school  of 
medicine  or  surgery  of  not  less  than  three  years’  duration.  No  medical 
schools  exist  in  New  Zealand.  There  are  two  universities,  that  of 
New  Zealand  and  that  of  Otago,  and  both  grant  degrees  in  medicine, 
which,  however,  do  not  entitle  their  holders  to  practice.  A license  to 
practice  may  be  obtained  of  the  “ Board  of  Medical  Examiners  ” after 
an  examination  passed  before  them.  There  is  a Medical  Scholarship 
of  £100  per  annum,  tenable  for  three  years.  The  competition  is  open 
to  graduates  of  the  University  of  New  Zealand,  and  to  undergraduates 
of  not  less  than  two  years’  standing. 

Dentistry  and  Dental  Surgery. — No  one  is  allowed  to  practice  who 
is  unregistered  in  the  colony  as  a dentist.  To  effect  registration  the 
candidate  must  produce  “ such  certificate,  diploma,  membership,  degree, 
license,  letters,  testimonial,  or  other  title,  status,  or  document  as  may 
be  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  as  entitling  the  holder 
thereof  to  practice  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  such  possession  or 
country,  and  as  furnishing  sufficient  guarantee  of  the  possession  of 
the  requisite  knowledge  and  skill  for  the  efficient  practice  of  dentistry 
or  dental  surgery.”  Fee  for  registration,  including  certificate,  25s. 

Tasmania. — The  Medical  Acts  resemble  the  Australian.  A license 
may  be  obtained  by  unqualified  persons  on  their  passing  an  examination 
before  the  “ Tasmanian  Court  of  Medical  Examiners.” 

Cape  of  Good  Hope. — There  is  a medical  board  here.  All  persons 
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wishing  to  practice  are  compelled  to  pass  its  examination  unless  they 
hold  Home  qualifications.  The  university,  which  is  distinct  from  the 
medical  hoard,  admits  ad  eundem  gradum,  hut  does  not  hold  medical 
examinations. 

The  Channel  Islands. — There  are  not  any  medical  corporations. 
In  order  to  practice  legally,  medical  men  must  be  registered  prac- 
titioners of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  possess  a degree  in  medicine  from 
some  foreign  or  colonial  university. 

Jamaica. — There  is  an  examining  body  in  this  island,  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Jamaica.  With  the  exception  of  per- 
sons holding  British,  Irish,  and  Colonial  qualifications,  all  practitioners 
are  compelled  to  pass  its  examinations. 

Lesser  Antilles. — Bardadoes,  Trinidad,  and  other  British  Posses- 
sions.— The  regulations  resemble  those  in  force  in  Jamaica.  The 
examination,  however,  is  conducted  by  means  of  printed  papers  sent 
out  by  the  London  College  of  Physicians. 

British  Guiana. — There  is  no  medical  school  here.  A diploma 
from  some  recognised  medical  body  must  be  produced  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Surgeon-General  at  Georgetown,  British  Honduras. 

Ceylon. — British  and  Colonial  qualifications  are  recognised.  There 
is  a medical  school,  but  no  qualifying  body  in  the  island. 

Mauritius. — A Home  or  Colonial  qualification  is  required. 

Bahama  Islands. — There  is  no  school ; the  practice  of  medicine 
is  unrestricted. 

Bermuda. — Practice  is  unrestricted. 

Sierra  Leone. — There  is  no  medical  school  here.  Medical  practice 
is  unrestricted. 
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THE  MEDICAL  PROFESSION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Report  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education — Bellevue 
Hospital  Medical  College,  New  York — The  American  Medical  Col- 
lege Association — Harvard  University — College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Baltimore — Cleveland  Medical  College,  Ohio — Univer- 
sity of  the  City  of  New  York — University  of  Pennsylvania — College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  ( Medical  Department  of  Columbia 
College,  City  of  New  York) — Baltimore  College  of  Dental  Surgery — 
Medical  Societies — Laws  affecting  the  Practice  of  Medicine. 

The  practice  of  Medicine  in  the  United  States  is  not  so  restricted  as 
in  the  British  Isles.  A vast  number  of  corporate  bodies,  chartered 
and  unchartered,  grant  certificates  to  practice ; and  besides  the  Allo- 
pathic, there  are  Homoeopathic,  Eclectic,  Hydropathic,  and  other  insti- 
tutions devoted  to  the  teaching  of  special  systems.  Most  of  the  Alio, 
pathic  examining  bodies  are  members  of  the  American  Medical  College 
Association,  which  corresponds  to  our  own  Medical  Council.  It  would 
be  impossible  in  this  work  to  give  the  regulations  of  more  than  a 
fraction  of  these  corporations,  and,  indeed,  the  space  occupied  would 
be  more  than  the  information  is  worth.  I,  however,  give  a list  of  all 
the  bodies,  the  chief  particulars  of  some  of  the  more  respectable, 
together  with  excerpts  from  the  report  of  the  Minister  of  Education. 
Candidates  desiring  further  details  had  better  communicate,  in  each 
case,  with  the  “ Secretary  of  the  Medical  Faculty,”  inclosing  stamps 
available  in  America  for  postage. 

Report  op  the  United  States  Commissioner  op  Education. 

From  this  document  it  appears  that  there  are  364  universities  and 
colleges  in  the  Union.  Of  these,  68  are  regular  medical  schools, 
6 eclectic,  12  homoeopathic,  14  dental,  and  14  pharmaceutical. 
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I subjoin  those  passages  which  have  a medical  bearing : 

According  to  the  census  of  1870  there  were,  nine  years  ago,  62,383  physicians 
and  surgeons  in  the  country.  The  number  of  graduates  reported  to  this  Office 
since  1873  is  as  follows  : 1873,  2391  ; 1874,  2343 ; 1875,  2391 ; 1876,  2629 ; 
1877,  2911  ; 1878,  3080 ; 1879,  3271  ; or  a total  in  the  seven  years  named  of 
19,016.  If  to  this  number  we  add  2000  for  each  of  the  years  1870,  1871,  and 
1S72,  a low  estimate,  we  have  25,000  additions  to  the  profession  in  ten  years. 
This  is  much  in  excess  of  any  proportionate  increase  in  the  population  of  the 
country  and  far  beyond  the  loss  by  death  in  the  profession.  When  we  think  of 
the  numbers  added  without  graduation,  and  even  without  preparation,  the 
increase  becomes  appalling.  With  good  reason  Professor  Alfred  Mercer  said 
recently,  before  the  council  of  Syracuse  University : 

“From  the  cheapness  of  American  diplomas  and  from  the  few  enforced 
legal  restrictions  on  the  practice  of  medicine  with  or  without  a diploma  or  any 
known  qualifications  whatever,  we  have  1 doctor  to  every  600  inhabitants  ; 
while  a few  miles  from  here,  just  over  the  Canadian  border,  they  have  1 to 
1200  inhabitants;  while  in  Great  Britain  there  is  but  1 to  1672;  France 
has  1 to  1814  ; Germany,  1 to  3000  ; Belgium,  1 to  2048.;  Austria,  1 to 
2500  ; Italy,  1 to  3500  ; Norway,  1 to  3480.  Thus  we  have  2 doctors  in 
the  United  States  to  1 in  Canada,  nearly  3 to  1 in  Great  Britain,  more  than 
4 to  1 in  France,  and  5 to  1 in  Germany.  The  just  relative  proportion  of 
doctors  to  population  has  been  variously  estimated  at  from  fifteen  to 
twenty-five  hundred.  The  present  average  of  the  civilised  world  would 
probably  fall  within  these  limits.” 

Medical  Schools  with  Advanced  Standards. 

First  Class. — Schools  that  required  attendance  on  a three  years’  graded  course 
of  nine  months  in  each  year,  with  annual  examinations  on  the  studies  of  the 
year  and  with  fair  preliminary  examination  of  all  candidates  for  entrance 
who  did  not  present  a collegiate  diploma  or  other  evidence  of  full  literary 
qualifications. 

The  schools  of  this  class  in  1879  were : (1)  The  Medical  Department  of 
Harvard  University,  Boston,  Mass.,  which  required  the  graded  course  with 
annual  examinations,  of  all  its  regular  students  from  1871,  and  the  preliminary 
examination  in  English  and  Latin  from  1877  ; (2)  Medical  Department  of  Syra- 
cuse University,  Syracuse,  N.Y.,  which  urged  the  full-graded  course  and  its 
annual  examinations  from  1872,  and  required  all  from  1875  ; (3)  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  Boston  University,  Boston,  Mass.,  which  offered  all  three  from  its 
organisation  in  1873,  and  required  all  from  1877,  offering  also  tho  next  year  a 
four  years’  course ; (4)  Medical  Department  of  Yale  College,  New  Haven,  which 
offered  the  graded  course  from  1872,  and  required  it,  with  a preliminary  examina- 
tion of  high  order,  from  1879,  except  in  cases  where  distinguished  abilities  and 
high  literary  culture  might  enable  students  to  master  its  essentials  in  two 
years.

GUIDE  TO  THE  MEDICAL  PROFESSION. 


The  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,*  whioh 
has  announced  preliminary  examinations  at  least  from  1850,  which  in  187T 
extended  its  annual  session  from  six  months  to  nine,  and  fully  arranged  a 
three  years’  graded  course  that  had  been  recommended  for  two  preceding 
years,  comes  into  this  class  in  1880,  having  made  this  course  obligatory  from 
that  year. 

In  connection  with  this  matter  honourable  mention  must  be  made  of  the 
Chicago  Medical  College,  Chicago,  111.,  which,  organised  in  1859  with  a view  to 
a progressive  course  of  medical  instruction,  instituted  such  a course  from  the 
beginning,  stood  for  it  courageously  through  much  early  opposition,  and  with- 
out actually  requiring  a three  years’  gradation  of  studies,  has  so  urged  it  as  to 
secure  the  completion  of  it  by  a large  part  of  its  students.  If  not  in  this  first 
class,  yet  it  has  been  a pioneer  in  the  movement  which  has  formed  the 
class. 

Second  Class. — Schools  with  a required  graded  course  of  three  years,  but  of  less 
annual  duration  than  nine  months,  and  in  most  cases  without  preliminary 
examination  of  candidates  for  entrance  on  it. 

Arranged  in  the  order  of  their  States,  these  were  in  1879 : (1)  The  Medical 
Department  of  the  University  of  California  and  (2)  the  Medical  College  of  the 
Pacific,  both  in  San  Francisco,  which  in  that  year  simultaneously  instituted 
three  years’  graded  courses  of  five  months  in  each  year,  but  did  not  then  examine 
candidates  for  matriculation  ; (3)  the  Woman’s  Medical  College  of  the  New  York 
Infirmary,  New  York  City,  which  from  at  least  1870  presented  a three  years’ 
graded  course  of  six  months  in  each  year,  urged  this  upon  its  students,  made 
it  obligatory  from  1875,  with  a preliminary  examination,  and  from  1877  has 
made  its  school  year  eight  months  ; (4)  New  York  Homoeopathic  Medical  College, 
New  York  City,  which  from  1872  recommended  to  its  students  a graded  course 
of  three  years,  with  five  months  in  each  year,  and  made  this  obligatory  in  1878  ; 
(5)  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Pennyslvania,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  in  which  such  a course  to  cover  five  months  in  each  year  was  instituted 
in  1877,  but  without  preliminary  examination,  which  is,  however,  to  come  in  a 
mild  form  in  1880  ; (6,  7,  8)  the  Medical  Departments  of  Columbian  University, f 
Howard  University  and  the  University  of  Georgetown,  all  in  Washington,  D.  C., 
which  all  together  in  1879  presented  three  years’  graded  courses  of  seven  months 
in  the  case  of  the  first  and  of  five  in  the  other  two,  those  of  the  Columbian  and 
Georgetown  Universities  having  made  this  advance  in  1878. 

Into  this  second  class  come  in  1880  Detroit  Medical  College,  Detroit,  Mich. ; 
St.  Louis  Medical  College,  St.  Louis,  Mo. ; Albany  Medical  College,  Albany,  N.  Y., 
and  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Wooster,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  all 
four  having  announced  graded  courses  of  this  standard  as  arranged  for  that 
year  and  to  be  thenceforth  required.  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  New 
York  City,  made  a similar  announcement,  but  subsequently  reooded  from  its 


* The  Homoeopathic  School  of  the  samo  university,  of  more  recent  date,  has  the  same  standards, 
t Commonly  known  us  the  National  Medical  College.  , 
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advanced  position,  and  announced  that  after  the  session  of  1881-82  it  would 
return  to  its  former  course  and  requirements. 

The  names  presented  are  believed  to  embrace  all  medical  schools  in  the 
United  States  entitled  to  a place  in  these  two  classes  in  the  years  mentioned. 
If  any  have  been  omitted,  it  must  be  from  the  failure  of  institutions  to  forward 
to  the  Bureau  the  full  information  annually  sought. 

Instruction  in  Dentistry. 

Dental  Practice  in  Pennsylvania  and  New  York. — An  Act  regulating  the 
practice  of  dentistry  was  passed  in  Penny sylvania  in  1876  making  it  unlawful 
for  any  persons  thereafter  to  engage  in  dentistry,  except  regularly  authorised 
physicians  and  surgeons  and  graduates  from  reputable  and  duly  authorised 
institutions  where  dentistry  is  taught. 

A hoard  of  examiners  is  established.  Its  members  (six)  are  to  be  elected  by 
the  State  Dental  Society  annually,  two  each  year,  for  terms  of  three  years.  It 
is  the  duty  of  this  board  to  meet  at  suitable  times  and  places  to  conduct  the 
examination  of  applicants  and  grant  certificates  of  ability  to  practice  dentistry 
to  all  applicants  who  undergo  a satisfactory  examination  and  receive  at  least 
four  affirmative  votes.  The  fee  is  30  dols.  Violation  of  this  law  is  punished 
by  a fine  not  less  than  50  dols.  nor  more  than  200  dols.  and  loss  of  fees. 

The  law  in  New  York  regulating  the  practice  of  dentistry  is  substantially  as 
follows  : A dental  society  may  exist  in  each  of  the  eight  judicial  districts  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State.  This  society  elects  eight  delegates,  two  each  year, 
whose  term  of  office  is  four  years.  These  delegates  form  the  body  of  “ The 
Dental  Society  of  the  State  of  New  York.”  Each  incorporated  dental  college  of 
the  State,  also,  may  send  two  delegates  annually,  who  have  equal  powers  with 
delegates  from  societies.  Permanent  active  members  of  the  society,  not  to 
exceed  twenty,  may  be  chosen  from  among  eminent  dentists.  Persons  not 
entitled  to  be  regular  members  may  be  elected  honorary  members,  but  cannot 
vote  or  hold  office.  The  several  district  societies  appoint  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  five  censors,  to  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  whose  duty  it  is 
carefully  and  impartially  to  inquire  into  the  qualifications  of  all  persons  who 
shall  present  themselves  within  the  districts  where  they  reside  for  examination, 
and  report  their  opinion  in  writing  to  the  president  of  the  society,  who  there- 
upon issues  a certificate  of  qualification  which  is  countersigned  by  the  secretary. 
The  fee  for  this  is  10, dols. 

The  State  Dental  Society  also  elects  a board  of  censors,  which  has  eight 
members,  one  from  each  district  society.  Two  members  are  elected  each  year, 
and  they  serve  for  four  years.  This  board  meets  each  year  to  examine  all  per- 
sons who  have  received  a certificate  of  qualification  and  are  otherwise  legally 
entitled  to  examination.  When  a favourable  opinion  respecting  a candidate  is 
reported  in  writing  to  the  president  of  the  society,  it  is  his  duty  to  issue  to  hi  m 
a diploma  conferring  the  degree  of  Master  of  Dental  Surgery  (M.D.S.),  for  which 
the  fee  is  20  dols. 
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Persons  who  have  studied  and  practised  dentistry  with  one  or  more  accredited 
dentists  for  four  years  are  entitled  to  examination.  If  the  applicant  has  pursued 
collegiate  studies,  the  time,  not  exceeding  one  year,  may  be  deducted  from  the 
four  years  ; also  one  year  may  be  deducted  if  he  has  attended  a complete  course 
of  lectures  at  any  incorporated  dental  or  medical  college  in  the  United  States. 

Regulation  of  the  Practice  of  Dentistry. — A draught  for  an  act  regulating  the 
practice  of  dentistry  recently  ’ made  by  eminent  dentists  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  among  them  Dr.  J.  Curtiss  Smithe,  indicates  the  views  of  the  profes- 
sion on  this  subject.  It  provides  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
practice  dentistry  unless  he  shall  have  received  a diploma  from  a duly  autho- 
rised dental  college  or  shall  have  practised  five  years  within  the  district  or  shall 
have  received  a certificate  of  qualification  from  a duly  authorised  board  of 
examiners.  This  board  shall  consist  of  five  dentists  of  at  least  five  years’  prac- 
tical experience  each.  A majority  of  the  board  shall  be  required  to  examine  an 
applicant  and  to  sign  a certificate.  The  members  shall  receive  no  compensation 
for  either  time  or  services  at  such  examinations.  Each  applicant  shall  pay  a fee 
of  5 dols.,  which  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  board. 
Any  person  unlawfully  practising  dentistry  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  from 
50  dols.  to  200  dols.,  or,  in  default  of  the  payment  of  the  fine,  by  imprisonment  not 
less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days.  Physicians  and  surgeons  may  extract 
teeth  and  prescribe  for  diseases  of  the  mouth. 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  a statistical  statement  of  the 
schools  of  medicine,  of  dentistry,  and  of  pharmacy,  in  the  United 
States,  as  intimated  above,  showing,  in  respect  of  each,  the  number  of 
students,  the  periods  of  study,  the  duration  of  the  scholastic  year,  the 
fees  payable,  and  the  charges  made  for  tuition.  The  statement 
includes  eclectic  and  homoeopathic  schools  of  medicine. 


Statistics  of  Schools  of  Medicine,  of  Dentistry,  and  of  Pharmacy ; from  replies  to  inquiries  by  the  United 

States  Bureau  of  Ediication. 
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BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL  MEDICAL  COLLEGE,  NEW  YORK.  155- 
Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  New  York. 

This  body  grants  the  degree  of  M.D.  Candidates  must  have  attended 
its  own  course  of  instruction  or  that  of  some  body  recognised  by  the 
College. 

The  aggregate  fees  for  tickets  to  all  the  lectures  during  the  regular 
winter  session  and  the  preliminary  term,  including  tickets  for  the 
Clinical  Lectures  at  the  Bellevue,  and  the  Charity  Hospital,  and  the 
College  Classes,  amount  to  140  dols. ; this  does  not  include  the  spring 
Recitation  term.  In  addition  to  the  fees  for  the  tickets  to  the  lectures, 
is  a matriculation  fee  of  5 dols.  The  graduation  fee  is  30  dols.  The 
fee  for  the  dissection  ticket  is  10  dols. ; this  covers  all  the  expenses  of 
the  dissecting  room.  There  is  no  charge  for  subjects,  nor  are  there 
any  incidental  fees.  Students  who  have  attended  two  full  regular 
courses  of  lectures  in  other  accredited  medical  colleges  receive  all  the 
tickets  to  the  lectures  of  this  college,  exclusive  of  the  matriculation 
and  the  dissection  tickets,  for  70  dols.  Students  having  attended  two 
full  regular  courses  of  lectures  in  this  College,  or,  after  attendance 
upon  one  full  course  in  this  College,  having  previously  attended  one 
full  course  in  some  other  accredited  college,  are  admitted  to  all  the 
lectures  on  payment  of  the  matriculation  fee.  Graduates  in  good 
standing  of  other  accredited  medical  colleges,  after  three  years,  are 
required  to  matriculate  only.  The  three  years  recognised  are  con- 
sidered as  ending  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session.  In  this  provision, 
the  three  years’  date  from  the  time  of  graduation  and  practice  before 
the  graduation  is  not  counted.  Prior  to  the  expiration  of  three  years, 
the  fee  for  a general  ticket  for  graduates  of  other  colleges  is  70  dols. 

Payment  of  fees  is  required  in  all  cases,  and  the  tickets  must  be 
taken  out  and  paid  for  at  the  beginning  of  the  regular  term.  Remis- 
sion of  fees,  or  deductions,  and  the  taking  of  promissory  notes  from 
students,  are  interdicted  by  the  bye-laws  of  the  College.  Section  5 of 
Article  Y.  of  the  “Articles  of  Confederation”  of  the  American  Medical 
College  Association  provides  that  colleges,  members  of  the  Association, 
may  reduce  or  remit  the  regular  fees  to  students  “ to  a number  not 
exceeding  five  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  matriculants  at  the  previous 
regular  session  of  the  college.”  This  permission  to  reduce  or  remit 
the  fees  in  certain  cases  may  be  accepted  or  not  at  the  option  of  any 
college.  The  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College  still  adheres  to  the 
principle  of  receiving  all  students  on  equal  tqrms  as  regards  fees, 
making  no  remission  or  reduction  of  the  regular  fees.  The  full  course 
of  lectures,  the  fee  for  which  is  140  dols.,  includes  tickets  for  the 
special  subjects,  viz.,  Pathological  Anatomy  and  Histology,  and  Dis- 
eases of  the  Nervous  System,  Ophthalmology  and  Otology,  Dermato- 
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logy.  Psychological  Medicine  and  Medical  Jurisprudence,  and  Diseases 
of  tlie  Throat.  The  special  subjects  of  Diseases  of  the  Genito-Urinary 
System  and  of  Orthopaedic  Surgery  are  included  in  the  department  of 
Surgery.  Students  may  take  out,  at  their  option,  either  the  general 
ticket  for  a full  course  of  lectures,  or  tickets  for  one  or  more  of  the 
same  departments. 

Fees  for  the  separate  Departments. — Practice  of  Medicine,  including 
Psychological  Medicine  and  Medical  Jurisprudence,  and  Diseases  of 
the  Throat,  20  dols. ; Surgery,  including  Ophthalmology,  Otology,  and 
Dermatology,  25  dols.;  Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Chil- 
dren, 15  dols.;  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  including  Pathological 
Anatomy  and  Histology,  and  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  20  dols.; 
Physiology  and  Physiological  Anatomy,  20  dols. ; General,  Descriptive, 
and  Surgical  Anatomy,  20  dols. ; Chemistry  and  Toxicology,  20  dols. 
Total,  140  dols. 

The  matriculation  fee  of  5 dols.  admits  to  all  the  clinical  lectures 
delivered  in  the  college  building,  the  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  the  Charity 
Hospital.  The  matriculation  ticket  must  be  taken  before  any  of  the 
tickets  for  the  lectures  are  issued.  The  reduction  of  fees  for  lectures 
to  one-half  of  the  regular  rates  applies  to  graduates  of  other  recog- 
nised colleges  of  less  than  three  years’  standing,  and  to  students  who 
have  taken  two  courses  of  lectures  at  other  recognised  colleges,  or  one 
course  at  another  recognised  college,  after  having  attended  a course  at 
the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  for  each  department  as  well  as 
for  the  full  course.  The  same  provision  applies  to  those  entitled  to  a 
reduction  of  one-half  of  the  regular  fees  who  desire  to  attend  the 
lectures  in  certain  departments  only,  and  not  the  full  course.  The 
following  are  such  reduced  fees  in  each  department : Practice  of 
Medicine,  10  dols. ; Surgery,  12  dols.  50  cents ; Obstetrics  and  Diseases 
of  Women  and  Children,  7 dols.  50  cents;  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics, 10  dols. ; Physiology,  10  dols. ; Anatomy,  10  dols. ; Chemistry, 
10  dols.  Total,  70  dols.  According  to  the  provision  with  regard  to  the 
remission  and  reduction  of  fees,  a student  may  be  entitled  to  attend 
the  lectures  in  certain  departments  without  fees,  and  in  certain  other 
departments  with  a reduction  of  one-half  the  regular  fees.  The  col- 
leges, the  tickets  and  diplomas  of  which  are  recognised  under  the 
provisions  for  remission  or  reduction  of  fees,  are  the  college  members 
of  the  American  Medical  College  Association,  regular  colleges  not 
members  of  the  Association,  but  recognised  by  the  Association,  and 
regular  colleges  in  Canada  and  in  foreign  countries.  The  tickets  or 
credentials  for  courses  of  lectures  in  foreign  colleges  are  assimilated  to 
the  division  of  the  curriculum  of  instruction  into  the  seven  depart- 
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ments  already  enumerated.  The  courses  of  certain  colleges  which 
have  adopted  a graded  system  of  instruction  are  recognised  as  fol- 
lows : 

Chicago  Medical  College. — The  first  year  in  this  college  is  recognised 
as  equivalent  to  one  course  of  lectures  upon  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics, Physiology,  Anatomy,  and  Chemistry.  The  first  and  second 
years  together  are  recognised  as  equivalent  to  one  full  course  of 
lectures  upon  the  seven  departments. 

Medical  Department  of  Harvard  University. — The  first  year  in  this 
college  is  recognised  as  equivalent  to  one  course  of  lectures  upon 
Physiology,  Anatomy,  and  Chemistry.  The  first  and  second  years 
together  are  recognised  as  equivalent  to  two  courses  of  lectures  upon 
Physiology,  Anatomy,  and  Chemistry,  and  one  course  upon  Practice  of 
Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  and  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. — The  first 
year  in  this  college  is  recognised  as  equivalent  to  one  course  of  lectures 
upon  Materia  Medica,  Physiology,  Anatomy,  and  Chemistry.  The  first 
and  second  years  together  are  recognised  as  equivalent  to  two  courses 
of  lectures  upon  Physiology,  Anatomy,  and  Chemistry,  and  one  course 
of  lectures  upon  Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  and  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

Medical  Department  of  Syracuse  University . — The  first  year  in  this 
college  is  recognised  as  equivalent  to  one  course  of  lectures  upon 
Physiology,  Anatomy,  and  Chemistry.  The  first  and  second  years 
together  are  recognised  as  equivalent  to  two  courses  of  lectures  upon 
Physiology,  Anatomy,  and  Chemistry,  and  one  course  of  lectures  upon 
Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  and  Materia  Medica  and 
Therapeutics. 

The  diplomas  and  tickets  of  Eclectic,  Homoeopathic,  or  Botanic 
colleges,  or  of  colleges  devoted  to  any  peculiar  system  of  medicine,  are 
not  recognised. 

Medical  Department  of  How  a/rd  University.  — This  college  was  ex- 
cluded from  recognition  by  the  American  Medical  College  Association 
m 1878.  In  common  with  other  college  members  of  the  Association, 
the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College  does  not  recognise  the  diplomas 
or  tickets  of  this  college. 

Regulations  as  regards  Requirements  for  Gn-aduation. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  are : Three  years’  pupilage,  after 
eighteen  years  of  age,  with  a regular  physician  in  good  standing, 
inclusive  of  the  time  of  attendance  upon  Medical  lectures  ; attendance 
upon  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  being  in  this  College  ; 
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certificates  of  at  least  one  course  of  Practical  Anatomy  or  Dissections, 
eitlier  at  tlie  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  or  some  accredited 
college  empowered  to  confer  the  degree  of  M.D. ; proper  testimonials 
of  character;  an  acceptable  thesis  composed  by  and  in  the  hand- 
writing of  the  candidate ; and  a satisfactory  examination  in  each  of 
the  seven  departments  of  instruction,  viz., — Practice  of  Medicine, 
Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Materia  Medica,  Physiology,  Anatomy,  and 
Chemistry.  The  examinations  upon  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery 
include  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Pathological  Anatomy, 
Ophthalmology,  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin.  Two  full  courses  of  lectures 
are  absolutely  required,  and  no  period  of  practice  is  taken  as  an 
equivalent  for  one  course.  The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years 
of  age.  In  accordance  with  Section  2,  Article  III.  of  the  “ Articles  of 
Confederation  ” of  the  American  Medical  College  Association,  “ no 
candidate  shall  be  eligible  for  final  examination  for  graduation,  unless 
his  term  of  three  years  shall  have  been  completed,  or  shall  expire  at  a 
date  not  later  than  three  months  after  the  close  of  the  final  examina- 
tions.” In  accordance  with  Section  3 of  the  same  article,  no  two 
consecutive  courses  of  instruction  shall  be  held  as  satisfying  the 
requirement  of  two  full  courses  of  lectures  before  graduation  “ unless 
the  time  between  the  beginning  of  the  first  course  and  the  end  of  the 
second  is  greater  than  fifteen  months.”  According  to  this  provision, 
courses  of  lectures  taken  in  a particular  year  at  certain  colleges  which 
hold  their  sessions  in  the  spring,  summer,  or  fall,  will  not  permit  a 
udent  to  graduate  at  the  close  of  the  next  year’s  session.  The  courses 
for  1883  of  the  following  named  colleges  are  accordingly  excluded : 
Medical  Department  of  Dartmouth  College,  Kentucky  School  of 
Medicine,  Long  Island  College  Hospital,  Medical  School  of  Maine, 
Medical  College  of  the  Pacific,  Island  Hall  (Medical  Department  of 
the  University  of  California),  Medical  Department  of  the  University 
of  Vermont.  To  prevent  any  misunderstanding  with  regard  to  the 
requirements  for  graduation,  the  Faculty  point  out  that  the  only 
courses  of  lectures  recognised  are  those  taken  at  regularly  organised 
medical  colleges  empowered  to  confer  the  degree  of  M.D.,  the  courses 
embracing  Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Materia  Medica, 
Physiology,  Anatomy,  and  Chemistry.  The  tickets  and  diplomas  of 
Eclectic,  Homoeopathic,  or  Botanic  Colleges,  or  colleges  devoted  to 
any  peculiar  system  of  medicine-,  are  considered  irregular,  and  are  not 
recognised  under  any  circumstances.  Nor  are  the  certificates  of  pre- 
ceptors who  practice  any  peculiar  system  of  medicine,  or  who  violate  in 
any  respect  the  code  of  ethics  adopted  by  the  profession,  in  any  way 
recognised.  The  three  years  of  study  are  required  by  the  charter  of  the 
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College.  There  are  three  regular  examinations  for  the  degree  ; one  at 
the  close  of  the  winter  session,  one  at  the  close  of  the  spring  session, 
and  one  during  the  first  week  in  October.  Candidates  who  have 
complied  with  all  the  requirements  may  present  themselves  at  either  of 
these  examinations,  but  they  will  not  be  examined  at  any  other  time. 
The  thesis  and  certificates  must  be  filed,  and  the  graduation  fee  paid 
before  the  examinations  in  June  and  October.  The  June  and  October 
examinations  are  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  those  students  who 
have  attended  the  course  of  lectures  inquired,  the  last  course  being  at 
this  College,  but  whose  time  of  study  does  not  expire  until  the  summer 
or  fall.  Graduates  of  other  accredited  colleges  are  examined  in  all  the 
departments,  the  same  as  undergraduates,  and  must  fulfil  all  of  the 
requirements  demanded  of  undergraduates,  except  the  writing  of  a 
thesis.  The  Faculty  will  not  grant  a degree  to  any  graduate  of  three 
or  more  years’  standing,  who  does  not  exhibit  to  the  Secretary  a 
certificate  of  membership  in  some  Medical  Society  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation in  the  American  Medical  Association.  This  rule  is  invariable. 
Candidates  are  expected  to  matriculate,  to  take  out  tickets  for  the 
winter  session,  to  have  attended  lectures  during  the  session,  and  to  pay 
the  graduation  fee  of  30  dols.  If  they  be  graduates  of  three  years’ 
standing  they  will  receive  a ticket  to  all  the  lectures  on  payment  of 
the  matriculation  fee  only.  The  three  years  recognised  are  considered 
as  ending  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session.  The  three  years’  date 
from  the  time  of  graduation  and  practice  before  graduation  is  not 
counted.  According  to  this  provision,  alumni  of  other  accredited 
colleges  who  had  graduated  on  or  before  March  1st,  1883,  would  be 
admitted  to  all  the  lectures  of  the  session  of  1885-6,  and  so  on,  on 
payment  of  the  matriculation  fee.  In  accordance  with  a resolu- 
tion passed  at  a meeting  of  the  Faculty,  candidates  for  the  degree 
who  appear  to  the  Faculty  to  be  unfit  to  practice  medicine  will  be 
rejected,  as  heretofore,  their  graduation  fee  will  be  returned,  and 
they  will  be  required  to  attend  another  full  course  of  lectures  before 
they  can  again  present  themselves  for  examination.  No  fees  are 
required  for  this  additional  course  of  lectures.  Candidates,  however, 
who  are  well  prepared  in  certain  departments,  but  who  do  not  pass  an 
entirely  satisfactory  examination  in  certain  other  departments,  may,  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Faculty,  be  conditioned  in  those  departments,  not 
exceeding  three  in  number,  in  which  they  have  been  found  to  be 
deficient.  Candidates  thus  conditioned  will  be  permitted  to  present 
themselves  for  a second  examination  in  the  departments  in  which  they 
have  failed,  at  the  end  of  six  months  after  their  first  examination.  If 
they  then  pass  satisfactory  examinations  in  the  departments  in  which 
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they  have  been  conditioned  they  will  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  degree. 

Special  Examinations  in  the  Elementary  Departments  ( Primary 

Examinations). 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  winter  courses  of  lectures  upon 
all  the  departments  taught  in  the  College  may  be  examined  upon  Materia 
Medica,  Physiology,  Anatomy,  and  Chemistry  at  the  end  of  the  second 
course,  and  if  they  be  successful  in  these  examinations  will  be  examined 
at  the  end  of  the  third  course  upon  Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  and 
Obstetrics  only.  Candidates  for  the  Primary  examination  wall  be 
required  to  pay  one-half  of  the  graduation  fee.  The  Primary  examina- 
tions are  held  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session  only.  The  thesis, 
certificates,  and  remainder  of  the  graduation  fee  are  to  be  handed  to 
the  Secretary  at  the  regular  time  before  the  Pinal  examination. 
Students  who  have  passed  the  Primary  examinations  are  required  to 
attend  another  full  corn's e of  lectures  before  they  can  be  admitted  to 
their  Final  examinations.  Students  who  desire  to  graduate  by  passing 
the  Primary  examination,  and  afterward  the  Final  examination  upon 
the  three  practical  departments,  must  attend  three  full  courses  of 
lectures. 

Special  Courses  for  Students  who  have  Passed  their  Primary 

Examinations. 

Students  who  have  passed  their  Primary  examinations  in  the  depart- 
ments of  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Physiology,  Anatomy  and 
Chemistry,  are  expected  to  devote  themselves  during  their  third  course 
mainly  to  the  departments  of  Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics, 
and  the  allied  special  subjects.  Students  who  have  been  successful  in 
all  of  their  Primary  examinations  will  have  the  privilege  of  free 
private  instruction  in  Normal  Histology  and  Microscopical  Examina- 
tions of  the  Urine,  and  in  Practical  Chemistry  and  Toxicology.  The 
former  course  consists  of  fifteen  lessons,  the  latter  of  twenty  lessons. 
These  courses  will  be  given  either  in  the  evening  or  during  the  hours 
of  the  lectures  upon  Materia  Medica,  Physiology,  Anatomy  and 
Chemistry. 

Matriculation  Examination. 

The  diploma  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College  has  been 
officially  recognised  by  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  England,  for 
those  who  have  passed  a regular  matriculation  examination  in  classics* 
mathematics,  &c.,  at  some  college  recognised  in  England.  This  matri- 
culation examination  is  optional  with  the  student,  and  will  be  given  by 
the  Faculty  to  all  who  desire  it  before  they  have  attended  their  first 
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course  of  lectures.  It  cannot  be  given  to  graduates  or  to  those  who 
have  already  attended  medical  lectures  in  this  or  any  ooher  medical 
college,  as  the  examination  is  regarded  as  preparatory  to  the  study 
of  medicine.  The  subjects  for  the  Matriculation  examination  are  as 
follow : (1)  English  Language,  including  grammar  and  composition ; 
(2)  Arithmetic,  including  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions ; (3)  Algebra, 
including  simple  equations ; (4)  Geometry,  Euclid,  i.,  ii. ; (5)  Latin, 
translation  and  grammar. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  one  of  the  following  optional  studies  is 
required:  Greek,  French,  German,  or  Natural  Philosophy,  including 
Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  and  Pneumatics. 

Text  Boohs. — Latin — Osesar,  De  Bello  Gallico,  books  i.,  ii. ; Natural 
Philosophy — Peek’s  “ Ganot,”  or  Parker’s  “Philosophy;”  Greek — St. 
John’s  Gospel,  chap,  i.;  French — “Telemaque,”  i.,  or  “Charles  XII.,”  i.; 
German — Adler’s  “ Header,”  1st  part.  For  those  who  have  passed  the 
above  examination  before  attending  their  first  course  of  lectures,  the 
diplomas  and  the  tickets  of  the  College  are  recognised  by  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  of  England.  The  examination  is  not  required  of 
those  who  have  already  passed  a matriculation  examination  at  a medical 
college  or  a university  recognised  in  England.  The  matriculation 
examination  is  necessary  for  those  only  who  expect  to  present  their 
tickets  or  diplomas  for  recognition  in  Great  Britain.  Students  who 
desire  this  examination  must  hand  in  their  names  to  the  Secretary 
within  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  regular  term. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  are  rigidly  adhered  to,  no  honorary  degrees 
are  conferred  (see  below),  and  no  degree  is  ever  conferred  except  after  a full 
personal  examination  of  the  candidate  upon  the  departments  of  Practioe  of 
Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Materia  Medica,  and  Therapeutics,  Physiology, 
Anatomy  and  Chemistry. 

Persons  desiring  any  more  detailed  information  concerning  the 
Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College  should  communicate  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 

Medical  College  Association. 

Article  IV.  of  the  American  Medical  College  Association  runs 
thus : 

The  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine  may  be  granted,  but  not  more 
than  once  yearly,  to  distinguished  physicians  or  scientific  men  of  over  forty 
years  of  ago.  In  such  case  the  diploma  shall  bear  across  its  face  the  word 

Honorary  ’ in  conspicuous  characters,  and  the  same  word  shall  always  be 
appended  to  the  name  of  the  recipient  in  all  lists  of  graduates.

Harvard  University. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Science  is  granted  by  this  body.  The 
Dental  Department  of  the  University  is  established  in  Boston  in  order 
to  secure  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Department  those  advantages 
for  clinical  instruction  which  are  found  only  in  large  cities.  Instruc- 
tion in  this  school  is  given  throughout  the  academic  year,  by  lectures, 
recitations,  clinical  teaching,  and  practical  exercises,  uniformly  distri- 
buted. The  year  begins  on  the  Thursday  following  the  last  Wednesday 
in  September,  and  ends  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  June.  There  is  a 
recess,  beginning  the  23rd  December  and  ending  on  the  2nd  January, 
and  a spring  recess,  beginning  on  the  Wednesday  before  Fast  day  and 
ending  on  the  foHowing  Tuesday,  both  inclusive.  The  course  of 
nstruction  is  progressive,  and  extends  over  two  years ; the  teaching 
of  one  year  not  being  repeated  in  the  next.  The  first  year  is  identical 
with  that  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  the  student  receiving  the 
same  instruction  by  the  same  professors  at  the  same  time  and  place 
with  the  medical  students,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  passing  the 
same  examinations.  It  is  the  object  of  the  Faculty  to  present  a 
complete  course  of  instruction  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  Dentistry, 
and  for  this  purpose  a well-appointed  laboratory  and  infirmary  are 
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provided,  and  such  arrangements  made  as  insure  an  ample  supply  of 
patients.  Clinical  instruction  is  given  by  the  professors,  and  under 
the  direction  of  demonstrators  patients  are  assigned  to  the  students, 
insuring  to  all  opportunity  of  operating  at  the  chair,  and  becoming  by 
actual  practice  familiar  with  all  the  operations  demanded  of  the 
dentist.  The  Infirmary,  which  is  a department  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital,  remains  open,  and  one  of  the  clinical  instructors  and 
the  demonstrator  are  in  attendance  daily  throughout  the  academic 
year,  offering  to  students  unsurpassed  facilities  for  acquiring  practical 
knowledge  and  manipulative  dexterity.  Eight  thousand  operations 
on  the  average  are  performed  every  year.  Students  have  access  to  the 
hospitals  of  the  city ; to  the  dissecting  room,  library,  and  museum  of 
the  Medical  College;  and  also,  without  additional  charge,  to  the 
instruction  given  in  any  other  department  of  the  University,  with  the 
exception  of  exercises  carried  on  in  the  special  laboratories. 

Course  of  Instruction. — The  following  are  the  methods  of  study 
adopted  in  the  various  departments : Anatomy  — Lectures,  largely 
illustrated  by  the  anatomical  preparations  and  models  of  the  Warren 
Museum,  and  by  an  extensive  series  of  coloured  drawings  and  diagrams ; 
various  practical  exercises,  including  abundant  dissection  under  the 
direction  of  the  demonstrator  ; recitations  from  text  books;  histology. 
Physiology — Lectures,  recitations,  conferences,  and  practical  demon- 
strations in  the  laboratory.  A new  physiological  laboratory  has  been 
fitted  up,  which  is  under  the  supervision  of  an  able  teacher,  who  devotes 
his  whole  time  to  this  department.  Chemistry  is  taught  mainly  by 
practical  work  in  the  laboratory,  the  student  having  his  own  desk  and 
apparatus.  General  chemistry  and  qualitative  analysis  are  taught 
during  the  first  year.  Beside  the  laboratory  work,  there  is  a lecture 
and  recitation  every  week.  Surgery — Lectures  and  recitations  in  oral 
surgery,  illustrated  by  coloured  drawings  and  by  recent  and  morbid 
specimens.  All  approved  instruments  and  apparatus  are  exhibited  and 
explained.  Operations  are  performed  on  the  living  subject  at  the 
hospital,  and  upon  the  dead  body.  Instruction  is  given  in  the  use  of 
anaesthetics.  Instruction  in  clinical  surgery  is  given  at  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Hospital  and  City  Hospital  every  week.  Surgical 
Pathology — Lectures  and  recitations  embracing  the  subjects  of  shock, 
inflammation,  repair,  suppuration,  ulceration,  mortification,  embolism, 
pyaemia,  erysipelas,  and  tetanus.  Operative  Dentistry — The  instruction 
in  this  department  is  both  didactic  and  practical.  The  professor  and 
assistants  endeavour  to  demonstrate  all  known  methods  of  performing 
operations  upon  the  teeth  and  other  tissues  involved.  The  treatment 
'Of  irregularities,  origin  and  treatment  of  decay  materials  used  for 
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filling  teetli,  the  most  improved  instruments  used  in  operating  &c.,  are 
appropriately  discussed.  Clinics  are  held  at  the  infirmary,  and  every 
available  means  used  to  make  the  student  practically  acquainted  with 
all  the  modern  improvements  of  this  important  branch  of  dental 
science.  Oral  Pathology  cund  Smgery — Lectures  and  recitations  upon 
the  Anatomy  and  Surgical  Pathology  of  the  Tissues  in  and  about  the 
Mouth.  Material  furnished  for  the  examination  of  the  tissues  in  a 
healthy  and  diseased  condition,  with  instruction  in  its  preparation. 
Dental  Therapeutics — The  instruction  from  this  chair  embraces  the 
application  of  the  general  principles  of  medicine  to  the  speciality  of 
dentistry,  with  a consideration  of  sensitive  dentine,  caries,  pulpitis, 
peritonitis,  alveolar  abscess,  gingivitis,  necrosis,  and  other  diseased 
conditions  of  the  dental  and  contiguous  tissues,  with  reference  to  their 
treatment  and  the  therapeutical  agents  used  therefor.  Mechanical 
Dentistry — Lectures  and  practical  work  in  the  laboratory ; the  manner 
in  which  mineral  teeth  are  constructed,  the  principles  and  method  of 
carving  and  furnace  work,  and  all  compounds  used  for  artificial 
teeth  ; also  metallurgy,  and  the  manner  in  which  gold  and  silver  plates 
are  prepared  and  adapted  to  the  mouth ; the  use  of  rubber  and  other 
articles  as  bases.  It  is  the  aim  to  teach  not  only  the  mere  mechanical 
processes  of  dentistry,  but  that  combination  of  art  with  mechanism 
which  enables  the  practitioner  to  effect  so  much  in  restoring  the 
symmetry  of  the  face  and  usefulness  of  the  teeth,  where  they  have 
been  lost  or  impaired  by  accident  or  disease. 

Examinations. — The  examinations  will  be  held  in  the  following 
order,  viz. : At  the  end  of  the  first  year  in  the  studies  of  that  year, 
Anatomy  (including  dissection),  Physiology,  and  General  Chemistry. 
A certificate  from  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  will  be  required  of 
each  student  that  he  has  satisfactorily  dissected  the  three  parts  of  the 
body.  At  the  end  of  the  second  year  in  the  studies  of  that  year,  viz. : 
Oral  Pathology,  Dental  Matei-ia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Oral  Sur- 
gery, Surgical  Pathology,  Operative  and  Mechanical  Dentistry.  The 
examinations  in  operative  and  mechanical  dentistry  will  include  actual 
operations  performed  during  the  year,  and  the  preparation  of  speci- 
mens of  mechanical  dentistry. 

Requisitions  for  the  Degree. — The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Medicine 
(Dentarise  Medicinse  Doctor)  may  be  conferred  upon  each  candidate, 
of  adult  age  and  of  good  moral  character,  who  gives  evidence  of 
having  studied  medicine  or  dentistry  three  full  years,  at  least  one 
continuous  year  of  which  must  have  been  spent  at  this  school.  He 
must  also  have  presented  a satisfactory  thesis,  passed  all  the  required 
examinations,  and  convinced  the  professors  of  operative  and  mecha- 
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nical  dentistry  of  Ins  ability  to  meet  satisfactorily  tbe  requirements  of 
bis  art.  He  must  also  deposit  with  tbe  Dean,  to  be  placed  in  tbe 
Museum  of  tbe  College,  a specimen  of  mechanical  dentistry,  or  of 
practical  or  pathological  anatomy,  prepared  during  tbe  course  under 
tbe  eye  of  tbe  instructor.  Students  may  be  admitted  to  advanced 
standing  upon  passing  a satisfactory  examination  in  a majority  of  tbe 
studies  already  pursued  by  tbe  class;  but  no  student  shall  advance 
with  bis  class,  or  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing,  until  be  has 
passed  such  examination,  neither  does  admission  to  advanced  standing 
diminish  tbe  time  (three  years)  to  be  spent  in  professional  studies. 
Tbe  regular  examinations  are  held  at  tbe  end  of  each  year  in  June, 
and  for  advanced  standing,  on  tbe  studies  of  tbe  preceding  year,  a week 
before  tbe  opening  of  tbe  school  in  September.  Ho  student  will  be 
allowed  to  anticipate  tbe  examinations  in  tbe  regular  course  of  studies 
of  bis  year,  except  by  special  permission  of  tbe  Faculty,  Students 
intending  to  present  themselves  for  examination  must  notify  tbe  Dean 
by  letter  of  such  intention  two  weeks  before  tbe  time  when  tbe  exami- 
nation is  to  be  held.  Tbe  examinations  are  conducted  in  writing.  Ho 
student  will  receive  bis  degree  until  be  has  passed  a satisfactory 
examination  in  all  tbe  above-mentioned  subjects,  and  presented  a 
certificate  from  tbe  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  that  be  has  satisfactorily 
dissected  tbe  three  parts  of  tbe  body.  Those  who  fail  in  any  subject 
may  present  themselves  in  that  subject  again  at  tbe  next  regular 
examination.  Tbe  work  in  tbe  operative  and  mechanical  infirmaries 
will  go  on  throughout  tbe  course ; but  no  student  will  be  permitted  to 
operate  at  tbe  chair  until  be  has,  by  observation  and  practice  on  ex- 
tracted teeth,  satisfied  tbe  Professor  of  bis  fitness. 

Tbe  Faculty  recommend  young  men  who  propose  to  take  tbe  degree 
to  spend  tbe  whole  of  tbe  required  term  of  three  years  of  study  in  tbe 
school.  But  those  who  wish  to  spend  but  two  of  tbe  three  years  in  tbe 
school  are  earnestly  advised  to  pass  their  first  year  of  study,  before 
entering,  under  tbe  direction  of  a competent  private  instructor. 
Graduates  of  recognised  dental  schools  will  be  admitted  to  tbe  courses 
of  Operative  and  Mechanical  Dentistry  on  payment  of  50  dols.  for 
each,  or  100  dols.  for  both,  for  tbe  whole  or  any  portion  of  tbe  academic 
year. 

The  Library  at  tbe  Medical  College  is  open  to  tbe  student  on  tbe 
deposit  of  5 dols.,  to  be  refunded  to  him  upon  returning  all  books. 
Tbe  College  Library  at  Cambridge  is  also  open  to  tbe  College  students. 
The  Boston  Public  Library  is  open  to  all  students. 

Fees.  There  are  no  fees  for  matriculation,  for  tbe  diploma,  nor  for 
tbe  demonstrators.  For  tbe  first  year  a student  is  a member  of 
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tlie  school,  the  fee  is  200  dols.,  in  two  payments  of  120  dols.  and 
80  dols.,  at  the  beginning  of  each  term ; for  the  second  year,  150  dols., 
in  two  payments  of  100  dols.  and  50  dols.,  payable  at  the  beginning  of 
each  term  ; for  any  subsequent  year  50  dols.,  payable  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  Of  students  who  do  not  pay  in  advance,  a bond  of  300 
dols.,  executed  by  two  sufficient  bondsmen,  one  of  whom  must  be  a 
citizen  of  Massachusetts,  is  required.  A copy  of  such  bond  will  be 
sent,  on  application,  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  To  students 
depositing  these  bonds,  term  bills  will  be  presented  a week  before  the 
end  of  the  first  term,  to  be  paid  within  two  weeks  ; and  also,  one  week 
or  more  before  commencement,  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  beginning 
of  the  next  academic  year.  Such  students  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
the  payment  of  fees  until  they  shall  have  notified  the  Dean  of  their 
intention  to  withdraw  from  the  school,  and  have  received  their  bond 
from  the  Treasurer.  No  degree  can  be  conferred  till  all  dues  to  the 
school  are  discharged. 

The  student's  expenses  may  be  reduced,  in  accordance  with  his  means, 
to  the  standard  which  prevails  in  other  cities.  The  Janitor  will  advise 
students  in  the  selection  of  boarding  places,  and  will  always  have  a list 
of  such  as  are  in  the  vicinity  of  the  College  buildings,  varying  in  their 
rates  of  charges.  Students,  on  joining  the  school,  must  enter  their 
names  with  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty.

Medical  Department. 

“ Instruction  is  given  by  lectures,  recitations,  clinical  teaching,  and 
practical  exercises,  uniformly  distributed  throughout  the  year.  The 
year  begins  on  the  Thursday  following  the  last  Wednesday  in  Sep- 
tember, and  ends  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  June.  There  is  a recess  at 
Christmas,  beginning  December  23  and  ending  January  2,  and  a spring 
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recess,  beginning  on  the  Wednesday  before  Fast  day,  and  ending  on 
the  following  Tuesday,  inclusive.  The  course  of  instruction  .... 
is  so  arranged  as  to  carry  the  student  progressively  and  systematically 
from  one  subject  to  another,  and  in  a just  and  natural  order.  In  the 
subjects  of  Anatomy,  Histology,  Chemistry  and  Pathological  Anatomy, 
laboratory  work  is  substituted  for  or  added  to  the  usual  didactic 
lectures,  and  is  as  much  required  of  every  student  as  attendance  at 
lectures  and  recitations.” 

The  course  of  study  recommended  by  the  Faculty  covers  four  years, 
but  until  further  notice  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  will  continue 
to  be  given  upon  the  completion  of  three  years  of  study,  to  be  as  ample 
and  full  as  heretofore.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  cum  laude 
will  be  given  to  candidates  who  have  pursued  a complete  four  years’ 
course  and  obtained  an  average  of  75  per  cent,  upon  all  the  examina- 
tions of  this  course.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  as  heretofore  obtained,  a certificate  of  attendance  on  the 
studies  of  the  fourth  year  will  be  given  to  such  students  desiring  it  as 
shall  have  attended  the  course  and  have  passed  a satisfactory  exami- 
nation in  the  studies  of  the  same.  Instead  of  the  customary  oral 
examination  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  held  at  the  end  of  the 
three  and  four  years’  period  of  study,  a series  of  written  examinations  on 
all  the  main  subjects  of  medical  instruction  has  been  distributed  for 
regular  students  through  their  entire  course  of  study.  Every  candidate 
for  the  degree  must  pass  a satisfactory  examination  in  every  one  of 
the  principal  departments  of  medical  instruction  at  some  time  during 
his  period  of  study.  Members  of  any  one  department  of  Harvard 
University  have  a right  to  attend  lectures  and  recitations  in  any  other 
department  without  paying  additional  fees.  Students  in  the  Medical 
School  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of  pursuing 
scientific  or  other  studies  may  do  so  without  loss  of  time,  counted 
as  medical  study,  to  such  extent  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Medical 
Faculty  shall  in  each  case  prescribe.  Undergraduates  intending  to 
study  Medicine  are  advised  to  pay  special  attention  to  the  study  of 
Natural  History,  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  the  French  and  German 
languages  while  in  College. 

Admission. — All  candidates  for  admission,  excepting  those  who  have 
passed  an  examination  for  admission  to  Harvard  College,  must  present 
a degree  in  Letters  or  Science  from  a recognised  college  or  scientific 
school,  or  pass  an  examination  on  the  Monday  preceding  the  last  Wed- 
nesday in  June  or  September,  at  10  a.m.,  in  the  following  subjects  •. 
(1)  Encjlish  Every  candidate  shall  be  required  to  write  legibly  and 
correctly  an  English  composition  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words. 
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and  also  to  write  English  prose  from  dictation.  (2)  Latin — The  trans- 
lation of  easy  Latin  prose.  (3)  Physics — A competent  knowledge  of 
Physics  (such  as  maybe  obtained  from  Balfour  Stewart’s  “Elements 
of  Physics”).  (4)  Elective  Subject — Each  candidate  shall  pass  an 
approved  examination  in  such  one  of  the  following  branches  as  he  may 
elect : French,  German,  the  Elements  of  Algebra,  or  of  Plane  Geometry, 
Botany.  The  examinations  will  be  conducted  in  writing,  and  speci- 
mens of  the  papers  used  will  be  sent  on  application  to  the  Secretary. 
In  judging  the  work  of  the  candidate,  the  spelling,  grammar,  and 
construction  will  be  considered.  Graduates  in  medicine  will  not  be 
required  to  pass  this  examination  on  joining  the  school.  No  student 
becomes  a member  of  the  school  until  he  has  registered  his  name  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty.

Medicine,  Surgery  and  Clinical  Surgery.  Fourth  year — Ophthalmology, 
Otology,  Dermatology,  Syphilis,  Laryngology,  Mental  Diseases, 
Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of 
Children,  Obstetrics,  Clinical  and  Operative  Obstetrics,  Clinical  Medi- 
cine, Clinical  and  Operative  Surgery,  Hygiene,  Forensic  Medicine. 
Three  Years’  Course : First  year — Anatomy,  Physiology  and  General 
Chemistry.  Second  yea/r  — Practical  and  Topographical  Anatomy, 
Medical  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Clinical 
Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery,  Syphilis  (recitations  and  clinical  in- 
struction), Otology  (lectures  and  clinical  instruction),  Laryngology 
(lectures  and  demonstrations),  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  (lec- 
tures and  demonstrations),  Forensic  Medicine  (lectures),  Embryology 
(lectures).

Methods  of  Instruction. — The  following  methods  are  adopted  in  the 
several  departments : Anatomy — Lectures ; various  practical  exercises> 
ncluding  abundant  dissection  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator, 
recitations  from  text  books ; Histology.  Physiology — Lectures,  recita- 
tions, conferences,  and  practical  demonstrations  in  the  Laboratory.  To 
students  of  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  classes,  opportunities  are 
given  for  original  investigations  in  the  Laboratory.  Chemistry  is  taught 
mainly  by  practical  work  in  the  Laboratory,  the  student  having  his  own 
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desk  and  apparatus.  General  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis  are 
taught  during  the  first  year.  Besides  the  laboratory  work  there  is  a 
lecture  and  a recitation  every  week.  In  the  second  year  Medical 
Chemistry  is  taught  by  lectures,  recitations,  and  exercises  in  the 
Laboratory.  Pathological  Anatomy  is  taught  by  lectures,  recitations, 
and  practical  instruction  in  Pathological  Histology.  The  collection  of 
the  Warren  Anatomical  Museum  is  used  to  illustrate  the  lectures,  and 
many  morbid  specimens  are  shown  in  a fresh  state.  Students  also- 
receive  practical  instruction  in  the  method  of  making  autopsies,  and 
are  admitted  to  those  made  at  both  hospitals.  Special  classes  in 
Pathological  Histology,  including  the  diagnosis  of  tumors,  are  formed 
for  those  who  are  provided  with  a microscope.  Such  students  are 
required  to  prepare  the  various  objects.  The  school  possesses  a number 
of  microscopes  for  the  use  of  those  students  whose  means  will  not 
permit  the  purchase  of  an  instrument.  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics— Materia  Medica  is  taught  by  lectures  and  practical  demonstra- 
tions. Therapeutics,  or  the  physiological  action  of  drugs,  and  their 
application  to  disease,  is  taught  in  the  third  year,  by  lectures,  recita- 
tions, and  hospital  exercises.  The  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine — 
Lectures,  recitations,  and  hospital  visits.  Clinical  Medicine — Daily 
instruction  is  given  in  this  department  by  hospital  visits  and  other 
exercises.  Students  are  furnished  with  cases  for  personal  examination, 
and  are  called  upon  to  report  them  before  the  class,  where  they  are 
criticised.  These  examinations  are  held  both  in  the  wards  and  in  the 
amphitheatre.  Another  exercise,  known  as  the  “ Clinical  Conference,” 
affords  an  opportunity  for  more  thorough  preparation  of  cases  ; more 
time  being  allowed  for  their  study.  The  full  written  report  of  a case  is 
read  by  the  student  who  has  examined  it ; it  is  afterwards  criticised  by 
the  class,  by  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine,  and  other  teachers  of 
the  school.  In  addition  to  this  a regular  course  of  supplementary 
instruction  is  given  in  auscultation  and  percussion,  and  in  laryngoscopy 
which  affords  students  an  abundant  opportunity  for  acquiring  a 
thoroughly  practical  knowledge  of  these  methods  of  exploration.  Surgery 
— Lectures  and  recitations.  There  are  also  courses  on  Surgical 
Anatomy,  Minor  Surgery,  Surgical  Histology,  Bandaging,  and  Opera- 
tive Surgery.  In  the  latter,  students  of  the  third  and  fourth  classes 
are  supplied  with  material  for  repeating  the  usual  surgical  operations. 
Instruction  in  Clinical  Surgery  is  given  at  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  and  City  Hospital  throughout  the  year,  as  follows : First  half 
year — Clinical  lectures  on  cases,  per  week,  2;  surgical  visits  in  the 
hospital  wards,  per  week,  2 ; public  operating  days,  per  week,  2 ; total 
number  of  exercises  per  week,  6.  Second  half  year — Clinical  lectures 
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on  cases,  per  week,  1 ; surgical  visits  in  the  hospital  wards,  per  week, 
3 ; public  operating  days,  per  week,  3 ; total  number  of  exercises  per 
week,  7.  The  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery  holds  an  exercise  twice  a 
week  in  winter  at  the  City  Hospital.  On  one  day  a clinical  lecture  is 
given  over  surgical  cases  brought  into  the  operating  theatre,  illustrated 
by  explorations  and  operations.  On  the  other  day  a bedside  clinic  is 
held  in  the  wards.  A third  exercise  is  held  each  week  in  winter,  in  the 
form  of  a surgical  conference,  at  which  third  and  fourth  years’  students 
make  a full  written  report  of  a surgical  case,  which  is  then  criticised 
by  their  fellow  students  and  by  the  professor.  Every  candidate  for  a 
degree  is  required  to  report  a clinical  case  in  surgery.  Obstetrics — 
Lectures  and  recitations.  Students  are  instructed  in  the  usual  opera- 
tions on  the  mannikin,  and  have  opportunities  to  take  charge  of 
cases  of  obstetrics  in  their  third  year.  A course  of  operative  obstetrics 
with  practical  illustrations  on  the  cadaver  is  given.  Diseases  of  Women 
and  Children — Lectures  and  clinical  instructions.  Ophthalmology — A 
complete  course  is  delivered  upon  the  diseases  of  the  eye,  including 
clinical  instruction  and  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope.  Dermatology 
is  taught  by  lectures  and  clinical  illustrations.  The  special  out- 
patient department  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  furnishes 
ample  opportunities  for  illustration. 

Examinations. — The  regular  examinations  are  held  in  the  following 
order:  At  the  end  of  the  first  year — Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  General 
Chemistry ; at  the  end  of  the  second  year — Topographical  Anatomy, 
Medical  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  and  Pathological  Anatomy;  at 
the  end  of  the  third  year — Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Medicine,  Surgery ; at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year — Ophthalmology, 
Otology,  Dermatology,  Syphilis,  Laryngology,  Mental  Diseases,  Diseases 
of  Nervous  System,  Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of  Children,  Obste- 
trics, Clinical  and  Operative  Obstetrics,  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical 
and  Operative  Surgery,  Hygiene,  Forensic  Medicine.  The  examina- 
tions of  the  first  two  years  are  common  to  both  groups  of  students. 
The  final  examinations  at  the  close  of  the  third  year  are  in  the  following 
subjects : Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Surgery  and  Clinical  Surgery, 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine.  The  regular 
examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  year  in  June,  and  a week 
before  the  opening  of  the  school  in  September  on  the  studies  of  the 
preceding  year.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  anticipate  the  exami- 
nations in  the  regular  course  of  studies  of  his  year,  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Faculty.  No  student  is  allowed  to  present  him- 
self for  examination  in  any  branch  without  notifying  the  Dean,  by 
letter,  that  he  intends  to  do  so,  one  month  before  the  time  when  the 
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examination  is  to  be  held.  The  examinations  are  conducted  mainly  in 
■writing.  No  student  will  receive  his  degree  until  he  has  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  three  years’  course, 
and  presented  a certificate  from  the  demonstrator  of  anatomy  that  he 
has  satisfactorily  dissected  the  three  parts  of  the  body.  Those  who 
fail  in  any  subject  may  present  themselves  in  that  subject  again  at  the 
next  regular  examination. 

Division  of  Students. — Students  are  divided  into  four  classes, 
according  to  their  time  of  study  and  proficiency,  and  during  their  last 
year  will  receive  largely  increased  opportunities  of  instruction  in  the 
special  branches  mentioned.  Students  following  the  three  years’ 
course  are  classified  as  heretofore,  and  the  instruction  in  the  special 
branches  is  of  the  same  character  as  that  which  has  been  given  for 
several  years.  Students  who  began  their  professional  studies  elsewhere 
may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing,  but  all  persons  who  apply  for 
admission  to  the  advanced  classes  must  pass  an  examination  in  the 
branches  already  pursued  by  the  class  to  which  they  seek  admission, 
and  furnish  a satisfactory  certificate  of  time  spent  in  medical  studies. 
No  student  may  advance  with  his  class  or  be  admitted  to  advanced 
standing  until  he  has  passed  the  required  examination  in  the  studies 
of  the  previous  year,  or  a majority  of  them;  nor  may  he  become  a 
member  of  the  third  class  until  he  has  passed  all  the  examinations  of 
the  first,  in  addition  to  a majority  of  those  of  the  second  year. 
Students  who  do  not  intend  to  offer  themselves  for  a degree  will,  how- 
ever, be  received  for  any  portion  of  the  course.  Any  student  may 
obtain,  without  an  examination,  a certificate  of  his  period  of  connection 
with  the  school. 

Requirements  for  a Degree. — Every  candidate  must  be  twenty-one 
years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character,  must  give  evidence  of  having 
studied  medicine  three  or  four  full  years,  have  spent  at  least  one  con- 
tinuous year  at  this  school,  have  presented  a satisfactory  thesis,  and 
have  passed  the  required  examinations.  The  course  of  study  recom- 
mended by  the  Faculty  covers  four  years,  but,  until  further  notice,  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  will  continue  to  be  given  upon  completion 
of  three  years  of  study,  to  be  as  ample  and  full  as  heretofore,  to 
candidates  who  have  passed  satisfactorily  the  examinations  hitherto 
required. 

Fees  and  Expenses.  — For  matriculation,  5 dols.  ; for  a year, 
200  dols.  (if  in  two  payments — at  the  first,  120  dols. ; at  the  second, 
80  dols.) ; for  a half  year  alone,  120  dols. ; for  graduation,  30  dols. 
Of  students  who  do  not  pay  in  advance,  a bond  for  300  dols., 
executed  by  two  sufficient  bondsmen,  one  of  whom  must  be  a 
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citizen  of  Massachusetts,  is  required.  A copy  of  such  bond  will 
be  sent  on  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  To  students 
depositing  these  bonds  term  bills  will  be  presented  at  the  end  of  the 
first  term,  to  be  paid  within  two  weeks,  and  also  one  week  or  more 
before  commencement,  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  beginning  of  the 
next  academic  year.  Such  students  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  fees  until  they  shall  have  notified  the  Dean  of  their  inten- 
tion to  withdraw  from  the  school  and  have  subsequently  received  their 
bonds  from  the  Treasurer.  No  degree  can  be  conferred  till  all  dues  to 
the  School  are  discharged.  The  student’s  general  expenses  may  be 
reduced,  in  accordance  with  his  means,  to  the  standard  which  prevails 
in  other  cities.  The  Janitor  of  the  Medical  College  will  always  have 
a list  of  boarding-houses  in  the  vicinity  of  the  college  building,  varying 
in  their  rates  of  charges  from  5 dols.  to  10  dols.  a week. 

Pecuniary  Aid. — Four  yearly  scholarships  have  been  established  of 
the  value  of  200  dols.  each,  open  to  meritorious  students  who  have 
been  at  the  school  for  one  or  two  years.  Only  those  needing  assistance 
are  expected  to  apply,  and  from  such  those  holding  the  highest  rank 
will  have  the  preference.  Two  assistants  in  the  chemical  laboratory 
are  appointed  annually  from  such  deserving  students  as  need  aid. 
Students  holding  this  position  are  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the 
fee  for  tuition  during  their  term  of  service. 

Course  of  Study  for  Graduates. — For  the  purpose  of  affording  to 
those  who  are  already  graduates  in  Medicine  additional  facilities  for 
pm-suing  clinical,  laboratory,  and  other  studies,  for  which  they  had  not 
previously  found  leisure,  in  such  subjects  as  may  specially  interest 
them,  and  as  a substitute,  in  part,  for  the  opportunities  heretofore 
sought  in  Europe,  the  Faculty  have  established  a post-graduate  course, 
of  which  the  following  is  a programme.  The  fee  in  each  branch 
is  for  a single  half-year.  Histology : The  various  methods  of  examining 
the  different  tissues  are  employed,  and  opportunities  for  original 
research  are  offered.  Fee,  20  dols.  Physiology.  Opportunities  for 
original  investigation  in  the  Physiological  Laboratory.  Fee,  30  dols. 
Medical  Chemistry  : Practical  instruction  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory, 
in  the  analysis  of  the  urine,  and  other  animal  fluids  in  health  and 
disease,  and  of  poisons  ; examinations  of  blood  stains  and  other  objects 
connected  with  medico-legal  investigations,  with  the  application  of 
the  microscope  to  those  processes.  General  analysis  also,  if  desired. 
Laboratory  fee,  30  dols.  Pathological  Anatomy  : Practical  instruction 
in  Pathological  Histology  and  the  examination  of  specimens  in  the 
Microscopical  Laboratory,  and  opportunity  for  witnessing  and  making 
autopsies.  Fee,  20  dols.  Surgery.  A practical  course  of  Operative 
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Surgery,  and  instruction  on  the  application  of  bandages  and  apparatus. 
Fee,  25  dols.  Laryngology  is  practically  taught,  and  Diseases  of  the 
Larynx  demonstrated  by  the  aid  of  the  oxy-hydrogen  light.  Fee, 
20  dols.  Ophthalmology  : Clinical  instruction,  lectures  on  Diseases  of 
the  Eye,  and  demonstrations  of  the  methods  of  performing  operations. 
Exercises  in  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope.  Fee,  25  dols.  Otology : 
Lectures  and  clinical  instruction  in  Diseases  of  the  Ear.  Fee,  15  dols. 
Dermatology  : Clinical  instruction  in  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  illustrated 
by  patients  in  this  department  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 
Lectures.  Fee,  25  dols.  Syphilis : Clinical  instruction  at  the  Boston 
Dispensary,  and  at  the  City  Hospital  (second  half-year).  Fee,  15  dols. 
Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System : Practical  illustrations  of  the  appli- 
cation of  various  forms  of  electricity.  Lectures.  Fee,  15  dollars. 
Gynaecology : Clinical  instruction  in  the  Diseases  of  Women.  Fee, 
10  dols.  Obstetrics : Cases  supplied  and  Clinical  instruction  given ; 
a course  of  Operative  Obstetrics.  Fee,  20  dols.  Those  pursuing  this 
•course  may  elect  the  studies  to  which  they  will  give  their  attention, 
and  allot  the  time  which  they  will  devote  to  each.  They  will  he  exempt, 
unless  at  their  option,  from  examinations,  and  may  obtain  a certificate 
of  attendance  on  this  course  of  advanced  study.  On  payment  of  the 
-frill  fee  for  the  course  they  will  have  the  privilege  of  attending  any  of 
the  other  exercises  of  the  medical  school,  the  use  of  its  laboratories 
and  library,  and  all  other  rights  accorded  by  the  university.  Graduates 
of  other  medical  schools  may  obtain  the  degree  of  M.D.  at  this  Univer- 
sity after  a year’s  study  in  the  graduates’  course.  The  required  exami- 
nations may  be  passed  in  such  order  as  is  desired,  but  only  at  the  stated 
seasons.  The  fee  for  a year  is  200  dols. ; for  a half  year,  120  dols.  For 
any  of  the  special  courses,  such  fees  as  are  above  specified.”  Persons 
desiring  further  information  may  address  the  Secretary,  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, Boston,  Mass.,  U.S. 

Prizes,  Scholarships,  &c. — The  following  are  open  to  candidates  for 
any  university  degree : (1)  A distribution  of  boohs,  called  Deturs,  is 
made  from  the  income  of  the  Hopkins  Foundation  near  the  beginning 
of  the  academic  year  to  meritorious  students  of  one  year’s  standing. 
(2)  Prize  Dissertations : Three  prizes  are  offered  to  candidates  for 
degrees : i.  Two  prizes  of  100  dols.  each  for  dissertations  on  certain 
subjects  or  translation  of  passages  into  Latin  and  Greek.  The  subjects 
for  the  dissertation  and  the  passages  for  translation  are  varied  from 
year  to  year.  ii.  Three  prizes  of  “ not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
nor  less  than  fifty  dollars  each”  for  dissertations  on  prescribed  sub- 
jects. iii.  One  prize  under  the  above  regulation  for  dissertations, 
iv.  One  prize  for  translations,  v.  Two  prizes  for  dissertations. 
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Prizes  for  Elocution : Passages  are  to  be  selected  from  some  known 
author  and  rehearsed  before  the  College  authorities.  There  are  two 
prizes  of  60  dols.  each  and  three  of  45  dols.  each.  Prizes  for 
Beading  will  be  awarded : “ To  Freshmen,  prizes  to  the  amount  of 
150  dols. ; no  one  to  be  more  than  50  dols.  or  less  than  20  dols.  Every 
competitor  will  be  required  to  read  from”  (one  of  the  following 
works)  “‘Hamlet,’  ‘Romeo  and  Juliet,’  first  two  books  of  Milton’s 
‘Paradise  Lost,’  ‘She  Stoops  to  Conquer,’  Irving’s  ‘Life  of  Gold- 
smith,’ Hawthorn’s  ‘Our  Old  Home,’  George  Eliot’s  ‘Silas  Mamer,’ 
Scott’s  ‘Abbot.’  No  freshman  will  be  allowed  to  read  for  these 
prizes  who  does  not  present  from  the  master  of  the  school  at 
which  he  was  fitted  for  the  College  a certificate  to  the  effect  that 
his  excellence  in  reading  qualifies  him  to  compete,  or  who  in  the 
absence  of  such  certificate  fails  to  satisfy  one  of  the  instructors  in 
elocution  that  he  is  so  qualified.  To  sophomores  (senior  students) 
prizes  to  the  amount  of  150  dols. ; no  one  to  be  more  than  50  dols.  or 
less  than  20  dols.” 

Pecuniary  Aid. — “ The  experience  of  the  past  warrants  the  statement 
that  good  scholars  of  high  character  but  slender  means  are  seldom 
or  never  obliged  to  leave  the  College  for  want  of  money.”  One 
hundred  and  seventeen  scholarships  exist  in  Harvard  University.

Any  student  who  shall  have  previously  passed,  in  the  undergraduate  depart- 
ment or  Scientific  School  of  Harvard  University,  an  examination  in  General 
Chemistry  (including  qualitative  analysis)  will  be  exempt  from  examination  in 
this  branch,  and  may  pursue  the  study  of  Medical  Chemistry  during  his  first 
year.  The  latter  privilege  will  be  granted  to  students  from  other  colleges  and 
scientific  schools  who  have  received  instruction  in  general  chemistry  equivalent 
in  character  and  amount  to  that  of  the  first  year,  on  passing  a satisfactory 
examination  at  the  September  examination,  provided  that  satisfactory  evidence 
of  such  previous  study  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  one  month 
before  the  date  of  this  examination. 

College  op  Physicians  and  Surgeons  op  Baltimore. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.D.  must  have  attended  two  courses  of 
lectures,  of  which  the  last  must  have  been  at  the  College,  and  must 
have  studied  medicine  for  three  years.  The  Faculty  recommend  stu- 
dents to  study  at  the  College,  or  at  some  other  school  of  medicine,  for 
the  whole  curriculum,  and  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  subjects  of 
study  should  be  arranged  as  follows  : First  year — Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Chemistry;  second  year — Gynascology,  Diseases 
of  the  Eye  and  Ear,  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  Diseases  of  the 
Skin,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence ; third  year — Principles  and  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Clinical 
Medicine,  and  Diseases  of  Children.  If  the  student  pursue  this  course 
of  study  at  the  College  he  will  be  allowed  to  present  himself  for 
examination  at  the  end  of  each  year  in  the  subjects  with  which  he  has 
been  engaged  during  this  period,  and  such  examination  will  be  final. 
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Fees,  &c.—Fov  lectures,  &c.,  120  dols.  per  session  ; board  and  lodging 
at  registered  bouses,  80  dols.  per  session.  There  is  no  additional  fee 
for  graduation.

Cleveland  Medical  College,  Ohio. 

Candidates  for  the  M.D.  degree  must  have  studied  Medicine  under 
a recognised  physician  for  three  years,  and  have  attended  two  courses 
of  lectures  in  some  medical  school  of  good  standing ; the  last  course  to 
be  taken  at  this  school.  This  body  also  recommends  a graded  course  as 
follows : First  Yean- — Anatomy,  Physiology,  Histology,  Materia  Medica 
and  Therapeutics : examination  in  these  subjects  at  end  of  year. 
Medicine,  Obstetrics,  Diseases  of  Children,  and  Surgery;  lectures, 
but  no  examination.  Second  Year — Chemistry,  Toxicology,  Anatomy, 
Histology,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics,  Medicine, 
Obstetrics,  Diseases  of  Children,  Surgery;  examination  in  these  subjects 
at  end  of  year'.  Diseases  of  Women,  Physical  Diagnosis,  Pathology, 
Forensic  Medicine,  Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Diseases  of  the  Throat ; 
lectures,  but  no  examination.  Third  Year — Pathology,  Physical  Dia- 
gnosis, Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Diseases  of  Women, 
Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Diseases  of  the  Throat,  Medical  Jurispru- 
dence ; examination  in  these  subjects  at  end  of  year.  A thesis  must 
be  written  before  graduation. 

Fees. — Graduation,  30  dols. ; College  and  Hospital,  80  dols. ; board 
may  be  obtained  at  from  90  to  125  dols.  for  the  session. 

Matriculation. — The  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  old, 
and  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character.  He 
will  be  examined  in  writing  to  test  his  educational  fitness  for  the  proper 
and  advantageous  study  of  the  profession,  and  will  not  be  received 
unless  he  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  a fair  English  education. 
Graduates  and  matriculates  of  literary  and  scientific  colleges,  and 
graduates  or  advanced  members  of  high  schools  and  academies  will 
be  matriculated  without  this  examination.

University  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Candidates  for  tbe  M.D.  degree  must  bave  attended  two  winter 
courses  of  lectures,  tbe  last  at  tbis  College,  and  must  bave  studied 
medicine  for  three  years.  Tbe  examinations  are  written,  and  comprise 
tbe  subjects  of : Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Obstetrics, 
Surgery,  Medicine,  and  Chemistry.  Having  in  view  tbe  advantage  of  a 
graduated  course  of  instruction,  tbe  Faculty  will  admit  those 
students  who  bave  attended  two  courses  of  lectures,  and  completed 
two  years’  study,  to  an  examination  in  Anatomy,  Chemistry,  and 
Physiology,  and  tbe  remaining  subjects  of  examination  may  be  taken 
at  tbe  conclusion  of  tbe  curriculum. 

There  is  no  compulsory  matriculation  examination,  but  students 
desiring  to  qualify  in  other  countries  are  strongly  recommended  to 
attend  such  an  examination  at  tbe  University,  which  is  held  in  tbe 
subjects  required  by  most  English  licensing  bodies,  viz. : English 
Grammar  and  Composition,  Arithmetic,  Euclid  (first  two  books),  Alge- 
bra (including  simple  equations),  Latin  translation  and  grammar,  and 
either  French,  German,  Greek,  or  Natural  Philosophy  (including 
Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  and  Pneumatics). 

Fees. — Total,  including  graduation,  180  dols.  Students  who  have 
already  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  in  other  schools  are 
admitted  on  paying  the  matriculation  fee  and  70  dols. 

Board  may  be  obtained  in  New  York  for  5 dols.  per  week. 

Prizes. — The  Faculty  offers  from  year  to  year  various  sums  of  money 
as  prizes.  In  1880  there  were  two  of  500  dols.  each  and  one  of  200  dols. 

University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  pass  a pre- 
liminary examination  in  Composition  and  the  Elements  of  Physics. 
Those  students  who  have  already  passed  an  examination  in  the  subjects 
of  general  education  will  be  exempt  from  any  further  ordeal.  The 
curriculum  is  of  three  years’  duration,  and  one  course  of  instruction 
must  have  been  attended  at  the  University.  A thesis  has  to  be  written 
before  graduation.  The  examinations  are  in  the  ordinary  subjects  of 
medical  education. 

Expenses. — Winter  Term — First  Year : Matriculation  fee,  5 dols.; 
lectures  and  laboratory  work,  140  dols. ; dissecting  ticket,  10  dols. ; dis- 
secting material,  1 dol.  a part.  Second  Year : Lectures  and  laboratory 
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work,  140  dols. ; dissecting  ticket,  10  dots. ; dissecting  material,  1 dol. 
a part.  Third  Year : Lectures  and  practical  work,  100  dols.;  operating 
and  bandaging  ticket,  10  dols.;  material  for  operating,  1 dol.  a part; 
graduation  fee,  30  dols.  Spring  Session : Matriculation  fee,  paid  once 
only,  5 dols. ; to  old  matriculates  a registration  fee  of  5 dols. ; to  new 
matriculates,  in  addition  to  tlie  matriculation  fee,  35  dols.,  30  dols.  of 
winch,  will  be  credited  on  account  of  the  fee  for  the  ensuing  winter 
term.  Board  can  be  obtained  in  Philadelphia  for  4 dols.  per  week 
and  upwards. 

Scholarships,  &c. — Six  free  scholarships  : These  are  awarded  after 
competition  in  English  composition,  Latin  translation,  and  Physics. 
Two  prizes  of  100  dols.  each  are  awarded,  the  one  annually,  and  the 
other  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  donor,  to  the  writers  of  the  best 
essays  upon  medical  subjects.  A prize  in  money  is  given  for  the  best 
record  of  the  anomalies  found  in  the  dissecting  room.

College  op  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

Medical  Department  of  Columbia  College  in  the  City  of  New  Yorlt. 

Candidates  for  the  M.D.  degree  must  have  attended  two  courses  of 
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lectures,  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and 
Therapeutics,  Obstetrics,  Surgery,  Pathology,  Practical  Medicine.  The 
second  of  such  courses  must  have  been  taken  at  the  College.  Candi- 
dates must  have  practiced  dissections  during  six  months  at  least. 
Before  graduation  a thesis  must  be  written,  and  deposited  with  the 
Secretary.  A candidate  who  has  completely  failed  to  pass  his  exami- 
nations for  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine  may  appear  a second  time 
at  the  next  stated  period  of  examination ; but  if,  on  so  appearing,  he 
a second  time  completely  fail,  he  must  thereafter  matriculate,  and 
attend  at  this  College  a third  full  course  of  lectures  in  all  branches, 
before  he  is  allowed  to  appear  a third  time  for  examination.  A candi- 
date is  admitted  to  the  said  third  course  of  lectures  on  payment  of  the 
matriculation  fee  only.  The  examinations  are  conducted  in  writing, 
and  embrace  all  the  seven  subjects  taught.  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
and  Chemistry  may  be  taken  at  the  close  of  the  second  course  of 
lectures  on  these  subjects. 

Three  results  are  possible  with  regard  to  the  examinations  and  the 
thesis  written:  The  candidate  is  “passed”  when  his  thesis  and  examina- 
tions have  been  satisfactory  in  each  and  all  of  the  seven  branches  of 
medical  teaching  enumerated  under  the  head  of  “ lectures.”  He  is 
“ conditioned  ” when  the  average  merit  of  his  thesis  and  examinations 
has  been  satisfactory,  while  in  one  or  more  branches  he  has  been  found 
deficient ; in  this  case  the  candidate  can  proceed  to  his  degree  only  on 
the  condition  that  he  first  pass  a re-examination  in  the  deficient  branch 
or  branches  not  sooner  than  at  the  next  regular  semi-annual  examina- 
tion. He  is  “rejected”  when  the  average  merit  of  his  thesis  and 
examinations  has  been  unsatisfactory ; in  this  case  the  candidate  must 
be  re-examined  in  all  the  seven  branches,  but  the  writing  of  a new 
thesis  is  rarely  required.

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Scholarships,  &c. — One  prize  of  150  dols.,  one  of  75  dols.,  one  of 
25  dols.,  awarded  annually  for  the  best  reports  in  writing  of  clinical 
instruction  given  at  the  New  York  Hospital.  Prizes  for  Proficiency  at 
Examination  are  ten  in  number,  viz. : one  of  500  dols.,  one  of  300  dols., 
■one  of  200  dols.,  and  seven  lower  prizes  of  25  dols.  each.  These  are 
awarded  annually,  after  competition,  among  those  graduates  who  in 
their  final  examination  and  thesis  have  been  awarded  “honours.”  The 
Alumni  Association  Prize  is  of  500  dols.  value,  and  open  to  competi- 
tion by  all  alumni  of  the  College.  Candidates  write  an  original  essay 
upon  any  subject  they  may  select.  The  Cartwright  Prize  of  the 
Alumni  Association  is  of  500  dols.  value.  The  conditions  are  the  same 
as  those  of  the  last.  Both  the  “Alumni  ” prizes  are  offered  alternately. 
Stevens’  Triennial  Prize  is  of  200  dols.  value,  and  is  awarded  for  an 
essay  containing  the  results  of  original  research.  The  subjects  for 
investigation  are  announced  by  the  authorities  three  years  previous  to 
-each  competition.  The  prize  is  open  ’to  “ all  world  ” candidates.  The 
Joseph  Mather  Smith  Prize,  of  100  dols.  value,  is  awarded  annually  for 
the  best  essay  on  a previously  announced  subject.

Fees. — 100  dols.  each  session;  matriculation  fee,  5 dols.;  dissecting 
ticket,  optional  (!) ; diploma  fee,  30  dols. 

Medical  Societies. 

Amongst  the  Medical  Societies  of  the  United  States  are  : The  New 
York  Pathological  Society,  the  American  Neurological  Association,  the 
New  York  Neurological  Society,  and  the  American  Academy  of  Medicine. 

New  York  Pathological  Society. — Requirements  for  admission 
to  membership  : (1)  That  the  applicant  be  a licensed  physician  in  good 
standing ; (2)  that  he  present  through  a member  a specimen  of  morbid 
anatomy,  accompanied  by  a history  of  the  same,  or  a paper  on  some 
subject  that  has  been  the  topic  of  discussion  in  the  society.  Admission 
fee,  5 dols. 

The  American  Neurological  Association.— There  are  three 
sorts  of  members  : (1)  Active  members,  not  exceeding  fifty  in  number, 
and  who  must  be  at  the  time  of  their  election  residents  of  the  United 
States;  (2)  honorary  members,  not  exceeding  twelve  in  number;  and 
(3)  associate  members,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  in  number.  Honorary 
members  are  nominated  by  six  active  members.  Associate  members 
are  nominated  by  two  active  members.  Candidates  for  active  member- 
ship must  submit  a paper  on  some  subject  connected  with  neurological 
science.  Annual  subscription,  5 dols. 

New  York  Neurological  Society. — There  are  two  classes  of 
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members,  active  and  honorary.  Any  physician  in  good  standing  is 
eligible  for  active  membership.  Honorary  membership  is  conferred 
upon  such  physicians  only  as  have  particularly  distinguished  them- 
selves by  their  contributions  to  neurological  science.  They  may  be 
either  residents  of  the  United  States  or  of  foreign  countries.  The 
number  of  active  members  is  not  limited.  The  number  of  honorary 
members  must  not  exceed  fifty.  Candidates  for  active  membership 
must  be  proposed  by  two  active  members.  Candidates  for  honorary 
membership  must  be  proposed  by  six  active  members.  Admission  fee 
for  active  members,  5 dols.;  annual  subscription,  2 dols. 

American  Academy  of  Medicine. — The  objects  of  the  Academy 
are : To  bring  those  who  are  alumni  of  classical,  scientific,  and  medical 
schools  into  closer  relations  with  each  other ; to  encourage  young  men 
to  pursue  regular  courses  of  study  in  classical  and  scientific  institutions 
before  entering  upon  the  study  of  medicine ; to  extend  the  hounds  of 
medical  science,  to  elevate  the  profession,  to  relieve  human  suffering, 
and  to  prevent  disease.  The  membership  of  the  Academy  consists 
of  fellows  and  honorary  members.  The  fellows  must  be  alumni  of 
respectable  institutions  of  learning,  having  received  therefrom  the 
degree  of  B.A.  or  M.A.  after  a course  of  systematic  study,  and  the 
degree  of  M.D.  after  a regular  course  of  study  not  less  than  three 
years.  When  a candidate  is  an  alumnus  of  a foreign  institution  not 
granting  the  arts  degrees  mentioned,  a certificate  or  certificates  may 
be  accepted  in  lieu  thereof  if  considered  equivalent  by  the  Council. 
In  such  case  the  candidate  must  subsequently  have  received  the 
degree  of  M.D.  The  admission  fee  is  5 dols.  There  is  no  annual  sub- 
scription. 

Laws  Affecting  the  Practice  of  Medicine. 

These  laws  vary  in  the  different  States. 

Alabama. — The  Licensing  Bodies  of  the  State  have  the  exclusive 
right  of  granting  power  to  practice.  Qualified  men  from  other 
countries  and  states  must  submit  their  qualifications  for  approval ; if 
found  satisfactory  their  holders  will  bh.  allowed  to  practice. 

California. — The  regulations  resemble  those  of  Alabama. 

Connecticut. — Any  diplomate  or  graduate  in  medicine  is  allowed 
to  pi’actice. 

Delaware. — There'is  in  this  State  a Medical  Examining  Board,  and 
practitioners  must  have  obtained  its  license  or  been  admitted  to  practice 
in  some  other  of  the  States. 

Florida. — Anyone  may  practice,  provided  he  can  produce  (1)  a 
diploma  from  any  medical  body ; (2)  a certificate  of  competency  signed 
by  two  physicians  in  the  State ; (3)  a certificate  from  a medical  college 
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ah  owing  attendance  on  one  course  of  lectures,  and  a certificate  from  a 
physician. 

Georgia.— There  is  a Medical  Board  in  this  State,  and  practitioners 
who  do  not  possess  its  license  must  present  some  other  medical 
diploma. 

Illinois  and  Kentucky. — The  regulations  are  similar  to  those  of 
Georgia. 

Louisiana. — Practitioners  must  be  Doctors  of  Medicine  of  some 
American  or  European  medical  body. 

Maine. — A United  States  diploma  is  required. 

Maryland. — There  is  an  Examining  Board  in  each  county,  and  its 
diploma  (or  license)  is  the  only  one  recognised  by  the  law. 

New  York. — No  person  is  allowed  to  practice  without  a diploma 
from  a medical  body  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

Ohio. — Any  person  may  practice  who  can  produce  a medical  diploma 
or  testimonials  of  ability  from  some  medical  society  or  other  responsible 
body. 

In  Pennsylvania,  as  also  in  South  Carolina  and  Wisconsin,  a 
diploma  is  required. 

V irginia. — The  State  license  has  to  be  obtained ; this  does  not 
involve  an  examination. 

In  Alaska,  Arizona,  Arkansas,  Colorado,  Columbia,  Dakota, 
Idaho,  Indiana,  Indian  Territory,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Massachu- 
setts, Michigan,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Missouri,  Montana, 
Nebraska,  Nevada,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New 
Mexico,  North  Carolina,  Oregon,  Rhode  Island,  Tennessee, 
Texas,  Utah,  Yermont,  Washington,  West  Yirginia,  and 
Wyoming,  the  practice  is  unrestricted. 
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CONTINENTAL  AND  OTHER  FOREIGN  QUALIFICATIONS. 

General  Remarks — Notes  on  Foreign  Universities — Paris  University 
(. Faculty  of  Medicine) — Vienna  University — Medical  Faculty  of 
Erlangen — Medical  Faculty  of  Wurzburg — Leiden  University — 
Faculty  of  Medicine  of  the  Royal  Frederick  William  University  at 
Berlin — Faculty  of  Medicine  at  Bonn — University  of  Strasburg — 
Halle — University  of  Freiburg — University  of  Gottingen — Medical 
Faculty  of  Rostock — Italian  Universities — Veterinary  Schools  of 
Italy — Russian  Universities — the  Practice  of  Medicine  in  Belgium — 
University  of  Gand — The  Belgian  State  School  of  Veterinary  Medi- 
cine— University  of  Brussels — University  of  Liege — Arnheim  Uni- 
versity— University  of  Geneva — University  of  Basel — High  School 
of  Zurich — The  Faculty  of  Medicine,  Bern — Copenhagen  University 
— University  of  Athens — University  of  Coimbra — the  Swedish  Uni- 
versities— University  of  Christiana — University  of  Valetta. 

The  Continent  of  Europe,  since  Universities  were  first  instituted, 
lias  always  been  famous  for  its  seats  of  learning.  Padua,  Milan,  and 
Bologna  are  amongst  those  once  sought  by  students  from  all  countries, 
but  whose  glories  have  departed  with  the  modern  development  of 
nationalities  and  the  preference  for  more  convenient  centres.  Despite 
the  high  character  which,  among  those  who  have  known  them 
intimately,  many  of  these  Universities  have  deservedly  borne,  a pre- 
judice, however,  arose  in  this  country  against  all  continental  degrees, 
and  it  was  alleged  that  they  were  worthless  as  a test  of  learning,  inas- 
much as  they  could  be  had  for  the  buying. 

This  sweeping  condemnation  is  without  justification.  It  is  true 
that  certain  Universities  made  a practice  of  selling  their  degrees,  but 
these  bodies  were  always  few  in  number,  and,  moreover,  were  the  least 
important,  and  situated  in  certain  poverty-stricken  Bohemian  and 
other  states ; but  the  majority  of  the  continental  bodies  held  as  much 
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aloof  from  such  practices  as  our  own  Universities  of  Oxford  and 
Cambridge.  Yet  the  traffic  carried  on  by  venal  corporations  was  such 
that  British  popular  opinion,  without  discrimination,  condemned  conti- 
nental universities  in  the  lump.  This  prejudice  has,  however,  passed 
from  the  minds  of  all  except  those  whose  ignorance  and  misconception 
are  invincible,  for  with  the  development  of  communication  our  country- 
men being  brought  face  to  face  with  facts,  have,  in  honesty,  recognised 
the  truth.  Legislation  on  the  part  of  certain  continental  states  in 
recent  years  has,  moreover,  suppressed  open  traffic  in  degrees,  and 
there  is  not  now  a university  in  all  Europe  where  these  distinctions  can 
be  bought  by  unsupported  application.  Doubtless  some  mercenary 
bodies  would  continue  the  traffic  but  for  fear  of  the  State,  and  probably 
(I  have  evidence  for  what  I say)  they  still,  in  an  underhand  manner, 
try  to  evade  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

But,  as  I have  stated,  the  majority  of  continental  universities  have 
never  thus  disgraced  themselves,  and  among  these  are  Berlin,  Paris, 
Vienna,  Rome,  Bern,  Bonn,  Madrid,  Geneva,  &c.  There  are  others 
also  whose  regulations,  once  rather  lax,  are  now  sufficiently  stringent 
for  any  honest  seeker  for  a degree,  as  Heidelberg,  Giessen,  Liege, 
■Strassburg,  and  Gottingen. 

With  regard  to  Vienna,  I may  add  that  all  universities  in  the 
Austrian  Empire  are  placed  under  the  direct  control  of  the  State,  and 
the  regulations  for  their  medical  degrees  are  identical  in  all  essential 
points  : one  result  of  this  is  that  every  Austrian  Doctor  of  Medicine  is 
entitled  to  style  himself  “ M.D.,  Austria.” 

It  would  be  invidious  to  compare  the  continental  universities  one 
with  another,  but  I may  say  that  the  medical  degrees  of  Austria,  Paris, 
Berlin,  Rome,  Geneva,  and  Bern  are  as  high  testimonials  of  ability  as 
■any  in  the  whole  world. 

There  are  other  continental  bodies  whose  qualifications  stand  equally 
high  with  those  of  the  corporations  mentioned,  but  the  names  of  them, 
since  they  are  commonly  known  in  the  medical  world,  need  not  be 
given. 

The  question  may  be  asked,  What  object  is  to  be  gained  by  seeking 
a continental  in  preference  to  a British  degree  P If  the  candidate  be 
educated  in  a foreign  country  the  advantages  are  obvious,  for  he 
acquires  familiarity  with  the  native  tongue,  and  is,  if  he  subse- 
quently pursue  English  practice,  afforded  a more  extended  view  of  the 
world  and  of  disease  than  he  could  acquire  by  observation  in  our  own 
islands.  Of  course,  if  an  English  graduate  subsequently  travel  among 
the  medical  centres  of  the  continent,  he  too  will  derive  as  much 
advantage  from  his  double  observation  as  the  other,  and  a continental 
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student  passing  some  time  at  Dublin,  London,  or  Edinburgh,  will  be 
equally  benefited. 

But,  supposing  one’s  curriculum  to  have  been  passed  in  England, 
what,  it  may  be  repeated,  is  the  advantage  to  be  gained  by  continental 
graduation  ? The  majority  of  the  continental  universities  do  not 
insist  on  residence,  that  is  they  accept  a curriculum  passed  in  a foreign 
country,  or  at  any  medical  centre  other  than  their  own,  whereas,  except- 
ing that  of  London,  the  British  and  Irish  Universities  insist  on  a 
period  of  residence,  which  in  many  cases  would  be  inconvenient  and 
in  no  case  is  advantageous  to  the  student.  Then  there  is  the  prestige 
which  attaches  to  certain  continental  universities — a prestige  which 
has  made  itself  felt  throughout  the  world — and  the  consequent  feeling 
on  the  part  of  the  young  graduate  that  he  is  on  the  same  roll  with 
men  who  stand  out  pre-eminently  in  the  medical  science  of  the 
present  and  the  past.  Such  degrees  would  have  no  real  prestige 
could  they  be  had  “ for  the  asking.”  They  are  won,  in  fact,  like 
all  other  real  honours,  by  dint  of  hard  work. 

The  fact  that  foreign  degrees  are  not  registrable  here  is  no  actual 
impediment  in  the  student’s  path.  The  continental  graduate,  by 
passing  an  ordinary  licensing  examination  at  home,  will  be  enabled 
to  enter  his  name  on  the  Register. 

Notes  on  Foreign  Universities  and  Qualifications. 

1.  The  Continent. 

France. — The  Doctorate  in  Medicine  is  given  by  six  bodies: 
Paris,  Nancy,  Montpellier,  Bordeaux;,  Lille,  and  Lyons.  These  are 
all  under  State  control,  and  constitute,  with  the  other  faculties,  the 
University  of  France. 

Qualifications  in  Pharmacy  of  the  first  class  are  given  at  all  the 
above  institutions. 

There  are  two  Ecoles  de  Plein  Exercice — Nantes  and  Marseilles. 
These  give  the  same  qualifications  as  the  preparatory  schools,  and 
sixteen  inscriptions  for  the  Doctorate  may  be  taken  in  them. 

The  Preparatory  Schools  are  : Algiers,  Amiens,  Angers,  Arras, 
Caen,  Clermont,  Ferrand,  Dijon,  Grenoble,  Limoges,  Poitiers,  Rheims, 
Rennes,  Rouen,  Toulouse,  and  Tours;  these  confer  the  diploma  of 
Officer  of  Health,  and  that  of  Pharmacist  of  the  second  class,  and 
twelve  inscriptions  for  the  Doctorate  may  be  taken  in  them.  The 
diploma  of  Midwife  of  the  second  class  s given  by  the  preparatory 
schools.

The  Saint  Louis  Hospital  is  chiefly  for  diseases  of  the  skin.  At  l’Hospice 
de  Bieetre  there  are  540  beds  for  male  lunatics.  At  l’Hospice  de  la 
Salpetriere  there  are  662  beds  for  female  lunatics. 

The  College  of  France. — Tlie  following  is  taken  from  the  report 
of  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education : — 

The  foundation  of  this  great  institution  coincided  with  the  extensive 
movement  in  the  sixteenth  century  whioh  placed  the  study  of  arts,  sciences, 
and  letters  on  a new  basis.  The  University  of  Paris,  which  was  still 
penetrated  with  the  old  scholastic  spirit,  and  under  the  control  of  theologians,, 
showed  itself  more  than  ever  hostile  to  changes.  It  excluded  Hebrew,  Greek, 
and  all  other  branches  from  which  the  partisans  of  the  reform  movement 
derived  the  spirit  of  criticism  and  free  inquiry.  The  University  was,  therefore, 
opposed  to  the  college  created  by  Francois  I.,  and  used  all  means  to  hinder 
its  development.  After  great  efforts  by  the  University,  the  Eoyal  College 
was  placed  under  its  jurisdiction.  The  college  professors  continued  to 
instruct  gratuitously,  but  they  had  no  authority  to  confer  degrees.  The 
number  of  chairs  increased,  however,  to  suoh  an  extent  that  law,  medicine, 
anatomy,  the  sciences  and  letters,  were  represented  in  the  college  with  a 
liberty  which  was  unknown  in  the  faculties.  This  liberty  is  still  to-day  the 
rule  in  the  College  of  France,  which  has  been  entirely  separate  from  the 
University  of  Franco  since  the  beginning  of  the  present  century.  From  1871 
to  1878  seven  new  ohairs  were  created,  and  the  salaries  of  the  profossor 
have  been  raised  from  1500  dols.  to  2000  dols. 
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Austrian  Empire. — Medical  practice  is  restricted  to  graduates  in 
medicine  of  Austrian  universities.  All  these  have  identical  regulations. 
The  practice  of  foreign  medical  men  may  he  permitted  by  the  Govern- 
ment after  special  application.  According  to  the  Report  of  the 
United  States  Minister  of  Education,  the  University  of  Vienna  in  1879 
had  257  professors  and  3609  students ; the  University  of  Gratz  had 
ninety -four  professors  and  743  students.  In  the  year  1878  Budapesth 
University  had  164  chairs  and  2117  students.  Klausenberg  University 
in  the  year  1876-7  had  111  professors  and  363  students.

There  is  a veterinary  school  at  Stutgartt. 

No  one  may  legally  practice  medicine  in  Germany  unless  he  has 
passed  the  State  examination.  This  is  held  at  Berlin  before  the 
Government  Commission,  and  at  any  University  where  it  may  be 
required.  Candidates  must  have  attended  the  curriculum,  and  have 
passed  the  Natural  Science  examination  of  some  German  University ; 
they  must  also  produce  evidence  of  having  studied  the  subjects  of 
general  education  at  a gymnasium.  Evidence  of  classical  study  and 
•of  proficiency  in  vaccination  is  required.  Students  who  have  pursued 
their  studies  at  foreign  universities  or  schools  must  make  application 
to  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction. 

. The  State  Examination  embraces  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Pathology, 
Surgery,  Ophthalmology,  Medicine,  Gynaecology.  The  examination  is 
written,  practical,  and  viva  voce,  and  is  conducted  as  follows : 1. 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Pathology — written,  viva  voce, with  demon- 
strations on  the  dead  body.  2.  Surgery  and  Ophthalmology — the  can- 
didate has  the  charge  of  patients  at  a hospital  or  other  institution  for 
about  nine  days.  He  may  be  required  to  operate  on  the  cadaver,  and 
must  diagnose  an  ophthalmic  case.  3.  Medicine — purely  chemical.  It 
includes,  besides  diagnosis,  the  . Writing  of  Prescriptions  and  Dosology. 
4.  Gynsecology — examination  of  patients,  &c. ; a case  of  labour  must  be 
•attended  in  the  examiners’  presence,  and  the  candidate  has  the  care  of 
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patients  for  seven  days.  5.  A viva  voce  examination  (to  which  only 
those  candidates  are  admitted  who  have  passed  the  preceding  portions) 
in  Pathology,  Therapeutics,  Surgery,  Midwifery,  Pharmacy,  and 
Hygiene.  A candidate  twice  failing  to  satisfy  the  examiners  will  not 
he  re-admitted  to  examination.  Fee,  £10  4s.  The  examination  is 
conducted  in  German.

The  Spanish  Universities  are  supported  by  the  State,  which  also  col- 
lects the  fees.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  are  the  Faculties  of  Sciences- 
and  Medicine  at  Salamanca,  and  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  at  Seville, 
which  are  supported  by  their  respective  municipalities  and  provinces. 
Oviedo  has  no  faculty  of  Medicine.  Madrid,  Barcelona,  Granada,  and 
Santiago  have  faculties  of  Pharmacy.  All  the  Universities  confer 
the  degree  of  Licentiate,  but  Madrid  alone  is  authorised  to  confer 
that  of  Doctor. 

Italy. — There  is  a School  of  Veterinary  Surgery  at  Turin,  and 
another  at  Maples.

There  are  Institutes  of  Veterinary  Surgery  at  Dorpat,  Kharkof,  and 
Kazan. 

Holland. — Medical  practice  is  restricted  to  those  who  pass  the 
State  examination,  which  comprises  all  the  usual  subjects  of  medical 
education.  The  Dutch  Universities  are  Utrecht,  Leyden,  and  Gronin- 
gen. The  first  requires  for  its  Doctorate  six  years’  study,  the  passing 
of  two  examinations — first,  in  the  subjects  of  general  education,  and, 
secondly,  in  those  of  the  medical  curriculum — the  presentation  of  a 
thesis,  and  the  payment  of  a fee  of  £15. 

Statistics  in  1877-8 : University  of  Leyden,  627  students ; Utrecht, 
401 ; Groningen,  189  ; Amsterdam,  389. 

Switzerland. — Statistics  in  1879  : University  of  Basel,  71  profes- 
sors, 245  students ; of  Beme,  85  professors,  385  students ; of  Zurich, 
79  professors,  390  students.  No  statistics  have  been  received  from  the 
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University  of  Geneva.  There  is  a School  of  Veterinary  Surgery  at 
Beme,  with  5 professors  and  28  students. 

The  Law  concerning  the  exercise  of  the  professions  of  Physician,  Surgeon, 
Pharmacist,  and  Veterina/ry  Surgeon  in  the  Swiss  Confederation. 

1.  Are  allowed  to  exercise  their  professions — the  medical  men,  pharmacists, 
and  veterinary  surgeons  who  have  obtained  a federal  diploma. 

2.  The  persons  who  before  the  passing  of  this  Act  (1877)  have  obtained  a 
cantonal  diploma. 

3.  Persons  admitted  to  practice  in  those  foreign  states  which  have  entered 
into  a reciprocity  treaty  with  Switzerland. 

4.  All  the  professors  in  these  branches  of  science  at  the  Swiss  universities  and 
schools. 

5.  Only  those  aspirants  are  admitted  to  the  examination  who  require  a brevet 
of  capacity  of  all  the  branches  of  one  of  the  professions  specified  above. 

6.  A special  authority,  which  is  called  the  Managing  Committee,  verifies  the 
titles  of  the  candidates,  the  examinations,  and  equality  in  the  manner  of  pro- 
ceeding. Each  year  the  Managing  Committee  carries  a report,  and  presents 
the  result  to  the  Federal  Council. 

7.  The  Pharmaceutical  examinations  are  conducted  at  each  of  the  four 
Universities  and  at  Lausanne.  The  examinations  are  conducted  in  German,  in 
French,  or  in  Italian,  at  the  choice  of  the  candidates. 

The  Federal  Examinations  in  Medicine. — At  Bale  (Basel)  examinations  are 
held  for  doctors  and  pharmacists  ; at  Berne  for  doctors,  pharmacists,  and  vete- 
rinary surgeons ; at  Geneva  for  doctors  and  pharmacists ; at  Lausanne  for 
pharmacists  ; at  Zurich  for  doctors,  pharmacists,  and  veterinary  surgeons. 

Examination  for  Pharmacists  — Preliminary  : (1)  Native  Geography, 

Grammar,  and  Composition;  (2)  A Second  Swiss  Tongue;  (3)  Latin;  (4) 
General  History;  (5)  Geography;  (6)  Arithmetic,  Geometry,  Algebra,  and 
Plane  Trigonometry ; (7)  Natural  Sciences — Physics  and  Natural  History. 

Greece. — All  persons  desiring  to  practice  are  required  to  pass  the 
examination  of  the  Medical  Council.  There  is  no  exemption  from  this, 
even  in  the  case  of  graduates  of  the  University  of  Athens.  The 
examination  is  practical,  and  may  he  conducted  in  almost  any  modern 
European  language. 

Denmark. — The  only  university  in  Denmark  is  that  of  Copenhagen, 
from  which,  in  order  to  practice,  a medical  degree  must  he  held. 
Foreign  curricula  are  recognised.  The  University  has  60  professors 
and  1250  students.  The  library  contains  275,000  vols.  Denmark  has 
a Royal  Veterinary  and  Agricultural  School,  with  16  professors  and 
about  200  students. 

Turkey  in  Europe. — There  is  a medical  school  at  Constantinople, 
and  an  Imperial  College  of  Medicine  granting  a diploma.  Anyone  may 
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practice  who  possesses  either  this  or  other  satisfactory  degree,  license, 
or  diploma. 

Finland. — The  University  of  Helsingfors  has  892  students. 

Montenegro. — Anyone  may  practice  here,  provided  he  can  produce 
a medical  degree  or  diploma  from  some  recognised  medical  examining 
body. 

Servia. — Persons  wishing  to  practice  must  produce  a diploma  either 
from  the  Belgrade  Examining  Board  or  from  a French  or  Austrian 
University. 

Corsica. — The  French  laws  regulate  medical  practice. 

Crete. — Under  the  Ottoman  Empire,  medical  practice  is  unre- 
stricted. 

Notes  on  Foreign  Universities  and  Qualifications 
2.  Other  Foreign  Countries. 

Algeria. — The  medical  laws  are  those  of  France. 

Argentine  Republic. — The  examination  for  the  doctorate  of 
Buenos  Ayres  University,  or  the  State  examination  in  medicine,  must 
be  passed. 

Bolivia. — There  is  no  restriction  as  to  practice. 

Borneo. — The  practice  of  medicine  is  unrestricted. 

Brazil. — A native  degree  must  be  obtained.  The  University  is  that 
of  Bahia.  The  curriculum  is  of  six  years’  duration.  The  final  examina- 
tion embraces  all  the  subjects  of  the  curriculum,  including  those  in 
which  the  candidate  has  already  passed.  The  fees  are  about  £4  4s.  per 
annum. 

Burmah. — The  practice  of  medicine  is  not  restricted. 

Chili. — The  University  is  that  of  Santiago,  and  its  doctorate  must 
be  held  by  all  practitioners.  The  curriculum  is  of  six  years’  duration, 
and  the  examinations  embrace  the  usual  subjects  of  general  and  medical 
education. 

China. — There  is  no  legal  restriction  as  to  the  practice  of  medicine 
by  European  medical  men  ; but  in  Tibet,  Tartary,  and  other  parts  the 
priests  or  lamas  exercise  a virtual  monopoly,  and  European  systems 
are  regarded  as  the  vilest  heresies.  There  is  an  university  at  Pekin 
with  an  Imperial  Medical  College  attached.  The  system  of  medicine 
taught  is  merely  a jumble  of  absurdities. 

Colombia. — Practice  is  unrestricted.  The  chief  university  is  that 
of  Bogota. 

Costa  Rica. — There  is  no  medical  school.  A Faculty  of  Medicine 
exists  at  San  Jose,  and  all  practitioners  must  pass  its  examination. 

Cuba. — Practice  is  restricted  to  those  who  possess  a Cuban  or  Spanish 
diploma.  There  is  a university  at  Havana.

Dutch  Guiana. — The  Governor  has  control  over  the  practice  of 
medicine. 

Ecuador. — Practice  is  unrestricted. 

Egypt. — At  Cairo  there  is  a university  with  a Medical  Faculty. 
Any  licensed  medical  man  from  Europe  or  North  America  may,  by 
applying  to  the  authorities,  obtain  the  official  recognition  of  his  qualifi- 
cation. 

French  Guiana. — A diploma  must  be  held. 

Guatemala. — The  chief  university  is  that  of  San  Carlos.  Foreign 
diplomates  should  make  application  to  the  authorities. 

Havana. — Before  entering  on  medical  studies  the  candidate  must 
produce  evidence  of  having  obtained  an  Aids  degree  from  a Govern- 
ment college.  The  medical  curriculum  is  of  six  years’  duration,  and 
embraces  Botany,  Geology,  Mineralogy,  Zoology,  Physics,  Chemistry, 
and  the  usual  subjects  of  medical  education.  There  are  annual 
examinations.  The  final  examination  embraces  all  the  subjects  of  the- 
curriculum.  The  candidate  having  passed  this  receives  the  license.  To 
obtain  the  Doctorate  another  year  must  be  spent  in  medical  study,  and 
the  candidate  must  pass  an  examination  in  some  medical  subject,  and 
present  a thesis. 

Honduras. — Practice  is  unrestricted. 

Japan. — The  practice  of  medicine  is  confined  to  graduates  and 
licentiates  of  some  recognised  medical  corporation.  There  is  a medical 
school  at  Nagasaki,  and  another  at  Yedo.  At  the  latter  place  there  is 
a university  and  Government  hospital.  The  Yedo  Medical  School, 
which  is  in  connection  with  the  University,  is  styled  “ The  Imperial 
Medical  College,”  and  grants  degrees.  The  education  given  is- 
thoroughly  scientific. 

Madagascar. — Practice  is  unrestricted. 

Madeira. — The  Portuguese  laws  regulate  practice  in  the  island. 

Mexico. — The  laws  affecting  medical  practice  vary  in  the  different 
States.  The  chief  Universities  are  Mexico,  Guadalaxara,  Oaxaca,  Cam- 
peachy,  and  Zacatecas. 

Morocco, — There  is  a University  at  Fez.  Any  foreign  medical  man 
may  obtain  the  official  recognition  of  his  qualifications  by  applying  to 
the  authorities. 

Nicaragua. — Practice  is  unrestricted. 

Persia. — European  medical  men  are  allowed  to  practise  if  they  apply 
for  permission  through  their  consul  to  the  Government  authorities. 

Peru. — A medical  diploma  must  be  held.  The  chief  University  is 
that  of  Lima.  The  curriculum  is  of  six  years’  duration,  and  the  exami- 
nations embrace  the  usual  subjects. 
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Rio  de  Janeiro. — See  “ Brazil.” 

San  Domingo. — Practice  is  unrestricted. 

Sandwich  Islands. — Medical  practice  is  open  to  all  medical  men 
possessing  genuine  qualifications,  without  regard  to  the  country  in 
which  these  have  been  obtained. 

San  Salvador. — Practice  is  unrestricted.  There  is  a University  at 
the  town  of  San  Salvador. 

Siam. — The  practice  of  medicine  is  unrestricted. 

Syria. — There  is  a college  at  Beyrout,  containing  a medical  depart- 
ment. Practice  is  virtually  open  to  all  diplomates. 

Turkey  in  Asia. — Foreigners  wishing  to  practice  must  produce 
their  degress  or  diplomas  for  the  inspection  of  the  authorities  at  the 
town  where  they  wish  to  reside.  At  Beyrout  there  is  a Medical  College, 
granting  a licence  to  practice.  See  “ Syria.” 

Uruguay. — There  is  a University  at  Monte  Video.  All  practitioners 
must  pass  an  examination  before  it. 

Venezuela. — The  two  Universities  are  Caracas  and  Merida,  and 
they  both  have  the  same  regulations,  which  enforce  a high  standard  of 
knowledge.  Before  commencing  medical  study  the  candidate  must 
obtain  the  Bachelorship  in  Philosophy,  which  involves  a curriculum  of 
five  years  in  the  study  of  Latin,  Physics,  Mathematics,  Ethics,  Psycho- 
logy, History,  Philosophy,  Logic,  and  Ideology.  Equivalent  studies 
made  at  another  institution  are  accepted,  but  the  examination  in  these 
subjects  must  be  passed  before  the  University.  The  medical  curriculum 
is  of  six  years’  duration,  and  embraces,  as  do  the  professional  examina- 
tions, all  the  subjects  of  medical  study.  A degree  from  one  of  the 
above  universities  must  be  held  in  order  to  practice. 

Zanzibar. — Official  recognition  of  diplomas  may  be  obtained  on 
application  to  the  authorities. 


Paris  University. — Faculty  of  Medicine. 

A summary  of  the  conditions  to  be  fulfilled  by  aspirants  to  the  grade 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  and  to  the  title  of  Officer  of  Health  and  of 
Midwife,  is  thus  given : 

1.  Inscriptions. — In  view  of  the  Doctorate. — The  formalities  to  be 
fulfilled  are  : Aspirants  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine  must  pro- 
duce in  writing  to  the  Faculty  : First,  a certificate  of  birth ; secondly, 
a certificate  of  moral  conduct ; thirdly,  if  they  are  minors,  the  consent 
of  their  parents  or  guardians;  fourthly,  the  diploma  of  Bachelor  of 
Letters  and  the  diploma  of  Bachelor  of  Sciences.  The  student  whose 
; parents  or  guardian  do  not  reside  at  Paris  must  present  as  a respondent 
'or  referee  a person  resident  in  that  capital  who  will  inscribe  his  name 
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and  address  in  a register  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  University. 
During  the  student’s  curriculum,  any  change  as  to  the  residence  of  the 
parents,  guardian,  or  referee  must  be  notified  immediately  to  the 
Faculty.  Any  omission  of  a declaration  prescribed  by  the  rules,  or  a 
false  declaration,  will  be  visited  by  the  penalties  imposed  by  the  law. 

In  view  of  the  Title  of  Officer  of  Health. — Aspirants  to  this  title  need 
only  produce  the  diploma  of  Bachelor  of  Letters,  or  that  of  Bachelor  of 
Sciences,  or  simply  a “ certificat  de  grammaire.”  The  inscriptions  of 
Officer  of  Health  cannot  in  any  case  be  converted  into  inscriptions  for 
the  Doctorate  while  the  student  is  fulfilling  the  required  curriculum. 
This  conversion  may  be  authorised  in  favour  of  Officers  of  Health  who 
have  practised  medicine  during  two  years  at  least.  It  is  to  be  under- 
stood, however,  that  such  candidates  must  produce  the  two  diplomas  of 
Bachelor  of  Letters  and  Bachelor  of  Sciences. 

Foreign  Students. — Foreign  doctors  or  students  can  obtain  of  the 
Minister  of  Public  Instruction  the  equivalence  (i.e.,  recognition)  of 
courses  of  study  undergone  in  the  universities  of  their  country,  on  the 
production  of  certificates  and  diplomas  delivered  by  their  universities, 
and  duly  legalised. 

Number  of  the  Inscriptions. — The  number  of  the  inscriptions  for  the 
Doctorate  is  sixteen,  representing  the  prescribed  four  years  of  study. 
The  inscriptions  are  taken  one  by  one  every  three  months.  The  precise 
dates  are  announced  each  quarter.  The  first  inscription  is  taken  in 
November,  the  second  in  January,  the  third  in  April,  the  fourth  in 
July,  the  fifth  in  November,  and  so  on.  Students  who  obtain  the 
diploma  of  Bachelor  only  by  November  can  be  authorised  to  take  the 
first  inscription  after  the  termination  of  the  session  of  examinations 
for  the  “ Baccalaureat.”  For  grave  reasons,  the  Minister  of  Instruction 
may  authorise  the  candidate  to  take  this  inscription  at  the  January 
quarter ; but  an  authorisation  of  this  nature  is  only  given  on  account 
of  past  unavoidable  delay.  For  the  aspirants  to  the  title  of  Officer  of 
Health,  the  number  of  the  inscriptions  is  twelve.  They  are  taken  one 
by  one,  and  quarter  by  quarter,  as  the  inscriptions  for  the  Doctorate. 
Aspirants  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  must,  after  their  eighth  inscription, 
commence  their  “ stage,”  or  hospital  attendance.  This  lasts  imtil  the 
completion  of  the  16th  inscription,  that  is,  two  years.  Each  year  of 
the  stage,  deducting  two  months  for  vacations,  consists  of  ten  months 
hospital  service.  It  commences  on  the  1st  of  November,  and  continues 
without  interruption  until  the  31st  of  August.  Aspirants  to  the  title 
of  Officer  of  Health  commence  their  “ stage  ” after  the  fourth  in- 
scription. It  is  finished  after  the  twelfth  inscription. 

Practical  Study  is  obligatory  on  all  candidates  for  the  Doctorate

It  comprises : First  Year — Physics,  Chemistry,  Natural  History. 
Second  and  Third  Years— Dissections,  Histology,  Physiology.  Fourth 
Year — Medicine,  Pathological  Anatomy.  No  one  can  take  the  quar- 
terly inscriptions  if  he  does  not  produce  a certificate  of  diligence  in  his 
practical  studies. 

Retrospective  Inscriptions. — When  a student  has  not  been  able  to  take 
his  inscriptions  at  the  regular  periods,  he  may  be  authorised  to  take 
them  retrospectively.  The  authorisation  is  accorded,  when  it  concerns 
one  or  two  inscriptions,  by  the  Hector,  when  more  than  two  by  the 
Minister  of  Public  Instruction. 

Cumulative  Inscriptions. — Cumulative  inscriptions  can  be  accorded 
to  students  under  diverse  circumstances,  of  which  these  are  the  prin- 
cipal : First,  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  can  accord  the  first 
inscription  to  a student  who,  not  having  been  able  to  take  them  at  the 
regular  time,  proves  that  he  has  yet  followed  the  regular  curriculum 
laid  down  by  the  Faculty.  Secondly,  a Pharmacist  of  the  first  class 
possessed  of  the  two  diplomas  necessary  for  the  Doctorate  can  obtain 
the  concession  of  the  first  four  inscriptions.  If  he  has  only  one  of 
the  diplomas,  he  can  obtain  the  inscriptions  (corresponding)  for  the 
title  of  Officer  of  Health.  Thirdly,  foreign  doctors  or  students 
qualified  by  the  diplomas  or  certificates  delivered  by  the  faculties  of 
their  country  can  obtain  the  equivalents  for  the  French  scientific  and 
literary  diplomas  and,  according  to  the  nature  and  duration  of  the 
medical  studies  made  in  their  country,  the  Minister  may  accord  them 
the  concession  of  four,  eight,  twelve,  or  sixteen  inscriptions,  according 
to  the  case. 

Conversion  of  Inscriptions  for  the  Title  of  Officer  of  Health  into 
Inscriptions  for  the  Doctorate. — An  Officer  of  Health  who  has  practised 
medicine  for  two  years  with  distinction,  and  who  produces  the  two 
diplomas  of  Bachelor  of  Letters  and  of  Sciences,  can  obtain  the  con- 
version into  the  inscriptions  of  the  Doctorate  the  twelve  inscriptions 

I that  he  had  taken  for  his  diploma.  This  conversion  is  accorded  by  the 
Minister  after  being  advised  by  the  Faculty. 

Conversion  of  the  Inscriptions  of  the  Secondary  Schools  into  Inscrip- 
tions of  the  Faculty. — Students  can  take  the  sixteen  inscriptions  in  the 
schools  de  plein  exercice,  i.e.,  where  the  usual  curriculum  is  carried  out, 

| as  at  Nantes  and  Marseilles,  but  they  must  be  examined  before  the 
Faculty.  In  the  secondary  or  preparatory  schools  the  students  may 
I take  twelve  inscriptions — that  is  to  say,  they  may  pass  three  years  in 
these  establishments.  After  these  three  years  the  student  must  enter 
I at  a Faculty  or  a School  de  plein  exercice. 

Examinations.  Candidates  for  the  Doctorate  must  undergo  five 
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examinations  and  write  a tliesis.  But  as  the  second,  third,  and  fifth 
examinations  are  divided  into  two  distinct  parts,  it  follows  that  the 
number  of  the  examinations  is  eight,  not  including  the  thesis : First 
Examination  — Physics,  Chemistry,  Natural  History.  Second : 1st 
part — Anatomy  and  Histology ; 2nd  part — Physiology.  Third  : 1st 
part — External  Pathology,  Midwifery,  Medicine;  2nd  part — Internal 
and  General  Pathology.  Fourth  : Hygiene,  Forensic  Medicine,  Thera- 
peutics, Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy.  Fifth  : 1st  part — Obstetrics, 
External  Clinical : 2nd  part — Internal  Clinical,  Practical  Pathological 
Anatomy. 

Thesis. — The  subject  is  chosen  by  the  candidate. 

Examinations  for  the  Diploma  of  Officer  of  Health. — First  Examina- 
tion : Anatomy  and  Physiology.  Second  : Pathology  (external  and 
internal)  and  Midwifery.  Third : Clinical  (external  and  internal). 
Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

Fees. — The  inscriptions)  are  gratuitous.  For  the  examination  for  the 
Doctorate : First  examination,  55  francs ; second,  110  francs ; third, 
110  francs ; fourth,  55  francs ; fifth,  110  francs ; thesis,  240  francs. 
For  the  diploma  of  Officer  of  Health : First  examination,  100  francs  r 
second,  110  francs ; third,  210  francs.  Practical  studies : First  year, 
60  francs ; second,  40  francs ; third,  40  francs ; fourth,  20  francs. 
These  sums  for  practical  work  must  he  paid  quarterly  in  taking  the 
inscriptions.  The  library  fee  is  10  francs  yearly. 

Division  of  the  Courses. — The  courses  are  permanent  or  non-per- 
manent. The  Clinical  courses  are  permanent  and  are  thirteen  in 
number — viz.,  four  courses  of  Internal  Clinical  Medicine  established  in 
the  hospitals  of  la  Charite,  l’Hotel  Dieu,  la  Pitie,  Necker;  four 
courses  of  External  Clinical  Medicine  established  in  the  hospitals  of 
la  Charite,  l’Hotel  Dieu,  l’Hopital  des  Cliniques ; one  course  of  Mid- 
wifery at  the  last  hospital ; one  course  of  Mental  Medicine  at  l’Asile 
Sainte  Anne;  one  course  of  Syphilitic  and  Cutaneous  Medicine  at 
l’Hopital  Saint  Louis  ; one  course  of  Diseases  of  Children  at  l’Hospice 
des  Enfants  Assistes;  one  course  of  Ophthalmic  Medicine  at  l’Hotel 
Dieu. 

Non-permanent  Courses. — These  are  divided  into  those  of  the  winter 
and  those  of  the  summer  quarters.  The  winter  course  comprises 
Medical  Physics,  Medical  Pathology,  Anatomy,  General  Pathology 
and  Therapeutics,  Chemistry,  Surgical  Pathology,  Operations  and 
Instruments,  Histology,  History  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  The 
summer  course  comprises  Natural  History,  Physiology,  Pathological 
Anatomy,  Surgical  Pathology,  Forensic  Medicine,  Pharmacy,  Mid- 
wifery, Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Experimental  and  Compara- 
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tive  Pathology,  Medical  Pathology,  Hygiene,  Therapeutics,  and  Materia 
Medica. 

There  are  ten  auxiliary  courses,  viz.,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Natural 
History,  Physiology,  Midwifery,  Pathological  Anatomy,  two  courses  in 
Internal  Pathology  and  two  in  External  Pathology. 

Division  of  the  Departments  of  Study. — The  courses  of  the  Faculty 
are  divided  into  four  parts  corresponding  with  the  four  years  of  the 
curriculum,  viz. : First  year — Chemistry,  Natural  History,  Physics, 
Osteology.  Second  year — Anatomy  and  Dissection,  Histology,  Phy- 
siology, Elements  of  Internal  Pathology,  Elements  of  External 
Pathology,  Elements  of  Pathological  Anatomy,  Elementary  Clinical 
Medicine,  Elementary  Clinical  Surgery.  Third  year — Anatomy  and 
Dissections,  Histology,  Physiology,  Internal  and  External  Pathology, 
Pathological  Anatomy,  General  Pathology,  Midwifery,  Clinical 
Surgery,  Operations,  &c.,  Practical  Medicine.  Fourth  year — Clinical 
and  Internal  Pathology,  Clinical  Midwifery  (d’accouchements),  Forensic 
Medicine,  Internal  Clinical  Medicine,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Hygiene,  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery, 
Clinical  Obstetrics,  Clinical  Psychology,  Clinical  Ophthalmology, 
Diseases  of  Children,  Syphilitic  and  Cutaneous  Diseases,  Diseases  of 
Women  after  Childbirth  and  Newly-born  Children,  Pharmacy,  General 
Pathology,  Experimental  and  Comparative  Pathology,  Internal  Patho- 
logy. External  Pathology,  Practical  Medicine,  Materia  Medica,  Thera- 
peutics, Hygiene,  Pathological  Anatomy. 

State  Schools  of  Pharmacy.  — These  are  under  the  Minister  of 
Public  Instruction,  and  comprise : The  Superior  Schools  of  Pharmacy, 
the  Mixed  Faculties  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy,  and  the  Preparatory 
Schools  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy.  There  exist  three  Superior 
Schools  of  Pharmacy  at  Paris,  Montpellier,  and  at  Nancy;  three 
mixed  Faculties  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy  at  Bordeaux,  Lille,  and 
Lyons;  two  Schools  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy  de  Plein  Exereice 
at  Marseilles  and  at  Nantes  ; sixteen  Preparatory  Schools  of  Medicine 
and  Pharmacy  at  Algiers,  Amiens,  Angers,  Aa-ras,  Besan^n,  Caen, 
Clermont,  Dijon,  Grenoble,  Limoges,  Poitiers,  Rlieims,  Rennes,  Rouen, 
Toulouse,  Tours.  The  diplomas  granted  in  Pharmacy  are  those  of : 
Pharmacist  of  the  first  class,  Pharmacist  of  the  second  class,  Herborist 
of  the  first  class,  Herborist  of  the  second  class. 

Pharmacist  of  the  First  Class. — The  curriculum  is  of  six  years’ 
duiation,  of  which  period  three  years  must  be  passed  in  a dispensing 
laboratoiy,  and  three  years  in  one  of  the  recognised  schools,  i.c., 
Ecole  Superieure,”  “ Ecole  de  Plein  Exereice,”  and  “ Les  Facultcs 
Mixte.  Two  of  the  three  years,  however,  may  be  taken  in  a pre- 
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paratory  school.  Candidates  before  taking  their  first  inscription 
must  produce  the  diploma  of  Bachelier  es  Lettres,  or  that  of  Bachelier 
es  Sciences,  or  evidence  of  having  passed  some  similar  examination. 
The  authorities  accept  an  examination  which  has  to  be  passed  sooner 
or  later,  and  is  termed  the  Examen  de  Validation  de  Stage.  The 
subjects  are  Materia  Medica  and  Practical  Pharmacy.  The  profes- 
sional examinations  number  seven  in  all.  The  fees  for  examinations, 
the  diploma,  the  library,  and  the  three  years’  course  at  the  school, 
amount  to  1085fr.  Superior  diploma  of  Pharmacist  of  the  first 
class : A superior  diploma  is  delivered  to  those  Pharmacists  of  the 
first  class  who  sustain  a thesis,  and  obtain  the  degree  of  Licencie  es 
Sciences  Physiques  or  es  Sciences  Naturelles,  or  who,  should  they 
not  possess  one  of  these  degrees,  prove  having  undergone  a fourth 
year’s  course  of  study  in  a superior  school  or  in  a mixed  faculty,  and 
who  pass  an  examination  in  the  subjects  of  the  Licence  es  Sciences 
Physiques  or  of  the  Licence  es  Sciences  Naturelles  applied  to  Phar- 
macy ; this  examination  is  written,  practical,  and  oral.  The  fee  for 
this  superior  diploma  is  280fr. 

Pharmacist  of  the  Second  Class.  — Candidates  must  pass  a pre- 
liminary examination  in  Arts.  The  curriculum  is  of  six  years’  dura- 
tion, of  which  period  three  years  must  be  passed  at  a recognised 
school  and  three  years  in  the  laboratory  of  a legally  qualified  pharma- 
cist. There  are  six  professional  examinations.  The  fees  amount  to 
875frs.  (including  library  fees).  The  inscriptions  are  gratuitous 
in  the  State  schools.  The  diploma  of  Pharmacist  of  the  second  class 
gives  the  right  to  practice  in  the  department  chosen  by  the  candidate 
in  making  his  first  inscription.  Should  the  Pharmacist  later  on 
wish  to  exercise  his  profession  in  another  department,  he  must  obtain 
a new  certificate  of  proficiency ; in  this  case  he  need  pass  the  final 
examination  only.  The  cost  of  this  new  diploma  is  360fr.  The 
minimum  age  for  Pharmacists  of  the  second  class  is  seventeen  years. 

Herboristes. — There  are  two  diplomas — first  and  second  class.  The 
first  class  diplomas  empower  to  practice  throughout  France;  the 
second  class  diplomas  are  recognised  in  the  department  for  which  they 
are  granted  only.  The  examination  for  a first  class  diploma  must 
be  passed  before  one  of  the  superior  schools  of  Pharmacy  or  of  the 
mixed  faculties.  The  subjects  are:  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic 
and  Metric  System ; elementary  knowledge  of  Medicinal  Plants,  the 
precautions  necessary  for  their  cultivation,  drying,  and  preparation, 
with  some  elementary  ideas  of  their  medicinal  properties.  The 
total  fee  is  lOOfr.  The  examination  for  the  second  class  diploma 
may  be  undergone  before  any  of  the  schools  of  Medicine  or  Pharmacy 
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situated  in  the  department  where  tlie  candidate  proposes  to  exercise 
his  profession.  The  subjects  are:  The  knowledge  of  Medicinal 

Plants,  the  precautions  necessary  for  their  cultivation,  their  drying, 
and  their  preparation.  The  total  fee  is  lOOfr.  at  Paris,  and  80fr. 
in  the  departments. 


Vienna  University. 

The  promotion  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  the  entire  and  complete 
clinic,  and  the  branches  connected  therewith,  for  the  practice  of 
medicine  is  only  to  be  obtained  by  the  candidate  undergoing  three 
“severe”  examinations.  The  candidate  has  to  apply  to  the  Deacon 
of  the  Medical  Faculty  to  be  admitted  to  these  “severe”  examina- 
tions, and  must  produce  the  following  documents:  1st,  certificate 
of  baptism  or  of  birth ; 2nd,  a certificate  from  one  of  the  countries 
represented  in  the  State  Council  Union,  proving  his  rights  of  citizen- 
ship, education,  &c. ; but  if  applicant  is  not  a native  of  any  of 
those  cities,  he  must  show  a document  that  he  has  successfully  ma- 
triculated; 3rd,  a certificate  that  he  has  as  an  orderly  student  of 
medicine  attended  lectures  for  at  least  four  half-years,  and  taken  part 
in  dissecting  during  two  half-years  ; 4th,  the  certificates  of  the  Yerbal 
examinations  before  admission  to  the  second  “severe”  examination; 
5th,  a University  certificate  of  having  passed  successfully  the  prescribed 
five  medical  classes,  by  which  he  shows  especially  that  he  attended 
during  four  half-years  to  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Clinical 
Midwifery,  and  C finical  Ophthalmology,  at  least  for  two  half-years ; 
and  lastly,  a certificate  that  he  succeeded  in  passing  .the  first  “ severe  ” 
examination. 

The  first  “severe”  examination  comprises  Medicine,  Chemistry, 
Anatomy,  and  Physiology,  and  consists  of  a practical  examination  in 
Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and  after  that  a theoretically  combined 
examination  in  the  four  branches  just  mentioned.  The  second  “severe” 
examination  comprises  General  Pathology,  Therapeutics,  Pathological 
Anatomy,  Pathological  Histology,  Pharmacology,  Pharmaco-dynamics, 
and  Toxicology.  Besides  this  the  candidate  must  show  his  proficiency 
in  Dispensing  Medicines,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  Pathology  and 
Therapeutics  of  inward  maladies,  and  consists  next  of  a practical  exami- 
nation in  Pathological  Anatomy,  on  the  artificially  prepared  limb,  and 
on  a corpse,  and  Clinical  Medicine,  and  a theoretical  examination  in 
all  the  four  subjects  of  the  “severe”  examination.  The  third  “ severe” 
examination  comprises  Surgery,  including  Surgical  Pathology  and 
Therapeutics,  Ophthalmic  Medicine,  Gynaecology  and  Midwifery,  and 
Forensic  Medicine ; and  consists  next  of  an  examination  in  Surgery 
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at  the  Bedside,  and  on  a corpse  or  a skeleton,  and  afterwards  a 
theoretical  examination  on  all  the  four  subjects  mentioned  above. 

All  “ severe”  examinations  must  be  held  at  the  same  university.  Only 
in  a specially  considered  case  would  a candidate  have  permission  to 
pass  the  second  and  third  and  “severe”  examinations  at  another 
university  than  the  one  in  which  he  passed  the  first,  in  accordance 
with  a decision  of  the  College  Professors,  admitted  by  the  Minister  of 
Education.  All  three  “severe”  examinations  are  held  publicly,  but 
the  President  is  at  liberty  to  limit  the  admission  to  physicians  and 
students  only. 

The  Examination  Commission  at  every  “severe”  examination  consists 
of  a President,  the  ordinary  examiner,  and  (according  to  circumstances) 
of  an  extraordinary  examiner,  the  Government  Commissioner,  and  at 
the  second  and  third  of  an  extra  co-examiner  supplied  by  Government. 
At  every  examination  commission  the  Deacon  of  the  Medical  Faculty 
presides. 

A candidate  is  only  admitted  if  he  has  passed  the  “ theoretical  com- 
bined” examination,  with  the  “severe”  examination  by  the  Deacon 
Professor,  and  if  he  has  gained  sufficient  marks  of  merit  in  the  various 
practical  parts  of  the  “ severe  ” examinations.  If  a candidate  at  any  of 
these  practical  examinations  is  found  inefficient  he  may  be  admitted  to 
a repeated  examination.  But  the  first  repetition  may  not  take  place 
till  four  months  have  elapsed,  and  the  second  not  until  six  months 
after  the  first  repetition. 

At  the  theoretical  examination  the  candidate  is  subjected  to  a quarter 
of  an  hour’s  trial  by  each  examiner  and  co-examiner. 

After  the  termination  of  each  examination  in  the  practical  as  well  as 
the  theoretical  branch,  each  examiner,  the  co-examiner  having  awarded 
marks  of  success  to  the  candidate,  enters  the  result  in  the  register  as 
satisfactory,  or  vice  versa.  The  character  of  the  questions  put  by  the 
President  and  Government  Commissioner  is  also  indicated.  If  at  any 
theoretical  examination  one  of  the  examiners  be  not  satisfied  with  the 
candidate’s  proficiency,  such  candidate  shall  not  pass,  but  he  may  pre- 
sent himself  for  re-examination — in  the  subject  in  which  he  has  failed 
— after  the  lapse  of  two  months.  If  the  candidate  be  again  rejected  he 
will  be  referred  to  his  studies  for  four  months.  Every  repeated 
theoretical  examination  in  one  subject  must  be  presided  over  by  the 
President  of  the  examination  commission  and  the  Government  com- 
missary. If  a candidate  has  been  rejected  in  more  than  one  subject, 
he  will  be  required  to  undergo  re-examination  in  all  the  subjects  at  the 
termination  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  his  failure,  including  the 
subjects  in  which  he  may  have  satisfied  the  examiners.  If  then  he  is 
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rejected  in  one  subject  be  may  repeat  tbe  whole  examination  after  six 
months  more  have  elapsed. 

If  the  candidate  exhibit  a moderate  knowledge  of  his  profession,  but 
not  sufficient  to  justify  the  examiners  in  passing  him,  then  the  president 
will  make  a calculation  of  the  favourable  and  unfavourable  marks  given 
in  the  practical  and  theoretical  examinations  taken  together;  if  the 
majority  of  the  marks  are  unfavourable,  or  the  marks  are  equal,  the 
examination  will  be  considered  as  not  passed.  The  result  is  at  once 
entered  in  the  register  for  “ severe”  examinations,  and  made  known  to 
the  candidate  publicly. 

Every  third  examination,  be  it  a practical  examination  or  a “ theo- 
retical single”  examination,  or  the  whole  “theoretical  combined” 
examination,  can  only  be  permitted  by  the  Minister  of  Education,  in 
agreement  with  the  medical  professors.  If  the  candidate  do  not  pass 
the  third  examination,  or  he  do  not  receive  permission  to  attend  it,  he 
is  precluded  for  ever  from  becoming  a Doctor  of  Medicine  of  any  of 
the  universities  in  countries  represented  by  the  State  Council,  as  also 
from  the  naturalisation  of  a diploma  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  obtained  in 
a foreign  part.  Every  repetition  of  an  examination  shall,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, be  held  by  the  same  examiners  as  the  preceding  unsuccessful 
examination,  and  the  examinations  shall  be,  as  nearly  as  possible, 
identical. 

Fees. — For  the  first  “severe”  examination  the  candidate  has  to  pay 
£4  11s.  9d. ; for  the  second,  £5 ; and  for  the  third,  £5  8s.  4d.  The  pro- 
motion fee  for  the  full  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  universities  of 
countries  represented  in  the  State  Council  amounts  to  £5. 

Those  who  have  finished  their  study  of  Medicine,  and  have  been 
subjected  to  a “severe”  examination,  or  those  who  are  finishing  the 
last  half  year  of  their  study,  have  exceptionally  the  privilege  of  passing 
the  preliminary  examination  in  Botany,  Mineralogy,  and  Zoology, 
within  the  last  four  weeks  of  the  summer  half-year. 

Order  of  the  “ severe  ” examination  of  the  Medical  Faculty  in  Physio- 
logy  with  regard  to  the  admission  to  the  “ severe  ” examination  in 
Medicine. — To  be  admitted  to  a “ severe  ” examination  in  Medicine,  the 
candidate  must  have  successfully  passed  three  separate  preliminary 
examinations  in  Botany,  Mineralogy,  and  Zoology,  publicly,  in  one  of 
the  universities  of  countries  represented  in  the  State  Council.  To 
every  one  of  these  preliminary  examinations  any  ordinary  student  of 
medicine  may  be  admitted  by  applying  to  the  Deacon  of  the  Medical 
College  Professorship,  but  he  must  produce  a certificate  of  his  majority 
from  one  of  the  colleges  of  a country  represented  in  the  State  Council. 
If  he  is  not  a native  of  any  of  those  countries,  a certificate  of  his 
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matriculation  as  ordinary  student  from  any  medical  faculty  will  suffice. 
It  is  entirely  left  to  the  option  of  the  student  in  what  rotation  and 
during  which  half-year  he  intends  passing  these  preliminary  examina- 
tions. These  are  under  the  guidance  and  supervision  of  the  Deacon  of 
the  Medical  College  Professorships,  and  they  are  held,  as  a rule,  during 
the  first  four  weeks  of  every  half  year.  Every  single  physiological 
examination  for  each  candidate  lasts  fifteen  minutes. 

Having  passed  the  examination,  or  failed  to  do  so,  the  candidate 
will  have  his  name  entered  by  the  examiners  in  the  register,  together 
with  the  particulars  of  his  examination.  The  Deacon  of  the  Medical 
Faculty  furnishes  the  candidate  with  a formally  stamped  certificate, 
and  causes  also  a remark  to  that  effect  to  be  made  in  the  catalogue  of 
preceptors.  If  the  candidate  be  pronounced  inefficient  he  may  repeat 
the  examination,  which  must  be  held  in  the  presence  of  the  Deacon  of 
the  Medical  College  Professorships ; but  this  repetition  cannot  take 
place  until  after  the  lapse  of  three  months.  For  every  repetition  the 
same  term  is  to  be  observed.  For  every  preliminary  physiological 
examination  the  candidate  has  to  pay  a fee  of  11s.  8d.  For  every  repeti- 
tion of  such  an  examination  a fee  of  10s.  is  to  be  paid,  of  which  sum  the 
examiner  receives  5s. 

Resolution  of  the  25th  January,  1873,  of  the  Council  for  Ritual  and  Educa- 
tion.— Regulation  929,  addressed  to  the  Deacon  of  the  Medical  College  Profes- 
sorships in  Vienna,  with  regard  to  the  promotion  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  and 
Surgeon,  as  also  Accoucheur,  of  medical  students  from  foreign  parts : — In 
answer  to  the  question  whether  such  doctors  as  have  had  a diploma  granted  to 
them  in  foreign  parts  may  for  the  future  apply  here  for  promotion  to  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  Surgeon,  or  Accoucheur,  the  following  is  the  deci- 
sion : — According  to  No.  28,  Section  4,  of  the  Medical  Severe  examination  order 
of  April  15th,  1872,  only  those  students  who  have  passed  a severe  examination 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  course,  1872-73,  can  be  treated  with  according  to 
the  old  severe  examination  order  ; but  students  who  have  passed  a severe  exami- 
nation in  the  years  1871-2  at  a university  in  a country  not  represented  in  the  State 
Council  have  only  to  be  guided  by  the  new  rules  of  promotion  to  the  degree  of 
Doctor,  &c.  No  exception  whatever  is  made  from  this  rule,  even  if  the  qualified 
applicant,  in  the  course  of  1871-2,  passed  a severe  examination  either  during 
vacation  or  in  the  month  of  July ; because  such  a severe  examination,  according 
to  home  rules,  without  a special  permission  from  the  Minister  of  Education,  is  not 
permitted.  (Decree  of  the  Commission  of  the  Court  of  Study  of  July  the  8th, 
1859,  Regulation  4501,  and  Resolution  of  the  Ministry  of  the  8th  August,  1862, 
Regulation  8189.)  The  definition  of  seotion  28  of  the  Severe  Examination  Order 
of  the  15th  of  April,  1872,  is  undoubtedly  the  only  available  rule,  which,  how- 
ever, does  not  refer  to  any  exceptional  casos  the  Committee  may  have  had  in  view. 

Resolution  of  the  Council  for  Ritual  and  Education  of  the  9th  of  April,  1875 
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(Reg.  3524). — To  the  Medical  College  Professors  in  Vienna,  Prague,  Innsbruck, 
and  Cracow.  With  regard  to  the  question  of  naturalising  a doctor  with  a foreign 
diploma  to  the  Austrian  Citizenship  : — Prom  a question  of  the  medical  profes- 
sors of  the  college,  as  to  whether  a foreign  diploma  of  doctor  can  be  considered 
as  a naturalised  one  in  the  Austrian  Empire,  the  answer  is  that,  according  to 
the  opinion  and  meaning  of  the  Act  of  the  24th  September,  1854  (Eeg.  13,567), 
of  the  Council  of  Education,  those  who  have  not  been  naturalised,  nor  have  any 
documents  showing  their  rights  of  citizenship,  may  have  the  Austrian  Diploma 
of  Doctor  conferred  on  them  (if  they  have  pursued  a course  of  study  and  have 
passed  examinations  equal  to  the  requirements  for  the  Doctorate  in  the  case  of 
Austrian  citizens,  or  have,  by  investigations  and  published  writings,  proved 
their  proficiency  in  the  various  medical  sciences)  by  their  giving  in  return  a 
written  promise,  in  which  it  must  be  declared  that  they  will  not  exercise  nor 
practice  the  medical  profession  without  fulfilling  the  lawful  conditions,  and  also 
without  permission  of  the  Ministry  for  the  Home  Department, 

This  rule,  it  may  be  added,  was  passed  in  order  to  save  the  authori- 
ties the  trouble  of  making  invidious  comparisons  between  various 
foreign  corporations,  by  excluding  some  and  recognising  others.  The 
Austrian  diploma  is  never  granted  to  foreign  graduates  or  savants 
without  the  fullest  proof  of  proficiency.  The  Ministry  have  the  power 
to  accord  permission  to  practice  in  Austria,  which  is  seldom  withheld 
after  special  application  from  bona  fide  scientific  men. 

Medical  Faculty  of  Erlangen. 

The  regulations  concerning  the  degree  of  M.D.  provide  : 

I.  The  bestowal  of  the  degree  of  M.D.  may  take  place  after  proof  has  been 
given  of  a sufficient  general  and  medical  education  and  the  candidate  has 
written  an  original  scientific  thesis  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Faculty. 

If-  The  candidate  must  present  himself  to  the  Dean  upon  production  of 
the  following  documents  : (1)  A certificate  that  he  has  completed  the  course  of 
a German  “ gymnasium,”  or  a proof  that  he  has  obtained  a similar  general 
education  elsewhere  ; (2)  Proof  of  regular  medical  studies  pursued  at  a German 
or  foreign  recognised  school  during  at  least  three  years  ; (3)  An  original  thesis 
on  some  medical  and  scientific  subject,  written  by  the  candidate,  together 
with  a declaration  on  his  word  of  honour  that  the  thesis  is  his  own  com- 
position. 

III.  The  thesis  of  the  candidate,  when  sent  in,  will  be  referred  by  the  Dean 
for  criticism  to  an  examiner  who,  where  possible,  must  be  a specialist  in  the 
department  of  which  the  dissertation  treats.  After  the  decision  of  the  examiner 
the  members  of  the  Faculty  deoide  whether  the  thesis  is  good  or  not.  The 
Dean  can  himself  be  examiner. 

IV.  In  case  the  thesis  is  adjudged  worthy,  the  candidate  will  bo  subjected  to 
an  oral  examination.  This  may  be  hold  in  two  ways  : (a)  As  colloquium  for 
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those  who  have  already  passed  the  examination  of  a German  examining  body  ; 
(6)  As  a complete  examination  for  those  who  have  not  so  passed. 

V.  The  colloquium  is  held  by  three  delegates  of  the  Faculty  under  the 
presidency  of  the  Dean,  and  the  examiner  of  the  thesis  is  under  their 
authority.  The  two  other  delegates  nominate  the  Dean,  in  regular  rotation, 
from  the  members  of  the  Faculty.  The  Dean  can  himself  be  one  of  the  three 
delegates. 

YI.  The  complete  examination  is  held  by  an  examining  committee,  composed 
of  the  Dean  and  four  other  members  of  the  Faculty,  nominated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Dean,  under  whose  authority  the  examiner  of  the  thesis  is  placed. 
The  examination  must  cover  as  much  as  possible  all  the  departments  of  medical 
knowledge. 

The  examination  is  held  in  the  German  language  only,  but  the  use  of  an  inter- 
preter is  not  forbidden. 

At  the  close  of  the  examination  the  Dean  asks  the  remaining  members  of 
the  Faculty  present  whether  they  are  yet  ready  to  decide  upon  the  answers  of 
the  candidate. 

VII.  The  colloquium  and  complete  examination  are  openly  held.  The 
presence  of  those  members  of  the  Faculty  who  are  not  examiners  is  desired. 

VIII.  At  the  close  of  the  examination  a decision  is  arrived  at  as  to  the  result 
from  the  reports  of  the  examiners.  If  favourable,  the  candidate  is  immediately 
notified,  and  the  diploma  is  handed  to  him  by  the  Dean. 

IX.  The  candidate  is  bound  to  print  a sufficient  number  of  copies  of  his  thesis 
at  his  own  cost.  On  the  back  of  the  title  page  it  must  be  stated  that  the  thesis 
is  printed  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty,  and  the  name  of  the  examiner  must 
also  be  mentioned. 

X.  The  candidate  must  pay  a fee  of  three  hundred  marks  for  bestowal  of  the 
degree  of  M.D.,  and,  in  addition,  distribute  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the 
thesis  to  members  of  the  Faculty. 

XI.  In  case  the  degree  is  not  granted,  half  the  fee  will  be  returned  to  the 
candidate. 

Medical  Faculty  of  Wurzburg. 

According  to  the  regulations  of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  Wurzburg 
University,  the  examination  for  the  degree  of  M.D.  is  quite  distinct 
from  the  License  to  practice  Medicine,  and  admission  to  the  degree  is 
at  the  option  of  the  Faculty  or  its  Dean.  The  conditions  upon  the 
fulfilment  of  which  entrance  to  the  examination  is  dependent  are  : 

1.  That  the  candidate  produce  a certificate  that  he  has  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted the  course  of  study  of  a first-class  publio  school,  and  the  production  of 
such  will  be  dispensed  with  only  in  the  case  of  that  candidate  who  does  not 
belong  to  the  German  Empire.  Concerning  the  granting  of  suoh  a dispensation 
the  whole  Faculty  must  decide. 

2.  The  candidate  must  prove  that  he  has  attended  during  at  least  four  years 
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the  University  lectures,  and  of  these  four  years  at  least  six  semesters  must  be 
devoted  to  medical  studies. 

3.  He  must  produce  the  above-mentioned  certificates  at  his  entrance  to  exami- 
nation, which  must  take  place  at  the  Dean’s. 

The  candidate,  having  fulfilled  the  stipulated  conditions  of  entrance 
to  examination,  must  pay  a fee  of  300  marks  to  cover  the  necessary 
expenses.  His  first  task  consists  in  the  composition  of  a scientific 
treatise  on  a theoretical  or  practical  medical  subject,  which  he  must 
hand  over  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  The  latter  passes  it  on  to  one 
of  the  examining  professors  for  review,  with  the  addition  of  a short 
critical  report  upon  the  favourable  or  unfavourable  nature  of  which  it 
depends  whether  the  candidate  is  to  be  submitted  to  an  oral  examina- 
tion or  not. 

It  is  customary  to  print  the  approved  dissertation,  in  which  case  the 
name  of  the  candidate  must  be  stated  on  the  title  page,  and  150  copies 
must  be  distributed  to  the  Faculty  before  the  diploma  can  be  bestowed 
on  the  candidate  after  the  usual  oral  examination.  Should  the  candi- 
date’s essay  not  be  approved,  it  is  at  the  option  of  the  candidate  to 
retire  from  the  examination,  to  write  on  the  same  subject  again,  or  to 
compose  an  entirely  new  dissertation.  Should  this  also  fall  below  the 
ordinary  standard  of  excellence  for  such  a work,  the  candidate  will  not 
be  admitted  to  an  oral  examination,  and  the  money  deposited  by  him 
will  be  returned,  less  thirty  marks.  The  oral  examination  is  openly 
held,  and  there  are  always  six  of  the  Professors  in  Ordinary  present 
who  are  appointed  in  turn. 

The  subjects  of,  examination  on  this  occasion  are  : Anatomy,  Physio- 
logy; Pathological  Anatomy,  Special  Therapeutics,  Surgery,  Midwifery, 
Diseases  of  the  Eye;  and  besides  the  professors  of  these  subjects, 
others  take  part  in  the  examination,  viz.,  the  Professors  (in  ordinary) 
of  Psychology,  of  Materia  Medica,  of  Hygiene,  and  State  Medicine. 

When  the  examination  is  ended,  the  result  will  be  communicated  to 
the  candidate  through  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty. 

If  the  awards  “ distinguished,”  “ very  good,”  or  “ good  ” be  obtained, 
nothing  stands  in  the  way  of  bestowal  of  the  degree  of  M.D.  If  the 
unanimous  decision  of  the  examiners  is  that  the  thesis  is  “ indifferent,” 
the  oral  examination  may  take  place  after  three  months  ; if  “ bad,”  re- 
examination in  all  the  subjects  will  be  necessary  after  six  months. 
Should  a candidate  fail  to  appear  at  the  re-examination  held  at  an 
appointed  time  in  the  Easter  or  spring  holidays,  another  examination 
may  be  held  in  the  following  semester. 

For  the  re-examination,  the  candidate  must  pay  half  of  the  original 
fee  of  300  marks,  viz.,  150  marks.  A second  re-examination  is  not  per- 
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mitted.  Aiter  passing  the  examination,  the  candidate  will  receive  the 
degree  of  M.D.  from  the  hands  of  the  Dean,  without  public  cere- 
monial. 

Leyden  University. 

The  regulations  are  the  same  as  those  given  for  Arnhem.  They  may 
be  seen  in  full  in  the  “ Wet  van  den,  28th  April,  1876,  tot  regeling  van 
Let  Hooger  Onderwys,  Staatsblad,  No.  102.” 

There  are  four  examinations  for  the  Doctorate  in  Medicine  : 1. 

Latin,  Greek,  History,  Mathematics ; 2.  Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany, 
Zoology ; 3.  Human  Anatomy  and  Physiology ; 4.  Medicine,  Surgery 
and  Obstetrics,  Pathology  and  Therapeutics. 

A thesis  has  to  be  written  and  defended  before  admission  to  the 
degree. 

Faculty  op  Medicine  op  the  Royal  Frederick  William 
University  at  Berlin. 

The  conditions  of  promotion  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
and  Surgeon  are: — * 

1.  Whoever  requires  to  be  admitted  to  the  promotion  examination  must  have 
studied  Medicine  for  four  years  at  least,  either  at  one,  or  at  various  universities, 
and  the  candidate  has  on  application  to  prove  this  by  officially  signed  certifi- 
cates. Foreign  universities,  regularly  constituted,  and  similar  colleges  of 
medicine,  are  considered  equal  to  the  home  or  inland  university. 

2.  Candidates  under  thirty  years  of  age,  who  have  not  matriculated,  or  who 
may  have  left  before  applying  for  promotion,  must  matriculate  again.  This 
matriculation  is  free  of  charge.  These,  as  well  as  the  still  matriculating 
students  of  this  University,  must  take  a preliminary  retiring  testimonial  or 
certificate,  without  which  the  promotion  will  not  be  given. 

3.  The  candidate  has  to  apply  to  the  Deacon  and  produce  the  certificates 
mentioned  under  rules  1 and  2,  he  has  after  that  to  undergo  a TestameD, 
which  means  a preliminary  examination  before  the  Deacon,  a verbal  one,  and 
one  by  writing,  by  which  means  his  capacity  shall  be  judged.  The  verbal 
examination  is  generally  held  either  in  the  German  or  the  Latin  language.  It 
deals,  according  to  the  opinion  and  judgment  of  the  Deacon,  with  theoretical 
and  practical  medicine.  In  the  written  examination  the  Deacon  gives  out  a 
theme,  which  is  to  be  worked  out  in  a given  time  without  any  aid  of  any  kind. 
According  to  the  result  of  these  examinations  the  Deacon  decides  whether  the 
candidate  is  to  proceed  at  once  to  the  severe  examination,  or  to  wait  until 
better  prepared,  when  the  candidate  will  have  once  more  to  undergo  the 
Preliminary  examination. 

4.  After  passing  the  Preliminary  examination,  the  Deacon  presents  to  the 
Faculty  all  papers  referring  to  the  special  oircumstances  of  life  of  the  candidate, 
and  also  his  course  of  study,  his  judgment  of  the  verbal  examination  and  of 
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the  one  in  -writing.  If  the  Faculty  decide  for  an  admission,  the  Deacon,  in  as 
short  a time  as  possible,  will  fix  the  time  for  the  severe  examinations.  There 
are  no  fixed  periods  for  examinations,  but  during  vacation,  that  is,  during  the 
months  of  April,  August,  September,  and  October,  there  are  not  any  examina- 
tions held  as  a rule. 

5.  The  severe  examination  takes  place  before  six  members  of  the  Faculty. 
It  is  a verbal  one,  and  is  held  in  one  sitting,  as  every  examiner,  as  a rule, 
questions  the  candidate  for  a time  occupying  fifteen  minutes  ; not  any  branch 
of  either  theoretical  or  practical  medicine  is  excluded  from  this  examination. 
It  is,  as  a rule,  made  in  German  only,  but  Latin  will  be  employed  if  requisite, 
The  result  of  the  examination,  and  the  judgment  of  the  written  treatise,  will  be 
printed  on  the  diploma,  which  will  show  in  which  degree  the  candidate  had 
gained  the  approval  of  the  Faculty.  This  examination  is  not  omitted  under 
any  circumstances.  Anyone  having  completed  an  examination,  but  not  being 
approved  of,  is  not  allowed  to  apply  again  until  after  six  months  ; one  repetition 
is  free  of  charge. 

6.  The  next  step  to  be  taken  by  the  candidate  is  to  write  out  a treatise  on  a 
scientific  subject,  either  in  Latin  or  German,  which  is  examined  by  the  Faculty. 
The  members  are  most  willing  to  give  their  advice  as  to  the  choice  of  the 
subject  to  be  treated  upon  by  the  candidate ; also  how  to  arrange  the  theme. 
Yet  the  whole  must  be  worked  out  by  the  candidate,  and  he  must  make  an 
affidavit  that  without  any  assistance  he  wrote  the  manuscript  himself.  If  the 
theme  is  pronounced  by  the  Faculty  to  be  good,  the  candidate  is  obliged  to  have 
such  a number  of  copies  printed  as  may  be  accorded  to  him.  The  printing  will 
be  executed  at  a specially  recommended  printer’s,  and  the  cost  amounts  to 
<£4  6s.  The  pamphlet  should  contain,  at  least,  two  printed  sheets  of  paper,  and 
must  represent  a self. written  scientific  treatise.  Thereto  must  be  added  : 1st, 
a short  account  of  the  career  of  life  of  the  candidate  (curriculum  vitae) ; 2nd,  at 
least  three  theses  which  the  Deacon  has  thought  proper  to  propose. 

7.  Next  follows  the  public  disputation  in  the  University  Hall,  to  which  is 
attached  the  solemn  act  of  promotion.  The  time  for  this  is  fixed  by  the  Deacon. 
A long  interval  may  elapse  between  the  severe  examination  and  promotion,  yet 
it  should  not  exceed  three  years.  The  disputation  is  confined  to  the  written 
treatise,  as  well  as  to  the  theses.  Three  opponents,  chosen  by  the  candidate  about 
to  become  a Doctor,  take  part  in  it.  There  must  be  at  least  three,  and  their 
names  have  to  appear  in  print  on  the  title  page  of  the  pamphlet.  Then  every- 
one belonging  to  the  University,  besides  the  circle  of  appointed  members,  haB 
liberty  to  oppose  the  candidate  about  to  become  a Doctor.  He,  as  well  as  his 
opponents,  must  appear  at  this  performance  in  a black  suit.  The  disputation 
takes  place  in  the  German  or  Latin  language.  Only  to  the  Minister  of  the 
Education  Department  is  it  permitted  to  allow  the  use  of  another  language,  as 
also  to  dispense  with  the  disputation. 

8.  After  the  disputation  is  finished,  the  taking  of  the  oath  takes  place,  and 
the  solemn  promotion  of  the  candidate  to  the  degree  of  Dootor  of  Medioine  and 
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Surgery,  through  the  Deacon  or  his  substitute.  After  the  promotion  is  com- 
pleted, the  Deacon  hands  to  the  newly  created  Doctor  the  diploma,  and  he  has  to 
sign  personally  in  the  album  of  the  Faculty.  The  cost  of  the  diploma  is  15s. 
This  document  is  prepared  by  the  Deacon,  and  the  graduate  has  to  defray  the 
cost.  One  copy  is  attached  to  the  blackboard  of  the  Faculty,  and  a certain 
number  of  copies  delivered  to  the  University  Registrar  for  distribution.  Promo- 
tion in  absentia  does  not  take  plaoe  under  any  circumstances  whatever.  The 
fees  for  the  degree  of  Doctor,  which  must  behanded  over  to  the  Deacon,  amount 
to  <£22,  of  which  sum  <£11  Is.  must  be  paid  on  the  first  application.  This  sum 
is  forfeited  if  the  severe  examination  has  not  been  passed.  The  second  instal- 
ment of  <£10  4s.  for  the  Faculty,  and  15s.  for  the  University  Library,  may  be 
paid  with  the  first  instalment,  together,  or  in  the  interval  between  the  severe 
examination  and  the  promotion.  To  these  add  the  expenses  of  printing  the  trea- 
tise, as  well  as  the  diploma  (referred  to  in  rules  6 and  8).  The  shortest  period 
in  which  all  the  necessary  acts  for  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  this  Univer- 
sity can  be  completed  would  occupy  ten  days,  provided  the  treatise  is  handed  to 
the  Deacon  forthwith,  ready  for  printing  at  the  first  application  ; provided  also 
that  the  affairs  of  the  Faculty  permit  the  immediate  proceeding  of  the  examina- 
tion. Yet,  as  a rule,  it  is  not  at  all  advisable  for  an  applicant  to  oount  upon 
such  a quick  succession  of  the  necessary  proceedings. 

University  of  Marburg. 

The  regulations  for  proceeding  to  the  degree  of  M.D.  are  : 

I.  A.  Natives  of  Germany  must  present  to  the  Dean  : (a)  A demand,  addressed 
in  German,  to  the  Medical  Faculty,  for  admission  to  the  examination  ; (6)  A 
Curriculum  Vitce,  which  will  be  afterwards  printed  with  the  thesis,  and  which 
must  contain  the  full  Christian  and  surname  of  the  candidate,  place  and  date  of 
birth,  religion,  name  of  the  parents,  with  the  mother’s  maiden  name,  the  father’s 
social  position,  a short  sketch  of  the  candidate’s  school  and  college  education, 
together  with  the  name  of  his  college  tutor,  place  and  date  of  passing  the 
Testamen  Physicum,  and,  provided  that  the  same  is  already  passed,  the  State 
examination  and  a statement  of  the  practical  experience  already  acquired  ; (c) 

A receipt  from  the  treasurer  of  the  University  of  payment  of  the  fees,  which, 
for  examination  and  degree,  amount  to  330  marks  ; ( d ) A certificate  that  he  has 
completed  the  curriculum  of  the  gymnasium ; (e)  The  academical  certificate  of 
departure  ( abgangs  zeuguissa)  or  other  official  proof  that  he  has  attended  the 
requisite  number  of  lectures,  from  which  it  must  appear  that  the  candidate  has, 
during  four  years,  studied  medicine  at  the  University,  and  at  least  devoted  two 
semesters  to  practical  work  at  a medical  and  surgical  clinic  ; (/)  The  certificate 
of  the  Testamen  Physicum,  which  examination  must  be  passed  at  least  two 
semesters  before  admission  to  the  final  examination ; (g)  If  the  State  Medical 
examination  is  already  passed,  the  approbation  as  physician,  or  a certificate  that 
he  has  passed  the  State  examination,  by  one  of  the  presidents  of  the  Examining 
Committee,  must  be  produced.  In  this  case,  the  Dean  haB  the  power  of  absolv- 
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mg  the  candidate  from  the  obligation  to  produce  the  papers  mentioned  in  sub- 
sections (cl),  (e)  and  (/). 

B.  Foreigners  who  do  not  seek  to  acquire  the  right  of  practicing  medicine 
in  the  German  Empire  must  present  to  the  Dean : (a),  (6)  (except  the  sketch 
of  medical  examination),  and  (c),  as  above  ; ( d ) proof  of  the  acquisition  of  the 
usual  scientific  education  ; (e)  proof  of  four  years’  medical  study  at  a university; 
(/)  if  medical  examinations  have  been  passed  elsewhere  than  in  Germany,  proof 
of  the  same  to  be  given.  The  necessary  proofs  may  be  presented  in  the  original 
or  unofficially  authenticated  copies ; the  same  will,  when  they  are  no  longer 
necessary  to  the  Faculty,  be  returned. 

II.  All  candidates  who  have  not  passed  the  State  examination  for  the  German 
Empire  must  write  in  German  a thesis  in  presence  of  the  Dean,  and  must 
undergo  an  oral  examination. 

III.  When  the  Faculty  has  admitted  a candidate  to  the  Final  examination, 
the  latter  is  held  in  the  German  language,  with  closed  doors  ; the  same  practice 
obtains  throughout  all  departments  of  Medicine,  except  Forensic  Medicine  and 
Psychology. 

IV.  After  undergoing  the  Final  examination  the  candidate  must  print,  at  liis 
own  cost,  the  thesis  already  presented,  or  another  of  his  own  choice,  approved 
by  the  Faculty  (150  copies  to  be  distributed  in  the  University),  and  openly 
defend  the  thesis,  as  well  as  other  essays.  Then  follows  the  promotion,  and,  as 
soon  as  possible,  the  diploma  is  granted. 

§ Should,  for  weighty  reasons,  a dispensation  be  sought  from  one  of  the 
conditions  mentioned  under  I.  A.  ( d ),  (e),  and  (/),  application  must  be  made  to 
the  Minister  of  Education. 

The  degree  cannot  be  bestowed  upon  an  absentee. 

“ Testamen  Physicum”  is  equivalent  to  an  examination  in  Natural 
Science,  and  includes : Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Materia 
Medica,  Physics,  and  Zoology. 

Faculty  op  Medicine  op  the  University  op  Giessen. 

The  conditions  of  promotion  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  are  : 

I.  If  anyone  belonging  to  the  German  Empire  intends  to  become  a Doctor  of 
Medicine,  he  has  to  make  an  application  in  writing  to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine, 
and  to  enclose  at  the  same  time: — 1,  an  account  of  his  own  career  (curriculum 
vita) ; 2,  a university  certificate  of  competency  ; 3,  a certificate  of  State  exami- 
nation ; 4,  a certificate  of  his  present  circumstances  of  life.  Candidates  not 
belonging  to  Germany  may  produce  different  certificates  (refer  to  rules  2,  3), 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

II.  With  these  certificates  the  candidate  has  to  work  out  a treatise  on  the 
subject  of  medicine,  either  in  the  German  or  Latin  language,  and  make  a declara- 
tion, instead  of  an  oath,  that  the  treatise  has  boon  his  own  work.  Should  the 
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candidate  have  some  scientific  subject  already  written  oat,  it  may  be  approved 
of  by  the  Faoulty  instead  of  the  treatise. 

III.  If  tho  candidate  is  admitted,  and  the  treatise  approved  of,  he  has  to 
undergo  a verbal  examination,  lasting  from  two  to  three  hours,  which  is  held, 
as  a rule,  in  the  German  language,  and  in  all  branches  of  Medicine. 

IY.  The  examination  successfully  passed,  the  treatise  must  be  printed  in  four 
copies  to  be  supplied  to  the  Faculty.  Hereupon  follows  the  promotion  by 
executing  of  the  diploma,  in  which  the  title  of  the  treatise  is  mentioned.  The 
promotion  fees  amount  to  ,£15.  These  are  to  be  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the 
University  after  admission.  Should  the  treatise  not  be  considered  sufficient, 
and  the  candidate  not  be  allowed  to  pass  an  examination,  one-half  of  the  fees 
are  forfeited.  Should  the  candidate  ask  for  re-examination,  he  then  would  only 
have  to  pay  one-half  of  the  amount  of  fees.  The  candidate  who  has  failed  in 
the  public  examination  cannot  be  re-admitted  until  the  next  half-yearly 
examination. 

Faculty  of  Medicine  at  Bonn. 

The  promotion  of  foreign  candidates  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  and  Surgeon  takes  place  according  to  the  nnder-mentioned 
conditions,  copied  from  an  abstract  of  the  rules  of  the  Faculty : 

1.  The  candidate  has  to  write  a treatise  on  a subject  of  Theoretical  or 
Practical  Medicine  in  the  German  language,  which,  according  to  the  ability 
displayed  in  the  composition,  will  show  the  education  of  the  candidate,  who  has 
to  declare,  on  his  word  of  honour,  that  he  is  the  sole  author  of  the  document. 

2.  The  candidate  is  subject  to  a verbal  examination  in  all  the  chief  branches 
of  Medicine,  and  it  is  held  in  the  German  language. 

3.  If  the  examination  is  successful,  the  thesis  is  printed  at  the  expense  of 
the  candidate,  and  comprises  250  copies  in  number,  stitched  like  a pamphlet, 
200  copies  being  delivered  to  the  University.  At  a certain  day,  fixed  by  the 
Deacon,  the  candidate  has  to  attend  at  the  Hall  for  a public  disputation  to 
defend  his  written  subject  and  the  thesis,  according  to  the  usual  formality  exer- 
cised here. 

4.  The  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  treasury  of  the  University  is  £17. 

University  of  Strasburg. 

Tbe  decrees  relating  to  the  study  of  medicine  prescribe  r 

Of  the  four  years’  study  which  have  been  customary  up  to  the  present  time,  two 
are  generally  preparatory,  and  the  other  two  are  devoted  to  medical  science. 
It  is  urgently  recommended  to  students  to  pass  the  verbal  examination  at  the  end 
of  the  fourth  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  fifth  half-year,  when  the  time  of  study 
terminates.  Furthermore,  the  Faculty  reoommend  the  extension  of  the  period 
of  Btudy  to  ten  half-years,  although  the  annoxed  plan  is  calculated  specially  for 
the  eight  customary  half-years,  so  that  all  the  practical  exercises  in  the  natural 
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sciences  and  departments  of  medicine  may  be  sufficiently  performed,  which,  is 
hardly  possible  to  achieve  during  four  years’  study  at  the  University. 

The  Faculty  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  for  the  completion  of  the  State 
examinations  the  following  certificates  are  necessary,  according  to  the  rules  of 
the  25th  of  September,  1869,  for  the  Physicians’  examinations  : 1st,  the  Uni- 
versity  certificate  of  ability  ; 2nd,  certificate  of  discharge  from  the  University ; 
3rd,  certificate  of  the  verbal  examination  ; 4th,  certificate  that  the  candidate 
has  practically,  at  least  for  two  years,  taken  active  part  in  the  surgical  as 
well  as  the  medical  clinic  in  Midwifery,  and  has  assisted  at  least  at  four 
births. 

In  both  tables,  the  lectures  and  practical  courses  are  arranged 
(which  the  Faculty  recommend  the  students  to  pursue)  according 
to  the  scale  of  lectures  at  the  University,  in  suitable  rotation  for 
each  single  half-year.  Therein  it  is  observed  that  the  practical 
courses  and  exercises  in  the  departments,  according  to  the  plan 
arranged  for  the  various  studies,  may  be  transferred  to  another  half- 
year  intact.

University  op  Halle. 

Candidates  for  the  Doctorate  are  required  to  produce  the  follow- 
ing certificates : (1)  Curriculum  vitse,  (2)  of  general  education, 
(3)  of  having  at  least  two  years  previously  passed  a testamen  physicum 
(Natural  Science  examination),  (4)  of  having  undergone  a four  years’ 
medical  curriculum  at  a university.  Candidates  unable  to  produce 
any  of  the  above  certificates  must  make  special  application  to  the 
University  authorities.  Fee  for  examination  and  promotion,  372  marks 
(promotion,  12  marks).  The  examination,  which  includes  all  the  usual 
subjects  of  medical  study,  occupies  two  days.  Having  passed  the 
examination,  the  candidate  must  produce  an  original  thesis,  and  present 
172  printed  copies  to  the  University.  Forty  printed  copies  of  the  diploma 
must  also  be  presented,  and  the  candidate  must  bear  the  cost.  Candi- 
dates failing  to  pass  are  returned  40i  marks.  The  promotion  money 
(12  marks)  is  not  paid  unless  the  candidate  pass  the  examination. 
The  Medical  School  of  the  University  contains  every  requisite  for 
medical  study. 

University  op  Freiburg. 

The  candidate  for  the  Doctorate  must  produce : (1)  Evidence  of  his 
general  education ; (2)  Of  professional  education  ; (3)  A dissertation  in 
Latin  or  German.  Fee,  £15  (300  marks).  If  rejected,  the  candidate 
receives  back  £7  10s.  (150  marks).  These  conditions  having  been 
fulfilled,  and  the  thesis  having  been  approved,  the  candidate  is 
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subjected  to  an  oral  examination  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Pathology, 
Materia  Medica,  Toxicology,  Midwifery,  Surgery,  Medicine,  and 
Ophthalmology.  At  this  University  there  is  a chemical  laboratory 
and  departments  of  Practical  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Pathology. 

University  op  Gottingen. 

Foreigners,  as  well  as  natives  of  Germany,  must  undergo  an  oral 
examination  for  admission  to  the  degree  of  M.D.,  and  according  to  the 
written  prospectus  of  this  examination,  dated  May,  1881,  the  candidate 
must  produce : (1)  A certificate  from  a college  of  recognised  excellence 
that  he  has  regularly  pursued  during  four  years  the  study  of  Medicine 
and  Natural  Philosophy ; (2)  A certificate  showing  his  previous  life ; 
(3)  An  original  thesis  written  in  German  or  Latin  on  some  medical 
and  scientific  subject,  of  which  he  must  distribute  freely,  after 
passing  the  examination,  at  least  220  copies.  The  oral  examination 
is  held  by  the  Faculty  in  German  or  Latin,  and  the  final  votes 
of  the  various  examiners  decide  whether  the  candidate  has  passed, 
and  with  what  honours.  After  undergoing  the  examination,  and 
when  the  thesis  is  handed  over  to  the  press,  the  candidate  may 
take  the  doctor’s  oath  and  receive  the  diploma.  The  fee  for  the  oral 
examination  is  151  marks ; for  graduation,  283  marks. 

Medical  Faculty  op  Rostock. 

Candidates  for  the  Doctorate  in  Medicine  must  apply  to  the  Deacon, 
enclosing  the  following  certificates,  &c.  : (1)  A certificate  from  some 
competent  authority,  stating  the  candidate’s  collegiate  or  school  studies 
previous  to  his  commencing  the  study  of  medical  science ; (2)  A 
certificate  stating  the  candidate’s  ability  to  practice  in  every  depart- 
ment of  medicine ; (3)  An  essay  on  any  medical  subject,  written  by 
the  candidate — this  is  termed  the  inaugural  dissertation,  and  it  must 
be  the  candidate’s  own  work.  While  reference  to  standard  works  is 
allowed,  the  works  consulted  must  be  mentioned  ; if  living  authorities 
have  aided  the  candidate  in  the  subject  matter  of  the  essay,  their 
names  must  be  given.  Should  the  candidate  be  a German,  the 
certificate  as  to  general  education,  mentioned  above,  must  be  given  by 
a German  college  or  school.  In  lieu  of  this,  a certificate  of  his  having 
passed  an  examination  on  the  subjects  of  general  education  will 
suffice.  Foreigners  must  produce  equivalent  documents.  In  any 
case,  should  the  Faculty  not  be  satisfied  with  the  evidence  produced, 
the  candidate  must  submit  to  an  examination  on  the  subjects  of 
geneial  education,  resembling  the  German  State  examination.  The 
fee  for  this  is  200m.  (£10).  The  Faculty  reserves  the  right  of  con- 
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sidering  tlie  special  claims  of  any  case  which,  may  come  before  it.  The 
promotion  fee  is  350m.  (£17  10s.),  to  be  paid  on  presenting  the  essay. 
Should  the  essay  not  be  approved  by  the  Faculty,  two-thirds  of  this 
sum  will  be  returned  to  the  candidate.  Should  the  essay  be  approved, 
the  candidate  will  be  admitted  to  examination  in  the  usual  subjects. 
Should  he  pass,  he  will  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor;  should  he  fail 
to  pass,  two-thirds  of  the  promotion  money  will  be  returned  to  him. 
Successful  candidates  must  have  150  copies  of  their  essays  printed, 
and  present  them  to  the  Faculty. 

University  of  Heidelberg. 

Ho  evidence  whatever  of  a curriculum  is  insisted  on.  The  authorities 
rely  solely  on  the  examination  as  a means  of  compelling  the  acquisition 
of  learning.  The  examination,  which  is  written,  comprises  : Anatomy, 
Physiology,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  Medicine,  Mid- 
wifery, Surgery,  and  Ophthalmic  Surgery. 

Of  the  above  subjects  the  first  three  are  compulsory.  Of  the 
remainder  three  only  are  required,  making  in  all  six  subjects.  Should 
the  candidate  take  his  forte  from  amongst  the  first  three,  its  place  as  a 
secondary  subject  must  be  supplied  from  amongst  those  which  are 
optional.  Fees,  444  marks,  about  £22.  In  case  of  rejection  179  marks 
are  returned. 

A rule  obtains  here  that  a candidate  may  select  one  subject  as  his 
forte  ; he  is  then  examined  especially  in  this,  the  remaining  subjects 
being  dealt  with  in  a less  searching  manner.  The  oral  examination  is 
conducted  in  German.  Before  presenting  himself  the  candidate  must 
write  a thesis  in  German  or  Latin,  and  deliver  it  to  the  University ; he 
is  not  allowed  to  proceed  if  this  be  found  unsatisfactory. 

Italian  Universities. 

The  following  letter  is  in  answer  to  inquiries  made  of  the  Italian 
Government  as  to  the  value  of  foreign  degrees,  and  the  steps  necessary 
to  secure  a legal  title  to  practice : — 

Home,  20fch  June,  1881. 

Sib, — In  compliance  with  your  request,  inclosed  is  a list  of  the  Italian 
Universities  and  Superior  Institutes  which  confer  diplomas  in  Medicine  and 
Surgery. 

In  regard  to  your  inquiry,  whether  foreigners  who  have  already  been 
laureated  are  entitled  to  exercise  their  profession  in  Italy,  I beg  to  inform  you 
that  according  to  the  Law  Casati  all  examinations  made  and  degrees  obtained 
outside  our  kingdom  are  utterly  valueless,  except  in  certain  special  cases. 
Those,  howeveer,  who  have  acquired  the  degree  of  M.D.  in  any  of  the  foreign 
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■universities  of  high  standing,  and  can  prove  having  successfully  passed 
the  necessary  examinations,  are  entitled  to  dispense  with  the  special  ones, 
and  may  be  admitted  to  the  general  examinations  for  the  grade  to  which 
they  aspire.  As  to  those  who  have  gained  well  merited  honours,  and  are 
exceptionally  capable  in  their  special  profession,  they  may  be  allowed  to  dis- 
pense even  with  the  general  examination  ; but  this  concession  can  only  be 
granted  on  obtaining  the  approbation  of  the  Superior  Council  of  Public 
Instruction,  and  it  will  then  be  sanctioned  by  royal  decree.

The  Laws  of  the  Italian  Universities  do  not  vary  according  to  the 
will  of  individual  bodies,  but  are  identical  in  principle  in  all  those 
granting  equivalent  degrees.

The  course  for  Pharmacists  comprises  Botany,  Mineralogy,  Organic 
and  Inorganic  Chemistry,  and  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Phar- 
macy. 

Each  Faculty  may  have  extra-academical  teachers,  who  may  he 
intrusted  with  the  special  preparation  of  candidates,  and  in  Clinics 
and  the  Botanic  Garden  assistants  are  appointed  to  aid  the  students  in 
their  studies.  The  duration  and  order  of  specially  supervised  private 
study  will  be  determined  from  time  to  time. 

There  are  two  classes  of  students — students  proper  and  auditors. 
To  be  enrolled  as  a student  an  examination  in  Arts  has  to  be  passed. 
The  auditors  are  those  who  pursue  the  University  curriculum,  or 
undergo  any  portion  thereof  without  being  permitted  to  graduate  in 
any  faculty. 

Students  and  auditors  pay  an  annual  matriculation  fee  as  follows : 
Medicine — Students,  £1  4s. ; auditors,  £1  16s.  Surgery — Students, 
£1  4s. ; auditors,  £1  16s.  Pharmacy — Students,  12s. ; auditors,  £1. 
Auditors  who,  without  aspiring  to  a doctoral  grade,  wish  to  be  admitted 
to  frequent  the  courses  of  studies  given  in  the  University  will  be  free 
from  these  fees.  But  if,  in  consequence  of  having  attended  the 
lessons,  they  wish  to  aspire  to  the  doctoral  grade,  they  must  pay  the 
fees  for  three  years. 

The  medical  curriculum  is  of  six  years’  duration.  The  following 
courses  are  obligatory : Chemistry,  Botany,  Zoology,  Comparative 
Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Experimental  Physics,  Histology,  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  Pathology,  Pathological  Anatomy  (anatomico-patho- 
logical instruction  and  experiments),  Materia  Medica  and  Experi- 
mental Pharmacology,  Special  Medical  Pathology,  Special  Surgical 
Pathology,  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery  and  Practice  of 
Medicine,  Ophthalmics  and  Oculistical  Clinics,  Dermopathology  and 
Dermopathological  Clinics  — Syphilopathology  and  Syphilopatho- 
logical  Clinics,  Obstetrics  and  Obstetrical  Clinics,  Legal  Medicine 
and  Public  Hygiene,  Psychology  and  Psychological  Clinics  (where 
existing). 

Art.  4. — The  said  obligatory  courses  will  be  annual,  with  the  exception  of 
that  of  Pathological  Anatomy,  which  will  be  biennial,  and  of  those  of  Human 
Anatomy  and  General  Clinics,  which  will  be  triennial. 

Art.  5. — The  following  are  non-obligatory  or  complementary  courses : (1) 
Medical  Chemistry,  (2)  Experimental  Toxicology,  (3)  Critical  History  of 
Medicino. 
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Art.  6. — Besides  the  non-obligatory  courses  enumerated  in  the  preceding 
article,  other  free  courses  for  completing  and  perfecting  may  be  given. 

Art.  7.— In  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  there  will  be  three  biennial  examina- 
tions— the  first  of  Promotion,  the  second  for  License,  the  third  for  the  Degree 
for  obtaining  the  Diploma  of  free  Practice. 

Art.  8. — In  the  Universities  of  Pisa  and  Siena  the  Medical  License  will  take 
the  name  of  First-class  Degree. 

Art.  9. — To  be  admitted  to  the  examination  for  Promotion,  the  student  must 
have  attended  the  University  for  at  least  two  years,  and  followed  diligently  the 
courses  of  Chemistry,  Botany,  Zoology,  Comparative  Physiology  and  Anatomy, 
Experimental  Physics,  Normal  Human  Anatomy,  and  the  subjects  which  must 
have  been  chosen  to  fill  up  the  eighteen  hours  weekly,  according  to  Articles  20 
and  68  of  the  General  Begulations. 

Art.  10. — The  examination  will  treat  of  Chemistry,  Botany,  Zoology,  Com- 
parative Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and  Experimental  Physics.  The  Examination 
Commissioners  will  consist  of  the  official  teachers  of  the  subjects  mentioned, 
and  of  one  or  two  commissioners  chosen  outside  the  body  of  official  teachers. 
On  the  proposition  of  the  Faculty,  and  with  the  Minister’s  consent,  the  exami- 
nation for  promotion  may  be  held  in  two  sittings,  one  at  the  end  of  the  first,  the 
other  at  the  end  of  the  second  year.  The  Faculty  will,  at  the  commencement 
of  the  scholastic  year,  decide  what  courses  must  be  followed,  and  for  how 
long,  for  admission  to  each  examination,  and  the  subjects  of  which  the 
same  will  treat.  The  order  of  the  examinations  is  left  to  the  choice  of  the 
student. 

Art.  11. — To  be  admitted  to  the  examination  for  the  License,  it  is  necessary 
to  have  passed  the  examination  for  Promotion,  to  have  attended  the  University 
for  two  years  besides,  and  to  have  diligently  followed  the  courses  of  Normal 
Human  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  General  Pathology,  instruction  in  Patho- 
logical Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  and  Experimental  Pharmacology,  Special 
Medical  Pathology,  Special  Surgical  Pathology,  Clinical  Medicine,  and  Clinical 
Surgery. 

Art.  12. — The  examination  treats  of  Human  Anatomy  and  Physiology, 
Pathological  Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  and  Experimental  Pharmacology,  and 
General  Pathology.  The  Examining  Commission  will  be  composed  of  official 
professors  of  the  subjects  mentioned,  and  of  one  or  two  commissioners  ohosen 
outside  the  body  cf  official  professors.  The  examination  will  be  oral  and 
practical.  The  practical  portion  will  treat  of  Human  Anatomy  and  Materia 
Medica. 

Art.  13.  To  be  admitted  to  the  examination  for  the  Degree,  the  student 
must  have  obtained  the  License  of  the  second  class,  have  attended  the  University 
for  two  years  besides,  and  pursuod  with  diligence  the  courses  of  Dermo- 
pathology  and  Syphilopathology,  of  Ophthalmic  Clinics,  of  Obstetrics  and

Obstetrical  Clinios,  of  Psycological  Clinics,  Practice  of  Pathological  Anatomy, 
Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Legal  Medicine 
and  Hygiene,  and  the  free  courses  given  in  Articles  20  and  68,  General 
Regulations. 

Art.  14. — The  examination  for  the  Degree  consists  of  one  proof  on  the  dead 
subject,  and  of  two  clinical  proofs. 

Art.  15. — The  proof  on  the  dead  subject  will  be  made  before  a sub -commission, 
composed  of  professors  of  the  Practice  of  Medicine,  Pathological  Anatomy  and 
Legal  Medicine,  and  of  one  or  two  commissioners  outside  the  body  of  official 
professors. 

Art.  16. — In  this  proof  the  candidate  will  perform  on  the  subject  a surgical 
operation,  the  nature  of  which  shall  be  determined  haphazard,  from  a catalogue 
prepared  by  the  sub-commission ; a verbal  explanation  must,  besides,  be 
given.  He  must,  in  short,  reply  to  questions  which  will  be  propounded  by  the 
Commissioners,  and  especially  to  those  which  are  asked  by  professors  of  Legal 
Medicine. 

Art.  17. — The  first  Clinical  examination  will  be  held  before  a snb-commission, 
composed  of  professors  of  Dermopathical  and  Syphilopathical  Clinics,  Clinical 
Obstetrics,  Clinical  Psychology,  Clinical  Ophthalmics  and  Legal  Medicine,  and 
of  one  or  two  commissioners  outside  the  official  body. 

Art.  18. — In  this  examination  the  student  will  examine  four  cases  of  disease, 
belonging  to  each  of  the  four  special  clinics  not  yet  undertaken  at  examination, 
and  in  the  clinical  room,  and  shall  then  pronounce  his  judgment  thereon  and 
his  diagnosis. 

The  University  fees  are  : — Medicine  and  Surgery,  £1  12s. ; entrance 
fee,  £26  8s. ; examination  fee,  £4 ; diploma  fee,  £2  8s. ; total,  £34  8s.

diploma  fee,  8s.;  total,  £3  12s.  Course  of  Phlebotomy:  Matriculation 
fee,  12s. ; entrance  fee,  16s. ; examination  fee,  10s. ; diploma  fee,  8s. ; 
total,  £2  6s. 

The  License  in  Medicine,  besides  the  right  of  being  admitted  to  the 
course  for  a degree  in  Medicine  and  Surgery,  gives  the  student  the 
privilege  of  being  admitted  to  the  course  for  a degree  in  Natural 
Science,  on  condition  that  a certificate  of  diligence  in  Mineralogy  be 
presented.  The  student  must  pay  a new  Matriculation  fee,  besides  the 
fees  for  the  courses  for  which  he  enters. 
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The  Veterinary  Schools  op  Italy. 

These  schools  are  established  at  Torino,  Naples,  and  Milan,  and  are 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Minister  of  Education.  The  rales  by 
■which  they  are  regulated  are  enumerated  hereafter.  The  schools  are 
presided  over  by  a director,  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of 
Education.  The  following  are  the  penalties  which  may  be  inflicted  for 
misconduct : — For  scholars : 1,  private  admonition ; 2,  public  admoni- 
tion ; 3,  public  and  written  admonition,  the  latter  being  posted  up  in 
the  school  for  a given  number  of  days ; 4,  exclusion  from  the  school 
for  from  two  to  eight  days.  For  inferior  officials  : 1,  private  or  public 
admonition  ; 2,  public  admonition  and  suspension  of  pay  for  from  two 
to  eight  days ; 3,  expulsion  from  the  institution. 

The  Director  calls  a meeting  of  the  teachers  whenever  he  considers 
it  necessary. 

The  teaching  is  theoretical  and  practical,  and  the  course  lasts  four 
years.  The  following  are  the  subjects  taught,  all  of  which  enter  into 
the  examinations  : Zoology — descriptive  anatomy  of  domestic  animals  ; 
Chemistry — Ezoognosia ; Botany ; Experimental  Physiology ; General 
Pathology  and  Pathological  Anatomy;  Theoretical  Surgery;  Podo- 
logy;  Materia  Medica  and  Toxicology;  Special  Medical  Pathology; 
Operative  Surgery;  Veterinary  Jurisprudence;  Obstetrics  ; Topo- 
graphical Anatomy ; Hygiene  and  Zootechny ; Clinical  Medicine  ; 
Clinical  Surgery ; Practice  of  Normal  and  Pathological  Anatomy  ; 
Practice  of  Surgery;  courses  of  Chemistry  and  Hygiene. 

There  are  four  Assistant  Professors,  viz. : For  Clinical  Medicine, 
Surgery  and  Clinics,  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and  Chemistry. 

The  four  years’  instruction  is  thus  divided  : — First  Year : Zoology, 
Chemistry,  Botany,  Anatomy,  and  Physiology.  Second  Year : De- 
scriptive Anatomy,  Practice  of  Anatomy,  Experimental  Physiology, 
and  Ezoognosia.  Third  Year : General  Pathology  and  Pathogical 
Anatomy,  Theoretical  Surgery,  Podology,  Materia  Medica  and 
Toxicology,  Special  Pathology  and  Clinics.  Fourth  Year:  Special 
Medical  Pathology,  including  Veterinary  Jurisprudence : Operative 
Surgery,  including  Obstetrics ; Hygiene,  Zootechny,  and  Clinics. 
Clinical  experiments  and  Veterinary  visits  outside  the  school  are  made 
when  necessary. 

Ihe  Examinations. — Candidates  to  the  Veterinary  course  must  first 
pass  an  examination  of  admission.  To  those  candidates  who  have 
most  distinguished  themselves  gratuitous  posts  will  be  given.  A candi- 
date must  present : 1,  certificate  of  birth,  shewing  him  to  be  at 
least  16  years  of  age ; 2,  certificate  of  good  conduct  from  the  syndic 
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of  tlie  commune  in  which  he  has  resided,  authenticated  by  the  sub- 
prefect of  the  district ; 3,  certificate  for  the  Promotion  examination 
of  the  second  and  third  years  of  the  Legal  course,  or  certificate  of 
having  completed  the  studies  of  the  first  three  years  of  that  course, 
and  of  having  passed  equivalent  examinations  in  technical  institu- 
tions. Candidates  must  mention  in  their  application  whether  they 
wish  to  compete  for  the  gratuitous  posts,  or  simply  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  course..  Those  who  have  obtained  the  legal  License, 
or  have  gone  through  a session  in  some  technical  institution,  are 
excused  the  examination.  If  they  seek  gratuitous  posts,  however, 
they  must  pass  the  examination  of  Admission.  This  examination  is 
held  before  a commission,  nominated  by  the  Director.  In  exceptional 
circumstances  it  may  be  held  in  capitals  of  provinces  before  a com- 
mission nominated  by  the  Prefect.  The  latter  does  not  confer 
gratuitous  posts.  The  examination  is  held  in  August,  in  which 
month  the  number  of  gratuitous  posts  vacant  must  be  published. 
Certificates  must  be  presented  by  candidates  at  least  fifteen  days 
before  the  examination.  The  examination  of  Admission  is  written 
and  oral.  The  subjects  are  : Italian  Language  and  Letters,  Elemen- 
tary Algebra,  Geometry  and  Physics.  All  subjects,  except  a com- 
position in  Italian,  are  oral.  For  the  composition  four  hours  are 
allowed;  for  the  oral  examination  one  hour.  The  subject  for  com- 
position is  sent  in  a sealed  package  (the  integrity  of  the  seal  being 
attested)  by  the  Director  to  the  president  of  the  Commission.  Candi- 
dates are  under  the  surveillance  of  an  examiner.  No  speaking  is 
allowed,  and  no  other  book  permitted  than  the  Italian  vocabulary. 
No  one  can  leave  the  room  until  he  has  delivered  up  his  composition. 
The  result  of  the  examination  is  communicated  by  the  Director  to  the 
Minister.  Successful  candidates  must  present  their  certificates  to  the 
Secretary  between  the  20th  October  and  the  6th  November.  Students 
already  going  through  the  course  must  at  the  same  time  renew  their 
entrance  ticket.  Students  prevented  by  illness,  enlistment  or  military 
service,  from  applying  before  the  stated  time,  may  be  admitted  till 
30th  November.  The  circumstances  must  be  fully  attested.  The 
receipt  for  the  admission  fee  must  be  presented  at  the  beginning 
of  each  scholastic  year.  A student  must  furnish  particulars  of  his 
place  of  residence  and  that  of  his  father,  or,  failing  the  latter,  that 
of  his  tutor  or  nearest  friends.  He  must  also  give  notice  of  change 
of  dwelling.  Breach  of  this  rule  will  entail  the  penalty  (No.  2)  of 
public  admonition.  Each  student  keeps  a register  of  diligence  and 
conduct,  signed  every  two  months  by  the  professors,  the  assistants  and 
the  Directors.  The  signature  may  be  refused  where  the  student  has 
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failed  in  diligence  or  discipline.  Students  must  appear  punctually 
at  the  lectures,  and  silence  must  be  maintained  whilst  they  are  in 
progress,  except  that  each  student  must  answer  any  interrogatory 
put  to  him  by  the  professor.  No  student  may  dispose  of  animals  or 
any  other  objects  belonging  to  the  school.  Should  he  do  so  he  will 
have  to  replace  them,  and  the  servant  who  gave  the  permission  will 
be  deprived  of  his  post.  Each  student  is  expected  to  provide  his  own 
surgical  instruments,  and  other  ordinary  necessaries  for  surgery  and 
dissection.  Student  pensioners  will  receive  from  the  Director  the  sum 
to  which  they  are  entitled  for  every  nine  months  from  the  1st 
November  to  the  end  of  July.  The  Director  may  retain  any  part  of 
the  pension,  or  suspend  the  order  for  its  payment  on  referring  the  case 
to  the  Minister. 

The  Ordinary  or  Pass  examinations  commence  on  1st  July,  and  con- 
tinue for  the  number  of  days  appointed  by  the  Director  and  the  profes- 
sors. Students  prevented  by  any  legitimate  impediment  from  attend- 
ing these  examinations  may  present  themselves  in  an  examination  held 
in  November.  The  days  for  both  special  and  general  examinations 
will  be  fixed  by  the  Director.  The  order  in  which  students  present 
themselves  is  decided  by  lot.  The  Examination  Commission  consists 
of  the  President  (the  professor  teaching  the  subject),  and  of  two 
members  for  the  Special  examinations,  and  a president  and  six  members 
for  the  General  examinations.  The  examination  includes  all  the  sub- 
jects enumerated  as  forming  the  curriculum  of  study.  The  student  in 
each  examination  will  be  questioned  in  two  subjects,  chosen  by  lot.  The 
list  of  these  subjects  is  prepared  by  the  respective  professors.  The 
special  examination  will  last  at  least  twenty  minutes. 

The  General  examinations  take  place  after  the  Special  examinations 
of  the  July  session.  No  student  can  be  admitted  to  them  without 
having  first  passed  all  the  Special  examinations.  They  consist  of  the 
following  subjects:  1.  Theoretico-practical  examination  in  Clinical 
Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery,  including  an  operation.  A number  of 
subjects  to  be  prepared,  one  of  which  the  candidate  selects  by  lot. 
2.  A treatise  to  be  written  and  defended  on  some  subject  chosen  by  lot, 
having  regard  to  complex  arguments  on  Special  Medical  Pathology, 
Surgical  Pathology,  and  Pathological  Anatomy.  Those  students  who 
have  obtained  an  average  of  nineteen  votes  in  the  Special  examina- 
tions may  present  a thesis  on  a subject  of  their  own  selection.  Having 
passed  this  examination  each  candidate  receives  a diploma  of  Doctor  of 
Veterinary  Medicine.  The  School  will,  if  requested,  give  also  a certifi- 
cate, in  which  the  number  of  marks  obtained  will  be  specified.  The 
diploma  will  bear  the  seal  of  the  School  and  the  signature  of  the  Director. 
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The  conditions  set  down  in  the  General  University  Regulations  for 
the  excusal  of  fees  apply  to  the  Veterinary  Schools. 

A detailed  report  of  all  examinations  is  sent  to  the  Minister. 

On  presenting  himself  for  examination,  the  student  must  produce 
the  register,  signed  every  two  months  by  the  professors. 

Special  rules  are  prescribed  as  to  Clinics  and  the  Regulation  of  the 
Diet  of  Animals.  Clinical  lessons  are  given  every  day,  and  attended 
by  fourth  year  students.  Clinical  visits  are  made  every  day  in  the 
presence  of  students,  the  assistants  of  Internal  Pathology  or  Medi- 
cine, of  External  Pathology  or  Surgery,  the  Chief  Farrier  and  the  Head 
Groom  Demonstrator.  Medicines  are  dispensed  at  the  end  of  each 
visit  by  the  students,  and  a register  of  the  prescriptions  kept.  The 
Head  Groom  also  keeps  a register  of  the  diet  of  each  animal.  Accounts 
of  all  cases  cured  in  the  institution  are  preserved  in  the  clinical 
archives.  Animals  affected  with  contagious  disorders  are  subjected 
to  the  rales  laid  down  by  sanitary  authorities.  The  assistants  see 
that  the  medicines  are  properly  used  and  administered.  Animals  are 
admitted  by  professors  or  assistants,  after  being  registered  at  the 
office.  Horses  and  other  animals  belonging  to  private  persons  may 
not  be  subjected  to  dangerous  experiments,  or  killed  without  the  con- 
sent of  their  owners.  Students  may  take  away  any  part  of  a 
slaughtered  animal. 

Pharmacy  is  taught  by  the  Professor  of  Chemistry.  It  applies  to  all 
preparations  and  manipulations  most  frequently  in  use,  according  to 
the  rules  prescribed  by  professors  of  clinics.  The  Head  Farrier 
instructs  in  farriery,  and  has  entire  charge  of  the  forge. 

Russian  Universities. 

The  following  document  was  received  in  answer  to  an  application  for 
information : 

Ministers  de  l’lnstruction  Publique,  St.  Petersburg',  21st  October 

(2nd  November),  18S1. 

Sir, — I have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  requesting 
to  be  furnished  with  notices  upon  the  Russian  Universities,  and  in  accordance 
with  your  request,  I beg  to  inform  you  of  the  following  advices  : 

1.  The  names  of  the  Universities  of  this  country  are  St.  Petersbnrg,  Moscow, 
Kijeff  (Kieff),  Harkoff,  Kazan,  Odessa,  Dorpat,  Warsaw,  and  Helsingfors. 

2.  The  laws  affecting  the  practice  of  Dental,  Veterinary,  and  Pharmaceutical 
Science  are  quite  determinate  in  Russia,  and  included  in  the  Imperial  code, 
as  well  as  the  laws  affecting  Medical  practice.  A short  and  compendious 
statement  of  these  laws  is  impossible,  because  the  statutes  relating  to  this 
matter  are  vory  numerous  and  complicated.  The  information  I can  give  you 
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is  only  that  everyone  is  obliged  to  pass  a regular  examination  in  a Russian 
University  in  order  to  practice  in  this  country. 

3.  No  corporations,  universities  excepted,  are  able  to  grant  degrees  or 
diplomas  in  those  sciences. 

4.  There  is  only  one  special  college  for  military  physicians  and  surgeons  in  St. 
Petersburg,  but  in  some  other  towns  of  Russia  are  many  lower  surgeons’  col- 
leges, and  there  are  also  four  colleges  for  veterinary  science  (at  Dorpat, 
Harkoff,  Kazan,  and  Warsaw). 

5.  The  laws  affecting  the  practice  of  women  are  not  yet  duly  determinate,  as 
this  kind  of  feminine  profession  is  very  recent.  At  St.  Petersburg  there  is  a 
college  for  women  physicians,  and  in  some  other  towns  there  are  a few  lower 
colleges  of  that  kind  for  women  studying  medical  science. 

6.  Foreign  degrees  and  diplomas  do  not  give  any  rights  or  privileges  in 
Russia,  and  foreign  physicians  are  obliged  to  pass  an  examination  at  an  univer- 
sity of  this  country. 

The  same  rules  obtain  in  Russia  in  regard  to  all  other  faculties  and  univer- 
sity studies.

The  Practice  op  Medicine  in  Belgium. 

No  one  in  Belgium  can  exercise  a profession  for  which  a degree  is 
required  unless  lie  has  obtained  that  degree  conformably  to  tbe  law. 
Nevertheless,  tbe  Government  can  grant  special  dispensations  for 
certain  branches  of  medical  science,  after  having  taken  tbe  advice 
of  tbe  Medical  Commission  of  tbe  province  in  which  tbe  person 
interested  resides.  Tbe  dispensation  specifies  tbe  branch,  and  can 
only  be  applied  to  that  which  is  expressly  designated. 

Tbe  Government  can  grant  dispensations  to  Belgians  or  to  foreigners 
possessed  of  a diploma  and  registered  by  tbe  authorities. 

With  regard  to  Medicine,  this  dispensation  can  only,  in  each  case,  be 
accorded  to  tbe  practitioner  who  proves  bis  ability  to  exercise  at  tbe 
same  time  as  those  of  tbe  Physician  tbe  duties  of  tbe  Surgeon  and 
Accoucheur.  Should  tbe  curriculum  and  examinations  of  tbe  foreign 
university  which  has  granted  tbe  diploma  not  be  of  tbe  same  extent 
and  standard  as  those  of  tbe  University  of  Gand,  tbe  candidate  for 
graduation  must  submit  to  an  examination  in  tbe  subjects  in  which 
bis  previous  curriculum  and  examinations  have  been  deficient. 

Tbe  Government  is  authorised  to  fix  tbe  conditions  relating  to  tbe 
admission  of  women  to  exercise  certain  branches  of  tbe  healing  art. 

Tbe  two  universities  granting  medical  degrees  which  confer  tbe  right 
to  practice  are  Gand  and  Louvain.  Tbe  degrees  of  Bruxelles  and 
Liege  are  mei’ely  scientific  titles. 
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University  op  Gand. 

Every  pupil  must  take  an  annual  inscription — fee  15fr.  The  Rector 
himself  registers  the  pupils,  the  latter  engaging  themselves  to  observe 
the  University  rules.  The  pupil  must  also  take  an  inscription  for  all 
the  courses  relative  to  the  matters  comprised  in  the  examination  to 
which  he  intends  submitting  himself.  He  pays  for  this  inscription 
200fr.  yearly.  The  Faculty  may  authorise  inscriptions  for  single 
courses.  It  fixes  in  such  case  the  amount  of  fees  to  be  paid.  The 
inscriptions  in  certain  special  courses  are  governed  in  the  following 
manner  : First  category,  60fr. ; second  category,  40fr. ; third  category, 
30fr. ; fourth  year,  20fr. 

The  first  category  consists  of  courses,  the  lessons  in  which  are  of 
four  or  more  hours’  duration  in  each  week  during  the  whole  year.  The 
lessons  given  in  the  courses  of  the  second  category  are  in  a similar 
manner  of  two  or  three  hours’  duration,  or  of  four  to  five  hours  during 
one  session.  The  lessons  given  in  the  courses  of  the  third  category  are 
of  two  or  three  hours’  duration  in  each  week  during  one  session.  The 
courses  of  the  fourth  category  have  their  lessons  of  one  hour’s  duration 
each  in  each  week  during  one  session. 

The  student  who  has  paid  for  an  annual  inscription  can  follow  during 
several  years  the  courses  for  which  this  inscription  is  taken. 

The  fees  to  pay  for  the  inscription  in  the  practical  exercises  of  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine  are  fixed  as  follows  : — A. — Candidature : Dissec- 
tions, 30fr. ; Microscopic  Anatomy,  25fr.  B. — Doctorate : Patholo- 

gical Anatomy,  Microscopic,  15fr. ; Surgical  Operations,  7fr.  50c. ; 
Topographic  Anatomy,  5fr.  C. — Pharmacy : Practical  Pharmacy, 

30fr.  ; Analytical  Chemistry,  lOfr. ; Toxicological  Chemistry,  5fr.  The 
fees  are  payable  for  each  inscription  in  the  before-mentioned  exercises, 
even  on  the  part  of  the  more  permanent  pupils. 

The  academical  year  is  divided  into  two  sessions.  The  first  com- 
mences the  first  Tuesday  in  October,  and  the  second  the  last  Monday  in 
February.  The  pupils  must  diligently  attend  the  courses  designed 
for  their  preparation  for  the  particular  examinations.  The  profes- 
sors assure  themselves  of  the  presence  of  the  pupils  by  calling  their 
names  or  otherwise.  Every  three  months  they  signify  to  the  Rector 
those  who  have  finished  their  studies.  In  the  two  years  which  follow 
the  obtaining  of  the  diploma  of  Doctor,  medals  are  awarded  in 
recognition  of  merit ; and  a prize  in  books  of  the  value  of  400fi\,  is 
adjudged  with  each  medal. 

The  Government  can,  besides,  confer  travelling  prizes  on  the 
proposition  of  the  authorities.  Foreigners  who  have  pursued  their 
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studies  in  Belgium  are  admitted  to  compete.  The  form,  &c.,  of  these 
competitions  are  fixed  by  the  Government.  Eighty  prizes  of  400fr. 
can  be  awarded  annually  by  the  Government  to  young  Belgians  of 
limited  means  who  intend  to  pursue  the  higher  studies.  They  must 
prove  their  ability  at  a competition,  the  conditions  of  which  will  be 
fixed  by  the  Government.  The  reception  of  a prize  does  not  compel 
the  recipient  to  follow  the  courses  at  a fixed  establishment.  The 
prizes  are  conferred  by  Royal  decree.  The  claims  of  Medicine  are 
especially  considered.  The  competitions  for  obtaining  these  prizes  will 
be  organised  in  each  university  after  a regulation  prepared  by  it  and 
approved  by  the  Government.  Applications  for  prizes  must  be 
addressed  to  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction.  They  must  be 
accompanied  by  proofs  of  the  following:  (1)  That  the  applicant 
is  in  needy  circumstances ; (2)  That  he  has  followed  one  complete 
course  of  Humanity,  if  he  is  inscribed  in  one  of  the  four  facul- 
ties of  Philosophy,  Law,  Science,  or  Medicine;  (3)  Certificates  must 
accompany  the  application,  showing  that  the  applicant  has  com- 
pleted studies  in  Humanity,  or  professional  studies  in  accordance 
with  the  Government  programme,  if  he  is  inscribed  in  one  of 
the  special  schools  annexed  to  the  universities.  The  prizes  can  be 
conferred  for  one  year;  they  can  be  continued  on  the  advice  of 
the  university  to  which  the  prize  is  accorded.  The  prizes  cannot 
be  continued  in  the  following  cases : (1)  When,  by  a change  in 
his  fortunes,  the  recipient  is  no  longer  in  need  of  the  prize  ; 
(2)  When  the  recipient  does  not  pass  his  examinations  at  the  proper 
time,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Government ; (3)  For  neglect  of  studies. 
The  prizes  are  given  each  session.  They  are  not  delivered  before 
a certificate  from  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  has  been  presented,  or 
from  the  chief  of  the  University,  stating  that  the  pupil  has  followed 
his  studies  with  assiduity.  These  certificates  are  transmitted  at  the 
expixation  of  each  session  to  the  Minister  of  Public  Instmction. 
Twelve  prizes  of  2000fr.  are  awarded  annually  by  the  Government 
after  a competition  amongst  Belgian  natives  who  have  obtained  the 
degree  of  Doctor  or  that  of  Pharmacist,  to  enable  them  to  visit 
foreign  institutions. 

Two  gold  medals  of  the  value  of  400  francs  ai'e  given  each  yeai- 
by  the  Government.  No  one  is  allowed  to  compete  who  has  been 
frequently  absent.  When  a pupil  follows  irregulai’ly  one  or  severa, 
courses  his  relations  are  informed  of  it  by  the  Rector. 

The  Rectox  has  the  control  of  the  Academical  Police.  He  can  arx’aign 
any  student  before  the  college  authorities  to  admonish  him.  The  pro- 
fessors have  the  right  to  call  in  the  college  police  should  the  students 
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be  disorderly.  The  academical  punishments  are:  1.  Admonition; 
2.  Suspension  for  a time ; 3.  Expulsion. 

There  are  two  vacations  each  year — one  from  the  first  Saturday  in 
August  to  the  first  Tuesday  in  October,  the  other  from  the  Thursday 
which  precedes  Easter  until  the  following  Tuesday.  Besides  the  vaca- 
tions ordinarily  fixed  by  the  law,  the  university  courses  are  suspended 
on  certain  high  festival  and  fasting  days. 

There  are  two  medical  degrees — Candidate  in  Medicine,  Doctor  in 
Medicine.  No  one  can  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine,  in 
Surgery,  and  in  Midwifery  if  he  does  not  prove  by  certificate  that, 
during  two  years  at  least  after  becoming  a candidate,  he  has  followed 
diligently  the  study  of  Clinical  Medicine  and  Midwifery. 

Subjects  of  the  Examinations. — First  examination : Elements  of 

Comparative  Anatomy ; practical  exercises  in  Comparative  Anatomy ; 
Phaimacy  and  Materia  Medica ; Anatomy  and  Histology.  Second 
examination  : Human  Physiology,  Human  Embryology,  Anatomy  and 
Histology,  Descriptive  and  Regional  Anatomy,  Practical  Anatomy. 
The  student  having  passed  the  above,  either  in  one  or  two  examina- 
tions, is  styled  a Candidate  in  Medicine.  There  are  three  more  examina- 
tions for  the  Doctorate.  First : General  Pathology,  General  Therapeu- 
tics, including  Pharmaco-dynamics,  Pathology  and  Therapeutics  of 
Internal  Diseases,  including  Mental  Maladies ; Pathological  Anatomy, 
Microscopical  Morbid  Histology.  Second  examination : Surgical  Patho- 
logy, including  Ophthalmology ; Midwifery  and  Gynaecology  ; Forensic 
Medicine,  not  including  Toxicology;  Public  and  Private  Hygiene. 
Third  examination : Clinical  Medical  and  Surgery,  Practical  Mid- 
wifery, Operative  Surgery  and  Regional  Anatomy  (practical),  Clinical 
Ophthalmology,  Syphilis  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin  (both  clinical). 

Fees. — Examination  for  Candidate  in  Medicine,  40fr. ; each  examina- 
tion for  degree  of  Doctor,  80fr. 

The  Belgian  State  School  of  Veterinary  Medicine. 

The  duration  of  the  curriculum  is  fixed  at  four  years.  No  pupil  may 
follow  the  same  courses  twice,  nor  frequent  the  school  for  a longer 
period  than  six  years.  A house  of  residence  is  attached  to  the  school, 
but  pupils  may  be  admitted  to  the  courses  of  instruction  without  resi- 
dence. Before  doing  so  they  must  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior.  This  functionary  has  the  power  of  admitting  students 
who  desire  to  attend  any  special  course  of  instruction.  These  pay  a 
fee  of  50fr.  for  each  course. 

The  fees  for  general  students  are  : 700fr.  per  annum  if  resident ; if 
non-resident,  300fr.  per  annum,  payable  by  the  session  and  in  advance. 
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Fourth  year  students  pay  in  addition  a fee  of  60fr.  for  the  course  of 
riding. 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  17  years  of  age,  and  must  either 
pass  a special  examination  in  Arts,  or  produce  a certificate  of  having 
done  so. 

Division  of  the  Courses. — Pupils  are  divided  into  four  sections,  con- 
formably to  the  divisions  of  the  instruction  given.  A.  For  the  first 
section : Physics  or  Chemistry,  Botany,  Zoology,  and  one  part  of  the 
Descriptive  Anatomy  of  the  Horse ; and  Osteology,  Arthrology,  and 
Myology.  B.  For  the  second  section  : Chemistry  or  Physics,  Descrip- 
tive and  Comparative  Anatomy  of  the  Domestic  Animals,  General 
Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and  the  Principles  of  Farriery.  C.  For  the 
third  section  : Materia  Medica,  Pharmacology,  Pathology  and  General 
Therapeutics,  Pathology  and  Special  Therapeutics,  Pathological 
Anatomy,  Theoretical  Operative  Surgery  and  Regional  Anatomy,  the 
Practical  Operative  Surgery  of  the  Foot  (hoof),  Applied  Farriery,  Prac- 
tical Pharmacy  and  Clinical  Surgery.  D.  For  the  fourth  section : Sur- 
•gical  Pathology,  Practical  Operative  Surgery,  Applied  Farriery, 
Hygiene,  &c.,  Medical  Police  and  Forensic  Medicine,  Obstetrics, 
Clinical  Surgery,  Practical  Pharmacy,  Riding,  and  Practical  Know- 
ledge of  Foods. 

General  Examinations. — Pupils  of  the  first  and  the  third  section 
submit  at  the  end  of  the  academical  year  to  an  examination  before 
passing  to  the  next  superior  section.  The  examinations  are  both 
written  and  oral,  and  take  place  before  the  professors  in  the  several 
departments  of  science. 

Examinations  for  Degrees.— To  be  admitted  to  the  examinations  for 
Candidate  and  Veterinary  Surgeon,  students  must  pay  a fee  of  30fr. 
for  the  first  and  50fr.  for  the  next  mentioned  diploma.  Students  who 
are  rejected  have  the  fee  returned,  less  one-quarter,  and  pay  one-half 
of  the  fee  to  be  admitted  in  a subsequent  session.  The  subjects  of 
examination  for  the  diploma  of  Candidate  are : Physics,  Chemistry, 
Botany,  Descriptive  and  Comparative  Anatomy  of  the  Domestic 
Animals,  General  Anatomy,  and  Physiology.  For  the  diploma  of 
Veterinary  Surgeon  the  subjects  are:  Materia  Medica  and  Pharma- 
cology, General  Pathology,  Therapeutics,  Special  Pathology  and 
Therapeutics,  Pathology,  Pathological  Anatomy,  Hygiene,  &c., 
Forensic  Medicine,  and  Medicine  and  Medical  Police.  Besides  the 
written  and  oral  examinations  mentioned,  there  is  a practical  proof, 
comprising : for  the  diploma  of  candidate,  Anatomy  and  Elementary 
Farriery ; for  the  diploma  of  V eterinary  Surgeon,  Pharmacy,  Applied 
Famery,  Operative  Surgery,  Clinical  Surgery,  and  Obstetrics.  No 
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one  can  be  admitted  to  tbe  examination  for  tbe  diploma  of  Veterinary 
Surgeon  if  be  bas  not  already  obtained  that  of  candidate. 

Pupils  of  tbe  School  are  required  to  possess  tbe  necessary  tools  and 
implements  for  tbe  exercise  of  Farriery  and  Veterinary  Surgery,  and 
tbe  following  books : — For  tbe  first  section:  An  elementary  treatise 
on  Chemistry,  cost  about  lOfr. ; or  an  elementary  treatise  on  Physics, 
6fr.  50c. ; a treatise  which  is  indicated  each  year  by  tbe  professor ; 
“ Tbe  Manual  of  tbe  Flora  of  Belgium,”  by  Crepin,  6fr. ; “ Tbe  Course 
of  Elementary  Botany,”  by  A.  Bellyuck,  8fr. ; “ Tbe  Treatise  on  tbe 
Comparative  Anatomy  of  tbe  Domestic  Animals,”  by  Cbauveau  and 
Arloing,  21fr.  60c. ; “Medical  Zoology,”  by  P.  Gervais  and  P.  J.  Van 
Beneden,  13fr.  50c. ; “ Tbe  Dictionary  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Pharmacy, 
and  Accessory  Sciences  of  tbe  Veterinary  Art,”  18fr.  For  tbe  second 
section : “Tbe  Precis  of  Technical  Microscopy  and  Histology,”  by 
Mathias  Duval,  3fr.  60c. ; “ Frey’s  Histology  and  Histo-Chemistry,” 
14fr.  40c. ; “ Comparative  Physiology  of  tbe  Domestic  Animals,”  by 
Colin,  23fr.  40c. ; “ Elements  of  General  Pathological  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,”  by  Wehenkel,  6fr.  75c.;  “Manual  of  Pathology  and  of

75c. ; “ Tbe  Treatise  on 
Forensic  Medicine  and  Sanitary  Police,”  by  J.  B.  Dessart,  9fr. 

Prizes  in  money  are  awarded  to  necessitous  and  deserving  students, 
after  tbe  result  of  tbe  examination  is  made  known.  Tbe  total  value  of 
these  prizes,  however,  does  not  exceed  3000fr. 

Punishments. — Tbe  punishments  which  can  be  inflicted  are : Tbe 
reprimand,  tbe  public  censure,  confinement  (gateing),  expulsion. 

Vacations. — There  are  annually  two  vacations,  one  of  fifteen  days, 
from  tbe  Wednesday  proceeding  Easter  to  tbe  Wednesday  following 
Low  Sunday  ; tbe  other  from  tbe  second  Monday  of  tbe  month  of 
August  to  tbe  second  Monday  of  tbe  month  of  October.  There  are 
besides  tbe  above  tbe  following  brief  vacations : Seven  days  at 
Christmas,  Easter  Monday,  the  afternoon  of  Shrove  Tuesday,  the  day 
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•of  opening  the  Legislative  Chambers,  and.  tlie  anniversary  days  of  tlie 
inauguration  of  tlie  Dynasty  and  tlie  King  s Fete. 

University  of  Brussels. 

By  tlie  regulations  of  tlie  University,  Britisli  and  other  practi- 
tioners, provided  with  medical  and  surgical  qualifications,  are 
admitted  to  examination  before  the  Faculty  for  the  degree  of  M.D. 
Residence  is  not  required,  but  no  degrees  are  granted  in  absentia, 
and  all  candidates  must  undergo  the  requisite  examinations  at 
Brussels,  and  have  their  names  inscribed  in  the  books  of  the 
University,  and  receive  their  degrees  personally. 

Fees. — For  the  degree  of  M.D.,  £21  16s.  Rejected  candidates  may  be 
re-admitted  to  the  examination  three  months  subsequent  to  their 
rejection  on  paying  half  the  examination  fees.  Candidates  who  have 
paid  in  advance  the  fees  for  the  three  tests,  and  are  unsuccessful  in 
the  first,  recover  the  fees  paid  for  the  second  and  third  examinations  ; 
those  who  fail  in  the  second  recover  the  fees  paid  for  the  third 
examination. 

There  are  three  examinations-.  1.  General  Therapeutics,  includ- 
ing Pharmaco  - dynamics  (therapeutical  action  of  drugs),  Special 
Pathology  and  Therapeutics  of  Internal  Diseases,  Mental  Diseases, 
General  Pathology,  and  Pathological  Anatomy,  with  use  of  the 
Microscope ; 2.  Surgical  Pathology,  including  Ophthalmology,  Theory 
of  Midwifery,  Public  and  Private  Hygiene,  Medical  Jurisprudence  (not 
including  Toxicology) ; 3.  Examination  at  the  hospital  of  one  or  two 
patients  under  medical  and  surgical  ti’eatment ; examination  in 
Midwifery,  consisting  in  obstetrical  operations  on  the  mannequin 
(model  of  pelvis) ; examination  in  Operative  Surgery,  consisting  in 
some  of  the  usual  operations  on  the  dead  subject,  such  as  amputation, 
ligature  of  an  artery,  &c, ; Regional  Anatomy  on  the  dead  body. 
Great  importance  is  attached  to  practical  knowledge,  but  candidates 
must  also  prove  that  they  possess  positive  theoretical  science. 

Examinations  take  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  November,  December, 
February,  May,  and  June.  They  are  viva  voce,  but  candidates  may 
undergo  a written  examination  by  paying  an  additional  fee  of  £1  for 
each  test.  Candidates  must  exhibit  their  qualifications  or  diplomas. 
The  three  examinations  may  be  got  through  in  a week,  allowing  a day’s 
interval  between  each  test.  Saturday,  before  2 p.m.,  is  the  most  eligible 
day  for  arriving,  for  candidates  for  whom  time  is  an  object.  The  delay 
of  a week  from  the  Tuesday  is,  however,  seldom  exceeded  by  more  than 
a day  or  two,  unless  there  be  an  unusual  number  of  candidates.  The 
examinations  are  conducted  in  English,  through  an  interpreter  (with- 
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out  additional  fee),  for  sucli  candidates  as  are  not  familiar  with  the 
French  language. 

U .B. — The  degrees  granted  by  the  Faculty  are  merely  scientific  titles, 
and  do  not  confer  the  right  to  practice  medicine  in  Belgium. 

University  op  Liege. 

The  Doctorate  of  this  University  is  a scientific  title  only,  not  confer- 
ring the  right  to  practice  medicine  in  Belgium. 

The  University  is  a teaching  body,  but  equivalent  studies  made 
abroad  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  local  curriculum.  Candidates 
also  who  have  passed  examinations  in  the  subjects  of  medical  educa- 
tion before  duly  authorised  medical,  surgical,  or  scientific  corporations^ 
may,  by  applying  to  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  have  such  of 
the  subjects  of  their  examinations  recognised  as  the  Minister  may 
deem  fit.  In  such  a case  the  candidate  will  only  be  required  to  pass  in 
the  remaining  subjects  of  the  Liege  examinations.  The  fees  at  Liege 
are  280fr. 

The  subjects  of  examination  comprise : Comparative  Anatomy, 
Pharmacy,  Materia  Medica,  Anatomy,  Histology,  Physiology,  Pathology 
and  Pathological  Anatomy,  Hygiene,  Therapeutics,  Midwifery,  Forensic 
Medicine  minus  Toxicology,  Medicine,  and  Surgery. 

The  curriculum  is  of  three  years’  duration. 

Fees. — For  graduation  as  Doctor  of  Medicine  and  Master  of  Surgery, 
with  registration  fee,  21  dols.  The  educational  fees  are : For  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  Practical  Chemistry,  Practical  Pharmacy,  and  Botany, 
6 dols.  each ; Practical  Anatomy,  8 dols. ; for  all  other  classes,  12  dols. 
each.  The  classes  are  of  six  months’  duration. 

There  is  a degree  of  Master  in  Pharmacij  granted  by  this  College. 
Candidates  must  have  attended  lectures  for  six  months  on  Chemistry, 
Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy,  and  for  three  months  on  Botany,  and 
must  have  had  one  year’s  experience  in  dispensing  medicines.  In  lieu 
of  the  above  requirements  four’  years’  experience  at  a pharmacist’s  will 
be  accepted.  There  is  a preliminary  examination  in  English,  Latin, 
and  Arithmetic,  and  a professional  examination  in  Materia  Medica, 
Chemistry,  Botany,  Pharmacy,  and  Microscopy.  Fee,  10  dols. 

Arnhem  University. 

Degree  of  Doctor  in  Pharmacy.  — The  First  examination  includes 
Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Zoology,  and  Mineralogy. 
The  Second  includes  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,  Pharmaceutical  Botany 
and  Zoology,  Toxicology  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  diploma  of  Apothecary  qualifies  its  recipient  to  dispense 
medicines.  The  examination  comprises:  — Practical  Pharmacy, 
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Analytical  Chemistry,  Toxicology,  Mineralogy  and  Zoology— in  so  far 
as  they  concern  Pharmacy.  Th e fee  for  this  qualification  is  25  guilders 

£2  Is.  Sd.  Unsuccessful  candidates  are  remitted  to  their  studies  for  a 

period  of  one  year. 

The  title  of  Dentist  qualifies  its  recipient  to  practice  Dentistry  and 
Dental  Surgery.  The  examination  is  on  the  Anatomy  of  the  Teeth  and 
Jaws,  Histology  of  the  same,  Dental  Surgery  and  Dentistry. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have  passed  an 
examination  in  Mathematics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  and  Zoology.  This 
examination  must  be  passed  at  some  recognised  university  or  college. 
Foreign  examinations  in  the  above  subjects,  if  equivalent  in  extent, 
will  be  accepted  by  the  University,  in  lieu  of  those  held  in  the  Nether- 
lands. The  professional  examinations  are  two  in  number,  and  include 
the  following  subjects : — First  examination : Anatomy,  Histology, 
Physiology,  General  Pathology,  Pharmacy.  Second  examination: 
Pathological  Anatomy,  Pharmacy,  Therapeutics,  Special  Pathology, 
Hygiene,  Clinical  Medicine,  Theoretical  Surgery,  Theoretical  Mid- 
wifery, Diseases  of  Women. 

For  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Surgery  the  second  examination  includes 
Surgery,  Theoretical  and  Practical;  Operative  Surgery.  Candidates 
must  have  passed  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  For  the  degree 
of  Doctor  in  Midwifery  candidates  must  have  passed  the  examination 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine ; they  will  be  examined  in  Mid- 
wifery, Diseases  of  Women,  and  Operative  Midwifery. 

The  First  examination  (professional)  for  the  Doctorate  in  Medicine, 
Surgery,  and  Midwifery,  is  written  and  oral,  and  occupies  three  hours. 
The  Second  examination  for  the  M.D.  degree  occupies  four-and-a-half 
hours,  and  is  divided  as  follows  : One  hour  for  Pathological  Anatomy ; 
one  hour  for  Special  Pathology,  Therapeutics,  and  Pharmaco-dyna- 
mics ; one  hour  for  Bedside  Practice ; one  hour  for  Theoretical 
Surgery  and  Midwifery ; half-an-hour  for  Hygiene. 

The  Second  examination  for  the  Doctorate  in  Surgery  occupies  three 
hours  : two  hours  for  Surgery,  Theoretical  and  Practical ; one  hour 
for  Operative  Surgery. 

For  the  Doctorate  in  Midwifery,  the  examination  is  also  of  three 
hours  duration : two  hours  for  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women, 
Theoretical  and  Practical ; one  hour  for  Operative  Midwifery. 

All  verbal  examinations  are  to  be  held  in  public,  except  Surgery,  the 
same  being  private  for  the  sake  of  decency.  The  examinations  may  be 
held  in  Dutch  or  in  any  other  language  approved  of  by  the  Faculty. 
The  language  preferred  next  to  Dutch  is  Gennan,  and  next  to  German 
English. 
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The  title  of  Physician  gives  the  right  to  practice  medicine  in  the 
Netherlands.  Candidates  must  undergo  an  examination  in  the  sub- 
jects of  the  first  examination  for  the  Doctorate,  and  must  then  pass  in 
Clinical  Medicine,  Operative  Midwifery,  Operative  Surgery,  and  Prac- 
tical Pharmacy.  The  candidate  must  produce  a certificate  from  a 
physician  practicing  in  the  Netherlands  to  the  effect  that  he  has  been 
engaged  in  the  practical  study  of  his  profession  for  two  years. 

University  op  Geneva. 

Candidates  for  degrees  in  Medicine  must  either  he  Bachelors  of 
Letters  or  of  Science  of  this  University ; or,  first,  have  passed  some 
other  examination  in  the  subjects  of  general  education,  satisfactory  to 
the  Council  of  the  University ; or,  secondly,  have  undergone  for  twelve 
months,  at  least,  regular  instruction  at  some  recognised  university  or 
college  in  the  subjects  of  advanced  general  knowledge. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medical  Sciences. — There  is  one  examination 
for  this  degree.  The  subjects  are : Physics  and  Chemistry,  Botany, 
Zoology,  Anatomy  (Human  and  Comparative,  the  former  being  partly 
practical),  Histology,  and  Physiology.  This  examination  is  written 
and  oral.  The  written  part  deals  with  Chemistry,  Anatomy,  and 
Physiology  only.  Candidates  who  have  at  some  Swiss  or  foreign 
university  passed  examinations  in  the  subjects  required  for  the  above, 
may,  provided  that  such  examinations  were  equivalent  in  extent  to  that 
for  the  Bachelorship,  be  remitted  such  parts  of  the  examination  as  the 
university  shall,  on  special  application,  deem  fit. 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine. — Candidates  for  this  degree  must 
be  Bachelors  of  Medicine  of  the  University,  or  must  produce  evidence 
of  having  passed  at  some  recognised  college  or  university  examinations 
equivalent  to  that  required  for  the  Bachelorship.  The  are  five  exami- 
nations for  the  M.D.  degree.  The  first  is  on  Anatomy,  Physiology  and 
Histology,  Pathological  Anatomy  and  General  Pathology,  an  autopsy 
being  assigned  to  each  candidate.  Each  candidate  must  also  prepare 
an  anatomical  specimen,  the  time  allowed  for  the  latter  being  four 
hours.  Second  examination : Internal  Pathology,  External  Pathology, 
Practical  Medicine,  three  operations.  Third  examination : Hygiene, 
Therapeutics,  Materia  Medica,  Forensic  Medicine.  A report  of  a 
medico-legal  case,  being  one  assigned  the  candidate,  or,  in  default,  a 
report  from  particulars  f urnished,  one  hour  being  allowed  for  its  com- 
position. Fourth  examination:  Clinical  examination  of  two  patients 
suffering  from  internal  disease.  Examination  of  two  patients  suffering 
from  external  disease.  Examination  of  a case  of  accouchement ; 
bandaging.  Five  minutes  is  allowed  the  candidate  for  the  examination 
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of  each  patient.  Practical  demonstrations  of  Obstetrics  on  the  manne- 
quin, discussion  on  one  of  the  cases  of  each  clinic,  written  consideration 
of  one  case  of  Clinical  Medicine  and  one  case  of  Clinical  Surgery,  for 
which  two  hours  is  allowed  the  candidate.  Fifth  examination  : Defence 
of  a dissertation,  planted  in  Latin  or  French  at  the  choice  of  the 
candidate,  on  a subject  connected  with  medical  science,  of  which  the 
candidate  has  the  selection.  The  subject  of  the  dissertation  to  be  com- 
municated to  the  Faculty  before  presentation.  At  the  oral  examina- 
tions, twenty  minutes  is  allowed  each  examiner  to  test  the  candidate. 
Before  each  of  'the  five  examinations,  the  candidate  must  pay  to  the 
authorities  the  sum  of  40fr.  If  the  candidate  fails  to  pass,  half  this 
sum  will  be  returned  to  him.  After  the  last  examination,  the  candidate 
must  pay  the  sum  of  lOOfr.  to  the  University ; this  is  handed  over  to 
the  State.  If  a candidate  fails  at  an  examination  three  times,  the 
previous  examinations  he  has  passed  will  be  annulled.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary that  a candidate  pursue  his  studies  at  Geneva,  but  he  may  do  so  if 
he  prefer  it. 

The  curriculum  for  the  Doctorate  is  of  six  years’  duration.  The 
following  will  present  a fair  idea  of  the  course  of  study  pursued  at  the 
University : — First  year : Botany,  Physics,  Zoology,  Inorganic 
Chemistry,  Practical  Exercises,  Laboratory  work  in  Comparative 
Anatomy,  also  in  Chemistry.  Second  year : Descriptive  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  Organic  Chemistry,  Medical  Physics,  Dissections,  Labo- 
ratory work  in  Chemistry  and  Comparative  Anatomy.  Note  by  the 
Universities  authorities  : “ It  would  be  well  to  add  to  these  studies  the 
courses  not  comprised  in  the  examination  for  the  Bachelorship  of 
Medical  Sciences,  such  as  — Astronomy,  Geography,  Physics, 
Mineralogy,  Geology,  and  even  the  Mathematical  Sciences.”  Third  year: 
Descriptive  Anatomy,  Normal  Histology,  Practical  Exercises,  Dissec- 
tions. Regional  Anatomy,  Embryology,  Laboratory  work  in  Physiology, 
Histology,  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Chemistry.  Hei'e  the  candidate 
takes  the  degree  (after  successful  examination)  of  Bachelor  of  Medical 
Sciences.  Fourth  year  : Pathology  and  Pathological  Anatomy,  Internal 
Pathology,  External  Pathology,  Practical  Exercises,  Regional  Dissec- 
tions, Clinical  Surgery  and  Medicine,  Pathological  Histology, 
Pharmacy,  Laboratory  work  in  Pathological  Histology.  Fifth  year  : 
Therapeutics,  Hygiene,  Forensic  Medicine,  Midwifery,  Pathology, 
Practical  Exercises,  Clinical  Surgery  and  Medicine.  Sixth  year : 
Clinical  study  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  &c.,  Ophthalmology  and 
Psychology,  Repetition  of  the  Theoretical  and  Laboratory  courses, 
Doctorate. 
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University  of  Basel. 

The  regulations  concerning  the  examination  for  the  degree  of  M.D. 
are : — 

I.  Application  for  admittance  to  this  examination  must  be  made  in  writing 

to  the  Dean.  With  the  application  must  he  inclosed : (1)  A curriculum 
vitae;  (2)  The  academical  matriculation  certificate  ; (3)  A certificate  of  attend- 
ance upon  the  academical  lectures ; (4)  A certificate  of  character  from  the 

high  school  where  the  candidate  has  received  his  education ; (5)  a scientific 
treatise  on  some  subject  of  medicine  or  natural  science. 

II.  The  Dean  distributes  the  papers  of  the  candidates  amohgst  the  members 
of  the  Faculty,  who  decide  upon  the  entrance  to  examination. 

III.  The  examination  is  partly  written  (Testamen),  partly  oral  (Eigorosum). 

IV.  The  written  examination  consists  of  five  questions,  which  are  handed 
sealed  to  the  Dean  by  the  professors  of  each  subject  included  in  the  exami- 
nation, viz. : (1)  Anatomy ; (2)  Physiology ; (3)  Pathological  Anatomy  and 
Pathological  Physiology ; (4)  Special  Pathology  and  Therapeutics ; (5)  Sur- 
gery. 

V.  These  questions  are  answered  in  a closed  room,  in  presence  of  the 
Dean ; and  the  candidate  pledges  himself  not  to  use  any  printed  or  written, 
assistance. 

VI.  The  Dean  signs  his  name  to  the  answers  of  the  candidates,  with  the  date, 
hour,  and  duration  of  the  examination,  and  passes  the  papers  on  to  the  fellow 
members  of  the  Faculty.  The  latter  pronounce  their  opinions,  in  writing,  as  to 
whether  the  answers  are  sufficiently  good  to  entitle  the  candidate  to  further 
examination. 

VII.  In  case  of  failure  the  Faculty  can  appoint  a time  for  re-examination, 
before  which  the  candidate  is  not  allowed  to  present  himself  again. 

VIII.  To  the  oral  examination  all  the  professors  of  the  Faculty  are  invited. 
The  subjects  are  : (1)  Anatomy ; (2)  Physiology  ; (3)  Pathological  Anatomy 
and  Physiology  ; (4)  Special  Pathology  and  Therapeutics  ; (5)  Materia  Medica; 
(6)  Surgery ; (7)  Midwifery. 

IX.  The  time  devoted  by  each  examiner  to  questioning  the  candidate  Bhall 
not  exceed  half  an  hour. 

X.  The  secretary  of  the  Faculty  keeps  a record  of  the  oral  examination. 

XI.  The  different  grades  of  the  Doctor  title  are:  (1)  Summa  cum  laude; 
(2)  Insigni  cum  laude  ; (3)  Magna  cum  laude ; (4)  Cum  laude ; (5)  Eite. 

XII.  Promotion  to  the  degree  follows  upon  the  deposition  in  the  hand  of  the 
Dean  of  the  Medical  Oath,  in  the  presence  of  the  assembled  Faculty. 

XIII.  The  thesis  must  be  printed,  and  120  copies  distributed  amongst  the 
members  of  the  Faculty  before  the  degree  can  be  conferred. 

XIV.  The  Faculty  can  confer  the  degree  honoris  causa  on  distinguished 
individuals. 

XV.  The  fees  amount  to  150fr.,  viz. : For  the  Testamen,  lOOfr. ; Eigorosum, 
200fr. ; Promotion,  50fr. 
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XYI.  Should  the  candidate  he  rejected  after  the  written  or  oral  examination 
the  fees  are  forfeited ; but  he  is  entitled  to  re-examination  free  of  cost. 

XVII.  Candidates  who  have  passed  the  State  examination  are  admitted  to  the 
examination  for  degree  of  M.D.  on  production  of  proof  that  they  have  passed- 
the  State  examinations,  and  on  payment  of  a fee  of  250fr. 

High  School  of  Zurich. 

The  regulations  of  the  Medical  Faculty  prescribe : 

I.  To  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  the  candidate  must  apply,  in  writing,  to 
the  Dean,  and  inclose  the  following  documents  : (1)  Certificate  of  attendance 
upon  lectures  in  the  departments  of  Physics,  Medicine,  Chemistry,  Botany,  and 
Zoology ; (2)  A thesis  upon  some  subject  of  medical  science,  which,  when 
approved,  must  be  printed  at  the  candidate’s  own  cost. 

II.  The  thesis  will  be  handed  by  the  Dean  to  a teacher  of  the  subject  of  which 
it  treats  for  the  last  examination,  when  it  has  been  corrected  by  a member  of 
the  Faculty.  A favourable  decision  by  the  first  critic  is  sufficient  to  pass  the 
thesis.  In  such  case  the  critic’s  name  must  be  printed  on  the  title  page.  In 
case  the  decision  be  doubtful  or  unfavourable,  the  thesis  must  be  referred  to  the 
Fellows  of  the  Faculty,  and  will  then  only  be  accepted  when  two-thirds  of  the 
votes  are  favourable. 

III.  T(ie  dissertation  having  been  accepted,  the  candidate  is  immediately 
admitted  to  the  examination  for  the  Doctorate.  In  the  first,  or  written  part,, 
the  candidate  must  (under  lock  and  key)  answer  two  questions  chosen  by  lot,  of 
which  one  includes  an  essay  on  Anatomy  or  Physiology,  the  other  an  essay  on 
Pathology,  Therapeutics,  Surgery,  and  Midwifery.  These  essays  are  circulated 
amongst  the  Fellows  of  the  Faculty,  who  thereupon  decide  whether  the  candi- 
date is  to  be  admitted  to  the  oral  examination  or  not.  The  oral  examination 
includes,  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  subjects,  General  Anatomy,  Patho- 
logical Anatomy,  Pharmacology,  and  Ophthalmology.  It  is  passed  when  two- 
thirds  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Faculty  give  a favourable  decision.  The  candidate 
who  has  acquired  the  diploma  of  the  “Conjoined Medical  Examination  ” will  be 
relieved  of  the  necessity  of  undergoing  the  oral  examination. 

IV.  After  undergoing  the  examination,  and  after  distributing  200  copies  of 
the  printed  thesis,  the  candidate  will  be  presented  with  an  official  diploma  and 
its  duplicate,  of  which  he  is  allowed  to  print  copies. 

V.  The  fees,  which  must  be  paid  before  the  oral  examination,  and  when  such 
is  not  necessary,  before  the  written,  amount  to  365fr.,  and  15fr.  for  the  bedell. 
When  re-examination  is  necessary  it  is  gratuitous.  Should  the  candidate  fail 
the  fees  are  not  returned  to  him.  The  candidate  who  sends  in  with  his  applica- 
tion the  diploma  of  the  “ Konkordats-priifung  ” pays  lOOfr.  less. 

VI.  For  distinguished  service  in  medicine  the  Faculty  has  the  power  of 
bestowing  the  degree  of  M.D.  honoris  causa. 
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The  Faculty  of  Medicine,  Bern. 

The  following  is  a translation  of  the  revised  rules  for  promo  tion  to 
the  degree  of  Doctor  : 

1.  The  application  for  medical  doetor’s  examination  must  be  made  to  the 
Deacon  of  the  Faculty  in  writing.  Thereto  must  be  added  : (1)  Certificate  of 
academical  study  ; (2)  A written  explanation  of  a scientific  subject,  founded 
upon  experimental  researches,  or  occupied  with  criticism.  Expoundings  of 
purely  uncertain  cases  are  excluded. 

2.  The  admission  to  a verbal  examination  can  only  be  permitted  after  approval 
of  the  treatise. 

3.  For  judging,  the  treatise  is  handed  to  one  of  the  members  of  the  Faculty 
who  is  chosen  for  that  purpose,  and  it  is  then,  with  his  report  attached  to  it, 
circulated  among  all  the  examiners.  A fortnight  is  allowed  to  the  chosen 
examiner  for  careful  perusal,  but  the  other  examiners  must  not  keep  it  more 
than  three  days. 

4.  The  acceptance  or  approval  of  the  treatise  is  made  in  writing  by  vote  of  a 
two-thirds  majority  of  the  examiners,  on  the  motion  of  the  chosen  examiner, 
or  otherwise  by  one  of  the  members.  The  name  of  the  applicant  is  to  be  printed 
on  the  title-page  of  the  treatise.  Any  member  of  the  Faoulty  can  demand  to 
vote  by  voice  instead  of  in  writing. 

5.  The  approbation  or  acceptance  of  the  treatise  i3  followed  by  a verbal 
examination,  comprising  Physiology,  Pathology,  Anatomy  and  General  Patho- 
logy, Special  Pathology  and  Therapeutics,  Surgery,  Ophthalmics,  Midwifery, 
Gynaecology,  Materia  Medica,  and  State  Medicine.  The  utmost  time  for  each 
subject  must  not  exceed  twenty  minutes.  During  the  examination  there  must 
be  always  three  examiners  present.  The  result  of  the  verbal  examination  is 
shown  by  a majority  of  voices. 

6.  The  Faculty  has  the  power  to  relieve  a candidate  who  is  in  possession  of 
a diploma  of  an  examination  of  State  for  medicine  of  a part  of  the  entire  verbal 
examination.  A decision  can  only  be  taken  by  a verbal  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
majority. 

7.  The  promotion  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  takes  place  without  any  particular 
vote. 

8.  The  grant  of  the  diploma  does  not  take  place  until  the  treatise  is  printed 
and  100  copies  of  it  are  delivered  to  the  Faculty. 

9.  Candidates  who  have  not  passed  any  examination  for  degree  of  Doctor 
here,  nor  have  passed  a medical  examination  of  State,  cannot  have  the  promotion 
to  a diploma.  Yet  the  Faculty  is  at  liberty  to  confer  the  title  of  Dootor  honoris 
causa  in  recognition  of  extraordinary  accomplishments. 

10.  The  fee  for  obtaining  the  degree  of  Dootor  is,  in  all  cases,  =£11  5s.,  and 
5s.  for  the  bedell.  This  sum  is  to  be  paid  after  the  treatise  is  approved. 
If  the  candidate,  after  his  verbal  examination,  is  rejected,  half  the  amount  is 
refunded  to  him ; after  a repeated  examination  the  second  half  has  to  be

repaid.  The  promotion  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  honoris  causa  is  given  free  of 
charge. 

11.  In  case  of  a candidate  being  rejected  he  cannot  repeat  his  application  in 
less  than  three  months. 

12.  These  rales  come  into  force  on  the  15th  of  April,  1872.  Before  that 
time  the  examination  is  allowed  under  the  new  rule  by  privilege.  The  rules  of 
the  15th  February,  1836,  on  the  same  subject,  are  rescinded.

Copenhagen  University. 

The  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  to  this  University  writes  as 
follows : 

The  medical  examination  at  the  University  of  Copenhagen  is  divided  into 
three  separate  parts — a Preliminary,  and  the  First  and  the  Second  part.  At 
the  Preliminary  examination  verbal  proofs  are  made  in  Botany,  Zoology, 
Chemistry,  and  Physics,  and  a practical  proof  is  performed  in  Inorganic 
Chemistry. 

The  First  part  comprises  four  proofs,  one  practical  in  Anatomy,  and  three 
verbal  ones  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Pharmacology.  The  Second  part  of 
the  official  examination  comprehends  ten  proofs — three  written  in  Surgery, 
Forensic  Medicine,  and  Medicine.  ; three  practical  ones  (Clinical  Medicine, 
Clinical  Surgery,  and  Surgical  Operations),  and  four  verbal  proofs  (General 
Pathology  and  Morbid  Anatomy,  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Obstetric  Medicine 
and  Surgery) . Every  student  who  wishes  to  present  himself  for  the  Second 
part  of  the  official  examination  shall  prove  that  he  has  accomplished  a six 
monthly  clinical  course  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  Diseases  of  the  Skin  and  Syphilis, 
in  Obstetrics  and  the  Treatment  of  New-born  Children.  Every  candidate 
shall,  previous  to  obtaining  a qualification  in  Obstetrics  before  the  expiration  of 
one  year  from  the  date  of  his  Final  examination,  undergo  a practical  course 
of  six  weeks  in  the  Obstetric  Hospital. 

The  Second  part  of  the  official  examination  shall  not  be  passed  until  the 
expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  passing  the  First  part.  With  regard 
to  the  degree  of  Doctor  at  the  University,  a thesis  is  to  be  transmitted  to  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  and,  after  being  accepted,  the  author  has  to  defend  it 
publicly  at  the  University.  Two  members  of  the  Faculty  are  the  official 
opponents,  but  every  one  can  oppose.  The  President  of  the  Faculty  leads  the 
opposition.  If  the  defence  is  found  satisfactory,  the  author  is  created  Doctor 
at  the  annual  solemnity  of  the  University. 

The  students  from  the  time  of  passing  the  Preliminary  examination  during 
the  whole  period  of  study  are  very  closely  connected  with  our  two  large 
civil  hospitals.  They  are  first  inscribed  as  volunteers,  and  have,  as  suoh,  to 
do  at  least  two  years’  service  at  the  different  parts  of  the  hospital.  Thereafter 
the  majority  of  them  are  nominated  candidates  of  the  hospital,  and  havo  their 
free  dwelling  in  the  hospital  and  a monthly  salary.  They  have  then  to  receive 
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the  patients,  write  the  journals,  and  follow  the  head  physician  on  his  visits. 
Eventually  a small  number  of  them  are  created  assistant  physicians  or  surgeons. 
As  “ candidates  ” they  do  two  years’  service  at  the  hospital,  and  as  assistants 
(Physician  or  Surgeon  of  reserve)  two  or  three  years. 

Further  particulars  may  be  obtained  from  the  Professor  of  Clinical 
Medicine,  Copenhagen  University,  stamps  which  may  be  exchanged 
there,  or  a money  order,  being  enclosed  to  defray  postage. 

University  op  Athens. 

This  is  the  only  Greek  University.  The  curriculum  is  of  four  years’ 
■duration.  The  examinations  are  two  in  number  : First,  in  General 
Education ; secondly,  Medical,  viva  voce  and  written. 

University  op  Coimbra. 

The  only  university  in  Portugal  is  that  of  Coimbra.  There  is  a 
Matriculation  examination  in  Latin,  Portuguese,  French,  English, 
Mathematics,  the  elements  of  Physics,  Chemistry,  Natural  History, 
Logic,  History,  and  Geography.  The  curriculum  is  of  five  years’  dura, 
tion.  The  professional  examinations  are  held  annually ; upon  passing 
the  Final  the  candidate  becomes  a Licentiate ; upon  his  presenting  and 
defending  a thesis  he  receives  the  Doctorate.  A foreign  medical  man 
wishing  to  practice  in  Portugal  is  required  to  present  evidence  of  his 
studies  and  examinations  passed,  and  to  undergo  an  examination  in 
all  the  subjects  of  medical  education.  He  must  also  present  a thesis. 

The  Swedish  Universities. 

A diploma  from  a home  examining  board  is  insisted  on  as  a qualifica- 
tion to  practice  in  Sweden.  The  Universities  are  those  of  Lund  and 
Upsala.  At  Stockholm  is  the  Karolina  Medico-Chirurgical  Institute. 
The  following  regulations  apply  to  all  these  bodies  : A curriculum  of 
ten  years’  duration ; a certificate  from  a gymnasium,  or  an  examination 
in  the  ordinary  subjects  of  General  Education  ; an  examination  in 
Physics,  Chemistry,  Mathematics,  Botany,  Zoology,  and  Comparative 
Anatomy;  an  examination  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Physiological 
Chemistry,  General  Pathology,  Pathological  Anatomy,  and  Pharma- 
cology; an  examination  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Ophthal- 
mology, and  Medical  Jurisprudence.  Attendance  on  lectures  is  not 
obligatory.  Attendance  on  clinical  lectures  for  eighteen  months  is 
compulsory. 

University  of  Christiania. 

This  is  the  University  of  Norway.  There  are  five  examinations : 
In  Arts,  including  Norwegian,  Latin,  Greek,  French,  German,  EngJish, 
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Mathematics,  Geography,  and  History ; in  Philosophy,  including 
Geometry,  Zoology,  Botany,  Astronomy,  Chemistry,  Physics.  The 
First  Professional  is  on:  Anatomy,  Histology,  Chemistry,  Zoology, 
and  Botany.  The  Second  Professional  is  on  Physics,  Pharmacology, 
Toxicology,  Medicine,  Therapeutics,  General  Pathology,  Pathological 
Anatomy,  Surgery,  Ophthalmology,  Dermatology,  and  Syphilis.  The 
Third  Professional  is  on  Surgery,  Topographical  Anatomy,  Obstetrics 
and  Gynaecology,  Diseases  of  Children,  Forensic  Medicine,  and 
Hygiene.  The  curriculum  is  of  seven  years’  duration. 

Having  completed  this,  and  passed  the  required  examination,  the 
candidate  is  termed  a Physician  and  is  entitled  to  practice.  The 
Doctorate  is  only  conferred  on  his  passing  another  examination  in  all 
the  subjects  in  which  he  has  already  passed ; it  confers  no  fresh 
privilege,  being  simply  a higher  title. 

University  of  Valetta. 

In  Malta  is  a University,  well  managed  and  of  good  repute.  The 
Medical  Board  of  the  island  compel  all  persons  wishing  to  practice 
in  the  island  to  pass  an  examination.  This,  I have  no  hesitation  in 
declaring,  is  in  the  case  of  registered  medical  men  of  the  United 
Kingdom  unlawful.  By  imperial  law  such  practitioners  are  entitled 
to  carry  on  their  profession  in  any  part  of  her  Majesty’s  dominions, 
and  local  law  cannot  override  imperial  law.  This  has  been  decided  by 
the  Privy  Council  in  the  case  of  Canada,  where  a local  legislature 
wished  to  enforce  examinations  upon  all  intending  practitioners 
without  regard  to  the  privileges  of  men  qualified  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

The  University  is  situated  at  Valetta.  There  is  a Matriculation 
■examination  conducted  about  once  in  three  years.  Latin,  Italian, 
Mathematics,  Physics,  and  either  French,  German  or  English,  are  the 
chief  subjects.  The  curriculum  is  of  four  years’  duration.  The 
professional  examinations  are  conducted  annually.  The  Doctorate  is 
a scientific  title  merely,  not  conferring  any  right  to  practice  in  the 
island. 


CHAPTER  X. 


HOMCEOPATHY  IN  ENGLAND  AND  AMERICA. 

General  RemarTts — London  School  of  Homoeopathy — Homoeopathic 
Institutions  in  the  United  States. 

Homceopathy,  as  a system  of  medicine,  is  without  legal  recognition. 
No  Examining  Body  is  homoeopathic,  nor  will  examine  candidates  in 
other  than  the  regular  system.  Hence  an  exclusiveness  on  the  part 
of  the  licensing  authorities  which,  I think,  tends  to  retard  advance- 
ment in  medical  science.  I am  no  partizan  of  homoeopathy ; hut  I am 
disposed  to  give  it  that  fair  play  and  equal  opportunity  which  its 
advocates  demand ; and  I submit  that  if  the  system  is  unsound,  its 
failure  would  he  best  procured  by  putting  it  in  regular  competition 
with  recognised  medicine.  As  it  is,  homoeopathic  practitioners  are 
such  as  have  qualified  through  the  ordinary  licensing  channels  by 
passing  examinations  in  allopathy.  I am  free  to  admit  that,  if  a 
homoeopathic  licensing  body  were  established,  other  irregular  systems, 
and  perhaps  eclecticism  itself,  would  proceed  to  demand  similar  recog- 
nition ; but  to  this  objection  the  answer  is  that  the  claim  is  one  of 
degree.  Nor  is  the  matter  unsusceptible  of  easy  arrangement.  The 
difference  to  be  distinguished  is  limited  to  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics. Omitting  these  subjects,  therefore,  let  the  homoeopathic  student, 
instead  of  taking  the  usual  Preliminary  examination  and  the  sub- 
sequent tests  of  the  Licensing  Bodies,  undergo  the  examination  for  the 
ordinary  B.A.  degree  of  our  senior  Universities,  and  proceeding  to 
Physics,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Botany,  pass  finally  in  Operative 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  together  with  Pathology  and  Forensic  Medicine. 
Thus,  by  eliminating  methods  of  practice,  and  accepting  general 
education,  together  with  the  sciences  constituting  the  basis  of  rational 
medicine,  a common  ground  would  be  afforded.  Of  course,  only  the 
Surgeon  need  be  examined  in  Surgery,  and  the  Accoucheur  in  Midwifery. 
The  quarrel,  indeed,  has  never  been  on  these  subjects,  but  only  on 
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Medicine  proper.  No  man,  I venture  to  think,  should  he  allowed  to 
practice  the  healing  art  who  has  not  received  a thoroughly  liberal, 
scientific,  and  general  education.  Thus  trained,  under  whatever 
system,  he  would  at  least  act  from  conviction;  and,  be  it  remembered, 
the  conviction  of  an  educated  mind,  though  possibly  erroneous,  is 
infinitely  preferable  to  the  lesson  of  rote  which  is  acted  on  blindly, 
and  without  either  scepticism  or  belief. 

London  School  op  Homoeopathy. 

According  to  the  preamble  of  the  prospectus  : 

The  promoters  of  the  London  School  of  Homoeopathy,  believing'  that 
instruction  in  homoeopathic  doctrines  and  practice  is  an  essential  part  of  a 
liberal  and  thorough  medical  education,  desire  to  establish  a school  for  the 
teaching  of  those  departments  of  the  art  and  science  of  medicine  which  are 
affected  by  the  discovery  of  the  Homoeopathic  Law.  It  is  their  intention  to 
restrict  their  courses  of  lectures  to  these  subjects  alone,  since  the  ordinary 
medical  schools  of  Great  Britain  already  supply  all  the  teaching  (except  that  of 
the  homoeopathic  doctrines)  necessary  for  medical  education.  To  remedy  this 
deficiency  the  promoters  provide  the  present  school. 

Fee  for  tbe  summer  course,  including  hospital  practice  and  lectures, 
£8  3s. ; hospital  and  dispensary  course,  £1  Is.  A course  of  lectures  on 
Medicine  is  given  in  the  winter  session,  fee  £2  2s.  There  are  also 
lectures  on  Materia  Medica,  fee  £2  2s. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  winter  session  a prize  of  £20  is  given  for 
Medicine,  Materia  Medica,  and  Therapeutics. 

It  must  be  understood  that  certificates  from  this  institution  only 
qualify  for  eighteen  months  of  the  ordinary  four  years’  curriculum. 

Homceopathy  in  the  United  States. 

The  United  States  should  be  the  paradise  of  the  homoeopathic  prac- 
titioner. Six  thousand  medical  men  are  practicing  there  on  homceo- 
i pathic  principles.  Homoeopathic  institutions  comprise:  1 national 
society,  2 special  societies,  23  state  societies,  92  local  societies,  7 

I homoeopathic  clubs,  1 library  association,  1 homoeopathic  insurance 
company,  38  homoeopathic  hospitals,  30  dispensaries,  11  colleges 
granting  degrees,  2 special  schools,  16  homoeopathic  journals,  7 homoeo- 
pathic directories. 

A homoeopathic  practitioner  is  Surgeon-General  of  the  State  of  New 
York.  In  Princetown,  Illinois,  the  Town  Physician  and  Secretary  of 
) the  Board  of  Health  is  a homoeopath.  In  Concord,  N.H.,  a homoeopath 
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is  President  of  the  Senate  and  Surgeon -General  of  the  State.  In 
Rhode,  also,  the  State  Surgeon-General  professes  the  same  system. 
I give  a summary  of  the  regulations  of  the  chief  Qualifying  Bodies 
alluded  to  above  ( see  The  Medical  Profession  in  the  United 
States.) 


CHAPTER  XI. 


MEDICAL  EDUCATION  IN  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM. 

General  Remarks — Medical  Schools  in  London;  in  the  English  Pro- 
vinces; in  Ireland;  in  Scotland;  in  Wales — Medical  Education  for 
Women  — List  of  Qualified  Women  — Educational  Vaccinating 
Stations. 

I now  propose  to  give  some  account  of  the  various  Hospital  Medical 
Schools  and  those  institutions  in  the  United  Kingdom  whose  instruc- 
tion is  recognised  by  the  Licensing  Bodies  for  a period  of  eighteen 
months  of  the  stipulated  four  years  of  study. 

As  I have  before  intimated,  three  winter  and  two  summer  sessions  at 
the  least  must  be  passed  at  a recognised  medical  school  before  any  home 
qualification  can  be  obtained.  The  Licensing  Bodies  (not  including 
the  Universities)  recognise  continental  and  colonial  education,  and  with 
the  chief  of  these  schools  I have  already  dealt.  It  should  be  distinctly 
understood  that  all  the  Universities,  with  the  exception  of  London, 
require  a period  of  residence.  Candidates  who  take  out  their  whole 
curriculum  at  a medical  school  not  attached  to  a University  are  there- 
fore only  eligible  for  collegiate  diplomas.  They  may,  however,  have 
their  studies  recognised  by  the  Ministers  of  Public  Instruction  in  other 
countries  should  they  make  special  application  and  adduce  undoubted 
proof  that  their  studies  have  been  co-extensive  with  those  required  by 
the  university  or  universities  for  whose  degrees  they  may  be  seeking. 

In  such  case  it  is  pex-fectly  possible  to  obtain  a continental  qualifica- 
tion which  shall  rank  as  high  in  the  medical  and  social  world  as  any 
degree  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  if  the  student  already  possess  a 
diploma  he  may  disregard  the  restrictions  of  the  home  universities. 

With  respect  to  hospitals  and  institutions  which  are  not  medical 
schools,  a certain  period,  eighteen  months,  may  be  passed  at  one  of 
these  if  the  instruction  is  genuine,  that  is,  if  there  are  bond  fide 
opportunities  for  acquiring  a knowledge  of  any  department  of  medical 
science.  The  same  period  may  be  passed  in  pupilage  to  a medical  man 
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whose  public  appointments  are  such  as  to  afford  the  student  an 
opportunity^  practical  study. 

Medical  Schools  in  London. 

St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital  and  College. 

Subjoined  are  the  regulations  of  the  College : 

Each  student  shall  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  two  guineas,  and  subscribe  his 
readiness  to  submit  to  all  the  regulations  of  the  College  and  of  the  Hospital. 
Each  student  is  required  before  admission  to  deposit  a further  sum  of  three 
guineas,  which  will  be  returned  to  him  on  his  leaving  the  College.  Should, 
however,  the  furniture  of  his  rooms  during  his  occupancy  have  sustained  any 
wilful  damage,  the  whole  or  part  of  the  said  deposit  will  be  devoted  to  the 
necessary  repairs.  No  student  shall  be  admitted  without  the  recommendation 
of  a medical  officer  of  the  Hospital. 

Gentlemen  who  have  not  commenced  their  attendance  at  the  Hospital  or  Sohool 
may  obtain  a recommendation  on  producing  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character.  Students  who  have  once  left  the  College  and  are  desirous  of  being 
re-admitted  shall  again  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  two  guineas.  The  names  of  all 
students  who  enter  the  Hospital  gates  after  10  p.m.  will  be  reported  to  the 
Warden.  Students  shall  not  be  absent  from  their  rooms  after  twelve  o’clock  at 
night  without  giving  notice  to  the  Warden.  No  student  shall  absent  himself 
for  any  night  during  the  session  without  the  permission  of  the  Warden. 

Friends  visiting  students  shall  leave  the  College  by  twelve  o’clock.  None 
but  those  who  either  are  or  have  been  officers  or  students  of  the  Hospital,  College, 
or  School  shall  dine  in  hall  without  previous  notice  given  to  the  Warden  ; and' 
non-resident  students  who  desire  to  dine  in  College  are  required  to  give  notice 
to  the  Manciple  or  other  appointed  person  before  twelve  o’clock  at  noon.  The 
times  for  breakfast  shall  be  from  half-past  seven  to  half-past  ten  ; and  for  tea 
from  six  o’clock.  An  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  breakfast  or  tea  if  the  trays 
are  detained  later  than  11  a.m.  (10.30  on  Sundays)  or  10  p.m.  No  servant  shall 
be  expected  to  attend  on  a student  (except  in  case  of  illness  or  other  necessity) 
before  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning  or  after  eleven  o’clock  at  night;  or  on  Sun- 
days from  half-past  ten  to  one,  from  three  to  five,  and  from  half-past  six  to 
half-past  eight  o’clock.  No  servant  belonging  to  the  College  shall  be  sent  out 
of  the  Hospital  after  half -past  ten  at  night,  or  make  a student’s  bed  after  one 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  No  servant  of  the  College  shall  receive  a fee  from  a 
student  under  any  pretence  whatever.  No  article  of  provision  or  drink  shall  be 
admitted  into  the  College  except  with  the  sanction  of  the  Warden. 

Terms  of  Residence. — Per  week : For  each  student  in  rooms  on  the  first 
and  second  floors,  14s. ; for  eaoh  student  in  rooms  on  the  ground  and  third 
floors,  11s. 

Terms  of  Board. — Articles  of  provision,  coals,  and  candles,  will  be  supplied 
at  certain  fixed  charges.  The  tariff  of  charges  may  be  obtained  on  application 
to  the  Warden.  A student  may  not,  without  the  oonsent  of  the  Warden,  give 
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Tip  Lis  rooms  in  the  course  of  a term.  No  student  shall  occupy  rooms  in  the 
College  for  more  than  six  terms  without  a special  recommendation  from  the 
Warden.  The  terms  are  three  in  each  year,  viz.,  from  the  commencement  of 
the  winter  session  in  October  to  the  commencement  of  the  Christmas  vacation ; 
from  the  conclusion  of  the  Christmas  vacation  to  the  conclusion  of  the  winter 
session  at  the  end  of  March ; and  from  the  commencement  of  the  summer 
session  in  May  to  the  conclusion  of  the  same  in  July.  The  vacations  are  the 
periods  between  the  terms.  At  the  Christmas  vacation,  a period  usually  of  ten 
days,  a charge  of  Is.  a day  is  made  for  each  student  during  his  absence ; at 
the  spring  and  summer  vacations  no  such  charge  is  made.  The  rent  of  rooms 
in  College  is  to  be  paid  in  advance  at  the  commencement  of  each  term,  and 
accounts  for  board,  &c.,  will  be  rendered  every  six  weeks,  and  must  be  paid 
within  one  week  of  delivery.  A student  intending  to  give  up  his  rooms  at  the 
end  of  any  term,  or  during  any  vacation,  shall  give  a fortnight’s  previous 
notice  of  his  intention  to  the  Warden,  or  be  subject  to  the  expense  of  a fort- 
night’s additional  occupation.  Students  in  residence  during  a vacation  will  be 
charged  at  the  same  rates  as  during  a term,  and  periods  of  absence  during 
vacations  for  less  than  a week  will  not  be  recognised  as  a ground  for  exemption 
from  any  charge  made  under  similar  circumstances  in  the  course  of  a term. 
Students  shall  quit  and  deliver  up  possession  of  their  rooms  at  any  period  of 
their  engagement  upon  receiving  from  the  Warden  one  week’s  previous  notice, 
or  upon  a shorter  notice  if  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  shall  require  it.  The 
expenses  of  repairing  all  wilful  or  careless  damage  of  any  of  the  rooms  or 
furniture  in  the  College  shall  be  charged  to  the  student  occupying  the  room  in 
which  such  damage  is  done.  No  student  is  permitted  under  any  circumstances 
to  keep  or  receive  dogs  in  the  College 

Subscription  to  be  signed  by  Resident  Students.  — “ St.  Bartholomew’s 
Hospital  and  College  : I hereby  promise  to  submit  to  all  the  regulations  of  the 
College,  and  of  the  Hospital ; I acknowledge  the  authority  of  the  officers  under 
whose  control  I am  placed ; and  I undertake  to  abide  absolutely  upon  all 
occasions  by  the  decision  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital.” 

Classes  for  University  of  London. — A class  for  the  Matriculation  is 
held  from  October  to  January,  and  another  from  March  to  June.  Fees : 
For  three  months,  £10  10s. ; for  all  subjects,  except  English  Language, 
History,  and  Chemistry,  £5  5s. ; for  English  Language  and  History, 
£2  2s.  The  class  is  open  to  all  persons.  A class  for  the  Prelimi- 
nary Scientific  examination  is  held  from  January  to  July.  Fees : To 
students  of  the  Hospital,  £8  8s. ; for  a single  subject,  £2  2s. ; Practi- 
cal Chemistry  and  Chemistry,  £4  4s.  A class  in  Logic  for  the  M.D. 
examination  is  held  at  the  College. 

Scholarships,  &c. — Open  Scholarship  in  Science:  Two  of  the  value  of 
£130  each,  tenable  for  one  year,  are  competed  for  annually  in  September. 
One  will  be  awarded  to  the  best  candidate  under  twenty  years,  the  other 
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to  the  best  candidate  under  twenty-five  years  of  age.  Candidates  must 
not  have  entered  as  students  at  any  metropolitan  medical  school.  The 
holders  will  be  required  to  enter  as  students  at  the  Hospital  in  the 
ensuing  October.  They  are  not  eligible  to  compete  for  the  Preliminary 
Scientific  exhibition.  Subjects  of  Examination : Inorganic  Chemistry  : 
Matter,  simple  and  compound — Chemical  Combination  by  weight  and 
volume — Use  and  Meaning  of  Symbolic  Notation — Equivalency  of  the

Distinctive  Characters  of  the  Principal  British  Phanerogamic  and 
Cryptogamic  Orders;  Demonstrations  of  Botanical  Characters  on 
Living  Specimens.  Zoology  and  Comparative  Anatomy  : The 

Elements  of  Animal  Physiology;  the  Distinctive  Characters  of  the 
Principal  Divisions  of  the  Animal  Kingdom ; the  leading  Structural 
Peculiarities  by  which  the  following  divisions  of  Animals  are  charac- 
terised : 1.  Yertebrata — (a)  Mammalia,  (b)  Aves,  (c)  Reptilia,  (d)  Am- 
phibia, (e)  Pisces;  2.  Invertebrata — (A)  Mollusca — (a)  Cephalopoda,

nation : Latin  and  Mathematics,  and  any  two  of  the  following — Greek 
French,  and  German.  Candidates  must  not  have  entered  to  the 
practice  of  any  London  school  of  medicine.  The  examination  takes 
place  in  September.  Preliminary  Scientific  Exhibition : The  subjects 
of  examination  are  identical  with  those  of  the  open  scholarship 
in  Science,  namely,  Physics,  Chemistry  (Theoretical  and  Practical), 
Botany,  and  Zoology.  (See  syllabus  of  subjects  already  given).  The 
exhibition  is  of  the  value  of  £50,  and  tenable  for  one  year.  Candidates 
must  be  students  of  the  Hospital  of  less  than  six  months’  standing. 
The  examination  takes  place  in  October.  For  first  year’s  men  : Exami- 
nations are  held  at  the  close  of  the  winter  and  summer  sessions  in  the 
immediately  preceding  subjects  of  study.  Those  who  pass  the  best 
receive  the  following  scholarships : One  of  £50  to  the  candidate 
standing  first ; one  of  £30  to  the  candidate  standing  second ; one  of 
£20  to  the  candidate  standing  third.  Candidates  must  be  students  of 
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the  Hospital  not  entered  at  any  other  medical  school  in  London,  and 
who  have  been  studying  at  this  Hospital  for  a period  less  than  twelve 
months.  Prize  dresser  ships  will  be  given  to  the  succeeding  thirty-two 
candidates.  Treasurer’s  Prize : Subject  of  examination : Practical 
Anatomy  (junior).  For  second  year’s  students  : Foster  Prize : Subject : 
Practical  Anatomy  (senior).  Harvey  Prize : Subject : Practical  Physio- 
logy.  For  second  and  third  years’  students  : Senior  Scholarship  : value 
£50.  Subjects : Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry.  Candidates  must 
have  been  studying  at  the  school  for  not  less  than  one  and  not  more 
than  three  years,  and  must  be  of  not  sufficient  standing  to  obtain  a 
medical  diploma  in  the  United  Kingdom.  They  must  have  attended 
for  one  session  at  least  the  school  lectures  on  the  subjects  of  examina- 
tion. Wix  Prize,  for  the  best  essay  on  a given  subject.  Hichen’s  Prize, 
for  proficiency  in  an  announced  subject.  For  students  of  the  third  and 
fourth  years:  Lawrence  Scholarship  and  Gold  Medal,  of  the  value  (in 
1880)  of  forty  guineas : Subjects  : Medicine,  Surgery,  Midwifery.  Two 
Brackenbu/ry  Scholarships  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  : These  are  the 
interest  of  £2,000,  which  is  divided  into  two  portions,  one  forming  a 
medical  and  the  other  a surgical  scholarship.  Bentley  Prize  : For  the 
best  report  of  cases,  medical  and  surgical,  in  alternate  years,  occurring 
in  the  wards  of  the  hospital  during  the  previous  year.  Candidates 
must  be  students  of  such  standing  that  either,  first,  their  medical 
curriculum  is  not  finished,  or,  secondly,  their  qualification  has  been 
obtained  within  the  preceding  twelve  months.  Kir  he’s  Gold  Medal : 
Subject : Clinical  Medicine.  Candidates  must  have  spent  not  less  than 
two  and  not  more  than  four  years  at  the  school.  Pupils’  Appointments : 
House  Physicians  and  House  Surgeons : Four  house  physicians  and 
four  house  surgeons  are  appointed  annually  to  reside  in  the  Hospital. 
The  former  must  be  Licentiates  or  Members  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians,  London,  or  graduates  in  Medicine  in  one  of  the  universities 
recognised  by  that  college,  or  members  of  the  English  College  of 
Surgeons.  The  house  surgeons,  who  must  have  dressed  for  six  months 
at  the  Hospital,  must  be  members  of  the  English  College  of  Surgeons, 
or  must  have  graduated  in  Surgery  at  the  University  of  Oxford, 
Cambridge,  or  London.  These  officers  are  provided  with  rooms, 
and  receive  each  a salary  of  £25.  Midwifery  Assistant : The  resident 
midwifery  assistant  is  appointed  every  six  months,  and  must  possess  a 
diploma  from  a British  or  Irish  Qualifying  Body.  He  is  provided 
with  rooms,  and  receives  a salary  of  £25  a year.  Ophthalmic  House 
Surgeon : This  officer  is  appointed  for  six  months,  and  is  eligible  for 
re-election.  He  is  provided  with  rooms,  and  receives  a salary  of  £25. 
Assistant  Chloroformist : This  officer  is  appointed  annually.  He  re- 
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sides  in  the  Hospital,  and  receives  a salary  of  £25.  Clinical  Clerics 
and  Dressers : These  are  appointed  in  the  usual  manner.  The  offices 
comprise  in  and  out  patient  clerkships,  in  and  out  patient  dresserships, 
and  the  like  offices  in  connection  with  special  departments  of  disease. 
Thirty-two  in-patient  dressers  are  appointed  annually  without  fee, 
after  competitive  examination  in  the  subjects  of  study  of  the  first 
year.  Other  in-patient  dresserships  may  be  obtained  by  payment  of 
the  usual  fees. 

Fees. — For  attendance  on  lectures  and  hospital  practice,  132  guineas, 
which  may  be  paid  as  follows : First  winter,  40  guineas ; first  summer, 
46  guineas;  second  winter,  46  guineas;  or  a single  payment  of  125 
guineas.  The  above  payments  entitle  the  student  to  a perpetual 
ticket. 

Students  can  also  enter  for  single  courses  of  lectures,  or  for  the  medical  or 
surgical  practice  of  the  hospital.  Students  having  entered  for  any  period  to  the 
hospital  practice  or  lectures  may  prolong  their  attendance  on  paying  the  diffe- 
rence between  their  first  entrance  fee  and  that  for  any  longer  period.

unlimited,  74  guineas.  Forensic  Medicine  or  Botany — One  course, 
4 guineas ; unlimited,  5 guineas.  Pathological  Anatomy — One  course, 
24  guineas ; unlimited,  4 guineas.  Practical  Chemistry — One  course, 
3 guineas  (including  chemicals  and  apparatus).  Extra  lectures,  &c. — 
Comparative  Anatomy — One  course,  24  guineas ; unlimited,  4 guineas. 
Ophthalmic  Surgery  (free  to  all  students  of  the  hospital) — One  course, 
2f  guineas ; unlimited,  4 guineas.  Mental  Diseases  (free  to  all  students 
of  the  hospital) — One  course,  24  guineas ; unlimited,  4 guineas.  His- 
tology (free  to  all  students  of  the  hospital) — One  course,  24  guineas. 
Operative  Surgery — One  course,  5 guineas  (including  all  expenses). 
Medical  practice  fees — Three  months,  10  guineas;  six  months,  15 
guineas;  two  years,  221,  guineas;  unlimited,  314  guineas.  Surgical 
practice  fees — Three  months,  124  guineas;  six  months,  19  guineas; 
twelve  months,  25  guineas;  unlimited,  314  guineas.  Dresserships — 
three  months,  10  guineas ; six  months,  16  guineas. 

University  College,  London. 

Scholarships,  Exhibitions,  Medals,  and  Prizes. — Three  entrance  exhi- 
bitions of  £100,  £60,  and  £40  respectively,  are  awarded  for  proficiency 
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in  Science ; the  subjects  are  those  of  the  Preliminary  Scientific  Exami- 
nation of  London  University.  Atkinson-Morley  Surgical  Scholarship 
— A scholarship  is  awarded  every  year  for  Surgery ; it  is  of  the  value 
of  £45  per  annum,  and  is  tenable  for  three  years.  Atchison  Scholar- 
ship, of  the  value  of  £55  per  annum,  tenable  for  two  years,  awarded 
annually  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session  for  general  proficiency. 
Sharpey  Physiological  Scholarship,  of  the  value  of  £105  per  annum. 
Filliter  Exhibition,  value  £30,  awarded  annually  in  July  for  Patho- 
logical Anatomy.  Dr.  Fellowes ’ Clinical  Medals,  one  gold  and  one 
silver,  with  certificates  of  honour,  are  awarded  at  the  close  of  the 
sessions.  Professor  Liston’s  Medal,  gold,  and  certificates  of  honour, 
awarded  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session  for  clinical  surgical  work. 
Alexander  Bruce  Gold  Medal,  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session 
for  Pathology  and  Surgery.  Cluff  Memorial  Prize,  awarded  every  other 
year  to  the  student  who  may  be  deemed  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  to 
be  the  most  proficient  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Chemistry. 
Morris  Bursary,  value  £25,  tenable  for  two  years.  Candidates  must 
give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  before  June  1st, 
stating  their  age,  qualifications,  and  circumstances.  They  should  be 
the  sons  of  deceased  indigent  professional  men,  and  should  not  be  over 
twenty  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  the  award.  Candidates  whose 
means  are  limited,  and  whose  high  moral  character  is  proved,  will  be 
preferred  to  all  others.  The  income  of  the  bursary  will  be  paid  at  the 
end  of  each  year,  but  it  may  be  allotted  beforehand  in  the  shape  of 
tickets  for  lectures.  The  bursar  must,  as  a condition  precedent  to 
every  money  payment  of  his  bursary,  satisfy  the  Council  that  he  has 
during  the  year  immediately  prior  to  its  becoming  payable,  attended 
with  sufficient  regularity  and  diligence,  except  in  so  far  as  they  shall 
deem  him  to  have  been  reasonably  prevented  from  attendance  by  illness 
or  other  circumstances,  courses  of  not  less  than  200  lectures  of  the 
College.  There  are  special  regulations  affecting  the  above  scholarships, 
exhibitions,  prizes,  and  medals,  which  may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of 
the  College.  Class  Medals,  &c. : Gold  and  silver  medals,  &c.,  are 
awarded  in  the  various  subjects  of  study  after  competitive  examina- 
tions. Prizes  to  the  value  of  £10  are  given  in  the  class  of  Hygiene. 

Libraries  and  Museums. — (1)  The  General  Library,  comprising  works 
on  science,  law,  literature,  and  art ; (2)  the  Medical  Library ; (3)  the 
Museum  of  Anatomy  and  Pathology ; (4)  the  Museum  of  Comparative 
Anatomy  and  Zoology;  (5)  the  Museum  of  Materia  Medica  and 
Chemistry;  (6)  the  Museum  of  Geology;  (7)  the  Museum  of  Natural 
Philosophy ; (8)  the  Parkes  Museum  of  Hygiene. 

University  College  Hospital  contains  over  200  beds. 
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Appointments  open  to  Students. — Eiglit  house  physicianci.es,  six  house 
surgeoncies,  and  four  obstetric  assistancies  are  filled  up  annually , with- 
out fee.  The  holders  of  these  offices  reside  in  the  Hospital,  and  pay 
for  their  board.  Physicians’  clerks,  surgeons’  dressers,  surgical  ward 
clerks,  and  ophthalmic  surgeons’  assistants  are  appointed  without  fee.

course,  on  payment  of  a fee  of  £1  11s.  6d.  Arrangements  will  also  be 
made  for  Microscopical  Demonstrations.  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics— for  the  session,  £6  6s. ; perpetual,  £7  7s.  Chemistry — for  the 
course,  £7  7s. ; perpetual,  £9  9s. ; for  the  half  course,  £4  4s. ; for  the 
Organic  course  alone,  £2  2s.

£1  11s.  6d.  is  payable ; upon  the  classes  of  Materia  Medica,  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  and  Pathological  Anatomy,  a further  fee  of  £1  Is.  is 
payable  in  each;  for  every  additional  year  of  Practical  Anatomy, 
£1  Is. ; for  a second  course  of  Practical  Physiology,  £2  2s. ; of  Practical 
Chemistry,  £3  3s. ; of  Practical  Surgery,  £4  4s. 

Charing  Cross  Hospital. 

Students  who  enter  for  their  entire  medical  education  at  Charing 
Cross  are  termed  “ matriculated  students.”  Those  who  enter  for 
certain  parts  of  the  curriculum  only  are  termed  “ occasional  students.” 
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Matriculation,  wliich  does  not  necessitate  any  examination,  confers 
certain  privileges  : as  the  opportunity  of  holding  the  various  hospital 
appointments,  clerkships,  dresserships,  &c. ; free  use  of  the  library, 
eligibility  to  compete  for  the  scholarships,  and  the  allowance  of  a 
discount  on  the  sum  total  of  fees,  &c. 

Scholarships.—' There  are  two  entrance  scholarships,  of  the  value  of 
£20  and  £30  respectively,  which  are  tenable  for  one  year.  These  are 
awarded  in  October.  The  subjects  of  competition  are— Compulsory : 
English,  Latin,  Mathematics,  Erench,  or  German;  and  Optional — either 
Chemistry,  Mechanics,  German  or  Erench.  The  extent  of  the  subjects 
will  be  the  same  as  that  for  the  preceding  June  Matriculation  of  the 
University  of  London.  Candidates  must  give  notice  of  their  intention 
to  compete  early  in  September.  Successful  candidates  must  enter  for 
their  entire  medical  education  at  the  hospital.  The  Llewellyn  Scholar- 
ship of  £25  is  open  to  matriculated  students  who  have  completed  their 
second  year  of  study  at  the  Hospital.  The  examination  takes  place  at 
the  close  of  the  second  summer  session,  and  embraces  : Descriptive 
and  Surgical  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Medicine,  Surgery, 
and  Midwifery.  The  Golding  Scholarship  of  £15  is  open  to  matricu- 
lated students  who  have  completed  their  first  year  of  hospital  study. 
The  examination  comprises : Descriptive  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia 
Medica  and  Chemisti-y.  The  Pereira  Prize  of  £5  is  open  to  students 
who  have  completed  their  third  year  of  hospital  study.  It  is  given  to 
the  candidate  who  succeeds  best  in  a clinical  competition. 

Medals  and  Certificates  of  Honour. — The  Governor’s  Clinical  Gold 
Medal:  Candidates  must  have  completed  at  the  end  of  the  current 
session  their  attendance  on  the  practice  of  the  Hospital.  The  examina- 
tion is  clinical.  Silver  Medals  are  awarded  in  all  the  classes.  Bronze 
Medals:  These  are  awarded  to  the  junior  class  in  cases  where  two 
sessions’  attendance  on  a course  are  required.  Certificates  of  Honour 
are  awarded  to  those  students  who,  although  not  the  most  proficient, 
have  yet  attained  a high  standard  of  excellence. 

The  following  appointments  are  open  to  students  : Medical  Registrar- 
ship  and  Surgical  ditto,  open  to  qualified  students;  salary  of  each 
£40  per  annum.  House  Physiciancy,  tenable  for  six  months,  open  to 
qualified  students;  the  house  physician  has  rooms  and  commons  in 
the  Hospital.  House  Surgeoncy : the  regulations  are  the  same  as  for 
the  house  physiciancy.  Resident  Obstetrical  Officer  : regulations  the 
same  as  for  the  two  last-mentioned  offices.  Assistant  House  Physi- 
ciancy : entitles  the  holder  to  commons  in  the  Hospital  only.  Candi- 
dates need  not  be  qualified,  but  preference  is  always  given  to  the  latter. 
Assistant  House  Surgeoncy : regulations  as  for  the  last  mentioned. 
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Clinical  Clerksliips  and  Dressersliips,  both  in  the  wards  and  out- 
patients department,  are  open  to  all  senior  students.  Pathological 
Assistanceship  : open  to  all  senior  students . 

With  a view  to  promote  the  comfort  and  ensure  the  regularity  of  students, 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  several  members  of  the  Hospital  staff  to 
receive  one  or  more  resident  pupils.  Parents  or  guardians  are  in  all  cases 
advised  to  communicate  with  the  Dean  before  determining  on  the  residence  of 
their  sons  or  wards.

Scholarships,  &c. — Two  entrance  scholarships,  each  of  the  value  of 
125  guineas,  are  competed  for  in  September.  One  is  in  Arts,  the  other 
in  Science.  The  Arts  examination  includes  Latin,  Greek,  German, 
French,  Euclid,  Algebra,  Arithmetic.  Candidates  must  take  Greek  or 
German,  but  not  both.  The  precise  authors  are  announced  some  time 
beforehand.  The  Science  examination  includes  : Inorganic  Chemistry, 
Zoology,  Botany,  Physics  (including  general  properties  of  solid,  liquid, 
and  gaseous  bodies),  Acoustics,  Heat,  Magnetism,  Electricity,  and 
Optics.  For  first  year’s  men  (at  the  end  of  the  summer  session) : First 
prize,  £50 ; second  prize,  £25.  Subjects : Anatomy  of  Bones,  Liga- 
ments, and  Muscles,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Chemistry  (including 
Practical  Chemistry),  and  Botany  or  Comparative  Anatomy,  at  the 
candidates’  option.  For  second  year’s  men  (at  the  end  of  the  summer 
session) : First  prize,  £25 ; second  prize,  £10.  Subjects : Anatomy  and 
Physiology  (including  Practical  Physiology).  Michael  Harris  Prize 
(£10).  Subjects : Human  Anatomy  and  Histology.  The  examination 
takes  place  at  the  end  of  the  winter  session.  Sands  Cox  Scholarship 
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(£15),  tenable  for  three  years.  Subjects : Physiology,  Physiological 
Physics,  Histology,  Physiological  Chemistry.  The  examination  takes 
place  during  the  summer  session.  For  third  year’s  men  (at  the  end  of 
summer  session) : First  prize,  £35 ; second  prize,  £20.  Subjects : Medi- 
cine, Surgery  (including  Practical  Surgery),  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of 
Women,  Medical  Jurisprudence.  For  students  of  the  third  and  fowrth 
years-.  (1)  Treasurer’s  Gold  Medal  in  Medicine.  Subjects : Commentary 
on  a case,  Clinical  Medicine.  (2)  The  Treasurer’s  Gold  Medal  in  Surgery. 
Subjects : Commentary  on  a case,  Clinical  Surgery  and  Practical  Sur- 
gery, including  operations  on  the  dead  subject  and  the  application  of 
surgical  apparatus.  For  fourth  and  fifth  years’  men : Gurney  Ho  are 
Prize  of  the  value  of  £25,  for  the  best  reports  of  three  medical  and 
three  surgical  cases,  with  a commentary  upon  each  case.  Broney  Prize 
of  30  guineas  value.  Subject : Pathology.  (“Ho  student  is  eligible  for 
any  second,  third,  fourth,  or  fifth  year’s  prize  or  scholarship,  unless  he 
has  spent  at  least  the  last  academical  year  (or  in  the  case  of  the 
Michael  Hams  Prize  the  last  winter  session)  at  Guy’s  Hospital.”) 
Honorary  Certificates  are  awarded  to  all  candidates  who  are  considered 
to  have  “ passed.” 

King’s  College  Hospital,  and  King’s  College  Medical  Department. 

The  first-named  institution  is  the  Hospital  affiliated  to  the  latter 
body,  or  King’s  College. 

Matriculated  students  are  those  who  receive  their  entire  medical 
education  at  King’s  College.  These  alone  are  eligible  for  the  following 
Hospital  appointments,  viz.,  clinical  clerks,  dressers,  dentist’s  assistant, 
physician’s  assistant,  physician-accoucheur’s  assistant,  assistant  house 
accoucheur,  assistant  house  physician,  house  surgeon's  assistant ; house 
surgeon;  for  the  Wameford,  Sambrooke,  and  Medical  Scholarships,  for 
the  Sambrooke  Hegistrarships,  and  for  the  Warneford,  Leathes,  Todd, 
Tanner,  and  Jelf  Prizes,  the  Daniell  and  Inglis  Scholarships,  the 
Clothworkers’  (Science)  Exhibitions,  and  the  Plumptre,  Dasent,  Trench, 
and  McCaul  Prizes.  Students  who  enter  to  particular  classes  have  the 
privilege  of  competing  for  class  prizes  and  certificates. 

There  is  a class  of  instruction  for  the  Prelimina/ry  Scientihc  exami- 
nation of  the  University  of  London.  The  entire  cost  of  this  class 
for  a year,  including  the  College  matriculation  fees  and  the  tutor,  is 
£50  19s.  6d.,  of  which  £28  18s.  6d.  forms  part  of  the  fees  payable  on 
joining  the  Medical  Department,  and  may  be  deducted  therefrom. 

Fees. — For  regular  students  : One  payment  of  £125,  or  £130  if  paid 
in  two  instalments  (£70  on  entrance,  and  £60  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  winter  session),  or  £135  if  paid  in  three  instalments  (£60  on 
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entrance,  £50  at  tlie  beginning  of  the  second  winter  session,  and  £25 
at  the  beginning  of  the  third  winter  session).  This  payment  covers 
unlimited  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Medicine,  Clinical  Medi- 
cine, Surgery,  Clinical  Surgery  under  one  professor,  Obstetric  Medicine 
Botany,  Forensic  Medicine,  Materia  Medica,  Comparative  Anatomy 
and  Pathological  Anatomy,  one  course  of  Practical  Surgery,  Practical 
Chemistry  and  Practical  Physiology,  and  perpetual  attendance  at  the 
Hospital.  The  Medical  Tutors’  class  is  £3  3s.  for  one  year,  which  is 
the  usual  period  of  attendance.  Students  of  the  Practical  Physiology 
class  pay  £1  Is.  for  the  use  of  apparatus,  &c.

In  these  amounts  are  included  the  whole  expenses  of  rent  for  fur- 
nished rooms,  attendance  during  the  academical  year,  and  of  dinner

continue. 

Scholarships,  &c. — Warneford  Scholarships — Class  1:  For  the  en- 
couragement of  the  previous  education  of  medical  students:  Two 
scholarships  of  £25  value  each,  tenable  for  three  years,  are  awarded  in 
October.  Candidates  must  be  matriculated  students  of  the  Medical 
Department.  They  must  commence  their  first  winter  session  m the 
October  in  which  they  compete.  Subjects  of  examination:  Divinity, 
English,  English  History,  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Euclid,  Greet, 
French  German,  Chemistry,  Natural  Philosophy,  and  Botany.  Class  2 : 
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Tor  tlie  encouragement  of  resident  medical  students : One  scholarship 
of  £25,  tenable  for  two  years,  offered  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session. 
This  scholarship  is  for  matriculated  students  of  the  third  year  who 
have,  for  eighteen  months  preceding  the  end  of  their  third  winter 
session,  resided  either  within  the  walls  of  the  College,  or  with  a member 
of  the  medical  staff  authorised  by  the  Council  to  receive  medical 
students  into  his  house  as  boarders,  and  who  produce  to  the  Principal 
the  following  certificates,  viz. : (1)  of  good  conduct  from  the  Censor ; 
(2)  of  regular  attendance  on  the  Divinity  Lectures,  from  the  Principal ; 
and  (3),  of  satisfactory  attention  to  the  regular  medical  studies,  from 
the  Dean  of  the  department.  Medical  Scholarships : The  following  are 
given  to  matriculated  students  at  the  close  of  every  winter  session : 

1.  One  of  £40  for  two  years,  open  to  students  of  third  and  fourth  years; 

2.  One  of  £30  for  one  year,  open  to  students  of  second  and  third  years; 

3.  Three  of  £20  for  one  year,  open  to  students  of  first  year.  Daniell 
Scholarship : One  of  £20  per  annum,  tenable  for  two  years,  given  at 
the  end  of  each  winter  session ; it  is  open  to  all  students  of  the  Hos- 
pital who  have  worked  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  for  at  least  six 
months.  Sa/mbroolce  Registrar  ships : Two  of  £50  value  each.  These 
are  open  to  all  students  (matriculated)  who  have  filled  any  one  of  the 
higher  appointments  of  the  Hospital.  Sambroohe  Exhibitions:  Two 
are  awarded  annually,  one  of  the  value  of  £60  and  one  of  £40,  for 
proficiency  in  English,  Mathematics,  any  two  languages  other  than  the 
English,  Inorganic  Chemistry,  Elementary  Physics,  Botany,  and  Zoo- 
logy. These  are  awarded  to  all  matriculated  students  at  the  com- 
mencement of  their  course  of  study  at  the  College,  either  as  preliminary 
science  or  medical  students.  Science  Exhibitions  : Two  awarded  annu- 
ally, one  of  £50  per  annum,  and  one  of  £25  per  annum,  each  tenable 
for  two  years.  The  exhibitions  are  awarded  for  proficiency  in  any  four 
of  the  following  subjects : Mathematics,  Mechanics,  Physics,  Chemistry, 
Botany,  Geology,  Mineralogy,  Zoology.  Candidates  must  not  be  over 
nineteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  sending  in  their  names.  Inglis 
Scholarships:  Two  of  £50,  awarded  annually  for  Modem  English 
History  and  English  Literature,  open  to  all  students  of  the  College. 

Prizes. — A.  Leathes  prizes : The  interest  of  £300  is  devoted  to  the 
purchase  of  a Bible  and  Prayer  Book,  as  annual  prizes  to  two  matricu- 
lated medical  students.  B.  Warneford  prizes : The  sum  of  £40  is 
expended  annually  in  the  purchase  of  books  and  medals,  as  prizes  to 
two  matriculated  medical  students.  C.  Class  prizes,  “ Open  to  all  stu- 
dents, matriculation  or  occasional,  are  awarded  annually  for  proficiency 
in  the  several  subjects  of  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Practical  Physiology, 
Practical  Biology,  Chemistry,  Practical  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica

Surgery,  Medicine,  Obstetric  Medicine,  Botany,  Forensic  Medicine,. 
Zoology,  Comparative  Anatomy,  and  Pathological  Anatomy.”  The 
prizes  consist  of  books  to  the  value  of  £3  in  each  subject  on  which 
examinations  are  held.  Medical  Clinical  prizes : One  of  £3  value  for 
the  winter  session,  and  the  other  of  £2  value  for  the  summer  session. 
Surgical  Clinical  prizes : Two  of  £3  value  each,  given  at  the  close  of 
the  winter  session.  Certificates  of  Honour  and  special  certificates  of 
Merit  are  also  given  to  such  students  in  each  class  as  the  respective 
professors  shall  consider  entitled  to  receive  them.  D.  Todd  Medical 
Clinical  prize : This  consists  of  a bronze  medal  and  books  to  the  value 
of  £4  4s.  E.  Jelf  Medal:  This  medal  “is  awarded  annually  to  the 
candidate  at  the  senior  scholarship  examination  who  is  second  in  order 
of  merit.”  F.  Tanner  prize : Is  of  the  value  of  £10,  and  is  awarded 
annually  for  Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children.  Asso- 
ciates of  King's  College : At  the  end  of  each  winter  session  the  pro- 
fessors lay  before  the  Council  the  names  of  those  medical  students 
whom  they  recommend  to  be  elected  Associates  of  King’s  College, 
London. 


London  Hospital. 

Scholarships,  &c. — One  entrance  scholarship,  of  £60  value,  and  one 
of  £40,  tenable  for  one  year.  Subjects  of  competition:  Physics, 
Botany,  Zoology,  and  Inorganic  Chemistry.  Successful  candidates 
must  enter  for  their  full  medical  education  at  the  Hospital.  They  are 
not  eligible  to  compete  for  the  Buxton  Scholarships.  The  two  Buxton 
Scholarships,  of  the  value  of  £30  and  £20  respectively,  tenable  for  one 
year,  are  awarded  annually  after  competition  on  the  subjects  of  educa- 
tion prescribed  by  the  Medical  Council  for  the  Preliminary  examination. 
These  scholarships  are  open  to  all  full  students  of  less  than  six  months’ 
standing.  One  scholarship  of  £20  value,  tenable  for  one  year,  is  open 
to  first  year’s  men  at  the  termination  of  the  winter  session.  Subject  of 
competition  : Human  Anatomy.  One  scholarship  of  £25  value,  tenable 
for  one  year,  is  open  to  competition  by  students  of  the  first  and  second 
year.  Subjects  of  examination:  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Chemistry. 
One  scholarship  of  £20  value  is  awarded  annually  for  Clinical  Medicine.. 
A similar  scholarship  is  offered  for  Clinical  Surgery ; and  a third  for 
Clinical  Obstetrics.  The  Duckworth  Nelson  prize  of  £10  is  awarded  in 
alternate  years.  Subjects  of  examination : Practical  Medicine  and 
Surgery.  Money  prizes  to  the  value  of  £60  per  annum  are  awarded  by 
the  House  Committee  to  the  most  meritorious  of  the  dressers  in  the 
out-patient  rooms  who  may  have  passed  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons 
Primary  examination.  The  special  conditions  may  be  learnt  on 
inquiry. 
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Appointments  open  to  Students. — Fire  house  physicians  are  appointed 
every  six  months.  Candidates  must  be  qualified  to  register.  Free 
board  and  lodging  are  provided  those  appointed.  Clinical  clerics  are 
appointed  for  six  months.  A resident  accoucheur  is  appointed  for  six 
months.  Candidates  must  be  qualified  to  register.  The  individual 
selected  is  provided  with  free  board  and  lodging.  A clinical  obstetric 
cleric  is  appointed  every  three  months.  Maternity  pupils  are  appointed 
on  application.  Candidates  must  have  attended  the  Lectures  on 
Midwifery.  Two  reside  in  the  hospital  for  a week.  Four  house 
surgeons  are  appointed  generally  for  six  months.  Candidates  must 
have  filled  the  office  of  in-patients’  dresser  for  nine  months  at  least, 
but  they  need  not  be  qualified  in  Surgery.  Surgical  dressers : 
Candidates  must  have  passed  their  Primary  examination.  Two 
dressers  board  and  lodge  in  the  Hospital  every  week.  Three  clinical 
assistants  are  elected  every  three  months  for  the  out-patients’  depart- 
ment. They  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  £80  per  annum.  An  unpaid 
clinical  assistant  in  the  Ophthalmic  Department  is  also  appointed.  The 
Medical  Registrar  is  appointed  annually ; salary  £100.  The  Surgical 
Registrar  is  appointed  on  the  same  conditions  as  the  above.  Post- 
mortem  clerics  : All  students  are  required  to  fill  this  office  for  three 
months.  Prosectors  of  anatomy  are  appointed  annually.  Candidates 
must  have  passed  their  Primary  examination.  One  aural  and  two 
ophthalmic  dressers  are  also  appointed. 

Fees. — Full  fee  in  one  payment,  £94  10s. ; in  instalments,  40,  35,  and 
25  guineas — £105 ; composition  fee  for  students  entering  at  or  before 
the  beginning  of  their  second  winter  session,  their  first  year  having 
been  spent  at  a recognised  medical  school  elsewhere,  payable  in  two 
instalments  of  40  and  35  guineas,  £78  15s. ; or,  if  in  one  payment, 
£73  10s. ; lectures  alone,  £52  10s. ; hospital  practice  alone,  £52  10s. 
Extra  fees. — Practical  chemistry  apparatus,  &c.,  £2  2s.;  Library 
subscription,  £1  Is.;  Practical  Pharmacy,  £4  4s.;  Practical  Physiology, 
£1  Is.  Single  fees — for  lectures,  &c. — Medicine,  one  session,  £5  5s. — 
perpetual,  £6  6s.;  Surgery,  £5  5s.  or  £6  6s.;  Anatomy,  £5  5s.  or  £8  8s. — 
Practical,  £5  5s.  or  £8  8s. ; Midwifery,  £4  4s.  or  £6  6s. ; Physiology, 
£4  4s.  or  £6  6s. ; Chemistry,  £7  7s. ; Forensic  Medicine,  £3  3s. 
or  £4  4s. ; Materia  Medica,  £3  3s.  or  £4  4s. ; Botany,  £3  3s.  or  £4  4s. ; 
Comparative  Anatomy  (to  students  requiring  a certificate),  £3  3s.  or 
£4  4s. ; Pathological  Anatomy,  one  year,  £3  3s.,  perpetual,  £6  6s. ; 
Practical  Surgery,  one  course,  £6  6s. ; Practical  Histology,  one  session, 
£3  3s.,  perpetual,  £4  4s. ; Practical  Chemistry  (to  students  of  the 
school),  £2  2s.,  to  others,  £5  5s. ; Diseases  of  the  Throat,  one  session, 
£2  2s.,  perpetual,  £3  3s. ; of  the  eye,  £2  2s.  or  £3  3s. ; of  the  ear,  £2  2s. 
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or  £3  3s.  The  courses  on  Practical  Histology,  Pathological  Anatomy, 
Comparative  Anatomy,  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Throat,  Acoustics  and 
Diseases  of  the  Ear  involve  no  extra  fees  in  the  case  of  those  who  have 
paid  for  perpetual  instruction.  For  Hospital  Practice — Medical : Six 
months,  £6  6s.;  Period  required  by  Apothecaiies’  Hall,  £12  12s. ; Public 
Health,  £1  Is.;  Morbid  Histology,  £1  Is.;  to  non-matriculated  students, 
£2  2s. ; Operative  Surgery,  free — to  non-matriculated  students,  £2  2s. 
Private  class  in  Operative  Surgery  — (A)  Whole  body,  £8  8s. ; 
(B)  Half  body,  £5  5s.  Primary  Fellowship  Class,  £3  3s. ; to  non- 
matriculated  students,  £6  6s.  Students  may  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
practice  alone  on  payment  of  £31  10s.  This  is  for  the  full  period 
required  by  the  Licensing  Bodies.  For  shorter  periods  the  fees  are : 
Hither  Medical  or  Surgical  practice — Three  months,  £6  6s.;  six  months, 
£10  10s.;  twelve  months,  £15 15s.  Both  Medical  and  Surgical  practice — 
Three  months,  £10  10s. ; six  months,  £15  15s. ; twelve  months,  £21 ; 
for  full  period  of  Medical  or  Surgical  practice,  £21 ; unlimited,  £21. 
Swgical  practice  and  dressing — Six  months,  including  three  months’ 
dressership,  £8  8s. ; twelve  months,  including  six  months’  dressership, 
£12  12s. ; eighteen  months,  including  twelve  months’  dressership, 
£18  18s. ; three  years,  including  twelve  months’  dressership,  £26  5s. ; 
three  years,  including  two  years’  dressership,  £31  10s.;  for  twelve 
months’  dressership  at  the  expiration  of  the  above  three  years,  £8  8s. 

Boy al  Free  Hospital  ( Gray’s  Irm-road). 

The  London  School  of  Medicine  for  Women  is  in  association  with 
this  Hospital.  As  the  only  medical  school  for  women  in  the  metro- 
polis, special  interest  attaches  to  it ; and  an  account  is  reserved, 
with  associated  information,  for  another  place  (Medical  Education 
foe  Women,  post).  The  courses  of  lectures  required  by  the  Examin- 
ing Bodies  are  given  at  the  School,  but  the  lectures  on  Clinical  Medi- 
cine and  Clinical  Surgery  are  delivered  at  the  Hospital.  Of  a curri- 
culum of  foui’  years,  three  are  to  be  spent  at  the  School,  and  in  the 
fourth  year  the  student  takes  up  hospital  work,  including  Practical 
Midwifery. 

Middlesex  Hospital. 

Scholarships,  &c. — Broderip  Scholarships  : These  are  two  in  number, 
and  of  the  value  of  £30  and  £20  respectively,  tenable  for  two  years  and 
open  to  competition  at  the  end  of  each  winter  session  amongst  those 
students  who  have  completed  their  third  year  of  study.  They  must 
have  filled  the  offices  of  in-patient  clerk  and  dresser.  The  examination 
consists  in  writing  reports  of  a certain  number  of  medical  and  surgical 
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cases  selected  by  tbe  examiners,  and  of  making  and  recording  a certain 
number  of  post-mortem  examinations.  Entrance  Scholarships  : Two 
scholarships  of  the  value  of  £25  and  £20  respectively  are  offered  for 
competition  at  the  commencement  of  the  winter  session.  Each  scholar- 
ship is  tenable  for  two  years.  The  scholarships  are  open  to  all 
gentlemen  who  commence  their  medical  studies  in  October.  The 
examination  embraces:  Classics  — the  passages  set  for  translation, 
&c.,  are  taken  from  the  books  set  for  the  Matriculation  examination 
of  the  University  of  London  held  in  the  preceding  June.  (For 
October,  1881,  the  selections  were : Livy,  v. ; Homer,  Iliad,  xxv.) 
French  or  German — translation  (no  set  authors)  and  grammar. 
Mathematics  — Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  quadratic  equations ; and 
Euclid,  i.,  ii.,  iii.  Natural  Philosophy — comprising  the  composition 
and  revolution  of  statical  forces — simple  machines,  the  ratio  of  the 
power  to  the  weight  in  each  — centre  of  gravity  — general  laws  of 
motion — law  of  the  motion  of  falling  bodies — pressure  of  liquids  and 
gases — specific  gravity  and  the  modes  of  determining  it — the  barometer, 
the  siphon,  the  common  pump,  the  forcing  pump,  the  air  pump — the 
laws  of  reflection  and  refraction.  Chemistry — comprising  Heat,  its 
sources — expansion — thermometers,  relation  between  the  different 
scales  in  use — specific  and  latent  heat — liquefaction — ebullition,  evapo- 
ration— conduction — convection — radiation — chemistry  of  the  non- 
metallic  elements,  including  their  compounds  as  enumerated,  viz., 
water,  carbonic  acid,  carbonic  oxide,  marsh  gas,  oxides  and  acids  of 
nitrogen,  ammonia,  acids  of  sulphur,  hydrochloric  and  hydriodic  acids, 
acids  of  phosphorus,  pliosphuretted  hydrogen,  silica — combining  pro- 
portions by  weight  and  volume — general  nature  of  acids,  bases  and 
salts — symbolic  notation.  Constitution  and  physical  properties  of  the 
atmosphere.  Botany — comprising  the  terms  used  in  Botany — the 
classification  of  the  principal  British  orders — the  rudiments  of 
vegetable  physiology — demonstration  of  the  botanical  characters  of 
recent  specimens.  Zoology— comprising  Huxley’s  classification  of  the 
animal  kingdom  and  the  rudiments  of  animal  physiology.  Candidates 
are  examined  in  three  only  of  the  above  subjects  which  they  select. 
Science  Scholarship : A scholarship  of  the  value  of  £50  was  offered 
for  competition  at  the  commencement  of  the  winter  session,  1881-82, 
open  to  all  students  who  had  not  completed  a year  of  study  at  a 
metropolitan  school  of  medicine,  or  more  than  a year  at  a university 
or  provincial  school.  The  successful  candidate  was  required  to  become 
a general  student  of  the  school.  The  following  were  the  subjects  of 
the  examination : Inorganic  Chemistry,  Botany,  and  Yegetable 
Physiology,  Zoology,  and  Experimental  Physics.  The  schedule  of 
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these  subjects  was  that  of  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  of  the 
University  of  London,  and  there  was  a practical  examination  in  the 
first  three  of  the  subjects.  An  exhibition  in  Osteology,  Elementary 
Anatomy,  and  Physiology,  value  £10  10s.,  awarded  to  the  student  who 
at  the  end  of  the  first  winter  session  passes  the  best  examination.  The 
Governors’  Prize  of  twenty  guineas  value  is  annually  awarded  to  the 
student  who,  not  having  obtained  a Broderip  scholarship,  “ shall  be 
found  to  have  been  most  diligent  in  the  wards,  and  shall  pass  the  best 
examination  in  Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  Practical  Path- 
ology-” John  Murray  Medal  and  Scholarship:  The  scholarship  and 
medal  (gold)  are  awarded  every  third  year  after  a clinical  competition 
in  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Obstetrics.  Class  prizes  are  given  in  : Medi- 
cine, Surgery,  Practical  Surgery,  Anatomy,  Dissections,  Physiology, 
Chemistry,  Practical  Chemistry,  Midwifery,  Materia  Medica,  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  Pathology,  Practical  Physiology,  Botany,  Comparative 
Anatomy,  and  Psychological  Medicine. 

Appointments. — House  Surgeons  : Two  are  appointed  annually  after 
competitive  examination.  The  appointments  occur  in  April  and 
October.  Candidates  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age.  The 
Junior  House  Sm-geon  is  appointed  for  six  months,  and  takes  charge 
of  the  surgical  out-patients  in  the  absence  of  the  assistant-surgeon. 
At  the  end  of  his  period  of  service  the  Junior  House  Surgeon  is 
eligible  for  appointment  as  Senior  House  Surgeon,  but  he  will  not 
succeed  to  that  office  unless  he  shall  have  obtained  the  approbation  of 
the  Surgeons  as  regards  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  have  con- 
ducted himself  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Weekly  Board.  “The  Senior 
House  Surgeon  is  appointed  for  six  months  also ; his  duty  is  to  take 
charge  of  the  surgical  wards  in  the  absence  of  the  surgeons.  The 
house  surgeons  may  not  attend  lectures  out  of  the  Hospital  nor 
attend  private  patients.  They  superintend  the  dressers,  and  are  to 
take  care  that  the  patients  are  dressed  at  regular  and  appointed  times. 
It  is  also  their  duty  to  maintain  order  in  the  surgical  wards,  and  to 
report  to  the  surgeons  any  negligence  or  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the 
dressers,  pupils,  sisters,  or  nurses.”  Every  candidate  for  the  office  of 
house  surgeon  must  undertake  to  keep  his  appointment  for  six 
months.  “ No  leave  of  absence  for  any  period  exceeding  one  day  will  be 
granted  to  either  of  the  house  surgeons  during  their  respective  terms  of 
office,  except  for  some  urgent  reason:  but  on  the  occasion  of  the  Junior 
succeeding  to  the  office  of  Senior  House  Surgeon,  he  will  be  allowed  a 
limited  leave  of  absence  upon  his  finding  a substitute  who  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  surgeons.”  If  one  of  the  House  Surgeons  intends 
leaving  the  Hospital  for  a few  hours  he  shall  make  arrangements  with 
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the  dresser  of  the  day  to  assist  the  remaining  House  Surgeon.  “ Each 
House  Surgeon  pays  a fee  of  twenty  guineas  on  his  appointment,  pro- 
vided he  has  been  a surgical  pupil  of  the  Hospital ; if  not,  a fee  of 
thirty  guineas.  No  fee  is  paid  when  a junior  succeeds  to  the  office  of 
senior  house  surgeon.”  Resident  Physician’s  Assistants : Three  are 
appointed  after  examination  ; they  hold  office  for  six  months ; they  must 
be  qualified  to  register.  Their  duty  is  to  take  charge  of  the  patients 
between  the  visits  of  the  physicians,  and  carry  out  their  instructions. 
“ Each  Resident  Physician’s  Assistant  who  has  been  a pupil  of  the 
Hospital  pays  a fee  of  ten  guineas  on  his  appointment.  Candidates 
who  have  been  medical  pupils  of  the  Hospital  for  a limited  time  must, 
■on  their  appointment  as  Resident  Physician’s  Assistants,  pay,  in 
addition  to  the  fee  of  ten  guineas,  such  further  stun  as  with  the  fees 
already  paid  for  medical  practice  would  qualify  them  to  become  per- 
petual students  to  the  medical  practice  of  the  Hospital.  Candidates 
who  have  been  neither  general  nor  occasional  pupils  of  the  hospital 
pay  a fee  of  twenty  guineas  on  their  appointment  as  Resident 
Physician’s  Assistants.  Resident  Obstetric  Physician’s  Assistant : This 
■officer  is  appointed  for  six  months.  He  must  be  qualified  to  register. 
A fee  of  ten  guineas  is  payable  on  appointment.  Clinical  Clerics  and 
Dressers : These  are  appointed  for  six  months.  The  Obstetric 
Physician’s  Clerk  : The  regulations  are  similar  to  those  for  the  General 
Clerks.  The  Ophthalmic  Dressers : The  same  remark  applies  to  these. 
Out-patient  Clinical  Clerks  and  Dressers  : Each  student  is  expected  to 
serve  the  office  of  Out-patient  Clerk  or  Out-patient  Dresser  respectively 
before  becoming  a candidate  for  an  In-patient  Clerkship  or  Dresser- 
ship.”  The  Clinical  Clerk  and  Dresser  of  the  physician  and  surgeon  of 
the  week  dine  at  the  board  room  table  with  the  view  to  their  being 
constantly  in  the  Hospital  to  assist  the  Resident  Physician’s  Assistant 
and  House  Surgeon  in  case  of  need,  and  to  have  the  opportunity  of 
seeing  fresh  cases.  They  must  therefore  be  prepared  to  remain  in  the 
Hospital  during  the  day  and  until  seven  o’clock  in  the  evening.  A 
limited  number  of  general  students  are  also  allowed  under  certain 
regulations  to  dine  at  the  board-room  table.

Fee  for  hospital  practice  and  lectures,  &c.,  £90,  in  one  sum.  If 
paid  in  instalments,  the  fees  are  £40  on  entrance,  £35  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  winter  session,  £20  at  the  beginning  of  the 
third  winter  session,  and  £5  at  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  winter 
session.  “ Members  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge,  or 
Durham,  who  have  completed  one  year  of  medical  study  at  the 
University,  are  admitted  on  payment  of  £55  in  one  sum  on  entrance, 
and  may  attend  for  an  unlimited  time  the  lectures  (Practical 
Chemistry  is  not  included,  and  only  one  course  of  Dissections)  and 
hospital  practice  required  by  the  Universities,  or  for  the  above-named 
qualifications.  The  fee  may  be  paid  by  instalments : £40  on  entrance, 
£20  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  winter  session,  and  £5  at  the 
beginning  of  the  third  winter  session ; but  students  who  avail  them- 
selves of  this  mode  of  payment  will  be  required  to  pay  the  separate 
fees  for  such  additional  hospital  practice  or  lectures  as  they  may 
require  to  attend  after  the  third  year.  Occasional  pupils  may  attend 
the  hospital  practice  for  the  whole  period  required  by  the  Colleges  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  &c.,  on  payment  of  £26  5s.  in  one  sum. 
Those  who  pay  in  this  manner  may  attend  for  an  unlimited  time.  The 
fee,  however,  may  be  paid  in  three  instalments,  as  follows  : £10  10s.  on 
entrance ; £10  10s.  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year ; and  £5  5s.  at 
the  beginning  of  the  third  year.  Those  gentlemen  who  pay  in  this 
manner  will  be  mulcted  in  £5  5s.  for  eveiy  year’s  attendance  after  the 
third  year.  Pee  for  unlimited  attendance  on  either  medical  or  surgical 
practice,  £15  15s.  in  one  sum.  Pee  for  one  year’s  attendance  on  both 
medical  and  surgical  practice,  £12  12s.;  and  that  for  medical  or 
surgical  practice  separately,  £8  8s.  Pee  for  six  months’  attendance  on 
both  medical  and  surgical  practice,  £7  7s. ; that  for  either  medical  or 
surgical  practice  separately,  £5  5s.  Occasional  pupils,  who  do  not 
enter  at  once  for  an  unlimited  period  of  attendance  on  hospital  prac- 
tice (both  medical  and  surgical),  are  required  to  pay  on  entrance  a 
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registration  fee  of  £1  6s.  to  the  Resident  Medical  Officer,  Secre- 
tary, &c. 

St.  George’s  Hospital. 

Scholarships. — The  William  Brown  exhibition  of  £100  per  annum, 
tenable  for  two  years,  is  open  to  competition  amongst  those  perpetual 
students  who  are  under  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  who,  within 
two  years  from  the  date  of  the  competition,  have  obtained  a British  or 
Irish  qualification.  The  examination  embraces  Medicine,  Midwifery 
and  Surgery,  including  Ophthalmic  Surgery.  The  William  Brown 
exhibition  of  £40  per  annum,  tenable  for  three  years,  is  open  to  compe- 
tition amongst  perpetual  pupils  of  the  third  year.  “ It  will  be  bestowed 
on  the  candidate  who  shall  show  the  best  general  fitness  for  the  exercise 
of  the  medical  profession,  and  whose  moral  conduct  shall  in  all  respects 
be  satisfactory.”  The  Brockenbury  Prize  in  Medicine,  and  the  Brocken- 
bury  Prize  in  Surgery,  each  of  which  consists  in  the  interest  of  £1000, 
invested  in  the  Three  per  Cent.  Consols  : The  examination  for  these 
prizes  is  held  annually,  in  May.  Candidates  must  not  have  completed 
their  fourth  year  of  study,  although  they  may  be  qualified,  as  they  can 
be  in  forty-five  months  from  the  date  of  their  registration  as  medical 
students.  Sir  Charles  Clarke’s  Prize  for  good  conduct : This  consists 
of  the  interest  of  £200  Consols,  and  is  awarded  annually  to  the  student 
“ who,  by  reason  of  his  general  good  conduct  during  the  preceding 
year,  shall  be  considered  the  most  deserving.”  In  making  the  award 
clinical  work  is  taken  into  consideration.  The  Thompson  Medal  is  of 
silver,  and  is  awarded  annually,  at  the  same  period  as  the  Treasurer’s 
prize ; the  examinations  are  also  similar.  Sir  Benjamin  Brodie’s 
Clinical  Prize  in  Surgery  “ will  be  awarded  to  the  pupil  of  the  Hospital 
who  shall  have  delivered  to  the  surgeons  the  best  report  of  not  more 
than  twelve  surgical  cases,  which  have  occurred  in  the  Hospital  during 
the  preceding  twelve  months,  each  case  being  accompanied  with  notes 
illustrative  of  its  pathology,  diagnosis,  and  treatment.”  The  Acland 
Clinical  Prize  in  Medicine  is  awarded  to  the  pupil  who  shall  produce 
the  best  reports  of  not  more  than  twelve  clinical  cases  treated  during 
the  preceding  twelve  months.  The  reports  should,  if  possible,  be  illus- 
trated by  drawings  and  diagrams,  and  “ accompanied  by  physiological 
and  pathological  remarks  in  explanation  of  the  treatment.”  The  Henry 
Chcvrles  Johnson  Memorial  Prize  in  Anatomy  is  awarded  to  the  student 
who  exhibits  the  greatest  proficiency  in  Practical  Anatomy.  The 
Treasurer  s Prize  “ will  be  awarded  to  the  student  who  shall  show  the 
greatest  proficiency  in  the  clinical  examination  of  three  medical  and 
three  surgical  cases.  The  cases  will  be  so  selected  as  to  include  one 
case  of  Obstetric  Medicine  and  one  of  Ophthalmic  Surgery,  and  the 
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competition  will  consist  of  a written  report  upon  tliese  cases,  to  be 
followed  by  a written  or  viva  voce  examination.”  General  Proficiency 
Prizes : The  examination  for  these  takes  place  at  the  close  of  each 
summer  session.  Every  candidate  who  passes  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  examiners  receives  a certificate  of  proficiency,  and  the  following 
prizes  are  awarded  to  the  most  distinguished : First  year's  students — 
Ten  guineas.  Subjects  of  examination : Anatomy,  Practical  Physio- 
logy, Botany,  and  Physiological  Chemistry.  Second  year's  students — 
Ten  guineas.  Subjects : Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  and  Materia 
Medica.  Third  year's  students — Ten  guineas.  Subjects  of  examina- 
tion: Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Medicine,  Pathology,  and 
Midwifery. 

The  attention  of  students  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  regula- 
tions : 

1.  The  Physician’s  perpetual  pupils  are  alone  eligible  for  the  office  of  House 
Physician. 

2.  The  Surgeon’s  perpetual  pupils  are  alone  eligible  for  the  office  of  House 
Surgeon. 

3.  All  pupils  of  the  Hospital  may  become  candidates  for  the  several  offices 
of  Medical  and  Surgical  Registrar,  Obstetric  Assistant,  Curator  of  the  Museum, 
and  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  They  are  also  entitled  to  attendance  on  the 
Maternity  Department,  and  the  practice  of  Ophthalmic,  Aural,  and  Dental 
Surgery,  without  additional  fee. 

4.  Certificates  of  attendance  on  hospital  practice  will  not  be  signed  for  any 
pupil  who  has  not  acted  as  clinical  clerk  and  dresser  to  the  physicians  and 
surgeons  in  such  manner  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  required  of  him  by  the 
Dean  of  the  Medical  School. 

5.  Certificates  of  attendance  on  lectures  will  not  be  signed  for  any  pupil 
who  does  not  attend  regularly,  and  conduct  himself  with  propriety. 

6.  At  the  beginning  of  every  session  each  student  must  apply  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Medical  School,  or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  Dean  of  the  school, 
for  the  tickets  of  admission  to  the  lectures  required.  These  must  be  taken 
to  the  respective  lecturers  for  their  signatures. 

7.  Students  are  particularly  requested  to  take  notioe  that  no  certificate  of 
attendance  on  lectures  on  Anatomy  and  Physiology  will  be  signed  by  the  Dean 
unless  the  student  shall  produce  a certificate  from  the  respective  lecturers, 
stating  that  he  has  been  examined,  and  has  acquitted  himself  to  the  lecturer’s 
satisfaction  ; and  also  that  no  certificate  of  attendance  on  lectures  on  Medicine 
or  Surgery  will  be  given  unleBs  a similar  report  be  obtained  from  one  of  the 
lecturers  on  each  of  those  subjects. 

Appointments  open  to  Students. — House  Physicians  : These  are  ap- 
pointed half-yearly  for  twelve  months ; they  board  and  reside  in  the 
Hospital.  House  Surgeons  : Regulations  as  for  the  House  Physicians. 
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N.B. — These  officers  will  be  required  each  to  deposit  the  sum  of  fifty  guineas 
with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital,  which  will  be  returned  to  them  at  the  expira- 
tion of  their  term  of  office,  on  producing  a certificate  from  the  Medical  School 
Committee  of  haying  satisfactorily  performed  their  respective  duties. 

Assistant  House  Physician  : This  gentleman  is  elected  from  among  the 
physician’s  perpetual  pupils,  and  is  appointed  for  six  months.  His 
duties  are  to  aid  the  assistant  physicians  in  prescribing  for  the  out- 
patients. Assistant  House  Surgeon  : This  gentleman  is  appointed  from 
among  the  surgeon’s  perpetual  pupils,  and  his  duty  is  to  attend  on  the 
surgical  out-patient  department.  Obstetric  Assistant : This  appoint- 
ment is  made  annually.  The  selected  pupil  boards  and  resides  in  the 
Hospital,  and  receives  a salary  of  £100.  He  must  be  qualified  to 
practice  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Curator : A Curator  of  the  Patho- 
logical Museum  is  appointed  annually ; salary  £50  per  annum.  Micro- 
scopical Pathologist : One  of  the  senior  students  will  be  annually 
appointed  to  this  office  ; salary  £25  per  annum.  Medical  and  Swrgical 
Registrars : These,  one  medical  and  one  surgical,  are  appointed 
annually,  from  among  the  senior  pupils ; salary  £50  per  annum. 
Assistant  Medical  Registrars : Two  students  are  elected  evei’y  six 
months  to  assist  the  Registrar.  Students  are  required  to  hold  this 
office  before  competing  for  that  of  Assistant  House  Physician. 
Ophthalmic  Registrar  : This  appointment  is  made  annually ; salary  £25 
per  annum.  Ophthalmic  Assistant : Appointed  from  time  to  time  to 
assist  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  Assistant  Surgical  Registrar:  This 
appointment  is  made  from  among  the  senior  pupils ; it  must  be  held 
before  competing  for  that  of  Assistant  House  Surgeon.  Demonstrator 
of  Anatomy : This  appointment  is  made  annually.  Candidates  must 
have  passed  the  Primary  examination  for  the  Fellowship  of  the 
College  of  Surgeons  ; salary,  £50.  A Senior  Assistant  Demonstrator  is 
appointed  at  a salary  of  £20,  “ and  the  winner  of  the  Henry  Charles 
Johnson  prize  in  Anatomy  will  have  the  first  claim  to  this  appoint- 
ment.” 

Fees. — Perpetual  pupil’s  fee  £130,  payable  in  the  following  instal- 
ments, viz. — First  year,  £45  ; second  year,  £45 ; third  year,  £40 ; or 
one  payment  of  £125  at  entrance.  “ Gentlemen  who  have  commenced 
their  professional  education  at  any  of  the  English  Universities,  and 
have  there  completed  a year,  or  two  sessions  of  their  studies  and 
hospital  practice,  will  be  allowed  a reduction  of  £40  from  their  fee  as 
perpetual  pupils ; others  will  be  admitted  to  the  same  privileges  on 
payment  of  a reduced  fee,  calculated  on  the  proportion  of  lectures  and 
hospital  practice  from  which  they  can  claim  exemption,  by  producing 
certificates  which  will  be  accepted  by  the  Licensing  Bodies.  Fees  for  • 
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the  courses  required  by  the  Examining  Boards  : First  year,  £45 ; 
second  year,  £45  ; third  year,  £20 ; fourth  year,  £20.  These  privileges 
do  not  confer  the  privileges  of  perpetual  pupils.”  The  extra  charges 
not  included  in  the  above  fees  are:  Practical  Pharmacy,  £3  3s.; 
Practical  Chemistry,  £4  4s.  (if  not  previously  attended);  subjects 
for  dissection,  each  course,  £3  3s.  (two  courses  are  compulsory); 
Operative  Surgery,  £2  2s. ; subscription  to  the  Library,  10s.  6d. 
per  annum;  Comparative  Anatomy  (not  compulsory),  £4  4s.  For 
separate  courses  :

Schola/r ships,  &c. — On  entrance : Two,  both  tenable  for  three  years. 
One  is  of  the  value  of  £75  the  first  year,  £50  the  second  year,  and  £25 
the  third  year ; and  the  other  is  of  the  value  of  £65  the  first,  £40  the 
second,  and  £20  the  third  year.  The  competition  for  these  takes 
place  before  the  commencement  of  each  winter  session. 

REGULATIONS. 

The  subjects  for  examination  for  the  first  scholarship  will  bo  Inorganic 
Chemistry  (this  will  inolude  a practical  examination  in  Elementary  Qualitative 
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Analysis  - there  will  also  be  practical  examinations  in  the  other  subjects)  and 
Experimental  Physics,  with  the  addition  of  either  Botany  and  Vegetable 
Physiology  or  Zoology,  at  the  option  of  the  candidate,  who  will,  however,  be 
permitted  to  take  up  one  of  the  additional  subjects  only.  The  second  scholar- 
ship will  be  given  to  the  candidate  who  shows  special  excellence  in  one  of  the 
above  single  subjects.  The  examination  papers  will  be  set  by  examiners 
appointed  by  the  School  Committee.  The  examiners  will  deliver  a written 
report  on  the  results  of  the  examination  to  a committee,  consisting  of  them- 
selves, the  senior  physician  and  surgeon  of  the  Hospital  who  may  be  in  London 
at  the  time,  and  the  Dean,  which  committee  will  award  the  scholarships  to  the 
most  deserving  candidates.  If  in  their  judgment  none  of  the  candidates  be  of 
sufficient  merit,  the  scholarships  shall  not  be  awarded,  but  will  be  offered  again 
for  competition  at  such  time  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Medical  School 
Committee.  Any  person  will  be  eligible  as  a candidate  provided  he  has  not 
previously  completed  a full  year  of  study  at  a London  medical  school.  Every 
candidate  will  be  required  to  produce  a certificate  of  having  matriculated  at 
one  of  the  universities,  or  of  having  passed  an  examination  qualifying  him  to 
register  as  a medical  student.  In  case  the  candidate  shall  not  have  matricu- 
lated, he  will  be  required  to  pledge  himself  to  do  so  within  twelve  months,  if 
elected.  The  successful  candidate  in  each  case  will  be  required  to  enter  as  a 
perpetual  student  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  and  pursue  his  full  course  of  study 
there  ; and  he  will  be  further  required  to  matriculate  at  a university,  if  he  has 
not  already  done  so,  within  the  ensuing  twelve  months,  and  to  proceed  by 
regular  steps  to  a degree  either  in  Medicine  or  Surgery.  The  scholar’s  stipend 

in  each  case  will  be  paid  in  the  yearly  instalments  named The  first 

instalment  on  entrance,  or  if  the  scholar  has  not  then  matriculated,  on  his 
subsequent  matriculation.  The  second  and  third  payments  will  be  made  yearly 
in  like  manner,  at  the  commencement  of  the  second  and  third  winter  sessions 
respectively,  conditionally  on  the  scholar  passing  the  subsequent  university 
examinations  in  due  course.  Not  more  than  one  scholarship  can  be  held  by  the 
same  person  at  the  same  time. 

Holders  of  the  scholarships  may  attend  the  special  course  on  Practical 
Organic  Chemistry  for  London  University  students  without  extra  fee. 
At  the  end  of  the  first  winter  session  a prize  of  £4  4s.  value  is  awarded 
for  Anatomy  and  Histology,  and  one  of  £2  2s.  for  Chemistry.  At  the 
end  of  the  first  summer  session  three  prizes  of  £2  2s.  each  are  awarded 
for  proficiency  in  Materia  Medica,  Botany,  and  Inorganic  Practical 
Chemistry.  The  latter  prizeman  will  assist  the  lecturer  in  his  class  in 
the  following  year.  At  the  end  of  the  second  winter  session  a prize  of 
£4  4s.  will  he  given  for  Anatomy  and  Physiology.  At  the  end  of  the 
second  summer  session  a prize  of  the  value  of  £2  2s.  will  be  given  for 
Midwifery,  and  another  of  the  same  value  for  Medical  Jurisprudence. 
At  the  close  of  the  third  winter  session  a prize  of  £3  3s.  will  be  given 
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for  Medicine,  and  another  of  the  same  amount  for  Surgery ; also  two 
prizes  of  £2  2s.  each,  the  one  for  Pathology,  and  the  other  for 
Operative  Surgery.  A prize  of  £2  2s.  is  given  for  Comparative 
Anatomy;  this  subject  may  be  taken  either  in  the  first,  second,  or  third 
summer  session.  At  the  end  of  the  third  and  fourth  winter  sessions  a 
prize  of  £3  3s.  is  given  to  the  clinical  clerk,  and  another  of  similar 
value  to  the  in-patients’  dresser  who  has  discharged  his  duties  the  most 
satisfactorily  duiing  his  term  of  office.  The  regulations  for  this  last 
prize  prescribe  : 

Each  clerk  or  dresser  intending  to  compete  for  these  prizes  mnst  submit  to  his 
physician  or  surgeon  the  whole  of  the  reports  of  cases  taken  during  his  term  of 
office.  Those  students  whose  reports  generally  are  of  sufficient  merit  shall 
select  out  of  their  reports  six  cases  for  competition,  together  with  comments, 
microscopical  and  other  preparations,  drawings  and  other  illustrations,  as 
complete  as  possible  of  the  selected  cases.  Competitors  for  these  prizes  should 
send  in  their  reports  of  cases  at  the  close  of  their  term  of  office. 

Students  holding  scholarships  and  exhibitions  in  Natural  Science 
may  not  compete  for  prizes  in  those  subjects  in  which  they  have 
previously  been  examined  for  the  Natural  Science  scholarships,  yet 
they  may  attend  the  examinations,  and  if  found  of  sufficient  merit  may 
be  awarded  certificates  of  honour.  Students  of  single  courses  may 
compete  for  the  prizes  given  to  the  class  to  which  they  belong.  In  the 
examinations  for  the  prizes  hitherto  mentioned  100  marks  will  be  the 
maximum  obtainable  in  each  subject.  No  prize  or  certificate  will  be 
awarded  to  any  student  who  does  not  obtain  two-thirds  of  the  maximum 
number  of  marks.  At  the  close  of  the  third  winter  a scholarship  of 
£40,  tenable  for  one  year,  is  given  for  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and 
Histology.  The  examination,  when  one  is  held,  generally  takes  place 
during  the  summer  session.  “ Those  who  have  passed  the  Primary 
examination  for  the  Fellowship  of  the  College  of  Surgeons,  the  First 
M.B.  examination  of  the  University  of  London,  or  the  corresponding 
examinations  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  will  be 
considered  on  their  general  merits  without  further  examination.” 
Qualified  men  may  compete.  The  student  to  whom  the  scholarship 
is  awarded  is  styled  Assistant  Demonstrator,  and  it  is  his  duty  to 
assist  in  the  dissecting  room.  Provided  a candidate  for  the  scholarship 
has  completed  his  third  winter  session  he  may  compete,  no  matter  what 
his  year  may  be.  A scholarship  of  £40  value,  tenable  for  one  year,  is 
awarded  annually,  after  examination,  for  proficiency  in  Pathology  and 
Morbid  Anatomy.  Candidates  must  have  completed  their  third  winter 
session.  The  student  to  whom  the  scholarship  is  awarded  is  styled  the 
Assistant  Curator,  and  it  is  his  duty  to  assist  the  pathologist  in  the 
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Museum  and  Deadhouses,  &c.  Two  Prosectors  are  appointed  every 
year,  and  receive  eacli  a certificate  and  £5  for  service  in  the  dissecting 
room.  (The  Hospital  contains  190  beds.) 

Appointments.  — Resident  Medical  Officers,  Clinical  Clerics,  and 
Dressers  : All  these  appointments  are  open  to  the  pupils  without  addi- 
tional fee,  and  are  held  in  succession,  so  as  to  secure  a complete  system 
of  clinical  training.  There  are  four  resident  medical  officers,  three  of 
whom  are  appointed  for  twelve  months,  and  one,  the  Obstetric  Officer, 
for  six  months ; all  of  whom  live,  free  of  every  expense,  in  the  Hospital. 
The  professional  value  of  these  appointments  can  hardly  be  over-rated. 
All  students  are  required  to  perform  the  duties  of  clinical  clerks  and 
dressers  for  a period  of  six  months  after  passing  the  Primary  examina- 
tion. Students  of  the  third  year  are  appointed  to  assist  the  physicians 
and  surgeons  in  charge  of  out-patients  for  a period  of  four  months 
each.  There  are  two  Demonstrators  of  Anatomy  and  a Resident  Regis- 
trar, each  of  whom  is  appointed  annually. 

Fees.  — Medical  practice : Three  months,  Gh  guineas ; six  months 
9 guineas ; twelve  months,  15  guineas ; eighteen  months,  19  guineas ; 
unlimited,  25  guineas.  Surgical  practice  : Three  months,  71  guineas  ; 
six  months,  11  guineas;  twelve  months,  or  the  time  required  by 
the  College  of  Surgeons,  25  guineas ; unlimited,  37  guineas.  Entrance 
fee  to  all  the  lectures  required  for  the  examinations  at  the  Royal 
Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  Society  of  Apothe- 
caries, 62|  guineas.  For  the  hospital  practice  during  four  years, 
441  guineas.  For  hospital  practice  and  lectures  required  by  the 
Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  &c.,  107  guineas  in  instal- 
ments, or  101  guineas  in  one  sum.  Unlimited  hospital  practice 
and  attendance  on  lectures,  125  guineas,  or  119  guineas  in  one 
sum.  Students  who  have  kept  a portion  of  the  course  of  medical 
study  at  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge  or  elsewhere  are 
admitted  as  perpetual  pupils  at  a proportionate  reduction.  The  fees 
may  be  paid  as  follows  : At  commencement  of  first  year,  50  guineas  ; 
at  commencement  of  second  year,  40  guineas;  the  remainder  as 
commencement  of  third  year,  or  in  different  sums  by  special  arrange- 
ment with  the  Dean  of  the  school.  Fees  for  single  courses  : Medicine, 
Surgery,  Materia  Medica,  and  Midwifery,  5 guineas  each  course ; for 
Pathology,  Practical  and  Operative  Surgery,  Physiology,  Practical 
Physiology,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Botany,  Practical  Chemistry 
4 guineas  each  course ; for  Comparative  Anatomy,  Ophthalmic  Surgery, 
Aural  Surgery,  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  Dental  Surgery,  2.j  guineas  each 
course;  Anatomy,  74  guineas;  Chemistry,  6i  guineas;  Library,  parts 
for  dissection  and  use  of  microscope,  £5  12s. 
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St.  Thomas’s  Hospital. 


This  institution  contains  572  beds.  Women  ai’e  received  for  educa- 


tion as  Hospital  Nurses,  and  a certain  number  of  ladies  are  admitted 
to  similar  training.  ( See  Appendix). 

Fees  for  Medical  Curriculum. — The  perpetual  fee  for  hospital  prac- 
tice and  lectures  may  be  paid  in  any  one  of  the  following  ways : On 
entrance,  £125 ; £70  on  entrance  and  £60  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  year;  £60  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  year,  £50  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  year,  and  £30  at  the  beginning  of  the  third 
year.  Students  entering  in  their  second  year  pay  £65  for  that  year 
and  £25  for  the  third  year ; or  they  may  become  perpetual  students 
by  paying  £85  on  entrance.  Students  entering  in  then’  third  year  pay 
£40 ; for  the  fourth  year,  £20 ; or  one  sum  of  £55  on  entrance  for 
the  two  years  and  any  subsequent  period  they  may  choose  to  remain 
at  the  Hospital.  Medical  practitioners  are  admitted  to  the  hospital 
practice,  the  lectures,  and  the  library  on  paying  £12  10s.  Students 
are  required  to  pay  one-and-a-half  guineas  for  attendance  on  the  class 
of  Practical  Physiology,  and  the  same  sum  for  that  of  Practical 
Chemistry.  Students  attending  the  class  of  Pathological  Anatomy 
are  required  to  pay  a fee  of  half-a-guinea.  Library  fee,  £1  Is. 

Fees  for  Single  Courses,  &c. — Hospital  Practice : Three  months,  £15 : 
six  months,  £26 ; nine  months,  £35 ; twelve  months,  £40 ; perpetual, 
£55.  Midwifery  practice,  £5  5s.

Dissections : Three  months,  £4  4s. ; six  months,  £6  6s. ; perpetual, 
£10  10s.  Operative  Surgery  (voluntary),  £5  5s.  Operative  Surgery 
of  the  Eye  (voluntary) — if  taken  in  connection  with  the  preceding 
class  the  fee  is  £1  Is. ; if  separately,  £2  2s.  Instruction  in  Pharmacy 
and  Pharmaceutical  Manipulation,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries, 
is  given  in  the  dispensary.  Fee,  £5  5s.  for  three  months. 

Classes  for  instruction  in  the  subjects  of  the  London  University 
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Matriculation  are  held  from  October  and  March  to  the  periods  of 
examination.  Fee,  £10  10s. 

Classes  for  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  are  held  from 
October  to  January  and  from  January  to  July.  Fee — to  students  of  the 
Hospital,  £6  6s.;  to  others,  £12  12s.  Fee  for  any  single  subject, 
£3  3s. 

First  M.B.  Examination. — Classes  in  the  required  subjects  are  held 
by  the  different  lecturers  from  January  to  July.  Fees — to  Hospital 
students,  £9  9s.;  to  others,  £12  12s.  Fee  for  any  single  subject, 
£3  3s. 

Scholarships. — Open  scholarships  in  Natural  Science — one  of  £100 
and  one  of  £60  are  awarded  annually  after  a competition  in  Physics, 
Chemistry,  and  either  Botany  or  Zoology,  at  the  option  of  the  candi- 
dates. The  scholarships  are  open  to  all  registered  students  who  have 
not  attended  lectures  on  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  “ without  any  con- 
dition as  to  their  becoming  students  of  the  Hospital,  except  in  the  case 
•of  successful  candidates,  who  must  enter  at  once  as  perpetual  pupils.” 
The  William  Tite  scholarship  of  £30  is  awarded  annually  “ to  the 
•student  placed  highest  in  the  first-class  list  in  the  examinations  at  the 
und  of  the  first  winter  session.  It  is  tenable  for  two  years,  provided 
the  holder  obtains  a place  in  the  first  class  in  the  subsequent  examina- 
tions.” A College  scholarship,  of  the  value  of  £42,  tenable  for  two 
years,  is  given  every  second  year  alternately  with  the  Musgrove  scholar- 
ship, and  on  similar  conditions,  to  the  candidate  who  is  placed  highest 
in  the  first-class  list  in  the  examinations  at  the  termination  of  the 
second  winter  session.  The  Musgrove  scholarship,  of  £42  value,  is 
awarded  as  stated  above. 

Prizes. — First  winter : College  prizes,  £20,  £10.  First  summer : 
College  prizes,  £15,  £10,  £5.  Second  winter : College  or  Musgrove 
scholarship,  £42 ; College  prizes,  £20,  £10.  Second  summer  : College 
prizes,  £15,  £10,  £5.  Third  winter : College  prizes,  £20,  £15,  £10. 
Medals  ; Cheselden  medal  and  Miad  medal,  annually ; Solly  medal  and 
prize,  biennially ; Grainger  testimonial  prize,  biennially ; Treasurer’s 
gold  medal,  annually.  The  first-named  is  awarded  to  fom-th  year’s 
men  for  Surgery  and  Surgical  Anatomy.  The  second  is  awarded  to 
fourth  year’s  men  for  Medicine,  Pathology,  and  Hygiene.  The  third  is 
awarded  to  students  of  from  three  to  six  years’  standing  for  Surgical 
Reports.  The  fourth,  of  the  value  of  £20,  is  awarded  to  students  of 
from  three  to  six  years’  standing  for  the  best  Physiological  essay,  to  be 
illustrated  by  dissections  and  preparations.  The  fifth  is  awarded 
the  student  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  authorities,  has  passed  his  cur- 
riculum in  the  most  praiseworthy  manner. 
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Appointments. — Two  House  Physicians  and  two  Assistant  House- 
Physicians,  two  House  Surgeons  and  two  Assistant  House  Surgeons, 
and  a resident  Accoucheur,  who  must  all  be  qualified  to  practice  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  are  appointed  for  three  or  six  months.  The 
assistants  are  non-resident,  “ hut  the  other  officers,  together  with  the 
dressers  and  obstetric  clerks,  are  provided  with  rooms  and  comm  on  a 
during  their  period  of  attendance  in  the  Hospital,  free  of  expense.” 
An  Ophthalmic  Clinical  Assistant  is  appointed  for  six  months  with  a 
salary  of  £25  for  his  period  of  office.  Candidates  must  he  qualified. 
Four  Surgical  Ward  Clerks  are  appointed  twice  yearly  for  six 
months.  Clinical  Clerks  and  Dressers  are  elected  “ to  the  number  of 
at  least  100  each  year.  From  80  to  100  clinical  clerks  and  dressers  are 
annually  appointed  for  the  out-patients.  Two  hospital  Registrars,  with 
a salary  of  £100  per  annum,  are  appointed  every  year.  Two  or  more 
students  are  appointed  to  assist  in  the  Physiological  Laboratory,  and 
two  others  to  assist  in  the  dissecting  room.  Students  are  also 
appointed  to  act  as  Prosectors,  to  assist  in  the  post-mortem  room,  &c. 
Resident  Obstetric  Clerks  are  appointed  for  a fortnight.  These 
appointments  are  made  in  rotation. 

Westminster  Hospital. 

Scholarships,  &c. — The  Fence  scholarship  and  the  Houldsworth 
scholarship,  each  of  £50  value,  tenable  for  two  years.  One  of  these 
will  be  annually  offered  for  competition  among  students  under  25 
years  of  age,  who  are  about  to  commence  their  first  winter’s  attendance 
at  the  Hospital.  Subjects  of  examination  -.  Latin,  Mathematics, 
Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  and  either  French  or  German.  A fee 
of  £2  2s.  is  required  from  candidates,  to  be  paid  before  "the  day  of 
examination;  this  sum  is  returned  to  those  gentlemen  who  subse- 
quently enter  as  students  of  the  school.  There  are  two  entrance 
scholarships  of  £10  value  each,  tenable  for  two  years : one  of  these  is 
annually  offered  on  the  same  conditions  as  the  above.  There  is  one 
exhibition  of  the  value  of  £10  10s.,  open  to  competition  amongst  first 
year’s  men.  Subjects  of  examination : Anatomy,  Physiology,  and 
Chemistry.  A prize  of  £2  2s.  is  awarded  to  the  most  successful 
student  in  the  examination  in  Anatomy  which  takes  place  at  the  end  of 
the  first  summer  session.  One  scholarship  of  the  value  of  £21,  tenable 
for  one  year,  is  open  to  competition  amongst  students  who  have  just 
completed  their  second  winter  session.  The  successful  candidate  will 
be  styled  Assistant-Demonstrator,  and  his  duty  will  consist  in  assisting 
the  Demonstrator  in  the  dissecting  room.  The  subjects  of  examination 
are  Anatomy,  Histology,  and  Physiology.  Two  clinical  prizes,  one  in 
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•medicine  and  one  in  surgery,  of  £5  value  eacli,  tlie  prizes  to  consist  of 
books  or  instruments,  are  offered  for  competition  amongst  those 
students  who  have  just  completed  their  fourth  winter  session.  The 
Frederic  Bird  medal  and  prize  of  the  value  of  £15  : candidates  must 
have  completed  their  fourth  winter  session.  Subjects  of  examination  : 
Medicine,  Midwifery,  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  and  Pathology. 
The  Chadwick  prize  for  general  proficiency,  of  the  value  of  £21, 
in  hooks  or  instruments,  is  given  at  the  end  of  each  winter  session, 
■“  and  may  he  awarded  to  the  most  meritorious  student  (or  students)  of 
any  year  not  exceeding  the  fifth,  provided  that  such  student  has  been 
fully  entered  to  the  lectures  and  hospital  practice  of  this  Hospital,  that 
his  attendance  and  general  conduct  have  been  in  every  respect  satis- 
factory, and  that,  at  the  time  of  competing,  no  qualification  has  been 
•obtained  from  any  of  the  Licensing  Bodies.”  Subjects  of  examination-. 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  Histology,  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Midwifery. 
In  the  classes  of  Histology,  Materia  Medica,  Midwifery,  Botany, 
Surgery,  &c.,  special  prizes  are  given  by  the  Lecturers. 

REGULATIONS  OF  THE  EXHIBITIONS  AND  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

1.  The  successful  candidates  will  be  required  to  become  general  students  of 
'■the  Westminster  Hospital  School  of  Medicine. 

2.  The  exhibition  and  scholarships  will  be  payable  in  equal  moieties  on 
February  1st  and  August  1st  in  each  year,  commencing  at  whichever  date  shall 
first  happen.  No  payment  will  be  made  unless,  at  the  date  of  its  becoming  due, 
the  student  be  a bond  fide  student  of  the  Westminster  Hospital  School 
Medicine. 

3.  No  prize,  exhibition,  or  scholarship,  will  be  awarded  unless  sufficient 
merit  be  shown  in  the  examinations,  and  insufficient  attendance  at  Lectures  and 
Hospital  Practice  disqualifies  the  student  from  receiving  any  prize  of  that  year. 

4.  Honorary  certificates  will  be  awarded  to  all  candidates  who  evince  sufficient 
.merit  in  the  examinations. 

Appointments. — Curatorsliip  of  the  Museum,  &c.,  with  a salary  of 
fifty  guineas  ; Medical  Registrar  ship,  salary  £40 ; Surgical  ditto,  salary 
£40;  House  Physiciancy,  free  board  and  lodging  provided;  House 
Surgeoncy  and  Obstetrical  Assistancy,  each  with  a like  provision. 
The  first  three  officers  are  appointed  annually,  in  March;  the  last 
three  are  elected  for  six  months.  A deposit  of  £20  is  required  to  be 
paid  to  the  Secretary  before  being  appointed  as  House  Physician, 
House  Surgeon,  or  Resident  Obstetric  Assistant ; but  on  the  expiration 
of  their  term  of  office  they  will  receive  in  return  £25,  if  they  have  dis  - 
•charged  their  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner.  An  Assistant  House 
Surgeon  is  appointed  to  attend  at  the  Hospital,  from  10  a.m.  to  7 p.m. 
•daily.  Commons  are  provided.  Clinical  Assistants  are  appointed  from 
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tlie  most  advanced  fourth  year’s  men,  to  act  in  the  out-patient  depart- 
ment. Clinical  Clerkships  and  Surgical  Dresserships : Every  student 
must  serve  as  out-patient  dresser  for  three  months  during  his  first 
year,  and  subsequently  as  in-patient  dresser  and  clerk  for  four  months 
in  each  office. 

So  far  as  vacancies  permit,  students  of  other  hospitals  are  admitted  to  in - 
patient  dresserships  and  clerkships  for  four  or  six  months,  on  payment  of  a fee 
of  £1  7s.,  or,  including:  six  months’  surgical  or  medical  practice,  =£12  12s. 

Fees. — In  one  sum,  on  entrance,  £92  10s. ; in  two  payments,  of  £49 
each,  on  entrance  and  at  commencement  of  second  year — £98 ; or  by 
payments  distributed  over  the  first  five  sessions,  as  follows : First 
winter  session — Anatomy  and  Dissections  (two  winters  and  one 
summer),  £14  14s. ; Physiology,  £6  6s. ; Chemistry,  £6  6s. ; Hospital, 
£6  6s.;  Library,  £1  Is. — first  payment,  £34  13s.  First  summer 
session — Histology  and  Practical  Physiology  (one  summer  and  one 
winter),  £7  7s. ; Botany,  £3  3s. ; Practical  Chemistry,  £4  4s. ; Hospital, 
£6  6s. — second  payment,  £21.  Second  winter  session — Medicine  (two 
winters,  £7  7s. ; Surgery,  Practical  Surgery,  and  Bandaging  (two 
winters  and  one  summer),  £9  9s. ; Hospital,  £6  6s. — third  payment, 
£23  2s.  Second  summer  session — Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics, 
£3  3s. ; Forensic  Medicine,  £3  3s. ; Hospital,  £6  6s. — fourth  payment, 
£12  12s.  Third  winter  session — Pathology,  £3  3s. ; Midwifery  and 
Diseases  of  Women,  £3  3s. ; Obstetric,  £3  3s. ; Hospital,  £6  6s. — fifth 
payment,  £15  15s.  Total,  when  paid  in  five  instalments,  £107  2s. 

There  are  no  extras  except  parts  for  dissection.  Those  students  who  are  not 
provided  with  a microscope  of  their  own  will  be  charged  one  guinea  for  the  use 
of  one  in  the  Histology  class. 

Psychological  Medicine,  Ophthalmic  Surgery,  Diseases  of  the  Skin, 
Aural  Surgery,  Dental  Surgery,  Natural  Philosophy,  and  Comparative 
Anatomy,  are  free  to  general  students  ; but  should  a special  certificate 
be  required  the  fees  must  be  paid.  A fee  of  £4  4s.  is  charged  students 
for  every  session  they  attend  subsequent  to  the  completion  of  their 
fourth  winter  session.  This  regulation  does  not  refer  to  clinical 
assistants  or  qualified  men.  Graduates  of  any  recognised  university 
who  have  completed  one  year’s  medical  study  will  be  admitted  to  the 
practice  and  lectures  on  payment  of  £60  in  one  sum  on  entrance,  or  of 
two  sums  of  £40  and  £25  at  the  commencement  of  the  two  first 
academic  years  respectively.  These  sums  do  not  include  the  library 
fee,  the  lectures  on  Comparative  Anatomy  or  the  course  of  Operative 
Surgery  required  for  degrees  in  Surgery.

Medical  students  (subject  to  approval  by  the  Committee)  are  per- 
mitted to  attend  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  upon  payment  of  a fee  of 
£o  os.  for  six  months,  “ but  it  must  be  understood  that  no  instruction 
is  guaranteed,  and  that  the  student  will  have  to  submit  to  such  regula- 
tions as  may  from  time  to  time  be  issued.”  Certificates  of  studentship 
are  required  to  be  exhibited. 
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St.  Marie's  Hospital,  City-road. 

There  are  not  any  fees  for  hospital  practice.  Any  medical  man  or 
student  can  attend  the  operations  by  sending  his  card  up  to  the 
operating  surgeon.  The  days  for  operations  are  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
as  notified  in  the  Lancet. 

Great  Northern  Hospital,  Caledonian-road. 

For  regulations  as  to  admission  of  students,  address  the  Secretary. 

Instruction  in  Medical  Branches  op  General  Science. 

Normal  School  op  Science  ( South  Kensington).— The  following 
is  officially  set  forth : 

The  Normal  School  of  Science  at  South  Kensington  is  intended,  primarily, 
for  the  instruction  of  teachers  and  of  students  of  the  industrial  classes,  selected 
by  competition  in  the  examinations  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 

Other  students  are  admitted  so  far  as  there  may  be  accommodation  for  them, 
on  the  payment  of  fees  fixed  at  a scale  sufficiently  high  to  prevent  undue  com- 
petition with  institutions  which  do  not  receive  State  aid. 

The  instruction  in  the  Normal  School  is  arranged  in  such  a manner  as  to  give 
the  students  a thorough  training  in  the  general  principles  of  science,  followed 
by  advanced  instruction  in  one  or  more  special  branches  of  science.  . . . 

The  Associateship  is  granted  in  certain  divisions  or  lines  of  study.  Students 
who  go  through  any  one  of  the  prescribed  courses  of  instruction  and  pass  the 
necessary  examinations,  receive  a certificate  of  Associateship  of  the  Normal 
School.  (This  occupies  three  years  at  least.) 

But  students  who  are  not  candidates  for  the  Associateship  are  permitted  to 
take  up  the  course  of  instruction  in  one  or  more  special  branches  of  science, 
and  on  passing  the  examination  receive  a certificate  to  that  effect. 

The  two  divisions  which  may  be  attended  by  the  medical  student  as 
part  of  his  curriculum  are  Biology  and  Chemistry. 

The  session  is  divided  into  two  terms.  The  first  term  begins  about  the  1st  of 
October  and  ends  about  the  middle  of  February.  The  second  term  begins  in 
the  middle  of  February  and  ends  about  the  middle  of  June. 

Fees. — Chemistry,  first  year,  £21 ; second  year,  £18 ; third  year,  £18. 
These  fees  include  laboratory  work.  Biology  with  Botany,  first  year, 
£12 ; second  year,  £20.  The  student  may  conveniently  attend  the 
courses  of  instruction  on  the  two  subjects  indicated  for  a period  of 
twelve  months ; this  will  enable  him  to  attend  the  examinations  held  at 
the  end  of  the  two  terms  which  constitute  the  session  or  academical 
year.  He  will  have  to  exercise  his  own  judgment  as  to  the  standing  or 
year  for  which  he  will  enter,  and  this  should,  of  course,  be  influenced 
by  the  knowledge  he  already  possesses  of  the  subjects  in  question. 
While  the  ordinary  science  student  has  a curriculum  mapped  out  for 
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him,  in  which  the  subjects  are  divided  into  stages,  following  a definite 
order,  the  occasional  student  may  select  any  stage  for  which  to  enter. 
Students  who  do  not  wish  to  attend  the  lectures  are  admitted  for  short 
periods  to  the  laboratories,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Professors.  The  fee 
for  the  Chemical  Laboratory  is  £5  per  month;  for  the  Biological 
Laboratory,  £4  per  month.  Admission  is  granted  to  persons  desirous 
•of  attending  the  lectures  without  the  laboratory  instruction,  on  pay- 
ment of  the  lecture  fees. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Edward  Forbes  Memorial  Fund  present  a bronze 
medal  and  a prize  of  books,  to  be  awarded  to  the  student  who  does  best 
in  Biology. 

Charterhouse  Institution. — Instruction  of  a practical  character 
is  given  in  most  of  the  sciences,  including  Physiology  and  Chemistry. 
The  fees  are  nominal  only.  For  particulars  address  the  Secretary. 

Institutions  Devoted  to  Special  Departments  op  Study. 

1. — Midwifery. 

Queen  Charlotte's  Lying-in  Hospital. — Elsewhere  in  this 
work  I have  pointed  out  the  extent  to  which  Midwifery  is  in  the  United 
Kingdom  an  unprotected  profession.  I have  there  indicated  that  in  the 
case  of  a puerperal  patient’s  death,  the  practitioner  might  be  called  on 
to  show  evidence  of  competency  in  the  performance  of  obstetric  duties, 
and  that,  failing  such  evidence,  it  might  become  a subject  for  judicial 
investigation,  whether  his  attendance  had. hastened  the  patient’s  death. 
Were  such  a question  answered  in  the  affirmative  he  would  be  held 
guilty  of  manslaughter.  Such  evidence  of  competency  is  to  be  found 
in  the  Obstetric  Diploma  granted  to  medical  students  by  QueeD 
Charlotte’s  Lying-in  Hospital.  Two  Diplomas  are  granted  by  this 
institution  ; the  one,  to  females  who  need  not  have  previously  studied 
medicine,  is  restricted,  being  intended  to  serve  as  evidence  of  its 
holder’s  ability  to  conduct  ordinary  cases  of  midwifery  only  ; the  other, 
to  students  in  medicine,  covers  the  whole  field  of  obstetric  surgery  and 
medicine.  This  latter  is  specially  recognised  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  as  a qualification  in  midwifery  for  all  appointments  under  its 
control. 

The  Medical  Diploma. — Queen  Charlotte’s  Hospital  is  the  only 
institution  in  London  where  the  science  and  art  of  obstetrics  are 
practically  taught.  An  elaborate  model  of  the  female  form  is  provided, 
together  with  all  the  instruments  and  appliances  appertaining  to 
obstetric  surgery.  Demonstrations  are  frequently  held,  the  students 
themselves  being  required  to  perform  on  the  model  the  various  opera- 
tions, under  the  inspection  of  the  demonstrator.  They  are  also 
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admitted  to  witness  operations  on  the  living  subject  when  such 
are  necessary ; in  these  cases  their  services  are  often  called  into 
requisition.  Students  are  allowed  the  care  of  midwifery  cases  in 
rotation,  under  the  direction  of  the  House  Physician  or  Superin- 
tending Midwife,  every  facility  being  afforded  for  acquiring  a 
practical  knowledge  of  their  management.  Students  have  an 
opportunity  of  making  themselves  familiar  with  all  the  details  of 
nursing.  The  Hospital  is  a vaccination  station,  and  students  are 
instructed  in  its  performance.  Clinical  instruction  is  given  in  the 
earlier  diseases  of  children  from  cases  in  the  wards,  and  in  the 
performance  on  the  infant  of  operations  which  are  sometimes 
necessary.  The  after  treatment  of  puerperal  patients  and  manage- 
ment of  complications  are  made  essential  factors  in  the  course  of 
instruction.  Clinical  teaching  is  given  daily.  The  out-patient  depart- 
ment is  very  large,  and  is  greatly  increasing  in  extent.  Students  are 
permitted  to  witniess  the  management  of  difficult  cases  occurring  in 
its  practice.  The  dispensary  is  under  the  charge  of  the  House 
Physician,  and  students  may  receive  instruction  in  Practical  Pharmacy 
by  arrangement  with  this  gentleman. 

Pupils  are  allowed  to  enter  at  the  Hospital  for  any  period,  from  one 
week  to  six  months  or  more.  In  the  case  of  candidates  for  the  higher 
or  Medical  Diploma,  the  course  of  instruction  usually  extends  over 
three  months.  Such  students  are  required  before  admission  to  produce 
evidence  of  previous  medical  training,  moral  character,  &c. 

Persons  desirous  of  receiving  a six  months’  certificate  of  attendance, 
but  who  find  themselves  unable  to  attend  continuously  for  this  period, 
may  receive  instruction  during  each  alternate  week  or  fortnight,  and 
be  awarded  the  certificate  in  question  as  if  the  attendance  had  been 
continuous. 

The  examination  for  this  diploma  is  viva  voce-,  operative  on  the 
model ; and  diagnostic  on  the  living  subject.  Candidates  may  also  be 
required  to  assist  at  any  operations  on  patients  in  progress  at  the  time 
of  examination. 

The  fees,  without  board  and  residence,  are  : One  week,  £3  3s. ; fort- 
night, £5  5s. ; month,  £6  16s.  6d.  ; six  weeks,  £10  10s. ; two  months, 
£14  3s.  6d.;  three  months,  £26  5s.  There  are  no  further  fees  for 
examination  or  for  the  diploma. 

2. — Diseases  of  Women  and  Child/)-en. 

The  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  {Great  Ormond-street,  Queen- 
square,  W.C.,  and  Cromwell  House,  Highgate). — Fee  for  three  months 
practice,  £3  3s.;  perpetual,  £5  5s.  The  Great  Ormond-street  Hos- 
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pital  contains  104  beds,  and  the  Highgate  institution  52  beds.  The 
practice  is  thrown  open  gratuitously  to  registered  students. 

Royal  Hospital  for  Children  and  Women  {Waterloo  Bridge- 
road). — Students  and  practitioners  are  admitted  to  the  hospital  prac- 
tice gratis,  but  if  a certificate  of  attendance  is  required,  a fee  of  £5  5s. 
must  be  paid'. 

Victoria  Hospital  for  Children  {Chelsea,  S.TV,  and  Church- 
fields,  Margate). — Contains  65  beds  at  London  and  17  at  Margate. 

Belgrave  Hospital  for  Children  (79,  Gloucester -street,  S.W.) 
contains  20  beds.  Admission  to  practice  gratis. 

Evelina  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  {Southwark  Bridge-road, 
S.E.) — For  particulars  address  the  Secretary. 

Samaritan  Free  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  (Lower 
Seymour-street,  Portman-sguare,  W.). — Only  qualified  medical  practi- 
tioners are  permitted  to  witness  the  operations,  and  to  such  there  is  no 
charge.  The  medical  officers  attend  in  the  out-door  department  at 
1.30  daily.  Senior  students  are  admissible  to  witness  the  practice. 
Application  should  be  made  to  the  Secretary. 

3. — Hip  Disease. 

Alexandra  Hospital  for  Children  with  Hip  Disease  (17, 
18,  and  19,  Queen-square,  W.C.). — This  institution  affords  great  facili- 
ties for  the  study  of  hip  disease  in  childhood.  General  hospitals  cannot, 
as  a rule,  afford  to  take  in  cases  threatening  to  be  very  tedious  in 
character,  so  that  the  student  rarely  sees  other  than  the  more  acute 
forms  of  this  complaint.  At  the  Alexandra  Hospital  the  disease  may 
be  studied  in  all  its  stages.  The  Hospital  possesses  a branch  house  at 
Bournemouth,  to  which  the  little  patients  are  sent  when  deemed  advis- 
able. There  are  no  fees  for  practice,  nor  is  there  any  regular  course  of 
instruction,  but  gentlemen  wishing  to  see  the  cases  are  allowed  to  go 
round  with  the  medical  officers. 

4. — Ophthalmology. 

Royal  London  Ophthalmic  Hospital  ( Moorfields , E.C.). — Stu- 
dents are  admitted  to  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  on  payment  of  £3  3s. 
per  course,  or  £5  5s.  for  a perpetual  ticket. 

, Royal  Westminster  Ophthalmic  Hospital  (King  William-street, 
Charing  Cross)  contains  50  beds.  Fees  for  practice : Six  months, 
£3  3s. ; perpetual,  £5  5s.  Demonstrations  and  lectures  are  given  during 
the  sessions.  The  office  of  house  surgeon  is  open  to  pupils. 

Royal  London  Ophthalmic  Hospital  ( Moorfields ) contains  100 
beds.  Fees  for  practice : Six  months,  £3  3s.  ; perpetual,  £5  5s.  De- 
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monstrations  and  lectures  are  given  during  the  winter.  Students  of 
the  Hospital  are  eligible  for  the  offices  of  House  Surgeon  and  Clinical 
Assistant. 

5. — Small-pox. 

Highgate  Small-pox  and  Yaccination  Hospital. — Medical 
practitioners  and  students  are  allowed  to  go  over  the  hospital  to 
witness  the  arrangements  on  presentation  of  their  cards  to  the  resident 
medical  officer.  Hospital  practice  may  he  permitted  in  certain  cases 
on  application  made  to  the  authorities.  There  are  no  fees. 

Stockwel  Small-pox  Hospital. — There  are  no  arrangements  for 
•clinical  instruction,  hut  students  may,  on  application,  obtain  per- 
mission to  visit  the  institution. 

6. — Diseases  of  the  Chest. 

Royal  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Chest  {City -road,  F.C.), 
•contains  26  beds.  The  office  of  House  Physician  is  tenable  for  six 
months,  and  the  remuneration  is  £40  for  the  term  of  office,  without 
board. 

Hospital  for  Consumption  and  Diseases  of  the  ' Chest 
( Brompton ). — Fees. — For  hospital  practice  for  three  months,  £3  3s.; 
six  months,  £5  5s. ; perpetual,  £10  10s.  For  a single  course,  £2  2s. 
These  fees,  with  the  exception  of  the  last-mentioned,  entitle  the  student 
to  attend  all  the  clinical  courses. 

7. — Deformities. 

Royal  Orthopedic  Hospital  (315,  Oxford-street). — The  Hospital 
is  open  to  all  qualified  practitioners.  Pupils  are  admitted  to  the 
hospital  practice  on  the  following  terms : Six  months,  £3  3s. ; twelve 
months,  £5  5s.;  perpetual,  £10  10s. 

Royal  Orthopedic  Hospital,  for  the  Cure  of  Club  Foot, 
Lateral  Curvature  of  the  Spine  and  all  Other  Contractions 
and  Deformities  (315,  Oxford-street ) (incorporated  by  Royal  charter). 
— Pupils  are  admitted  to  witness  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  on  the 
following  terms : For  six  months,  £3  3s. ; twelve  months,  £5  5s. ; per- 
petual, £10  10s. 

8. — Other  Special  Diseases. 

National  Hospital  for  the  Paralysed  and  Epileptic  (23» 
24,  and  25,  Queen-square,  and  Powis-place,  Bloomsbury)  contains  120 
'beds ; 10  cots  for  children.  Students  and  practitioners  are  admitted 
without  fee  on  showing  their  cards. 

Central  London  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital  ( Gray's  Inn-road, 
W.C.). — Patients  are  seen  by  the  surgeons  four  days  a week  at  two  p.m.; 
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on  which  days  and  hours  the  Hospital  is  open  to  all  qualified  medical 
practitioners.  Demonstrations  of  the  diseases  are  given  by  the 
attending  surgeons.  Fee  for  regular  attendance  of  students  and 
practitioners  of  medicine  : Three  months,  two  guineas ; six  months, 
three  guineas.  Operations  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  at  6 p.m.,  when 
the  limelight  is  employed. 

The  Cancer  Hospital  ( Brompton,S.W .). — This  institution  presents 
great  facilities  for  the  study  of  the  malignant  disease  to  which  it  is 
devoted.  Every  form  of  cancer  and  the  most  recent  methods  of  treat- 
ment, both  operative  and  therapeutical,  may  here  be  witnessed.  The 
practice  of  the  Hospital  is  free  to  all  qualified  medical  practitioners  and 
registered  medical  students. 

Seamen’s  Hospital  (late  “Dreadnought”)  ( Greenwich , S.E.). — 
Apartments  are  provided  in  the  house  of  the  Surgeon  for  students  and 
others  who  may  be  desirous  of  studying  diseases  incidental  to  tropical 
climates  before  entering  the  Services  or  going  abroad.  “ Unusually  good1 
opportunities  also  exist  for  the  practice  of  Operative  Surgery  ” ( Lancet )_ 
For  further  particulars  address  the  Secretary. 

London  Lock  Hospital  (Male  Department),  91,  Bean-street,. 
Soho,  W. — The  Secretary  writes  : 

Students  may  attend  at  the  Male  Lock  Hospital,  91,  Dean-street,  Soho, 
for  instruction  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday,  at  noon,  and  having 
done  so  for  the  requisite  period,  may  receive  a certificate  from  the  physicians  of 
having  received  such  instruction.  No  students  are  allowed  at  the  Female- 
Hospital,  Westbourne  Green. 

Bethlem  Royal  Hospital  (St.  George’ s-road,  S.E.). — Outdoor 
students  are  admitted  to  the  practice  three  days  weekly.  Fee,  £3  3s. 

South  London  School  of  Pharmacy  (325,  Kennington-road, 
S.E.). — There  is  a special  laboratory  attached  for  the  practical  training 
of  medical,  public  health  officers,  and  analysts. 

Medical  Schools  in  the  English  Provinces. — 1.  Manchester- 
Owens  College  School  of  Medicine. 

The  regulations  prescribe : 

An  examination  of  the  first  and  second  years’  students  is  held  in  July,  and 
of  third  and  fourth  years’  students  in  April,  on  the  results  of  which  prizes  are 
awardod.  Examination  lists  showing  the  position  obtained  by  eaoh  student  are 
subsequently  posted  in  the  Medical  School,  and  printed  copies  thereof  sent  to 
the  parents  or  guardians  of  the  students.  Students  absenting  themselves  from 
this  examination  are  not  entitled  to  a certificate  of  attendance  on  the  class. 

A composition  fue  of  .£03,  payable  in  two  sums  of  .£31  10s.  eaoh  at  the- 
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commencement  of  the  first  and  second  years  of  studentship,  admits  to  the  four 
years’  course  of  study  laid  down,  with  the  exception  of  the  hospital  practice,  the 
fees  for  which  are  paid  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  and  of  the  third  session  of 
Practical  Anatomy. 

This  course  will  qualify  for  the  various  diploma  and  degree  examina- 
tions according  to  the  information  given  concerning  the  regulations  of 
the  various  Qualifying  Bodies.

For  second  years’  men  : Prizes  of  the  same  value  as  the 
above  are  offered  in  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Histology,  Surgery, 
and  Materia  Medica.  For  first  years’  men : Prizes  of  the  same  value 
are  offered  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Practical  Chemistry,  and  Botany. 
Platt  Physiological  scholarships : Two  of  £50  each,  tenable  for  two 
years.  One  is  offered  annually.  Candidates  must  have  studied 
Physiology  in  the  College  Laboratory  during  one  winter  session,  and 
on  the  1st  January  preceding  the  examination  must  be  not  under 
eighteen  nor  over  twenty-five  years  of  age.  The  scholarship  is  awarded 
“ for  the  best  original  investigation  prosecuted  in  the  College  Laboratory, 
and  on  the  results  of  a written  examination  in  Physiology  and  such 
subjects  connected  therewith  as  shall  be  prescribed.”  The  scholar  is 
required  to  attend  during  one  year  of  his  tenure  of  the  scholarship  the 
class  in  Practical  Physiology  held,  in  the  College,  and  during  the 
remaining  year,  the  same  class,  or  one  held  in  some  other  laboratory  to 
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be  approved  of  by  tbe  College.  “ If  no  original  investigation  shall  have 
been  carried  on  worthy  of  the  scholarship,  the  Council  may,  if  they 
think  fit,  award  one  or  more  exhibitions  of  less  amount  to  the  candidate 
or  candidates  who  shall  have  been  most  distinguished  in  the  examina- 
tions.” Exhibitions  are  offered  occasionally  out  of  the  funds  which 
accrue  from  unawarded  Platt  Scholarships.  The  Dunville  Surgical  prize 
of  £20  consists  of  books  or  instruments  at  the  option  of  the  student  to 
whom  it  is  awarded.  Two  winter  and  one  summer  sessions  must  have 
been  passed  at  the  College.  The  examination  embraces  Surgery 
and  Surgical  Anatomy.  Entrance  scholarships : Dauntesey  Medical 
scholarship : Candidates  must  not  be  more  than  twenty -five  years  of 
age  on  the  day  of  examination.  The  scholarship  is  of  the  value  of 
(about)  £100,  and  is  tenable  for  one  year.  The  scholar  will  be  required 
to  study  at  the  College  for  three  years.  The  first  half  of  the  money 
will  be  paid  immediately  on  election,  and  the  remainder  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  scholar’s  second  year’s  course.  Subjects  of  examina- 
tion : General  and  Comparative  Anatomy — dissections  and  descriptions 
of  preparations  illustrating  the  typical  forms  of  the  animal  kingdom  ; 
Outlines  of  Physiological  Botany ; Chemistry  — Theoretical  and 
Practical;  and  one  of  the  following,  at  the  candidate’s  option — (1) 
Mathematics  (Algebra,  Geometry,  and  Plane  Trigonometry) ; (2)  Latin — 
translation  into  English,  prose  composition,  and  grammatical  ques- 
tions. Gilchrist  scholarships : Three  of  £50  each,  tenable  for  three 
years.  One  is  awarded  annually  to  the  candidate  who  passes  first  at 
the  June  Matriculation  of  the  London  University,  provided  he  has  been 
placed  in  the  Honours  list.  Should  he  not  have  been  so  placed,  two 
scholarships  of  £25  each  will  be  awarded  to  the  two  candidates  who 
stand  highest  in  the  First  division.  No  candidate  is  eligible  who  is 
under  sixteen  or  over  twenty  years  of  age  on  the  first  day  of  the 
Matriculation  examination.  The  scholar  will  be  required  to  enter  for 
his  subsequent  education  at  the  College.  Grammar  School  scholar- 
ships : One  of  £17,  tenable  for  three  years,  is  open  to  competition  by 
pupils  of  the  Manchester  Grammar  School  who  are  not  less  than  fifteen 
nor  above  twenty-one  years  of  age.  The  scholar  will  be  required  to 
enter  for  his  subsequent  education  at  the  College* 

The  Manchester  Royal  Infirmai'y. 

This  institution  is  in  connection  with  Owens  College.  The  Medical 
School  contains  295  beds. 

*“The  Owens  College  Calendar,”  price  3s.,  by  post  3s.  lid.,  published  annually,  about  the  end  of 
August,  maybe  obtained  from  Mr.  J.  £.  Cornish,  Piccadilly,  bookseller  to  the  College,  and  the  principal 
booksellers  in  Manchester.  This  publication  gives  full  information  relating  to  the  College  and  its 
several  departments  and  endowments. 
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Fees. — Medical  practice  : Three  months,  £6  6s. ; six  months,  £9  9s. ; 
twelve  months,  £12  12s. ; full  period,  £18  18s.  Surgical  practice— 
Three  months,  £9  9s. ; six  months,  £12  12s. ; twelve  months,  £18  18s. ; 
full  period,  £31  10s.  Composition  fee,  for  both  Medical  and  Surgical 
practice,  £42  in  one  sum,  or  two  instalments  of  £22  each  at  an  interval 
of  twelve  months. 

The  Mousall  Fever  Hospital  and  the  Bames  Convalescent  Home  are 
open  to  students. 

Clinical  Prizes. — One  Medical  and  one  Surgical  prize  are  offered 
annually  for  the  best  reports  and  commentaries  on  medical  and  surgical 
cases  occurring  in  the  wards  of  the  Infirmary.  Each  prize  is  of  the 
value  of  £6  6s.,  and  consists  of  hooks  or  instruments  at  the  candidate’s 
option.  The  competition  is  open  to  medical  and  surgical  pupils  of  the 
current  year. 

Appointments. — Annually,  a Registrar,  salary  £100 ; a Pathological 
Registrar,  salary  £100  ; for  six  months,  two  Assistant  Medical  Officers, 
salary  £42.  The  above  are  non-resident.  Resident : For  two  years — 
Resident  Medical  Officer,  £250  per  annum ; for  one  year — Resident 
Medical  Officer  at  Cheadle,  £150  per  annum ; Resident  Medical  Officer 
at  Mousall,  £200  per  annum ; Resident  Surgical  Officer,  £150  per 
annum ; for  six  months — Eight  House  Surgeons  in  each  year ; four 
House  Physicians  in  each  year ; one  Resident  Assistant  at  Mousall ; 
one  Resident  Assistant  at  Cheadle.  “ Every  House  Surgeon  must  possess 
a qualification  which  can  be  registered.  For  the  House  Physicians  and 
Resident  Assistants  qualifications  arenot  absolutely  necessary.”  Clinical 
Cleriis : Two  (or  more)  are  attached  to  each  Physician  and  Assistant 
Physician.  Dressers  : Two  (or  more)  are  attached  to  each  Surgeon  and 
Assistant  Surgeon.  Pathological  Clerics  : Two  are  appointed  to  assist 
the  Pathological  Registrar.  Clerics  to  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  : 
Two  are  appointed  to  each  of  the  latter.  Accident  Room  Dressers  : Two 
are  appointed  every  month,  and  hold  office  for  two  months

Composition  fee : The  sum  of  fifty  guineas,  paid  on  entrance  or  in  two 
instalments  (half  on  entrance  and  half  before  the  termination  of  the  first 
twelve  months),  entitles  the  student  to  attend  all  the  lectures  and 


demonstrations  required  for  the  ordinary  diplomas  of  the  Colleges  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  &c. 

All  medical  students  who  do  not  take  out  the  composition  ticket  are  required 
on  registering  to  pay  an  annual  fee  of  10s.  6d.  to  the  Library  and  Beading  Room, 
or  a perpetual  fee  of  £1  Is. 

The  perpetual  Hospital  fee  (thirty-two  guineas)  and  the  school  composition  fee 
for  lectures  required  by  the  Licensing  Bodies  (fifty  guineas)  amount  together 
to  ,£86  2s.  In  addition  to  this  must  be  reckoned  vaccination  fee  (one  guinea), 
dissecting  room  expenses  (roughly  estimated  at  three  guineas),  and  a summer 
course  of  Practical  Anatomy,  which,  though  not  absolutely  essential,  is  generally 
taken  (two  guineas),  in  all  amounting  to  £6  0s.  6d.  The  total  expenses  of  the 


education  neoessary  to  procure  a Medical  and  Surgical  qualification  thus  amount 


to  somewhat  over  £90. 


All  students  joining  in  the  winter  must  enrol  themselves  within  four- 
teen days  from  the  commencement  of  the  session,  and  those  joining  in 
the  summer  must  enrol  themselves  within  ten  days  from  the  session’s 
commencement.  Students  who  neglect  to  do  this  will  have  to  make 
special  application  to  the  Managing  Committee  stating  why  they  omitted 
to  comply  with  the  ordinary  rule. 

Appointments. — Two  Souse  Physicians  and  three  Souse  Surgeons  are 
appointed  for  six  months.  Candidates  must  be  qualified.  Three  Clinical 
Clerics  are  appointed  to  each  physician,  three  or  more  Dressers  to  each 
surgeon,  and  two  Clerics  to  the  wards  devoted  to  the  diseases  of  women. 
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These  gentlemen  hold  office  for  three  months.  Post-mortem  Clerics  are 
^appointed  by  the  pathologist  to  assist  him  in  the  execution  of  his  duties 
in  the  post-mortem  room  ; they  hold  office  for  six  weeks.  This  appoint- 
ment is  obligatory  on  all  senior  students. 

Scholarships,  &c. — Roger  Lyon  Jones  Scholarship  : This  is  of  the  value 
of  £42.  One  half  (£21)  will  be  given  as  an  entrance  scholarship  every 
year  “ to  such  applicant  for  the  same  as  shall  have  taken  the  highest 
position  in  the  Honours  division  at  either  of  the  Matriculation  examina- 
tions of  the  London  University  in  the  same  year,  on  condition  that  he 
becomes  a composition  ticket-holder  of  the  school,  and  attends  the 
elasses  in  a satisfactory  manner.”  Applications  must  be  made  early  in 
October.  Preference  will  be  given  to  Honours  men  in  the  Matriculation 
examination  of  the  London  University  who  have  also  passed  the 
Preliminary  Scientific  of  the  same.  body.  But  if  no  candidate  applies 
who  has  fulfilled  these  conditions  the  scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  the 
first  year’s  man  who  has  taken  the  highest  position  at  the  Preliminary 
Scientific  examination,  irrespective  of  the  date  of  his  matriculation,  on 
the  conditions  mentioned.  “ In  the  event  of  no  candidate  appearing 
who  shall  have  fulfilled  the  above  condition  the  Council  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  award  the  scholarship  as  they  may  think  fit.”  This  scholarship 
is  tenable  for  two  years.  The  other  half  (£21),  also  tenable  for  two 
years,  is  open  to  competition  amongst  those  students  who  have  completed 
on  the  preceding  July  two  years  of  study  at  the  school.  Subjects  of 
examination : Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry  (Theoretical  and 
Practical),  Botany,  and  Materia  Medica.  The  successful  candidate 
must  remain  at  the  School  during  his  third  and  fourth  years.  Torr 
Medal  (gold),  awarded  after  competition  in  the  subjects  of  Anatomy 
and  Physiology.  Open  to  second  year’s  men.  Bligh  Medal  (gold), 
awarded  for  the  same  subjects  as  the  Torr ; open  to  first  year’s  men ; 
Chemistry  will  form  a part  of  this  examination.  The  School  Medals 
and  Certificates  of  JJonovur : These  are  given,  not  for  individual  subjects, 
but  for  groups  of  the  latter,  which  correspond  to  the  student’s  seniority. 
Students  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  are  examined  in  Surgery, 
Medicine,  Pathology,  and  Midwifery;  those  of  the  second  year  in 
advanced  Anatomy  and  Physiology;  and  those  of  the  first  year  in 
Elementary  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Chemistry.  These  examinations 
are  conducted  orally  and  by  written  papers,  and  are  held  in  the  winter. 

“ While  it  is  found  that  the  winter  lectures  are  taken  out  by  students 
invariably  in  a regular  order  corresponding  with  the  first,  second,  and 
third  year  subjects  of  examination,  it  is  obvious,  on  the  other  hand,  that 
the  summer  lectures  cannot  be  attended  in  such  a fixed  sequence,  chiefly 
•owing  to  the  fact  that,  while  the  bulk  of  students  commence  their 
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curriculum  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter  session,  a considerable- 
number  join  in  summer.  The  Council  have  therefore  resolved  that  in 
future  the  summer  subjects  of  examination  shall  not  be  termed  * first 
year  ’ and  ‘ second  year 5 subjects,  but  ‘ junior  ’ and  ‘ senior  ’ subjects, 
the  former,  as  heretofore,  to  comprehend  Botany,  Materia  Medica,  and 
Practical  Chemistry ; and  the  latter  Medical  Jurisprudence  and 
Toxicology.  The  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  summer 
session,  and  students  may  enter  for  them  at  any  period  during  their 
curriculum,  provided  that  those  going  in  for  the  junior  examination 
have  attended  only  one  course  of  each  of  the  subjects  connected  with 
it,  and  the  same  for  the  senior  examination.”  Midwifery  prizes : A first 
and  a second  prize,  with  certificates  of  proficiency,  are  awarded  to 
students  who  pass  three  written  examinations  during  the  session. 
Practical  Histology  prizes,  two  in  number,  are  awarded  for  the  most 
complete  sets  of  microscopical  preparations  made  in  the  Laboratory 
during  the  winter  session. 

Royal  Southern  Hospital. 

The  institution  contains  about  200  beds.  It  is  not  a medical  school, 
but  is  situated  within  convenient  walking  distance  of  the  Liverpool 
School  of  Medicine,  and  connected  by  its  staff  with  that  institution. 

Fees. — For  board,  &c.,  £15  15s.  per  quarter.  For  practice : Perpetual, 
£26  5s. ; one  year,  £10  10s. ; six  months,  £7  7s. ; three  months,  £4  4s. 
Either  the  medical  or  surgical  practice  may  be  taken  out  on  payment  of 
half  the  above  fees.  Dressers  and  clinical  clerks  are  regularly  appointed. 
“ There  is  a largely  attended  out-patients’  dressing  department,  open 
daily,  Sundays  excepted.  Special  instruction  is  given  in  the  children’s 
ward  in  Infantile  Diseases  ; and  in  addition  to  daily  Bedside  instruction 
in  the  wards,  lectures  upon  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery  are 
delivered  weekly.” 

Northern  Hospital. 

This,  like  the  above,  is  not  an  independent  medical  school,  but 
hospital  practice  may  be  taken  out  here. 

Fees.  — Twelve  months’  surgical  and  medical  practice,  £10  10s. : 
twelve  months’  medical  or  surgical  practice,  £5  5s.;  three  months' 
medical  or  surgical  practice,  £2  2s. ; practical  pharmacy,  £2  2s. 

3.  Birmingham. — Queen's  College. 

This  is  an  educational  body,  in  connection  with  the  London  Univer- 
sity. Students  may  enter  for  their  entire  medical  education  ; for  one 
or  more  courses ; or  to  prepare  for  Preliminary  Scientific  and  other 
examinations.  The  Arts  department  is  open  to  prepare  students  for  the 
Preliminary  and  Matriculation  examinations  of  the  Licensing  Bodies. 
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The  London  University  holds  a Matriculation  examination  at  the 
College  in  January  and  June  for  local  students.  Fee — £2. 

The  medical  tutor  instructs  the  junior  students  throughout  the 
winter  and  summer  sessions. 

Students  are  requested  to  take  notice  that  the  schedules  of  those  who  do  not 
regularly  attend  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  lectures  will  not  be  signed,  and  that 
the  certificates  of  diligent  dissections,  required  by  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons 
for  its  Primary  examination,  will  be  granted  to  those  students  only  whose 
knowledge  of  Anatomy  shall  satisfy  an  Examining  Board  which  meets  in 
January,  March,  June,  and  November.  There  are  also  test  examinations  for 
the  Second  examination  at  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  January,  March, 
June,  and  November,  and  no  student  will  be  allowed  to  present  himself  at  this 
Second  examination  who  has  not  satisfied  the  examiners  on  one  of  these 
occasions. 

Scholarships,  &c. — The  Sands  Cox  prize  of  £20  is  awarded  annually 
Candidates  must  have  completed  their  curriculum.  Subjects:  Medi- 
cine, Surgery,  Midwifery.  Ingleby  scholarships  : Two,  awarded  an- 
nually after  examination  in  Obstetric  Medicine  and  Surgery  and 
Diseases  of  Women  and  Children.  Candidates  must  have  completed 
two  years’  attendance  at  the  College.  Sydenham  scholarships : The 
regulations  prescribe : — 

(1)  One  or  more  scholarships  shall  be  awarded  annually  of  the  value  of 
30  guineas  each.  (2)  The  scholar  or  scholars  shall  be  elected  by  vote  of  the 
Council  of  the  College.  (3)  The  scholarships  shall  be  limited  to  the  orphan 
sons  of  legally  qualified  medical  men,  on  entrance  as  first  year’s  students  of  the 
College.  (4)  The  orphan  sons  of  former  students  of  the  Birmingham  Medical 
School  shall  have  priority  of  election.  (5)  No  Sydenham  scholars  shall  be 
elected  whose  age  exceeds  twenty-three  years  on  the  day  of  election.  (6)  The 
scholarships  shall  be  held  for  three  years  subject  to  good  behaviour,  and  one- 
third  of  the  scholarship  shall  be  paid  annually.  (7)  All  applications  for  a 
Sydenham  scholarship  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Warden  on  or  before  15th  Sep- 
tember in  each  year,  and  candidates  shall  be  required  to  furnish  such  evidence  of 
eligibility  as  he  considers  necessary. 

Queen’s  scholarships  : These  scholarships  are  thus  awarded : 

(1)  One  or  more  Queen’s  scholarships  shall  be  awarded  annually  of  the  value 
of  30  guineas.  (2)  These  scholarships  shall  be  awarded  by  the  Council  of  the 
College  to  the  student  who,  on  entrance  as  a first  year’s  medical  student,  shall 
pass  the  best  examinations  in  the  following  subjects .— Latin— translation  from 
one  of  the  following  authors— Virgil,  Cicero  ; Greek— translation  of  a passage 
from  Xenophon’s  “Anabasis;”  French  or  German— translation  ; Mathematics 

Elementary ; Chemistry  of  the  Metalloids ; Human  Osteology.  (3)  The 

examination  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  Ootober  in  each  year.  (4)  The 
Queen’s  scholarships  shall  be  open  only  to  the  sons  of  legally  qualified  medical 
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practitioners,  whose  age  on  the  day  of  examination  shall  not  exceed  twenty 
years,  and  the  sons  of  former  students  of  the  Birmingham  School  shall  cxteris 
paribus  be  preferred.  (5)  All  applications  for  admission  to  the  competition  for 
a Queen’s  scholarship  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Warden  of  the  College  on  or 
before  15th  September  in  each  year.  (6)  The  scholarships  shall  be  held  for 
three  years  subject  to  good  behaviour,  and  one-third  of  the  value  of  the  scholar- 
ships shall  be  paid  annually. 

Fees. — A composition  fee  of  £63  may  be  paid,  entitling  the  student  to 
the  full  courses  of  lectures  required  by  the  Colleges,  Societies,  and 
London  University.  This  composition  fee  may  either  be  paid  in  one 
sum  or  in  two  instalments,  one  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  and  the 
other  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year: — Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Medicine  (including  Pathology),  Surgery  (including  Pathology),  £6  6s- 
for  each  course ; Demonstrations  and  Dissections,  Chemistry,  Mid- 
wifery, £5  5s.  for  each  course;  Materia,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Botany, 
Practical  Chemistry,  £4  4s.  for  each  course.  The  following  courses  are 
not  included  in  the  composition  fee : Ophthalmic  Medicine  and  Sur- 
gery, Dental  Surgery,  Comparative  Anatomy,  £3  3s.  each  course. 
Preliminary  Scientific,  B.Sc.  and  other  examination  fees : Chemistry 
and  Natural  Philosophy,  Botany  (structural,  physiological,  and 
systematic),  Zoology  and  Comparative  Anatomy,  Mechanical  Philo- 
sophy, £10  10s.  for  the  four  courses,  payable  on  entry.  Bor  each  class 
singly,  £3  3s.  Every  student,  on  entering  at  the  College,  will  be 
required  to  deposit  £2  as  “ caution  money.”  The  balance  of  this  sum 
will  be  refunded  to  those  who  shall  have  paid  the  composition  fee,  and 
passed  a Pinal  examination  at  one  of  the  Examining  Boards.  A fee  of 
£1  Is.  will  also  have  to  be  paid  to  the  Library  fund.  The  above  are 
College  fees.  The  hospitals  in  connection  with  the  College  are  the 
General  and  the  Queen’s  Hospitals.  These  have  together  a total  of 
400  beds.  “ The  students  will  be  allotted  to  each  Hospital  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Clinical  Board,  so  that  every  student  shall  divide  his 
attendance  equally  between  the  two  Institutions.” 

The  Queen’s  Hospital. — Appointments  : Resident  Obstetric  Assistant, 
tenable  for  six  months  ; Resident  Dresser,  tenable  for  three  months. 

The  General  Hospital. — Appointments  : Resident  Medical  Assistancy, 
tenable  for  six  months  ; Resident  Surgical  Assistancy,  and  two  Resi- 
dent Dresserships,  tenable  for  the  same  period. 

Clinical  prizes. — The  following  are  given  annually : Senior  Medical 
prize,  for  third  or  fourth  year’s  men,  £5  5s. ; Senior  Surgical 
prize,  for  third  or  fourth  year’s  men,  £5  5s. ; Junior  Medical  prize  for 
first  and  second  years’  students,  £3  3s.;  Junior  Surgical  prize,  £3  3s.  -r 
Midwifery  prize  for  third  and  fourth  years’  men,  £4  4s. 
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Fee  for  Attendance  for  four  years  on  the  Medical  and  Surgical  prac- 
tice and  Clinical  lectures  of  both  Hospitals,  £42.  This  payment  may 
be  made  in  two  equal  sums,  one  on  entrance,  the  other  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  year.  One  year’s  attendance,  £21.  Six  months’,  £14. 

Class  prizes. — Medals  and  certificates  of  honour  are  awarded  annually 
in  each  class  after  examination.  University  scholarships,  &c.  : Students 
of  Queen’s  College  are  qualified  to  compete  for  all  scholarships,  gold 
medals,  and  other  prizes  offered  by  the  University  of  London,  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  and  the  Apothecaries’  Society. 

Text-boohs  Recommended. — For  College  of  Surgeons  examination : 
Medicine,  Roberts,  Fenwick’s  “ Medical  Diagnosis,”  Charteris ; Sur- 
gery, Holmes  ; Pathology,  Green ; Midwifery,  Playfair ; Physiology, 
Kirkes ; Materia  Medica,  Garrod ; Therapeutics,  Ringer,  Wood ; 
Anatomy,  Gray,  Ellis ; Chemistry,  Roscoe,  Odling ; Botany,  Bentley 
or  Thorne.  For  University  examinations  ; Medicine,  Aitkin,  Bristowe, 
Meineyer ; Surgical  Anatomy,  Ellis  and  Holden’s  Landmarks ; 
Pathology,  Billroth;  Midwifery,  Leisliman  and  Atthill  on  Diseases 
of  Women ; Physiology,  M.  Foster  or  Hermann  ; Anatomy,  Quain. 

All  students  will  be  required  to  attend  six  months  alternately  at  each  hospital, 
as  they  may  be  directed  by  the  Clinical  Board,  excepting  students  who  enter 
for  six  months  only,  who  will  be  allowed  to  choose  the  hospital  they  wish  to 
attend 

Several  of  the  Professors  of  the  College  are  prepared  to  receive  medical 
students  as  resident  pupils  or  boarders.  For  further  information  application 
may  be  made  to  the  Hon.  Sec.  to  the  Professors 

In  future,  at  the  close  of  the  winter  and  summer  session,  the  Dean  will  prepare 
a report  of  the  attendance,  general  conduct,  and  progress  of  each  student, 
which  will  be  forwarded  to  his  parent  or  guardian.  A copy  of  these  reports  will 
be  kept  for  future  reference. 

4.  Leeds. — Leeds  School  of  Medicine. 

Fees. — The  composition  fee,  entitling  the  student  to  attendance  upon 
all  the  courses  of  lectures  required  by  the  Licensing  Bodies,  is  forty- 
eight  guineas,  which  may  be  paid  in  one  sum  on  entrance,  or  twenty-five 
guineas  on  entrance,  and  twenty-five  guineas  at  the  expiration  of  twelve 
months.  Library  fee,  one  guinea.  Hospital  practice  fees : (1)  Medicalt 
One  summer  session,  £6  6s. ; one  winter  session,  £7  7s. ; twelve  months, 
£12  12s. ; eighteen  months,  £15  15s. ; three  years,  £21 ; perpetual, 
£26  5s.  (2)  Surgical : One  summer  session,  £6  6s. ; one  winter  session, 
£7  7s.;  twelve  months,  £12  12s.;  eighteen  months,  £15  15s.;  three 
years,  £21;  perpetual,  £26  5s.  Vaccination  fee,  £1  Is.  Total  cost: 
Eighteen  months’  medical  practice  and  three  years’  surgical  practice 
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are  required  by  the  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  so  that  from  the 
foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  cost  to  a student  for 
the  necessary  certificates  for  the  diploma  of  Member,  is,  at  the  Leeds 
School,  about  £90,  made  up  and  payable  as  follows : Either  School 
Composition  fee  (in  one  payment  on  entrance),  £50  8s.,  viz. : Hospital 
surgical  fee  (3  years),  £21 ; Hospital  medical  fee  (18  months),  £15  15s. ; 
entrance  fee,  £1  Is. ; vaccination  fee,  £1  Is. ; total,  £89  5s. ; or,  school 
composition  fee  in  two  payments  of  £26  5s.  each,  which,  with  the  other 
fees  as  above,  amount  to  £91  7s.  Fees  for  single  courses  of  lectures  : 
Medicine,  £5  5s. ; Surgery,  £5  5s. ; Physiology,  £6  6s. ; Practical 
Physiology,  £6  6s.;  Anatomy,  £6  6s.;  Chemistry,  £5  5s.;  Obstetric 
Medicine,  including  Diseases  of  Children,  £4  4s. ; Materia  Medica, 
£4  4s. ; Eorensic  Medicine  and  Toxicology,  £4  4s. ; Botany,  £4  4s. ; 
Practical  Chemistry,  £4  4s. ; Pathology,  £3  3s. ; Comparative  Anatomy, 
£2  2s.  The  entrance  fee,  the  fee  for  Yaccination,  that  for  Comparative 
Anatomy,  and  the  fees  for  Medical  and  for  Surgical  Hospital  Practice 
are  not  included  in  the  composition  fee,  and  are  payable  separately. 

Appointments. — A House  Surgeon  and  House  Physician  are  appointed 
from  time  to  time;  they  board  and  lodge  in  the  Infirmary.  Four 
Resident  Assistants  are  appointed  every  six  months  and  continue  in 
office  for  one  year.  Clinical  Clerkships  and  Dresserships  are  open  to  all 
senior  students  of  the  Infii'mary.  The  Leeds  Public  Dispensary,  the 
Leeds  Fever  Hospital,  and  the  West  Riding  Lunatic  Asylum,  Wakefield, 
each  has  Resident  Officers  who  are  generally  chosen  from  among  the 
students  of  the  Leeds  School. 

Scholarships,  &c. — The  Hardwick  Scholarship  in  Clinical  Medicine, 
value  £10.  Candidates  must  be  students  of  the  Leeds  School 
and  have  completed  their  first  year’s  course.  They  must  either  have 
served  or  be  serving  the  office  of  clinical  clerk.  The  scholarship  is 
given  for  medical  reports.  The  Surgeons’  Clinical  prizes : Three  of  £8, 
£5,  and  £3,  in  money,  are  given  annually  by  the  Surgical  Officers  of  the 
Infii’mary.  The  conditions  are  the  same  as  those  for  the  Hardwick. 
The  Thorpe  prize  in  Forensic  Medicine : This  is  of  £10  value,  and  is 
awarded  at  the  close  of  each  summer  session,  “ in  one  or  two  sums,” 
subject  to  preceding  regulations,  which  are  announced  as  they  are  made. 
Competitive  Class  examinations  : At  the  close  of  each  session  competitive 
examinations  are  held,  when  silver  and  bronze  medals,  books  and  certi- 
ficates of  honour,  are  awarded  according  to  merit,  but  in  no  case  will 
prizes  be  awarded  unless  a reasonable  standard  of  merit  has  been 
attained. 

5.  Sheffield. — Sheffield  School  of  Medicine. 

Fees. — Physiology,  first  course,  £3  3s. — second  course,  £2  2s . ; Anatomy 
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(including  demonstrations),  first  course,  £4  4s. — second  course,  £2  2s. ; 
Practice  of  Medicine,  first  course, £4  4s. — second  course,  £2  2s.;  Practice 
•of  Surgery,  £4  4s. ; Chemistry,  £4  4s. ; Midwifery  and  Diseases  of 
Women,  £3  3s. ; Materia  Medica,  £3  3s. ; Medical  Jurisprudence,  £3  3s. ;

The  Sheffield  Infirmary  and  the  Sheffield  Public  Hospital  and 
Dispensary  are  in  connection  with  the  Medical  School ; the  Jessop 
Hospital  for  Diseases  of  Women  is  also  connected  with  the  last-named 
institution.  Students  may  take  out  their  medical  and  surgical  practice 
either  at  the  Infirmary  or  the  Public  Hospital.  The  fees  are  : General 
Infirmary,  perpetual  medical  practice,  £15  15s. : perpetual  surgical 
practice,  £21 ; twelve  months’  medical  and  surgical  practice,  £10  10s. 
•each ; six  months’  medical  and  surgical  practice,  £6  6s.  each.  Sheffield 
Public  Hospital:  The  fees  are  the  same  as  those  at  the  Infirmary. 
Information  regarding  the  Jessop  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  Women  will 
■be  supplied  on  application  made  to  the  Secretary  or  one  of  the  medical 
•officers. 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  session  in  the  various 
subjects  of  study,  and  prizes  are  awarded  of  £5  value  and  under. 

The  usual  dresserships  and  clerkships,  &c.,  are  open  to  students. 
Further  information  may  be  obtained  by  addressing  the  Secretary  of 
the  School.  Correspondents  should  state  clearly  what  it  is  they  desire 
to  know,  and  if  the  information  is  not  in  the  prospectus,  it  will  be  sent 
by  letter. 

6.  Bristol. — Bristol  Medical  School. 

Fees. — Chemistry,  Physiology,  Anatomy,  Medicine,  Surgery,  £5  5s. 
for  each  course ; Midwifeiy  and  Comparative  Anatomy,  £4  4s.  for  each 
course;  Botany,  Practical  Physiology,  Practical  Chemistry,  Materia 
Medica,  Practical  Surgery,  Operative  Surgery,  Pathology,  and  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  £3  3s.  for  each  course ; for  two  courses  of  Practical 
Surgery  and  Operative  Surgery,  £5  5s.;  Hygiene,  £2  2s.  for  each 
course.  Medical  tutor’s  fee : Anatomical  and  Physiological  students  are 
required  to  pay  this  officer  £2  2s.  per  annum.  Practical  Anatomy : 
Students,  not  members  of  the  Anatomical  Class,  may  dissect  on  pay- 
ment of  a fee  of  £3  3s.  per  session  in  addition  to  the  fee  for  the  medical 
tutor.  Composition  fee  : The  payment  of  sixty  guineas  entitles  the 
student  to  the  full  courses  of  lectures  required  by  the  Examining  Bodies 
and  to  instruction  by  the  medical  tutor,  for  two  courses. 
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Should  any  student  fail  to  attend  any  course  with  sufficient  regularity,  unless 
from  illness  or  other  cause  deemed  satisfactory,  he  will  have  to  attend  again, 
and  to  pay  the  fee  for  such  course  beyond  what  he  has  already  paid  in  the  com- 
position fee. 


The  composition  fee  may  he  paid  in  one  snm  on  entrance,  or  in  two 
instalments,  one  of  40  guineas  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  session,  and 
one  of  20  guineas  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  session.

Appointments. — Dresserships  ; Students  are  appointed  after  the  first 
year  of  study.  ^Resident  dresserships : These  are  appointed  to  reside 
in  the  hospital  in  weekly  rotation.  They  have  the  charge  of  all  casualties 
under  the  supervision  of  the  resident  medical  officer.  Clinical  cleric- 
ships  : Students  are  appointed  to  clinical  clerkships  in  their  third  and 
fourth  years  of  study.  The  clinical  clerks  alone  have  the  privilege  of 
keeping  the  case  books  and  visiting  the  wards  by  themselves,  and  they 
receive  special  clinical  instruction.  Pathological  clerkships  : A patho- 
logical clerk  is  appointed  every  four  months  ; it  is  his  duty  to  assist  at 
the  post-mortem  examinations.  Obstetric  clerkships:  Holders  of  these 
have  the  privilege  of  keeping  the  case-books  and  assisting  at  opera- 
tions and  examinations  of  patients. 
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Prizes. Suple’s  Medical  prize : A gold  medal  of  the  value  of  £5  5s- 

and  £7  7s.  in  money  is  awarded  annually  after  examination.  The 
examination  embraces  Pathology,  Clinical  and  Theoretical  Medicine, 
&c.  Suple’s  Swgical  prize  corresponds  in  value  and  character  to  the 
medical  one  described  above ; the  examination  is  surgical.  Clarice  s 
prize : “ The  interest  of  £500  bequeathed  by  the  late  Henry  Clarke, 
Consulting  Surgeon  to  the  Infirmary,  will  be  given  annually  to  the 
most  successful  student  of  the  third  year  at  the  examinations  held  at 
the  Medical  School,  provided  he  has  attended  his  hospital  practice  at 
the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary,  and  can  produce  certificates  of  good 
moral  character.”  Tibbit’s  Memorial  prize  : The  interest  of  £315  is 
offered  annually  for  competition  in  the  subject  of  Practical  Surgery. 
Crosby  Leonard’s  prize : The  interest  of  £300  is  awarded  annually  in 
September  to  the  third  year’s  student  who  shall  furnish  the  best 
written  reports  of  ten  surgical  cases  (not  being  those  taken  for  the 
Suple  Surgical  prize)  occurring  in  the  wards.  Pathological  prize : The 
pathological  clerk  at  the  expiration  of  his  duties  will  receive  an 
honorarium  of  £3  3s. 

Bristol  General  Hospital. 

This  institution  is  in  connection  with  the  School  of  Medicine. 

Scholarships,  &c. — Martyn  Memorial  entrance  scholarship,  of  the 
value  of  £20,  is  awarded  annually  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter  session 
after  a competition  in  the  subjects  of  general  education.  Clarke 
scholarship  : This  is  of  the  value  of  £15,  and  is  awarded  annually 
after  an  examination  in  surgery.  Sanders  scholarship  : The  interest 
of  £500  is  awarded  annually  at  the  end  of  the  winter  session  after 
examination  in  the  subjects  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Diseases  of 
Women. 

The  Lady  Haber  field  prize  consists  of  the  interest  of  £1000,  and  is 
awarded  annually  after  examination  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Diseases 
of  Women. 

The  Martyn  Memorial  scholarship  and  the  Lady  Haberfield  prize,  when  not 
awarded  as  above,  are  available  for  the  remuneration  of  a museum  curator,  to 
be  appointed  from  amongst  the  students  after  a competitive  examination  in 
subjects  bearing  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Clinical  clerks  : “ While  ordinary  pupils  enter  to  the  general  practice 
and  accompany  the  physicians  on  their  usual  visits,  students  who 
become  clinical  clerks,  besides  this,  place  themselves  under  one 
physician,  from  whom  they  receive  private  instruction  in  the  practice 
of  medicine.  The  clinical  clerks  alone  have  the  privilege  of  recording 
cases  and  visiting  the  wards  by  themselves.”  Dressers  reside  in  the 
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Hospital  in  rotation,  and  are  boarded  free  of  expense.  Obstetric  clerics 
•are  appointed  for  three  months.  Resident  Hospital  pupils  : Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  reception  of  resident  pupils,  who  will  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  house  surgeon. 

Fees. — Medical  or  Surgical  practice — six  months,  £6 ; one  year,  £10 ; 
perpetual,  £20 ; extra  fee  for  clinical  clerk  or  dresser,  £5  5s.  for  six 
months;  extra  fee  for  obstetric  clerk,  £3  3s.  for  three  months  ; Library, 
£1  Is.  per  annum.  Resident  pupils  pay  for  board,  lodging,  and  wash- 
ing, £100  for  the  first  year,  and  £60  for  each  subsequent  year,  or  for  an 
apprenticeship  of  five  years — £260. 

For  Medical  Branches  op  General  Science. 

Durham. — College  of  Physical  Science  ( University  of  Durham). 

Medical  students  may  attend  the  courses  of  instruction  in  Chemistry 
and  Natural  History.  Chemistry,  fee  for  the  session — from  October  to 
April — £5  5s. ; Practical  Chemistry,  fee  per  term  for  six  days  weekly, 
£5  5s. ; for  three  days  weekly,  £3  3s. ; for  one  day  weekly,  £1  Is. 

Students  are  required  to  provide  themselves  on  entry  with  a regulation  set  of 
apparatus  for  analysis,  which  may  be  obtained  on  loan  from  the  laboratory 
store  rooms.  All  apparatus  so  obtained  must  be  returned  or  replaced  before 
the  student  ceases  to  attend.  Other  apparatus  may  also  be  borrowed,  the 
borrower  being  responsible  for  its  safety  until  returned. 

All  re-agents,  &e.,  are  provided  by  the  College,  with  the  exception  of  gold, 
silver,  and  platinum  salts. 

Text  Boohs. — Roscoe’s  “Chemistry,”  Miller’s  “Inorganic  Chemis- 
try,” Fowne’s  “ Chemistry.” 

Natural  History. — The  course  treats  of  “Elements  of  Human  Ana- 
tomy and  Physiology  received  as  furnishing  the  highest  types  of 
animal  life;  the  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Animal  Kingdom, 
from  the  lowest  form  of  life  up  to  man.” 

Vegetable  Organography  and  Physiology.  Fee — £3  3s.  Text  boohs : 
Huxley’s  “ Physiology,”  Nicholson’s  “ Elements  of  Biology,”  Nichol- 
son’s “Advanced  Textbook  of  Zoology,”  and  Oliver’s  “Elements  of 
Botany.”  “ This  course  is  recognised  by  the  Court  of  Examiners  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England  as  satisfying  their  requirements 
in  Comparative  Anatomy  for  the  Fellowship  examinations.” 

Courses  are  also  given  in  Physics,  &c. ; the  particulars  will  be  found 
in  the  companion  volume  to  the  present  one,  “ Degrees  in  Aids,”  &c. 
(L.  Upcott  Gill,  170,  Strand,  London). 

The  Alder  scholarship,  tenable  for  one  year,  is  awarded  in  June  to 
the  student  in  Natural  History  of  not  less  than  three  terms’  standing 
’■who  passes  the  best  examination,  theoretical  and  practical,  in  the 
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subject  mentioned.  “The  successful  candidate  will  be  required  to 
pursue  some  special  branch  of  Natural  History  while  attending  the 
lectures  of  the  Professor  of  Natural  History  at  the  College  of  Physical 
Science.” 

Frizes  are  awarded  in  the  various  classes. 

County  Hospitals. 

Bedfordshire. — General  Infirmary.  — Pupils  of  medical  men 
practicing  in  or  near  Bedford  are  admitted  as  out  pupils  of  the  In- 
firmary on  payment  of  £5  5s.  for  the  first  and  £3  3s.  for  every  succeed- 
ing year.  Pupils  must  attend  at  the  hours  appointed  for  going  round 
the  wards,  and  they  are  not  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Infirmary  unless 
employed  under  orders,  or  during  the  time  the  medical  officers  shall  be 
themselves  attending  the  patients.  A pupil  may  be  dismissed  for  mis- 
behaviour, in  which  case  the  fee  paid  by  him  will  be  retained. 

Berkshire. — Boyal  Berkshire  Hospital,  Beading. — The  regulations 
prescribe : 

Each  physician  and  surgeon  shall  be  allowed  to  have  two  pupils,  who  shall 
be  authorised  to  see  the  practice  of  their  several  principals,  but  not  the  prac- 
tice of  other  medical  officers,  except  by  permission.  No  pupil  shall  prescribe  or 
operate,  unless  by  an  order  of  the  physician  or  surgeon.  The  pupils  of  the 
hospital  and  the  pupils  of  the  operating  surgeon  only  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
assisting  at  an  operation,  and  except  by  the  consent  of  the  operating  surgeon, 
the  other  pupils  and  visitors  shall  occupy  situations  behind  the  bar.  Each  pupil 
shall  be  entitled  to  a certificate  of  his  attendance  on  the  practice  of  the 
Hospital.  In  the  absence  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons,  the  pupils  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  house  surgeons,  but  should  either  of  them  be  found' 
in  any  instance  to  aot  in  opposition  to  the  established  discipline  of  the  Hospital, 
the  Board  shall  have  power  to  suspend  for  a limited  time,  or  wholly  prohibit  the' 
future  attendance  of  such  pupil. 

There  are  no  fees  payable  to  the  Hospital.  Intending  students  must 
mate  private  arrangements  with  one  of  the  medical  officers. 

Cornwall. — Cornwall  Boyal  Infirmary,  Truro. — Only  one  pupil  is 
taken  in  this  institution ; the  fee  is  £100.  Full  particulars  may  be  had 
by  addressing  the  Secretary. 

Cumberland. — Cumberland  Infirmary,  Carlisle. — The  following 
rules  relate  to  the  pupils  : 

Pupils  shall  be  admitted  by  the  Committee  on  such  terms  of  payment  as  the 
Committee  shall  fix. 

In-door  pupils  shall  reside  at  the  Infirmary  ; out-door  pupils  shall  visit  the 
Infirmary  only  at  suoh  hours  as  the  medical  officers  shall  approve.  The  pupils^ 
shall  be  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  medical  officers. 
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In-door  pupils  shall  not  be  absent  from  the  Infirmary  without  leave  from  the 
house  surgeon. 

The  pupils  shall  asssist  the  house  surgeon  in  the  wards,  in  the  dressings  of 
"both  in  and  out  patients,  and  shall  carry  out  the  directions  of  the  medical 
officers. 

Derbyshire. — The  Infirmary,  Derby. — The  pupils  of  the  medical 
officers  of  the  institution  are  entitled  to  attend  the  practice  of 
the  Infirmary  gratuitously;  the  pupils  of  other  practitioners  (by 
preference)  or  independent  students  (on  producing  satisfactory 
references)  will  be  allowed  to  attend  the  practice  of  the  Infirmary  on 
payment  of  £5  5s.  for  one  year.  These  two  latter  classes  of  students 
are  termed  “ walking  pupils.” 

Denbighshire. — Denbighshire  Infirmary.  — The  terms  for  pupils 
are,  for  three  years’  residence,  with  board,  &c.,  £25  a year.  The  duties 
•are  dispensing  and  helping  the  house  surgeon  in  his  general  duties. 

Devonshire. — Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital. — Pupils  of  the  Physicians 
•and  Surgeons:  Every  pupil  must  be  introduced  by  a physician  or 
•surgeon  of  the  Hospital.  The  pupils  have  to  dress  the  patients  and 
assist  in  dispensing;  they  must  finish  their  duties  by  half -past  one 
o’clock.  The  surgeon  of  the  week  appoints  one  pupil  as  resident  pupil 
for  the  week.  The  student  selected  boards  in  the  hospital,  and  is  not 
allowed  to  be  absent  from  this  institution  between  the  hours  of  half- 
past nine  in  the  morning  and  sis  in  the  evening  without  the  consent  of 
the  house  surgeon.  In  cases  of  accident  or  emergency,  pupils  residing 
within  a reasonable  distance  may  be  summoned  to  give  assistance. 

The  senior  pupils  of  the  teachers  of  Anatomy  shall  be  allowed  free  access  to 
the  Anatomical  Museum  and  Dissecting  Boom  at  all  reasonable  times,  and  also 
"the  junior  pupils  in  Anatomy  shall  be  admitted  to  assist,  if  requisite,  when  any 
■dissections  or  lectures  are  proceeding ; the  other  pupils  shall  have  access  thereto, 
subject,  however,  in  all  cases,  to  the  general  laws  and  discipline  of  the  House  .... 
When  any  pupil  shall  leave  the  institution,  such  a certificate  of  merit  as  his 
■general  conduct  shall  appear  to  deserve  shall  be  delivered  to  him  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Weekly  Board  for  the  day,  engrossed  on  parchment  by  the  Secretary, 
and  such  certificate  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Register  of  Pupils. 

Pupils  of  the  House  Surgeon : Two  resident  pupils  are  received ; any 
number  of  non-resident  pupils  may  be  admitted  according  to  the 
discretion  of  tbe  Weekly  Board.  The  terms  are  fixed  by  the  same 
authority.  The  pupils  of  the  house  surgeon  must  be  in  readiness  to 
attend  on  the  physicians  in  the  Hospital,  should  they  be  required  to  do 
so.  They  have  the  same  privileges  with  regard  to  attendance  on  the 
practice  of  the  Hospital,  the  Museum,  lectures,  and  dissections  as  the 
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•other  pupils,  but  they  are  not  allowed  to  dress  the  patients  unless 
desired  to  do  so  by  a physician  or  surgeon,  or  by  the  house  surgeon. 

They  shall  he  considered  as  more  especially  attached  to  the  medical  department 
during  the  earlier  part  of  their  attendance,  but  shall  be  entitled  to  witness  the 
full  surgical,  as  well  as  medical  practice,  during  the  whole  of  their  time.  One 
or  both  of  them  may,  by  the  special  consent  of  the  Weekly  Board  and  house 
surgeon,  become  at  any  time  dresser  to  a surgeon.  When  any  pupil  quits  the 
institution,  such  a certificate  of  merit  as  his  general  conduct  shall  appear  to 
have  deserved  shall  be  delivered  to  him  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Weekly  Board, 
engrossed  on  parchment  by  the  Secretary,  and  such  certificate  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  Register  of  Pupils. 

South  Devon  Hospital,  Plymouth.  — The  medical  officers  of  this 
institution  receive  pupils  for  100  guineas  per  annum.  Tbe  latter  bave 
the  privilege  of  attending  tbe  practice  of  tbe  Hospital  without  further 
charge,  and  also  that  of  tbe  Eye  Infirmary. 

Dorsetshire.  — Dorset  County  Hospital.  — Medical  pupils  are 
permitted  to  attend  tbe  practice  of  tbe  Hospital,  but  must  give  a dona- 
tion of  £10,  or  a subscription  of  £2  2s.  per  annum. 

Gloucestershire. — Gloucester  General  Infirma/ry. — Tbe  rules  of 
this  institution  set  forth  : 

The  Committee  may,  at  them  discretion,  admit,  either  as  resident  or  non- 
resident pupils  of  the  Infirmary,  such  persons  as  shall  be  recommended  in  the 
manner  mentioned  hereafter.  Every  pupil  must  be  recommended  by  one  of  the 
physicians  or  one  of  the  surgeons  of  the  Infirmary,  and  if  accepted  by  the 
Committee  he  shall  thereupon  be  admitted,  and  his  name  and  the  name  of  his 
recommender  shall  be  entered  in  a register,  to  be  kept  by  the  Secretary. 

In  the  register  kept  for  entering  the  admission  of  pupils  any  observations  on 
their  conduct  which  the  Committee  may  on  any  special  occasion  see  fit  to  record 
shall  also  be  entered.  Every  non-resident  pupil  shall  pay  ,£10  to  the  treasurer 
for  the  first  half  year,  and  he  shall,  for  every  subsequent  half-year,  or  portion  of 
a half-year,  during  his  continuance  on  the  register,  pay  a further  sum  of  ,£10. 
All  such  payments  to  be  made  in  advance.  Every  resident  pupil  shall  be  found 
board  and  lodging  in  the  house,  and  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  for  every  half- 
year  or  portion  of  a half-year  during  which  he  shall  be  resident  ,£39  16s.  All 
such  payments  to  be  made  in  advance.  The  pupils  shall  behave  respectfully  to 
the  officers  of  the  institution  and  with  propriety  to  the  patients,  and  shall  be 
obedient  to  the  medical  and  surgical  officers,  and  to  the  house  surgeon,  and  shall 
conform  in  all  things  to  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  house  and  to  the  regulations 
that  shall  be  laid  down  for  their  conduct.  When  any  pupil  shall  leave  the 
institution,  such  a certificate  of  merit  as  his  general  conduct  shall  appear  to 
deserve  shall  be  delivered  to  him  by  the  Chairman  of  Committee,  and  such 
•certificate  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Register  of  Pupils.  On  complaint  and  proof 
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of  any  pupil’s  improper  behaviour  in  the  house,  or  disobedience  of  rules,  the- 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  prohibit  his  future  attendance,  if  he  is  a non- 
resident pupil,  or  to  dismiss  him  if  he  is  a resident  pupil.  Any  sums  paid  by,  or 
due  from,  such  pupils  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Infirmary. 

A fee  of  5 guineas  for  every  year’s  attendance,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
is  payable  to  the  house  surgeon. 

Hampshire. — Royal  South  Hants  Infirmary,  Southampton. — The 
house  surgeon  has  charge  of  the  pupils.  No  student  is  admitted  as  a 
pupil  until  he  has  passed  a Preliminary  examination  entitling  him  to  be 
registered  in  the  books  of  the  General  Medical  Council.  All  pupils  are 
entitled  to  attend  the  practice  of  the  Infirmary  and  to  be  instructed  for 
three  months  in  dispensing. 

The  fees  for  all  pupils,  to  be  paid  on  admission  to  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  be  £5  5s.  for  six  months,  and  £10  10s.  for  a perpetual  ticket.  At  the 
expiration  of  a six  months’  ticket  a pupil  may,  on  payment  of  an  additional 
£5  5s.,  obtain  a perpetual  ticket.  The  son  of  a member  of  the  medioal  or 
surgical  staff  shall  be  admitted  a perpetual  pupil  on  payment  of  £5  5s. 

Every  pupil  is  employed  during  the  first  three  months  in  the- 
dispensary.  At  the  termination  of  this  period  the  house  surgeon 
satisfies  himself  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  pupil  to  dispense.  Having 
finished  their  dispensing,  pupils  may  act  as  clinical  clerks  and  dressers. 
Pupils  are  recommended  to  attend  the  afternoon  lectures  on  science 
subjects  at  the  Hartley  Institution. 

Royal  Hants  County  Hospital,  Winchester. — Resident  pupils  are 
received  at  the  rate  of  £100  per  annum.  There  is  a good  dispensary,  in 
which  instruction  is  given  in  Chemistry  and  Dispensing.  Ample 
opportunities  are  afforded  for  acquiring  a practical  knowledge  of 
surgical  dressing.  There  is  a good  library,  and  finally,  the  hospital 
possesses  an  operating  theatre,  which  is  frequently  used. 

Kent.  — General  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital.  — The  Hospital 
contains  102  beds.  Pupils  of  the  medical  officers  are  admitted  to  the 
practice  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  use  of  the  library  of  the  East  Kent 
and  Canterbury  Medical  Society  for  £7  7s. 

Leicestershire. — Leicester  Infirmary. — Resident  pupils  are  not 
received  here,  but  out-door  pupils  are  occasionally  taken  on  special 
agreement.  There  are  a resident  dresser  and  a clinical  clerk ; these  are 
generally  senior  students  from  the  London  medical  schools,  and  who 
enter  from  April  to  October,  without  payment  of  fees.  Particulars 
respecting  these  appointments  may  be  had  on  application  to  the 
Secretary. 

Norfolk. — Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. — The  physicians  and 
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surgeons  are  allowed  to  adroit  pupils  to  the  practice  of  the  Hospital, 
“but  no  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  prescribe  in  any  case  or  perform 
any  operation.  The  surgeons’  pupils  may  be  summoned  to  accidents 
and  consultations,  and  shall  have  liberty  to  dress  the  patients  under 
the  directions  of  their  respective  masters,  and  such  patients  shall  be 
dressed  by  1 p.m.”  The  house  surgeon  is  allowed  to  have  a pupil,  to  be 
boarded  in  the  house,  and  with  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment, and  other  pupils  for  whose  board  he  shall  pay  at  a rate  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Board  of  Management.  He  is  also  allowed  two  out-door  pupils. 
The  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Management  must  be  obtained  before  the 
indentures  of  any  pupil  are  signed;  and  in  the  case  of  misconduct,  the 
Board  may  dismiss  such  pupils.  The  senior  pupil  of  the  house  surgeon, 
in  the  absence  of  the  latter  and  of  the  matron,  has  charge  of  the 
hospital. 

Northamptonshire.  — General  Infirmary,  Northampton.  — Out- 
pupils  are  received  at  this  institution  on  payment  of  a fee  of  £25  per 
annum.  They  have  ample  opportunities  of  witnessing  medical  and 
surgical  practice,  more  especially  the  latter,  and  they  are  instructed  in 
Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  and  Practical  Pharmacy.  Some  of  the  staff 
receive  pupils  to  board  and  reside  in  their  houses. 

Northumberland.  — Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Infirmary. — There  are 
two  resident  clinical  clerks,  four  resident  dressers,  and  four  non-resident 
dressers.  Each  clinical  clerk  is  attached  to  two  physicians,  each 
resident  dresser  is  attached  to  one  surgeon,  and  each  non-resident 
dresser  to  one  assistant  surgeon.  The  clinical  clerks  are  appointed  for 
six  months,  and  are  eligible  for  re-election;  they  are  provided  with 
apartments  and  board  free.  The  resident  dressers  are  also  provided 
with  apartments  and  board ; it  is  part  of  their  duty  to  assist  at  the 
post-mortems.  They  also  are  appointed  for  six  months.  There  are 
out-door  pupils  in  connection  with  this  Infirmary.  These  are  the  pupils 
of  the  medical  officers,  together  with  “ such  other  medical  students  as 
may  desire  to  attend  the  medical  and  surgical  practice  of  the  hospital.” 
The  former  are  admitted  free,  the  latter  “ on  payment  of  such  fees  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  Medical  Board.” 

Nottinghamshire. — General  Hospital,  Nottingham. — Pupils  must 
be  introduced  to  the  Hospital  by  a member  of  the  staff.  Pee,  £10  10s. 
per  annum.  There  are  no  resident  pupils. 

Shropshire. — Salop  Infirmary,  Shrewsbury. — Dressers  and  pupils, 
non-resident,  are  allowed  by  the  authorities.  The  arrangements  are 
made  with  one  of  the  medical  staff ; the  fee  is  about  £15  15s. 

Somersetshire. — Royal  United  Hospital,  Bath. — Pupils  can  enter  at 
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the  Hospital  for  six  or  twelve  months.  The  Hospital  contains  120  beds  ; 
it  is  licensed  for  dissections,  but  scarcely  any  have  taken  place  of  late 
years.  Pupils  entering  for  medical  or  surgical  practice  are  required  to 
visit  the  wards  with  the  house  surgeon  or  resident  medical  officer  every 
morning,  and  to  see  the  out-patients  with  the  physicians  or  surgeons. 
A museum  is  attached  to  the  Hospital,  containing  specimens  both  in 
Pathology  and  Comparative  Anatomy.  There  are  no  resident  pupils. 
The  terms  for  attending  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  only  are  £10  10s. 
for  twelve  months,  and  £5  5s.  for  six  months  or  less. 

Staffordshire. — Staffordshire  General  Infirmary. — The  rule  re- 
specting medical  instruction  is  : 

That  the  apprentices  of  medical  practitioners  resident  in  the  county  of 
Stafford  be  allowed  to  witness  the  medical  and  surgical  practice  of  the  Infirmary, 
and  to  be  present  at  operations,  under  the  denomination  of  “ walking  pupils 
the  apprentices  of  the  officers  of  the  institution  to  be  admitted  to  these  privi- 
leges gratuitously,  those  of  other  practitioners  on  the  payment  of  ,£10  10s.  to 
the  funds  of  the  charity ; and  that  the  assistants  of  any  medical  practitioner, 
having  served  a regular  apprenticeship,  shall  be  admitted  on  the  payment  of 
.£5  5s.  annually. 

That  they  be  admitted  for  this  purpose  at  such  times  only  as  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  medical  officers  for  receiving  and  visiting  their  patients  ; that 
they  on  no  account  visit  the  wards,  except  in  attendance  upon  the  medical 
officers  ; and  that  they  leave  the  house  as  soon  as  the  medical  gentleman  whom 
they  attend  has  seen  all  his  patients. 

Sussex. — Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton. — Each  physician  and 
surgeon  of  the  Hospital  is  allowed  to  have  two  out-pupils,  who  possess 
tbe  privilege  of  attending  tbe  hospital  practice.  Resident  pupils  are 
received  for  any  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  on  payment  of  a sum 
not  exceeding  £84  per  annum.  This  amount  is  to  be  paid  quarterly 
and  in  advance.  Other  medical  students  may  be  admitted  to  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Hospital  “ for  any  period  not  exceeding  two  years  on 
payment  of  not  more  than  £21  each.  Any  such  student  may,  at 
the  expiration  of  the  above-named  period  of  study,  be  allowed  to  con- 
tinue as  a pupil  of  the  Hospital  for  a further  period  on  payment  of  not 
less  than  £10  10s.  per  annum.”  No  out-pupil  is  allowed  to  remain  in 
the  Hospital  after  the  physicians  and  surgeons  have  left  it  without 
permission  of  the  house  surgeon.  Out-pupils  who  have  shown  them- 
selves diligent  in  their  hospital  attendance  receive  certificates  to 
that  effect  from  the  Hospital  authorities.  All  pupils  are  under  the 
control  and  direction  of  the  house  surgeon ; they  are  not  allowed  to 
prescribe  for  any  patient  except  by  the  direct  order  of  a physician  or 
surgeon  of  the  Hospital.  No  pupil  is  allowed  to  enter  the  wards 
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except  in  the  company  of  a physician  or  surgeon,  or  that  of  the 
house  surgeon,  or  by  the  direction  of  one  of  these. 

Wiltshire. — The  Salisbury  Infirmary. — The  rule  as  to  medical  in- 
struction is : 

Each  surgeon  shall  he  allowed  at  all  times  to  introduce  his  own  bond  fide 
apprentices,  who  shall  have  the  benefit  of  all  the  practice  of  the  Infirmary  with- 
out any  payment  to  the  Infirmary  ; and  each  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  one  pupil  gratis,  and  the  further  privilege 
of  introducing  two  other  pupils  who  shall  have  the  like  benefit,  on  payment  by 
each  pupil  of  the  sum  of  J>50  to  the  Infirmary  funds ; but  in  every  case  the 
name  of  such  pupil  and  apprentice  shall  be  previously  stated  to  the  Committee 
of  Management,  and  their  sanction  to  his  attendance  shall  be  obtained.  No 
apprentice  or  pupil  shall  in  any  case  perform  any  principal  operation,  nor  shall 
any  pupil  dress  the  patients  but  under  the  direction  of  one  of  the  surgeons. 

This  is  an  institution  where  nurses  are  trained  and  ladies  are  in- 
structed (see  Appendix). 

Staffordshire. — Wolverhampton  and  Staffordshire  General  Hos- 
pital.— Out-pupils  are  admitted  to  the  practice  of  this  institution ; no 
pupils  reside  in  the  Hospital.  Fees : Six  months,  £6  6s. ; twelve 
months,  £10  10s. ; perpetual,  £21.  Many  medical  men  of  the  town 
receive  pupils  to  reside  with  them ; some  of  the  former  being  members 
of  the  Hospital  staff. 

Worcestershire. — Worcester  General  Infirmary. — The  rules  set 
forth : 

Each  physician  and  surgeon  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  any  number  of  pupils 
he  thinks  proper,  to  see  the  medical  and  surgical  practice  of  the  Infirmary,  such 
pupils  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  physician  or  surgeon  to  whom  they  may  be 
respectively  apprenticed,  while  such  physician  or  surgeon  is  present  at  the 
Infirmary,  but  at  all  other  times  such  pupils  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
house  surgeon,  who,  upon  any  misconduot  on  the  part  of  any  pupil,  shall  have 
full  power  to  report  the  matter  to  the  medical  staff,  and,  if  necessary,  to  the 
House  Committee. 

Yorkshire. — The  York  County  Hospital. — The  bouse  surgeon  is 
allowed  to  receive  a pupil,  and  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  is  open  to 
pupils  of  the  medical  officers.  For  particulars  address  the  Treasurer, 
at  York. 

Medical  Schools  in  Ireland. 

Dublin. — Roman  Catholic  University  of  Ireland  School  of  Medicine 
(Cecilia -street,  Dame-street). 

This  University  does  not  grant  degrees  in  Medicine.  The  school  is 
similar  to  one  of  the  ordinary  hospital  medical  schools.  The  following 
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particulars  are  taken  from  the  prospectus  ; further  information  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Medical  Registrar  : 

To  gentlemen  about  to  study  medicine,  the  following  are  some  of  the  advan- 
tages offered  by  this  institution.  The  School  of  Medicine,  Cecilia-street,  is  in  a 
central  situation,  within  a few  minutes’  walk  of  the  Catholic  University  Build- 
ings, Stephen’s  Green,  and  of  the  principal  hospitals  of  the  city.  It  includes  a 
complete  Chemical  Laboratory,  in  which  students  are  instructed  in  Practical 
Chemistry,  and  a Students’  Library,  well  supplied  with  medical  books  and 
periodicals.  The  certificates  of  attendance  on  lectures  at  this  school  qualify 
for  all  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Licensing  Bodies  in  the  United  Kingdom,  in- 
cluding the  Royal  Irish  University,  which  will  afford  direct  facilities  to  students 
of  this  School  for  receiving  degrees.  Tutorial  classes  in  the  subjects  required 
for  all  diploma  and  degree  examinations  are  held  daily  in  the  school.  Attend- 
ance at  these  classes,  although  optional,  is  found  to  be  highly  advantageous  to 
all  students,  who  are  therefore  recommended  to  join  them  at  the  beginning  of 
the  professional  course.  The  fee  for  each  course  is  <£3  3s.,  except  Dissections 
and  Practical  Chemistry,  for  each  of  which  the  fee  is  £5  5s.,  and  Pathology  and 
Natural  Philosophy,  which  are  free.  A reduction  of  one-sixth  is  made  to  per- 
petual pupils  paying  the  entire  of  their  fees  in  advance,  or  in  two  instalments  at 
the  commencement  of  the  first  and  of  the  second  years  of  their  studies  respec- 
tively. The  cost  of  all  professional  school  lectures  and  courses  required  for 
the  Surgical  Diploma  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Ireland,  is  £68  5s.,  or 
to  perpetual  pupils,  £56  17s.  6d.  ; London,  £50  8s.;  and  Edinburgh,  £47  5s.; 
Perpetual  Library  fee  (optional),  £1  Is.  Scholars  of  the  University  who  Bhall 
have  complied  with  the  published  conditions  (vide)  are  entitled  to  free  lectures. 
Parents  and  guardians  are  recommended  to  forward  all  fees  for  medical  lectures 
directly,  by  cheque  or  order,  to  the  Medical  Registrar,  at  the  School  of  Medi- 
cine, Cecilia-street. 

At  the  termination  of  the  winter  and  of  the  summer  sessions,  respectively, 
public  examinations  will  be  held  in  each  class,  and  a prize  of  £3  3s.  will  be 
offered  for  competition  amongst  students  who  Bhall  have  diligently  attended  at 
least  three-fourths  of  the  lectures  in  the  class  for  the  current  session.  The 
University  Exhibition  of  £20  will  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  winter  session, 
in  the  following  combined  subjects,  viz.  : Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  and 
Midwifery,  including  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children.  At  the  termination 
of  the  summer  session  the  Gold  Medal  will  be  awarded  for  the  best  answering  in 
Practical  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence  combined. 
The  conditions  on  which  the  exhibition  is  offered  can  be  learnt  on  application  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Faculty.  For  the  University  exhibition  and  the 
Gold  Medal,  the  examinations  are  conducted  by  printed  questions  exclusively. 


Carmichael  College  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

This  institution  is  connected  by  its  teachers  with  the  following 
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hospitals  : Adelaide,  City  of  Dublin,  Cork-street  (Fever),  House  of 
Industry,  Meath,  and  Mercer’s. 

Fees. — For  each  course  of  lectures,  £3  3s. ; for  each  course  of  prac- 
tical instruction,  £5  5s.  “ Students,  at  the  discretion  of  the  lecturer, 

are  permitted  to  re-attend  a practical  course  for  a fee  of  £2  2s.,  pro- 
vided no  certificate  be  required.”  The  fees  mentioned  below  refer  to 
simple  courses  of  instruction  only : Anatomy,  course  of  lectures  and 
dissections,  £8  8s. ; Dissections  only,  £5  5s. ; Systematic  Anatomy, 
£3  3s.  [“  First  year’s  students  of  the  College  who  do  not  require  a 
certificate  are  permitted  to  attend  this  course  free  of  charge.”] 
General  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  £3  3s. — summer  course,  £3  3s. 
Students  wishing  to  undertake  special  Histological  and  Physiological 
studies  can  do  so  in  the  Physiological  Laboratory  under  the  direction 
of  the  lecturer.  Fee,  for  those  who  have  already  taken  out  the  course 
of  Practical  Physiology,  £1  Is.  per  month;  for  others,  £2  2s.  per 
month.  Surgery,  £3  3s. ; Ophthalmic  Surgery,  if  certificate  be  required, 
£2  2s.  Chemistry  and  Practical  Chemistry,  according  to  the  rates 
mentioned,  viz.,  £3  3s.  and  £5  5s.  respectively. 

In  addition  to  the  system  of  general  school  instruction,  private  classes,  under 
the  superintendence  of  Dr.  Stoney,  are  formed  for  the  special  instruction  of 
candidates  seeking  medical  appointments  by  competitive  examination,  as  well  as 
for  those  going  up  for  the  various  College  and  University  Diplomas. 

Scholarships,  &c. — The  Carmichael  scholarship,  value  £15,  is  awarded 
at  the  commencement  of  each  winter  session  for  proficiency  in 
Anatomy  and  Physiology.  Boohs  recommended : Histology  in  8th 
edition  of  Quain’s  “ Anatomy Physiology,  Foster’s ; Practical  His- 
tology, Rutherford’s.  The  Mayne  scholarship,  value  £15,  is  awarded 
for  proficiency  in  Practical  Medicine  and  Surgery.  The  examination 
is  held  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session.  Carmichael  class  prizes  are 
awarded  at  the  close  of  each  winter  session  as  follows : Senior  Class 
prizes,  three  premiums — First,  value  £10 ; second,  £5 ; third,  £3. 
Open  to  students  who  have  duly  entered  for  and  attended  the  full 
anatomical  and  surgical  courses  of  the  current  session  in  the  Car- 
michael School.  The  subjects  of  examination  are  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Surgery,  Ophthalmic  Surgery,  and  Practice  of  Medicine.  Second  year’s 
Class  prizes,  three  premiums — First,  value  £7;  second,  £4;  third,  £2. 
The  subjects  of  examination  embrace  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Sur- 
gery. Junior  Class  prizes,  two  premiums — First,  value  £4;  second, 
£2.  Subjects  of  examination : Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Surgery. 
Special  prizes  : These,  each  of  which  is  of  the  value  of  £3,  are  awarded 
in  the  following  subjects : Chemistry,  Practice  of  Medicine,  Midwifery, 
Ophthalmic  Surgery,  Practical  Chemistry,  Botany,  Materia  Medica, 
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Medical  Jurisprudence,  Pathology,  Practical  Histology.  The  Car- 
michael scholarship  “ is  open  to  students  who  have  not  previously 
attended  more  than  two  winter  sessions  in  any  recognised  school  of 
medicine,  and  who  have  entered  for  an  annus  medicus  for  the  current 
session  in  the  Carmichael  School.”  The  Mayne  Scholarship  “ is  open  to 
students  eligible  for  the  Senior  Carmichael  prize,  and  to  those  duly 
entered  for  Dissections  for  the  current  session  who  "have  attended  at 
the  School  all  the  courses  necessary  for  the  License  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland.”  • The  Senior  Class  prizes  are  “ open  to- 
students  who  have  duly  entered  for  and  attended  the  full  Anatomical 
and  Surgical  courses  of  the  current  session  in  the  Carmichael  School.” 
The  Second  Year’s  Class  prizes  are  open  to  students  who  have  not 
been  engaged  for  more  than  two  years  in  medical  study  in  any  recog- 
nised school,  and  who  have  duly  entered  for  and  attended  the  full 
Anatomical  and  Surgical  courses  of  the  current  session  in  the  Car- 
michael School.  The  Junior  Class  prizes  are  open  to  students  who 
have  not  been  more  than  one  year  engaged  in  medical  study,  and  who- 
have  duly  entered  for  and  attended  the  full  Anatomical  and  Surgical 
courses  of  the  current  session  in  the  Carmichael  School.  The  Special 
prizes  are  open  in  each  case  to  those  students  who  have  duly  entered 
for  and  attended  the  current  course  of  lectures  in  the  Carmichael 
School. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS  AND  RESTRICTIONS. 

1.  Students,  if  required,  shall  bring  proof  of  their  standing  in  the  profession 
and  the  length  of  time  they  have  been  engaged  in  study. 

2.  Examinations,  at  the  will  of  the  Examiners,  to  be  partly  oral  and  partly- 
written. 

3.  The  names  of  students  who  propose  to  compete  for  the  premiums  to  be 
returned  to  the  Registrar  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  March  for  the  winter, 
and  15th  day  of  June  for  the  summer  session. 

4.  No  student  who  has  previously  obtained  any  prize  to  be  allowed  to  com- 
pete for  the  same  another  year. 

5.  The  Directors  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withhold  any  prize  or  scholarship- 
unless  the  answering  shall  have  attained  a minimum  of  50  per  cent,  in  each 
subject. 

6.  Any  misunderstanding  relative  to  the  premiums  to  be  referred  to  the 
Directors  of  the  School  for  their  deoision. 

7.  No  student  in  arrear  to  this  school  to  be  permitted  to  enter  for  any  of  the 
premiums. 

8.  The  award  in  each  case  is  made  in  the  form  of  books  or  instruments, 
accompanied  by  a medal  (Mayne  and  Carmichael  scholarships  excepted). 

Grind  Classes.— In  addition  to  the  system  of  general  school  instruc- 
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tion,  there  are  classes  formed  for  tlie  special  preparation,  of  candidates 
for  competitive  examinations,  &c. 

Ledwick  School  of  Surgery  and  Medicine. 

The  usual  courses  of  lectures  are  given  at  this  institution.  Fees : 
£3  3s.  for  each  course ; Practical  Chemistry  fee,  £5  5s.  Resident  pupils 
are  received  in  houses  attached  to  the  School. 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  termination  of  each  session  and  prizes 
awarded. 

Cork. — Queen’s  College. 

This  is  an  educating  body  only,  incorporated  by  Royal  charter.  Its 
Matriculation  examination  is  required  to  be  passed  by  all  students 
wishing  to  compete  for  scholarships  and  to  possess  the  other  privileges 
of  matriculated  students,  unless  some  other  Arts  examination  be  taken 
in  its  stead. 

Matriculation  Examination  for  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. — (1)  Latin, 
selected  authors ; (2)  Greek  or  French  or  German,  selected  books  and 
grammar ; Geography,  ancient  and  modem ; Greek  and  Roman 
History  ; English  Grammar  and  Composition ; Mathematics — Algebra, 
simple  equations  inclusive — Euclid,  i.,  ii. ; Arithmetic. 

Fees. — These  are  of  two  kinds — College  fees  and  class  fees.  The 
former  are  merely  nominal,  amounting  to  10s.  for  the  first,  and  5s.  for 
every  subsequent  year.  The  class  fees  are : — First  year : Practical 
Anatomy,  £3 ; Chemistry,  £2  ; Natural  History,  £2 — £7.  And  any  two 
of  the  following  : Latin,  £2 ; Greek  or  French,  £2 ; Mathematics,  £2  ; 
English,  first  term,  £1 ; Experimental  Physics,  second  and  third  terms, 
£2 ; college  fee,  10s.  Second  year : Physiology,  £3 ; Anatomy,  £3 ; 
Practical  Chemistry,  £3 ; Materia  Medica,  £2;  College  fee,  5s. — £11  5s. 
Third  year : Anatomy,  £3 ; Physiology,  £2  (if  a second  course) ; Mid- 
wifery, £2;  Surgery,  £2;  College  fee,  5s. — £9  5s.  Fourth  year:  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  £2;  Medicine,  £2;  College  fee,  5s. — £4  5s.  Hospital 
Attendance  : Clinical  Lectures  on  Medicine  and  Surgery  are  delivered 
at  the  North  and  South  Infirmaries  by  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
those  institutions.  Fee  for  twelve  months,  £8  8s. ; fee  for  six  months, 
£5  5s.  Practical  Pharmacy  at  the  same  Infirmaries : Fee  for  three 
months,  £3  3s.  Clinical  Midwifery  at  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  with 
Practical  Attendance  upon  thirty  midwifery  cases : Fee  for  six  months, 
£3  3s.  Further  information  may  be  had  from  the  Medical  Officers  at 
the  Infirmaries. 

Scholarships,  &c. — There  are  eight  scholarships  of  £25  each  open  to 
competition.  Exhibitions  are  also  offered  from  time  to  time.  There  is 
no  accommodation  for  the  residence  of  students  within  the  College. 
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Every  matriculated  student  under  tlie  age  of  twenty-one  must  reside 
during  term  with  his  parents,  guardian,  or  some  approved  friend. 


Belfast. — Queen’s  College. 

The  subjects  of  the  Matriculation  examination  are : Euclid,  i.  and  ii., 
Arithmetic,  Elementary  Algebra ; Greek  (previously  announced  hooks)  ; 
Latin  (previously  announced  hooks),  translation  from  English  into 
Latin  prose  ; English  History  ; Outlines  of  Ancient  and  Modem  Geo- 
graphy. 

Scholarships,  &c. — Eight  junior  scholarships  of  £24  each,  appro- 
priated to  the  Medical  Faculty.  Various  exhibitions  and  prizes  are 
also  awarded.

Galway. — Queen’s  College. 

The  Matriculation  examination  embraces : Latin  (hooks  previously 
announced);  Greek  or  French  or  German  (hooks  previously  an- 
nounced) ; English ; Arithmetic,  Elementary  Algebra,  and  Euclid, 
i.  and  ii.  In  Latin  and  Greek,  questions  will  be  given  on  grammar. 

Curriculum. — The  work  of  the  College  is  arranged  to  fit  in  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Universities  and  other  Examining  Bodies.  The 
fees  for  the  classes  amount  to  about  £40.  Students  under  twenty-one 
years  of  age  must  reside  during  the  College  terms  with  their  parents  or 
guardians,  or  with  some  approved  friend. 

Medical  Scholarships,  &c. — There  are  eight  junior  scholarships  ap- 
propriated to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine : they  are  of  the  value  of  £25 
each.  The  College  is  empowered  to  award  exhibitions  varying  in  value 
from  £12  to  £20  at  the  same  examinations  as  the  scholarships,  and  to 
be  held  upon  the  same  terms.  Frizes  are  also  awarded. 


Hospitals  in  Ireland. 

Dublin. — Dr.  Stevens’  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  contains  250  beds,  and  is  provided  with  distinct  wards 
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for  the  treatment  of  fevers  and  syphilis.  Clinical  lectures  are  given 
by  the  physicians  and  surgeons  during  the  session.  The  out-patients 
are  prescribed  for  on  Mondays  and  Fridays  at  9.30  a.m.,  when  the 
pupils  have  an  opportunity  of  performing  the  minor  surgical  opera- 
tions. There  is  accommodation  in  the  Hospital  for  two  medical  and 
six  surgical  resident  pupils.  The  Reading  room  and  Museum  are  open 
daily  to  the  pupils  of  the  Hospital.  There  is  also  a lending  library, 
containing  the  chief  modern  medical  and  surgical  works. 

Fees. — Hospital  practice  — Nine  months,  £12  12s. ; six  months, 
£8  8s. ; three  months,  £5  5s.  Dressership — winter,  six  months,  £21 ; 
summer,  £15  15s. 

For  further  particulars  apply  to  the  Resident  Surgeon  at  the 
Hospital,  or  to  the  Hon.  Secretary. 

Mercer’s  Hospital  (William-street). 

The  prospectus  sets  forth  : 

This  Hospital  has  recently  been  considerably  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a 
new  wing,  and  plans  have  been  accepted  for  further  additions,  which,  when 
completed,  will  contribute  largely  to  the  comfort  and  accommodation  of 
students.  It  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  metropolis,  and  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  the  Ledwick,  Carmichael,  and  Catholic 
University  Schools  of  Medicine.  It  is  connected  by  its  staff  with  two  of  the 
principal  schools  of  Dublin.  Urgent  cases  and  accidents,  of  which  a great 
number  are  brought  to  this  Hospital,  are  received  at  all  hours  without  recom- 
mendation. 

There  is  a very  largely  attended  out-patient  department,  open  daily. 

Special  instruction  is  given  in  Cutaneous,  Infantile,  Gynaecological  and  Oph- 
thalmic Diseases ; and  in  addition  to  daily  Bed-side  Instruction  in  the  wards, 
lectures  upon  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery  are  delivered  weekly. 

The  Hospital  is  visited  every  morning  during  the  session  at  nine  o’clock. 

Resident  pv/pils  and  clinical  clerics  are  appointed  half  yearly,  and  dressers  are 
selected  each  quarter  from  the  pupils  of  the  Hospital.  The  certificates  of 
attendance  at  this  Hospital  are  recognised  by  all  the  Licensing  Bodies.  Students 
of  the  Hospital  can  obtain  the  Fever  and  Ophthalmic  certificates  required  by  the 
King  and  Queen’s  College  of  Physicians  and  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in 
Ireland  respectively  without  extra  fees. 

Terms  of  Attendance. — Winter,  six  months,  £8  8s. ; summer,  three 
months,  £5  5s. ; nine  months,  £12  12s. 

The  Richmond,  Whitworth,  and  Hardwiclce  Hospitals  ( North 
Brunswick- street). 

A course  of  lectures  is  given  on  Fevers,  with  Clinical  instruction.  A 
course  of  practical  instruction  in  Ophthalmic  Surgery  is  given.  Fee 
for  the  certificate,  £3  3s.  Practical  Pharmacy  is  taught  under  the 
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superintendence  of  the  Hospital  apothecary.  There  is  an  extensive 
Pathological  Museum,  containing  above  4000  drawings,  casts,  and  pre- 
parations, with  the  history  of  each  case  recorded.  There  is  also  a well- 
selected  medical  and  surgical  lending  library. 

A resident  surgeon  is  appointed  biennially.  Eight  resident  clinical 
clerics  are  appointed  each  half  year,  and  allowed  furnished  apartments, 
fuel,  &c.  These  appointments  are  open  not  only  to  advanced 
students  as  formerly,  but  also  to  those  who  are  qualified  in  Medicine  or 
Surgery.  _ The  dressers  are  appointed  from  among  the  pupils  without 
fee. 

The  Richmond  Lunatic  Asylum,  containing  over  1000  patients,  is 
open  to  students.  The  Richmond,  "Whitworth  and  Hardwicke  Hospitals 
are  connected  through  their  physicians  and  surgeons  with  the  Medical 
School  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Uni- 
versity, and  the  Carmichael  College  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  Two 
Clinical  lectures  are  delivered  in  each  week,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
Bedside  Clinical  instruction,  which  is  given  daily  by  the  physicians 
and  surgeon. 

Fees. — Eor  the  winter  and  summer  session,  nine  months,  £12  12s. ; 
for  the  six  winter  months,  £8  8s. ; for  the  three  summer  months,  £5  5s. 
Resident  clinical  clerks,  £21  for  the  winter  session ; £15  15s.  for 
the  summer  term  (from  May  to  October  inclusive),  including  certificate 
of  attendance,  furnished  apartments,  fuel,  light,  attendance,  &c. 

Rotunda  Hospitals  {Rutland- square). 

The  hospitals  are  two  in  number ; one,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  is  for 
Midwifery  cases  only ; the  other,  the  Auxiliary  Hospital,  is  set  apart 
for  the  treatment  of  Uterine  and  Ovarian  Diseases. 

In  connection  with  these  institutions  there  is  an  out-patient  Mater- 
nity, and  a Dispensary  for  diseases  peculiar  to  women.  Students  are 
admitted  to  the  practice  of  all  these  departments.  Clinical  instruction 
in  Midwifery  and  Gynaecology  is  given  daily. 

The  diploma  from  this  Hospital  is  granted  to  pupils  after  a period 
of  six  months’  attendance  on  the  practice  of  the  Hospital,  and  on  their 
passing  an  examination  before  the  Master  and  assistants.  It  is  recog- 
nised by  the  Local  Government  Board  as  a qualification  in  Midwifery 
for  all  hospitals  and  dispensaries  under  their  control.  Readers  must 
distinctly  understand  that  this  diploma  is  not  a legal  qualification  in 
any  country.  It  is  merely  a certificate  of  proficiency,  and  may  be  of 
service  to  students  who  wish  to  act  as  assistants,  but  it  is  not  even 
recognised  by  the  Local  Government  Board  spoken  of  above  unless  its 
possessor  be  in  addition  legally  qualified.  . 
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A few  resident  'pupils  are  received.  Fees : Internal  pupils,  six 
months,  £21 ; three  months,  £12  12s. ; two  months,  £9  9s. ; one  month, 
£6  6s.  External  pupils  : Six  months,  £10  10s. ; three  months,  £6  6s.  ? 
two  months,  £5  5s. ; one  month,  £3  3s. 

City  of  Dublin  Hospital  (Upper  Baggot-street). 

The  7i,oitse  surgeon  is  appointed  annually.  Resident  pupils  are 
elected  after  examination.  Clinical  clerics  and  dressers  are  also 
appointed.  There  are  special  Dispensaries  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat 
and  Skin,  the  Eye  and  Ear,  and  for  Diseases  peculiar  to  Women. 
There  is  also  a large  daily  Dispensary.  There  are  special  wards  for 
Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  for  Ophthalmic  and  Aural  cases,  &c. 
There  are  also  wards  for  fever  and  other  contagious  diseases. 

Fees. — £12  12s.  for  nine  months’  practice ; £8  8s.  for  six  months' 
practice ; £5  5s.  for  three  months’  practice. 

Jervis-street  Hospital. 

The  institution  is  thus  described  : 

This  hospital  is  most  central  in  situation.  From  its  proximity  to  the  quays 
and  principal  factories  it  presents  unrivalled  opportunities  to  the  students  of 
seeing  every  form  of  surgical  injury.  An  extensive  dispensary  for  out-door 
patients  is  attached  to  the  Hospital,  at  which  the  students  are  allowed  to 
perform  minor  operations,  under  the  guidance  of  the  surgeon  on  duty,  and  are 
rendered  familiar  with  the  details  of  dispensary  practice. 

Instruction  is  given  by  the  physician  and  surgeon  on  duty  on  alternate 
mornings  between  9 and  11  o’clock,  at  the  bedside.  Two  clinical  lectures  are 
delivered  each  week  on  the  most  important  cases  under  treatment,  when  patho- 
logical specimens  are  exhibited.  Surgical  instruments  and  appliances  of  all  kinds 
are  constantly  made  the  subject  of  instruction.  Surgical  operations  are  per- 
formed on  Saturday  mornings  at  10  o’olock,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  when 
due  notice  is  given,  if  possible. 

Resident  pupils  and  dressers  are  selected  from  among  the  most  attentive  of 
the  advanced  students,  without  payment  of  any  additional  fee.  Two  interns  are 
appointed  each  half  year,  and  are  provided  with  apartments,  &c.,  free  of  expense. 
Special  certificates  are  given  to  the  resident  pupils  and  dressers  who  have 
performed  their  respective  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  physicians  and 
surgeons. 

Fees. — Eor  the  winter  and  summer  sessions,  three  months,  £12  12s.  ; 
for  the  winter  six  months,  £8  8s. ; for  the  summer  three  months, 
£5  5s.  Further  particulars  may  be  obtained  from  the  Hon.  Sec. 

The  Adelaide  Medical  and  Surgical  Hospitals  ( Peter-street ). 

Fees. — For  nine  months’  hospital  practice,  £12  12s. ; six  months, 
£8  8s. ; summer  three  months,  £5  5s. 
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The  central  position  of  these  hospitals  (recently  very  much  enlarged)  renders 
them  peculiarly  convenient  to  gentlemen  attending  lectures  at  Trinity  College, 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Carmichael  Medical  and  Surgical  College,  and 
Ledwick  School.  The  arrangements  for  clinical  teaching  have  been  made  as 
complete  as  possible,  and  are  such  as  not  to  interfere  with  attendance  at  the 
medical  schools.  There  are  wards  for  infants  and  children,  and  there  is  a large 
detached  fever  hospital.  Special  hours  are  devoted  to  clinical  instruction  in  the 
Diseases  peculiar  to  Women,  and  students  are  individually  instructed  in  the  UBe 
of  the  stethoscope,  ophthalmoscope,  and  microscope  in  its  application  to  Clinical 
Medicine.  The  dispensaries  afford  great  facilities  for  the  study  of  Cutaneous 
Diseases,  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Diseases,  and  of  minor  surgery  and  Dentistry. 
Three  resident  pupils  are  selected  half-yearly.  At  the  termination  of  the 
session  prizes  in  Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery,  in  Obstetric  Medicine,  and  in 
Ophthalmic  Surgery,  will  be  awarded.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  prizes, 
the  Hudson  Scholarship  (,£30)  will  be  awarded,  also  by  examination  at  the 
end  of  the  session,  for  proficiency  in  the  subjects  for  which  the  clinical  prizes 
are  given. 

Further  particulars  may  be  obtained  by  application  to  any  member 
of  the  medical  staff  at  tlie  Hospital. 

Meath  Hospital  and  County  Dublin  Infirmary. 

Four  clinical  lectures  are  delivered  weekly  during  the  winter  session, 
and  instruction  on  Medicine  and  Surgery  is  given  on  alternate  days. 
The  Hospital  contains  120  beds,  an  extensive  dispensary,  a lending 
library,  and  a physical  laboratory.  Prizes  are  given  at  the  termination 
of  the  winter  session  to  the  best  answerers  in  the  various  classes.  The 
office  of  resident  pupil  is  open  to  pupils  as  well  as  apprentices.  Further 
information  may  be  obtained  of  the  Hon.  Sec. 

Belfast. — Royal  Hospital. 

Four  pupils  reside  in  the  Hospital.  They  are  required  to  pay  £30 
per  annum  for  board,  &c.  Non-resident  pupils  may  attend  to  any 
number.  Appointments  of  clinical  clerics  and  dressers  are  made  with- 
out any  additional  fee. 

Fees. — One  winter  session,  £5  5s. ; one  summer  session,  £2  2s. ; or  a 
perpetual  fee  of  £10  10s.,  payable  in  two  instalments,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  first  two  sessions.  Registration  fee  at  the  commencement 
of  each  session,  10s.  6d. 

Exhibitions. — Malcolm  Exhibition : A sum  of  £400  has  been  vested 
in  trustees.  The  interest  of  this  is  competed  for  annually  in  May  by 
the  Hospital  students.  Coulter  exhibition : Value  £20.  This  is  com- 
peted for  annually  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session. 
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Cork. — Lying-in  Hospital  (in  connection  with  Queen’s  College). 

Tins  Hospital  contains  15  beds.  Fee  for  six  months’  practice  and 
clinical  lectures,  £3  3s. 

Maternity  (in  connection  ivitli  Queen’s  College). 

Two  resident  pupils  are  taken  into  the  Maternity.  Fee  for  Midwifery 
practice  (when  certificate  is  given),  £3  3s. 

County  and  City  of  Cork  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  Women  and 

Children. 

The  Hospital  contains  21  beds.  Each  member  of  the  staff  has  the 
privilege  of  appointing  a clinical  assistant  for  three  months. 

Fever  Hospital. 

The  practice  of  the  Hospital  is  open  to  all  students.  Further  parti- 
culars may  be  obtained  by  addressing  the  Secretary  or  Resident  Medical 
Officer. 

Ophthalmic  and  Au/ral  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  contains  25  beds.  Clinical  instruction  is  given.  A 
resident  pupil  is  appointed  every  three  months.  The  Hospital  is  open 
free  to  students  of  the  Queen’s  College. 

North  Charitable  Infirmary  (in  connection  with  Queen’s  College). 

The  Hospital  contains  100  beds.  “ Ample  opportunities  are  afforded 
for  care-taking  and  dressing ; and  the  house  surgeon  admits  a limited 
number  of  pupils  to  instruct  in  Practical  Pharmacy.” 

Mercy  Hospital  (in  connection  with  Queen’s  College). 

Contains  60  beds.  Clinical  instruction  is  given. 

District  Lunatic  Asylum  (in  connection  with  Queen’s  College). 

Clinical  instruction  is  given  at  this  hospital.  Fee  for  each  course,. 
£3  3s. 

South  Infirmary  and  County  Hospital. 

The  rules  of  this  institution  prescribe : 

The  admission  fee  for  a perpetual  ticket  shall  be  21  guineas  ; for  twelve  con- 
secutive months,  <£8  8s. ; for  six  ditto,  £5  5s.  No  ticket  can  be  issued  or 
name  sent  forward  for  registry  to  the  different  colleges,  universities,  &c., 
till  paid  for  in  full.  Pupils  shall  not  receive  certificates  of  attendance  on  the 
medical  and  surgical  practice  of  the  Hospital  unless  they  have  attended  two- 
thirds  of  the  time  at  least.  Pupils  not  complying  with  the  above  regulations, 
or  conducting  themselves  in  an  irregular  manner,  to  forfeit  the  money  paid,  and 
their  claims  to  a certificate. 
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For  Medical  Branches  of  General  Science  in  Ireland. 

Dublin. — Royal  College  of  Science. 

Medical  students  may  attend  the  courses  of  instruction  on  Biology 
and  Chemistry. 

Fees. — For  each  course  of  lectures,  £2 ; for  Analytical  Chemistry  and 
Assaying,  £2  per  month,  £5  for  three  months,  or  £12  for  the  entire 
session  (from  October  to  June) ; for  Biological  Laboratory,  £2  per 
term. 

A certificate  of  attendance  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  is  not  given 
for  any  course  of  less  than  three  months’  duration.  There  are  two  terms 
in  each  session. 

Candidates  who  wish  to  obtain  the  diploma  of  Associate  must 
undergo  a three  years’  curriculum  in  all  the  subjects  taught  at  the 
College. 

Prizes  of  the  value  of  £2  and  £1  may  be  awarded  in  the  several 
subjects  of  instruction  to  approved  candidates  upon  the  result  of  the 
sessional  examination.  These  prizes  are  open  to  occasional  students. 

Systematic  courses  of  evening  lectures  on  the  various  branches  of 
science  taught  in  the  College  are  voluntarily  given  by  most  of  the 
professors  throughout  the  session.  Particulars  of  the  Evening  Depart- 
ment of  the  College  may  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary. 

For  particulars  as  to  the  courses  of  instruction  in  Experimental 
Physics,  &c.,  see  the  companion  volume,  “ Degrees  in  Arts,”  &c. 
(L.  Upcott  Gill,  170,  Strand,  London). 

Medical  Schools  in  Scotland. 

Edinburgh. — School  of  Medicine. 

This  is  not  the  School  of  the  University,  but  an  independent  institu- 
tion. The  lectures  qualify  for  the  degrees  of  the  various  universities 
in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  any  hospital  medical  school. 

Fees. — For  a first  course  of  lectures,  £3  5s. ; for  a second,  £2  4s. ; . 
perpetual,  £5  5s.  To  those  who  have  already  attended  a first  course  in 
Edinburgh  the  perpetual  fee  is  £2  4s.  Practical  Anatomy  (six  months’ 
course),  £3  3s. — course  of  Demonstrations,  £2  2s. — perpetual,  £4  4s. ; 
Practical  Anatomy,  with  course  of  Demonstrations,  £4  4s. ; Practical 
Chemistry,  £3  3s. ; Analytical  Chemistry,  £2  a month,  £5  for  three 
months,  or  £10  for  six  months ; Practical  Materia  Medica,  including 
Practical  Pharmacy,  Diseases  of  the  Ear,  and  Diseases  of  Children 
each,  £2  2s. ; Vaccination  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  each,  £1  Is ; for 
summer  courses  of  Clinical  Surgery  and  Clinical  Medicine,  each, 
£2  4s. ; Practical  Anatomy,  including  Anatomical  Demonstrations, 
Operative  Surgery  and  Insanity,  each,  £2  2s.  The  minimum  cost  of  the 
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■curriculum  at  this  school  for  the  Double  License  of  the  Colleges  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  including  fees  for  examination, 
is  £95.  This  may  he  paid  by  annual  instalments.  The  minimum  cost 
for  the  License  of  either  College  is  £85. 

The  appointment  of  resident  physician  attached  to  the  wards  in  the  Boyal 
Infirmary  under  the  care  of  the  ordinary  physicians  is  only  open  to  those 
members  of  their  clinical  class  who  have  clerked  in  the  wards  for  at  least  six 
months.

The  minimum  cost  of  medical 
education  in  this  school  for  a License  is  £70.

half-yearly,  £4  4s. ; quarterly,  £2  2s. 

Glasgow. — Anderson’ s College. — Faculty  of  Medicine. 

Class  Fees. — For  each  course  of  lectures,  Anatomy  excepted,  first 
session,  £2  2s. ; second  session,  £1  Is. ; afterwards  free.  Anatomy — for 
first  session,  £4  4s. ; for  second  session,  £4  4s. ; for  third  session  and 
perpetual,  £1  Is. ; summer  fee,  £1  Is.  Practical  Anatomy  is  included 
in  the  above  fees.  Osteology,  £1  Is. 

Royal  Infirmary  Fees. — Hospital  practice  and  clinical  instruction, 
£10  10s.  for  first  year ; for  the  second  year,  £10  10s. ; subsequently 
free.  Six  months,  £6  6s. ; three  months,  £4  4s. ; Yaccination  fee, 
£1  Is. 

Students  of  Anderson’s  College  are  admitted  to  the  practice  of  the 
Ophthalmic  Institution  on  paying  a matriculation  fee  of  5s.  The  fees 
for  all  the  lectures  and  hospital  practice  required  of  candidates  for  the 
diplomas  of  Physician  and  Surgeon  amount  to  £48.  This  is  not 
payable  in  one  sum,  but  students  simply  fee  their  classes  as  they  take 
them  out.

Heath’s  “Operative  Surgery;”  Medicine — Watson’s,  Robert’s,  or 
Bristowe’s  “ Practice  of  Medicine,”  Fenwick’s  “ Clinical  Medicine,” 
Charteris’  “ Practice  of  Medicine;”  Materia  Medica — Scoresby,  Jack- 
son,  or  Garrod  ; Medical  Jurisprudence — Taylor,  Husband,  Caspar. 

Scholarships  and  Prizes. — For  second  year’s  men:  The  Kerr  Bursary 
in  Anatomy,  value  £12,  tenable  for  three  years.  For  third  year’s  men : 
a £20  Medical  scholarship,  tenable  for  one  year.  Various  smaller 
prizes  are  offered  from  time  to  time. 

Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary. 

This  Hospital  contains  532  beds. 

Fees. — Hospital  practice — first  year,  £10  10s. ; second  and  perpetual, 
£10  10s. ; six  months,  £6  6s. ; three  months,  £4  4s.  To  perpetual 
students  of  other  hospitals,  when  the  perpetual  fee  is  equal  to  that  of 
the  Royal  Infirmary,  £2  2s.  for  six  months  ; £3  3s.  for  one  year.  Class 
fees : For  each  course — first  session,  £2  2s. ; second  session  and  per- 
petual, £1  Is.  Students  who  have  attended  a first  course  elsewhere 
can  enter  on  the  second  course  on  payment  of  £1  Is.  Anatomy  : First 
winter  session,  £4  4s. ; summer  session,  £1  Is. ; second  winter  session, 
£4  4s.;  afterwards  the  fee  for  lectures  and  Practical  Anatomy  is  £1  Is. 
per  session.  Lectures  on  Diseases  of  the  Ear,  £1  Is.;  with  Clinique 
to  those  who  are  not  students  of  the  Hospital,  £2  2s.  Clinique  on 
Dental  Surgery,  free  to  students  of  the  Hospital ; to  others,  £5  for  one 
year  ; perpetual,  £10.  Lectures  on  Dental  Surgery,  £2  2s. ; Lectures 
on  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  £1  Is.  Fee  for  Practical  Pharmacy,  £1  11s.  6d.; 
for  Vaccination,  £1  Is.  The  following  hospitals  in  proximity  to  the 
Royal  Infirmary  can  be  attended  on  payment  of  the  fees  mentioned  : 
Lying-in  Hospital,  £1  Is.  for  six  months ; Eye  Infirmary,  £1  Is.  for 
three  months  ; Dispensary  for  Skin  Diseases,  £1  Is.  for  three  months ; 
Lock  Hospital,  £1  Is.  for  three  months. 

Appointments. — Five  medical  and  five  surgical  assistants  are  boarded 
and  lodged  in  the  Hospital  for  twelve  months,  six  in  each  office. 
Students  are  required  to  pay  £25  for  these  appointments.  Dresserships 
and  clinical  clerkships : These  appointments  are  very  numerous,  and 
open  to  all  students  of  the  Hospital  without  extra  charge. 

Prizes. — Certificates  and  prizes  are  awarded  in  the  class  examinations- 
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Medical  Instruction  in  Wales. 

Carmarthen  Infirmary. 

Every  surgeon  of  tlie  Infirmary  has  tlie  privilege  of  introducing 
two  pupils,  whose  names  shall  he  entered  on  the  Hospital  register. 
They  are  placed  under  the  direction  of  the  house  surgeon.  They 
are  not  allowed  to  enter  the  women’s  wards  unless  in  the  company 
of  the  house  surgeon  or  the  matron,  except  when  necessary  for 
the  patients,  as  in  a case  of  sudden  emergency.  They  must  not 
remain  at  the  Infirmary  after  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  They  are 
not  allowed  to  perform  any  operations  except  those  of  bleeding, 
extracting  teeth,  &c.  They  are  required  to  dress  the  patients  under 
the  direction  of  the  house  surgeon.  Pupils  of  the  surgeons  on  the 
staff  of  the  Hospital — the  former  not  being  pupils  of  the  Hospital — are 
allowed  to  witness  the  operations,  “ but  none  shall  become  pupils  of 
the  house  as  before  stated  until  they  have  served  at  least  one  year  of 
apprenticeship.”  If  any  pupil  should  be  dismissed  for  improper 
conduct  he  will  not  be  allowed  to  re-enter  the  Infirmary  unless  the 
Committee  re-instate  him  in  his  position  as  pupil. 

Medical  Education  for  Women. 

London  School  of  Medicine  for  Women  (30,  Henrietta-street,  Brunsvnck- 
square,  W.C.),  and  the  Royal  Free  Hospital  ( Gray’s  Inn-road). 

These  two  institutions  are  in  association  with  each  other.  As  the 
Brunswick-square  institution  is  the  only  medical  school  for  women  in 
the  metropolis,  I shall  enter  somewhat  minutely  into  details. 

The  courses  of  lectures  required  by  the  Examining  Bodies  are  given 
at  the  School.  Lectures  on  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery  are 
delivered  at  the  Hospital.  Women  wishing  to  enter  the  profession  of 
Medicine  must  pass  the  same  Arts  examinations  as  male  students. 
Students  must  apply  to  the  Dean  for  a form  of  application  for  admission 
to  the  School.  No  student  will  be  admitted  who  is  under  eighteen 
years  of  age. 

Compounder’s  Fee. — For  the  ordinary  curriculum  of  non-clinical 
lectures,  £80  in  one  sum,  or  £85  in  instalments. 

Perpetual  Ticket. — H a student  has  paid  the  compounder’s  fee  she  may, 
by  a further  payment  of  £6  6s.,  be  entitled  to  attend  additional  courses 
of  lectures.  Courses  of  lectures  on  Botany,  Comparative  Anatomy  or 
Zoology,  Mental  Pathology,  Ophthalmic  Surgery  and  Hygiene,  will  be 
given  whenever  a sufficient  number  of  students  are  found  desirous  of 
attending.  The  fees  for  separate  courses  of  the  non-clinical  lectures  are 
£8  8s.  each  subject  during  the  winter,  £5  5s.  for  each  subject  during 
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the  summer  session.  Non -perpetual  students  may  repeat  any  single 
course  on  payment  of  £2  2s.  The  fee  for  each  course  of  lectures  on 
Mental  Pathology,  Ophthalmic  Surgery  and  Hygiene  respectively  is 
£2  2s.  Ladies  preparing  for  the  First  B. Sc.  and  Preliminary  Scientific 
examinations  may  receive  tutorial  instruction. 

Hospital  Fees. — £20  for  the  first,  and  £15  for  every  succeeding  year. 
No  student  is  admitted  to  the  Hospital  for  a less  period  than  one  year. 
The  Hospital  teaching  includes  courses  of  instruction  in  Minor  Surgery 
and  Use  of  Surgical  Appliances,  Auscultation  and  Percussion,  &c., 
daily  Clinical  instruction  in  the  out-patients’  departments  and  the 
in-patients’  wards,  attendance  at  the  Cliniques  for  the  Diseases  of 
W omen  and  for  Ophthalmic  Surgery,  bi-weekly ; pathological  demonstra- 
tions and  lectures  on  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery,  and  a 
tutorial  class  for  senior  students.  Students  are  appointed  to  the  posts 
of  clinical  clerics,  surgical  dressers,  and  pathological  registrar  without 
further  fee.  The  Hospital  instruction  occupies  three  years,  during 
the  whole  of  which  time  the  students  have  definite  work  assigned  to 
them. 

All  students  must  attend  the  class  examinations,  and  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  lectures. 

The  curriculum  occupies  four  years.  Three  years  should  be  spent  in 
attendance  on  lectures  at  the  School ; during  the  fourth  the  student 
may  attend  to  Practical  Midwifery,  Practical  Pharmacy,  Vaccination, 
and  hospital  work.  The  University  of  London  and  the  King's  and 
Queen’s  College  of  Physicians  in  Ireland  have  recognised  the  London 
School  of  Medicine  for  Women,  so  that  those  students  who  have 
attended  the  regular  courses,  and  whose  certificates  have  been  signed 
by  the  authorities  may  be  admitted  to  the  examinations  of  these  two 
Qualifying  Bodies.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Executive  Council  that  all 
communications  with  examining  boards  be  made  through  the  Dean  of 
the  School,  and  any  students  who  contemplate  presenting  themselves 
for  professional  examinations  are  requested  to  communicate  with  the 
Dean  or  Honorary  Secretary,  to  whom  they  must  give  evidence  of  their 
fitness  to  present  themselves  to  the  examining  boards. 

Students  who  have  no  intention  of  practicing  may,  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Executive  Council,  attend  the  classes  on  payment  of  the  fees 
without  passing  an  examination  in  Arts,  but  they  will  not  receive 
certificates  of  attendance. 

Ladies  who  intend  presenting  themselves  for  the  examinations  of  the 
University  of  London  in  Arts  or  Science  may  attend  the  courses  of 
Chemistry,  Practical  Chemistry,  Physiology,  Px-actical  Physiology, 
Botany,  Comparative  Anatomy,  and  Zoology.

Entrance  Scholarship— One  of  £30,  tenable  for  one  year,  is  offered 
-annually  for  competition.  Tlie  examination  takes  place  at  tbe  School 
of  Medicine  for  Women.  Candidates  must  have  passed  a preliminary 
examination  in  Arts.  Subjects  of  examination : English  Grammar, 
Dictation,  Composition,  &c. ; Latin — translation  and  grammar ; Arith- 
metic to  decimals  inclusive ; Euclid,  i.,  ii. ; Algebra  to  simple  equations 
inclusive ; Elementary  Physics.  The  successful  candidate  will  be 
required  to  enter  on  her  curriculum  at  the  London  School  of  Medicine 
for  Women.  Candidates  should  apply  at  least  ten  days  before  the  date 
of  examination  to  the  Hon.  Secretary.  The  examination  takes  place 
in  September.

CHAPTER  XII. 


MEDICAL  SERVICES  OF  THE  STATE. 

Regulations  for  Appointments  in  the  Naval  Medical  Service — In  the 
Army  Medical  Service — In  the  Indian  Medical  Service. 

Regulations  fob  Appointments  in  the  Naval  Medical  Sebvice. 

From  these  Regulations  the  following  are  extracts  : 

1.  Every  Candidate  desirous  of  presenting  himself  for  admission  to  the  Naval 
Medical  Service  must  be  not  under  twenty-one  nor  over  twenty-eight  years  of 
age.  He  must  produce  a certificate  from  the  district  registrar,  in  which  the  date 
of  his  birth  is  stated  ; or,  if  this  cannot  be  obtained,  an  affidavit  from  one  of  the 
parents  or  other  near  relative,  who  can  attest  the  date  of  birth,  will  be  accepted. 
He  must  also  produce  a certificate  of  moral  character,  signed  by  a clergyman  or 
a magistrate,  to  whom  he  has  been  for  some  years  personally  known,  or  by  the 
president  or  senior  professor  of  the  college  at  which  he  was  educated. 

2.  He  must  be  free  from  organic  disease,  and  will  be  required  to  make  a 
declaration  that  he  labours  under  no  mental  or  constitutional  disease  or  weakness, 
nor  any  other  imperfection  or  disability  that  can  interfere  with  the  most  efficient 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  a medical  officer  in  any  climate.  His  physical  fitness 
will  be  determined  by  a Board  of  Medical  Officers,  who  are  to  certify  that  his 
vision  comes  up  to  the  required  standard,  which  will  be  ascertained  by  the  use  of 
Snellen’s  Test  Types.  He  must  also  attest  his  readiness  to  engage  for  general 
service,  and  to  proceed  on  foreign  service  when  required  to  do  so. 

3.  He  must  be  registered  under  the  Medical  Act  in  force  at  the  time  of  his 
appointment,  as  licensed  to  practice  medicine  or  surgery  in  Great  Britain  or 
Ireland. 

4.  Certificates  of  registration,  character,  and  age,  must  accompany  this 
schedule  when  filled  up  and  returned. 

5.  Candidates  will  be  examined  by  the  Examining  Board  in  the  following 
subjects  : Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Surgery,  Medicine,  including  Therapeutics 
and  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy,  and  a 
practical  knowledge  of  drugs.  (The  examination  in  Medioine  and  Surgery  will 
be  in  fact  practical,  and  will  include  operations  on  the  dead  body,  the  application 
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of  surgical  apparatus,  and  the  examination  of  medical  and  surgical  patients  at 
the  bedside). 

The  eligibility  of  each  candidate  for  the  Naval  Medical  Service  will  be  deter- 
mined by  the  result  of  the  examinations  in  these  subjects  only.  Candidates  who 
desire  it  will  be  examined  in  Comparative  Anatomy,  Zoology,  Natural  Philosophy, 
Physical  Geography,  and  Botany,  with  special  reference  to  Materia  Medica,  also 
in  French  and  German ; and  the  number  of  marks  gained  in  these  subjects  will 
be  added  to  the  total  number  of  marks  obtained  in  the  obligatory  part  of  the 
examination  by  candidates  who  shall  have  been  found  qualified  for  admission,  and 
whose  position  on  the  list  of  successful  competitors  will  thus  be  improved  in 
proportion  to  their  knowledge  of  these  branches  of  science. 

6.  After  passing  this  examination  every  candidate  will  be  required  to  attend 
one  entire  course  of  practical  instruction  in  the  Medical  School  at  Netley  on 
Hygiene,  Clinical  and  Naval  and  Military  Medicine,  Clinical  and  Naval  and 
Military  Surgery,  Pathology  of  Diseases  and  Injuries  incident  to  Naval  and 
Military  service. 

7.  At  its  conclusion  the  candidate  will  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  on 
the  subjects  taught  in  the  School.  If  he  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  being 
qualified  for  the  practical  duties  of  a Naval  Medical  Officer,  he  will  be  eligible  for 
a commission  as  Surgeon. 

8.  During  the  period  of  his  residence  at  the  Netley  Medical  School  each 
candidate  will  receive  an  allowance  of  5s.  per  diem  with  quarters,  to  cover  all 
costs  of  maintenance,  and  he  will  be  required  to  provide  himself  with  uniform 
(viz.,  the  regulation  undress  uniform  of  a surgeon,  but  without  the  sword). 

9.  All  candidates  will  be  required  while  at  Netley  to  conform  to  such  rules  of 
discipline  as  the  Senate  may  from  time  to  time  enact. 

10.  After  completing  three  years’  full-pay  service,  surgeons  will  be  allowed  to 
be  examined  for  the  rank  of  Staff-Surgeon,  but  no  surgeon  can  be  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  Staff- Surgeon  until  he  shall  have  served  five  years,  two  of  which 
must  have  been  in  a ship  actually  employed  at  sea. 

11.  The  full  pay  of  Naval  Medical  Officers  is  in  accordance  with  the  following

Regulations  for  Appointments  in  the  Army  Medical  Service. 

1.  The  Officers  of  the  Army  Medical  Department  shall  be  divided  into  two 
classes,  viz.,  Class  A and  Class  B. 

Class  A shall  consist  of  those  who  entered  the  Army  Medical  Department 
before  the  28th  April,  1876 ; those  who  shall  enter  the  Army  Medical  Depart- 
ment after  the  date  of  this  our  Warrant ; and  those  of  Class  B who  may  be 
permitted  under  Article  2 to  exchange  their  terms  of  service  for  those  of 
Class  A. 

Class  B shall  consist  of  those  who  entered  the  Army  Medical  Department  on 
or  after  the  28th  April,  1876,  and  before  the  date  of  this  our  Warrant,  and  who 
are  not  transferred  to  Class  A under  Article  2. 

2.  Within  two  years  from  the  date  of  this  our  Warrant,  a Medical  Officer 
serving  in  Class  B may,  upon  his  application  being  recommended  by  the  Direc- 
tor-General of  the  Army  Medical  Department,  and  with  the  concurrence  of  our 
Commander-in-Chief,  be  transferred  to  Class  A by  our  Secretary  of  State.  The 
pay  of  such  officer  shall  not  be  reduced,  while  he  continues  to  serve,  below  the 
rate  he  was  receiving  in  Class  B at  the  time  of  transfer  to  Class  A.

Class  A and  B charge  pay  as  follows  : The  principal  Medical  Officer  of  an 
army  in  the  field,  consisting  of  10,000  men  and  upwards,  <£1  daily ; of  5000 
men  and  upwards,  15s.  daily;  of  less  than  5000,  10s.  daily.

5.  The  pay  of  Medioal  Officers  shall  be  issued  monthly  in  arrear. 


APPOINTMENT. 

Every  candidate  for  appointment  in  the  Army  Medioal  Department  shall 
possess  two  diplomas  or  licenses  recognised  by  the  General  Medioal  Council, 
one  to  practice  Medicine,  and  the  other  Surgery,  and  shall  be  registered  under 
the  Medical  Act  in  force  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment. 

A candidate  shall  not  exceed  the  age  of  twenty-eight  years  on  appointment 
as  a Surgeon  on  probation. 
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A further  and  open  competition  shall  be  held  twice  in  the  year  for  the  admis- 
sion of  qualified  candidates  as  probationers.  The  number  of  appointments  so 
competed  for  shall  not  be  less  than  half  of  the  number  of  vacancies  which 
shall  have  arisen  in  the  last  completed  half-year  ending  on  the  30th  June  or 
31st  December.  Not  less  than  half  the  number  of  vacancies  shall  be  filled  up 
by  competition,  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  our  Secretary  of  State  to  fill  up 
the  remaining  number  from  such  qualified  candidates  as  may  be  proposed  by 
the  governing  bodies  of  public  schools  of  medicine  in  our  United  Kingdom  or 
in  our  Colonies,  as  he  may  think  proper.  Every  candidate  so  proposed  shall  be 
certified  by  the  governing  body  proposing  him,  to  be  duly  qualified  according  to 
a standard  to  be  laid  down  by  our  Secretary  of  State,  and  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Director-General. 

Our  Secretary  of  State  shall,  from  time  to  time,  fix  the  order  of  precedence 
and  the  proportion  in  which  the  several  schools  of  medicine  shall  be  offered  the 
nomination  of  candidates. 

A Surgeon  on  probation  shall,  on  appointment,  be  sent  to  some  large  station 
for  instruction  in  Ambulance  and  Hospital  Corps  duties,  until  the  commence- 
ment of  the  next  course  of  study  at  the  Army  Medical  School.  After  passing 
through  such  course  at  the  Army  Medical  School  as  our  Secretary  of  State 
shall  decide,  the  Surgeon  on  probation,  after  passing  a qualifying  examination 
in  the  military  medical  subjects  taught  there,  and  satisfying  the  Director- 
General  that  he  is  a person  of  proper  skill,  knowledge,  and  character  for  per- 
manent appointment  in  the  Army  Medical  Department,  shall  be  commissioned 
as  Surgeon. 

Appointments  in  H.M.  Indian  Medical  Service. 

The  Regulations  prescribe : 

1.  All  natural-born  subjects  of  Her  Majesty  between  twenty-two  and  twenty- 
eight  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  the  examination,  and  of  sound  bodily  health, 
may  be  candidates.  They  may  be  married  or  unmarried.  They  must  possess  a 
Diploma  in  Surgery  or  a License  to  practice  it,  as  well  as  a degree  in  Medicine 
or  a License  to  practise  it  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland. 

2.  They  must  subscribe  and  send  in  to  the  Military  Secretary,  India  Office, 
Westminster,  so  as  to  reach  that  address  at  least  a fortnight  before  the  date 
fixed  for  the  examination,  according  to  a stated  form  of  freedom  from  dis- 
abilities, &e. 

3.  This  declaration  must  be  accompanied  by  the  following  documents  : — 

a.  Proof  of  age,  either  by  extract  from  the  register  of  the  parish  in  which 
the  candidate  was  born,  or,  where  such  extract  is  unattainable,  by  his  own 
declaration  (pursuant  to  the  Act  5 & 6 Will.  IV.,  c.  62),  forms  of  which  can 
be  obtained  at  the  India  Office.  A certificate  of  baptism  which  does  not 
afford  proof  of  age  will  be  useless. 

b.  A certificate  of  moral  character  from  a magistrate,  or  a minister  of  the 
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religions  denomination  to  which  the  candidate  belongs,  who  has  personally 
known  him  for  at  least  the  two  years  preceding  the  date  of  his  application. 

c.  A certificate  of  registration,  in  accordance  with  the  Medical  Act  of  1858,. 
of  the  degrees,  diplomas,  and  licenses  possessed  by  the  candidate. 

4.  The  physical  fitness  of  candidates  will  be  determined  previous  to 
examination  by  a Board  of  Medical  Officers,  who  are  required  to  certify  that' 
the  candidate’s  vision  is  sufficiently  good  to  enable  him  to  perform  any  surgical 
operation  without  the  aid  of  glasses.  A moderate  degree  of  myopia  would  not 
be  considered  a disqualification,  provided  it  did  not  necessitate  the  use  of 
glasses  during  the  performance  of  operations,  and  that  no  organic  disease  of 
the  eyes  existed.  Every  candidate  must  also  be  free  from  organic  disease  of 
other  organs,  and  from  constitutional  weakness,  or  other  disability  likely  to 
unfit  him  for  military  service  in  India. 

5.  On  producing  the  foregoing  qualifications  the  candidate  will  be  examined 
by  the  Examining  Board  in  the  following  compulsory  subjects,  and  the  highest 
number  of  marks  attainable  will  be  distributed  as  follows  : — 

Marks. 


a.  Anatomy  and  Physiology  1000 

b.  Surgery 1000 

c.  Medicine,  including  Therapeutics,  the  Diseases  of  Women  and 

Children 1000 

d.  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy,  and  a practical  knowledge  of  Drugs  100 


The  examination  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  will  be  in  part  practical,  and  will 
include  operations  on  the  dead  body,  the  application  of  surgical  apparatus,  and 
the  examination  of  medical  and  surgical  patients  at  the  bedside. 

6.  The  eligibility  of  each  candidate  for  the  Indian  Medical  Service  will  be 
determined  by  the  result  of  the  examinations  in  these  subjects  only. 

7.  Candidates  who  desire  it  will  be  examined  in  Erench,  German,  and 
Hindustani,  Comparative  Anatomy,  Zoology,  Natural  Philosophy,  Physical 
Geography  and  Botany,  with  special  reference  to  Materia  Medica. 

8.  The  number  of  marks  gained  in  these  subjects  will  be  added  to  the  total 
number  of  marks  obtained  in  the  obligatory  part  of  the  examination  by  candi- 
dates who  shall  have  been  found  qualified  for  admission,  and  whose  position  on 
the  list  of  successful  competitors  will  thus  be  improved  in  proportion  to  their 
knowledge  of  modern  languages  and  natural  sciences. 

9.  The  maximum  number  of  marks  allotted  to  the  voluntary  subjects  will  be 
as  follows  : Frenoh,  German,  and  Hindustani,  150  each ; Natural  Science,  300 
marks — 450  marks. 

10.  The  subjects  for  this  part  of  the  examination  will  be  taken  from  the 
following  books  : “ Animal  Kingdom,”  by  W.  S.  Dallas,  F.L.S. “ Outlines  of 
the  Structure  and  Functions  of  the  Animal  Kingdom,”  by  Bymer  Jones  ; or 
“Cours  Elementaire  d’Histoire  Naturelle,”  par  Milne  Edwards;:  Lindley’s 
“School  Botany,”  Lindloy’s  “Medical  and  Economio  Botany,”  Henfrey’s 
“Elementary  Courso  of  Botany;”  “Elements  of  Natural  Philosophy,”  by 
Golding  Bird  and  C.  Brooks  ; “ Physical  Geography,”  by  Mr.  Somerville. 
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11.  The  examiners  in  London  will  prepare  a list  in  order  of  merit,  with  the 
marks  affixed  on  the  different  subjects,  to  he  transmitted  to  the  Director- 
General,  and  communicated  to  the  Professors  of  the  Army  Medical  School.  If 
any  candidate  is  found  to  be  deficient  in  any  particular  subject,  this  shall  be 
stated  in  order  that  he  may  receive  special  instruction  on  the  point  at  Netley. 

12.  After  passing  his  Preliminary  examination,  the  candidate  will  be  required 
to  attend  one  entire  course  of  Practical  Instruction  at  the  Army  Medical  School 
before  being  admitted  to  examination  for  a commission,  on  : 

1.  Hygiene. 

2.  Clinical  and  Military  Medicine. 

3.  Clinical  and  Militarj-  Surgery. 

4.  Pathology  of  Diseases  and  Injuries  incident  to  Military  Service. 

These  courses  are  to  be  not  less  than  four  months’  duration  : but  candidates 

who  have  already  gone  through  a course  at  Netley  as  candidates  for  the  Army 
or  Navy  Medical  Service  may,  if  thought  desirable,  be  exempted  from  attending 
the  School  a second  time. 

13.  During  the  period  of  his  residence  at  the  Army  Medical  School,  each 
candidate  will  receive  an  allowance  of  5s.  per  diem,  with  quarters,  or  7s.  per 
diem  without  quarters,  to  cover  all  costs  of  maintenance  ; and  he  will  be  required 
to  provide  himself  with  uniform  (viz.,  the  regulation  undress  uniform  of  a 
surgeon  of  the  British  Service,  but  without  the  sword) . 

14.  All  candidates  will  be  required  to  conform  to  such  rules  of  discipline  as 
the  Senate  may  from  time  to  time  enact. 

15.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  course  candidates  will  be  required  to  pass  an 
examination  on  the  subjects  taught  in  the  School.  The  examination  will  be 
conducted  by  the  Professors  of  the  School. 

The  Director-General,  or  any  Medical  Officer  deputed  by  him,  may  be  present, 
and  take  part  in  the  examination.  If  the  candidate  give  satisfactory  evidence  of 
being  qualified  for  the  practical  duties  of  an  Army  Medical  Officer,  he  will  be 
eligible  for  a commission  as  Surgeon. 

16.  The  position  of  the  candidates  on  the  list  of  Surgeons  will  be  determined 
by  the  combined  results  of  the  Preliminary  and  of  the  Final  examinations,  and, 
so  far  as  the  requirements  of  the  service  will  permit,  they  will  have  the  choice  of 
.presidency  in  India,  according  to  their  position  in  that  list.

CHAPTER  XIII. 


DENTISTRY. 

General  Remarks— Abstract  of  the  Dentists’  Act,  1878— Dental  Colleges- 
and  Schools  in  London ; in  the  English  Provinces ; in  Ireland ; in 
Scotland. 

Since  the  year  1878  a diploma  from  a medical  corporation  of  the 
United  Kingdom  has  been  necessary  in  order  to  practice  Dentistry  in 
this  country  under  the  title  of  “ Dentist.” 

The  corporations  of  the  United  Kingdom  granting  dental  diplomas 
are  the  Colleges  of  Surgeons  of  England,  Edinburgh,  and  Ireland,  and 
the  Faculty  of  Glasgow. 

The  dental  schools  of  Great  Britain  are : The  National  Dental 
Hospital  and  College,  London  Dental  Hospital,  the  Edinburgh,  the 
Glasgow,  the  Liverpool,  the  Plymouth,  and  the  Birmingham  Dental 
Hospitals. 

ABSTRACT  OP  THE  DENTISTS’  ACT,  1878. 

(41  and  42  Viet.,  c.  33.) 

From  and  after  the  first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-nine,  a person  shall  not  he  entitled  to  take  or  use  the  name  or  title  of 
“ Dentist  ” (either  alone  or  in  combination  with  any  other  word  or  words),  or 
of  “ Dental  Practitioner,”  or  any  name,  title,  addition,  or  description  implying 
that  he  is  registered  under  this  Act,  or  that  he  is  a person  specially  qualified 

to  practice  dentistry  unless  he  is  registered  under  this  Act 

Any  person  who  after  the  first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-nine,  not  being  registered  under  this  Act,  takes  or  uses  any  suoh 
name,  title,  addition,  or  description  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  liable,  on  summary 
conviction,  to  a fine  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds,  provided  that  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  apply  to  legally  qualified  medical  practitioners. 

No  person  is  held  to  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under  this  Act  if  it  can 
he  shown — 

That  he  is  not  ordinarily  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  that  he  holds  a 
qualification  which  entitles  him  to  practice  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  a 
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British  possession  or  foreign  country,  and  that  he  did  not  represent  himself  to  be 
registered  under  this  Act. 

Or  tliat  he  has  been  registered  and  that  his  name  has  been  erased  from 
the  register  because  he  has  ceased  to  practice. 

If  a person  takes  or  uses  the  designation  of  any  qualification  or  certificate  in 
relation  to  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  which  he  does  not  possess,  he  shall  be 
liable,  on  summary  conviction  ....  to  a fine  not  exceeding  twenty 
pounds 

A person  registered  under  this  Act  shall  be  entitled  to  practice  dentistry  and 
dental  surgery  in  any  part  of  her  Majesty’s  dominions,  and  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  a person 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  any  fee  or  charge,  in  any  court,  for  the  per- 
formance of  any  dental  operation,  or  for  any  dental  attendance  or  advice,  unless 
he  is  registered  under  this  Act,  or  is  a legally  qualified  medical  practitioner. 

The  following  are  entitled  to  register  as  Dentists  : 

1.  A licentiate  in  dental  surgery  or  dentistry  of  any  medical 
Qualifying  Body  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

2.  Anyone  engaged  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  Act  in  the 
practice  of  dentisty  or  dental  surgery. 

3.  Any  person  holding  a certificate  in  dentistry  or  dental  surgery 
from  some  colonial  or  foreign  college  or  society  of  standing,  provided 
such  person  is  either — 

a.  Not  domiciled  in  the  United  Kingdom  ; 

b.  Or  has  practiced  for  more  than  ten  years  elsewhere  than  in 

the  United  Kingdom ; 

c.  Or  has  at  the  time  of  passing  of  this  Act  practiced  in  the 

United  Kingdom.* 

The  certificate  granted  in  a British  possession  or  in  a foreign  country  which  is 
to  be  deemed  such  a recognised  certificate  as  is  required  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act,  shall  be  such  certificate,  diploma,  membership,  degree,  license,  letters, 
“testimonials,  or  other  title,  status,  or  document  as  may  be  recognised  for  the 
time  being  by  the  General  Council  as  entitling  the  holder  thereof  to  practice 
dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  such  possession  or  country,  and  as  furnishing 
sufficient  guarantees  of  the  possession  of  the  requisite  knowledge  and  skill  for 
the  efficient  practice  of  dentistry  or  dental  surgery. 

Persons  applying  to  be  registered  and  having  their  applications 
refused  may  appeal  to  the  Privy  Council. 

* The  words  of  the  section  in  the  Act  run  : “ Where  a person  who  either  is  not  domiciled  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  or  has  practiced  for  more  than  ton  years  elsewhere  than  in  tho  United  Kingdom, 
or  in  the  case  of  persons  practicing  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  thetime  of  the  passing  of  this  Act.tor  not 
less  than  ten  fears,  either  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  elsewhere,  shows  that  he  holds,”  &c.  Now  the 
words  in  italics  are  simply  void  and  without  force,  if,  as  is  actually  tho  cose,  any  person  practicing 
dentistry  in  tho  United  Kingdom  (no  matter  for  how  short  a time)  at  the  period  of  the  passing  of  the 
Act,  is  entitled  to  register  as  a dentist  without  production  of  any  certificate  showing  that  lie  lias 
practiced/or  not  less  than  ten  years,  Such  person  may  be  registered  as  a colonial  or  foreign  dentist, 
as  tho  case  may  bo. 
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Dental  Colleges  and  Schools  in  London. 

Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England. 

BEGULATIONS  EOB  THE  LICENSE  IN  DENTAL  SURGERY. 

Candidates  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age.  They  must  have  been  engaged 
during  four  years  in  the  acquirement  of  professional  knowledge.  The  must  have 
attended  at  a school  or  schools  recognised  by  the  College  not  less  than  one  of 
each  of  the  following  courses  of  lectures  delivered  by  lecturers  recognised  by 
dhe  College  : Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Surgery,  Medicine,  Materia 
Medica. 

They  must  have  attended  a second  winter  course  of  lectures  on  Anatomy,  or 
a course  of  not  less  than  twenty  lectures  on  the  Anatomy  of  the  Head  and  Neck, 
delivered  by  lecturers  recognised  by  the  College.  They  must  have  performed 
dissections  at  a recognised  school  during  not  less  than  nine  months.  They  must 
have  completed  a course  of  chemical  manipulation  under  the  superintendence  of 
b,  teacher  or  lecturer  recognised  by  the  College.  They  must  have  attended  at  a 
recognised  hospital  or  hospitals  in  the  United  Kingdom  the  practice  of  Surgery 
and  Clinical  Lectures  on  Surgery  during  two  winter  sessions. 

They  must  have  attended  at  a recognised  school  two  courses  of  lectures  upon 
each  of  the  following  subjects  : Dental  Anatomy  and  Physiology  (Human  and 
Comparative),  Dental  Surgery,  Dental  Mechanics,  and  one  course  of  lectures 
on  Metallurgy,  by  lecturers  recognised  by  this  College.  They  must  have  been 
engaged  during  a period  of  not  less  than  three  years  in  acquiring  a practical 
familiarity  with  the  details  of  Mechanical  Dentistry,  under  the  instruction  of  a 
competent  practitioner.  In  the  cases  of  qualified  surgeons  evidence  of  a period 
of  not  less  than  two,  instead  of  three  years,  of  such  instruction  will  be 
sufficient. 

They  must  have  attended  at  a recognised  dental  hospital  or  in  the  dental 
department  of  a recognised  general  hospital  the  practice  of  Dental  Surgery 
during  the  period  of  two  years. 

Candidates  who  commenced  their  professional  studies  on  or  after  July  22nd, 
1878,  must  have  passed  a Preliminary  examination  in  General  Education  prior 
to  such  commencement,  or  the  studies  will  not  be  recognised.  The  preliminary 
examinations  accepted  are  those  which  entitle  the  student  to  register  at  the 
office  of  the  General  Medical  Council. 

Professional  Examinations. — Tlie  examination  is  viva  voce — written 
and  practical.  The  written  part  includes  General  Anatomy  and 
Physiology  and  General  Pathology  and  Surgery,  with  especial  reference 
to  dental  practice.  The  oral  and  practical  parts  comprise  the  subjects 
included  in  the  professional  curriculum,  and  are  conducted  by  the  use  of 
casts,  drawings,  preparations,  operations,  &c.  Members  of  the  College 
will  only  be  required  to  answer  the  questions  set  by  the  section  of  the 
Board  consisting  of  persons  skilled  in  dental  surgery ; and  in  the

oral  and  practical  examinations  will  be  examined  only  by  that  section. 
Rejected  candidates  will  be  referred  back  to  their  studies  for  six 
months.  Fee  for  diploma  over  and  above  any  stamp  duty  : £10  10s. 

National  Dental  Hospital  and  College,  Great  Portland-street,  W. 

Fees. — For  two  courses  on  Dental  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  two 
courses  on  Dental  Surgery  and  Pathology,  two  courses  on  Dental 
Mechanics,  one  course  on  Dental  Metallurgy,  £12  12s.  These  lectures 
are  required  by  the  curriculum  for  the  License  of  the  College  of 
Surgeons  of  England.

Fees  for  lectures  on  subjects  not  enjoined  by  the  curriculwm : Opera- 
tive Dental  Surgery,  £2  2s. ; Elements  of  Histology,  £1  Is. ; Demon- 
strations on  Dental  Mechanics,  £1  Is. ; Deformities  of  the  Mouth, 
£2  2s. ; Comparative  Dental  Pathology,  no  fixed  fee ; Arts  and  Litera- 
ture Class,  three  months,  £3  3s. ; Hospital  Practice,  to  registered 
practitioners,  six  months,  £7  7s. ; ditto,  twelve  months,  £9  9s.  The 
above  lectures,  excepting  the  Arts  and  Literature  Class,  are  free  to 
those  College  students  who  have  fully  entered  for  the  lectures  required 
by  the  curriculum  for  the  License  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  of  England. 
Fee  for  the  two  years’  hospital  practice  required  by  the  curriculum, 
£12  12s.  Total  fee  for  the  lectures  and  hospital  practice  required  by 
the  curriculum,  £25  4s. 

Prizes. — Four  medals  are  open  for  competition  at  the  end  of  each 
course  of  lectures  prescribed  for  the  curriculum,  viz.,  Dental  Surgery, 
Dental  Anatomy,  Dental  Mechanics,  and  Metallurgy.  Certificates  of 
honour  are  also  awarded.  The  Begnier  gold  medal,  value  £5,  is  given 
for  general  proficiency.

Appointments. — Dresserships  in  the  extraction  room : These  appoint- 
ments are  held  for  three  months  by  six  senior  and  six  junior  students- 
of  the  Hospital. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  STUDENTS  OF  THE 

HOSPITAL. 

1.  Students  admitted  to  the  praotice  of  this  Hospital  must  enter  for  the  period 
of  two  years,  and  with  the  understanding  that  it  is  their  intention  to  obtain  the 
Dental  Diploma  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  can 
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only  bo  made  under  special  or  particular  circumstancesj  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Medical  Committee. 

2.  Students  are  required  to  attend  the  Hospital  daily  (except  Sundays)  at 
9 a.m.,  and  must  sign  their  names  and  the  time  of  their  arrival  in  the 
attendance  book.  No  student  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his  certificate  of 
attendance  unless  he  has  attended  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  time  for 
which  he  entered. 

3.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  undertake  any  operation  during  the  first 
two  months  of  his  hospital  practice,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  dental 
officer  in  attendance. 

4.  Students  must  provide  the  necessary  instruments  for  stopping  teeth ; and 
all  instruments  and  appliances  the  property  of  the  Hospital  shall,  after  being 
used  by  a student,  be  returned  by  him,  cleansed,  to  their  proper  places. 

5.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  fee  or  remuneration  from  any 
patient  attending  the  Hospital ; and  no  meohanical  work  in  the  form  of 
artificial  teeth  shall  be  supplied  to  a patient  by  a student  of  the  Hospital. 

6.  The  authority  of  the  medical  officers  of  the  Hospital  must  be  always 
respected  by  the  students  ; and  in  case  of  unseemly  conduot  it  will  be  the  duty 
of  the  medical  officer  to  report  the  same  to  the  Committee,  who  shall  have  the 
power  to  deal  as  they  may  think  fit  with  such  cases. 

The  Dental  Hospital  of  London  and  the  London  School  of  Dental 
Surgery  [Leicester -square). 

Appointments. — Dresserships  for  cases  of  extraction. 

These  appointments  are  held  for  two  months,  and  consist  of  six  senior 
dresserships  for  extractions  under  anaesthetics,  and  eighteen  junior  dressershipB 
for  ordinary  extractions.  The  senior  dressers  will  be  selected  from  those  pupils 
only  who  have  entered  fully  both  to  the  practice  and  lectures  of  this  Hospital, 
and  also  to  the  course  required  by  the  College  of  Surgeons  for  the  License  in 
Dental  Surgery  at  one  of  the  general  hospitals. 

Fees. — Fee  for  the  special  lectures  required  by  the  curriculum, 
£15  15s.  Fees  for  single  courses  : Dental  Anatomy  and  Physiology — 
one  course,  £3  3s. — two  courses,  £5  5s. ; Dental  Surgery — one  course, 
£3  3s. — two  courses,  £5  5s.;  Metallurgy — one  course,  £3  3s. — two  courses, 
£5  5s.  Fee  for  the  two  years’  hospital  practice  required  by  the  cur- 
riculum, £15  15s.  Total  fee  for  the  special  lectures  and  hospital 
practice  required  by  the  curriculum,  £31  10s. 

Prizes. — “Arrangements  are  being  made  for  a prize  in  Operative 
Dentistry,  in  the  competition  for  which  each  candidate  will  be  entrusted 
with  the  case  of  a mouth,  which  he  shall,  if  not  impracticable,  set 
thoroughly  in  order.”  Prizes  are  awarded  by  the  lecturers  after 
examination  in  the  subjects  of  their  respective  courses  at  the  end  of 
the  summer  and  winter  sessions.  “ Second  prizes  will  not  be  awarded 
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when  the  best  paper  obtains  less  than  75  per  cent,  of  full  marks ; and 
no  second  prize  will  be  given  unless  the  second  best  paper  obtains  at 
least  75  per  cent,  of  the  marks  obtained  by  the  first.”  Value  of  first 
prizes,  £3  10s.  each  ; value  of  second  prizes,  £1  10s.  each.  A prize  of 
the  value  of  £5  5s.  is  awarded  for  the  best  paper  on  a given  subject.  A 
scholarship  of  the  value  of  £20  is  awarded  to  the  student  who  has 
obtained  the  largest  number  of  first-class  prizes  during  the  winter  and 
summer  sessions  preceding  the  July  in  which  the  award  takes  place, 
on  the  following  conditions: 

1st.  He  must  have  entered  to  and  paid  in  full  the  fees  for  all  the  lectures, 
practice,  and  other  matters  required  by  the  Eoyal  College  of  Surgeons  of 
England  as  a qualification  for  the  Dental  Diploma  of  the  said  College. 

2nd.  He  must  have  entered  and  paid  his  fees  in  full  at  this  Hospital  for  all 
the  special  lectures,  practice,  and  other  matters  required  by  the  said  College 
as  a qualification  for  the  said  Diploma. 

3rd.  He  must  have  commenced  his  studies  at  this  Hospital  since  the  August 
twelvemonth  preceding  the  July  in  which  the  scholarship  shall  be  awarded. 

4th.  He  must  on  entering  the  Hospital  have  signed  a declaration  of  his 
intention  to  present  himself  for  examination  for  the  said  Diploma. 

5th.  His  attendance  at  the  lectures  and  practice  of  this  Hospital  must  have 
been  such  as  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Medical  Committee,  and  to  suffice  for 
obtaining  the  proper  signatures  to  the  schedule  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  for 
the  Dental  Diploma. 

In  awarding  the  Saunders  scholarship  the  possession  of  first  prizes 
only  is  to  be  taken  into  account;  except  in  the  event  of  two  or  more 
students  holding  an  equal  number  of  first  prizes,  in  which  case  the 
possession  of  second  prizes  will  be  taken  into  consideration.  Class 
prizes  only  shall  count  in  the  competition  for  the  Saunders  scholarship. 
The  Medical  Committee  have  resolved  “ that  the  holder  of  the  Saunders 
scholarship  be  admitted  without  additional  fee  to  an  extra  year  of 
hospital  practice.” 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  STUDENTS  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 

1.  Students  entering  the  practice  of  this  Hospital  shall  (unless  exempted  for 
special  reasons)  do  so  upon  the  understanding  that  it  is  their  intention  to  obtain 
the  Dental  Diploma  of  the  Eoyal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England.  Before  com- 
mencing their  course  of  studies  they  must  sign  their  names  as  willing  to  conform 
to  this  rule  and  the  following  regulations  : — 

2.  Students  must  attend  the  Hospital  daily  (except  Sunday)  at  9 o’clock  a.m. 
An  attendance  book  is  provided,  in  which  the  pupils  must  sign  their  names  each 
day. 

3.  No  student  shall  undertake  any  operation  until  he  has  attended  a course 
of  demonstrations  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  medical  officers.  When  permitted 
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to  undertake  operations  for  filling  teeth,  he  must  provide  the  instruments 
requisite  for  the  same.  For  all  cases  of  gold  filling,  permission  must  be  obtained 
of  a medical  officer.  A certificate  of  having  performed  150  fillings  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  medical  officers  or  the  house  surgeon  in  each  of  his  two  years 
of  attendance  will  be  required  from  a pupil  before  his  schedule  can  be  signed. 

4.  Every  student  entering  the  Hospital  will  be  required  to  treat  at  least  two 
regulation  cases  mechanically  in  each  of  the  two  years  of  his  attendance  at  the 
Hospital. 

5.  No  student  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  receive  fee  or  remuneration 
from  any  patient  attending,  or  to  whom  he  may  become  known  whilst  attending 
the  Hospital ; and  no  mechanical  work,  in  the  form  of  artificial  teeth,  shall  be 
supplied  to  a patient  by  a student  of  the  Hospital. 

6.  Students  must  be  punctual  in  their  appointments  with  patients ; when 
otherwise,  cases  previously  under  their  care  will  be  entrusted  to  other  students 
by  the  medical  officers. 

7.  No  student  shall  make  use  of  the  same  operating  chair  for  patients  con- 
secutively whilst  other  students  are  unoccupied  for  want  of  the  same. 

8.  All  instruments  and  appliances,  the  property  of  the  Hospital,  shall,  after 
having  been  used  by  a student,  be  returned  cleansed  to  their  proper  places. 

9.  Students  must  consider  themselves  strictly  under  the  control  of  the 
medical  officers  of  the  Hospital.  All  unnecessary  conversation  must  be  avoided, 
and  quietude  and  gentlemanly  bearing  before  the  patients  observed. 

10.  Any  exemption  from  fully  carrying  out  Buies  1,  2,  and  3 can  only  be 
obtained  from  the  Medical  Committee  upon  grounds  that  may  appear  to  them 
good  and  proper  for  granting  such  exemption. 

11.  Leave  of  absence  must  be  obtained  from  the  Dean,  to  whom,  in  case  of 
sickness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  non-attendance,  written  notice  is  to  be 
immediately  sent. 

Students  will  be  required  to  attend  the  lectures  and  practice  during  the  two 
years  consecutively,  except  with  the  special  written  permission  of  the  Dean. 
By  a resolution  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Surgeons,  all  students  entering 
on  and  after  October  1st,  1877,  will  be  required  to  complete  the  full  ttvo  years 
of  hospital  practice. 

University  College. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  Dentistry  and  Dental  Surgery  is  more 
fitted  for  medical  than  dental  students,  since  it  is  scarcely  sufficiently 
detailed  for  those  who  intend  to  make  dental  science  a specialty  of 
practice.  The  lectures  are  given  twice  weekly  during  part  of  the 
winter  session  : the  total  number  of  lectures  is  twelve.  Fee — £2  2s. 

St.  George’s  Hospital. 

Composition  Fee — £55 ; payable  in  two  instalments,  First' year,  £30 ; 
second  year,  £25.

Composition  Fee — £42.  A dental  assistant  is  elected  every  three 
months  without  extra  fee. 

St.  Thomas’s  Hospital. 

Fee  for  all  subjects  but  Dental  Practice  (where  certificates  are 
required),  £55,  or  £50  the  first,  and  £10  the  second  year.  Dental 
Practice  (when  certificates  are  required),  one  year,  £2  2s. ; perpetual, 
£3  3s. 

Charing  Cross  Hospital. 

Composition  Fee  for  dental  students,  including  the  Matriculation 
fee,  £42  2s.,  which  may  be  paid  in  two  instalments,  viz.,  £22  on  joining, 
£20  twelve  months  later. 

Middlesex  Hospital. 

Composition  Fee — £42  in  one  sum,  or  in  two  instalments : the  sum 
of  £30  on  entrance,  and  the  other  of  £15  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
winter  session. 

Guy’s  Hospital. 

Composition  Fee — £66  3s. ; or  in  two  instalments  of  £42  and  £24  3s. 

St.  Mary’s  Hospital. 

Composition  Fee — £65  12s.  6d. 

St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital. 

Fees. — For  general  subjects  for  dental  students : First  winter, 
£33  Is.  6d. ; first  summer,  £33  Is.  6d. ; or  a single  payment  of  £66  3s. 

Westminster  Hospital. 

The  fees  for  the  General  Surgical  Practice  and  Lectures  required  for 
the  Dental  Diploma  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  may  be  paid  in 
one  of  two  ways : in  one  payment  on  entrance,  £45 ; or  in  two  pay- 
ments of  £32  and  £18,  to  be  made  respectively  at  the  commencement 
of  each  academic  year.  These  payments  include  the  library  fee,  and 
entitle  the  student  to  attendance  on  the  tutorial  classes.  Students 
who  become  General  Dental  students,  as  above,  may  enter  for  the 
special  practice  and  lectures  of  the  Dental  Hospital  in  Leicester- 
square,  within  easy  reach  of  the  Hospital,  where  there  are  great  advan- 
tages for  the  study  of  Practical  Dentistry,  and  where  lectures  are 
delivered  on  Metallurgy,  Dental  Mechanics,  Dental  Surgery  and 
Pathology,  and  Dental  Anatomy  and  Physiology.  The  courses  required 
for  the  Dental  License  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  are  one  course  of 
Metallurgy  and  two  of  each  of  the  other  three,  the  fee  for  which,  in- 
cluding Dental  Practice,  is  £31  10s. 
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Manchester. — Owens  College. 

Practical  instruction  is  given  in  Operative  Dental  Surgery. 

Liverpool. — Royal  Infirmary  School  of  Medicine. 

Fees. — Dental  Surgery,  Dental  Mechanics,  Dental  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,  and  Dental  Metallurgy,  first  course,  £3  3s.  each  subject; 
second  course,  £2  2s.  each  subject. 

Dental  Hospital. 

Fee  for  Hospital  Practice — £5  5s.  per  annum  to  students  of  the 
Liverpool  Royal  Infirmary  School  of  Medicine,  and  pupils  or  appren- 
tices of  registered  dentists.  Pupils  and  apprentices  of  the  honorary 
dental  surgeons  have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  practice  of  the 
Hospital  free  of  expense. 

Birmingham. — Queen's  College  (Dental  Department). 

Students  entering  the  Hospital  must  state  their  intention  of  pre- 
senting themselves  for  the  Dental  Diploma  of  one  of  the  Colleges  of 
the  United  Kingdom.  Students  must  attend  the  Hospital  every  week 
day  at  9 a.m. 

Prizes  are  awarded  in  all  the  classes.  Dresserships  in  the  extraction 
room  are  open  to  all  the  students. 

Fees.  — Composition  fee,  £78  15s.  Separate  fees  : Anatomy, 
Physiology,  Medicine,  and  Surgery,  £6  6s.  each  course ; Chemistry 
and  Practical  Anatomy,  £5  5s.  each  course;  Materia  Medica  and 
Practical  Chemistry,  £4  4s.  each  course ; Dental  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,  Dental  Surgery,  Dental  Mechanics,  and  Dental  Metal- 
lurgy, £4  4s.  each  course;  Dental  Hospital  Practice  and  Demon- 
strations— two  years  £14  14s.,  one  year  £8  8s.,  six  months  £5  5s.;

REGULATIONS  EOR  THE  LICENSE  IN  DENTAL  SURGERY. 

Candidates  must  have  pasted  a Preliminary  examination  in  Arts ; must  be 
twenty-one  years  of  age ; and  must  have  been  engaged  in  acquiring  professional 
knowledge  during  four  years  subsequent  to  the  date  of  registration. 

The  fee  is  J210  10s. 

There  is  one  Professional  examination,  the  subjects  of  which  are  : Anatomy,. 
Physiology,  Surgery,  and  Pathology  of  the  Teeth,  Jaws,  and  surrounding  parts, 
and  Mechanical  Dentistry.  The  examination  is  both  written  and  oral. 
Eejected  candidates  cannot  present  themselves  until  the  expiration  of  six 
months. 

Curriculum. — One  course  of  lectures  on  Anatomy  and  Physiology ; 
two  courses  of  Dissections,  with  demonstrations  ; one  course  of  lectures 
on  Surgery;  one  course  of  lectures  on  Chemistry;  one  course  of 
Practical  Chemistry  and  Metallurgy ; one  course  of  lectures  on  Materia 
Medica ; and  two  courses  of  lectures  on  Dental  Surgery,  including 
Dental  Mechanics.  General  Hospital  Practice,  two  winter  sessions; 
Dental  Practice,  nine  months.  Three  years’  practical  instruction  in 
Dentistry. 

Dental  Colleges  and  Schools  in  Scotland. 

College  of  Su/rgeons  of  Edinburgh. 

The  following  lectures  and  courses  of  study  are  required  for  the 
License:  Anatomy — one  winter  course;  Dissections  and  Demonstra- 
tions, nine  months ; or  Dissection  and  Anatomy  of  Head  and  Neck — 
nine  months,  one  course  of  twenty  lectures.  Physiology — one  course 
of  fifty  lectures ; Chemistry — one  winter  course ; Surgery — one  winter 
course ; Medicine — one  winter  course ; Materia  Medica — one  course  of 
three  months ; Practical  Chemistry  and  Metallurgy — one  course  of 
three  months ; Clinical  instruction  in  Surgery  at  a recognised  hospital 
— one  course  of  six  months  or  two  courses  of  three  months ; Dental 
Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Dental  Surgery  and  Pathology,  Dental 
Mechanics — one  course  each;  two  years’  attendance  at  a dental 
hospital  or  the  dental  department  of  a general  hospital. 

Subjects  of  Exmiination. — First — Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Metallurgy,. 
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and  Physiology ; second — Surgery,  Medicine,  Materia  Medica,  Dental 
Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Dental  Surgery  and  Pathology,  and  Dental 
Mechanics.  The  examinations  are  conducted  in  two  separate  sittings, 
the  second  following  closely  on  the  first. 

Fee— £10  10s.  Of  this  sum,  £4  4s.  is  payable  for  the  first,  and 
£6  6s.  for  the  second  examinations. 

Preliminary  Examination  in  Arts. — The  regulations  are  the  same  as 
for  full  medical  students. 

Dentists  who  were  in  practice  before  1st  August,  1878,  may  be 
examined  in  the  subjects  of  professional  education  without  undergoing 
the  ordinary  curriculum.  In  such  case  the  Preliminary  examination 
is  not  required. 

Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow. 

The  curriculum  is  of  four  years’  duration.  During  three  years  candi- 
dates must  have  been  engaged  in  acquiring  a practical  knowledge  of 
Dentistry  under  a registered  dentist.  Anatomy — one  winter  session ; 
Anatomy  of  Head  and  Neck — twenty  lectures;  or  a second  course  of 
Anatomy,  one  winter  session ; Dissections,  nine  months ; Physiology, 
six  months ; Chemistry,  six  months ; Practical  Chemistry  and  Metal- 
lurgy, three  months ; Surgery,  six  months ; Medicine,  six  months  ; 
Materia  Medica,  three  months;  Surgical  Hospital  attendance,  with 
clinical  instruction,  six  months ; Dental  Anatomy  and  Physiology, 
Human  and  Comparative,  twenty-four  lectures ; Dental  Surgery,  twenty 
lectures ; Metallurgy,  twelve  lectures,  unless  included  in  Practical 
Chemistry ; Mechanical  Dentistry,  twelve  lectures  or  demonstrations ; 
attendance  for  two  years  at  a dental  hospital  or  the  dental  department 
of  a recognised  general  hospital. 

The  Medical  Preliminary  Examination  is  required  of  all  candidates 
who  commenced  their  professional  education  on  or  after  1st  August,  1878. 
The  examination  (professional)  is  conducted  in  two  sittings.  The 
subjects  of  the  first  are  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Metallurgy. 
The  subjects  of  the  second  are  Dental  Mechanics,  Dental  Surgery  and 
Pathology,  Dental  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Medicine,  Surgery,  and 
Materia  Medica. 

Fee. — £10  10s.,  £4  4s.  being  payable  at  the  first,  and  £4  4s.  at  the 
second  examination. 

Dentists  in  practice  before  1st  August,  1878,  may  be  admitted  to 
examination  sine  curriculo. 

Anderson's  College,  Glasgow,  School  of  Dental  Surgery. 

The  following  remarks  on  the  curriculum  demanded  by  the  Dental 
Licensing  Bodies  are  offered  to  intending  students : 
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Every  student,  before  he  can  be  examined  for  the  Diploma  in  Dental  Surgery, 
must  have  passed  a Preliminary  examination  in  general  education.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  this  Bhould  be  done  as  soon  after  leaving  school  as  possible  ; at  any 
rate,  before  commencing  to  attend  the  lectures  or  hospital  practice.  The 
Preliminary  examination  conducted  by  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Glasgow  is  taken  advantage  of  by  many.  The  conditions  of  the  examination 
are  worthy  of  notice,  and  are  in  some  respects  peculiar  to  Glasgow.  About  the 
time  of  passing  this  examination,  or  while  still  preparing  for  it,  Mechanical 
Dentistry,  under  a registered  practitioner,  should  be  commenced,  as  it  occupies 
a greater  number  of  years  than  any  of  the  other  parts  of  the  curriculum,  and  it 
is  advisable  to  have  it  completed  at  least  a year  before  the  final  examination. 
Three  years  of  Mechanical  Dentistry  are  demanded  by  the  curriculum,  but  four, 
five,  or  even  a greater  number  of  years,  are  commonly  devoted  to  it.  The  next 
part  of  the  course  which  should  be  entered  upon  is  the  Practice  of  a Dental 
Hospital.  This  occupies  two  years.  The  Diploma  is  not  granted  to  any  one 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  so  that  a suitable  period  for  commencing  to 
attend  a Dental  Hospital  is  about  the  age  of  eighteen  or  nineteen.  The 
General  Hospital  Practice,  of  which  one  year  is  required,  may  be  attended 
during  the  years  of  Dental  Hospital  Practice,  or,  better  still,  immediately 
thereafter. 

With  regard  to  the  time  at  which  to  commence,  and  the  order  in  which  to 
attend  the  Lectures  and  Classes,  the  following  fact,  which  is  true  only  of  the 
examination  for  the  Dental  Diploma  of  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
is  worthy  of  notice,  viz. : 

The  examination  is  divided  into  two  distinct  parts,  and  if  the  candidate  so 
desires  it,  any  length  of  time  may  intervene.  If  he  fail  in  either  division  it  is 
only  necessary  that  he  be  re-examined  in  that  division.  The  subjects  embraced 
in  the  first  part  of  the  examination  are  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Chemistry, 
with  Metallurgy.  In  the  second  part — Surgery,  Medicine  with  Materia  Medica, 
and  the  subjects  special  to  Dentistry.  The  simplest  way,  then,  to  prepare  for 
this  examination,  and  at  the  same  time  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  curriculum, 
will  be  to  attend  during  the  first  winter  session  the  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and 
Chemistry  Classes.  Then  a second  course  of  lectures  on  Anatomy  is  required, 
or  on  the  Anatomy  of  the  Head  and  Neck,  which  latter  may  be  arranged  for 
summer.  In  summer  also  the  Practical  Chemistry  Class  may  be  attended.  The 
courses  of  lectures  on  Dental  Anatomy  and  Dental  Surgery  are  continued  over 
the  two  summer  sessions  during  which  the  student  is  carrying  on  the  Dental 
Hospital  Practice,  so  that  he  should  begin  to  attend  these  lectures  also  in  the 
first  summer  session.  When  the  first  half  of  the  examination  has  been  passed, 
the  subjeots  in  the  second  half  can  be  studied  during  the  following  session. 
None  of  them  are  lectured  upon  in  summer  with  the  exception  of  Dental  Anatomy 
and  Dental  Surgery.  Students  may  with  equal  advantage  commence  their 
studies  at  the  beginning  of  a summer  or  a winter  session. 

As  the  Dental  Sohool  at  Anderson’s  College  is  closely  connected  with,  and  is

in  fact  part  of,  the  Medical  School,  it  presents  to  the  student  many  advantages 
which  could  be  offered  by  no  school  otherwise  situated.  The  lectures  are  so 
arranged  that  no  two  are  delivered  at  the  same  hour.  Special  classes  on  the 
purely  medical  branches  can  be,  and  are  being,  conducted  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  dental  student.  The  Museum  of  the  College  presents,  in  its 
Natural  History  Collection,  unusual  facilities  for  the  study  of  Comparative 
Dental  Anatomy,  while  the  Anatomical  Museum  is  also  worthy  of  note. 

Text  Bootes  for  Dental  Surgery  and  Pathology.  — Tomes’  “Dental 
Surgery ; ” Salter’s  “ Dental  Surgery  and  Pathology.”  The  text  book 
recommended  for  Dental  Anatomy  is  Tomes’  “ Manual  of  Dental 
Anatomy — Human  and  Comparative.” 

The  practice  of  the  Hospital  may  he  entered  upon  at  any  time  during 
the  session,  and  attendance  dated  therefrom. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1.  The  curriculum  demanding  two  years’  practice,  no  student  can  be  enrolled 
for  a shorter  period,  nor  can  the  two  years’  practice  be  attended  otherwise  than 
consecutively,  without  special  permission  being  granted  by  the  Hospital 
Committee. 

2.  Students  must  attend  the  Hospital  daily  (except  Sunday)  at  8 a.m.  An 
attendance  book  is  provided,  in  which  they  must  sign  their  names  each  day. 
No  student’s  certificate  can  be  signed  unless  he  has  been  regular  in  his 
attendance. 

3.  No  student  shall  undertake  any  operation  until  he  has  attended  the  practice 
of  the  Hospital  for  one  month. 

4.  Each  student  must  have  made  150  fillings,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  dental 
surgeons,  in  each  year  of  his  attendance,  before  his  certificate  can  be  signed, 
and  he  will  be  required  to  treat  at  least  two  regulation  cases  meohanically  in  each 
year  of  his  attendance. 

5.  Patients  on  entering  shall  be  at  once  referred  to  the  dental  officer,  and  no 
student  shall,  without  his  authority,  undertake  any  operation. 

6.  In  no  case  shall  a patient  be  dismissed  by  a student  without  first  having  his 
work  passed  as  efficient  by  the  dental  officer. 

7.  No  student  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  receive  fee  or  remuneration 
from  any  patient  attending,  or  to  whom  he  may  become  known  whilst  attending 
the  Hospital,  and  no  mechanical  work  in  the  form  of  artificial  teeth  shall  be 
supplied  to  a patient  by  a student. 

8.  Students  must  be  punctual  in  their  appointments  with  patients ; when 
otherwise,  cases  previously  under  their  care  will  be  entrusted  to  other  students 
by  the  dental  surgeon. 

9.  All  instruments  used  for  stopping  must  be  provided  by  the  student,  but 
those  for  other  operations  are  the  property  of  the  Hospital. 

10.  Leave  of  absence,  when  necessary,  must  be  obtained  from  the  Dental 
Committee. 
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Fees. — Special  Division : Dental  Anatomy  each  session  (2),  £2  2s. ; 
Dental  Surgery  each  session  (2),  £2  2s. ; Dental  Mechanics  each  session 
(1),  £2  2s. ; two  years’  Dental  Hospital  Practice,  £10  10s.  General 
Division:  Anatomy,  Anatomy  of  Head  and  Heck,  and  Dissection, 
£7  7s.  each ; Physiology,  £2  2s. ; Chemistry,  £2  2s. ; Practical  Chemistry, 
with  Metallurgy,  £1  11s.  6d. ; Surgery,  £2  2s. ; Medicine,  £2  2s. ; Materia 
Medica,  £2  2s. ; and  so  on.  The  fee  for  each  subject  is  paid  when  the 
student  enters  upon  its  study,  but  the  total  amount  of  the  fees  for  all 
subjects  demanded  by  the  curriculum  does  not  amount  to  £50.  There 
is  no  Matriculation  fee  at  Anderson’s  College. 

General  Medical  Subjects  Embraced  in  Dental  Curriculum. — Anatomy. 
— Text  Boohs  for  the  Junior  Anatomy  Class : Quain’s  "Anatomy” 
(2  vols.) ; Gray’s  “ Anatomy ; ” Holden’s  “ Osteology.”  The  dental  student, 
when  he  has  completed  a winter  session’s  attendance  on  the  Junior 
Anatomy  Class,  may  either  take  the  Senior  Anatomy  Class  in  the 
following  winter,  or,  without  waiting  for  that,  may  attend  a specially 
organised  class  on  the  Anatomy  of  the  Head  and  Heck  during  summer. 
Hine  months  of  Dissection  are  required — sis  of  which  may  be  taken  in 
■winter  and  three  in  summer.  A special  class  is  also  formed  in  summer 
for  those  commencing  their  medical  studies,  in  which  a detailed 
description  of  the  bones  and  joints  is  given.  Wherever  practicable, 
students  are  strongly  recommended  to  commence  with  this  Summer 
Osteology  Class.  It  meets  three  days  a week  at  8 a.m.,  or  any  other  hour 
that  may  be  found  more  suitable. 

Examinations  and  Prizes. — Oral  examinations  are  held  in  each  class 
once  a week,  and  four  written  examinations  are  held  in  each  class  in  the 
course  of  the  session.  At  the  close,  certificates  of  honour  and  money 
and  book  prizes  are  awarded  to  the  most  deserving  students. 

Practical  Anatomy. — During  the  winter  session  the  Dissecting  Room 
is  open  from  9 a.m.  till  5 p.m.,  and  during  the  summer  session  from 
6 a.m.  till  5 p.m.  The  students  are  assisted  in  their  dissections  by  the 
professor  and  demonstrators,  by  whom  frequent  examinations  and 
demonstrations  on  the  parts  dissected  are  conducted.  The  supply  of 
subjects  for  dissection  is  u/nlimited,  and  students  are  consequently 
provided  with  parts  as  soon  as  they  may  be  ready  for  them. 

Chemistry. — A course  of  100  Experimental  Lectures  on  Chemistiy. 
Text  Boohs  recommended : For  a preliminary  survey  of  the  subject, 
Crum  Brown’s  “ Chemistry  ” (Edinburgh,  W.  and  R.  Chambers).  For 
further  study,  Wilson’s  “ Inorganic  Chemistry,”  new  edition  by  H.  G. 
Madan  (ibid.) ; “ Chemistry  for  Students  ” (inorganic  and  organic),  by 
A.  W.  Williamson  (Clarendon  Press,  Oxford).  A course  of  Tutorial 
Lessons,  in  connection  with  the  above  lectures,  will  be  given  by  the 
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class  tutor  free  to  members  of  the  class.  For  information  with  regard 
to  other  classes  on  Chemistry,  the  student  is  referred  to  the  large 
Calendar  of  the  College,  or  to  that  of  the  Medical  Faculty. 

Practical  Physiology. — This  course  will  be  conducted  during  the 
winter  session,  full  particulars  being  given  at  the  commencement  of 
the  session.  Text  Boohs : M‘Kendrick’s,  Foster’s,  Hermann’s,  or 
Kirkes’  “ Physiology.” 

Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary  and  School  of  Medicine. 

The  following  courses  may  be  taken  at  this  Hospital  : Six  months’ 
Anatomy,  three  months’  Practical  Anatomy,  six  months’  Physiology, 
six  months’  Chemistry,  three  months’  Practical  Chemistry  and  Metal- 
lurgy, six  months’  Surgery,  six  months’  Medicine,  three  months’ 
Materia  Medica,  six  months’  Clinical  Surgery,  six  months’  Dental 
Surgery,  and  two  years’  attendance  on  Hospital  Dental  Practice. 

For  further  particulars  see  Medical  Schools  in  Scotland,  p.  320.

Practice  of  Veterinary  Swrgery — Extracts  from  the  44 th  and  45  th  Viet., 
cap.  62 — Royal  Veterinary  College,  London — Royal  Veterinary 
College,  Edinburgh — the  New  Veterinary  College,  Edinburgh — 
Glasgow  Veterinary  College— Army  Veterinary  Department : Pay 
Promotion,  and  Retirement. 

The  Practice  op  Veterinary  Surgery  in  the  United 

Kingdom. 

The  following  is  extracted  from  the  44th  and  45th  Viet.,  cap.  62, 
-entitled,  “ An  Act  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  Veterinary 
Surgeons,  August  27th,  1881 : ” — 

The  register  of  members  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  directed 
by  her  Majesty’s  said  Royal  Charter  of  1876  to  be  made  and  maintained,  shall 
be  styled  the  Register  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  and  shall  be  kept  as  accurately 

as  possible  by  the  Registrar 

The  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  shall  be  bound  to  make  provision  in 
the  manner  permitted  by  their  charters  for  examination  in  England  of  the 
students  attending  the  Royal  Veterinary  College,  and  in  Scotland  of  the  students 
attending  the  several  Scotch  veterinary  colleges,  and  in  Ireland  whenever  a 
veterinary  college  shall  be  established  in  that  country,  and  to  admit  and 
register  such  students  as  have  passed  the  examination  as  members  of  the  said 

Royal  College  under  the  provisions  of  such  charters  and  this  Act 

Any  person  who  wilfully  procures,  or  attempts  to  procure,  himself  to  be  placed 
on  the  Register  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  by  making  or  producing,  or  causing  to 
be  made  or  produced,  any  false  or  fraudulent  declaration,  certificate,  or  repre- 
sentation, either  in  writing  or  otherwise,  and  any  person  aiding  and  assisting 
him  therein,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  in  England  or  in  Ireland  of  a misdemeanour, 
and  in  Scotland  of  a orimo  or  offence  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  and 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds,  or  to 
be  imprisoned,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve 
months 
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Where  a person  shows  that  he  holds  some  recognised  veterinary  diploma 
granted  to  him  in  a British  possession,  and  either  that  the  grant  of  such 
diploma  occurred  when  he  was  not  domiciled  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  the 
course  of  a period  of  not  less  than  five  years  during  which  he  resided  out  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  or,  if  he  was  practicing  Veterinary  Surgery  in  the  United 
Kingdom  at  the  passing  of  this  Act,  that  he  has  practiced  Veterinary  Surgery 
for  not  less  than  ten  years,  either  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  elsewhere,  he  shall 
upoD  payment  of  the  registration  fee  be  entitled  without  examination  in  the 
United  Kingdom  to  be  registered  as  a colonial  practitioner  in  the  Kegister  of 
Veterinary  Surgeons  and  to  become  to  all  intents  a member  of  the  said  Royal 
College.  . . . 

Where  a person  shows  that  he  obtained  some  recognised  veterinary  diploma 
granted  in  a foreign  country,  and  either  that  he  is  not  a British  subject,  or,  that 
if  a British  subject  he  has  practiced  veterinary  surgery  for  more  than  ten  years 
elsewhere  than  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or,  if  he  was  practicing  Veterinary  Surgery 
in  the  United  Kingdom  at  the  passing  of  this  Act  for  not  less  than  ten  years, 
either  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  elsewhere,  and  either  continues  to  hold  that 
diploma,  or  has  not  been  deprived  thereof  for  any  cause  which  disqualifies  him 
for  being  registered  under  this  Act,  he  shall,  on  payment  of  the  registration  fee, 
be  entitled  without  examination  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  be  registered  a foreign 
practitioner  in  the  Register  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  and  to  become  to  all  intents 
a member  of  the  said  Royal  College.  . . . 

For  the  purposes  of  this  seotion  a veterinary  diploma  is  any  diploma,  license, 
certificate  or  other  document  granted  by  any  university,  college,  corporation,  or 
other  body  in  respect  of  Veterinary  Surgery,  and  includes  a license  or  authority 
to  a person  to  practice  Veterinary  Surgery  granted  by  any  department  of  or 
persons  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  government  of  the  country  or  place 
within  or  without  her  Majesty’s  dominions  wherein  the  license  or  authority  is 
granted ; and  a British  possession  is  any  part  of  her  Majesty’s  dominions  out  of 
the  United  Kingdom ; and  a recognised  veterinary  diploma  is  a veterinary 
diploma  recognised  for  the  time  being  by  the  Council  of  the  said  Royal  College 
as  furnishing  a sufficient  guaranty  of  the  possession  of  the  requisite  knowledge 
and  skill  for  the  efficient  practice  of  Veterinary  Surgery,  and  as  entitling  the 
holder  thereof  to  practice  Veterinary  Surgery  in  the  British  possession  or 
foreign  country  wherein  the  diploma  was  granted.  . . . 

If  a person  is  refused  registration  as  a Colonial  practitioner,  or  as  a foreign 
practitioner,  the  Council  of  the  said  Royal  College  shall,  if  required  by  that 
person,  state  in  writing  the  reason  for  that  refusal,  and  if  that  reason  be  that  the 
veterinary  diploma  held  or  obtained  by  him  is  not  a recognised  veterinary 
diploma,  that  person  may  appeal  to  the  Privy  Council,  and  the  Privy  Council, 
after  communication  with  the  Counoil  of  the  said  Royal  College  and  the 
apellant,  may  either  dismiss  the  appeal  or  order  that  Counoil  to  recogniso  that 
veterinary  diploma.  . . 

Where  at  the  passing  of  this  Act  any  person  practices  and  has  continuously 
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for  not  less  than  five  years  next  before  the  passing  of  this  Act  practiced 
Veterinary  Surgery  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  is  not  on  the  register  of 
Veterinary  Surgeons,  he  shall  be  entitled,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
to  be  placed  on  a separate  register  under  the  heading  of  “ Existing  Practi- 
tioners,” without  examination,  on  such  terms  as  to  payment  of  fees,  and  as  to 
other  matters,  as  the  Council  of  the  said  Boyal  College,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Privy  Council,  direct.  . . . 

On  any  person  applying  for  registration  under  this  section  within  one  year 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  thereupon  or  within  a reasonable  time 
thereafter,  producing  to  the  Council  of  the  said  Boyal  College  evidence  of  his 
title  to  registration  by  statutory  declarations  of  himself  and  of  other  persons 
able  to  testify  on  his  behalf,  or  such  other  evidence  as  that  Council  reasonably 
require,  he  shall  be  registered  under  direction  of  that  Council  accordingly.  . . 

If  a person  is  refused  registration  under  this  section,  the  Council  of  the  said 
Boyal  College  shall,  if  required  by  him,  state  in  writing  the  reason  for  that 
refusal,  and  he  may  appeal  to  the  Privy  Council ; and  the  Privy  Council,  after 
communication  with  the  Council  of  the  said  Boyal  College  and  the  appellant, 
may  either  dismiss  the  appeal  or  order  that  Council  to  register  the  appellant 
under  this  section.  . . . 

No  person  registered  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a member  of  the 
said  Boyal  College  within  the  said  charters  or  this  Act.  . . . 

If  after  passing  of  this  Act  any  person  not  being  a fellow  or  a member  of  the 
Boyal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  takes  or  uses  any  name,  title,  addition,  or 
description,  by  means  of  initials  or  letters  placed  after  his  name,  or  otherwise, 
stating  or  implying  that  he  is  a Fellow  or  a Member  of  the  Boyal  College  of 
Veterinary  Surgeons,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds.  . 

If  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-three  any  person,  other  than  a person  who  for  the  time  being  is  on 
the  Begister  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  or  who  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this 
Act  held  the  Veterinary  certificate  of  the  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society  of 
Scotland,  takes  or  uses  the  title  of  Veterinary  Surgeon  or  Veterinary  Prac- 
titioner, or  any  name,  title,  addition,  or  description  stating  that  he  is  a 
veterinary  surgeon  or  a practitioner  of  veterinary  surgery  or  of  any  branch 
thereof,  or  is  specially  qualified  to  practioe  the  same,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds.  . . . 

From  and  after  the  same  day  a person  other  than  as  in  this  section  mentioned 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  in  any  oourt  any  fee  or  charge  for  performing 
any  veterinary  operation,  or  for  giving  any  veterinary  attendance  or  advice,  or 
for  acting  in  any  manner  as  a veterinary  surgeon  or  veterinary  practitioner,  or 
for  practicing  in  any  case  veterinary  surgery,  or  any  branch  thereof 

A prosecution  under  this  Act  may  be  instituted  by  the  Council  of  the  Boyal 
College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  but  shall  not  bo  instituted  by  a private  person 
•without  the  written  consent  of  the  said  Council. 

By  carefully  perusing  the  above  particulars  the  reader  will  see  that : 
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1st.  It  is  illegal  for  anyone  not  a diplomate  of  the  College  of  V eterinary 
'Surgeons  to  use  any  style,  title,  &c.,  implying  that  he  is  such  a 
diplomate. 

2nd.  After  1883  it  is  illegal  for  an  unregistered  person  (should 
he  not  have  held,  on  August  27,  1881,  the  certificate  in  Veterinary 
Surgery  of  the  Highland  Agricultural  Society)  to  use  any  style,  title, 
&c.,  implying  that  he  is  a legally  qualified  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

3rd.  After  1883  only  legally  qualified  veterinary  surgeons  are  entitled 
to  recover  fees  as  a matter  of  right  without  special  contract ; but  if  a 
contract  have  been  entered  into  by  an  unqualified  person  for  surgical 
attendance,  &c.,  on  brutes,  such  person  not  having  represented  himself  or 
implied  himself  to  be  legally  qualified  to  practice,  it  is  a moot  point 
whether  such  person  could  recover,  under  the  plea  of  contract,  the  amount 
agreed  on  to  be  paid. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  after  1883  the  practice  of  Veterinary 
Surgery  is  placed  on  very  much  the  same  legal  footing  as  that  occupied 
by  Medicine  proper. 

There  are  no  V eterinary  educating  or  examining  bodies  in  Ireland. 
In  Scotland  there  are  three  educating  bodies,  viz. : — The  Veterinary 
College,  Clyde-street,  Edinburgh;  the  New  Veterinary  College,  Gray- 
field,  Edinburgh ; and  the  Veterinary  College,  Bucclugh-street, 
Glasgow. 

The  examining  centres  are:  London,  10,  Red  Lion-square,  W.C. 
Edinburgh,  and  Glasgow. 

Royal  Veterinary  College,  Camden  Town,  London,  N.  W. 

Candidates  for  admission  as  students  of  the  College  must  pass  an 
examination  in  Arts.  This  may  be  : First,  any  examination  recognised 
by  the  General  Medical  Council  as  qualifying  for  registration  as  a 
medical  student ; or,  secondly,  the  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain;  or,  thirdly,  the  examination  held  by  the 
Committee  of  Council  on  Education  for  Government  Certificates  ; or, 
fourthly,  the  Special  Examination  of  the  Veterinary  College.  The 
subjects  of  the  last-named  are : — 

Pass'  Subjects. — Reading,  Dictation,  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar, 
and  French  (Voltaire’s  “Charles  XII.”)  or  Latin.  Voluntary  subjects : 
(1)  Euclid,  i.,  ii. ; (2)  Algebra,  to  quadratic  equations  inclusive ; 
(3)  Geography;  (4)  English  History;  (5)  Natural  History— Botany, 
Geology,  and  Zoology;  (6)  Physiology;  (7)  Chemistry;  (8)  Physics; 
(9)  Greek,  German,  or  Italian ; (10)  French  or  Latin,  according  to  the 
pass  subject  chosen.  Any  or  all  of  the  above  subjects  may  be  taken, 
none  are  compulsory. 
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The  boolcs  selected  are : — Greek — Xenophon’s  “ Anabasis,”  book  i.  ,- 
Latin — Caesar’s  “ Gallic  War,”  book  i. ; German — Schiller’s  “Wilhelm 
Tell ; ” Italian — Silvio  Pellico’s  “ Le  mie  Prigrioni.”  There  will  be 
questions  on  the  grammar  of  each  language. 

Scholarships  and  exhibitions  are  awarded  to  the  most  successful 
candidates. 

Fees. — For  matriculation,  £1  Is.  Education  fee,  36  guineas ; 26  guineas 
being  paid  on  entrance,  and  10  guineas  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  term,  or  at 
the  end  of  the  sixth  term  if  the  entry  be  not  made  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  winter  session.  There  are  further  fees  exigible  in  case  of 
prolonged  study  or  repeated  rejections. 

The  academical  year  commences  in  October  and  is  divided  into  three 
terms,  two  winter  and  one  summer.  The  first  winter  term  begins  on 
October  1st,  and  terminates  at  Christmas.  The  second  commences  on 
January  1st  and  ends  on  March  31st.  The  summer  term  commences 
on  May  1st  and  ends  on  June  30th. 

There  are  three  professional  examinations.  The  first  is  on  Chemistry,. 
Toxicology,  Materia  Medica,  Pharmacy  and  Botany.  The  second  is  on 
the  Anatomy  of  the  Horse  and  other  Domesticated  Animals,  and  on 
Histology  and  Physiology.  The  third  is  on  Morbid  Anatomy  and 
Pathology,  Therapeutics,  Veterinary  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  Prin- 
ciples of  Shoeing.  For  the  first  examination  a student  must  have 
attained  his  eighteenth  year,  and  have  attended  one  winter  and  one 
summer  session  of  collegiate  instruction.  For  the  second  examination, 
he  must  have  passed  the  first,  have  attained  his  nineteeenth  year,  and 
have  attended  the  lectures,  &c.,  on  the  subjects  of  examination.  For 
the  third  examination,  he  must  have  passed  the  second,  have  attained 
his  twentieth  year,  and  have  attended  the  lectures,  &c.,  on  the  subjects 
of  the  examination. 

The  whole  curriculum  is  of  three  years’  duration.  Candidates  are 
eligible  to  receive  their  diplomas  at  the  age  of  twenty  years. 

Medical  men — physicians  or  surgeons  of  any  British,  Irish,  Colonial, 
or  foreign  college  or  university,  or  veterinary  surgeons  of  any  college  or 
other  body  at  home  or  abroad — will  have  their  cases  considered  on 
their  respective  merits. 

Appointments. — Students  who  have  passed  their  Second  Professional 
examination  will  be  required  to  act  as  clinical  clerics.  Two  assistant 
inspectors,  who  act  under  the  Chief  V eterinary  Inspector,  are  appointed 
from  among  students  of  the  same  standing  as  the  above.  Eight 
monitors  are  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  each  winter  session. 
Prosectors  are  also  elected  for  service  in  the  dissecting  room. 

Text  Boolcs  Recommended. — Anatomy  : Percivall’s  “ Anatomy  of  the 
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Horse,”  Fleming’s  “ Translation  of  Cbauveau’s  Anatomy  of  Domesti- 
cated Animals.”  Pathology  : Green’s  “ Introduction  to  Pathology  and 
Morbid  Anatomy”;  Percivall’s  “Hippo-pathology”;  Tonatt  “On 
Cattle  ” ; Youatt  “ On  Sheep.”  Parasites  : Cobhold’s  “ Manual  of  the 
Internal  Parasites  of  Domesticated  Animals.”  Physiology : Car- 
penter’s “ Manual  ” ; Kirkes’  “ Manual  ” ; Huxley’s  “ Elementary 
Lessons  in  Physiology.”  Histology  : Harley  and  Brown’s  “ Histo- 
logical Demonstrations.”  Botany  : Oliver’s  “ Lessons  ” ; Bert  Louis’s 
“Elementary  Manual”;  “ The  London  Catalogue  of  British  Plants.” 
Chemistry  : Attfield’s  “ Chemistry  ” ; Stockhordt’s  “ Experimental 
Chemistry”  (edited  by  Heaton).  Materia  Medica  : Dun’s  “ Veterinary 
Medicines  ” ; Fuson’s  “ Veterinary  Pharmacopoeia  ” ; Morton’s  “ Manual 
of  Pharmacy.”  Therapeutics : Headland’s  “ Action  of  Medicines.” 
Toxicology  : Taylor  “ On  Poisons.”  The  books  required  by  students  on 
entrance  are  those  on  anatomy,  botany,  and  chemistry.  There  will 
also  be  required  a microscope,  a case  of  dissecting  instruments,  a box 
of  apparatus  for  dispensing,  another  for  practical  chemistry,  and  a 
vasculum  for  collecting  plants. 

Prizes,  &c. — The  Coleman  prize  is  given  for  essays  on  Pathological 
and  Practical  Subjects  relating  to  the  Foot  of  the  Horse,  Shoeing, 
Diseases  of  the  Horse’s  Eye,  and  Glanders.  It  consists  of  a silver 
medal,  a bronze  medal,  and  certificates  of  merit.  Scholarships  will  be 
awarded  from  time  to  time  by  the  Governing  Body  to  the  students  who 
stand  highest  at  the  Matriculation  examination.  V arious  medals  and 
certificates  of  honour  are  awarded  for  proficiency  in  the  different  sub- 
jects of  the  curriculum. 

Boyal  Veterinary  College,  Clyde-street,  Edinburgh. 

This  College  is  affiliated  to  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary 
Surgeons — it  is  an  educational  and  examining  centre. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  with  regard  to  General 
Knowledge : — 

Candidates  for  the  diploma  must,  before  entering  upon  their  curriculum, 
undergo  a Matriculation  examination  in  General  Knowledge.  The  necessary 
subjects  of  this  examination  are  English  and  simple  Arithmetic.  The  former  of 
these  subjects  will  include  the  reading  aloud  of  a passage  selected  from  an 
English  author  ; the  writing  to  dictation  of  a similar  passage,  and  parsing. 
In  addition  to  these  necessary  subjects,  candidates  may  select  for  examination 
not  more  than  two  of  the  following  subjeots — viz.,  Mathematics,  Latin,  Greek, 
French,  German,  Logic,  Natural  Philosophy.  The  examination  on  these  sub- 
jects is  purely  optional.  Candidates  passing  the  samo  will,  on  obtaining  their 
diploma,  receive  a special  certificate,  stating  the  subjects  of  higher  education  in 
which  they  have  passed. 
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Candidates  presenting  certificates  of  having  passed  any  of  the  following 
examinations  will  be  exempted  from  the  examination  in  General  Knowledge  : — 
(a)  The  Matriculation  examination  of  any  veterinary  school  affiliated  to  the 
Royal  College  of  veterinary  surgeons ; (6)  the  preliminary  examination  for 
graduation  in  medicine  at  any  university  or  medical  corporation  ; (c)  the  local 
examination  of  one  of  the  universities  of  England,  Ireland,  or  Scotland ; (cl)  an 
examination  by  the  Royal  College  of  Preceptors  ; (e)  an  examination  in  General 
Education  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 

Candidates  wlio  find  it  inconvenient  to  attend  on  the  dates  fixed  by 
tbe  College  may  have  a special  examination  by  applying  to  the  Prin- 
cipal. Tbe  Matriculation  fee  is  10s.  6d. 

Curriculum,  &c. — Tbe  course  of  study  is  tbe  same  as  if  pursued  in 
London.  Tbe  fees  for  general  attendance  on  classes  (excepting  Botany 
and  Practical  Pathological  Anatomy)  are  as  follows:  Por  tbe  first 
year,  3 terms,  £13  13s. ; for  tbe  second  year,  3 terms,  £13  13s. ; for  tbe 
third  year,  2 terms,  £5  5s. ; and  for  each  subsequent  sessional  year, 
£5  5s. 

Amateur  students  are  allowed  to  attend  tbe  courses  without 
previously  passing  a matriculation  examination  ; they  may  be  granted 
enough  tickets  for  one  or  more  sessions  on  payment  of  tbe  following 
fees  : Pathological  class,  with  Chnical  Instruction,  £4  4s.  each,  or 
£7  7s.  for  both ; Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Chemistry,  £3  3s.  each. 
Attendance  on  tbe  summer  course  on  special  terms.  Course  on  Agri- 
cultural Chemistry  free.  These  classes  are  recognised  by  tbe  Highland 
and  Agricultural  Society  of  Scotland  as  qualifying,  pro  tanto,  for  tbe 
examination  for  its  Agricultural  diploma. 

The  Veterinary  Medical  Association. 

This  Society  forms  an  integral  part  of  tbe  College;  it  is  formed  for 
tbe  advancement  and  diffusion  of  veterinary  knowledge,  and  tbe  training 
of  students  in  tbe  art  of  debate.  Matriculated  students  are  required  to 
join  tbe  association.  Tbe  entrance  fee  is  £1  Is.  “A  certificate  of 
membership  is  awarded  to  each  student  who  has  conformed  to  tbe  rules 
of  tbe  Association  on  completing  bis  professional  studies,  and  obtaining 
tbe  diploma  of  tbe  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons.  A diploma 
of  Fellowship — F.E.V.M.A. — is  also  awarded  to  those  members  who 
during  their  college  career  have  read  and  defended  papers  of  high  merit. 
A silver  medal  for  tbe  best  essay  and  a bronze  medal  for  tbe  best 
communication  are  awarded  to  graduates  at  tbe  close  of  each  winter 
session.” 

Honours. — A first-class  certificate  of  merit  will  be  awarded  to  tbe 
student  who  obtains  tbe  highest  number  of  marks  in  tbe  necessary 
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subjects  of  tbe  Matriculation  examination,  and  another  first-class  cer- 
tificate of  merit  is  open  for  competition  in  the  higher  branches  of 
education.  A gold  medal  is  awarded  in  each  of  the  following  subjects  : 
Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Horse  Pathology,  Cattle  Pathology. 
Students,  winners  of  gold  medals,  may,  if  they  so  desire,  take  instru- 
ments, &c.,  of  equal  value  in  preference  to  the  medals.  Silver  medals 
are  given  by  the  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society  of  Scotland  in 
each  of  the  following  subjects : Chemistry,  Botany,  Materia  Medica, 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  Veterinary  Medicine  and  Surgery,  Cattle 
Pathology.  At  the  close  of  their  third  period  of  study,  all  students 
who  pass  the  Pinal  examination  with  “ very  great  ” or  “ great  credit  ” 
are  eligible  to  compete  for  the  Fitzwygram  prizes,  value  £50,  £30,  and 
£20  respectively. 

Besides  the  above,  the  following  prizes  are  given:  Open  to  first 
year’s  men  : A silver  medal  for  the  highest  number  of  marks  obtained  in 
the  written  Anatomical  examinations  held  throughout  the  course. 
Open  to  second  and  third  years’  men : A silver  medal  for  the  best 
paper  on  certain  Diseases  of  the  Dog,  the  special  subjects  to  be 
announced  beforehand.  A bronze  medal  for  practical  Morbid  Pathology. 
A special  silver  medal  will  be  awarded,  at  the  close  of  each  winter 
session,  to  the  student  who,  during  his  College  course,  has  obtained 
the  greatest  aggregate  number  of  marks  in  the  various  competitions, 
without,  however,  having  obtained  a gold  or  silver  medal  in  any  one  of 
them ; and  a bronze  medal  to  the  student  under  the  same  conditions 
who  obtains  the  second  greatest  aggregate  of  marks.  Boole  prizes  are 
awarded  by  the  professors  of  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  Botany  in 
their  respective  classes.  A first-class  certificate  of  merit  is  awarded  in 
all  the  classes  to  each  student  who  obtains  more  than  a certain  fixed 
percentage  of  marks  in  the  written  examinations  held  during  the 
course.  The  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society  of  Scotland  award  a 
silver  medal  for  the  best  examination  in  Horse  and  Cattle  Pathology. 

Textbooks  Recommended. — Pinlay  Dim’s  “Veterinary  Medicine,” 
Wilson’s  or  Roscoe’s  “ Chemistry,”  Professor  Crum  Brown’s  “ Elemen- 
tary Chemistry,”  Balfour’s  “Elements  of  Botany,”  Strangeway’s 
“ Anatomy  ” (introductory  part),  Stormouth’s  or  Hoblyn’s  “ Medical 
Dictionary.”  The  above  to  be  used  during  the  first  period  of  study. 
Strangeway’s  or  Cliauveau’s  “Anatomy,”  Turner’s  “Introduction  to 
Anatomy,  Huxley’s  or  Kirkes’  “ Physiology,”  Rutherford’s  “ Outlines 
of  Practical  Histology,”  Nicholson’s  “ Introductory  Zoology,”  Dick’s 
“Veterinary  Papers,”  and  Pitzwygram’s  “Horses  and  Stables.”  The 
above  to  be  used  during  the  second  period  of  study.  Walley’s  “ Poui- 
Bovine  Scourges,”  Fleming’s  “Obstetrics,”  Fleming’s  “Veterinary 
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Sanitary  Science  and  Police,”  Green’s  “ Morbid  Anatomy,”  Cobbold’s 
“ Entozoa  of  tbe  Domestic  Animals,”  Fleming’s  “Essay  on  Horse 
Shoeing,”  Lascelle’s  “Law  of  Warranty,”  Fothergill’s  “Practitioners’ 
Handbook  of  Ti-eatment.”  The  above  to  be  used  dui*ing  the  third 
period  of  study.  Students  may,  if  they  choose,  provide  themselves 
with  a good  woi-k  on  Human  Medicine  (as  Tanner  or  Watson),  one  on 
Surgery  (as  Erichsen  or  Spence),  and  any  or  all  of  the  following : 
Taylor  “ On  Poisons,”  Jones  and  Sieveking’s  “ Pathological  Anatomy,” 
“ Ophthalmic  Medicine  and  Surgery,”  by  Wharton  Jones,  Ringer’s 
“ Therapeutics,”  Armitage  or  Clater  on  the  Ox. 

Appointments. — All  second  year  students  ai’e  eligible  as  dressers, 
prosectors,  dispensers,  and  visitors,  and  will  receive,  on  obtaining  their 
diplomas,  a certificate  of  merit,  if  the  duties  are  satisfactorily  per- 
formed. 

The  New  Veterinanj  College,  Gayfield  Souse,  Edinburgh. 

This  is  an  educational  centi’e.  The  regulations  generally  are  the 
same  as  for  the  other  colleges  mentioned.  The  following  particulars 
are,  however,  woi'thy  of  note,  some  of  them  being  peculiar  to  this 
body. 

The  Preliminary  Law  examinations  are  specially  recognised ; also 
the  Matriculation  examinations  held  by  foreign  or  Colonial  Veterinary 
Bodies. 

The  voluntary  subjects  of  the  Preliminary  test  are : Euclid,  Algebra 
to  quadratic  equations  inclusive,  Natural  Philosophy,  Geography  and 
English  Histoi-y,  Natural  History  (Botany,  Geology,  and  Zoology), 
Physiology,  Chemisti-y,  Latin,  Greek,  Fi-ench,  German,  or  Italian. 
Candidates  for  voluntai’y  examination  in  Languages  will  have  passages 
set  to  translate  from  the  authors  named  below:  Greek — Xenophon’s 
Memorabilia,  i.,  or  Anabasis,  ii. ; Latin — Virgil’s  iEneid,  vi.,  or  Caesar’s 
De  Bello  Gallico,  iv. ; French — Victor  Hugo’s  Les  Feuilles  d’Automne, 
or  Voltaire’s  Charles  XII.;  German,  Schillei’’s  Wilhelm  Tell;  Italian — 
Tasso’s  Gerusalemme  Liberata,  cantos  i.  and  ii. ; or  Silvio  Pellico’s  Le 
Mie  Prigioni.  Besides  translations  into  English,  the  examination 
papers  will  contain  questions  on  the  grammar  and  composition  of  each 
language.  A medal  will  be  given  each  year,  at  the  recommendation  of 
the  examiners,  to  the  candidate  who  displays  the  greatest  proficiency 
in  any  of  the  optional  subjects  which  he  may  select,  with  proficiency  in 
the  obligatory  portion,  provided  he  duly  enters  his  name  in  the  College 
books.

Physiology — Kirkes’  handbook,  Marshall’s  “Physiology,”  Huxley’s 
“ Elementary  Physiology” ; Pathology  and  Morbid  Anatomy — Green’s 
“ Morbid  Anatomy  ” ; Chemistry — Roscoe’s  “ Lessons  in  Elementary 
Chemistry,”  Macadam’s  “Practical  Chemistry”;  Materia  Medica — 
Finlay  Dun’s  “ Veterinary  Medicines,”  Tuson’s  “Pharmacy,”  Hoyle 
and  Headland’s  “ Materia  Medica  ” ; Botany — Oliver’s  “ Lessons  in 
Elementary  Botany  McNab’s  “ Classification  of  Plants  ” ; Natural 
History — Me  Alpine’s  “ Biological  Atlas  ” ; Nicholson’s  “ Manual  of 
Zoology,”  Huxley’s  “ Elementary  Biology.”  As  reference  works : 
Gegenbaur’s  “Comparative  Anatomy”  and  Huxley’s  “Vertebrata 
and  Invertebrata.” 

Appointments. — Dressers  are  selected  from  amongst  the  senior 
students. 

Prizes. — Pathology  of  the  Horse — first,  silver  medal ; second, 
certificate  of  merit ; Pathology  of  Cattle,  Sheep,  &c. — first,  silver  medal ; 
second,  certificate  of  merit.  Physiology  and  Histology,  Anatomy, 
Chemistry,  Botany,  Materia  Medica,  each  second  certificate  of  merit. 
“ Certificates  of  merit  are  awarded  for  proficiency  in  dressing, 
dispensing,  and  prosecting.  In  April  of  each  year  the  student  who 
has  made  the  highest  marks  before  the  Board  of  the  Hoyal  College  of 
Veterinary  Surgeons  in  his  First  and  Second  examinations  will  be 
entitled  to  a gold  medal  given  by  Professor  Williams,  value  £20,  or  if 
he  elect,  to  the  money,  which  will  be  paid  at  the  termination  of  his 
College  career.  Special  prizes  are  also  offered  for  specimens  for  the 
museums,  &c.” 

Fees. — Exclusive  of  those  to  be  paid  to  the  Royal  College  of 
Veterinary  Surgeons  for  the  examinations  for  its  diploma,  the  fees 
amount  to  thirty-six  guineas,  payable  in  one  sum  at  the  commencement 
of  the  student’s  curriculum,  or  in  the  following  instalments  in 
advance : For  the  first  three  terms,  £15  15s. ; second  three  terms, 
£12  12s. ; last  two  terms,  £9  9s. ; for  each  year  or  any  portion  of  a year 
after  eight  terms,  £5  5s. ; single  tickets,  for  the  winter  session,  are 
issued  to  amateur  students  at  the  following  charges : Veterinary 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  including  Clinical  instruction,  £5  5s. ; Anatomy, 
£3  3s. ; Physiology,  £3  3s. ; Chemistry,  £3  3s.;  Natural  History,  £3  3s. 
Amateur  students  may  also  attend  the  summer  course : the  terms  may 
be  ascertained  on  application. 

There  are  Test  examinations  held,  which  the  student  must  pass 
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before  presenting  liimself  for  the  professional  examinations  of  the 
College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons. 

Fellowship  Degree. — This  degree  has  been  instituted  “ in  order  more 
effectually  to  promote  and  encourage  the  study  of  Veterinary  Medicine 
and  Surgery.”  A candidate  for  the  degree  “ must  be  a member  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  of  not  less  than  five  years’ 
standing,  and  he  must  produce  a certificate  of  having  been  engaged 
during  that  period  in  the  practice  of  his  profession.”  The  examination 
is  carried  on  by  a “ special  court,”  which  consists  of  not  less  than  four 
members,  of  whom  one  is  a member  of  the  College  of  Preceptors.  The 
examination  to  be  oral  and  written.  The  subjects  at  both  examinations 
to  be  on  Physiology  and  Comparative  Anatomy,  Pathology, 
Therapeutics,  Surgery,  Sanitary  Science,  Dietetics,  and  Epizootiology. 
A candidate  rejected  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-examination  within  six 
months  of  his  rejection. 

Diplomates  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  are  eligible 
“ for  all  civil  and  military  appointments,  as  officers  in  the  Veterinary 
Department  of  the  Army,  Inspectors  to  the  Privy  Council  or  to  local 
authorities,  under  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  either  in 
Great  Britain  or  Ireland ; and  for  similar  V eterinary  appointments  in 
the  Colonies  and  the  United  States  of  America.” 

Glasgow  Veterinary  College. 

Matriculation. — The  subjects  of  examination  are  the  same  as  for  the 
Edinburgh  College,  viz.,  Reading,  English  Grammar,  Dictation, 
Arithmetic;  with  Latin,  Greek,  French,  German,  Mathematics,  and 
Natural  Philosophy  as  voluntary  subjects.  Matriculation  examinations 
are  held  during  the  months  of  September  and  October.  Fee — Fifteen 
shillings. 

A candidate  who  has  been  rejected  at  the  Matriculation  examination  of  any 
other  veterinary  college  in  Scotland  cannot  be  examined  or  admitted  as  a 
professional  pupil ; and  should  any  such  candidate  present  himself  and  gain 
admission  he  will  be  expelled  the  College. 

Fees. — The  sum  of  £38  Is.,  which  includes  registration  fee,  is  charged 
for  a perpetual  ticket : this  entitles  the  holder  to  attend  all  the  classes 
and  practical  instruction  of  the  College.  Tickets  are  also  issued  at  the 
following  rates : For  first  and  second  sessions,  £15  15s.  each ; for 
the  third,  £9  9s.  In  each  case  a registration  fee  of  five 
shillings  is  charged.  All  fees  are  payable  in  advance.  Amateur 
students  may  attend  the  classes  on  payment  of  £4  4s.  for  each  class  : 
for  such  students  there  is  no  examination  in  Arts.  Professional 
students  are  required  to  join  the  V eterinary  Medical  Association. 
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The  curriculum  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  other  veterinary  col- 
leges.

Medals,  Certificates,  &c. — Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Botany — Silver 
medals,  first  and  second  class  certificates.  A gold  medal  will  be 
awarded  to  the  student  who  passes  the  best  professional  examination 
on  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  and  Botany.  Anatomy — Silver  medal, 
first  and  second  class  certificates.  Physiology  and  Histology — Silver 
medal,  first  and  second  class  certificates.  A gold  medal  will  be 
presented  to  the  student  who  passes  the  best  examination  in 
Physiology  and  Anatomy.  Horse  Pathology  — Gold  medal,  silver 
medal,  first  and  second  class  certificates.  Cattle  Pathology — Practical 
Examination  of  Horses  as  to  ages,  soundness,  operations,  &c.  Gold 
medal,  first  and  second  class  certificates.  Students  are  also  eligible  to 
compete  for  the  valuable  prizes  annually  offered  by  General  Sir 
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Frederick  Fitzwygram,  Bart.  The  prizes  are  three  in  number.  The 
first  is  of  the  value  of  £50 ; the  second,  £30 ; the  third,  £20. 

Glasgow  Veterinary  College  Medical  Association  and  Library. — 
Students  are  required  to  join  this  Society.  The  subscription  is  £1  Is. 
paid  on  entrance ; this  constitutes  life  membership.  At  the  meetings, 
papers  on  veterinary  science  are  read  and  discussed  by  the  mem- 
bers, under  the  presidency  of  the  principal,  a professor,  or  some 
veterinary  surgeon.  Each  member  is  required  to  read  two  papers,  and 
if  they  be  considered  of  sufficient  merit  by  the  professors,  he  receives 
the  degrees  of  Fellow  and  Member  of  the  Association.

The  pay  of  Officers  of  the  Veterinary  Department  shall  be  issued  monthly  in 
arrear.  The  relative  rank  of  the  officers  of  the  Veterinary  Department  shall  be 
as  follows  : — 

1.  Principal  Veterinary  Surgeon  shall  rank  as  Colonel. 

2.  The  Inspecting  Veterinary  Surgeon  acting  as  Principal  Veterinary  Surgeon 
in  India  shall  rank  as  Lieutenant-Colonel. 

3.  Inspecting  Veterinary  Surgeon  shall  rank  as  Major ; but  junior  of  the 
rank,  except  for  choioe  of  quarters. 

4.  Veterinary  Surgeon,  first  class,  shall  rank  as  Captain. 

5.  Veterinary  Surgeon  shall  rank  as  Lieutenant. 

The  relative  rank  of  these  officers  shall  carry  all  precedence  and  advantages 
(except  as  regards  forage  allowance,  and  in  certain  cases  choice  of  quarters) 
attaching  to  their  corresponding  military  rank,  and  shall  regulate  distinction  and 
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prize  money,  allowances  granted  on  account  of  wounds  or  injuries  received  in 
aotion,  and  pensions  and  allowances  to  widows  and  families. 

Forage,  or  tlie  pecuniary  allowance  in  lieu  thereof,  shall  be  granted  to  an 
officer  of  the  Veterinary  Department  for  the  number  of  horses  necessarily  kept 
by  him  for  duty.  A candidate  for  the  Veterinary  Department  shall  possess  the 
diploma  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  and  shall  be  required  to 
pass  an  examination  before  a board  of  Military  Veterinary  Surgeons,  and  fulfil 
such  further  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  our  Secretary 
of  State.  A candidate  who  shall  have  proved  after  examination  that  he  possesses 
a competent  knowledge  of  the  required  subjects,  shall  be  appointed  a Veterinary 
Surgeon  on  probation  for  a period  of  six  months,  at  the  expiration  of  which 
period,  if  his  probationary  service  has  been  satisfactory,  he  shall,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Principal  Veterinary  Surgeon,  and  on  the  approval  of  our 
Commander-in-chief,  receive  a commission  as  Veterinary  Surgeon  for  a limited 
period  of  ten  years’  service,  and  the  commission  shall  be  antedated  so  as  to 
embrace  the  period  which  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  shall  have  passed  on  probation, 
otherwise  his  services  shall  be  dispensed  with,  and  he  shall  have  no  further  claim 
on  the  Department . 

PROMOTIONS. 

Every  year  it  shall  be  competent  for  our  Commander-in-chief  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  principal  Veterinary  Surgeon  to  select,  with  the  approval  of 
our  Secretary  of  State,  a number  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  not  exceeding  four, 
who  shall  be  retained  in  the  service.  A Veterinary  Surgeon  shall  be  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  First-class  Veterinary  Surgeon  on  completing  twelve  years’ 
service. 

A Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  first  class  shall  serve  fifteen  years  in  our  army 
as  a commissioned  officer  before  he  shall  be  eligible  for  promotion  to  the  rank  of 
Inspecting  Veterinary  Surgeon.  All  promotion  from  the  rank  of  Veterinary 
Surgeon  to  that  of  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  First  Class,  and  from  the  rank  of 
Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  First  Class  to  that  of  Inspecting  Veterinary  Surgeon, 
shall  be  given  for  ability  and  merit,  upon  the  selection  of  our  Commander-in- 
chief,  with  the  approval  of  our  Secretary  of  State ; and  the  grounds  of  such 
selection  shall  be  stated  to  us  in  writing  and  recorded  in  the  Department.  In 
all  such  cases  the  amount  of  foreign  service  shall  be  expressly  stated. 

RETIREMENT. 

The  services  of  a Veterinary  Surgeon  appointed  after  the  date  of  our  present 
Warrant  shall  be  dispensed  with  on  the  completion  of  ten  years’  service,  unless 
he  be  specially  selected  for  further  employment  in  the  Veterinary  Department, 
or,  if  he  be  unwilling  to  continue  to  serve  therein,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  in  lieu  of  all  pension  or  retirement,  pension  for  wounds  excepted,  the  sum 
of  .£800. 

A Veterinary  Surgeon  appointed  after  the  date  of  our  present  Warrant,  of  less 
than  ten  years’  service,  who  may  be  disqualified  for  duty  by  ill-health,  certified 
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by  a Board  of  Medical  Officers  to  have  been  contracted  in  and  by  the  service,  may, 
at  the  discretion  of  our  Secretary  of  State,  be  granted  half-pay  at  the  rate 
specified  in  Article  19,  for  a period  not  exceeding  six  months  at  one  time.  In 
special  cases,  in  which  the  circumstances  may  appear  to  our  Secretary  of  State 
to  call  for  exceptional  consideration,  it  shall  be  sufficient  that  the  disability  shall 
have  been  contracted  in  the  service. 

At  the  expiration  of  that  period  of  six  months,  if  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  so 
appointed  be  able  to  resume  his  duties,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  complete  his  term 
of  ten  years’  service.  If  he  be  unable  to  resume  duty,  as  certified  by  a Board 
of  Medical  Officers,  he  shall,  if  he  have  not  served  five  years,  be  allowed  to 
remain  upon  the  half-pay  list  for  a further  period  of  six  months  without  half- 
pay ; at  the  expiration  of  which  period,  if  still  unable  to  resume  duty,  his 
services  shall  be  dispensed  with. 

Article  11. — If  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  so  appointed  have  served  five  years 
on  full  pay,  and  be  unable  to  resume  duty  as  certified  by  a Board  of  Medical 
Officers,  his  services  shall  be  dispensed  with,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive, 
in  lieu  of  all  further  pay  or  non-effective  pay,  pension  for  wounds  excepted,  a 
gratuity  at  one  of  the  following  rates,  viz.  :

If  a Veterinary  Surgeon  so  appointed  be  unable  to  complete  his  ten  years’ 
service  from  any  cause  other  than  reduction  of  establishment,  wounds,  or 
ill-health,  certified  by  a Board  of  Medical  Officers  to  have  been  caused  in  and  by 
the  service,  he  shall  be  allowed  not  more  than  six  months’  leave  without  pay, 
at  the  expiration  of  which  period,  if  unable  to  resume  duty,  his  services 
shall  be  at  once  dispensed  with,  and  he  shall  have  no  further  claim  on  the 
Department. 

If  the  services  of  an  officer  be  temporarily  dispensed  with  in  consequence  of  a 
reduction  of  establishment,  he  shall  be  granted  the  rates  of  half-pay  fixed  by 
Article  19  until  there  be  an  opportunity  of  re-employing  him,  or,  if  he  have 
served  five  years,  he  may  retire  from  the  service  with  a gratuity  according  to 
the  rates  specified  in  Article  11. 

Article  18. — Officers  of  the  Veterinary  Department  shall  have  a right  to 
retire  after  twenty  years’  service.  Inspecting  Veterinary  Surgoons,  Veterinary 
Surgeons  of  the  First  Class,  and  Veterinary  Surgeons,  shall  be  placed  on  the 
retired  list  when  they  shall  have  attained  the  ago  of  fifty-five  years. 

NON-EEEECTIVE  PAT. 

Article  19. — An  officer  of  the  Veterinary  Department  placed  on  half-pay  by 
reduction  of  establishment,  or  on  the  report  of  a medical  board,  in  consequence 
of  wounds  or  ill-health  caused  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  or  placed  on 
retired  list  under  Articlo  18,  on  account  of  having  attained  the  age  of  fifty-five 
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years,  shall  (subject  to  the  provision  in  Article  21)  be  entitled  to  half-pay  or 
retired  pay,  at  the  following  rates  :

Article  21. — The  rate  of  half -pay  awarded  to  one  officer  retiring  for  his  own 
convenience  after  twenty-five  years’  service  on  full  pay  shall  not  exceed  seven- 
tenths  of  the  daily  pay  he  may  have  been  in  receipt  of  when  thus  retiring  on 
half -pay,  provided  he  shall  have  served  three  years  in  his  rank,  or  shall  have 
served  abroad  for  ten  years  in  all  ranks,  or  for  five  years  with  an  army  in  the 
field.  An  officer  of  twenty-five  years’  service,  whose  service  falls  within  neither 
of  these  conditions,  shall  be  entitled  only  to  seven-tenths  of  the  daily  pay 
received  by  him  prior  to  his  last  promotion. 

An  officer  of  the  Veterinary  Department  placed  on  half-pay  from  any  other 
cause  shall  be  allowed  only  a temporary  rate  of  half -pay  (not  exceeding  the 
rates  specified  in  Article  19)  for  such  period  and  at  such  rates  as  our  Secretary 
of  State  shall  decide,  with  reference  to  the  services  rendered  to  the  public  by 
such  officer. 

Candidates  will  be  required  to  pass  a medical  examination  as  to  their  physical 
fitness  for  the  service.  They  must  also  be  under  twenty-six  years  of  age,  and 
unmarried.  Only  those  who  have  passed  the  Pinal  examination  for  the  Diploma 
of  the  Eoyal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  with  “ very  great  ” or  “great 
credit”  are  eligible  as  candidates. 


Applications  for  admission  to  the  Veterinary  Department  of  the 
Army  should  be  addressed  to  the  Principal  Veterinary  Sm-geon,  War 
Office,  London,  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  age,  and  testimonials  of 
character  and  qualifications. 


CHAPTER  XV. 


PHARMACY. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain — Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland — Pharmacy  in  Queensland. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  op  Great  Britain. 
Candidates  before  the  commencement  of  professional  education 
must  pass  a Preliminary  examination  in  Arts.  The  following  are 
the  subjects  of  the  Society’s  examination:  Latin — Caesar,  book  i., 
grammar;  translation  into  Latin  of  easy  sentences.  Arithmetic — 
including  the  metrical  system  of  weights  and  measures.  English — 
Grammar  and  Composition.  Any  of  the  examinations  in  Arts 
recognised  by  the  General  Medical  Council  will  be  accepted  in  lieu 
of  the  above. 

Professional  Examinations. — These  are  two  in  number — the  Major 
and  the  Minor.  Candidates  who  pass  the  latter  are  allowed  to  practice 
as  chemists  and  druggists  : if  they  then  proceed  to  the  Major,  they  will,  if 
successful,  be  entitled  to  register  as  “ Pharmaceutical  Chemists,”  and 
will  be  exempt  from  service  on  all  juries  and  inquests.  Candidates  for 
“ the  Minor”  must  have  been  engaged  as  apprentices  or  students  in  the 
translation  and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  for  three  years  previously. 
Candidates  for  the  Major  must  have  been  occupied  in  a similar  manner, 
and  they  must  have  passed  the  Minor. 

Subjects  of  the  Minor  Examination. — Prescriptions : The  candidate 
is  required  to  read  without  abbreviation  autograph  prescriptions; 
translate  them  into  English ; and  render  a literal  as  well  as  an  appro- 
priate translation  of  the  directions  in  use.  To  detect  errors,  discover 
unusual  doses,  and  have  a general  knowledge  of  Dosology ; also  to  render 
in  good  Latin  ordinary  prescriptions  written  in  English.  Practical 
Dispensing : To  weigh,  measure,  and  compound  medicines ; write  the 
directions  in  concise  language  in  a neat  and  distinct  hand  ; to  finish 
and  properly  direct  each  package.  Pharmacy : To  recognise  the 
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preparations  of  tlie  Pharmacopoeia  which  are  not  of  a definite  chemical 
nature,  and  have  well  marked  physical  characters,  such  as  extracts, 
tinctures,  powders,  &c.;  to  give  the  proportions  of  the  active  ingredients, 
and  possess  a practical  knowledge  of  the  processes,  and  the  principles 
of  the  processes,  hy  which  they  are  made,  and  of  the  best  excipients 
and  methods  of  manipulation  for  forming  emulsions,  pills,  &c.  Materia 
Medica  : To  recognise  specimens  of  roots,  harks,  leaves,  fruits,  resins, 
gums,  animal  substances,  &c.,  used  in  medicine ; give  the  botanical  and 
zoological  names  of  the  plants,  &c.,  yielding  them,  and  the  natural 
families  to  which  they  belong  ; name  the  countries  and  sources  from 
which  they  are  obtained,  the  officinal  preparations  into  which  they 
enter,  and  judge  the  quality  and  freedom  from  adulteration  or  otherwise 
of  the  specimens.  Botany.  To  recognise  the  more  important  indigenous 
plants  used  in  medicine.  To  possess  a general  knowledge  of  the 
elementary  structure  of  plants,  and  the  structure  and  distinctive 
characters  of  roots,  stems,  leaves,  and  their  parts.  To  name  and 
describe  the  various  parts  of  the  flower.  Chemistry  : To  recognise  the 
ordinary  chemicals  used  in  medicine.  To  possess  a practical  knowledge 
of  the  processes  by  which  they  are  produced,  the  composition  of  such 
as  are  compound,  and  explain  the  decompositions  that  occur  in  their 
production  and  admixture  by  equations  or  diagrams.  To  determine 
practically,  by  means  of  tests,  the  presence  in  solution  of  the  chemicals 
in  common  use,  and  explain  the  reactions  which  occur  in  each  case.  To 
possess  a general  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  chemical  philosophy,  and  a 
practical  knowledge  of  the  means  of  determining  specific  gravities, 
densities,  and  temperatures,  and  of  the  instruments  appertaining 
thereto,  and  the  physical  and  chemical  construction  of  the  atmosphere. 
Fee  for  the  minor  examination,  £3  3s. 

Major  Examination. — Materia  Medica : This  comprises  a practical 
knowledge  of  the  methods  of  estimating  the  value  of  important  drugs, 
of  obtaining  their  active  proximate  constituents  in  a separate  state ; of 
identifying  them  and  ascertaining  their  purity  or  impurity  by  tests. 
Botany  : This  comprises  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  parts  of 
the  flower,  fruit,  and  seed ; the  functions  and  mode  of  arrangement  of 
the  different  organs  of  plants ; a knowledge  of  the  general  principles 
of  classification,  and  of  the  Linnsean  and  De  Candolle’s  systems.  The 
candidate  must  be  able  to  distinguish  practically  between  each  of  the 
following  natural  orders : Ranunculacese,  Papaverace®,  Crucifer®, 
Malvaceae,  Leguminosae,  Rosace®,  Cucurbitace®,  Umbellifer®,  Com- 
posit®,  Gentianace®,  Convolvulace®,  Solanace®,  Atropace®,  Labiat®, 
Scrophuloxiace®,  Polygonac®,  Euphorbiace®,  Orchidace®,  Iridace®, 
Liliace®,  Melanthace®,  Graminace®;  and  refer  to  their  respective 
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orders  such  specimens  as  may  be  shown  to  him.  Chemistry : This 
comprehends  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  chemical  philosophy, 
a practical  knowledge  of  the  nature  and  properties  of  the  elements 
and  their  compounds,  both  organic  and  inorganic,  especially  those 
used  in  medicine  or  the  arts.  The  different  combinations  and  decom- 
positions must  be  explained  by  equations ; also  the  qualitative  analysis 
of  the  more  important  chemicals,  e.g.,  nitrates,  chlorides,  carbonates, 
sulphates,  phosphates,  oxalates,  tartrates,  &c.,  and  the  detection  of 
impurities  in  them,  and  the  volumetric  estimation  of  the  strength  of  all 
Pharmacopoeia  preparations  in  which  standard  solutions  are  ordered  to 
be  used.  An  elementary  knowledge  of  the  properties  of  light,  heat, 
electricity,  and  magnetism  is  also  required.  Books  and  memoranda  are 
permitted  in  the  practical  portion  of  this  examination.  In  the 
practical  portion  of  the  Major  examination  standard  works  of 
reference  are  provided  for  the  use  of  candidates  at  the  discretion 
of  the  examiner.  No  other  hooks  or  memoranda  are  allowed.  The 
fee  is  £5  5s. 

Prizes,  &c. — Pharmaceutical  chemists  who  are  Associates  of  the 
Society  at  the  time  of  passing  the  Major  will  he  entitled  to  com- 
pete for  the  following  prizes  at  the  end  of  the  session  in  which  they 
pass  their  examination : — First  prize — silver  medal,  hooks  to  value  of 
£5 ; second  prize — silver  medal,  hooks  to  value  of  £3 ; third  prize — 
bronze  medal,  books  to  value  of  £2.  Subjects  of  examination  : Materia 
Medica,  Botany,  and  Chemistry.  The  Jacob  Bell  Memorial  scholarships, 
tenable  for  one  year ; two  scholarships  are  annually  offered  for  com- 
petition. Holders  of  the  scholarships  must  pursue  their  studies  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society’s  School.  Each  scholarship  is  of  the  value  of 
£30.  Besides  this,  however,  the  holders  are  provided  with  free  instruc- 
tion at  the  Society’s  School  and  receive  a present  of  books.  Candidates 
must  be  registered  apprentices  or  students  of  the  Society,  must  not 
he  over  twenty-two  years  of  age,  and  must  have  been  engaged  for 
three  years  on  recognised  professional  study.  Subjects  of  examina- 
tion-.— Latin — Virgil’s  .ZEneid,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii. ; Prescriptions — 
Latin-English  and  English-Latin  translations — Translation  from  any 
Pharmacopoeia  and  parsing — French  or  German;  English — composi- 
tion and  parsing ; Arithmetic,  including  the  metric  system  ; Elemen- 
tary Chemistry,  Pharmacy,  and  Botany.  The  examination  is  con- 
ducted wholly  in  writing.  Every  year  a silver  medal  is  offered  for  the 
best  collection  of  plants  made  between  the  1st  May  and  the  1st  J une. 
Other  medals  may  also  be  awarded  in  the  same  competition.  Further 
particulars  may  be  obtained  of  the  Secretary,  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
17,  Bloomsbury-square,  W.C. 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

Any  examination  in  Arts  recognised  by  tbe  Medical  Council,  or  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Irish  Society  in  lieu  of  its  own  Arts  examination.  The  subjects  of  the 
latter  are  : — Latin — translation  and  parsing — Caesar,  book  i. ; Virgil's 
AEneid,  book  i. ; English — Composition  and  Dictation ; Arithmetic — 
including  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions,  and  a knowledge  of  metric 
weights  and  measures ; Rudiments  of  Chemistry  and  Botany  (Roscoe’s 
« Chemistry”  (“  Science  Primers”)  and  Browne’s  “ Botany”  “ Elemen- 
tary Science  Manuals”).  Candidates  for  this  examination  must  not 
be  under  sixteen  years  of  age.  Fee,  £2  2s.,  to  be  lodged  in  the  Bank 
of  Ireland  to  the  credit  of  the  Society,  and  the  receipt  forwarded  to 
the  Registrar  with  the  application. 

Professional  Examination. — Candidates  must  be  twenty-one  years  of 
age  and  have  passed  the  Preliminary  examination  at  least  one  year 
previously,  and  must  have  been  engaged  for  two  years  in  compounding 
and  dispensing  medicines  in  the  establishment  of  an  apothecary  or 
chemist.  Subjects  of  examination  : Botany,  Materia  Medica,  General 
and  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,  Practical  Pharmacy.  Fee,  £5  5s., 
to  be  lodged  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland.  All  candidates  who  passed  their 
Preliminary  after  January  1st,  1879,  and  all  candidates  who  may  have 
passed  an  examination  in  Arts  recognised  by  the  Society  at  some  other 
examining  board  before  that  date  must  attend  a three  months’  course  of 
Practical  Chemistry  in  one  of  the  following  Institutions  : The  Car- 
michael College,  Aungier-street,  Dublin ; the  Cecilia  School  of 
Medicine,  Dublin ; the  Ledwick  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery, 
Peter-street,  Dublin ; the  Queen’s  College,  Belfast ; the  Queen’s 
College,  Cork ; the  Queen’s  College,  Galway ; the  Royal  College  of 
Science  for  Ireland,  Dublin  ; the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland, 
Dublin;  the  Working  Men’s  Institute,  Belfast  (Chemical  School); 
Trinity  College,  Dublin.  The  Society  recommends  the  candidate  to 
attend  a course  of  Materia  Medica  at  one  of  the  above  schools. 


CHAPTER  XYI. 


CHIEF  MEDICAL  SOCIETIES  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN. 

Pathological  Society  of  London — Obstetrical  Society  of  London — 
Clinical  Society  of  London — British  Medical  Association — Sanitary 
Institute  of  Great  Britain — Surgical  Society  of  Ireland — The  Royal 
Medical  Society  of  Edinburgh — Hourveian  Society  of  Edinburgh. 

Pathological  Society  oe  London. — The  Society  consists  of 
Resident,  Non-resident,  and  Honorary  Members.  Medical  practi- 
tioners and  persons  distinguished  in  the  sciences  related  to  medicine  are 
eligible  for  election  as  Members.  Resident  Members  are  those  who 
reside  witbin  six  miles  of  Charing  Cross  : all  others  are  non-resident. 
Candidates  for  resident  membership  must  be  proposed  by  three  mem- 
bers from  their  personal  knowledge  : for  non-resident  membership,  by 
one  member  from  personal  and  by  two  from  general  knowledge. 

The  admission  fee  for  resident  membership  is  £1  Is.,  and  the  annual 
subscription  £1  Is.  Non-resident  members  pay  a life  subscription  of 
£2  2s.  The  Corrvposition  fee  for  Resident  Members  is  £15  15s. 

Obstetrical  Society  of  London. — The  Society  consists  of 
Ordinary  Fellows  and  Honorary  Fellows.  Medical  men  possessing  a 
registrable  qualification  are  eligible  for  the  Ordinary  Fellowship.  There 
are  two  classes  of  Honorary  Fellows,  the  one  consisting  of  British 
subjects,  the  other  of  foreigners ; of  the  former  there  are  six,  of  the 
latter  two.  Every  candidate  for  admission  to  the  Ordinary  Fellowship 
must  be  proposed  and  recommended  by  three  or  more  Fellows  : the 
election  takes  place  by  ballot,  and  candidates  to  be  admitted  must  be 
given  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  Fellows  present.  Fellows  living 
within  four  miles  of  Charing  Cross  are  held  to  be  resident  Fellows, 
those  living  without  this  radius  are  held  to  be  non-resident  Fellows. 
Honorary  Fellows  are  elected  from  among  persons  recommended  by 
the  Council  as  having  distinguished  themselves  as  practitioners  or 
teachers  of  Obstetric  Medicine,  or  as  writers  upon  Obstetric  Medicine, 
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or  upon  those  branches  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  sciences  con- 
nected therewith,  for  the  special  promotion  of  which  the  Obstetrical 
Society  is  instituted.  It  is  competent  for  any  Fellow  to  propose  the 
name  of  a person  as  an  Honorary  Fellow.  Honorary  Fellows  are 
elected  by  ballot.  To  secure  the  election  of  a candidate  nine-tenths 
of  the  votes  of  those  present  at  the  meeting  must  be  in  his  favour. 
The  fee  on  admission  to  the  Society  as  an  Ordinary  Fellow  is  £1  Is. ; 
this  sum  must  also  be  paid  at  the  commencement  of  every  subsequent 
year.  The  annual  subscriptions  may  be  compounded  for  by  a single 
payment  of  £10  10s. 

Clinical  Society  oe  London. — The  Society  consists  of  Honorary 
and  Ordinary  Members.  All  legally  qualified  medical  practitioners  are 
eligible  for  nomination  as  members.  Candidates  must  be  proposed  in 
writing  by  three  members  from  their  personal  knowledge.  Fees  : For 
every  Ordinary  Member,  an  admission  fee  of  £2  2s.,  and  for  every  sub- 
sequent year  £1  Is. ; the  first  year’s  subscription  being  included  in  the 
admission  fee.  Members  residing  more  than  six  miles  from  Charing 
Cross  shall  only  be  required  to  pay  the  fee  of  £2  2s.  A payment  of 
£15  15s.  made  in  advance  shall  entitle  to  life  membership. 

British  Medical  Association. — Candidates  for  Membership 
must  be  qualified  to  practice  medicine  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
must  be  recommended  for  election  by  three  members.  The  subscription 
is  £1  Is.  per  annum. 

Sanitary  Institute  op  Great  Britain. — A congress  for  the 
consideration  of  subjects  relating  to  Hygiene,  and  an  exhibition  of 
sanitary  apparatus  and  appliances,  are  held  annually  by  the  Institute. 
Fellows,  Members,  Associates,  and  Subscribers  have  the  right  of  free 
admission  to  the  meetings,  addresses,  and  conversazione  in  connection 
with  the  congress,  and  to  the  exhibition.  Members  are  elected  by 
ballot ; they  must  be  elected  by  at  least  three  Fellows  or  Members  of 
the  Society.  The  admission  fee  payable  by  a member  is  £3  3s.,  and  the 
annual  subscription  £2  2s.  Medical  officers  of  health  and  medical 
men  holding  certificates  in  Sanitary  Science  from  any  university  or 
medical  corporation  are  entitled  to  be  enrolled  as  Members  of  the 
Institute  without  payment  of  the  admission  fee.  Members  desirous  of 
becoming  Life  Members  may  do  so  on  paying  £10  10s.  in  lieu  of  the 
annual  subscription.  Associates  pay  an  admission  fee  of  £2  2s.  and 
an  annual  subscription  of  £1  Is. 

Surgical  Society  op  Ireland. — The  Society  consists  of  Ordi- 
nary, Honorary,  and  Corresponding  Members.  Every  Fellow  of  the 
College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland  is  ipso  facto  an  Ordinary  Member  of 
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the  Society.  Gentlemen  eminently  distinguished  for  their  acquire- 
ments in  Surgery,  Medicine,  or  the  collateral  branches  of  science,  may 
he  elected  Honorary  or  Corresponding  Members  of  the  Society.  The 
number  of  Honorary  or  of  Corresponding  Members  of  the  Society  is 
limited  to  twelve  for  British  subjects  and  twelve  for  foreigners.  Licen- 
tiates of  the  Irish  College  of  Surgeons  or  members  of  other  colleges 
desirous  of  becoming  Ordinary  Members  of  the  Surgical  Society  of 
Ireland  must  be  proposed  by  one  member  of  the  Council  and  seconded 
by  another,  to  each  of  whom  he  must  be  personally  known.  Every 
candidate  for  the  Membership  of  the  Surgical  Society  must  have  been 
in  possession  of  a diploma  in  Medicine  or  in  Surgery  for  at  least  two 
years,  unless  he  is  connected  with  a recognised  medical  school  or  holds 
a public  medical  appointment.  All  medical  officers  of  the  Navy  and 
Army  may,  on  making  application  to  one  of  the  secretaries,  be  enrolled 
as  Members  of  the  Society,  which  privilege  they  retain  so  long  as  they 
are  either  stationed  near  or  quartered  in  Dublin. 

The  Royal  Medical  Society  op  Edinburgh. — A candidate  for 
membership  must  be  proposed  by  two  Members,  personally  acquainted 
with  him.  The  admission  fee  is  £2  2s.,  and  the  annual  subscription  for 
four  succeeding  years  is  £2  2s.  A member  may  compound  for  all  fees 
by  the  payment  in  one  sum  of  £8  8s.  Corresponding  Members  are 
generally  elected  from  amongst  distinguished  persons  not  residing  in 
Edinburgh.  Honorary  Membership  is  conferred  by  the  Society  as  a 
mark  of  esteem.  The  Society,  which  is  incorporated  by  Royal  charter, 
grants  certificates  of  Membership  on  election.  Ordinary  Members  of 
two  years’  standing  are  termed  “ extraordinary,”  and  may  be  granted 
a special  form  of  diploma.  Corresponding  and  Honorary  Members 
are  also  entitled  to  diplomas.  These  are  honourable  distinctions,  but 
do  not  confer  a right  to  practice. 

Harveian  Society  op  Edinburgh. — The  objects  of  the  Society 
are  to  commemorate  the  discovery  of  the  Circulation  of  the  Blood, 
and  to  cherish  a kindly  feeling  among  the  members  of  the  medical 
profession.  No  person  resident  in  Edinburgh  can  be  admitted  a 
member  of  the  Society  who  is  not  a Fellow  either  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  or  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  or  a graduate  in 
Medicine  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  unless  he  be  or  have  been  a 
medical  officer  in  some  department  of  the  public  service.  But 
graduates  in  Medicine,  or  Licentiates  in  Medicine  or  Surgery,  resident 
in  the  country,  may  be  admitted.  The  annual  subscription  is  5s. 


CHAPTER  XVII. 


CONCLUSION. 

Life  Prospects — Practice — Locality ; the  Colonies;  the  Continent — 
the  Naval  and  Military  Services — the  Merchant  Service — Emigration 
Service — Personal  Fitness. 

Life  Prospects. — The  field  of  Medicine  is  not  an  El  Dorado : it 
is  a battle  ground,  on  which  spoils  are  gained  by  the  few  and  scanty 
living  by  the  many.  For  the  purpose  of  accumulating  a fortune,  it  is 
an  improbable  means.  The  future  of  the  medical  student  will,  how- 
ever, be  largely  influenced  by  his  pecuniary  resources,  industry  and 
ability.  The  higher  qualifications  which  are  essential  to  those  who 
would  attain  eminence  in  the  profession  are  only  to  be  obtained  by  an 
expenditure  of  money  in  excess  of  that  required  for  a licensing  diploma. 
Against  this,  however,  may  be  set  the  fact  that  one  or  more  scholar- 
ships may  be  obtained  to  assist  the  student  in  defraying  his  expenses. 
A hardworking  impecunious  man  should  not  enter  a small  hospital, 
where  the  prizes  are  few,  but  select  one  where  there  are  many  avenues 
to  reward.  The  competition  may  be  keener,  but  average  ability,  with 
real  work,  will  generally  succeed  in  winning  something. 

Practice. — The  two  highest  kinds  of  practice  are  the  Consulting 
and  the  Special.  Of  Consulting  practitioners  there  are  two  varieties  : 
The  one  is  devoted  either  to  Medicine  or  to  Surgery,  and  although  with 
patients  of  his  own,  is  occasionally  called  in  by  other  practitioners. 
But  he  does  not  practice  exclusively  in  one  special  branch.  This  is  the 
ordinary  Consulting  Practitioner ; if  he  be  a Physician  he  will  require 
the  M.D.  degree ; if  a Surgeon  he  should  be  a Master  in  Surgery  or 
Fellow  of  one  of  the  Colleges  of  Surgeons.  The  other  kind  of  con- 
sulting physician  does  not  practice  in  ordinary  cases,  but  is  consulted 
at  his  house  or  at  the  residences  of  patients  who  may  wish  for  advice. 
Of  Specialists  there  are  two  varieties.  The  one  takes  up  one  or  more 
branches  of  Medicine,  but  does  not  give  up  general  practice ; the  other 
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practices  only  in  his  especial  department.  In  respect  of  his  speciality 
the  Specialist  may  he  regarded  as  a Consulting  Practitioner.  Genera 
practice  is  the  term  applied  to  the  combined  pursuit  of  Medicine, 
Surgery,  and  Midwifery.  Midwifery  is  also  carried  on  by  specialists 
called  Accoucheurs  ; the  ordinary  consulting  physician  does  not 
practice  it. 

Locality  for  Practice  is  no  slight  consideration.  Large  towns 
are  the  best  for  pure  Surgeons,  for  pure  Physicians,  and  for  all 
specialists.  General  Practitioners  may  do  equally  well  in  either  town 
or  country. 

The  relative  advantage  of  home,  colonial,  and  foreign  practice  is  also 
of  importance.  Continental  practice  affords  fair  openings  for  a general 
practitioner  of  good  presence  at  places  frequented  by  English  and 
American  society.  With  regard  to  the  Colonies,  if  the  young  prac- 
titioner have  insufficient  money  to  set  up  well,  he  may  do  better  by 
going  to  Australia,  New  Zealand,  or  elsewhere  than  by  getting  together 
a third  or  fourth-rate  practice  at  home.  It  may  be  advisable  also  to 
take  charge  of  an  invalid  for  a few  months  on  a home  or  continental 
tom’;  the  practitioner  will  thus  have  an  opportunity  of  closely  studying 
what  may  be  an  interesting  case,  and  of  seeing  something  of  the 
world. 

The  I’egulations  as  to  pay,  &c.,  in  the  Naval  and  Military  Services 
have  been  already  given.  To  one  who  has  not  means  to  get  up  a good 
private  practice  these  services  offer  some  advantages.  The  income  is 
certain,  and  is  sufficient  to  live  on ; the  position  is  good,  and  the  pro- 
motion is  reliable.  The  Merchant  Service,  however,  is  far  from  offering 
a brilliant  career,  though  on  some  lines,  such  as  the  P.  and  O.,  the 
practitioner  may  not  fare  ill,  considering  the  incidental  fees  from  the 
passengers.  The  Emigration  Service,  again,  may  be  pronounced  fairly 
good. 

Personal  Fitness. — Sympathy  and  gentleness  are  qualities  which, 
if  the  aspirant  does  not  possess,  he  must  sedulously  cultivate.  I am 
justified  by  common  observation  in  saying  that  the  patient  is  conscious 
of  the  doctor’s  sympathy ; that  he  is  soothed  and  strengthened  by  it, 
and  his  anxiety  to  a great  extent  appeased  ; and,  it  may  be  added,  is 
thus  often  led  to  tell  his  medical  attendant  the  whole  truth — a matter 
of  no  slight  importance  in  diagnosis. 


APPENDIX  A. 


MID  WIVES  AND  NURSES. 

Training  Schools  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

London. — City  of  London  Lying-in  Hospital. 

This  institution  is  a special  centre  for  the  training  of  midwives. 

BYE-LAWS. 

Midwife  pupils  shall  pay  a fee  of  .£21,  which  shall  include  board  and  lodging 
for  three  months.  Nurse  pupils  shall  pay  a fee  of  =£5  5s.,  which  shall  include 
board  and  lodging  for  three  weeks.  All  pupils  shall  pay  for  their  own  washing, 
tea,  and  sugar.  Pupils  shall  pay  at  the  rate  of  14s.  per  week  for  board,  if  from 
any  cause  they  be  obliged  to  stay  longer  than  the  time  specified.  A deposit  of 
<£1  Is.  shall  be  paid  by  each  pupil  on  entering  her  name,  whioh  will  be  forfeited 
(except  under  special  circumstances)  should  she  not  come  in. 

St.  Thomas’s  Hospital. 

The  following  is  from  the  prospectus  of  this  institution : 

The  Committee  of  the  “Nightingale  Fund”  have  arrangements  with  the 
authorities  of  St.  Thomas’s  for  educating  women  as  hospital  nurses.  On  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  one  year’s  training  they  will  be  required  to  enter  into 
service  as  nurses  in  the  metropolitan  or  provincial  hospitals  or  infirmaries.  A 
limited  number  of  gentlewomen  can  be  admitted  under  special  agreements  to 
this  course  of  training  with  a view  to  qualify  themselves  for  superior  appoint- 
ments. The  regulations  as  to  the  admission  of  candidates  may  be  obtained  by 
writing  to  Henry  Bonham  Carter,  Esq.,  the  secretary  of  the  Nightingale  Fund, 
91,  Gloucester-terrace,  Hyde  Park,  London,  W.  . . . Women  wishing  to  be 
trained  should,  whenever  it  is  possible,  make  personal  application  to  Mrs. 
Wardroper  to  be  entered  on  the  list  of  candidates  for  admission  as  vacancies 
occur. 

Queen  Cha/rlotte’s  Lying-in  Hospital. 

The  regulations  are : 

Pupil  Nurses. — The  candidate  must  procure  a form  of  application  from  the 
Secretary.  Candidates  must  not  be  under  twenty-three  years  of  age;  they 
may  be  married,  single,  or  widows,  and  must  produce  a certificate  of  moral 
character,  signed  by  two  persons,  one  of  whom  must  be  a lady.  They  are 
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not  received  for  a less  period  than  eight  weeks.  If  at  the  end  of  their  train- 
ing they  are  found  unfitted  for  the  duties  of  a monthly  nurse  they  will  not 
receive  a certificate  of  proficiency.  Pupil  nurses  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Matron.  They  are  instructed  by  the  latter  and  by  the  head  nurses.  In  case 
of  misconduct  they  may  be  discharged  without  notice,  when  their  fees  are 
forfeited.  They  have  to  provide  themselves  with  washing  dresses,  caps,  and 
aprons,  and  have  to  pay  for  their  own  washing. 

Fees. — <£10  10s.  for  two  months,  <£15  15s.  for  three  months,  both  of  which 
include  board  and  lodging.  On  the  completion  of  the  term  of  pupilage,  each 
pupil  nurse,  provided  she  prove  herself  competent  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
monthly  nursing,  will  receive  a first  or  second-class  certificate,  according  to 
merit  and  abilities.  Any  nurse  in  possession  of  a first-class  certificate  can,  if 
recommended  by  the  medical  officers,  have  her  name  placed  on  the  Hospital 
Register  of  Monthly  Nurses,  on  payment  of  a registration  fee  of  five  shillings. 
Should  a monthly  nurse  misconduct  herself  subsequent  to  the  receipt  of  her 
certificate,  her  name  may  be  removed  from  the  Hospital  Register  of  Monthly 
Nurses. 

Pupil  Midwives. — The  candidate  must  procure  a form  of  application.  No 
pupil  is  received  for  a less  period  than  three  months,  and  no  certificate  of 
proficiency  is  granted  unless  the  pupil  pass  an  examination  in  Midwifery.  The 
pupil  mid  wives  are  under  the  control  of  the  medical  officers  and  mid  wives.  They 
will  receive  instruction  from  the  former  both  in  the  Hospital  and  the  out-patient 
department.  Pupils  must  provide  themselves  with  washing  dresses,  caps,  and 
aprons,  and  pay  for  their  washing.  In  case  of  misconduct  they  may  be  sum- 
marily dismissed,  when  their  fees  are  forfeited.  On  the  completion  of  the 
training  the  pupil  receives  a certificate  of  proficiency  if  she  passes  the  required 
examination. 

Fees. — Twenty-five  guineas  for  three  months,  including  board  and  lodging  • 
twelve  guineas  for  the  same  period,  without  board  and  lodging,  but  such  pupils 
must  reside  within  a quarter  of  a mile  of  the  Hospital. 

A certificate  of  moral  character  is  required  of  the  candidate,  before  admission 
as  pupil,  signed  by  two  persons,  one  of  whom  must  be  a medical  man. 

General  Lying-in  Hospital  ( Yorlc-road,  Lambeth,  S.E.). 

Female  pupils  are  received  on  the  following  terms : Monthly  nurses : 
Three  months’  training,  £15  15s.  Pupil  midwives : Six  months’ 
training,  £31  10s.  These  fees  include  all  expenses,  viz.,  hoard,  lodging, 
uniform,  washing,  instruction,  and  use  of  hooks.  Each  nurse  must  he 
provided  with  a clinical  thermometer,  which  may  he  obtained  from  the 
Secretary.  A deposit  of  £1  must  be  paid  by  each  nurse  on  her  entrance 
into  the  Hospital.  For  every  thermometer  broken  by  the  pupil  half-a- 
crown  will  he  deducted  from  the  above  sum,  and  the  balance  be  letumed 
on  leaving.  The  first  thermometer  will  be  presented  to  the  pupil 
gratis.

British  Lying-in  Hospital  ( Endell-street , St.  Giles’,  W.C. ). 

Women  are  received  as  pupils.  They  reside  in  the  Hospital. 
Lectures  are  given  by  the  physicians.  Fee  for  the  course  of  three 
months,  £10  10s.  Certificates  of  proficiency  are  granted  to  competent 
pupils. 

Liverpool. — Ladies’  Charity  and  Lying-in  Hospital  ( Myrtle-street ). 

This  institution  has  a School  for  Midwives  and  Monthly  Nurses. 
According  to  the  prospectus : 

Lectures  on  Midwifery,  Nursing,  and  the  General  Management  of  the  Sick- 
room are  delivered  twice  a year  at  the  Hospital.  The  lectures  commence  in 
March  and  September.  They  are  delivered  twice  weekly,  and  extend  over  a 
period  of  about  twelve  weeks.  They  must  be  regularly  attended  by  all  who 
wish  to  qualify  as  midwives  or  monthly  nurses.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  lec- 
tures, an  examination  is  held  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Hospital,  and  diplomas 
are  given  to  those  who  pass  it  satisfactorily.  Any  candidate  who  fails  to  pass 
the  examination  is  privileged  to  attend  the  next  course  of  lectures  without 
further  expense.  N.B. — Before  attending  the  lectures,  candidates  are  required 
to  send  in  a letter  of  application,  in  their  own  handwriting,  and  also  to  enclose 
two  testimonials  of  good  character,  after  which  they  will  receive  notice  when  they 
are  to  appear  before  the  Committee.  No  candidate  will  be  admitted  who  cannot 
read  and  write. 

Fee  for  Midwives,  <£7  7s.,  which  includes  lectures,  lodging  for  one  fortnight 
with  the  midwife,  and  payment  for  Practical  Instruction  in  Midwifery  and  for 
Dispensary  Practice  (the  pupil-midwives’  praotice  being  taken  in  the  Out- 
door Department,  under  the  direction  of  the  midwives  of  the  Ladies’  Charity) . 
Each  pupil-midwife  will  be  required  to  conduct  twenty  cases,  and  to  attend  nine 
times  at  the  Dispensary  before  receiving  her  diploma. 

Monthly  Nurses. — A limited  number  attending  each  class  will  be  admitted 
into  the  Hospital  for  training  as  Nurses,  besides  receiving  a diploma  as  Midwife. 
Fee,  £5  5s.,  which  includes  lectures,  board  and  lodging  in  Hospital,  and 
Dispensary  practice  (washing  not  included).  Nurses  are  required  to  reside  in 
the  Hospital  three  months  to  receive  Practical  Instruction  in  Midwifery  and 
Nursing,  taking  their  training  as  night  nurse,  and  serving  in  Dispensary  Practice. 
N.B. — Nurses’  Practice  in  Hospital  to  be  taken  as  vacancies  occur  within  six 
months  from  the  time  that  the  lectures  end.  A bonus  of  <£1  Is.,  and  extra 
certificate  as  Trained  Nurse  in  addition  to  the  diploma  as  Midwife,  will  be  granted 
at  the  expiration  of  the  three  months  to  all  nurses  who  have  conducted  them- 
selves to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee. 

Salisbury. — Salisbury  Infirmary. 

Nursing  Students. — Ladies  are  instructed  at  the  Infirmary.  The 
following  are  the  rules  : 

Each  candidate  must  be  proposed  and  seconded  by  members  of  the  Committee 
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of  Management.  She  must  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  ,£5  5s.  She  must  in  all 
matters  submit  entirely  to  the  instructions  of  the  superintendent  nurse.  She  is 
on  no  account  whatever  to  interfere  with  the  religious  teaching  or  opinions  of 
patients.  Her  dress  must  be  noiseless  in  material,  and  quiet  both  as  to  form 
and  colour.  She  must  engage  to  attend  for  instruction  for  a period  of  not  less 
than  six  hours  a day  for  six  months,  except  under  special  circumstances.  In 
the  event  of  any  infringement  of  the  above  rules,  she  must  engage  to  leave  the 
Infirmary  at  the  request  of  the  Committee,  and  to  forfeit  all  claim  to  a return 
of  her  entrance  money.  A copy  of  these  rules  is  to  be  sent  to  each  lady  who 
proposes  to  enter  as  a Nursing  Student,  who  is  to  signify  her  approval  of  them 
to  the  Secretary  in  writing  before  being  admitted.  The  Infirmary  cannot  under- 
take to  board  and  lodge  ladies,  neither  can  it  provide  them  with  an  appropriate 
dress.  Ladies  are  advised  to  consult  the  matron  on  this  point.  Should  the 
student  prove  efficient  at  the  end  of  her  attendance,  a certificate  will  be  granted 
by  the  Committee. 

Dublin. — Sir  Patrick  Dun’s  Hospital  (Grand  Canal-street). 

Fees. — £12  12s.  per  session. 

The  Governors  of  the  Hospital  have  made  arrangements  for  the 
training  of  midwives  and  nurses  to  serve  in  the  Army.  They  have 
also  undertaken  to  train  women  for  similar  service  in  the  poor-law 
unions,  &c.  The  Governors  report  that  many  persons  so  trained  have 
obtained  appointments  of  from  £20  to  £30  per  annum,  with  residence. 
Pupils  must  reside  at  the  establishment  set  apart  for  this  purpose  for 
six  months,  and  must  attend  lectures  and  maternity  cases.  Por  further 
particulars  address  the  Secretary. 

Training  of  Midwives  in  Pranoe. 

A practical  course  for  persons  intended  for  the  profession  of  midwife 
is  established  at  the  Hospital  des  Cliniques,  in  Paris.  The  duration 
of  the  course  is  one  year.  The  admissions  take  place  in  the  months  of 
March  and  November.  An  aspirant  for  admission  must  be  eighteen 
years  of  age,  and  must  produce,  first,  a certificate  of  birth ; secondly, 
if  married,  a certificate  of  marriage ; thirdly,  a certificate  of  moral 
character;  fourthly,  the  certificate  of  consent  of  parents  or  guar- 
dians. The  examination  for  admission  is  as  follows:  1.  Dictation; 

2.  Arithmetic — first  four  rules — the  elements  of  the  metric  system ; 

3.  Reading.  The  date  of  the  examinations  is  fixed  by  the  Rector  of 
the  Academy.  The  jury  of  examiners  is  composed : Of  the  secretary 
of  the  Faculty;  of  an  inspector  of  preliminary  instruction;  of  an 
inspectress  of  the  schools  of  Paris.  The  diplomas  are  of  the  fiist 
and  second  class.  The  second-class  diploma  gives  the  right  to 
practice  only  in  one  department ; the  examination  for  this  is  on 
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Practical  Midwifery.  The  first-class  diploma  confers  the  right  to 
practice  throughout  France.  The  examination  for  this  is  on  Theoiy 
and  Practice  of  Midwifery  ; Accidents  which  may  precede,  accom- 
pany, and  follow  Parturition,  and  the  Remedial  Measures  to  be 
employed ; the  most  simple  Operations  on  the  mannecpiin  (model  of 
child  in  female  pelvis).  Fees  : 1st  class,  130fr. ; 2nd  class,  25fr. 

Training  Schools  eor  Nurses  in  the  United  States. 

The  Report  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  sets 
forth : 

The  establishment  of  training  schools  for  nurses  may  be  counted  as  a most 
wisely  directed  philanthropic  effort ; and  all  who  are  acquainted  with  this 
enterprise,  whose  purpose  is  the  education  of  suitable  women  for  onerous  and 
responsible  positions  as  nurses,  watch  its  progress  with  deepest  interest.  These 
schools  are  doing  their  work  with  commendable  zeal  and  thoroughness,  and  many 
a physician  finds  in  their  graduates  his  most  valuable  assistants.  They 
include  : Connecticut  Training  School  for  Nurses,  Boston  City  Hospital  Training 
School  for  Nurses,  Boston  Training  School  for  Nurses,  Training  School  for 
Nurses  (New  England  Hospital),  Missouri  School  of  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of 
Women  and  Children,  New  York  State  School  for  Training  Nurses,  Charity 
Hospital  Training  School,  New  York  Training  School  for  NurseB,  Training 
Sohool  of  New  York  Hospital,  Nurse  Training  School  of  the  Woman’s  Hospital, 
and  Washington  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

Admission. — It  is  recognised  in  all  schools  for  the  training  of  nurses  that  the 
duties  of  a nurse  are  such  that  only  those  who  have  peculiar  aptness  for  the 
work  should  be  encouraged  to  undertake  it.  In  order  to  make  an  estimate  of 
the  applicant’s  fitness,  it  is  the  custom  of  several  schools  to  send  her  a list  of 
questions  such  that  the  answers  to  them  will  indicate  the  probability  of  her 
becoming  an  acceptable  nurse.  Inquiries  are  usually  made  with  reference  to  her 
condition  in  life,  whether  married,  single,  or  a widow  ; her  age,  nativity,  and 
occupation ; physical  condition,  family  relations,  previous  employment,  and 
references.  Sometimes  informal  inquiries  are  made  which  serve  the  same 
purpose.  The  suitable  age  of  applicants  is  generally  placed  at  from  twenty-one 
to  thirty-five  years.  The  reason  given  is  that  those  younger  have  not  ordinarily 
sufficient  mental  and  physical  development  and  those  older  do  not  readily  acquire 
new  habits.  The  sacred  trusts  and  arduous  duties  which  devolve  upon  the  nurse 
make  it  necessary  that  she  should  have  good  character  and  physical  strength. 
The  amount  of  education  required  of  applicants  is  not  very  great,  as  natural 
ability  and  willingness  to  learn  are  the  chief  requisites.  Occasionally  an 
examination  in  common  English  branches  must  be  passed,  but  more  often  pupils 
are  admitted  upon  the  statement  that  they  have  acquired  a common  school 
education.  The  various  requirements  and  the  limited  number  of  pupils  allowed 
preclude  the  reception  of  the  majority  of  applicants.  The  Now  York  State 
Sohool  makes  up  a class  each  year  of  only  six  from  the  large  number  of 
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applicants.  Of  thirty-three  who  applied  at  Bellevue  (New  York  Training 
School)  in  December,  1879,  only  three  were  received.  At  the  New  England 
Hospital,  in  1878,  eighteen  out  of  forty  applicants  were  admitted  to 
probation. 

Probation. — The  pupils  of  the  nurse  training  schools  are  usually  admitted 
upon  a month’s  probation,  during  which  time  they  receive  no  compensation  for 
their  services  beyond  board  and  lodging.  A large  portion  of  those  thus  admitted 
fail  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  them  during  this  time.  Of  the  eighteen 
just  mentioned  as  admitted  to  probation  in  the  New  England  Hospital  Training 
School,  only  nine  were  approved.  The  trial  is  very  severe  upon  new  comers, 
who  are  for  the  first  time  compelled  to  witness  surgical  operations  and  other 
equally  painful  sights,  to  bear  patiently  the  whims  and  complaints  of  the 
sick,  and  to  supply  the  wants  of  exacting  patients.  But  those  who  courageously 
undertake  the  work  and  resolve  to  persevere  in  it  soon  acquire  a skilfulness 
which  enables  them  to  do  their  work  acceptably  and  with  comparative  ease. 
Those  fulfilling  the  conditions  and  expectations  of  the  probationary  month 
are  usually  required  to  enter  into  a written  agreement  that  prevents  them 
from  leaving  the  school  before  the  completion  of  their  course.  Otherwise 
offers  of  liberal  wages  and  other  insufficient  causes  might  withdraw  some 
from  their  places,  to  the  injury  of  themselves  and  the  patients  upon 
whom  they  were  attending. 

Maintenance. — With  one  or  two  exceptions,  pupil  nurses  are  maintained 
at  the  expense  of  the  school  or  the  hospital  to  which  it  is  attached  during 
the  time  of  their  training.  It  will  be  seen  that  certain  sums  are  paid  in  addition 
to  board  and  lodging.  This  is  not  looked  upon  as  a remuneration  for  services 
performed,  as  the  instruction  and  experience  are  considered  a sufficient 
compensation  ; but  it  seems  desirable  that  the  pupil  should  not  be  dependent  on 
any  one  outside  of  the  hospital  for  money  to  meet  her  expenses  for  at  least  dress 
and  text  books.  These  are  not  very  large,  as  the  greatest  simplicity  in  dress  is 
enjoined  and  the  text  books  are  not  numerous.  The  information  in  the 
posession  of  the  Office  does  not  render  it  possible  to  state  what  provisions 
are  made  for  the  board  and  lodging  of  pupils  in  all  cases.  It  is  considered 
extremely  desirable  that  they  should  have  not  a mere  living  place  in  or 
near  the  hospital,  but  a comfortable  and  attractive  home,  furnishing 
surroundings  that  rest,  revive,  and  reanimate  those  who  are  weary  and 
discouraged  from  excessive  toil  and  care  and  giving  opportunity  for  undisturbed 
sleep  in  the  daytime  to  night  nurses  and  entire  immunity  to  all  from  suggestions 
of  the  hospital.  The  Nurses’  Home  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital  provides 
for  all  these  wants,  and  it  has  been  said  that  the  noticeable  exemption 
from  illness  which  the  nurses  of  that  institution  have  enjoyed  is  largely 
owing  to  their  cheerful  and  healthy  surroundings. 

It  is  but  natural  at  this  point  to  inquire  into  the  sources  of  income 
which  these  schools  have.  Two  make  no  report  or  statements  that  bear 
upon  financial  questions ; two,  which  are  connected  with  public  hospitals. 
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are  supported  in  the  main  by  city  appropriations.  The  others  are  supported 
principally  by  money  received  for  the  services  of  nurses  and  from  the 
gifts  of  friends,  the  income  of  funds,  and  the  pay  of  patients.  The 
Missouri  School  of  Midwifery  has  fees  of  75dols.  for  the  entire  course  and 
lOdols.  extra  if  the  pupil  be  admitted  to  the  dissecting  rooms. 

Instruction. — The  instruction  afforded  in  nurse  training  schools  seems 
to  divide  itself  into  practical,  or  that  received  at  the  bedside  of  patients ; 
theoretical,  or  that  obtained  from  text  books  and  lectures  ; and  auxiliary,  or  that 
which  is  useful  in  nurse  training  but  not  specifically  a part  of  it.  Practical 
nursing  must  be  learned  at  the  bedside,  and  beds  of  a hospital  offer  the 
best  opportunities.  There  the  nurse  may  observe  the  treatment  given 
persons  suffering  under  a wide  variety  of  medical  and  surgical  diseases, 
and  acquire  a valuable  and  extensive  experience  in  a short  time.  Another 
principal  advantage  in  hospitals  is  the  frequent  visits  of  skilful  physicians 
to  give  counsel  and  directions  and  furnish  instruction  at  a time  when  it 
will  make  a lasting  impression  on  the  pupil’s  mind.  The  advice  and  assistance 
of  experienced  nurses  are  not  only  a present  help  to  the  nurse,  but  also  prepare 
her  for  future  occasions.  The  constant  oversight  of  both  head  nurses 
and  physicians  stimulates  the  pupil  to  form  habits  of  accuracy,  fidelity, 
and  attentiveness.  Although  the  practical  training  is  of  chief  value,  yet 
systematic  instruction  from  carefully  written  manuals  of  nursing,  and  by  lectures 
and  talks  on  subjects  pertaining  to  nursing,  is  not  omitted.  The  courses 
of  instruction  in  the  various  schools  are  similar,  and  that  of  the  Connecticut 
Training  School  may  be  taken  as  a representative  of  the  whole.  It  includes  (1) 
the  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  and  wounds ; the  application  of 
fomentations,  poultices,  and  minor  dressings  ; (2)  the  application  of  leeches  ; (3) 
the  administration  of  enemas ; (4)  the  use  of  the  catheter ; (5)  the  keeping 
of  temperature  records  ; (6)  the  best  method  of  applying  friction  to  the  body  and 
extremities ; (7)  the  management  of  helpless  patients,  moving,  changing,  giving 
bath  in  bed,  preventing  and  dressing  bed  sores,  and  managing  positions  ; (8) 
bandaging,  making  bandages  and  rollers;  (9)  making  patients’  beds,  and 
removing  sheets  while  the  patient  is  in  bed ; (10)  the  keeping  of  all  utensils, 
sponges,  bed,  tables,  &c.,  perfectly  clean. 

The  education  of  pupil  nurses  in  branches  collateral  to  their  profession  is  not 
extensively  attempted.  Usually  they  are  instructed  in  the  preparation  of  deli- 
cacies for  the  sick,  attractive  articles  of  diet,  and  the  drinks  and  stimulants  in 
common  use  in  the  sick  room.  On  the  subject  of  medical  instruction  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Connecticut  Training  School  says  : 

“Whilst  far  from  wishing  our  nurses  to  be  so  learned  as  to  think  they  know 
as  much  as  the  physicians,  wo  are  desirous  to  have  them  understand  the  struc- 
ture of  the  human  body  and  all  its  functions ; for  this  purpose  they  study  from 
text  books  on  physiology,  anatomy,  and  midwifery,  reciting  to  and  receiving 
valuable  instruction  from  the  head  nurso,  who  also  conducts  quarterly  examina- 
tions in  these  studies  in  the  presence  of  ladies  of  the  Executive  Committee.” 
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Success. — The  Buccess  of  training  schools  for  nurses  is  seen  in  the  thorough 
preparation  they  give  for  the  pursuit  of  a noble  calling,  and  in  the  excellent 
work  done  by  the  pupils  and  graduates  in  both  hospitals  and  private  residences. 
A report  speaks  thus  of  the  benefits  which  the  establishment  of  the  nurse 
training  school  brought  to  the  inmates  of  the  Charity  Hospital  at  New 
York  : 

“ The  change  wrought  in  the  hospital  was  sudden  and  radical.  The  nurses 
themselves  were  of  a better  class  than  it  was  thought  possible  to  secure,  many 
of  them  being  ladies  of  culture  and  refinement.  Abuses  which  had  existed 
since  the  foundation  of  the  hospital  were  at  once  swept  away.  The  care  and 
sympathy  received  by  the  patients  promoted  their  recovery,  while  the  presence 
among  them  of  the  pupils  of  the  school  so  improved  the  moral  tone  of  the  institu- 
tion that  the  cells  for  punishment  were  no  longer  necessary  and  were  removed. 
The  death  rate  of  the  hospital  has  steadily  diminished  since  the  introduction  of 
the  training  school.  . . . Other  causes  have  contributed  to  diminish  the 

mortality,  but  none  so  much  as  the  increased  efficiency  in  nursing,  due  to  the 
careful  training  of  intelligent  nurses.” 

The  work  done  in  private  families  haB  received  similar  praise,  and  there  iB  a 
constant  demand  upon  the  schools  for  pupils  to  go  out  to  private  nursing.  The 
post-graduate  success  of  educated  nurses  is  evident  from  the  continued  call  for 
their  services  in  preference  to  those  of  any  others,  and  receives  further  proof 
from  the  expressions  of  those  who  have  observed  their  work.  The  organising 
of  training  schools  is  being  agitated  in  several  prominent  cities  and  cannot  fail 
of  equally  good  results  with  those  which  have  invariably  attended  them.

GENERAL. 

Expenses  of  Living  in  New  York,  &c. 

The  expenses  of  living  in  the  city  of  New  York  (it  is  stated)  will,  of 
■course,  vary  according  to  views  and  habits.  Good  board  and  lodging 
may  be  had  conveniently  to  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College 
at  from  4 dols.  50  cents  to  7 dols.  per  week.  Pains  are  taken  to 
provide  a list  of  boarding  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  Bellevue  Hospital 
to  suit  the  wishes  and  means  of  students  ; and  the  Janitor  is  prepared 
to  secure  satisfactory  accommodation  without  any  delay  for  those  who 
have  matriculated  at  the  College.  Bellevue  Hospital  is  situated  on  the 
East  River,  between  Twenty-sixth-street  and  Twenty-eighth-street. 
The  entrance  to  the  Hospital  is  in  Twenty-sixth-street,  near  the  East 
River.  Students  and  others  coming  to  the  College  should  inquire  at 
the  gate  of  Bellevue  Hospital  for  the  J anitor  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital 
Medical  College.  Members  who  receive  remittances  in  the  form  of 
post-office  money  orders  will  save  trouble  if  they  direct  the  orders  to 
be  payable  at  Station  F,  New  York  City,  this  station  being  but  a 
short  distance  from  the  College. 

Pharmacy  in  Queensland. 

According  to  the  Medical  Act  of  1867  : 

No  Chemist  and  Druggist  Bhall  obtain  a certificate  from  the  Medical  Board 
of  this  Colony  exoept  upon  the  production  of  testimonials  satisfactory  to  such 
board,  and  stating  that  he  has  been  engaged  for  a period  not  less  than  three 
years  in  learning  Pharmaoy  and  Chemical  Affinities,  and  that  he  is  qualified  to 
compound  and  dispense  medicines.  Provided  that  this  Act  shall  not  bo  con- 
strued so  as  to  prevent  any  person  from  selling  uncompounded  drugs  or  patent 
medicines. 

The  practice  of  Dentistry  is  not  restricted  in  this  Colony. 
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Tancred’s  Charities. 

In  future,  tie  subjects  of  examination  will  be  altered  from  year  to 
year.  The  subjects  of  the  next  examination  are  contained  in  the 
forms  of  Petition,  which  will  be  supplied  on  application  to  Bartle 
Prere,  Esq.,  28,  Lincoln’s  Inn-fields. 

THE  FOUNDATION  OF  THE  STUDENTSHIPS. 

Christopher  Tancred,  of  Whixley  Hall,  in  the  county  of  York,  Esquire, 
founded,  a.d.  1721,  studentships  for  the  education  of  twelve  young  persons  “in 
such  professions  as  might  not  only  advance  their  fortunes,  but  render  them 
useful  members  of  the  community;”  and  he  directed  that  the  students  should 
be  natives  of  Great  Britain  (i.e.,  actually  born  in  England,  Scotland,  or  Wales), 
of  the  religion  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  “ of  such  low  abilities  (meaning 
pecuniary  ability)  as  not  to  be  capable  of  obtaining  the  education  ” which  he 
had  in  view  without  the  assistance  of  his  or  a like  charity. 

Four  to  be  educated  in  the  study  of  Divinity  at  Christ’s  College,  Cambridge. 

Four  in  the  study  of  Physic  at  Gonville  and  Caius  College,  Cambridge. 

Four  in  the  study  of  the  Common  Law  at  Lincoln’s  Inn,  London. 

The  annual  income  of  the  charity  now  generally  admits  of  there  beiDg  more 
than  four  students  in  each  class. 

Stipends. — Each  student  receives  .£100  a year.  The  stipends  are  paid  half- 
yearly,  at  Whitsuntide  and  Martinmas. 

PHYSIC. 

1.  No  person  shall  be  capable  of  being  elected  a student  who  is  below  the  age 
of  sixteen  years  or  above  the  age  of  twenty-two  years,  or  who  is  married. 

2.  The  elections  shall  take  place  at  the  Whitsuntide  half-yearly  meeting  only. 

3.  Petitions  shall  be  presented  in  the  prescribed  form  ; and  every  candidate 
shall  be  required  to  declare,  in  his  Petition,  that  it  is  his  bond  fide  intention  to 
pursue  the  study  and  practice  of  Physic. 

4.  The  candidates  shall  be  examined  before  their  names  are  submitted  for 
election,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  they  are  qualified  to  benefit  by  the  educa- 
tion provided  by  this  charity 

5.  The  subjects  of  examination  shall  be  : Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.,  and  iii. 
Arithmetic.  Elementary  Algebra,  viz.,  definitions  and  explanations  of  alge- 
braical signs  and  terms ; addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division  of 
algebraical  quantities  and  algebraical  fractions ; the  elementary  rules  of  ratio, 
proportion,  and  variation  ; and  easy  equations  of  a degree  not  higher  than  the 
second,  involving  not  more  than  two  unknown  quantities.
